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To THE Crry CoUNCIL: 


The undersigned respectfully submits his Annual Report of 
the Births, Marriages and Deaths, in the City of Boston during 
the year 1868. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births in Boston (embracing the late city of 
Roxbury), in the year 1868, was 7,102, — 3,590 males and 3,512 
females, an increase of 265 over the number born the preceding 
year. The increase in the City of Boston was only 63, while 
that in the Boston Highlands was 202. The result in the newly 
acquired territory — where the gain is 2.14 per cent com- 
pared with the births there in 1867 —has a more agreeable 
aspect than is seen in Boston, where the increase is only a 
trifle more than one per cent. 

The population of the united cities of Boston and Roxbury 
cannot be far from 240,000. It follows, therefore, that the 
births in 1868 are in the ratio of one birth to every 33.79 per- 
sons living. Although this birth-rate is far below what it 
should be, and lower than it is in any European nation, with 
the exception of France and Belgium, it is, however, more fa- 
vorable than was indicated by the rates of the last fifteen or 
eighteen years; and induces the hope, at least, that the present 
year will not contrast unfavorably with the past. 

The above statement shows what has been added to the living 
population; but, in estimating what the natural increase would 
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be, but for certain causes that some might consider providen-— 
tial, perhaps the number of still-births should be taken into 
account. The number of still-births in 1868 was 482, which, 
added to those born alive, make 17,584 — or one birth to 
every 31.64 persons living. But, as these cases add nothing to 
the population, nor aid in swelling the mortality, they are, there- 
fore, very properly omitted in the consideration of both branches 
of the subject, and are classed by themselves. 

When it is remembered that in 1851 there was one birth in 
Boston to every twenty-six persons living, the present birth-rate 
(one to 33.79) will not fail to attract the notice of all who are 
interested in vital statistics, and awaken something more than 
curiosity. Whether prudential motives, or something worse, or 
both together, lie at the root of the matter, the disagreeable 
fact remains, and challenges serious consideration. Apart 
from the medical journals of the country, this subject seems to 
receive little notice; and even in them the discussions are of a 
spasmodic character, and gradually taper off into scientific dis- 
putations, which neither cure the evil, nor point to a remedy. 

The following is a comparative statement of the births in the 
cities of New York, Philadelphia and Boston:

There can be no doubt that the number of births returned in 
the two first-named cities are far, below the actual number that 
occurred there. Hither the laws in the two places are very 
loosely enforced, or their system of registration is at fault. In 
either case, the contrast afforded by Boston (where but very 
few births escape registration), is creditable to the law in ope- 
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ration in Massachusetts. In New York, parents, physicians, or 
other persons present at a birth, are required to return the same 
to the recording officer. ‘The same system is pursued in Phila- 
delphia, but with more satisfactory results, as is shown in the 
above table. New York has a “ Metropolitan Board of Health,” 
embracing a “ Bureau of Records and Vital Statistics,” moved 
by machinery of the most formidable character, and worked, 
doubtless, at no slight cost, with the above stated results. To 
secure even a tolerably correct registration under such a law, 
and by such agencies, is simply impossible in cities like New 
York and Philadelphia; or even in as comparatively a small 
place as Boston. 

The number of births in each quarter is seen in the following:

The births in the last quarter made 26.92 per cent of the 
whole number, and those in the first 23.36 per cent. The 
births during the last six months made 53.03 per cent of all the 
births.

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There was an increase of 263 births in wards 1, 4, 7, 8, 10 
and 12, and a decrease of 200 in the remaining six wards of 
Boston, compared with the preceding year. The greatest in- 
crease was in wards 1 (H. Boston) and 12, the numbers being 
75 and 70 in those wards respectively. There was a decrease 
of 93in ward 5, 38 in ward 2, 9 in ward 6, and 35 in ward 11.

The number of children whose parents were both born in the 
United States, including half of those who are recorded as un- 
known, is 1818, — 25.60 per cent of the whole number. The 
percentage in 1867 was 24.11. 

Those whose parents were both foreign-born, (including half 
of those recorded as unknown), number 4,253, — 59.60 per cent 
of the whole number. The percentage of this class in 1867 
was 61.37. , 

The number of children whose fathers were foreign-born is 
4,766, — 67.10 per cent of all the children born. The number 
of instances, in which one or both parents were foreign-born is 
5,224, — 73.55 per cent of the whole number.

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The number of native-born fathers, (including half of those 
specified as unknown,) is 2,301,— 32.40 per cent of all the fathers. 

The number of native-born mothers is 2,393, — 33.60 per cent 
of all the mothers. . 

The number of children of unmixed Irish parentage is 
2,768, — 38.97 per cent of all the children born, and 24 per cent 
less than that of the same class in the preceding year, but exceed- 
ing those of purely American parentage by 12 per cent. 

There were eighty-three colored births, thirty-six males, 
and forty-seven females, making 1.17 per cent of all the births. 
A comparative statement of the births, marriages, and deaths 
of this class appears as follows: 

Births, eighty-three; marriages, fifty-three; deaths, ninety. 

There was one child born of Indian parents, who were 
natives of the British Provinces. 

There was one case of triplets, both parents being American

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There were sixty-two twin births, which are in the ratio of 
one to 114.55 of single births. In twenty-four instances both 
children were males; in twenty-three, both were females; and 
in each of the remaining fifteen, there was one of each sex. 
In sixteen instances only were both parents born in the United 
States; in twenty-nine, both parents were born in Ireland; and 
in the others, both parents were of other foreign parentage.

It will be seen that the number of still-births was four hun- 
dred and eighty-two. These births are in the ratio of one to 
every 14.73 of those children born alive. The percentage was 
about the same in the preceding year. In the State, in 1867, 
these births were about 2.87 per cent of all the births, or one 
to every thirty-four born alive. In Philadelphia, the number of 
these cases in 1868 was seven hundred and forty-four, which is 
about 4.31 per cent, or one to every 23.19 born alive, 
according to the official report of that city. As a much 
larger number of children were born there than were regis- 
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tered, the percentage appears correspondingly higher than it 
should be. When compared with the rest of the State and 
with Philadelphia, Boston has a larger proportion of still-births. 

The sexes of the still-born children were two hundred and 
eighty-six males, one hundred and eighty-two females, and 
fourteen sex unknown. 

The largest number of births occurred in December, when 
there were fifty-eight, and the fewest in September, when there 
were only twenty-eight. 

Of the whole number, two hundred were of Irish parentage, 
and one hundred and seven of other foreign parentage, making 
63.69 per cent of the whole number. 

There were twenty colored still-births, making 4.15 per cent 
of the whole number. 


MARRIAGES. 


There were 3,138 marriages in Boston in 1868, including of 
course, those that occurred in the Highland District. There 
were 2,897 marriages in Boston in 1867, and two hundred and 
fifty-nine in the city of Roxbury, which shows a decrease of 
eighteen in the aggregate number of both places in 1868. The 
number of marriages are in the ratio of one to every 76.48 of 
an estimated population of 240,000. The ratio in the whole 
State is one to every 43.82, which presents a marked contrast 
to that of Boston. The official report of New York gives the 
marriages there as in the ratio of one to 158.82; that of Phila- 
delphia, as one to 125.56. These figures of course are very far 
from being correct, and only serve to show the faulty method 
of returns in operation in those places.

There were fewer marriages in March, as usual, than in any 
other month, the number being only one hundred and forty- 
three. The next lowest number was in August, when two hun- 
dred and seventeen entered into the marriage relation. The 
highest number was in November, when it reached to three 
hundred and fifty, an average of 11.66 marriages on each day 
of the month. 

The number of certificates issued during the year was 3,578, 
four hundred and forty more than the number of marriages 
recorded. Some of these certificates have been used out of the 
State, some in other towns in the State, and some have been un- 
doubtedly used in the city, but have not been returned by the 
officiating clergymen. A few of these last will, perhaps, after 
the lapse of a longer or shorter period be sent to this office for 
registration, but too late to be entered on the duplicate returns 
made to the Secretary of State. These last delinquents can 
hardly be ignorant of the requirements of the law; yet they 
show the most supreme disregard of them, and an utter 
obliviousness of what may prove to be of vital interest to the 
parties married by them.

The number of native born grooms was 1,554, 49.52 per cent 
of all the grooms. This is precisely the same proportion of the 
preceding year, showing that if the American element had not 
increased, it had maintained its ground. 

The number of native grooms who married American wives, 
however, was only 1,274, or a trifle over 40 per cent. This 
shows that in about 60 per cent of the marriages, one or both 
parties were foreign born. 

As usual the Irish grooms form the most numerous portion of 
the foreign born grooms, there being 904 of this class, making 
57.79 per cent of the foreign grooms, and 28.80 per cent of 
the whole number. 

The purely Irish element. is represented by 738 instances, 
making 23.51 per cent of all the marriages, and 47.18 per 
cent of the marriages where one or both parties were foreign 
born. 
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The German population is represented by 103 marriages, 
making 3.28 per cent of the whole number. 

The number of marriages of parties born in the British 
Provinces is 110, — 3.50 per cent of all the marriages. . 

The number of native born brides is 1,588, — 50.60 per cent 
of all the brides. 

The number of Irish born brides is 968, — 30.84 per cent of 
the whole number. 

Only 868 of the grooms (27.67 per cent of all the grooms), 
and 988 of the brides (31.16 per cent), were born in Massachu- 
setts. The Irish grooms exceed the Massachusetts grooms by 
thirtv-six, while the brides of the latter exceed those of the for- 
mer by twenty.

It will be seen by the above, that fifty-six of the grooms 
were under twenty-one years of age, 1.79 per cent of the whole 
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number. Three of these were seventeen years of age (who 
married brides of sixteen, seventeen, and eighteen years, respec- 
tively), five were eighteen years of age (two of whom married 
brides of eighteen), and forty-two of twenty years. 

Of the brides, sixty-four were under eighteen years of age, — 
2.03 per cent of the whole number. Six of these were fifteen 
years of age, one of whom married a groom of twenty-eight; 
fourteen were sixteen years of age, one of whom married a 
groom of twenty-eight, another a groom of thirty, and _ still 
another a groom of the mature age of forty-six. There were 
forty-four brides of seventcen years, nine of whom married grooms 
of ages between twenty-eight and thirty. There were sixteen 
brides between thirty and forty, who married grooms under 
twenty-one years of age. Two brides between forty and fifty, 
married grooms between twenty-five and thirty. Two other 
brides of the same age, united themselves to grooms between 
' seventy and eighty ; and two between sixty and seventy married 
grooms between seventy and eighty. Two brides between 
twenty-five and thirty married grooms between sixty and seventy ; 
and one under twenty married a groom between fifty and sixty. 

The grooms between twenty-one and thirty made 65.57 per 
cent of the whole number, and the brides of the same age made 
70.87 per cent. 

The number of colored couples was fifty-three, eighteen less 
than were married in 1867 in Boston alone. There were 
fifteen instances in which the grooms were colored, and the 
brides white, three less than there were in the preceding year. 

There were two couples of deaf mutes married.

The first marriages of grooms make 84.92 per cent of all the 
marriages, and the first marriages of brides 86.90. There were 
three grooms who had been made disconsolate no less than three 
times; one chose a spinster for his fourth wife, and two chose as 
their fourth ventures widows. Of the 435 widowers for the first 
time, 281 married spinsters. 

There were 210 grooms who belonged in other States, while 
137 Boston grooms obtained their wives out of the State. 

The occupations of 2,221 of the grooms are given in the fol- 
lowing table. Laborers, clerks, mariners, traders, merchants, 
carpenters, and teamsters, make 54.65 per cent of all the

DEATHS. 


The number of deaths in Boston (including the Highland dis- 
trict) during the year 1868 was 5,519 — males, 2,861; females, 
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2,658. The number of deaths in Boston in 1867 was 4,421; in 
Roxbury, 605, showing an increase in the aggregate of 493, 
during 1868, compared with the preceding year. ‘The increase 
in Boston was 388; in Roxbury 105 ;— an increase in the former 
place of 8.77 per cent; in the latter, 17.35 per cent. The pro- 
portion of deaths in the two places is one to 43.48 of the esti- 
mated population of 240,000. 

The following statement of the deaths in Boston, New York 
and Philadelphia, will show how the mortality in the first-named 
place compares with that of the last two. The reports of the 
deaths in New York and Philadelphia are not liable to the same 
objections that exist against the returns of births and marriages. 
As every interment requires a permit for removal, the mortality 
in each place is undoubtedly correctly stated : 

Boston, 1 death to 43.48. New York, 1 to 44.19. Phila- 
delphia, 1 to 59.74. 

New York has long borne the unenviable reputation of being 
little less than a plague spot. Those who have been accustomed 
so to regard it, will be somewhat surprised to learn, that, notwith- 
standing its filth, and the free-and-easy way in which public 
matters are conducted, its bill of mortality has a more agreeable 
appearance than that of Boston; while Philadelphia outstrips 
both in an extraordinary degree.

Of the whole number of those who died, only 1,700 (including 
half of those recorded as “unknown ”’) were of native parentage. 
These decedents make 30.80 per cent of all who died, a de- 
crease from the preceding year’s report. | Those of Irish 
parentage make 48.70 per cent of the whole number, and 70.51 
per cent of all of foreign parentage.

The above shows, that while 67.59 per cent of the children 
have foreign-born fathers, 69.19 per cent of the mortality is 
among those of the same parentage. On the other hand, if only 
32.41 per cent of the children had native fathers, only 
30.80 per cent of the deaths occurs among that class. It 
will be observed that the births and deaths among those of 
foreign parentage bear about the same proportion to each other, 
as the same do among those of native parentage. 
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An examination of the above table will show that 25.40 per 
cent of all who died, were under one year of age. Ninety- 
five died on the day of their birth, sixty-five of whom were 
children of foreign parentage. In Philadelphia, the percentage 
of this class was 28.80. In the rest of this State, exclusive of 
Boston, the percentage was slightly over 20 per cent. In the 
preceding year, the number of children who died in Boston 
under 1 year of age, made 22.94 per cent of the mortality of 
that year. 

There were seven hundred and seventy-four children who 
were between one day and six months, of whom five hundred 
and sixteen were of foreign parentage. Of the remaining five 
hundred and thirty-three who were under one year of age, three 
hundred and ninety-nine were children of foreign parentage. 

The number who died between one and five, was one thou- 
sand and sixty-one, — 19.22 per cent of all who died. Of 
these, eight hundred and sixteen were children of foreign 
parents. 

Between five and ten, there were two hundred and sixty-nine 
deaths. The parentage of one hundred and thirty-four was for- 
eign, and one hundred and thirty-five native. 

Between ten and fifteen, ninety-six children died, of whom 
sixty-seven were of foreign parentage. 

Of those under twenty, who were themselves foreign-born 
(one hundred and fifty-five), sixty-five were born in Ireland; 
forty-one in the British Provinces; twelve in Germany; three 
in Scotland; and nineteen in other foreign places. 

Of the five hundred and forty-seven between twenty and 
thirty, two hundred and eighty were foreign-born, — one hun- 
dred and seventy-five in Ireland; fifty-five in the Provinces; 
fourteen in Germany; sixteen in England; six in Scotland; and 
fourteen in other foreign countries. 

The number of those who died between thirty and forty was 
four hundred and ninety-one, three hundred and eight of whom 
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were foreign-born. Of these, two hundred and nineteen were 
born in Ireland; thirty-one in the British Provinces; twenty- — 
seven in Germany; and thirty-one in other foreign places. 

There were four hundred and twenty-two who died between 
forty and fifty, two hundred and fifty-eight of whom were foreign- 
born. Of these, two hundred and thirteen were born in Ire- 
land; thirteen in England; fifteen in the Provinces; twelve in 
Germany; and five in other foreign places. 

Between fifty and sixty, there were three hundred and thirty- 
eight deaths — two hundred and eleven were of foreign-born 
persons. Of this number, one hundred and sixty-nine were 
born in Ireland; twelve in England; ten in the Provinces; 
thirteen in Germany; two in Scotland; and five in other foreign 
places. 

There were three hundred and fifteen deaths between sixty 
and seventy. Of this number, one hundred and fifty-six were 
of foreign-born persons,—one hundred and twenty-nine were 
born in Ireland; nine in England; ten in Germany; and six in 
other foreign places. 

The number of those who died above seventy years of age 
was three hundred and eighty-eight, of whom one hundred and 
fifty-eight were born in Ireland, and one hundred and thirty-two 
in other foreign places. 

There were one hundred and thirty-one males, and two hun- 
dred and thirty-three females, who died between seventy and 
ninety, and fifteen males and nine females who died over ninety 
years of age.

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It will be seen that 44.62 per cent of the deaths occurred 
under five years of age, and only 10 per cent between five and 
twenty. 

The number of colored decedents was ninety, — fifty-one 
males, and thirty-nine females, — a decrease of cighteen com- 
pared with the preceding year. 

Of the whole number of decedents, seven hundred and sixty- 
eight of the male, and five hundred .and eighty-five of the fe- 
male (making 24.51 per cent of the whole number), were mar- 
ried at the time of their decease. Of the males, four hundred 
and fifty-six, and of the females, three hundred and forty-seven, 
were foreign-born. 

Of the whole number of male decedents, ninety-seven were 
widowers at the time of death, fifty-six of whom were foreign- 
born. Four hundred and eleven of the female decedents 
were widows, of whom two hundred and twenty were foreign- 
born. The number of these, of both sexes, who had been or 
were married at the time of their decease, was 1861, — 33.72 .

The number of interments in the city was three hundred and 
twenty-six: In the city proper, one hundred and nineteen; 
South Boston, one hundred and twelve; Hast Boston, ninety-five. 
There were one hundred and twenty disinterments and remov- 
als, and fifty-two bodies were brought here from other places, 
and deposited in tombs in the various cemeteries in the city. 
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Accidents—The number of deaths from accidental causes 
(including burns, scalds, and drowned), was one hundred and 
ninety-two,— one hundred and sixty-one males, and thirty-one 
females, — 3.48 per cent of all the deaths. In the preceding 
year, these deaths made 3.46 per cent of the mortality of that 
year. 

Apoplery.—There were eighty deaths reported from this 
cause, — fifty-five were males, and twenty-five were females. 
There were fourteen deaths from this cause in 1867. 

Bowels, Diseases of —There were fifty-two deaths from inflam- 
mation of the bowels, and fourteen reported simply as disease 
of the bowels. The decedents were, thirty-six males, and 
thirty females. There were forty-seven deaths thus reported in 
1867. 

Brain, Diseases of-—The number of those who died from these 
causes was two hundred and sixty-eight, making 4.85 per cent 
of all who died. There were one hundred and forty-seven males, 
and one hundred and twenty-one females. Forty-four were re- 
ported as inflammation of the brain, and most of the remainder 
as “meningitis.” In the preceding year the deaths from these 
causes made 5.24 per cent of the mortality of that year. 

Bronchitis —There were one hundred and fifty deaths re- 
ported from this cause,— 2.71 per cent of the whole mor- 
tality. The percentage in 1867 was 3.03. 

Cancer.—The number of deaths from this cause was eighty- 
five —an increase of three over the preceding year. There 
were twenty-eight males, and fifty-seven females. Of these, 
nineteen were reported of the stomach; ten of liver; eight of 
breast; seven of uterus; four of face; three of bowels; two 
of rectum; one each of jaw, ear, throat, brain, tongue, chest, 
bladder, and twenty-five whose localities were not reported. 

Cholera.— There were two cases thus reported — both males 
— which occurred in July. There was one reported from this 
cause in 1867. 
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Cholera Infantum.— This was the reported cause of 488 
deaths, making 8.84 per cent of the whole mortality. In the 
preceding year the percentage was 5.22. 

Cholera Morbus.—'There were 25 deaths from this cause. 
There were 15 in 1867. 

Consumption.— The number who died from this disease was 
868, — 420 males, and 448 females. The deaths from this cause 
make 15.73 per cent of the whole mortality. In 1867 the per- 
centage was 17.32. In Philadelphia the mortality from this cause 
made 14.89 per cent of the mortality of 1868. The number and

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It will be seen that laborers, clerks, tailors, mariners, carpen- 
ters, machinists, teamsters and shoemakers, make 46.20 of all 
the males who died from consumption. 

Convulsions. —'The number of deaths thus reported was one 
hundred and forty-two, — 2.57 per cent of the whole mortality. 
There were eighty males, and sixty-two females. In 1867, the 
number of deaths thus recorded made 3.17 per cent of the mor- 
tality of that year. 

Croup was the reported cause of one hundred and twenty- 
seven deaths, — making 2.30 per cent of the whole number. 
In 1867, the percentage was 3.12; the decedents were sixty- 
three males, and sixty-four females. 

Diarrhea and Dysentery.— There were two hundred and 
fourteen deaths from these causes (one hundred and one of the 
former, and one hundred and thirteen of the latter) — making 
3.87 per cent of all the deaths. In the preceding year the 
deaths from these diseases made 3.62 per cent. 

Diphtheria. — There were sixty-seven deaths from this 
disease, — 1.21 per cent of the whole mortality. In 1867 the 
percentage was 0.85. 

Fever, Typhoid.—The number of deaths from this cause 
was. one hundred and twenty, — 2.17 per cent of all the deaths. 
In 1867 the mortality from this cause made 2 per cent of the 
whole. 

Heart, Disease of. —'The number of deaths reported under 
this head, was one hundred and seventy-two, — eighty-three 
males, and eighty-nine females, 3.12 per cent of the whole 
mortality. 

Hydrocephalus. — There were one hundred and twenty-nine 
deaths reported from this cause, — seventy-seven males, and 
fifty-two females, — 2.33 per cent of all the deaths. The per- 
centage in the preceding year was 3.00. 

Intemperance. — There were thirty-two deaths from intemper- 
ance — eighteen males, and fourteen females, an increase of 
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eighteen compared with the preceding year. Those dying from 
delirium tremens are included under this head. 

Infantile Diseases. —There were fifty-one deaths thus re- 
ported — twenty-five males, and twenty-six females, the same 
number that were reported in the preceding year. 

Kidneys, Disease of:-—There were sixty-three deaths from 
‘ the various diseases of the kidneys—thirty-five males, and 
thirty females; a large proportion of these deaths was from 
Bright’s disease. In the preceding year there were forty-nine 
deaths from this cause. 

Lungs, Diseases of. —'There were eighty-six deaths reported 
with this designation — forty-three males, and forty-three 
females. The number reported in 1867 was fifty-nine. 

Marasmus was the reported cause of one hundred and eleven 
deaths — sixty-eight males, and forty-three females, an in- 
crease of twenty-six compared with the preceding year. 

Measles. —'The number of deaths from this cause was sixty- 
eight — forty males, and twenty females, an increase of thirty- 
seven. 

Meningitis, Cerebro-spinal.— There were eight deaths from 
this disease in 1868, and seven ia 1867. 

Old Age.— There were one hundred and thirty deaths thus 
designated —thirty-nine males, and ninety-one females, an 
increase of forty. 

Paralysis. — The number of deaths from paralysis was eighty- 
five, an increase of thirty-four. The sexes were thirty-three males, 
and fifty-two females. 

Pneumonia. — There were three hundred and fifty-eight deaths 
reported from this disease — one hundred and eighty-four males, 
and one hundred and seventy-four females, making 6.48 per 
cent of the whole mortality.

Premature Birth. — There were eighty-three deaths reported 
under this head. In 1867 there were eighty-one. The sexes 
were, males, forty-one; females, forty-two. 

Puerperal Diseases. —'The number of deaths from diseases 
incident to child-birth was sixty-six —an increase of fourteen 
compared with the preceding year. 

Scarlatina. — There were two hundred and sixty-six deaths 
from scarlatina—one hundred and thirty-seven males, and 
one hundred and twenty-nine females, which make 4.84 per 
cent of all the deaths. The deaths from this cause in 1867 
made 6.96 per cent of the whole mortality of that year.

The number of certificates issued was 3,578, exceeding the 
marriages recorded by four hundred and forty. Some of these 
certificates were used in other towns in the State, some out of 
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the State, while others, doubtless after sober second thoughts, 
were not used at all. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


By reference to the law concerning the registration of 
marriages, inserted at the end of this report for the information 
of those who are called on to perform the marriage ceremony, it 
will be seen that the return of a certificate of marriage is to be 
made to the recording officer within one month after the marriage. 
The importance of this provision is obvious; and it would seem 
that clergymen, above all other men, would readily comply with 
it. But, unfortunately, there are some who not only habitually 
disregard this reasonable requirement, but they make no returns 
at all, thus violating the law, and doing an injury to the parties 
most deeply interested. ‘The time may come when these delin- 
quencies, involving it may be, important social or pecuniary 
interests will be discovered, but too late to admit of a 
remedy. 

There are clergymen who appear to regard it as a matter of 
very little consequence whether their returns are made at one 
time or another. In addition to the fact, that each certificate of 
marriage has on its face the printed requirements of the law, 
some of them have been repeatedly reminded of their neglect, 
and apprised of the additional labor thereby imposed on the re- 
cording officer. Notwithstanding excuses of every kind and 
character are often profusely offered, and sometimes promises of 
amendment made, it must be stated, that the result has not been 
such as one would have looked for. ‘This dilatory conduct is 
especially serious, when all the marriages of one year are not 
forwarded for registration before the first day of February fol- 
lowing. In that case, the returns that registrars are required by 
law to make to the Secretary of the Commonwealth at that time, 
do not contain the marriages sent in subsequent to that date. 
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The number of marriages yearly received at that late period is 
considerable; numerous enough, sometimes, to affect materially 
the State Registration Report. 


Puysicrans. — Another serious evil is the indefinite nature of 
the certificates of deaths made out by some physicians. This 
fact is one of more consequence than those delinquents seem to 
attach to it. This complaint would not arise in the majority 
of cases if physicians would, when possible, state the pri- 
mary and secondary causes of death. For instance, coroners 
(those who are physicians) will say, in a given case, “death 
from poison,” without specifying whether death was the result 
of an accident, or was self-inflicted. It is important, in 
every point of view, that it should be determined whether the 
case was one of suicide, homicide, or was accidental. Again: 
One physician states that a woman died of peritonitis, without 
using any qualifying term to distinguish its essential character. 
The death may have been the result of an accidental injury ; or it 
may have resulted from child-birth; or it may have been murder. 
The facts are of value not only to the few, but are such as concern 
the whole community. If vital statistics are worth anything, they 
should be made to express all that concerns the health and well- 
being of every individual. The same objection lies against a 
large number of cases where death is said to have been caused 
by inflammation of the brain, bowels, or other parts of the 
body. Hemorrhage is another term frequently used, and often 
conceals what it is desirable should be made known. 

Many of the deaths recorded in the City Registrar’s Reports 
each year, as resulting from accidental causes (with the ex- 
ception of those occurring in the hospitals), have been designated 
in the physicians’ certificates in the unsatisfactory manner 
alluded to above. Those deaths were known to have been 
accidental ones through other channels, and, therefore, were so 
classed. ‘The record alone, however, will not show that some 
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were not homicides, and others suicides. Until physicians, there- 
fore, shall express the cause of death in the way above indicated, 
and as the registration law obviously requires, the whole system, 
so far as it concerns the records of deaths (than which no 
other subject is of more importance to the whole community), 
will fail in its most essential features, and prove, to a certain ex- 
tent, practically useless.

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THE MARRIAGE LAW OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
GENERAL STATUTES. CHAP. 106. 


[ Secs. 1-6 relate to certain prohibited marriages. | 


SECTION 7. Persons intending to be joined in marriage, shall, be- 
fore their marriage, cause notice thereof to be entered in the office of 
the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which they respectively 
dwell, if within the State. If there is no such clerk or registrar in the 
place of their residence, the entry shall be made in an adjoining city 
or town. 

SroT. 8. The clerk or registrar shall deliver to the parties a cer- 
tificate under his hand, specifying the time when notice of the inten- 
tion of marriage was entered with him, together with all facts in rela- 
tion to the marriage required by law to be ascertained and recorded, 
except those respecting the person by whom the marriage is to be sol- 
emnized. Such certificate shall be delivered to the minister or mag- 
istrate in whose presence the marriage is to be contracted, before he 
proceeds to solemnize the same. 

Sect. 9. If a clerk or registrar issues such certificate to a male 
under the age of twenty-one years, or a female under the age of eigh- 
teen years, having reasonable cause to suppose the person to be under 
such age, except upon the application or consent in writing of the 
parent, master, or guardian of such person, he shall forfeit a sum not 
exceeding one hundred dollars ; but if there is no parent, master, or 
guardian in this State, competent to act, a certificate may be issued 
without such application or consent. 

Sect. 10. The clerk or registrar may require of any person ap- 
plying for such certificate, an affidavit sworn to before a justice of the 
peace for the county where the application is made, setting forth the 
age of the parties ; which affidavit shall be sufficient proof of age to 
authorize the issuing of the certificate. 

Sect. 11. Whoever applying for such certificate, wilfully makes 
a false statement in relation to the age or residence, parent, master, 
or guardian, of either of the parties intending marriage, shall forfeit a 
sum not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 12. When a marriage is solemnized in another State be- 
tween parties living in this State, and they return to dwell here, they 
shall, within seven days after their return, file with the clerk or regis- 
trar of the city or town, where either of them lived at the time, a cer- 
tificate or declaration of their marriage, including the facts concerning 
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marriages required by law; and for every neglect they shall forfeit ten 
dollars. 

Sect. 13. No magistrate or minister shall solemnize a marriage, 
having reasonable cause to suppose either of the parties to be under 
the age mentioned in section nine, without the consent of the parent 
or guardian having the custody of the minor, if there is any in the 
State competent to act. 

SrcT. 14. Marriages may be solemnized by a justice of the 
peace in the county for which he is appointed, when either of the 
parties resides in the same county ; and throughout the State by any 
minister of the gospel ordained according to the usage of his denomi- 
nation, who resides within the State and continues to perform the 
functions of his office ; but all marriages shall be solemnized in the 
city or town in which the person solemnizing them resides, or in which 
one or both of the persons to be married reside. 

Sect. 15. Marriages among the people called Friends or Quakers, 
may be solemnized in the manner heretofore used and practised in 

their societies. 

Sect. 16. Every justice of the peace, minister, and clerk, or 
keeper of the records of the meeting wherein any marriages among 
the Friends or Quakers are solemnized, shall make a record of each 
marriage solemnized before him, together with all facts relating to the 
marriage required by law to be recorded. He shall also between the 
first and tenth days of each month return a copy of the record for the 
month next preceding, to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in 
which the marriage was solemnized, and shall when neither of the 
parties to a marriage resides in the city or town in which the marriage 
is solemnized, return a copy of the record of such marriage to the 
clerk or registrar of the city or town in which one or both of said 
parties reside. All marriages so returned shall be recorded by the 
clerk or registrar. 

Sect. 17. Every person neglecting to make the returns required 
by the preceding section, shall forfeit for each neglect not less than 
twenty nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Srcr. 18. A justice of the peace or minister who joins persons 
in marriage contrary to the provisions of this chapter, knowing that 
the marriage is not duly authorized, shall forfeit not less than fifty nor 
more than one hundred dollars. 

Srecr. 19. Whoever undertakes to join persons in marriage, know- 
ing that he is not authorized so to do, shall be imprisoned in the 
jail or confined to hard labor for a term not exceeding six months, or 
pay a fine of not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 

SEcT. 20. [Unintentional informality does not invalidate mar- 
riage in other respects lawful. ] 
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Sect. 21. The record of a marriage, made and kept as prescribed 
by law by the person before whom the marriage is solemnized, or 
by the clerk or registrar of any city or town, or a copy of such record 
duly certified, shall be received in all courts and places as presumptive 
evidence of such marriage. | 

Sect. 22. [Admission of respondent, general repute, &c., compe- 
tent evidence to prove the fact of marriage.] 

SEcT. 23. [Marriage in foreign countries by a consul or diplo- 
matic agent valid, and certificate of such consul or agent presumptive 
evidence thereof. |

AN ACT RELATING TO THE MARRIAGE OF NON-RESIDENT PARTIES. 


SECTION 1. Persons living without the Commonwealth and intend- 
ing to be joined in marriage within the Commonwealth, shall, before 
their marriage, cause notice of their intention to be entered in the 
office of the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which they pro- 
pose to have the marriage solemnized ; and no marriage between such 
parties shall be solemnized until they have delivered to the justice of 
the peace, or minister in whose presence the marriage is to be con- 
tracted, a certificate from such clerk or registrar, specifying the time 
when notice of the intention of marriage was entered with him, to- 
gether with all the facts in relation to the marriage required by law tu 
be ascertained and recorded, except those respecting the person by 
whom the marriage is to be solemnized. 

Sect. 2. Marriages may be solemnized by a justice of the peace 
in the county for which he is appointed. 

Sect. 3. A justice of the peace or minister who joins persons 
in marriage contrary to the provisions of this act, shall forfeit not less 
than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars.

Tue Board of Overseers of the Poor respectfully submit to 
the City Government their Annual Report. 

The details are embraced in the tabular statements respec- 
tively of the Treasurer and Secretary. The aggregate results 
do not differ materially from those of the last year; the expen- 
ditures have been somewhat larger, while at the same time there 
has been an increase in the amount of the Trust Funds which the 
Board hold as a corporation. 

The routine office business has been about the same as usual, 
and we believe that the system and methods of the Board have 
proved satisfactory to our citizens, and meet the claims of that 
class of the poor who legitimately look to the city for relief. 

In reviewing the transactions of the year, an allusion should 
be made to the consummation of the plan for some time contem- 
plated, the erection of an independent building for the use of 
the Overseers of the Poor, and for, the accommodation of the 
various associations of charity, which relieve by material aid 
and sympathy the suffering of the less favored classes of our 
community. | 

The Central Relief Building and the Temporary Home, for 
which liberal appropriations were made by the City Govern- 
ment, were finished and occupied early in the present year. The 
plan of the centralization of the charitable agencies of the city

was prominently brought before the municipal government in 
1857, by the Provident Association, in a memorial written by 
its President, the Hon. Robert C. Winthrop. Upon the 
re-organization of the Board of Overseers of the Poor in 1864, 
with the same gentleman as its chairman, the subject, in various 
ways, was called to the public attention; and finally a lot of 
land was purchased, upon which the necessary buildings have 
been erected. The plan suggested is so ably set forth in the 
memorial, that we have deemed it well to affix it to our report 
as an appendix, in order that our citizens may have full infor- 
mation as to the designs and objects of the charity bureau. 
The experience of a few months gives ample assurance that the 
objects contemplated are to meét with a gratifying success, and 
that we soon shall have a more perfect system of public charity 
than any other large city in the world. The legal responsibili- 
ties to the poor are met by the Board of Overseers; but it is 
well known that the largest class of the virtuous and needy in 
a great metropolis, are not the native or settlement poor, but 
are those for whom the law makes but slight provision, except 
in the crowded State almshouses. To tear these people from 
their homes, from the associations of kindred-and friends, to 
send them away to a public institution, impairs their feelings of 
self-respect, and make them paupers. Such a course is not an 
act of humanity, nor does it promote the public weal; and hence 
the usefulness of other organizations in addition to those at the 
public charge, to minister in a limited manner to those necessi- 
ties into which they occasionally fall. Several of these organi- 
zations are already in the building, co-operating with us and 
with each other in benevolent works. The Provident Associa- 
tion, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Ladies’ Sewing Circle, 
Ladies’ Relief Agency, a branch of the Boston Dispensary, the 
committees who have the charge of the distribution of the Mas- 
sachusetts and the Boston Soldiers’ Funds, and one of the mili- - 
tary Posts, are now in active operation in the building; and

other similar bodies are contemplating having their central 
offices here also. 

The almoners of the different charitable societies thus become 
acquainted with each other, their books of registration are 
conveniently consulted, impostors are easily detected and exposed, 
and the wastful expenditure of money given by the affluent for 
benevolent purposes, is checked, and put in its proper channel. 
The use of the rooms occupied by these different societies is 
free of rent, but they will be subject to a charge for heating, 
gas, and janitor’s services. As the building was not intended 
exclusively for the city, it was thought advisable when the pro- 
ject was started, to ask the charitably disposed of our citizens 
to contribute towards its erection, and a fund was raised for the 
purpose. A list of the subscribers to this fund will be found in 
the appendix. 

By an order of the City Council the office of the City Physi- 
cian was removed from the City Hall to our new building. 
This officer, with his assistants, are accommodated with two 
rooms in the basement, a convenient location for the multitude 
of the poor who resort to them for gratuitous vaccination, and 
medical advice. 

In connection with the Central Relief Building or Charity 
Bureau, an edifice was erected for the Temporary Home, and 
this institution was removed in January from Charles Street to its 
new quarters. With the additional accommodations thus placed 
within the control of the Board, it is believed that the peculiar 
wants of that class for which the institution was designed, will 
be fully met. 

The Board are aware of the great care and prudence which 
the management of the Home will require in its enlarged 
quarters. Its existence is a necessity, as an act of humanity to 
the deserving and helpless; but a portion of its benefactions 
are liable to abuse, and great solicitude is felt that it may not 
degenerate into an asylum for the improvident and _ thriftless; 
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and thus increase an evil which it is designed to cure. The 
institution is at this time particularly fortunate in being in 
charge of a matron who seems especially adapted for the posi- 
tion. Miss Conyers has had a large experience in her duties, 
and combines great force of character, with a tender regard for 
the unfortunate ones committed to her care. She is ably sup- 
ported by her assistants, and we commence the experiment of 
this institution in its new home under favorable auspices, and 
trust that its influence will be only for good. 

There are some changes which we regret, but which experi- 
ence has proved will be necessary in the building, particularly in 
the heating arrangement; but as this subject has already been 
called to the attention of the City Government, this brief allu- 
sion is all that is required at the present time. The institution 
is under the direct supervision of a sub-committee of the Board. 
A brief report from the matron is herewith submitted: 

“ During the year ending April 30,1869, there were admitted 
to the Home 1,243 persons; of this number 186 were Americans, 
696 foreigners, and 361 children. Number of adoptions, 13. 
Lost children restored, 48; 35 nurses furnished situations; 164 
persons found employment; 12,513 single meals furnished; 40 
adults sent to Tewksbury, 16 children under 12 years, 37 
under 1 year, to the same institution; 98 persons sent to their 
friends; 380 provided for themselves; 2 births; 4 deaths.” 

The Board of Overseers would express their obligations to 
the City Government for the liberal means which have been 
placed at their disposal in the erection and furnishing of the 
new buildings, and for the care and custody of the same which 
have been placed in their hands. It will be their endeavor to 
administer this branch of the public service with that regard to 
economy, which, while relieving all cases of honest poverty 
which come within their appropriate sphere, at the same time 
will not be an oppressive burden on our citizens. They sympa- 
thize with those friends of social science, who are investigating 
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the causes and the remedies of that tendency to pauperism and 
crime, which is alleged to be one of the results of modern 
civilization. It is not their special province to participate in 
the discussion of the problem, but they trust in the discharge of 
their duties they will place no obstacle in the way of its solu- 
tion. By an ancient statute of England, it was a penal offence 
“to give alms to a beggar able to work.” The appalling 
increase of pauperism in that kingdom, growing in a measure 
out of its modern poor laws, shows the wisdom of the old 
statute, and is a warning to us in this country to so manage this 
branch of political economy, that it will not tend to the same 
results.

APPENDIX. 


MEMORIAL OF THE BOSTON PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION, AD- 
DRESSED TO THE CITY GOVERNMENT, OCT. 8, 1857. 


To tHe HonoraBLE City CoUNCIL OF THE City oF Boston: 


The undersigned, Officers of the Boston ProvipEntT Assocta- 
TION, by order and in behalf of the Managers of that Associa- 
tion, respectfully invite the early and favorable attention of the 
City Government to the following suggestions, and to the peti- 
tions growing out of them. 

The Boston Provident Association has now been in active 
and successful operation during six successive years. Organ- 
ized for the two-fold purpose of visiting and relieving the de- 
serving poor, and of detecting and exposing the vagabond 
impostors who throng the streets of every large city, this Asso- 
ciation has supplied a deficiency in our system of public charity 
which had long been perceived and deplored. Its operations 
may be estimated by the following figures, which are as nearly 
exact as the nature of such returns may aliow:

The returns for the year just closing are not yet wholly made 
up; but the operations and expenditures of the Association 
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have been materially larger than during any previous year of its 
existence. j 

If to the results exhibited by these figures be added the great 
number of cases in which undeserving and unprincipled beggars 
and idlers have been ferreted out and prevented from preying 
on the sympathies of those whom they had deceived, an aggre- 
gate of service to the community will have been indicated, 
which can hardly fail to commend the Association, by which it 
has been rendered, to the most favorable consideration of the 
City Authorities. 

In the performance of this service, the Officers and Managers 
of the Association have been constantly impressed with the 
importance of a greater concentration of the charities of the 
city, and of more consolidation and union among the institu- 
tions by which those charities are administered. There are, as 
is well known, a large number of independent sources to which 
the poor of Boston may now look for relief. There are the 
Overseers of the Poor, administering an amount from the city 
treasury hardly less than fifty thousand dollars per annum. 
There is the Howard Benevolent Society, nobly illustrating, 
according to its means, the spirit of the great philanthropist by 
whose name it has long been called. There is the Society for 
the Prevention of Pauperism, diligently and most successfully 
devoted to securing the opportunities of useful and profitable 
labor to all who are able and willing to work. There is the 
Young Men’s Benevolent Society, worthily carrying out a mis- 
sion most fitly undertaken by those just entering on the respon- 
sibilities of manhood. Other institutions might also be named, 
of a less general character, which do an important part in the 
care of the poor, and which unite with that represented by the 
undersigned in making up the great organized machinery of 
benevolence and beneficence in our community. The under- 
signed desire to do full justice to the course of their sister asso- 
ciations, and to claim nothing for themselves which they are not 
willing to concede to others. 
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But the experience of the last few years has convinced them 
that so many separate and independent organizations cannot 
conduct the extensive and responsible work which they have 
undertaken, with the desired economy or success, without 
greater opportunities and conveniences for mutual understand- 
ing and co-operation than have heretofore existed. Could the 
greater number of these associations, if not all of them, be 
merged in a common organization, embracing the system and 
principles of each, and especially not omitting those particular 
features of systematic visitation and investigation which the 
Boston Provident Association first introduced into the general 
charities of our city, the undersigned are confident that better 
care would be taken of the deserving poor, a more certain and 
complete detection await the undeserving and profligate beggar, 
and a far greater satisfaction be afforded to the generous con- 
tributors of the funds by which the work is accomplished. A 
consummation and consolidation of this sort, it is earnestly 
hoped by the undersigned, will, at no very distant day, in whole 
or in part, be accomplished. 

In the mean time, however, a plan has presented itself to your 
petitioners, which will secure immediately many of the advan- 
tages of a complete consolidation of our charitable societies, 
and will, in their judgment, greatly conduce to the economical 
and successful administration of the labor of love which these 
societies have undertaken to perform. 

This plan is, simply, the bringing together in close contiguity, 
and, if possible, beneath a common roof, in convenient apart- 
ments and in some central part of the city, of the offices of all 
the prineipal authorities and associations which are recognized 
as prominently connected with our system of general charity. 

The results of such a collocation would, in the opinion of the 
undersigned, be in the highest degree beneficial to the honest 
and deserving poor; while it would afford great facilities to all 
who are in any way interested in their relief. 

3 
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In the first place, there would be a common and known 
locality to which all applicants for charity would find their way, 
or be directed; where they would come within the reach and 
observation of all the various managers of the different institu- 
tions of benevolence; and where they could readily be pointed 
to the office of the particular association within whose province 
their case might fall. This common place of resort of the poor 
for relief might, under the direction of proper officers of police, 
be kept open in the night, as well as in the daytime; and thus 
the frequent and painful embarrassment which is experienced 
from applications for relief at the doors of private houses, after 
all the offices of benevolent institutions are closed, would be 
obviated, and one of the most successful and systematic modes 
of imposition be effectually broken up. 

Such a common and central headquarters for the administra- 
tion of our city charities would, in the next place, afford 
opportunity for the most complete mutual understanding and 
coéperation of the diffcrent institutions for the relief of the poor. 
The managers of each would be enabled to obtain, easily and 
without delay, all the information in regard to every individual 
applicant which might be in possession of any of the others, and 
a great security would thus be created against the too common 
abuse of parties obtaining aid simultancously or successively 
from several sources, and against the still more common abuse 
of undeserving persons obtaining aid at all. The books of each 
association, containing whatever had been ascertained, favorable 
or unfavorable, as to the character and condition and habits of 
the various applicants for relief, would be open and accessible 
to all; and, if the books of this association be a fair criterion, 
an immense amount of unmerited and injurious bounty would 
thus be intercepted. Few things would conduce more towards 
the great object of saving for the really destitute and deserving 
the sums now too often squandered upon imposture and vice, 
than such a common system of registration as would result from 
the plan thus proposed. 
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In the third place, a much more exact and systematic division 
of duty and of labor might in this way be instituted; separate 
associations confining themselves to distinct and separate depart- 
ments of charity, without the fear of leaving any meritorious 
poor person unprovided, and being able to refer immediately 
any one not within their own sphere of service to the sister 
association to which the case might appropriately belong. 

The undersigned confine themselves to these simple views of 
the expediency of the arrangement which they propose, assured 
that its more general advantages will be obvious to all who shall 
consider it. They have ventured to anticipate a day when, 
under the patronage of the City Government, a building may be 
secured in some central part of the city, which shall be specially 
and exclusively assigned to the organization and administration 
of the charities of our community, and which the poor shall all 
recognize as the appointed place for their relief. Here the 
Overseers of the Poor, elected by the people, would naturally 
have the principal office. Around them would be gathered such 
other public boards as may from time to time be intrusted with 
the charitable institutions of our city. The Boston Dispensary 
would find a fit place here, and the managers of such poor- 
houses, asylums and hospitals as come within the circle of our 
municipal charities. Around them, in apartments assigned for 
the purpose, the Howard Benevolent Society, the Society for the 
Prevention of Pauperism, the Young Men’s Benevolent Society, 
and the Boston Provident Association, might have their offices, 
with any other associations which now or hereafter may com- 
mend themselves to the public authorities as worthy of being 
included in such an establishment. A common arrangement of 
furances and gas would supply heat and light for them all, in a 
much more economical way than while they are all scattered in 
different localities; and something of common superintendence 
and management would soon be introduced. Time, money, 
agency, everything, would thus be economized, and a larger pro- 
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portion of the contributions of the wealthy be left for the relief 
of the needy. Such a collocation and centralization of the 
various institutions of benevolence could hardly fail to lead 
ultimately to such an entire consolidation of our charitable sys- 
tem, as, the undersigned are convinced, would be eminently 
desirable to all concerned, whether as givers, receivers, or man- 
agers. But, even if the separate organizations should still be 
permanently maintained, many of the disadvantages which are 
now experienced would be remedied, and the most economical, 
just and prudent discharge of the great work of benevolence 
would be materially promoted. 

The undersigned have been led to believe that such an ar- 
rangement may reasonably be claimed of our Municipal Goy- 
ernment by the charitable institutions of this community; and 
that it would well become our city, in its corporate capacity, to 
provide convenient and permanent apartments for the associa- 
tions which take upon themselves the care of the poor. The 
City Government have for a long. time past, if not always, pro- 
vided suitable quarters for the Fire Companies of Boston, even 
while the system was a volunteer one, and while the losses re- 
sulting from fire are sure to fall either on individual owners, or 
upon associated insurance companies. The City Government 
have also provided convenient and spacious rooms for the ar- 
mories of our Volunteer Militia; and would hardly fail to con- 
tinue to do so, even if no part of the expense were refunded 
from the treasury of the Commonwealth; rightly and wisely 
recognizing them as constituting an essential part of the police 
of our city. But the care of the poor, apart from its higher 
relations to Christian duty, is hardly less a matter of police, in 
a great city like ours, than the civil or military organizations 
which more directly and obviously pertain to the preservation of 
property or of the public peace. It is, and ought to be, a mu- 
nicipal obligation to supervise the relief of the worthy poor, 
and the detection of the unworthy beggar, in some way or other ; 
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and hardly any mode of discharging this obligation would be 
more effective than the organization of such an establishment 
as has now been suggested. 

The undersigned do not hesitate to acknowledge in behalf of 
the association which they represent, that one of the views 
which have led them at this time to urge upon the City Govern- 
ment the adoption of the plan they have now proposed, is to 
save their own funds from the annual expense of providing suit- 
able quarters for the administration of the work in which they 
are engaged, and to secure a convenient office for that purpose 
in some public building. They have, thus far, observed the 
greatest practical economy in this respect. But they find their 
present accomodations inadequate; and they are reluctant to 
expend more of the money collected for the benefit of the poor, 
in hiring larger and more convenient apartments, more espe- 
cially in view of the serious increase of their responsibilities, 
and the no less serious dimunition of their resources, which can 
hardly fail to result, during the approaching winter, from the 
present financial revulsion. They are unwilling to conclude, 
therefore, without a distinct petition to the city authorities, that 
a suitable office may be assigned them, in some central locality, 
at the public charge. 

They find themselves, at the opening of the seventh year, 
with a deficit of nearly a thousand dollars, the severity of the 
last winter having made a more than ordinary demand upon 
their treasury; and while they are about to make a fresh appeal 
to the liberal patrons of the institution, for the means of con- 
ducting it through another winter, they desire to obtain from 
the city the relief of a free office. Not less than a hundred and 
seventy persons, under the direction of this association, have | 
voluntarily given their time to visiting the poor, and the collec- 
tion and distribution of the funds which have been expended, 
during the past year. They propose with God’s blessing, to 
persevere in the work as long as they shall be sustained by the 
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community; and they feel that the sanction and patronage of 
the municipal authorities would be worthily bestowed upon an 
institution so wide and general in its operations. 

But while they urge this petition in their own behalf, they 
would gladly have their sister associations included in the same 
measure of bounty and relief; and would renew the expression 
of an earnest hope, that an edifice, dedicated and consecrated 
to the care of the destitute, and large enough to accomodate all 
who are engaged in so excellent a work, may at no distant day, 
by hire, purchase, or erection, or by the appropriation of some 
building already in the possession of the city, be added to the 
proud list of the public buildings of Boston. It need not be a 
costly or elegant edifice. Its object and occupation would give 
it a beauty far above any architectural embellishment; while its 
cost, whatever it might be, would be more than repaid in the 
economy which it would be the means of ultimately introducing 
into the administration of our whole charitable system.

In School Committee, Boston, May 11, 1869. 

THE Special Committee appointed under an order of this 
Board, passed April 13th, to consider and report what changes 
are necessary in the boundaries of the sections of the Boylston, 
Quincy, Brimmer and Rice Schools, having attended to that 
duty, respectfully report: 

The order is based upon the probable discontinuance of the 
Boylston School, at least in its present location, at a day not 
far distant, by reason of the removal of Fort Hill, and the 
consequent dispersion of the population upon and around it. 
Warehouses will succeed dwelling-houses over the whole or the 
greater part of the section tributary to the Boylston School, 
and that portion which may remain occupied by residences must 
send its children to some other of the existing schools, or a new 
school. 

In order to learn the condition of the schools for boys, as to 
number of scholars — present and prospective — on the terri- 
tory stretching from State Street to the farther boundary of the 
Rice School Section, your Committee obtained the following 


statistics : 

No. of Seats. No. of Scholars, Panes till Beet. 
Boylston, 784 449 Decrease, 250 
Quincy, 780 691 Nothing. 
Brimmer, 784 691 125 


Rice, 7TT0 553 75 to 100 
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Furthermore, the number of boys in the Dwight School living 
east of the centre of Washington Street, and the present north- 
ern boundary of the Dwight School Section, and Brookline 
Street, is 46; in the same school, west of Washington Street, 
within the same limits, is 176. 

With the condition of things as shown by these statistics, 
and in the event of the discontinuance of the Boylston School, 
the committee propose to the Board the establishment of a 
new school section for boys, which shall embrace so much of 
the sections of the Dwight, Rice and Quincy Schools as will 
take from the Dwight School 46, from the Rice 194, and from 
the Quincy 181 pupils, —a total of 421, with which number 
the new school will begin its existence. The Rice School, by 
the alteration, will have 535, to which should be added the 
estimated increase before September, of 85,— making 620. 

The Committee propose that in September, in the event above 
stated, the Boylston section be merged in the Quincy, and that 
the remaining teachers of the Boylston School be transferred 
to the new school, without loss of standing or rank in the list 
of teachers; that the Primary School in Way Street be trans- 
ferred to the new school district. 

They recommend that the line of the Albany Railroad con- 
tinue to divide the Rice and the Brimmer School Sections; that 
Fairfield Street, Columbus Avenue, Warren Avenue, and Brook- 
line Street separate the Dwight from the Rice and Brimmer 
School Sections. They also ask the Board to refer to the 
appropriate committees the question of creating a new school 
section for girls, with the boundaries herein recommended for 
the new section for boys. 

They recommend that the new school for boys be called 
the Boylston School, in honor of Thomas Boylston. 


BOUNDARIES OF SCHOOL SECTIONS. 1

from its junction with Albany Street to the water; thence by 
the water to the point of beginning. 

2. OrpERED: That in September next, the present Boylston 
School Section be merged in the Quincy School Section. 

3. ORDERED: That the remaiuing teachers of the present 
Boylston School be transferred to the new school without loss of 
standing in the list of teachers. 

4, OrprereD: That the Way Street Primary School be 
transferred to the new District. 

5. ORDERED: That the line of the Albany Railroad con- 

tinue to divide the Rice and Brimmer School Sections. 

6. OrpERED: That whenever the foregoing Orders shall 
take effect, Fairfield Street, Columbus Avenue, Warren Avenue, 
and Brookline Street, separate the Dwight from the Rice and 
Brimmer School Sections.

THE Committee on Evening Schools in the City of Boston 
would respectfully report: 

There never having heretofore been any schools of this class 
established by the city, it became necessary for the Committee 
to inaugurate a system of Evening Schools. Desiring to avail 
themselves of such experience as there was in this matter, we 
concluded to take for a basis, such schools as had heretofore 
been established and carried on by charitable persons, and 
those connected with benevolent enterprises. We adopted this 
course, partly because those who desired to avail themselves of 
such opportunities had a knowledge that there were such schools, 
and had been in the habit of attending them, and partly because 
we were thus able to obtain accommodations for the schools, 
and also to procure teachers of experience who were familiar 
- with, and had more or less influence over, those who would be 
especially benefited by these privileges. 

In the first place, therefore, the Committee examined the 
city to find where there had heretofore been such schools, and 
who were interested in them. ; 

We found several schools, or remnants of schools, in various 
parts of the city, but the universal complaint was that they had 
become very weak, and in many cases abandoned, because, hay- 
ing to depend on voluntary teachers, the instruction was 
intermittent, and of a different quality and character on different 
evenings. The Committee therefore proposed to those who had 
' been interested in such schools, to take them under their carey 
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and to assume the entire control of them under the rules estab- 
lished for such schools by the School Committee. 

This proposition was gladly accepted, and those charitable 
enterprises which had rooms, have given the city the use of the 
same during the season, free of rent. 

Of course the Committee had the entire charge of the schools, 
and they were in no way connected with the private enter- 
prises. 

The Committee adopted this course to save expense to the 
city, and because it was very difficult to procure otherwise suita- 
ble accommodations for the schools. We regarded this matter 
as an experiment, and as such desired to keep within the appro- 
priation made, of $5,000. We think now, upon reviewing the 
past season, that it has been demonstrated that Evening Schools 
are feasible in every way, and exceedingly beneficial to a class 
of pupils who greatly need the advantages offered by such 
schools. An examination of the appendix annexed will show 
the number of pupils and the average attendance. 

The Committee established during the season nine different 
schools, and also at earnest solicitation established a school 
for drawing as applied to mechanics, in connection with a school 
carried on by private enterprise. 

The first school was established November 16th, 1868, on the | 
corner of Anderson and Pinckney streets, in the Ward Room of 
Ward Six, but it did not get fairly under way until about the 
20th of December, having no books or tables until that time. 
The school was composed principaly of adult colored persons, 
over twenty-five years of age; the pupils were mostly confined 
to the study of the rudiments, and a large majority were learn- 
ing to read, write and spell. They were very anxious to learn, 
especially to read and write; they attended with great regularity, 
and were very much disappointed when the school was closed; 
they were docile, and regular in their attendance, and made very 
good progress. The school was kept open five nights in a week,

and was always full, and furnished great encouragement to the 
Committee, and was productive of great good.

The next school established was in Chambers Street Chapel. 

There had been a school here in former years, so that the 
city had material at hand; and the school was carried on in 
the usual manner, only that the teachers were more regular 
than usual, being paid by the city. The school was an excellent 
one, and conducted with much ability, and but little trouble to 
the Committee. We are of the opinion, however, that if the 
city had not taken the school it would have gone on and done 
the same amount of good, under the auspices of the Old South 
Church, without the aid of the city.

The third school was established in connection with the 
Warren Street Chapel, where there had been a school for several 
years, and this also was well managed and was one of the best 
schools; but, as in the case of the last school, if the city had 
not taken it, it would have got on nearly as well; and the Com- 
mittee would recommend that in the future these two schools 
be left to be carried on by the charitable enterprises with which 
they are connected, and the funds of the city be expended where 
there is greater need.

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The fourth school was established at 874 Washington Street, 
and was composed mostly of butcher boys and others, and boys 
who drove tip-carts, of a very rough and disorderly character, 
and was a very difficult school to manage; it had been partially 
established by Mr. Morgan, and was taken by the Committee. 
After a good deal of trouble the school was classified and regu- 
lated somewhat, and these boys were very much benefited, and 
they were exactly the class that need such schools; and the fact 
that after working all day they are willing to attend school and 
are desirous to learn, gives the Committee great hope. It is 
certainly worth to the city the money expended, if the only result 
is to keep such a number of boys and young men out of the 
streets, and worse places. We consider this school the most 
difficult, embarrassing, and necessary of all the schools.

The fifth school was that kept in North Bennet Street. 
This school was also attended by persons of the roughest 
character, and like the former was attended by a police officer 
to keep order. The redeeming feature was, that so many came 
so regularly and seemed to fear expulsion; and we are of 
the opinion that so long as this class of young men, from 14 
to 20 years of age, are willing to spend their evenings in a 
school, that it is the imperative duty of the city to furnish good 
schools for them.

The eighth school was established in the Gun House, Roxbury, 
and was the most flourishing of all the schools. This and the last 
school were established very late in the season, but were very 
well managed, and were excellent schools, and well classified and 
regulated.

The ninth school was established on Hampden Street, and 
was a failure; it was established very late, and was of the worst 
material, and resulted only in demonstrating that next year 
there should be a school there with a competent master to 
encourage those who have a disposition to learn. It cost $151. 

One of the most serious difficulties the Committee have met, 
has been to secure the right kind of principal teachers. The 
class of persons that attend these schools require first-class men 
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to manage them and secure their respect and confidence, and to 
interest them in the acquisition of knowledge. The Committee 
have found it almost impossible, except by accident, to procure 
the proper persons for principal teacher at the price limited by 
the present rules. At the compensation allowed assistants com- 
petent persons can be easily secured to teach the rudiments. 
The principal, however, ought to be required to spend a portion 
of his time, besides that occupied in the school, in preparing for 
the school, and in ascertaining the wants of the pupils, and 
also in inducing them to attend the schools regularly, having a 
care of their moral ag well as their intellectual welfare. The 
salaries for the principal teachers should be such that first- 
class talent can be secured, and persons who will give their 
whole time. The needs of our city require that there should be 
a regular system of evenings schools, to commence in Septem- 
ber, and continue until April-or May, with regular places of 
holding such schools, and adapted to the purpose. The accom- 
modations furnished by the city for these schools have been, as 
compared with those furnished to the day schools, of the most 
primitive character; we think that there should be provided 
well-arranged, attractive, and convenient rooms, and would 
recommend that early action should be taken to secure from 
the city such places, and have them’ ready for occupancy early in 
September. 

The experiment of the past year proves that there is a large 
and growing class of persons ready and anxious to improve 
- such opportunities, if offered, and that the citizens generally are 
ready to incur every reasonable expense for such purposes. 

We believe that a vast amount of good is to be attained by 
these schools, and that the subject demands the earnest atten- 
tion of the whole Board. ; 

The experiment the past year has been on the whole a suc- 
cessful one, and one which should encourage the Board to place 
these schools, as far as possible, on an equal footing in accom- 
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modation and instruction with the other schools, as they certainly 
are equal in importance and in advancing the general good of 
the community. The whole expense incurred has been $5,333.74.

Carefully prepared tabular statements exhibiting the detail of 
expenditures of the several institutions are presented, by which 
an accurate idea may be formed of the incomes and expenditures 
of each department. 

This system of accounts which has been in practice for several 
years enables us to readily ascertain the cost of maintenance of 
the institutions, to designate the aggregate expense or minutest 
detail by reference to the pages of our daily record. 

The increased extent and importance of the trust in charge of 
the Board renders this method a decided advantage over that 
formerly adopted when the expense of the institutions was of 
comparatively small magnitude.

It will be observed that there has been a continued increase 
in the number of inmates in all the institutions which keeps 
pace with the growth of the city. Annexation of territory 
brings with it additional charge and expense, which must necessi- 
tate increased accommodation in buildings and means for their 
support. By the exercise of the strictest economy in manage- 
ment of the expenditures and employment of all the pauper 
and prison labor at our command, only, can we hope to keep 
the cost of maintenance within moderate bounds. Having the 
institutions in charge of competent hands is of no less impor- 
tance, and we take pleasure in stating that the several superin- 
tendents merit our continued confidence for their energy and 
fidelity in the discharge of their arduous duties. 
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We regret to record the loss by death of one of our members, 
Francis ©. Manning, who died Jan. 11th, 1869, and who was 
justly held in high esteem. He was a useful and zealous laborer 
in every measure of a charitable nature, and conscientious in 
the discharge of his public duties. 

We invite attention to the reports of the superintendents of 
the respective institutions from which the information to be 
derived will repay a careful perusal. To those acquainted with 
the history of the departments since their consolidation, it will 
be interesting to observe the material changes which have been 
made in their general management. 

The area of the South Boston location, which formerly em- 
braced all the institutions, now scarcely suffices for one; while 
the continual demand for more room, applies to all depart- 
ments. ‘That which answered for a prison at the House of 
Correction ten years since, has not cells enough to afford one 
for each prisoner; many are confined in the attic of the build- 
ing — a most insecure and unsuitable place. 

In the House of Industry, at Deer Island, the same difficulty 
is experienced, and beds are stationed along the corridors. The 
Almshouse under the same roof, has scarcely room for its in- 
mates, and is encroached upon by the pressure for room wanted 
for the House of Industry. The Lunatic Hospital is in a more 
straitened condition than either, and the overcrowding has in- 
creased to such a degree as to be almost unendurable. It isa 
singular fact, that the Asylum for the Insane at Somerville, 
with all its elaborate and extensive conveniences, does not 
afford treatment to as many patients as this Hospital of ours. 
We need hardly add that we have presented plans and location 
for a new Hospital, to the City Council. The Board are also 
contemplating the application for a separate building for an 
Almshouse, where the unfortunate poor may be free from the 
association of the vile and dissolute. 

These much needed improvements, which are forecd upon us

in consequence of the growth of population and increase of 
territory, will, we are sure, be met with corresponding liberality. 
We may remember that the dispensing with similar institutions 
in that part of the city formerly known as Roxbury, has conse- 
quently furnished a proportion of increase in all our institutions. 
Should more territory be annexed, the same result is antici- 
pated. There can be no question that the munificence of the 
City of Boston, exemplified in so many instances, will not over- 
look the necessary means to provide for the welfare of the poor, 
the insane or the convict. Whatever may have been the cause of 
their distress or degradation, we but follow the common dictates 
of humanity in furnishing the ordinary means of healthful 
shelter and sustenance. | 


DEER ISLAND. 


The Almshouse, House of Industry and House of Reforma- 
tion, comprising the Deer Island institutions, are in the full tide 
of success. There has been a freedom from sickness during the 
past year, of any contagious nature, and there is an air of cheer- 
fulness and comfort among the inmates, which augurs well for 
the institutions. The buildings are kept in good repair, and the 
farming operations promise a fair return. Guy C. Underwood, 
the superintendent, seems to have infused his energy into the 
various departments, and there is a corps of under officers who 
are efficient and useful. Sewing machines, operated by steam 
power, have been introduced in the female wing of the House of 
Industry, and their labor is profitable. Pauper inmates, many 
of whom are infirm, can accomplish but small results as laborers, 
yet there is an amount of light work which they can do to ad- 
vantage, and thus assist in the operations of the institutions. 

There is a growing necessity for a new almshouse at the 
island. 

The requirements of the House of Industry are such that the 
entire main building is hardly adequate to ils wants. Looking 
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at the matter from any stand-point, it is plain that the poor must 
be provided for in a separate building. The time is approach- 
ing when this demand will be imperative, and it is only ordinary 
foresight to predict that very soon such a structure must be 
erected. 

The new school-house for pauper girls, is in a state of rapid 
progress, and will be ready for occupation in the early fall sea- 
son. This will somewhat relieve the main building, while it will 
give the children comfortable accommodations. Pauper chil- 
dren are an interesting class, and deserve our warmest sympa- 
thies. 

A project which has been before recommended to the City 
Council, but never determined upon, is the building of a sea 
wall on the side of the island near the steamboat landing. This 
could be filled by the labor of inmates from the excavated gravel 
and waste of the institution, without pecuniary expenditure, and 
thus reclaim a large tract of land from the flats which is now 
useless. It would also be convenient for landing coal and 
stores for the island, and prevent the washing of the sea upon 
the habitable portion. The moderate cost of this would seem 
to recommend the project as being one of great utility when com- 
pared with the advantage to be secured. The appearance of 
the island would, by this improvement, be beautified, while a val- 
uable addition would be made to its territory. 

The reformation schools are in a good condition, being under 
the superintendence of Rev. J. W. Dadmun, chaplain of the insti- 
tutions, a most faithful and able officer, who deserves much credit 
for his efforts to promote the good of the schools and the gen- 
eral welfare of the pupils. 

Upon that part of the island opposite Point Shirley, the 
action of the ocean has thrown up a large mound of debris or 
shingle, so as to obstruct the passage to the pier, which was built 
some years since for the landing of the boat. It will soon be 
necessary to construct a spur or addition from the southerly 
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side of the pier so as to reach deep water. The expense will 
be but small, while the convenience is indispensable. 


QUARANTINE. 


The transfer of the hospital for infectious diseases to Gallop’s 
Island, has doubtless prevented the spread of disease which 
might otherwise have found ready victims in the increased num- 
ber at Deer Island. Dr. Durgin’s report, which is appended, 
exhibits a satisfactory condition of the Quarantine Department. 
There have been but few cases of contagious disease, and the 
hospital is maintained at the lowest possible cost. Dr. H. H. 
Stevens, Assistant Port Physician, resides at Gallop’s Island, 
and is in daily communication with Deer Island. 


LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


Neither of the institutions under the charge of the Board of 
Directors, occasions so much anxiety on account of its over- 
crowded condition, and none appeals so strongly to our sympa- 
thies for relief. The question of the erection of a new hospital 
is still undecided, and the case presents this anomalous aspect. 
A site has already been purchased by the city, plans have been 
made which meet the approval of all scientific men who have ex- 
amined them, and are commended by medical men of eminence 
who have charge of similar institutions. Yet a difference of opin- 
jon exists in the City Council in regard to the propriety of locat- 
ing the structure at Winthrop. None object to the plans, while all 
favor the idea of building a new hospital. Indeed, it would be 
difficult to conceive how any person, after witnessing the condi- 
tion of the inmates, could think otherwise. Every description 
of mania, from the wild and savage delirium of the raving, to the 
weak and puerile mutterings of the demented, together with 
convalescents who require separate apartments, are obliged to 
be mingled together to their own detriment, and are only pre- 
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vented from personal altercation and collision by the strict 
watchfulness of attendants. The City Council have wisely ap- 
propriated the necessary means for the purpose of providing 
stairways upon the exterior of the building, so as to admit of 
escape in case of fire, there being at present but one stairway 
in each wing of the building, and these narrow and winding. 
We cannot contemplate without feeling, what the result would 
be should svch an accident occur. Perhaps a large number of 
lives would be lost, and the community be startled to know that 
two hundred insane people were confined in a building with such 
insufficient means of egress. It is to be hoped that such a catas- 
trophe may be averted. Personal collisions between insane 
patients are of not unfrequent occurrence in all hospitals. At- 
tempts to destroy the lives of their companions are sometimes 
among the most persistent vagaries of the insane. The accounts 
we have in the public prints but too surely confirm this state- 
ment, and we cannot be too guarded against the occurrence of 
the same events in our own premises. The mental hallucina- 
tions which drive the insane with a power they cannot resist, are 
too dangerous and uncertain in their development not to awaken 
in ourselves a spirit of caution, and render necessary the strict- 
est safecuards in discipline for their control. No serious out- 
break has yet occurred; but we do not claim immunity for that 
reason from the dangers that beset all institutions of the same 
character. We rest our hopes in the conviction that the City 
Council, being admonished by our necessities, and convinced 
of our desire to do whatever may be for the benefit of the 
hospital, will at an early day accept the plans submitted 
for their approval. We would not magnify the wants of the 
hospital beyond what truth demands; but we submit that the 
pressing needs we have stated require immediate and_perma- 
nent relief. The commendable exertions of Dr. Walker, the 
superintendent, cannot be too highly appreciated, in providing 


for the comfort of those in his care. With limited means, a 
3* 
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large number are treated and controlled by his firm and humane 
influence. The position of assistant superintendent is filled by 
Dr. Geo. H. M. Rowe; his predecessor, Dr. Theo. W. Fisher, 
having resigned his position for the purpose of entering upon 
the general practice of medicine. He leaves the institution with 
the regrets of all connected therewith, and abundant wishes for 
his success. Dr. Rowe is well qualified for the station he has 
assumed. 


HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


We take pride in calling attention to this institution, which 
is in a most efficient condition. The prisoners are able to 
accomplish much, and prison labor is in demand. Captain 
Robbins “means business,’ and the effect of his habits of 
industry are apparent throughout the institution. 

Since the last report, the new workshop has been completed, 
and is in full operation. It is a commodious and extensive 
building, and will accommodate a large number of men. The 
manufacture of shoes and brushes, furnishes labor for a large 
number of hands under contract. Sewing machines give 
employment to the female prisoners, and the return is satisfac- 
tory. The report of Captain Robbins, which is worthy of 
perusal, gives many statistics of importance in relation to prison 
labor. A new workshop and laundry where the old wooden 
buildings now stand, will soon be required. The importance of 
this, as a remunerative outlay, must not be overlooked, for, let it 
be borne in mind, the House of Correction is nearly a self-sus- 
taining institution. 

Some provision should be made for the want of cells. Con- 
finement of several prisoners in the attic of the prison allows 
of combined effort for escape, which would be prevented by 
separating them. Besides, it contravenes the idea of a prison, 
if men can be associated so that plans of escape, or attacks 
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upon officers might be arranged. This suggestion demands 
the earnest and immediate attention of the City Council. 

The libraries of the various institutions have been sustained 
hitherto at small pecuniary outlay, and from friendly contribu- 
tions. None can estimate the amount of good done by the 
means of useful and entertaining books. ‘To those confined in 
prison, the relief from ‘this source is great, and the general 
influence desirable. If the attention of those having books on 
hand out of use, or thrown aside, could be drawn to the 
subject, no doubt many volumes would find their way to our 
libraries.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
DEER ISLAND INSTITUTIONS. 


To THE Boarp or Directors ror Pusiic INSTITUTIONS: 

GENTLEMEN, —I respectfully submit the following report of 
the several institutions under my charge, for the financial year 
ending April 30, 1869: 


ALMSHOUSE. 


There were remaining on the first day of May, 1868: 

Men, 102; women, 53; boys, 46; girls, 24. Total, 225. 

Admitted from May 1, 1868, to April 30, 1869, inclusive: 

Men, 315; women, 123; boys, 44; girls, 24. Total, 506. 

Discharged from May 1, 1868, to April 30, 1869, inclusive: 

Men, 315; women, 125; boys, 30; girls, 20. Total, 490.

The pauper boys have been well cared for, and are very com- 
fortably situated in the building recently fitted up for them. 
With the exception of about three weeks, they have attended 
school the whole year, and have made good progress in their 
studies. | 

The pauper girls have been made as comfortable as their lim- 
ited accommodations would allow. When the new building is 
completed, which is rapidly progressing, they will have much 
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better quarters, and be more comfortable. They have attended 
school constantly. 

The Rev. Mr. Dadmun, superintendent of schools, makes the 
following statement in regard to the pauper schools: “ The 
two schools belonging to the Almshouse have been kept up dur- 
ing the year, as usual. The boy’s school in this department 
which is beautifully located in a building separate from the 
House of Industry and Reformation, has been under the care 
and oversight of an overseer and his wife, who are as kind to 
them as parents could be towards their own children. I do not 
see any improvement that could be suggested in reference to 
their moral, intellectual, or physical training. The girl’s school 
has been well provided for, considering the limited accommoda- 
tions they have had in the main building. When the new school- 
house is completed, they will have all the advantages that can 
be desired.” 

The crowded condition of the institutions during the past 
winter, seems to demand that immediate steps be taken to pro- 
vide larger pauper accommodations. The total number of 
inmates in all departments, at one time (Feb. 18th,) was eleven 
hundred and forty-nine (1,149). The entire brick or main 
building is needed for the House of Industry and House of 
Reformation departments. By providing a new Almshouse, the 
paupers would be completely separated from prisoners. This 
certainly ought to be done with as little delay as possible. The 
separation is as complete now as it can be, while both classes 
eat and sleep under the same roof of a building so connected 
as the present one is. 


QUARANTINE. 


Owing to the healthy condition of the city, and the almost en- 
tire absence of infectious diseases on board vessels arriving 
from foreign parts, the patients in this department have been but 
seven, with the following diseases, viz: yellow fever, 1; small 
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pox, 3; typhus fever, 1; measles, 1; obnoxious disease, 1 — 
total, 7. Three of the above died, two recovered, and two now 


remain improving in condition. 


It is necessary to keep the department in working order in 
case of epidemics, or contagious diseases arriving on ship-board, 
therefore an overseer and three prisoners are kept all of the 
time on Gallop’s Island, who look after the buildings and cul- 


tivate the arable land.

The prospective relief is in building a new Almshouse. A 
portion of the male pauper wing is now needed for this depart- 
ment. 

From June 1st to Novy. Ist, the larger boys were employed 
on the farm, but one school being continued during that time. 
During the past six months, four schools for reformation boys 
have been in session, and have been conducted with energy and 
success. All but one of the teachers have had experience else- 
where, and all have been found faithful and competent for their 
positions. 

The girls’ reform school has also been successfully carried on 
the past year. In addition to instruction in the common Eng- 
lish branches and singing, they are taught housework, sewing, 
knitting etc., the work being so divided and changed each 
month, that all who are old enough are taught the different 
branches of housework. 

The Rev. Mr. Dadmun, superintendent of schools, makes the 
following statement in regard to the same: 

“Jt gives me great pleasure to report that all the schools 


have been remarkably successful the past year. The order and 
4 
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discipline have been excellent, and the fidelity of the teachers 
unquestionable. ‘The scholars have manifested a commendable 
interest in their studies, and many of them have made good 
proficiency. 

For the last six months there have been five schools in the 
House of Reformation — four in the male and one in the female 
department. The branches taught in these schools are reading, 
spelling, writing, geography, written and mental arithmetic, and 
music. In written and mental arithmetic, the pupils will com- 
pare favorably with those in other schools of the city. There 
are are also some very excellent scholars in reading and spell- 
ing, particularly in the girls’ school. 

“Music seems to be an element of their nature. They learn 
to sing very readily. Out of three hundred and twenty-five 
scholars in this department, which is the largest number we 
have had at any one time, it is safe to say that nine-tenths of 
them can sing; and I would recommend that, during the com- 
ing year, charts be procured for teaching the science of music, 
so that we may develop more fully this pleasing and profitable 
talent.” 

The committee on schools, have made their customary ex- 
aminations. They have always been ready to counsel and 
advise with me in regard to the management, and to them my 
sincere thanks are due.

During my term of office (since May 15, 1868), fines and 
costs for two hundred and one (201) prisoners have been paid, 
amounting to $1,950.15, all of which has been paid into the 
City Treasury. 

A record of weights of prisoners at the time of admission 
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and discharge, shows that the male prisoners have averaged a 
gain of 64 pounds, and the women 94 pounds. 

In consequence of the backwardness of last spring, with 
continued cold and stormy weather, it was supposed that the 
farm crops would be light. The result proved much better than 
was anticipated. The following is the estimate, viz:

The dairy has supplied the institutions with milk, and 1,943 
pounds of butter have been made. 

The piggery has supplied all the fresh and salt pork used on 
the island. 

There are some fifty or sixty tons of hay, that will not be 
wanted here, that can be sold. 

The experiment of running sewing machines by steam power, 
has succeeded beyond expectation. There are difficulties, how- 
ever, to contend with. One is, the short sentences, of those 
committed to the institution, a large number being for thirty 
days only. Another, that a large number of those committed 
are incapacitated by disease, infirmity or old age, from being 
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useful in this department. Notwithstanding these difficulties, 
many females have been taught a trade by which they can sup- 
port themselves outside of a prison, if so disposed, and an 
income of considerable amount has been derived. 

The male prisoners that have been able to work, have been 
employed on the farm, and as carpenters, blacksmiths, tailors, 
shoemakers, etc. A large number of this class are unable to 
perform any kind of labor. 

The prisons have been much crowded the past winter. There 
were upwards of one hundred prisoners at one time, more than 
the cells in the prisons would accommodate. These were pro- 
vided for in the hospitals, on the prison platforms, and in the 
nursery. 

Gas for the institutions has been made at an average cost of 
$1.14+ per 1,000 cubic feet. This is for the cost of material 
used in manufacturing, no account being made for labor, wear 
of the works, and interest of their cost. 

The lower part of the quarantine house, which has not been 
used for quarantine purposes since patients with infectious dis- 
eases have been sent to Gallop’s Island, has been fitted up for 
the temporary residence of the farmer, till the farmhouse is 
built, for which an appropriation has been made by the City 
Council. 

It will be necessary in another year to extend the wharf at 
the “Gut” to deeper water, as it is rapidly filling in at that 
point. The steps have already had to be changed from the side 
to the end of the wharf, in order that the boat may land its pas- 
sengers at low tide. 

I would recommend that the ox-barn be removed from its 
present position, to a site on the side of the road opposite the 
new barn; or, that sheds be built there, for the housing of car- 
riages, carts, farming implements, etc., and that the barn be 
demolished, and the material used in building the sheds.

Our worthy chaplain’s plain, forcible manner of presenting the 
truth to his congregation, has been listened to with eager inter- 
est. Unde r his tuition, the reformation boys and girls have been 
instructed in singing, and they form our choir for chapel ser- 
vices. In cases of death, the chaplain has held appropriate 
services. 

The average number of inmates in all the departments during 
the past year, has been nine hundred and ninety-one (991), 
being an average increase of one hundred and eighty-six (186) 
over the previous year. 

This report is closed with hearty acknowledgments to the 
Board of Directors, for having placed me in the responsible 
position as head of the institutions on the island. J would also 
express my sincere thanks to the members of the Board, for the 
uniform kindness and courtesy that has been extended to me. 
The President of the Board has placed me under deep obliga- 
tions to him personally, for his advice and aid in the general 
management of affairs connected with the institutions.

REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN. 


Guy C. Unprerwoop, Esq., SUPERINTENDENT OF DeEr ISLAND 

INSTITUTIONS : 

Sir, — With the large increase of inmates in these institutions 
during the past year, the duties of the Chaplain have necessarily 
increased. Frequent calls are made to visit the sick, attend 
funerals, administer the temperance pledge, and to assist those 
who are disposed to reform, in obtaining situations either in the 
“ Homes” for the fallen, or in some good family where they can 
earn a comfortable and honest livelihood. 

The inmates of the House of Industry are supposed to be 
the most hardened; and yet, to my certain knowledge, some of 
them have been directed to good homes in the country, where 
they have reformed, and are now doing well. The Dedham 
Asylum for discharged female prisoners, to which we have sent 
quite a large number, is doing a noble work for these women. 
Take one case, which we quote from their annual report, as an 
illustration: “Tidings have recently reached us of the death 
of a young girl who was for a long time an inmate of the Asy- 
lum. While scarcely fifteen years of age, she was imprisoned 
for stubbornness, the magistrate reckoning that of two evils, 
her wretched home or the prison, the latter was the least. 
She was taken from the prison to the asylum a poor, igno- 
rant, wayward girl, to whom even the idea of happiness was 
unknown. She was patiently dealt with for some two yea s, 
and then when a change was deemed best for her, knowing 
that she could not yet stand alone and provide for herself, 
she was transferred to the ‘Refuge’ in this city, where the 
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work of love towards her was kindly continued. Her death was 
recently communicated to us in these words: ‘About twelve 
o’clock last night Annie died. She seemed to realize her situa- 
tion, and expressed submission to the will of the Lord, and trust 
in the Saviour. We feel assured that she has gone to be ‘ forever 
with the Lord.’ ” 

If only now and then one is saved, it should inspire faith and 
hope in the heart of every true philanthropist. 

The boys and girls of the House of Reformation are a more 
hopeful class. Although generally ignorant and uncultivated 
when they are sent here, the influence of education and a thor- 
ough discipline must counteract, in a great measure, the evil 
influences of their former lives. In our daily visits, we endeavor 
to inspire in them a love of virtue and sound morals, — love to 
God and love to man. Several boys and girls have been sent 
out into the country during the past year, who are now doing 
well. We can always find good homes for those who are dis- 
posed to be studious and obedient; and the Committee on Par- 
dons are always glad to give such a fair trial. All the officers 
are constant in their efforts to make them comfortable and happy 
while here, and fit them for positions of usefulness when they 
shall be discharged. 

There has been a large increase of numbers in the Almshouse, 
as will be seen by the report of the Superintendent. When the 
new school-house is completed, the girls, as well as the boys, 
will be entirely separate from the other institutions. To com- 
plete the work so happily begun, the city should, as speedily as 
possible, erect a building for the old men and women; then it 
can boast of providing as well for its poor as any city in the 
Union. No money is ever lost that is judiciously expended for 
the poor. “He that hath pity upon the poor, lendeth unto the 
Lord; and that which he hath given will he pay him again.” 
This is as true of cities as of individuals. May we not safely 
invest a little more in the “bank of Heaven ” ? 
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The Sabbath services have been conducted agreeably to the 
rules of the Board of Directors. One prominent and interest- 
ing feature in these services is the singing by a choir of over 
three hundred children from the House of Reformation. There 
is nothing they learn so easily as singing, and there are but few 
things they do so well. If there is any power in music to move 
the affections and soften the heart, these children must be bene- 
fited by its influence. 

Our libraries are in good condition. We have at the present 
time 1,289 volumes, distributed as follows:

These books are eagerly sought for and read by a large ma- 
jority, particularly in the Almshouse and House of Reformation. 
During the past year over two hundred volumes have been added 
tothe libraries. If we had twice the number, we could use 
them to good advantage. If any of our friends have papers, 
pamphlets, or books to give to the poor and unfortunate, and 
will send them to the office of the Directors, at the City Hall 
we will see that they are faithfully appropriated.

To Guy OC. Unperwoop, Esq., Superintendent of Deer Island In- 


stitutions : 


Sir, — The following Annual Report of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the institutions under your charge is most respectfully 
submitted : 

It has been the custom heretofore in the physician’s report, to 
combine the hospital records of the Almshouse with those of the 
House of Industry. In the present report, however, it has been 
thought best to give a separate account of each department.

The diseases found in this school are usually of an acute 
character, and of short duration. The large number of cases of 
pneumonia -among the boys is somewhat unusual, but the same 
disease has been largely distributed in the House of Industry 
and in the Almshouse, during the winter and spring. The 
cases of ophthalmia have usually been of a mild character, and 
have detained the boys in hospital but a few days at a time. 
No case of continued sickness has occurred in the girls’ school 
during the year, and sore eyes are almost unknown among them. 
No death has occurred in either department of the Reform 
School for about four years. No epidemic or contagious 
disease has prevailed in any of the institutions at any 
time during the year, and in general the health among the 
inmates has been remarkably good, after the first few days of 
their sojourn. It is to be regretted that the number who suffer 
from the effects of intemperance is so largely on the increase. 
The number given in the last report was 243, while in the 
present we have 323. These numbers represent only such 
cases as are kept under treatment in hospital for more than one 
day. The same is true with regard to most of the other 
diseases. More patients are treated outside the hospital than 
there are in it, and of which no account is made. By this course 
many are either saved from the hospital entirely, or the period 
therein shortened. The hospital capacity is far below the 
actual demand, and although relief to a certain extent has been 
obtained in the nursery, and “old men’s hospital,” during the 
past year, yet they are overcrowded. It is also for want of 
room that we are obliged to treat a large proportion of the 
paupers in the same wards with the prisoners. This is often 
unpleasant for the patients, and quite as much so for the 
physician. 
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The daily visits of the superintendent through the hospitals, 
observing the sick with impartial interest, from the little truant 
boy, whose wayward steps have brought him thither, to the 
middle-aged man or woman whose sleepless eye and quivering 
voice plainly indicate the habits of intemperance, thence to the 
poor old man whose pecuniary disappointments have made his 
home in the Almshouse; the promptness and thoroughness with 
which all requisitions have been supplied for the comfort and 
welfare of these unfortunate sick, and the willingness with 
which their many little wants have been listened to, have all 
been influential, not only in buoying up the spirits and softening 
the beds of the suffering, but in rendering the greatest satisfac- 
tion and encouragement to myself. Thanking you most heartily 
for these co-operative influences, and the Board of Directors for 
their continued confidence.

REPORT OF THE PORT PHYSICIAN. 


To tHe Boarp or Directors ror Pusuic INSTITUTIONS: 


GENTLEMEN,— The following is respectfully submitted as the 
annual report of my duties as Port Physician for the year end- 
ing April 30, 1869: 

Although the active duties of quarantine life are for the most 
part confined to the summer season, and it is rare that patients 
are received from vessels during the winter, yet the occasional 
demand from patients with contagious diseases, both from ves- 
sels and from the city, renders it necessary to hold a hospital in 
readiness during the whole year. 

This hospital, beautifully situated on Gallop’s Island, and 
under the care of Dr. Stevens, Assistant Port Physician, has 
been patronized as follows:

Of this number, four were admitted for small-pox, and one 
each for cancer, yellow fever and ship fever. ‘T'wo have been 
discharged well; two are nearly ready to be discharged, and 
the other three died from the following diseases: cancer, yellow 
fever, and ship fever, each one. 

By order of the Board of Aldermen, quarantine on vessels 
was observed from June 22, 1868, until December 1, 1868. 
During this time all vessels arriving from certain ports speci- 
fied in quarantine regulations, are to be carefully inspected, with 
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their crews, before proceeding to the city, and a record of all 
such vessels kept at quarantine station. 

The following will represent the number of vessels examined 
during the above-named period, and the fees collected from the 
same :

The eight schooners above given, upon which only $3.00 each 
were collected, were visited prior to the action of the Board of 
Aldermen, June 29, 1868, when the fees for examining vessels 
were raised from three and five dollars each, to five and eight. 

Very little sickness was found on vessels, and nothing to 
occasion alarm during the season. The brig “ Laura” from 
Cienfuegos arrived August 6, with yellow fever on board, and 
was the only vessel detained for the season.. She was consid- 
ered well cleansed in twelve days, and allowed to pass. Her 
mate was taken to the hospital at Gallop’s Island, where he died 
August 7, of yellow fever.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
BOSTON LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


To THE Boarp oF Directors ror Pusuiic INSTITUTIONS: 

GENTLEMEN, — The Report of the Boston Lunatic Hospital - 
for the financial year of 1868—9, is herewith submitted: 

There were remaining in the Hospital on the first day of May, 
1868, one hundred and seventy-nine patients, — ninety-four men 
and eighty-five women. LHighty-seven — fifty men and _ thirty- 
seven women — have been admitted during the year. Whole 
number under care and treatment, during the year, two hundred 
and sixty-six. 

Sixty-four have been discharged, and there are remaining at 
this date, two hundred and two—one hundred and nine men 
and ninety-three women, a number greater by twenty-three than at 
the corresponding time last year, and very much greater than at 
any previous period since 1857. 

Of the admissions, thirty-five were by order of the Courts, 
fifty by the Board of Directors, and two by the Supcrinten- 
dent. The two admitted by the Superintendent, were of 

_such a peculiar nature that they demand more than a passing 
notice. One of them came to the hospital late in the evening, 
and demanded admission for self-preservation. Dr. Fisher readily 
detected the suicidal tendency, and, of course, at once provided 
for him. He remained but a short time, and returned to his 
friends in a comfortable and safe condition. he other, 
accompanied by his daughter, applied one afternoon for admis- 
sion to protect his family (wife and daughters) from his murder- 


ous impulses. He stated that for many weeks he had been 
5* 
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struggling against an inclination to kill his family and himself. 
His friends, and even his physician, laughed at his story, and 
told him it was all nonsense. Finding himself no longer equal 
to the struggle, he begged us to have pity on him, and protect 
him. He was at once admitted, and, under suitable medical 
treatment, materially aided by his own personal feeling of relief 
and security, he rapidly improved. In a few weeks, he appeared 
to the casual observer, perfectly recovered, and thought himself 
well enough to return to his home and his business. His friends 
were advised that his apparent condition of health had no foun- 
dation, and that the case required prolonged hospital treatment. 
At that time, in many States, an application for a writ of 
habeas corpus would doubtless have been successful. His 
friends reluctantly yielded to the advice pressed home to them, 
and transferred him to another hospital, he having no claim 
upon this. For weeks after the transfer, he remained in a 
comfortable, quiet and rational state, the Superintendent 
declaring that, had he not come directly from us, he should 
have been troubled with grave doubts of his being a proper 
subject for custody in a hospital. One day he suddenly sprung 
from the dinner table, thrust his arms through the window, and 
made a furious and indiscriminate assault upon the persons 
present. Since then, he has alternated between seasons of 
maniacal excitement and apparent rationality. Who can doubt 
that, but for the promptness with which his appeal here was 
responded to, himself and his family would have been murdered, 
and the community stricken with excitement and horror! And, 
yet, during even his short sojourn here, so well did he, for the 
most part, appear, that a fair case of unjustifiable detention 
might have been made out against the hospital. 

Most of the admissions have been of those who were desti- 
tute, and had a clear and unquestionable right to admission. A 
few are able to pay for their treatment, but, by right of 
settlement, could legally demand it. A very few had no legal 
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claim, but so great were their immediate urgent necessities, that 
they came in on the broad ground of humanity, an appeal to 
which we can never slight without just censure. Many have 
been turned away with difficulty, who, knowing their legal 
rights, were yet willing to pay liberally for the necessary care, 
and desired to have their afflicted relatives near at hand. A 
frank statement of our lack of suitable accommodations has 
usually been sufficient to induce them to apply elsewhere; in 
some cases, though, with great reluctance, and with an evident 
inclination to compel a proper and liberal response to their appli- 
cation. Should this be done, to even a limited extent, we would 
be indeed embarrassed. And just such a demand may be made 
to-morrow. 

The tax-paying citizens of Boston support the hospital, and 
they have an indisputable right to avail themselves of its 
benefits, if, in their judgment, it has any. They cannot readily 
understand how it is, that, if their servants are sick with physi- 
cal disease, they can be provided for at the City Hospital, with- 
out charge, they having no legal claim whatever, and yet, they 
themselves and members of their families, if stricken with 
mental disease, cannot come here, though willing to pay most 
liberally for the privilege. 

Of the discharges, twenty had recovered, ten had more or 
less improved, eight had not improved, and twenty-six had died. 
One of the above eloped. 

Of the deaths, two were from exhaustion of acute mania, 
six from exhaustion of chronic mania, four from general paraly- 
sis, two from paralysis, three from apoplexy, two from consump- 
tion, three from dysentery, two from puerperal disease, one from 
epilepsy, and one by drowning. 

The death by drowning occurred in this wise: The patient 
had been for many years afflicted with epilepsy, rendering him 
at times, a furious maniac. He had been an inmate of the hos- 
pital about a year. During that time, under the usual medical 
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treatment, he had but one attack. In place-of the epileptic 
attack, he had seasons of irritability and vertigo. While these 
lasted, he invariably kept within doors. He had long been 
allowed the entire freedom of the grounds. After such an ill- 
turn, remaining in doors for two or three days, he went out as 
usual. To all he met, he appeared cheerful and hopeful. He 
went down to the shore, and, attempting to bathe his head and 
neck in the salt water, he lost his balance and fell into the 
water, then ten fect deep, and the tide flowing. He sunk in 
muddy water, and the body was not recovered for several hours. 
A coroner was called, who decided that an inquest was unneces- 
sary. The friends were summoned at once. 

The general health of the hospital has been good. The unu- 
sual number of deaths from dysentery was doubtless owing to 
the crowded state of our wards, and we look forward to the 
coming season with the gravest apprehensions. No suicide has 
distressed us; no homicide shocked us. Our escape from the 
latter, however, has been, as you are well aware, on more than 
one occasion, providential and marvellous. The circumstances 
having been fully detailed in a special communication to your 
Board, no further mention of it is necessary now, except to add, 
that the responsibility of such an occurrence, should it happen, 
cannot rest upon us. 

All attempt at classification was long ago abandoned. With 
our present means, it is simply impossible. We can only put 
those together, who will in the least degree annoy each other. 
No possible enlargement here can avail anything in this partic- 
ular. . To fully appreciate the magnitude of this evil, it is need- 
ful to witness the disgust involuntarily exhibited, and to listen 
to the earnest appeals for relief made daily by the better class 
of patients. That serious injury is constantly wrought by this 
condition of affairs, must be apparent to the careless observer. 
At the present rate of increase, any further accommodations, it 
may be found possible to make here, will be used as soon as 
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furnished, and the slight relief gained thereby will be as tran- 
sient as unimportant. 

The hospital is fast completing its thirtieth year of service. 
During that period, many have gone out recovered, and many 
more, for whom there could be no perfect recovery, have been 
improved and restored to the society of their relatives and 
friends. Others have here found their life-long home —the 
only place of rest and comfort they could find on earth. While 
not doubting that our success in recoveries might have been 
greater, we are glad to believe that by far the greatest amount 
of good effected has been among and for those whose entire 
lives were darkened by disease. The oldest resident patient 
has now been an inmate for almost thirty years. During all 
that time no relative or acquaintance has inquired for her wel- 
fare. She is emphatically the city’s daughter. Old, helpless, 
and demented, wandering about the wards like a child, she has 
been cared for as faithfully as is the patient whose friends pay 
for her support and visit her every week. 

With a new and well-appointed hospital, such as she will find 
their condition bettered, their comfort augmented. Deeply re- 
eretting the probability that the Winthrop farm must be aban- 
doned as a hospital location, it is not doubted that a suitable 
one can be found elsewhere. And yet it may be permitted us 
to put on record our earnest and honest conviction that, for such 
a purpose, the site at Winthrop is, and must ever be, unsurpassed 
by any other in this vicinity. 

Surpassingly rich in landscape, its great sea-view is unap- 
proachable. Forming, as it does, a vast panorama, in sunshine 
and in shade, in storm and calm, in summer and winter, by day 
and by night, morning, noon and evening, — it is never the same, 
but always changing and always new, fresh and inviting. Its surf 
is music, its tempests are soothing; it has healing in its pictures, 
and, all in all, it is of more worth to these brooding minds, feed- 
ing on themselves, than all other sources of amusements combined. 
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The treatment, medical and moral, the means for occupation, 
for recreation and for amusement, have been such as have char- 
acterized former years. To Dr. Upham, for admission to the 
Music Hall concerts, and to Hon. Moses Kimball, for access to 
the Museum, we are again under grateful obligations. Mr. 
Winsor, of the Public Library, remembered us in a generous 
donation of second-hand books, pamphlets, and _ illustrated 
papers, and ex-director W. W. Clapp, renewed our obligations 
to him by a gift of about fifty volumes to our library. 

After a most faithful and valuable service of five years as as- 
sistant superintendent, Dr. Theodore W. Fisher has resigned his 
position here to establish himself in private practice. He bears 
with him the good-will of this entire household — patients and 
officers alike —and their best wishes for his success in life, in 
measure as large as his deservings. 

Dr. George H. M. Rowe, lately second assistant in the Penn- 
sylvania hospital for the insane at Philadelphia, succeeds Dr. 
Fisher. Dr. Rowe brings to the duties of the office he has 
taken, a thorough education, considerable experience in this 
specialty, and a willing mind, and gives good promise of success. 

Thanking you, gentlemen of the Board, for your constant and 
liberal interest in this household, and President Bradlee, for his 
unwearied and minute attention to our wants, the LUNA is 
respectfully submitted.

It gives me great pleasure to state in this report, that the dis- 
cipline of the prison will compare favorably with foimer years;

I know not in what way any improvement could be introduced, 
without an entire change in the whole arrangement of the prison 
buildings. Iam happy to state that, at the present time, we 
have no men upon the blocks; all the male prisoners are em- 
ployed, and their labor made available. The men who, by rea- 
son of age or lameness, or other infirmity, cannot be put upon 
contract work, are made useful as sweeps in the prison, door- 
tenders, bucket-men, gardeners or yard laborers. 

Since my last report, a substantial and commodious range of 
brick buildings has been erected, which cannot be surpassed for 
light, ventilation, and the most perfect adaptation for the various 
purposes for which it is now used. ‘The main building of two 
stories, 15045 feet, is occupied by Messrs. A. B. Harvey & 
Co., for the manufacture of shoes. Adjoining this and opening 
into it, is a building of corresponding height, containing a.bath- 
ing room of fourtecn tubs, fully sufficient for the needs of the 
institution, and a receiving room with convenient closets for 
prison clothing. The story above is used for stowing away the 
clothing worn in by the convicts, and also holds the tanks for 
supply of water to the bathing tubs beneath. Another wing, of 
the same size and style of archictecture, contains the two offices 
the master’s and the clerk’s, which are handsome and very con- 
venient; possessing the great advantage of commanding a full 
view of the prison yard. The new shop, being set back forty 
feet from the line of the old nail shop, gives a large addition to 
the area of the prison yard, adding much to its convenience, as 
well as to its general appearance. The basement of the main 
building is occupied by the bakery, which is roomy and well ar- 
ranged, and by a range of spacious and airy cellars, which is 
used for storage purposes. Notwithstanding this noble addi- 
tion, we shall still be hampered and inconvenienced for the want 
of shop room. The number of prisoners has been largely in- 
creased during the year, with every probability of still further 
enlargement. Under these circumstances, I see no remedy but

to take the female workshop for the use of the male prisoners, 
and to build a new workshop for the women, as was formerly 
proposed, in connection with a new laundry of which we stand 
in much need. In place of the old wooden building now used 
for a receiving room and laundry, which is in a very dilapida- 
ted condition, it would be a great improvement, if we could have 
a brick building large enough to accommodate these offices, to- 
gether with a commodious work-room for the female prisoners. 
We have now twenty-seven male prisoners employed on sewing 
machines for the making up of shirts, jumpers, horse blankets, 
overalls, pants, &c. This number might be considerably en- 
larged, if we had more shop-room; the present number is all 
that can be accommodated in one end of the shoe-shop, which is 
the only available place; and if Messrs. Brooks & Lincoln, who 
now occupy the rest of the shop, are successful in their business, 
they will need the whole room for their operations. I wish in 
this connection to call the attention of the Board to another 
matter of the first importance and of absolute and pressing ne- 
cessity, namcly, the enlargement of the male prison. We have 
now, and have had for several months, from forty to fifty more 
male prisoners than we have cells to confine them in. They are 
lodged in the attic, a close and dark room, very hot in summer, 
and at all times a most insecure place for the confinement of a 
number of prisoners closely huddled together. There is no 
reason to believe that the present number of prisoners in this 
institution will ever be much less than it is now; indeed, the 
probabilities are all the other way. The annexation of Rox- 
bury has considerably increased the number of commitments, 
and the proposed annexation of Charlestown and Dorchester, a 
measure which no doubt will eventually be consummated, will 
tend still further to enlarge our list of inmates. The proper 
discipline of the prison and the safe-keeping of the prisoners, 
render it important that the prison should be enlarged. 

The sewing machines, both in the male and female depart- 
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ments, have been running, as | stated in my last report, by 
steam power, to the great advantage of the health of the opera- 
tors, the females especially; these machines, amounting alto- 
gether to about seventy-five, have been fully employed up to last 
November; from that time to the present only about half the 
time. The women who operate them are not as intelligent and 
apt to learn as would be desirable. Many of them are better 
calculated for hard, out-door work, than for that which requires 
some tact and delicacy of touch. 

The general health of the prisoners has been fully as good as 
in former years; and though I regret to state that the number of 
deaths has been much above the usual average, this result has 
not becn owing to any prevailing sickness, or to any unfavora- 
ble condition of things in the institution. Consumption, as here- 
tofore, has been the most fruitful cause of death, and this disease, 
in the great majority of cases, has been contracted before the 
victims became inmates of the prison. Intemperance kas also 
planted many of the fatal seeds, the fruit of which has been ga- 
thered here.

John Fleming, died Sept. 26, 1868, of consumption. 
Sarah Merriam, died Dec. 12, 1868, of consumption. 
Michael Dempsey, died Jan. 4, 1869, of consumption. 
John Mooney, died Jan. 19, 1869, of typhoid fever. 
Alexander Godfrey, died Jan. 24, 1869, of consumption. 
Theresa Scholdas, died April 17, 1869, of jaundice. 
Harriet Kimball, died April 25, 1869, of consumption. 
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The chapel services have been regularly held, and have been 
conducted as usual. I believe that the prisoners are interested 
in them, if I can judge by the degree of attention which they give ; 
and I trust that some of them profit by what they hear. The 
chapel has recently been newly painted and thoroughly cleansed ; 
a measure rendered the more necessary from the fact, that owing 
to the want of shop room a portion of the chapel was necessarily 
used, a part of the year, to accommodate sewing machines. 

Our gas works, as heretofore, have been steadily employed in 
the manufacture of gas for our own use and for the Lunatic 
Hospital. Recently three of our retorts have given out, after 
having been used on an average of three weeks, which I can only 
attribute to the bad iron with which they were manufactured. 
Under the impression that it might have been owing to the man- 
ner in which the retorts were set, I] have applied to the Boston 
Gas Company and have obtained the advice of the person by 
whom their retorts are set, and have got him to set two of them, 
in order that I might find out if that was the cause of breakage, 
and the result is still the same. 

All the vegetables used in the prison and in the family have 
been supplicd by the gardens of the institution. 

The piggery has been successfully managed during the year 
so that no pork has been purchased for the use of the institution. 

I would repeat in this report a suggestion which was made in 
my last in reference to the erection in the prison yard of a de- 
tached boiler house for the generation of all the steam used in 
the institution, for whatever purpose. As a precautionary 
measure against the danger of accidents, and also on the ground 
of economy, I cannot but think this measure highly important. 

Since the removal of Mr. G. C. Underwood, to Deer Island, 
Mr. Charles H. Davis has been discharging the duties of acting 
deputy in this institution. 

I ciose my annual report with the expression of my sincerest 
thanks to the Board for their uniform courtesy for the kind- 
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ness and readiness which they have always shown to strengthen 

my hands in the responsible office which I hold, and to carry out 

my views and wishes for the welfare of the institution.

THE Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, in pre- 
senting the Resolves for laying out, widening and grading the 
streets on Fort Hill, respectfully submit the following 


REPORT. 


The work of improving this territory was begun with Oliver 
Street, under a special act of the Legislature, passed in 1865. 
After that street was laid out by the city, and the removal of the 
buildings had been commenced, preparatory to grading it, an 
injunction was obtained from the Supreme Court by one of the 
parties whose land had been taken by the laying out, restrain- 
ing the city from prosecuting the work until a decision could be 
reached upon the validity of the act under which the laying out 
was made. ‘This injunction remained in force about a year, and 
was removed by the suit being decided in favor of the city. 
Late in 1866 a contract for the grading of this street was made, 
and the work commenced, but was obstructed January 17, 1867, 
by the great snow storm, and resumed February 25, 1867, and 
was suspended March 8, 1867, by the failure of the contractor 
to fulfil his agreements with the city. 

A contract was made April 10, 1867, with other parties, and 
the work of grading was completed about the close of that 
year. 

The want of aconvenient place to deposit this earth, increased 
the cost of grading far beyond the estimate which was made at 
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the time the enterprise was started. This great increase in the 
cost of removing the earth became so formidable an obstacle, 
that during the years 1867 and 1868 it was impossible to carry 
forward this improvement, by laying out and grading the other 
necessary streets, unless at a cost nearly as great as the whole 
value of the land, after the improvement was completed. 

It is well known that at the close of last year the City Council 
laid out Atlantic Avenue, thereby requiring —to build the 
streets and fill the docks to the westerly side of it —all the 
earth necessary to be removed from Fort Hill to reduce it to the 
proper grade. 

With this opportunity to utilize this filling, the Committee 
deemed it advisable to prepare the necessary Resolves to lay out 
this territory by new streets and the widening of the present 
ones, so that the whole of it would be made available for busi- 
ness purposes, and all the land could be divided, without loss, into 
proper lots for stores and warehouses. The Committee have 
not made so many outlets into the surrounding streets as was 
contemplated by a plan heretofore prepared; or as they have 
had pressed upon their attention during the consideration of the 
subject. These outlets, if made, would cause the destruction of 
property now at a proper grade, and upon streets of sufficient 
width and in good locations, thereby largely increasing the cost 
of the improvement without any corresponding benefit. 

The tabular estimates of damages do not cover the cost, if 
any, of grading the streets, but only the value of the land taken 
and the damage to the buildings caused by the cutting off and 
change of grade. The estimated value of land and buildings, 
which are now at the required grade on Pearl and Broad 
Streets, taken in order to make proper openings to this territory 
from adjacent streets is $240,000.00. The value of property 
taken for streets, or demolished in consequence of the changing 
of the grades of streets owned by the city is $98,000.00. 

By a recent Act of the Legislature, the City is authorized to 
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take and remove any buildings upon this territory, if it shall 
become necessary in order to complete the grading (Sec. 2, 
Chap. 94 of Acts and Resolves of 1869, at end of Report). The 
number of buildings to be taken under this Act is small, and the 
necessity and utility of taking them at all has not been fully con- 
sidered by the Committee. 

It will depend in some measure upon the cost of removing 
the earth under them, and whether any satisfactory agreement 
can be made with owners for its removal. 

We have made no estimate of the cost of this class of takings. 

The cost of grading will mainly depend upon the cost of fill- 
ing Atlantic Avenue from other sources. It would not be just 
to make that enterprise pay more for filling with earth from Fort 
Hill than it would cost if obtained elsewhere. By another Act 
of the Legislature, passed at its present session, it is provided 
that the City may, in order to prevent a nuisance, upon the 
neglect of the owners of the docks west of Atlantic Avenue, fill 
them up, and assess the expense upon the land so filled (Sec. 
1, Chap. 181 of Acts and Resolves of 1869, at end of Report). 
There can be no doubt that the City will use Fort Hill earth to 
build Atlantic Avenue, and also so far as it fills the docks of other 
parties, and it ought, and we cannot doubt will be the policy of 
all parties interested in these improvements, to so adjust this 
matter of filling that one improvement shall aid the other, — each 
bearing its proper proportion of the burdens. 

By the advice of the Auditor, the Committee have con- 
solidated the whole estimated expense of this improvement in 
one Loan, to be called the “Fort Hill Improvement Loan,” the 
items of which by approximate estimate are as follows:

The Committee estimate the amount of land subject to assess- 
ment for betterments to be about 300,000 square feet. It is use- 
less at this time to speculate upon the amount to be returned to 
the City Treasury in betterment assessments. 

In conclusion your Committee desire to say that they see no 
escape by the City from the completion of these improvements. 
They have, whether wisely or not, been commenced. The grad- 
ing of Oliver Street has separated the hill into two parts. The 
depth of the cut has so sloped the grade of the banks as to ren- 
der the property at some distanee from the line of the street un- 
safe. The height of surrounding estates prevents any buildings 
being erected on the new grade of Oliver Street, so that until 
the whole hill is graded, improvements must be at a stand-still. 

The Committee therefore urge upon the City Council the pas- 
sage of the accompanying Resolves and Orders for completing 
this work.

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CHAPTER 94. 


SECTION 2. The Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston may reduce 
the grade of estates that require excavation upon Fort Hill, to the level 
which has been or may hereafter be determined upon for the improvement 
of said territory; and for such purpose may cause the removal of build- 
ings, whether abutting on streets or otherwise, in the same manner and 
with the same provision for damages as is now provided in relation to 
buildings upon lands taken for streets. 


CHAPTER 181. 


SECTION 1. The City of Boston, to prevent the nuisance which will be 
created by the sewers discharging into the docks, and from stagnant 
water in said docks inclosed by the building of Atlantic Avenue, may fill 
up said docks with earth from Fort Hill, and shall have a lien on the land 
made by said filling, for the cost of doing the same, as hereinafter pro- 
vided.

To tHE City CoUNCIL OF THE City or Boston: 


In compliance with the provisions of the City Ordinance, the 
Cochituate Water Board herewith submit their Annual Report for 
the year ending April 30, 1869, together with the reports of the 
Clerk of the Board, City Engineer, Water Registrar, and the 
Superintendents of the Eastern and Western Divisions, to which 
they would refer the City Council for the detailed statements of 
the condition and progress of the water works during the year. 

The average height of water at Lake Cochituate above the 
bottom of the aqueduct has been 11.92 feet, being =}, less than 
the previous year, and the rainfall 50.06 inches, being 6.19 less; 
and although the consumption of the water has been much 
larger than the previous year, there has been ample to meet all 
the requirements for which it was introduced. The lake v 
at high water mark on April 5th, when the water commenceu to 
run over the dam into Sudbury River, and continued to do so 
until June 18th, with the exception of a few days between April 
26th and May 6th, wasting during that time, according to the 
estimate of the City Engineer, 2,507,684,384 gallons, being 
25,000,000 in excess of the previous year. On the completion 
of the Chestnut Hill Reservoir, a large portion of the water that 
usually runs to waste at this season of the year, will be saved 
for use during the dry season. 

The average daily consumption has been 14,769,167 gallons, 
being an increase over the previous year of 1,204,107 gallons. 

1* 
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The least average in any one month was 12,636,000 gallons, in 
the month of April; and the largest average was in the month of 
February, when it reached 16,927,000 gallons. 

The income from water rates, as it appears by the report of 
the Water Registrar, has been $553,744.88; being a gain over 
the previous year of $31,613.95. 

The estimated income from water rates for the year 1869, is 
$600,000.

It will be seen by the above figures that the income has not 
been sufficient to meet the interest on the debt and the current 
expenses, by a little over $160,000, being over $48,000 in 
excess of the deficiency of the previous year. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the Board would recommend that a charge be made 
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for the use of the fire hydrants, as is done in other cities. In 
this way the income can be increased nearly sufficient to meet 
the interest and expenses, and that any further deficiency should 
be made up by an increase of the water rates, or by direct tax- 
ation. The amount already added to the water debt by the 
excess of interest’ and expenses over the receipts has been 
$1,445,331.72. 
EASTERN DIVISION. 


This Division comprises that portion of the works lying east 
of the Brookline Reservoir, including the distributing pipes and 
reservoirs in the city. 

More work has been performed in this department during 
the past year, than in any other year since the introduction of 
the water in 1848, and the Superintendent, Mr. Jones, deserves 
credit for the manner in which he has executed the same. 


MAIN AND SERVICE PIPES. 


During the year there have been laid fifty-three thousand five 
hundred and sixty-seven feet of main pipe, being forty thousand 
nine hundred and seventy-one feet more than was laid the pre- 
vious year; making the total amount of pipe laid since the 
commencement of the works a little over one hundred and fifty- 
two miles, to which are connected fifteen hundred and eleven 
gates, and seventeen hundred and fifty-five hydrants, one hun- 
dred and eight of the latter being of the “Lowry” patent, 
which have been used in the Highland DiStrict to test their 
efficiency. 

The number of service pipes laid, has been thirteen hundred 
and forty-two, being a gain over the previous year of six hun- 
dred and nineteen. Total to May first, twenty-eight thousand 
two hundred and sixty-six. 

The number of repairs made during the year has been but 
five hundred and thirty-one, being seventy-eight less than the 
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previous year; this is rather remarkable when we consider the 
large amount of pipe which has been added to the works, the 
number being less than in any year since 1864. 


HIGHLAND DISTRICT. 


The most important work in this division, has been the laying 
of the main and service pipes in the Highland District, which 
has been pushed forward as fast as the work could be done to 
advantage. Over eight miles of main pipe were laid, and over 
two miles of service pipe, to which were attached ihe necessary 
gates and fire hydrants. The water was introduced into these 
pipes for the first time on 26th of October, 1868. The 
question as to the best method of supplying the high service 
of this district, has been unanimously decided by the Board in 
favor of the stand-pipe system; this decision was arrived at 
after a thorough examination of the whole subject. The Com- 
mittee of this Board who had it in charge visited Philadelphia, 
in company with the City Engineer, where this method is 
adopted in several of its districts, and were very kindly 
received by the Chief Engineer of the Fairmount Water Works, 
Frederick Graff, Esq., who gave them much valuable informa- 
tion in relation to stand-pipes, and explained the advantages 
as well as the disadvantages of the system. On their return 
from Philadelphia, the Committee visited the location for the 
stand-pipe now erecting for the Croton Water Works in New 
York, and through the kindness of the Resident Hngineer of the 
work, William L. Dearborn, Esq., they were enabled to inspect 
the plans for this structure, which, when completed, will be one 
of the finest in the country, as a large amount will be expended 
for architectural effect. 

The location for the stand-pipe in the Highland District is 
to be on the lot known as the “Old Fort,” situated on Beech 
Glen Avenue on the south, and Fort Avenue on the north; the 
base of the shaft will be about one hundred and fifty-cight feet 
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above tide marsh level; the interior pipe is to be made of 
boiler-iron, five feet in diameter, of equal size throughout its 
length of eighty feet; between the pipe and the exterior walls 
will be a space of about three feet, in which there will be a 
spiral iron staircase leading to a lookout at the top. The exte- 
rior walls are to be of brick, with granite trimmings; the lower 
portion or base of the shaft is finished with four pediments, with 
buttresses at the angles; above this it is circular to within ten 
feet of the roof, when it projects and is octagonal in form, the 
whole being crowned with a steeple. The total height from 
the sidewaik which surrounds it is one hundred and seventy 
feet. The contract for the iron work was awarded to the 
Boston Machine Company, and the masonry to Messrs. Standish 
& Woodbury. The whole structure will be completed by the first 
of October next, at a cost of not exceeding $20,000. 

The location for the engine-house and pumps is on Pynchon 
and Elmwood Streets, the lot having a frontage of about forty 
feet, running back to the new station-house, and contains 5,563 
square feet. The contract for the pumping engines was also 
awarded to the Boston Machine Company, their bid being the 
lowest received. Before deciding, however, their plans were 
submitted to competent experts, whose reports were perfectly sat- 
isfactory. The cost of the pumping works in complete running 
order, will be $37,000; the building in which it is to be located 
is to be a plain brick building without any architectural pre- 
tensions; the contracts for this building have not as yet been 
awarded; the total cost of the high service system will not 
probably exceed $80,000. The arrangement, size and location 
of the pipes for this service are fully described in the annexed 
report of the City Engineer. 


DISTRIBUTING RESERVOIRS. 


Beacon Hill Reservoir. — The maximum high water line of 
this reservoir is 121.53 feet, and the average height of water 
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has been 119.11 feet, being 2°, less than the previous 
year. 

South Boston Reservoir. — The maximum high water line is 
122.86 feet, and in the Hast Boston Reservoir, 107.60. 

The City Engineer in speaking of these says: “The water 
is let into these reservoirs only at long intervals, and is then 
shut in, to be drawn out only in case of an extreme emergency, 
such as an accident to the main, or a destructive conflagration. 
In the original plan it was intended that these reservoirs should 
be connected with the general circulation, thus increasing the 
efficiency of our whole system of distribution, but this result, 
however desirable, must be postponed until an independent 
supply for East Boston shall have been procured, and an addi- 
tional main pipe laid to South Boston, both of which measures 
are of far more importance to those localities than even the 
extension of the reservoirs themselves.” 

The water was drawn off from the Kast Boston Reservoir on 
the 4th of April, for repairs, as spoken of in our last annual 
report, and the work was continued until December 24th, when 
the weather put a stop to further progress. At this time it was 
so far completed that the water was let in to the depth of twenty 
feet; this amount of water having been kept in during the 
winter, without the least indication of leakage, the work was 
again resumed this spring and the whole will be completed 
before the 1st of July. On its completion, the Board propose 
to re-grade the slopes and erect an iron fence on the street lines 
and a suitable wooden fence on the boundary lines, between 
adjoining estates. 

An act of the Legislature, authorizing the widening of the 
draw of Warren Bridge, will make it necessary to enlarge the 
syphon-pipe at this place. The box enclosing the twenty-inch 
main under the sidewalk of this bridge will have to be renewed 

before the close of another year, as it is now very much decayed. 
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WESTERN DIVISION. 


This Division comprises the lake and that portion of the 
works lying between the lake and the gate-house at Brookline 
Reservoir. Owing to the high state of the water at the lake 
the -past year, it has been impossible to continue the construc- 
tion of the slope walls on the margin of the lake, or to build 
the second filter dam at Pegan Brook; the work will be con- 
tinued this year if the water should be sufficiently low during 
the summer or fall to permit it to be done. 

The great freshet of February 15th, washed away a portion 
of the embankment over the conduit on the “ Collins Farm,” in 
Newton, and we cannot but return our thanks to Mr. Collins, 
who, on discovering the accident, immediately telegraphed the 
fact to the Board, and thus prevented what might have been a 
very serious damage. 

During the year the work of putting down stone posts to pre- 
vent encroachments on the land owned by the city, and for per- 
petuating our bounds on the margin of the lake and on the line 
of the conduit, has been continued, two hundred and _ fifty-nine 
having been set, and this year we are in hopes that the rest of 
the bounds will be permanently marked. 

On April 23d, the annual examination of the conduit was 
made, and for the first time since the construction of the works, 
the whole line, a little over fourteen miles, was examined in one 
day; this was accomplished by three parties. The City Engi- 
neer and three others entered at the lake, and came through to 
Charles River, a distance of nearly eight miles. Mr. Wightman, 
the Resident Engineer of Chestnut Hill, examined that portion 
between Newton Centre and Charles River, a distance of about 
three miles. Mr. Stanwood examined from the Brookline 
Reservoir to the Waste Weir, in Newton Centre, a distance of 
three and three-fifths miles. In that portion between the Chest- 
nut Hill Reservoir and Newton Centre, a distance of nearly 
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three miles, he was accompanied by His Honor the Mayor, 
several members of the Board of Aldermen, the Committee on 
Water of the City Council, and six members of this Board; the 
general condition of the conduit was found to be the same as at 
the last examination. The full particulars of the various cracks 
will be found in the Engineer’s report. 

The Brookline Reservoir, as we stated in our last annual 
report, needs a thorough cleaning out. But it cannot be done 
until the Chestnut Hill Reservoir is completed, as it would take 
several days to accomplish the work, there being no means of 
keeping up the supply in the city during that time, the capacity 
ef the Beacon Hill, South and East Boston Reservoirs not being 
sufficient to supply the city for one day, as the total capacity 
when full is but 15,779,023 gallons. The gate-house at the 
‘reservoir needs repairs, which cannot be done, for the same 
reason. 


CHESTNUT HILL RESERVOIR. 


During the past year considerable progress has been made 
towards the completion of this reservoir. During the months 
from May to October, nearly the whole force were employed 
upon the upper or Lawrence Meadow section, as it was decided 
to complete that basin in order to. fill it, and have it ready for 
use during the dry season of this year; and on Monday, the 
26th of October, the water was let in and continued to flow for 
sixteen days when it was half filled; the gates were then closed, 
as a leak was discovered in the dam which separates the upper 
from the lower basin. After several experiments were tried to 
prevent this leak, it was decided to build a new water-tight 
dam outside of the present embankment; work was immediately 
commenced on this dam, and we are happy to state that it is 
perfectly tight as far as it is finished; and we are now in hopes 
that the whole will be completed within six weeks, so that the 
upper basin can be immediately used as a source of supply; 
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this work was not calculated upon, and of course has added 
greatly to the cost of the reservoir. 

The influent and intermediate gate-houses, have both been 
completed and have fully met our expectations, and the gates 
work to our entire satisfaction. The labor of obtaining a 
foundation for the effluent gate-house has been much more 
than we anticipated, being obliged to remove a very large body 
of quicksand, the quantity as estimated by Engineer, being 35,- 
000 cubic yards. Considerable damage was done to this por- 
tion of the work by the great freshet of February.15th, the tem- 
porary flume which carries off the surface water from the basin 
having been washed away, and the trench was soon filled with 
twenty feet of water. Several days were occupied by the steam 
fire engines and a Gwynn pump in pumping it out, before the 
work could again be renewed. 

During the winter, the roadway was all graded and is now 
nearly completed. Rockland Street has also been widened 
nearly its entire length, that portion in front of our land 
having been done at the expense of the City, and the rest by 
the Town of Brighton. 

This road has already become a, favorite place of resort. The 
number of visitors varies from five to ten thousand a week; on 
some pleasant Sunday afternoon it has been estimated that 
nearly three thousand carriages have driven over it. On the 
completion of this great work it will undoubtedly be the most 
beautiful drive in this vicinity. 

The gateway at the main entrance to the driveway on Rock- 
land Street, has been contracted for and will be completed by 
the first of October. 

On the eleventh day of January the excavations were com- 
menced on the pipe route for the forty-eight inch main to con- 
nect the Chestnut Hill Reservoir with the iron mains at Boyls- 
ton Street, a short distance from the Brookline Reservoir, and 


before the first of April, 6,350 feet had been laid. The remain- 
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ing portion will be completed, and the connections made before 
the first of September. An account in detail of the amount of 
labor performed on this reservoir will be found in the very full 
report of the Resident Engineer. 


WATER REGISTRAR’S DEPARTMENT. 


By reference to the report of the Water Registrar, it will be 
seen that the total number of water takers for the year 1869, is 
twenty-nine thousand seven hundred and thirty-eight, being an 
increase over the previous year of sixteen hundred and thirty- 
four; of this number twenty thousand six hundred and forty- 
four are for dwelling houses, forty-six hundred and twenty-six 
for stores and shops, ten hundred and eighty-two are for 
stables, and the remaining thirty-three hundred and eighty-six 
are for various purposes. 

There have been six hundred and eighty cases where the 
water has been turned off for non-payment of the water rates, 
being seventy more than the previous year; of this number 
ninety-five are still remaining off, being twenty-one less than 
last year. 

The number of meters now applied, is ten hundred and 
twenty-one, being an increase over the previous year of one 
hundred and twenty-six; and it gives us pleasure to state that 
we have had fewer complaints from the meter system this year 
than in any year since their application.

REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER. 


OFFICE OF City ENGINEER, 
City Haut, Boston, May 5, 1869.

Sir: In compliance with the Ordinance relating to the De 
partment of Engineering, I respectfully present the following 
report relative to the Water Works. 


EASTERN DIVISION. 


On page 52 is presented the average monthly heights of 
water in the Reservoir at Brookline, and in the Beacon Hill, 
South Boston and East Boston Reservoirs, from 1861 to 1868 
inclusive; said heights being expressed in feet and decimals 
above “tide marsh level,” or ordinary high tide. This table is 
presented now more as a matter of form than for any purpose 
of practical utility, as it does not present, by comparison of the 
relative heights of the water in the Brookline Reservoir with 
that of the water in the City reservoirs, the actual loss of head 
in the various parts of the city, except in the very limited sec- 
tion connected with the high service and supplied through the 
Beacon Hill Reservoir. The reservoirs at South Boston and at 
Kast Boston are not of any value for two of the objects for 
which they were designed, viz: the equalization of the head or 
pressure and the maintenance of a more steady and uniform 
flow of water through the pipes. The water is let into these 
reservoirs only at long intervals (in the case of South Boston, 
only once during the year 1868), and is then shut in to be 
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drawn out only in case of an extreme emergency, such as an 
accident to the main, or a destructive conflagration. The aver- 
age depth of water stored in these reservoirs for the past eight 
years has been thirteen feet ten inches in the East Boston, and 
eight feet three inches in the South Boston; these depths being 
equivalent to a supply of 2,157,000 gallons in the former, and 
3,132,950 gallons in the latter, or less than two days supply for 
each place in case of a serious break in the main line leading to 
each place. 

If it is desirable to record and publish annually, a table 
exhibiting the loss of head from Brookline Reservoir to various 
parts of the city, the most reliable method would be to establish 
pressure-gauges at various points connected with the principal 
mains. These gauges would indicate the exact head at the sey- 
eral points of connection at all hours of the day or night. They 
could readily be made to be self-recording, and would not there- 
fore require a daily personal examination at stated times. 

The importance of returning to the original plan of keeping 
the several City reservoirs connected with the general circula- 
tion, thus increasing the efficiency of our whole system of distri- 
bution, is undoubtedly fully appreciated by your Board; but 
this result, however desirable, must be postponed until an inde- 
pendent supply for Hast Boston shall have been procured, and 
an additional main pipe laid to South Boston, both of which 
measures are of far more importance to those localities than 
even the existence of the reservoirs themselves. 


BEACON HILL HIGH SERVICE. 


The question of supplying the high service of Beacon Hill 
has frequently engaged the attention of former Boards and 
Engineers, and the present system seems to be the best that 
could be devised without resort to pumping; but it is, neverthe- 
Jess, far from being efficient or reliable. As now arranged, the 
exclusive use of Beacon Hill Reservoir, and about five miles of 
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thirty-inch pipe are devoted to the high service section, which 
strictly comprises not over fifty acres, and about fifty acres more 
of the contiguous low service. The population now supplied 
by the thirty-inch main does not exceed 15,000, and, as the 
requirements are almost, if not quite, exclusively domestic, it 
would appear that this entire line of pipe and the costly reser- 
voir structure are used to furnish a supply of less than a mil- 
lion gallons per day, or about one fifteenth of the entire demand. 
It must be evident that the present system of keeping up the 
head or pressure on Beacon Hill is not only, as before said, 
unreliable and imperfect, but about as extravagant a system as 
could be devised. As stated before, the high service proper of 
Beacon Hill does not cover an area of over fifty acres; and, as 
this area is already fully covered with dwellings, the population 
may be said to have reached its highest limit, and its require- 
ments may be safely computed. 

The plan which your Board has adopted for the high service 
in Roxbury, and which is subsequently described in this report, 
would seem to furnish the true solution to all the difficulties in 
this section. 

For a very moderate outlay, small pumping engines, a stand- 
pipe, and all the necessary connections could be furnished, which 
would deliver the requisite amount of water for this section, at 
such an elevation as would supply the most elevated houses in 
as thorough and efficient a manner as in any part of the city, 
and at the same time enable the thirty-inch pipe and the Beacon 
Hill Reservoir to be chiefly devoted to the general service, thus 
greatly relieving the other mains, and increasing the head or 
pressure in the other sections of the city. 

Connections could then be made between the thirty and thirty- 
six inch mains at various points, which would be of great advan- 
tage to South Boston and the southerly wards of the city. 

The improvements above suggested are so intimately con- 
nected with the whole question of the future supply and distri- 
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bution of water, that I beg leave to call the attention of your 
Board to the importance of giving to them an early consideration. 


EAST BOSTON RESERVOIR, ETC. 


The East Boston Reservoir has been empty during most of the 
past year. ‘The water was drawn out April 4th, and repairs to 
prevent the leakage which has been so troublesome in years 
past, were at once commenced according to the plan described 
in my last report. It was confidently anticipated that the entire 
work would be finished before the close of the year 1868, but 
the limited and confined space in which the work had to be done, 
and the consequent shifting of material, hindered the progress 
of the work very materially. The work was prosecuted until 
December 24th, when it was abandoned on account of the cold 
weather. The entire bottom and the slide-slopes to within a 
few feet of high-water mark were then finished, the rubbish from 
the interior removed, and, on the 25th of December, water was 
let in to the depth of 20 feet. Since that time, and until the 
resumption of the work of repairs, the water has been kept at 
about that height, and no sign of leakage was manifest. In 
fact, instead of the water subsiding, as was previously the case, 
the additional accumulation from the rain fall has made it neces- 
sary to draw it down on several occasions. 

Work has already been resumed and the interior will be 
finished probably by July. 

Great credit is due to the Superintendent of the Eastern 
Division, Mr. Jones, and to his efficient assistant on this work, 
Mr. Tucker, for the very faithful manner in which the plans for 
the repairs for this reservoir, adopted by your Board, have thus 
far been executed. 

When the present repairs of the interior are finished, it will 
be found necessary to re-grade a portion of the outer slopes, 
and rebuild the fence. The present wooden structure was 
erected in 1850, and is in quite a dilapidated condition. The

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new fence should be of iron, and placed upon our true boundary 
lines. The present fence does not enclose our whole lot, thet 
being about an acre and a quarter outside. 

Surveys are now being made to fix the exact boundaries of 
the lot, and levels taken to determine the best manner of grad- 
ing the same, and the adjoining streets. 

Repairs are needed on that part of the structure at the 
Warren Bridge, which covers the twenty-inch main to Hast 
Boston; but it will be desirable to await the action of the city 
of Charlestown, in making their portion of repairs in the 
vicinity, as the work can be done more advantageously by co- 
operation. In view of the proposed widening of the draw at 
this bridge, and the consequent necessity of enlarging the 
syphon pipe at this place, it will become necessary to make 
some arrangement by which a supply for Hast Boston may be 
obtained, by a connection with either the Charlestown or 
Chelsea main. The present contingency would seem to afford 
a convenient opportunity for perfecting arrangements with the 
city of Charlestown for a permanent supply to East Boston. 


. EXTENSION OF THE WORKS IN ROXBURY. 


The extension of the works in Roxbury has progressed as 
well as could be expected, considering the difficult nature of the 
ground to be opened. At the date of the last annual report, 
work had been commenced by the Superintendent in the vicin. 
ity of Mount Pleasant, and in Highland Street, and, until the 
close of the season, the prosecution of it was uninterrupted, 
though somewhat delayed in certain quarters by tardiness in 
the delivery of the larger sizes of pipe and branches. 

The Superintendent’s Report will show the amount of pipe 
laid, the location and size; also the number of gates and _ 
hydrants set. The general plan of distribution for this district, 
as sketched in my last report has been followed with slight 
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modification. The twenty-four inch main, and the twelve-inch 
distribution pipe alongside, have been laid from Tremont Street 
through Washington Street, Eliot Square, and Dudley Street, to 
the junction of Dudley and Hampden Streets, connecting there 
with the twelve-inch pipe in Hampden Street. A connection 
has also been made between the twenty-four inch main and the 
twelve-inch pipe which was laid last year in Washington Street 
and Guild Row; thus linking the old distribution with the new 
at three points — Tremont Street, Guild Row and Hampden 
Streets. 


HIGH SERVICE IN ROXBURY. 


It was determined by surveys made during the previous year 
that a very considerable area of this district was entircly above 
the reach of the Cochituate water by gravitation delivery, and, 
as a matter of course, a portion of the contiguous territory is so 
situated that the supply would be necessarily intermittent and 
imperfect. 

During the past year levels were taken to determine the 
elevation of all the door-sills above a plane of eighty feet above 
“tide marsh level,” with a view of ascertaining the location 
and extent of the districts requiring a special supply. It was 
found that there were four separate districts requiring a special 
high service which may be designated respectively as the 
“Highland Street, or Fort district;” the “Tommy’s Rocks dis- 
trict;” the “Parker Hill district;” and the “Seaver Hill 
district.” 

The first-named district comprises about eighty acres, the 
centre of which is very near the junction of Highland and Cedar 
Streets, and includes within its limits Norfolk Street, Lambert 
Street and Avenue, Millmont Street, Dorr Street, Cedar Street 
from Centre Street to Shawmut Avenue, Cedar Square, Haw- 
thorne Street, part of Thornton Street, Ellis Street, Beech Glen 
Avenue, Fort Avenue, Linwood Street and Square, Highland 
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Avenue, and Highland Street from Norfolk Street to near 
Marcella Street. 

The highest door-sill in the above-described district is that of 
Mr. Hunnewell’s house on Beech Glen Avenue, which is about 
149 feet above “tide marsh level.” 

The second district has an area of about thirty acres, and 
includes within its limits Regent Street, Alpine Street, Akron 
Street, Fountain Street, Summit Street, Buena Vista Avenue, 
portions of St. James and Circuit Streets, and sundry small 
courts and places. The highest door-sill in this district is that — 
of D. M. Nichols, on Alpine Street, which is 117.80 feet above 
“tide marsh level.” 

The third district has an area of about one hundred acres, 
and comprises the bulk of the territory South of Tremont Street, 
West of the Providence Railroad, and North and Hast of Heath 
Street. ey 

The highest door-sill in this district is that of the house of 
Nathan Brown, on the summit of Parker Hill, which is 224.60 
feet above “tide marsh level.” 

The fourth has an area of about three hundred and _ ninety 
acres, and includes nearly all the territory bounded by Shaw- 
mut Avenue, Munroe Street (including the same), Warren 
Street, Grove Hall Avenue, and Seaver Street, which last forms 
the boundary line between Boston and West Roxbury. 

The highest door-sill in this district is that of the house of 
Mr. Charles Davenport, on Maple Street, which is 174.20 feet 
above “tide marsh level.” 

Although the boundaries of these districts include some houses 
which can be reached by our present service, yet they are not 
thoroughly served, and the lines, as drawn, avoid, as much as 
possible, a duplication of pipes, and the consequent expense. 

It having been decided by your Board that it was both expe- 
dient and necessary to furnish an adequate supply for these high 
sections, —a portion at once, and the whole before many years 
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—and as pumping works were, of course, decided to be essen- 
tial, the only questions to be decided were, first, whether we 
should have a resérvoir or use a stand-pipe, and then the loca- 
tion of whichever should be decided upon; the question of the 
location of the pumping-engine not being very material. | 

It was found that the only location where a reservoir could 
be built, and be at a sufficiently high level, was upon the very 
summit of Parker Hill. This was deemed too much upon the 
outskirts of the districts, and the probability, not to say neces- 
sity, of reducing the height of the hill to render it accessible and 
convenient for dwelling purposes, seemed to settle the question 
of a reservoir, unless the stand-pipe system should be found to 
be inefficient or undesirable. 

A visit to Philadelphia, and the examinations and inquiries 
there made, satisfied a committee of your board, and myself, 
that the stand-pipe system would be both efficient and economi- 
cal, and it was thereupon decided to adopt it. The lot known 
as the “Old Fort lot,’ which had already been purchased by 
the city as a probable site for a reservoir, was deemed the most 
central and eligible location for the stand-pipe, and was accord- 
ingly adopted. This lot is located between Beach Glen Avenue 
on the south, and Fort Avenue on the north; the highest point 
of the natural ground, which is mostly rock, of the formation 
known as “ Pudding stone,” is about one hundred and fifty-seven 
feet above “tide marsh level”; the highest point of the earth- 
work of the old fort is one hundred and sixty-three feet above 
the same datum. 

The location of the engine-house and pumps was, after con- 
siderable investigation and an examination of several localities, 
finally fixed on the rear portion of the new Station-house lot on 
Pynchon Street, between Washington and Tremont Streets, a 
small parcel having been purchased and added to the rear of 
the Station lot so as to give a frontage on Elmwood Street of 


about forty feet. 
8* 
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The portion transferred from the Station-house lot was 3,431 . 
square feet, and the additional parcel purchased of Nancy Shove 
contained 2,132 square feet, making 5,563 square feet in all, an 
area amply sufficient for the engine-house, boiler-house and coal 
shed. 

Several designs for a stand-pipe were made and presented to 
the Board, and estimates were procured on each. The one 
finally adopted was a single tube or cylinder, five feet in diame- 
ter, to be made of boiler plate, and to be in height about eighty 
feet above the ground. This pipe is to be enclosed in a brick 
tower resting upon a quadrangular buttressed base. Between 
the pipe and the interior wall of the tower is a space of about 
three feet, in which is a spiral staircase leading to a lookout at 
the top. 

The proposed grade of the ground at the base of the tower 
will be one hundred and fifty-eight feet above “tide marsh 
level,” and the floor of the lookout, which is ahout three feet 
below the top of the stand-pipe, will be two hundred and thirty- 
five feet above the said datum line. 

Contracts have been made for the iron work, and also for the 
masonry. The iron work is to be furnished and erected by the 
Boston Machine Company, and the masonry by Messrs. Standish 
& Woodbury. The soii has already been stripped from the rock 
foundation, and everything will soon be in readiness for the 
contractors, whose work, by agreement, is to be finished by the 
first day of October. 

The pumping-engines finally adopted for this work are from 
designs furnished by the Boston Machine Company. It was the 
original intention to use the “ Worthington Duplex Engine,” 
which has so justly earned for itself a reputation ranking among 
the very best of those now in use in this country, and a very 
decided indisposition existed, in my own mind —and I think I 
may say in that of the Committee in charge —to the trial og 
experiments in a matter of so much importance. The request, 
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however, of the Boston Machine Company to be allowed to fur- 
nish and submit designs at their own expe”se was granted, and 
they were invited to submit a proposal for furnishing and erect- 
ing the engines. H.R. Worthington & Co. were also invited 
to submit proposals for furnishing and erecting their engines; 
the engines in both cases to be of the capacity prescribed in the 
instructions furnished each party. The proposal of the Boston 
Machine Company, being some ten thousand dollars lower than 
that of Worthington & Co., would probably have been at once 
accepted, but for the indisposition above alluded to in regard to 
experimenting. The propositions, therefore, were held in abey- 
ance until the designs furnished could be thoroughly examined, 
and their merits or demerits determined. After a thorough 
examination by myself and the committee, and a casual exami- 
nation by Mr. Chesbrough, the City Engineer of Chicago, which 
failed to detect any faults, it was decided to follow the advice 
of Mr. Chesbrough, and refer the plans to a competent practical 
mechanical engineer. 

Mr. Albert Betteley having been selected as a competent 
judge in such matters, the plans were submitted to him with a 
memorandum of the required duty, etc., and his report submitted 
March 26, 1869, being favorable in all respects, the contract 
was awarded to the Boston Machine Company, who are to fur- 
nish and erect the engines in good running order, on or before 
the first day of October, 1869, and also guarantee the perform- 
ance of the required duty, for the sum of Thirty-seven Thousand 
Dollars. 

Plans are now being prepared for the engine-house and 
appurtenances, and it is expected to be ready to receive the 
engines as soon as they are in condition to be erected. 

The plan for receiving the water at the pumps and its con- 
veyance thence to the stand pipe and the several districts to be 
supplicd may be thus briefly described:— A sixteen-inch pipe 
leads from the twenty-four inch main, near its junction with the 
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thirty-six, and passes through the station-house yard, under the 
coal-shed and boiler-house to the engines, the distance being 
about 225 feet. A three-way branch and two sixteen-inch gates 
regulates the flow so that either or both engines may be supplied 
at will. 

A sixteen-inch pipe leads from each engine, and, by means of 
a Y branch, connects with the single force-main which leads to 
the stand-pipe, just outside the engine house. Each of these pipes 
between the engine and the Y is provided with a check-valve 
to prevent the backward flow of the water into the engine house 
in case of a breakage of the pumps. The single force-main, 
sixteen inches in diameter passes from the Y through Elmwood 
Street, across Washington Street, passing under the twenty-four 
and twelve-inch pipes, through Gardner and Centre Streets, and 
Fort Avenue to the lot where the stand-pipe is located; and 
thence to the stand-pipe itself. The length of this main is 
about 2,500 feet and is provided at two points with check- 
valves. The arrangement of branches and gates in the vicinity 
of the stand-pipe is such that, in case of any accident to the 
stand-pipe requiring repairs, it may be disused and the engines 
pump directly into the distribution pipes of either or all the 
districts. 

The general plan of distribution may be briefly described as 
follows, viz: A sixteen-inch main leads from the stand-pipe, in 
a southerly direction, to’ Beech Glen Avenue; thence through 
said avenue to Highland Street; thence across Highland Street 
to Ellis Street; thence through Ellis, Thornton and Oakland , 
Streets to Shawmut Avenue; thence across Shawmut Avenue to 
Dale Street, and thence through Dale Street, across Walnut 
Avenue to Warren Street. | 

From this main a twelve-inch branch is taken at Beech Glen 
Avenue, one at Walnut Avenne, and one at Warren Street; 
while at Highland Street, a six-inch branch is taken, and also 
one at Walnut Avenue. The twelve-inch branch at Beech Glen 
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Avenue, leads in a westerly direction, through said avenne to 
Fort Avenue; thence through Fort Avenue to Centre Street; 
thence through Centre Street to New Heath Street; thence 
through New Heath Street to Parker Street, and thence through 
Parker Street to Parker Hill. 

The twelve-inch branch at Walnut Avenue leads southerly 
through Walnut Avenue, and the one at Warren Street leads 
southerly through Warren Street; the lateral streets between 
said Walnut Avenue and Warren Street, and on either side of 
the same, to be supplied with six-inch pipes. These last men- 
tioned twelve-inch pipes supply what is before described as the 
“Seaver Hill District.” The six-inch branch at Highland 
Street connects with the six-inch pipe already laid, and is to 
supply the “ Highland Street” or “Fort District.” The six- 
inch branch at Walnut Avenue, leads northwardly through 
Walnut Avenue to Buena Vista Avenue and Circuit Street, and 
supplies the “'Tommy’s Rocks District.” 

It is not proposed to do anything this season in laying the 
mains on the routes above described; but, as a temporary meas- 
ure for supplying the “ Highland Street” and “ Tommy’s Rocks 
Districts,’ a return sixteen-inch pipe will lead from the stand- 
pipe back to Fort Avenue, there connecting with a twelve-inch 
pipe which leads through said avenue to Highland Street, and 
there connects with the present six-inch pipe. 

A temporary connection between this district and the 
“Tommy’s Rocks District” will be made in Circuit Street 
either from the six-inch pipe to be laid in Guild Street, or the 
one in Cedar Street. 


WESTERN DIVISION. 


The report of the Superintendent of the Western Division 
will furnish all the required information as to the condition 
of the grounds and property at the lake and at Brookline 
reservoir. 
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During the past year considerable progress was made in the 
work of marking the bounds of the city’s property around the 
lake and along the line of the conduit, by means of permanent 
stone posts. This is an important work, and should be finished 
this year. * 

The annual examination of the interior of the conduit was 
made last morith throughout its whole length. The portion 
between the lake and Charles River was examined by myself, 
accompanied by Mr. Wiggin, the Clerk at Chestnut Hill reser- 
voir, and two laborers. The lower sections from Charles River 
to Brookline reservoir, was examined by Mr. Wightman, the 
Resident Engineer at Chestnut Hill Reservoir, and Mr. Stan- 
wood, the Superintendent, accompanied, for a portion of the 
way, by a corps of distinguished assistants, representing your 
Honorable Board and the two branches of the City Council. 

The general condition of the conduit between the lake and 
Charles River is very much the same as at the last examination 
a year ago. The dirt and slime in the section near the lake 
should be removed at once, and those fissures which are alluded 
to in the notes of examination below, should be plugged up. 

The following is a transcript of the notes of the examination: 


FIRST DIVISION. 


April 23, 1869. Entered conduit at Lake at 8.55 a. m. 

The conduit is verv dirty from about Station 3 to Station 9. 

Between Stations 17 and 18 is a fissure in the bottom bring- 
ing in water and sand. 

Between Stations 20 and 21 are several places where the 
cement used in repointing has fallen out. 

Between Stations 56 and 57 a small place where the cement 
has dropped out and the bricks have settled a little. 

At Station 60 the figure 6 is wrong side up, reading 90 
instead of 60. 

Near Station 73 is a place about two feet square where the 
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joints need repointing. A little below, on the left, quite a 
stream coming in. 

Between Stations 74 and 75 another stream; also consider- 
able sand along the bottom. 

At 974 another stream with sand. 

At about Station 100 is still another stream. The bottom is 
very sandy. 

Reached Station 106, 40 feet over two miles, in just an hour 
and a half. 

Man hole at Station 115 leaks badly. 

From Station 141 to 1423 are several small cracks in top arch. 

Between Stations 151 and 152, fine crack in top. 

Between Stations 154 and 155 is a crack in top all the way, 

open a quarter of an inch. 

Reached Dedman’s Brook, waste weir, Station 155, at 11 
o’clock. 

Re-entered conduit at 11.45 o’clock. 

Between Stations 1684 and 170 is crack in top. Cement 
fallen out. Should be repointed. 

Several places that have been .repointed show no signs of 
weakness. 

Between Stations 1784 and 180 there is a crack a little below 
the top on the right, in some places very fine, but in no place 
over an eighth of an inch. This crack continues at intervals to 
about Station 184. 

The conduit this side the water weir is very clean. 

Between Stations 207 and 208 is a fine crack in top the 
whole distance. 

From Station 245 to a little beyond 246 is a fine crack 
alongside of an old repaired one. 

Between Stations 247 and 248 is a short crack, worse than 
any seen yet; appears again at intervals a little beyond 248. 

At Station 255 is an old crack that has been repointed, and 
the cement remains perfectly sound and unbroken. 
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From Station 272 to 27243 is an old crack in top, which has 
been bridged at intervals with Portland cement, to determine if 
the crack increased. The cement bars or bridges have not 
broken in a single instance. 

At this place there is a corresponding crack in the bottom 
arch. These cracks should be pointed up. 

The figures at Station 282 are wrong, there should be a 2 in 
place of the 9. 

At half past one o’clock reached end of First Division, which 
is Station 298. 


SECOND DIVISION. 


Between Stations 15 and 17 an old crack has been patched, 
as above described, to test il, but it has not opened any more. 

From the last mentioned point to the West Pipe Chamber — 
Station 112 —the conduit is in very good condition. The 
repairs at “ Ware’s Valley ” stand remarkably well. 

Reached the West Pipe Chamber, at Charles River, at 2.50 
o'clock. 

The following memoranda of the condition of the Conduit 
between Charles River and the Waste Weir at Newton Centre 
is furnished by Mr. Wightman: — 

Between Stations 196 and 197 is a small crack in top arch. 

At Station 206, small crack in bottom arch which lets in some 
sand. 

Between Stations 2174 and 2183 crack in bottom and top 
arches and some sand in bottom of Conduit. This crack should 
be pointed. 

Between 224 and 225 double crack in top arch, and also 
crack in bottom arch. 

Between 2324 and 234 small crack in bottom and top arches. 

Between 242 and 2443 is a bad crack in bottom and top 
arches, with considerable sand in bottom of Conduit. This 
crack should be attended to. 
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Between 254 and 255 small crack in top arch. 
Between 2634 and 264 small crack in top arch. 


THIRD DIVISION. 


Between Stations 1 and 2 small crack in top arch. 

The Conduit is in good condition as to cleanliness, and the 
cracks enumerated above are in about the same condition they 
were in 1867, as well as I could judge. 

The following is Mr. Stanwood’s memoranda of the condition 
of the remaining section of the Conduit, from the Waste Weir 
at Newton Centre to Brookline Reservoir : — 

That portion of the Conduit that was examined by me April 
_ 23, was found in good condition with but few exceptions. 
Between Brookline and Chestnut Hill Reservoirs, — between 
Stations 156 and 157, for about 20 feet, a slight crack is shown 
on the top; this occurs at the point where the sewer was carried 
under the Conduit. Between the Intermediate and Influent Gate 
Houses (or what is better known as the “ Bennett Field”’), the 
old cracks have enlarged a little and need repairs, which can be 
done as soon as the Lawrence Meadow basin is filled. Between 
the “ Bennett Field” and the Newton Centre Waste Weir the 
Conduit is in good condition. The tunnel section should be 
cleaned out as soon as the Conduit can be spared for that 
purpose. 


WATER AT THE LAKE. 


The water in the lake, on the first of January, 1868, stood at 
10 feet 54 inches above the bottom of the conduit; on the eighth 
of January it had risen to 10 feet 7 inches, and then gradually 
fell off to 10 feet 1 inch on the twenty-first, at which level it 
stood until the thirty-first. On the eighth of March it had fallen 
to 9 feet 3 inches, which was the lowest point reached during 
the year. It then began to rise, and on the fifth of April was 
at high water mark, or 13 feet 4 inches above the bottom of the

conduit, and still continued to rise until the eleventh, when it 
had reached 13 feet 9 inches and was running to waste seven- 
teen inches deep over the outlet dam. On the twenty-eighth of 
April it had fallen to 12 feet 114 inches, and the waste had 
stopped. It then began to rise again, and on the eighth of May 
was 13 feet 84 inches, and stood at that height for three days, 
with six inches of water running to waste. On the eighteenth 
it had risen still higher, to 13 feet 114 inches, when the waste 
was increased to 17 inches, which brought the water down to 
13 feet 84 inches again on the twentieth. Another rise then 
commenced and by the twenty-fourth it had reached the highest 
point of the year, 14 feet above the bottom of the conduit, and 
at this time 24 inches in depth was running over the outlet dam, 
wasting the water at the rate of 140,000,000 gallons per day. 
In a week the water was reduced 13 feet 4 inches, when still 
another rise occurred, and on the twelfth of June it was up to 
13 feet 94 inches, with 12 inches running to waste at the outlet. 
June twenty-first it was 13 feet 34 inches and remained about 
so until the twenty-fifth when it began to fall, and on the ninth 
of August was at 11 feet 10 inches and remained so until the 
fifteenth, when a further decline commenced and continued until 
the fourth of September, reducing the water to 11 feet 53 inches. 
It then rose to 11 feet 84 inches on the fourteenth, and fell off 
again to 11 feet 54 inches on the twenty-third. In a week it 
had gained 7 inches and remained stationary until October 
eleventh, between which time and the first of November it fell 
off 8 inches, to 11 feet 4 inches. November thirtieth it had 
risen to 12 feet 4 inches, at which height it remained until De- 
cember seventh. On the thirtieth it had risen to 12 feet 7 
inches, and then declined gradually to 12 feet on the thirty-first 
of December. 

On page 41 will be found the usual table of the heights of 
water at the lake above the bottom of the conduit averaged for 
each month and for the year, from 1851 to 1868 inclusive. It 
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will be seen that the average for 1868 is among the highest for 
the period of eighteen years, being 11.92 feet, while that of last 
year was 12.33, and the highest of all, in 1863, was 18.52. The 
table on page 44 shows the varying depths of the water as run 
into the conduit at the lake, the number of days in each month 
that the water was run at those depths, and also the average 
depths for each month and for the whole year. It will be seen 
that the conduit has been empty (water shut off), four days dur- 
ing the year; that it has been run full and more than full (6 
feet 4 inches to 7 feet), for seventy-two days, and that the aver- 
age for the whole year was 5 feet 8 inches. 

On page 38 will be found a statement of the annual rainfall 
at the lake; the amount which fell on the water-shed, in gallons, 
the amounts consumed and wasted, the total amounts and the 
daily average amounts reccived into the lake, and the available 
per centage of rainfall collected from 1852, to 1868, inclusive. 

From this table it appears that although the rainfall of the 
past year was six inches less than in the previous year, yet, 
the per centage received into the lake was fifteen per cent 
greater. ‘The average daily capacity of the lake as a source 
of supply for the last year was 22,567,160 gallons, and deduct- 
ing the average daily waste, which was 6,851,600 gallons, we 
find the net capacity was 15,715,560 gallons. If we take the 
whole period of fifteen years it will be found that the net ca- 
pacity was 17,628,440 gallons per day.

The highest average for any one month was 16,927,000 gal- 
lons in February, and the lowest was 12,636,000 gallons in 
April.

CHESTNUT HILL RESERVOIR. 


The following statement in regard to the progress of the 
work at this locality during the past year has been furnished me 
by the resident engineer, Henry M. Wightman, Esq. As it is 
quite a full and detailed report, I have thought it best to incor- 
porate it entire, as being substantially what I should have writ- 
ten myself, though perhaps more in detail. 


‘REPORT ON CHESTNUT HILL RESERVOIR. 


“The work on this reservoir has steadily progressed since the 
date of the last annual report, and every exertion has been 
made to complete it in the shortest possible time. 

“The following is a table showing the average number of men 
employed since the commencement of the work.

“This table shows the varying character of the work by the 
increase and decrease of the men and teams. 

“The principal portion of last season’s work was on the Law- 
rence Meadow section of the reservoir, as it was deemed of im- 
portance to complete that basin in order to fill it and have it 
ready for use by the spring of 1869. Every available team and 
man that could be spared from work which it was not absolutely 
necessary to complete on the lower basin, was employed on this 
section, and it was completed at the time appointed and ready 
for the reception of the water, October 26, 1868. 

“The work done on the lower basin was the excavation of 
about 35,000 cubic yards of quicksand for the foundation of the 
effluent gate-house, and the water bank at this place, and the 
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building of about 1000 lineal feet of bank on the northerly side 
of the basin. 

“The building of the bank was continued until cold weather, 
when the grading of the driveway was commenced, and is now 
completed, with the exception of a small section at the easterly 
end. 

“The work during the winter has been stripping the soil in 
the lower basin, loaming the banks and ballasting the walks 
around it, excavation and back-filling on the pipe-route, and 
excavation of puddle trench. 

“On the eleventh of January work was commenced on the 
pipe route for laying the 48-inch main from this reservoir to the 
pipes from the Brookline Reservoir, on Boylston Street, near the 
Goddard Estate. The weather being very favorable it was con- 
tinued, with but slight interruption, until April first, and 6,608 
feet of trench have been dug, and 6,350 feet of pipe laid and 
back-filled up to the present time. The balance of the trench 
will be excavated, and the pipe laid, when the culvert at the 
brook near Beacon Street is completed, and the Superintendent 
of the Eastern Division can spare his men to make the connec- 
tion with the three lines of pipe from Brookline reservoir. 

“ About one-third of the foundation of the effluent gate-house 
was built last fall, from September to December, and work was 
commenced upon it again about the first of May, and is now 
rapidly progressing. It was ascertained in excavating for the 
foundation of this structure that it would be necessary to take 
out twenty-eight feet in depth of quicksand, in addition to the 
depth already excavated, if the wing walls upon the water front 
were carried to a gravel or rock stratum. This expense was 
not deemed advisable and a pile foundation has been put in for 
them. A row of close piling bas also been driven the entire 
length of the bank, where this quicksand will underlie it, to 
keep the weight of the bank, when built, from pressing it out 
from beneath it. The foundation for this gate-house has been 
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a much more expensive work than was anticipated, not only on 
account of the greater depth of quicksand than was shown by 
the soundings, but also from the difficulty of keeping the pit free 
from water during the progress of the work. During the severe 
rain-storm of the fifteenth of February the water accumulated 
with such rapidity that the brook did not carry it away fast 
enough to prevent its breaking through the dam which sur- 
rounded the excavations for this foundation. The flume which 
conveyed the water across the pit, and into which the water 
was pumped from it, broke, and notwithstanding the most 
strenuous exertions to prevent it the pit was soon completely 
full, burying the engine and pump in water. Steam fire engines 
and a Gwynn pump were obtained from Boston, and it then 
took a week to lower the water so that the engine and pump 
located there could resume their work. 

“In November, 1868, it was ascertained that the new piece 
of conduit was cracked, and the bank seemed weak at the dam 
between the upper and lower basins. A plan was submitted to 
your Board for strengthening the dam by means of a puddle 
trench, and by widening the bank to 80 feet, instead of keeping 
it 60 feet in width, as was originally intended. This plan was 
adopted and the work of excavating for the puddle trench com- 
menced the sixteenth of November, 1868. ‘This trench is 10 
feet in width, and was carried to a depth of 15 to 17 feet to 
rock bottom. In the centre of this trench, and upon the rock, 
was laid a tooth wall of brick, 18 inches thick and 18 inches 
high, the whole length of the trench, 400 feet, and the trench 
was then filled with clay puddle. ‘This puddle trench will prove 
an effectual barrier to the passage of any water through the 
bank, and by the widening of the bank a driveway can be 
obtained to the front of the intermediate gate-house. 

“The cut granite for the effluent gate-house is nearly all 
delivered, and the building of it will be commenced as soon ag 
the foundation is in. 
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“The embankment at this place is very heavy, in length about 
1,100 feet, and varying in height from 20 to 40 feet.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE EASTERN 
DIVISION. 


Boston, May 1, 1869. 


NATHANIEL J. BRADLEE, EHsq,, 
President Cochituate Water Board: 


My report for the year ending April 30th, I hereby respect- 
fully submit. 

The tables below show that during the year, 53,567 feet of 
main pipes, equal to about 101 miles, have been laid in the city 
proper, South and East Boston, and the Southern, District and 
1,342 service pipes, measuring 45,367 feet. 

The number of leaks during the past season, notwithstanding 
the extensions, were not so great as during the previous year. 
The repairing of the East Boston Reservoir was commenced 
early last season, and abandoned at the close of the year, to be 
resumed at the opening of the present season. Late in the fall, 
the water was let in to test the efficiency of our operations, and 
I am pleased to say that with twenty feet of water, retained all 
winter, there was not the slightest indication of leakage. The 
work was resumed this spring as early as the weather would 
permit, and I have no doubt that in five weeks from the date of 
this report we will be able to fill again the reservoir to its over- 
flow. 

With the City Engineer, I examined, this spring, the box 
under the sidewalk of the Warren bridge, in which is the 
twenty-inch main that supplies Hast Boston, and found it much 
decayed, so much so as to require immediate attention, and 
learning that alterations and repairs of the bridge were in con-

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templation, we songht an interview with the Mayor of Charles- 
town, with a favorable result. 

I have nothing to add to this report that I have not presented 
to the Board from time to time as the exigencies required. 

One subject, however, let me urge to your notice—that of 
providing suitable departments in the immediate neighborhood 
of our works, for two or more workmen, that may be called 
upon with the least delay to attend to breakages and leaks that 
almost nightly occur. The nearest available workmen live up- 
wards of a mile away, and the delay in getting them together to 
the locality required, may cause serious damage, to say nothing 
of the inconvenience.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE WESTERN 
DIVISION.

NaTHANIEL J. BrapLes, Esq., 
President Cochituate Water Board: 


Sir: During the past year no extensive repairs have been 
made on this division; the water has not been low enough to do 
any of the stone work that was proposed to be done, and the 
embankments and culverts remain in the same condition as last 
season. Some repairs have been made on the house at the lake, 
and the barn hag been re-shingled, also repairs made on the 
fences so that they will answer this season. During the extra- 
ordinary freshet of February fifteenth, the embankment was 
washed away from the conduit on the Collins’ Farm at Newton; 
no damage was done to the brick works, and a few hours’ work 
with men and teams replaced the earth removed by the water, 
as the culvert at Course Brook was sufficient to take away the 
water without any trouble during the freshet; it will not be 
necessary to enlarge it at present; everything connected with 
the lake is in good order. No repairs have been made at the 
Brookline Reservoir the past year; the report of the annual 
examination of the conduit will be given by the City Engineer.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE COCHITUATE 
WATER BOARD. 


COCHITUATE WATER BOARD. 


The persons chosen by the City Council to constitute the 
Cochituate Water Board shall meet on the first Monday in 
April, in each year, and organize themselves by the choice of a 
President from their own number, and of a Clerk by ballot, 
and shall make such rules and regulations for their own govern- 
ment, and in relation to all subordinate officers, as they may 
deem expedient. 


DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. 


The President shall preside at all meetings of the Board 
and in his absence a President pro tem shall be chosen. He 
shall exercise a general supervision over all the water works, 
and the materials and property connected therewith, and over 
all subordinate officers and agents of the Board. He shall 
sign all contracts, deeds and other instruments authorized by 
the Board. He shall sign the monthly draft on the treasury, 
and deliver it, with the vouchers, to the Auditor, previous to the 
20th of each month. 

At the annual, or the next meeting thereafter of the Board, 
the President shall appoint the following standing Committees, 
consisting of three members each, who shall have the special 
care and control of the several departments to which they are 
appointed, viz: 

Committee on the Western Division. 

Committee on the Eastern Division. 
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Committee on the Water Registar’s office, and the office of 
the Water Board. 


Also, such special committees as may be required or deemed 
advisable. 


‘COMMITTEES. 


All petitions and subjects presented to the Board, shall (un- 
less they are prepared to act thereon) be referred to a com- 
mittee, to be reported upon at the next regular meeting, or at a 
special meeting called for the purpose. All bills and accounts 
incurred by direction of the several committees must be exam- 
ined and approved by the Chairman, or, in his absence, by a 
member of the committee. Committees shall report upon all 
matters referred to them at the next succeeding meeting of the 
Board, unless full powers are conferred by vote of the Board. 
All business referred by the Board to any standing or special 
committee shall be acted upon and disposed of only at a meet- 
ing of the committee. 


MEETINGS. 


Stated meetings of the Board shall be held semi-monithly, 
at such day and hour as they may direct. Special Meetings 
may be called by the President, or by any two members. A 
majority of the Board shall constitute a quorum. The order of 
business shall be as follows: 

Reading the record. 

Reports of Committees. 

Examination of Claims. 

Motions and Resolutions. 

All meetings of the Board shall be notified, by the Clerk 
sending a notice to the residence of each of the members, un- 
less otherwise directed. When requested by a member of the 
Board the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays, and recorded 
by the Clerk. 
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DUTIES OF THE CLERK. 


The Clerk shall be chosen by ballot, and be duly sworn to 
the faithful performance of the duties of his office. He shall 
sive his whole time to the service of the Board, attend their 
meetings, and keep a record of their proceedings. He shall re- 
ceive all bills and accounts incurred by the Board, examine 
them in detail, and when indorsed by the authorized person and 
Chairman of the Committee as correct, shall present them, with 
a schedule thereof, to the President for his approval, after which 
he shall enter them in their proper books and upon the monthly 
draft. He shall receive all applications for extension of service 
pipes, and for water to be let on or shut off, and keep a re- 
cord of the same, specifying the time and reasons therefor; 
cause the water to be let on when the rates or fines are paid, 
and when notified by the Registrar of non-payment, at once 
cause it to be shut off. He shall have charge of the books, 
plans, and documents, belonging to the Board, and shall also 
perform such further services as, from time to time, may be re- 
quired by the President or the Board. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


The Clerk of Committees shall be chosen by ballot, and it 
shall be his duty to notify all meetings of committees; be pres- 
ent at the meetings and keep a record of their proceedings, in 
separate books for each committee. He shall keep a list of, 
and the papers relating to, the business referred to each com- 
mittee by the Board, for the information and use of the com- 
mittee. He shall also copy in proper books all contracts, 
deeds of land, claims allowed for damages, leases and other im- 
portant papers on business connected with the Board; and per- 
form such other clerical duties as may be required by the Pres- 
ident or Committees. 
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OFFICERS. 


On the first Monday in April, or within thirty days there- 
after, the following subordinate officers shall be elected by 
ballot, to hold their offices during the pleasure of the Board, 
and they shall receive such compensation as the Board may 
from time to time deem proper, viz: 

A Superintendent of the Western Division. 

A Superintendent of the Eastern Division. 

The Board may also elect or appoint, from time to time, 
such clerks, agents, and assistants as they may deem necessary. 


WESTERN DIVISION. 


The Superintendent, under the direction of the President and 
the Committee on the Western Division, shall have the charge 
of Lake Cochituate, Brookline and Chestnut Hill Reservoirs, 
gate-houses and pipe-chambers at Charles River, and of all 
the lands and property of the city in this division. 

It shall be his special duty to attend to the protection of the 
above lands and property; the waste weirs at Dedman’s Brook 
in Needham, Webber’s Barn in Brookline, at Newton Centre 
and Hast Needham; to the prevention of all nuisances and tres- 
passes upon all the said works or lands, or upon the waters of 
the lake; keep the grounds and walks in good order, and 
forthwith report to the Committee, and at the office, all cases of 
damage or casualty; make an accurate record of the water 
levels at the lake every morning, specifying therein the depth 
of the water in the conduit, the height of the surface of the 
lake above the conduit, the temperature of the water in the 
gate-house, of the air in the shade, and the height of the water 
on the 23-feet gauge below the outlet dam; also at the Brook- 
line and Chestnut Hill Reservoirs, specifying therein the depth of 
the water above the bottom of the conduit in the reservoirs, 
the depth in the gate-houses, the temperature of the water 
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and of the air in the shade; ascertain the height of water at 
the pipe-chambers at Charles River daily, every morning, 
above the bottom of the aqueduct, and report the same to the 
Board weekly, and to the City Engineer monthly; employ such 
assistants and laborers as may be required, first obtaining the 
consent and approval of the Committee on this division. He 
shall annually, on the first of May, return to the Board a full 
report of the work and labor performed, and materials used in 
his department, and a correct statement of all the tools and 
other property in his possession belonging to the city, and per- 
form such further services as may be required. 


EASTERN DIVISION. 

The Superintendent, under the direction of the President and 
the Committee on the Eastern Division, shall have the special 
charge of the machine shop, pipe yards, all the reservoirs, and 
of the public fountains in the city, and of all the iron mains 
and pipes in both divisions; and it shall be his duty to protect 
them from all nuisances and trespasses, and attend to the pro- 
tection of all other property in this division belonging to the 
Water Works. He shall keep an account of the pipes, machin- 
ery, and other property in the machine shop and yards, and in 
case of accident to the mains or other pipes, forthwith repair 
them, distributing suitable notices before the stoppage of water, 
except in cases of emergency; give immediate notice at the 
office and to the Committee of any accident which may happen to 
the mains, pipes, or anything connected therewith; put in such 
service pipes, and lay such mains and other pipes, as may from 
time to time be directed; repair any injuries to the streets or 
sewers caused by the Water Works; employ such assistants and 
laborers as may be required, first obtaining the consent and 
approval of the Committee; whenever any street, highway, or 
place is liable to be obstructed or rendered dangerous by the 
laying of pipes or making repairs, cause a sufficient fence to be 
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erected, and light and guard the same; make a full report 
annually to the Board of the work and labor performed, and 
materials used in his department; measure the quantity of water 
in the reservoirs; take the temperature of the water in the Bea- 
con Hill Reservoir, and of the air in the shade, every morning, 
noon and night, and keep a record and make a return thereof 
to the Board weekly, and to the City Engineer monthly; duly 
return to the Board, on the first of. May in each year, and as 
much oftener as they may require, a correct statement of the 
quantity of pipes and other materials in the yards, and all the 
property belonging to the city which is under his care, and per- 
form such further services as may be required. 


CITY ENGINEER. 


It shall be the duty of the City Engineer to carefully inspect 
the aqueduct and all other structures belonging to the Water 
Works, in person, previous to making his annual report to the 
Board, and at such other times as they may require; make such 
surveys, plans, and estimates, connected with the works, as the 
Board may direct; when requested, give his Opinion, in writing, 
of the best mode of constructing or repairing any portion of 
the works; keep in his office the returns of the Superintendents 
in relation to the water levels at the lake, the reservoirs, and 
the pipe-chambers at Charles River, and report them to the 
Board on the first day of May in each year. 


WATER REGISTRAR. 


It shall be the duty of the Water Registrar, under the direc- 
tion of the Board and the Committee on this department, to 
assess the water rates, according to the tariff established by the 
City Council; make out and distribute all bills for the same; 
exercise a constant supervision over the use of the water, and 
attend to the enforcement of all regulations relative thereto; 
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keep suitable books, in which shall be entered the names of all 
persons who take water, the kind of building, the name and 
number of the street, the nature of the use, the number of taps, 
and the amount charged, which shall always be open to the 
inspection of the Board ; make returns to the Clerk of the 
Board, of all places where the water is to be let on, and where 
to be shut off for non-payment, with full particulars as to the 
location of the premises; make monthly returns to the Board 
of the receipts and expenditures of his department, and as much 
oftener as they may require. He shall annually, on the first of 
May, report to the Board the number of water-takers ; the 
amount received for water-rates; the number of meters used 
and applied during the year; the number and kind of water- 
fixtures; and a classified list of the buildings and the purposes 
for which the water is used. He shall employ such assistance 
as may be necessary in his department, first obtaining the 
approval of the Committee, and perform such other services as 
may be required. 

He shall make no abatement of water rates after a bill has 
been rendered, nor apply any meter, or discontinue the use of 
any, without the approval of the President or the Committee. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


All bills and accounts authorized by this Board, after being, 
approved by the Chairman of the Committee ordering the same, 
shall be presented to the President by the Clerk, previous to 
the twentieth of each month; and after the same shall have 
been approved by the President, they shall be entered by the 
Clerk in the proper books; and a monthly draft for the amount 
shall be signed by the President, and delivered with the vouch- 
ers to the City Auditor. 

All bills and accounts to be entered in the monthly draft must 


be delivered to the Clerk on or before the fifteenth day of that 
month. 
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AMENDMENTS. 


The foregoing Rules and Regulations may be suspended by 
vote of a majority of the members present, and they may be 
amended by a majority of the whole Board; notice of the pro- 
posed amendments having been given at the previous meeting of 
the Board.

Making the total number confined in the several institutions, 927. 
On the 27th May, 1869, the Committee visited the House of 

Correction at South Boston. The total number of prisoners 

was 473. :

On the same day the Committee visited the Lunatic Hospital, 
which contained 203 patients,—111 males, and 92 females. 
The Superintendent stated that the general health of the in- 
mates had been good, owing to the careful and systematic mea- 
sures pursued to ventilate the wards, keep the atmosphere dry, 
and occupy and amuse the patients. The necessity for additional 
accommodations, to which the attention of the City Council has 
been called heretofore, is growing more imperative as the city 
increases in size. 

On the 19th July, 1869, the Committee made an inspection or 
the Jail. The number of persons confined at that time was 
152. The number committed during the year ending July 19, 
was 4,318. No deaths have occurred during that time; and the 
general health of the prisoners has been good. The Sheriff 
respectfully calls the attention of the Board to the propriety ot 
fitting one of the wings for the exclusive occupation by female 
prisoners, in order to relieve them from general observation. 

The reports of the Sheriff and the Superintendents of the 
several institutions visited by the Committee, are appended 
hereto.

The general health of the patients has been good, owing, in 
my opinion, to the careful and systematic measures pursued to 
keep clear the drains, to ventilate the wards, to keep the atmos- 
phere dry, and to occupy and amuse the patients. The Male 
Wards are now crowded, almost beyond endurance, and the 
Female Wards are rapidly getting into the same condition. 
Several dangerous collisions between the patients, unavoidably 
sleeping in the same room, have already occurred, and we do, 
not see how the Superintendent, or the Directors, can be held 
responsible for any fatal accident. Upon the City Government 
must rest the entire blame. The demand for additional, proper 
accommodation is greater than in any other department, and 
ought not longer to be neglected. I commend this matter to 
the immediate, earnest attention of the City Council.

The work on the new ceiling in the Rotunda, completed 16th 
inst., was well and faithfully performed, and the ceiling will 
without doubt prove of no inconsiderable benefit in heating the 
Jail in winter; while the architectural appearance of the 
Rotunda is greatly improved. 

The Telegraph connecting the Court House and Jail works 
satisfactorily and proves of great convenience and usefulness. 
One of the wings to be fitted exclusively for the occupation of 
women prisoners, relieved from the present open observation, 
is much needed, and your attention is most respectfully called 
to it.

I do not find any permanent record of the details of the cash 
statements of the balances on hand from day to day, it not hay- 
ing been their custom to preserve them, as it would have been 
well for them to have done. I inquired of the Treasurer 
for them; he referred me to the clerk, who informed me that 
the cash was settled daily; that he preserved the record for a 
short time only; and further stated that what the cash book rep- 
resented should either be in the Bank, or in scrip and specie at 
the office. 
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I find that many of the cash transactions of the Company 
have not been done at the regular Bank of the Company; and, 
in connection with this, I desire to. call your attention to the 
statements of figures which I have prepared, which you will find 
in the Appendix B, which shows a discrepancy, for several 
months, between the balances represented on the cash book of 
the Company, and the balances as found upon the Bank Book. 

I have been unable from the records to determine where this 
money was paid. It would be interesting and perhaps profitable 
to know where this difference was used, and whether the Com- 
pany had ever received any advantage from it. 

The omission to keep a permanent record of the cash detail 
prevented me from obtaining the information which I desired. 

Synopsis of the receipts and payments may be found in the 
Appendix C, as follows: for 1865, 6 months; 1866, 1867, 1868 
and 1869, 5 months; and, from 1st July, 1865, to the 27th May, 
1869; and a statement showing the actual earnings and expenses 
of the Company for the same time.

I do not find that the notes of the company which have been 
discounted by the present organization as a loan, have been 
deposited at the regular bank of the Company, and have there- 
fore been unable to trace the transactions in this respect. 

They have not followed the practice of some corporations 
who make their deposits, and draw their checks so that their 
financial proceedings may be readily traced or determined. 

The clerk stated to me that he was simply furnished with a 
memorandum of the discounts by the Treasurer, for entry upon 
the cash book, and has no knowledge where they were dis- 
counted, or where paid. 

I find that a note dated 18th August, four months, was used 
without entry upon the cash book. It was paid 18-21 December, 
and marked first “paid,” and then over that the word, “ cancelled.” 
Also a note dated 23d January, 1869, five months, was not en- 
tered until the 14th of May, — after I commenced the examination.

The above receipts were not deposited at the regular bank of 
the Company, and, as in the case of the notes payable, I had no

the interest which had accrued upon them; if so, there is a dis- 
crepancy between the amount received as recorded, and the 
amount which should have been received.

Considering the means furnished by the present Company, the 
relations of the parties as directors in both companies, their offi- 
cial responsibility to their stockholders, and the involved inter- 
ests of the city of Boston, the character of the entries of the 
transactions of the steamers Jefferson and John Adams, would 
seem to require more satisfactory explanations, with the vouchers, 
showing their real cost in detail, not otherwise enumerated, as 
well as the other matters herein referred to. 

The arrangements for the collection of the ferriages are very 
satisfactory, the manner of receiving them by the clerk daily, 
evidence careful attention to his duties in this matter, and it 
gives me pleasure to testify to his faithfulness and ability, in the 
general performance of his duties. 

I was unable to examine into the charges of coal, but my 
attention was attracted to the purchase in January of 1,323 tons, 
at $9.25, of coal, which was delivered at the wharf of the Treas- 
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urer, whereby the cost of carting was increased from 30 to 50 


cents per ton. 


The ordinary payments of the Company are properly accounted 


for by the requisite vouchers. 


From the records of the Company I did not ascertain that the 
Treasurer had given bonds for the faithful performance of his 


duties, as is customary.

To the City Council of the Crty of Boston. 

THE Cochituate Water Board are again under the necessity 
of asking for the further sum of five hundred thousand dollars 
for the construction of the Chestnut Hill Reservoir. When the 
last appropriation was passed, we supposed, from the estimates 
made by the City and Resident Engineers, that it would be . 
ample to complete the work. Contingencies have, however, arisen 
which neither they nor we could have anticipated, which have 
largely increased its cost, but not sufficient to account for this 
large amount. We are also aware that it is very difficult in a 
work of this magnitude, and one not of an every-day occurrence, 
to make an accurate estimate, but we do not think there was 
sufficient care exercised on the part of the Engineer in estimat- 
ing the quantities of the various kinds of labor to be performed. 

The contingencies referred to, which were not estimated upon, 
have been, first, the building of a new water-tight dam, or 
puddled embankment, between the upper and lower basin, — 
work that became necessary for the purpose of protecting the 
aqueduct and embankment, as the pressure of the water in the 
upper basin had already cracked the conduit, and the water was 
working its way through the embankment. A too great regard 
for economy of construction, together with error of judgment, 
was the cause of this defect; and, although all the large reser- 
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voirs which have been built have passed through similar 
experiences in different parts of their structure, we were in 
hopes to have been the exception. 

The second large item of extra cost was on the foundation of 
the Effluent Gate House, where we struck a vein of quicksand 
running to the depth of twenty-one feet. This of course had to be 
removed so as to make the reservoir water-tight, which has been . 
a very tedious and expensive job, requiring two steam pumps to 
be kept in constant operation day and night to keep the trenches 
free from water during its removal. When it was about half com- 
pleted, the great freshet of February 15th occurred, causing a 
delay of several weeks, and adding largely to its cost. 

The third item of expense was the addition of one quarter of 
an inch in the thickness of the pipes for the forty-eight inch 
main. This was deemed necessary from information obtained 
from the Croton and Fairmount Water Works, both of these 
companies having used a large mumber of this size pipe. 

The original appropriation for this main was two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars; the cost of the additional thickness, 
together with the gates, gate chamber, excavations, and laying of 
the pipes, including land and land damages, will not be less 
than fifty thousand dollars, making the total cost over three 
hundred thousand dollars. 

When it was ascertained that the appropriation already made 
was in no way adequate to complete the work, the following 
note was sent to the City Engineer:

Drar Sirn,—The Cochituate Water Board learn with deep re- 
gret that the estimates furnished us by you are in no way accu-

rate, and that the appropriation asked for, based upon those es- 
timates, is nearly exhausted. We had prided ourselves in being 
extra careful in submitting those figures to the City Council; and 
to be again obliged to call upon them for so large an amount as 
we anticipate will be necessary to complete the work (judging 
from what has been done) is extremely mortifying tous. We 
know that contingencies have arisen, not estimated upon, which 
have added largely to its cost, but in no way sufficient to account 
for this great discrepancy; and we hope you may be able, at an 
early day, to explain to our satisfaction, as well as to the City 
Council, the cause of this error, together with reliable estimates 
for the completion of the work. |

A Comparison of the items in this Communication of the Resi- 
dent Engineer, with the same items in the estimate submitted a 
year ago by the Board to the City Council, revealed an appar- 
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ent discrepancy in many of the quantities; and the large addi- 
tional amount which the estimate indicated would be required 
to complete the work seemed to me to call for an explanation 
not easily given. 

It was evident that there were either errors in quantities and 
prices, or else there were omissions or large additions from 
unexpected contingencies. I at once proceeded to an investiga- 
tion of the subject, with a view of presenting to the Board, if 
possible, a just and fair statement of facts and figures. 

Being unwell and confined to the house, I have been unable 
to give that constant application to the matter which I desired, 
and have necessarily worked at a disadvantage and consumed 
more time than I otherwise should. And I assure you that the 
collection and collation of facts and figures has been a work of 
no small magnitude. 

I requested the Resident Engineer to examine the figures and 
estimates submitted by him a year ago, and those recently made, 
and to institute such comparisons and analyses as would explain, 
if possible, the apparent discrepancies in quantities, etc. 

The following is his report, viz: 


CHESTNUT Hitt RESERVOIR. 
BrigHTon, June Tth, 1869. 


N. Henry Crarts, Esq., City Engineer : 

Dear Sir,—In accordance with your request, I have instituted 
a comparison of the items in my estimate of May 11th, 1868, 
and of May 14th, 1869, with a view of explaining the apparent 
discrepancies in quantities. 


Item No. 1—Embankment laid in 6-inch layers and rolled. 
Amount 146,500 cubic yards in estimate of 1868. 
“ 155,000 66 “ “ “ 1869, 
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There was in last year’s estimate 146,500 cubic yards of 
bank to be built. Of this amount 39,500 cubic yards was built 
on Lawrence Meadow and Lower Section, leaving, at the time 
the estimate of 1869 was made, 107,000 cubic yards to build in 
Lower Section, providing no additional work on bank was re- 
quired; but the widening of the Division Bank requires 23,000 
cubic yards and the additional amount of sand excavated at 
Kffluent Gate House foundation, 25,000 cubic yards, will require 
that amount of bank to replace it, making the amount as given 
in estimate of 1869. 


Item No. 2 — Puddling. 
Amount 13,000 cubic yards in estimate of 1868. 
bc 15,000 & “ok “ “ 1869. 


The amount of puddle trench to build as given in last year’s 
estimate was 13,000 cubic yards. This was the amount in the 
puddle trench at Effluent Gate House. Of this amount 3,000 
cubic yards was done at this place last year, leaving 10,000 cu- 
bic yards to do, provided no additional was required; but the 
puddle trench at the Division Dam requires about 4,100 cubic 
yards, of which 2,100 is already done, and about 2,000 still to 
do. The addditional 2,900 will be required for the increased 
depth to which the puddle trench was carried in Lower Bank 
and for extending the puddle trench around Effluent Gate House. 


Item No. 3— Loam on banks. 
Amount 9,000 cubic yards in Estimate of 1868. 
{3 5,000 if 4 “ 7 “ {4 1869. 


This amount included merely the amount of loam on the Water 
Banks and that is all the amount the estimate of 1869 includes, 
The amount of loam required on the banks of the Driveway 
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was not included in either estimate as I expressly stated in both 
that they included nothing for the Driveway. 


Item No. 4— Small stone in path, etc.. 
Amount 14,000 cubic yards in estimate of 1868. 
6 2,500 “ 6 “c 6 “ 1869. 


The amount 14,000 cubic yards, in estimate of 1868, included 
the rip-rap wall on berm. The amount of stone in the paths 
being only 4,000 cubic yards required, while for the berm 
10,000 were required. ‘This was a large estimate for the berm 
and paths, as the paths were estimated 1 foot 3 inches high of 
stone, which they will not average as the bank was in many 
cases brought up higher than the grade. 

The stone in the berm I estimated 1 foot thick, but they will 
not average when laid but 6 or 8 inches. 

In my estimate of 1869, I have separated the stone in walks 
from the rip-rap wall, which appears in square yards, and was 
estimated 6 inches thick. 


Item No. 5 — Seeding slopes, ete. 
Amount 45,000 square yards in estimate of 1868. 
“ 30,000 “c “ “ é“ “ 1869. 


The estimate in this case included only the Reservoir banks 
as in Item No. 3, and the amount in my estimate of 1869 in- 
cludes a considerable amount of the bank which will have to be 
seeded over again. The work being done too late last fall, the 
grass was winter-killed. 


ltem No. 6 —Slope Wall. 
Amount 13,000 square yards in estimate of 1868. 
és 7,000 ‘“c é“ 6 é “ 1869. 
I have merely deducted from my estimate of 1868 the amount 
‘laid since. The amount is large enough to cover any wall which 
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it may be necessary to lay at the Intermediate and Effluent Gate 
Houses on the berm in front of water ways. 


Item No. 'T — Granite Coping. 

Amount 755 cubic yards in estimate of 1868. 
“ S50 a cr ck é “ 1869. 

The remarks on Item No. 6 apply to this also. 


Item No. 8 — Clay for puddling. 
Amount 1,500 cubic yards in estimate of 1868. 
‘“ 5,000 be ‘“ “ ‘“ “ 1869. 


At the time the estimate was made last year we had on hand 
about 3,000 cubic yards of clay, and my estimate of 1,500 cubic 
yards additional, | considered sufficient for the puddle trench in 
Lower Bank. 

The clay required for puddle trench in Division Dam has 
largely increased this item. This puddle trench being built in 
winter we could not mix any other material with the clay, and 
the clay itself had to be mixed with hot water in order to work 
it. The amount of puddle material in this trench is 4,100 cubic 
yards, and I consider fully two-thirds of it clear clay without any 
admixture of gravel. 

It is impossible to make a reliable estimate on this Item or 
Item No. 2, as it depends wholly upon the foremen in charge of 
the trench whether the requisite amount of gravel is mixed with 
the clay, and it is also impossible to estimate the depth to which 
it will extend to reach rock without an expensive series of 
borings. 

I have endeavored in both estimates to allow liberally, as the 
shrinkage on the clay alone in puddling is 25 per cent. 


Item No. 9 —Sand excavation in foundations of Dam and 
Effluent Gate House. 
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Amount 18,000 cubic yards in estimate of 1868. 

This item has largely exceeded the estimate, on account of the 
unexpected depth to which it was necessary to excavate the 
quicksand to reach rock. 

As accurately as I can estimate it, 25,000 cubic yards have 
been taken out in excess of the estimate of 1868. The sound- 
ings which were taken have proved unreliable, as all soundings 
must be when made in sand and with a common sounding 
rod. 

Nothing but a series of borings could have determined the 
depth to which it was necessary to excavate, and I have always 
been anxious to have them made before we started on this work, 
and also at the Intermediate Gate House. The experience of the 
Water Board at the commencement of the work, in employing a 
man who was incompetent to make such borings, has rendered 
them unwilling to again employ any one for this purpose. 


Item No. 10 — Surplus Excavation. 
Amount 146,000 cubic yards in estimate of 1868. 
91,000 « és a 1869. 


Surplus Excavation, 146,000 cubic yards. This item, in my 
original estimate, appears in two parts, viz: 101,000 cubic yards 
surplus excavation in the lower section, and 45,000 cubic yards 
in Lawrence Meadow. 

In obtaining these figures for the lower section, the areas of 
this section inside of the water banks were obtained for every 
two feet in height above a fixed grade. These areas I used in 
determining the total amount to be removed from this section, 
This amount, including the stripping on the portion thus esti- 
mated, was 231,000 cubic yards. From this I deducted about 
one-third or 75,000 cubic yards as being loose rock (making no 


allowance for ledge, as the Water Board had already decided not 
3 
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to take out ledge from this section, which would be below high 
water mark); this left me 156,000 cubic yards. Deducting from 
this amonnt 26,000 cubic yards for stripping, minus the rock 
makes this amount 130,000 cubic yards of material for bank, 
which, being less than was required, I cancelled it, as being 
already in the estimate under the head of embankment. 

The stripping in the lower section I estimated one foot’ deep 
on about 62 acres. This would give me 101,000 cubic yards; 
but of this amount on 24.3 acres I had deducted one-third for 
loose rock, so that this amount (101,000 cubic yards) should 
have been reduced about 13,000 cubic yards, to give me the cor- 
rect amount of stripping. I did not deduct it, however, as I 
estimated there was nearly that amount in two piles. of strip- 
ping which had been removed from ledge blasted out the previ- 
ous year. 

I did not estimate the removal of any rock in the stripping 
which was below the grade which I had fixed for the bottom of 
this section, as it was not and is not necessary, except so far as 
may be required to enable the teams to remove the stripping, 
and the price at which I estimated the stripping is sufficient to 
cover any such removal, but not the transportation of it to the 
outside of the reservoir banks. 

There is still in this section about twenty-eight acres to. be 
stripped. I have estimated that at two feet in depth, which gives 
me the amount, in estimate of 1869 (91,000), and the increased 
depth at which I have estimated this stripping will account for 
the apparent disparity between the amount to do last year and 
what there is to do now. 

In the Lawrence Meadow section of the reservoir, I estimated 
there was to remove as surplus excavation 45,000 cubic yards. 
This amount was obtained by calling the area about 54 acres, 
which it was by measurement, and the depth of material five 
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feet. This would give me about 42,000 cubic yards, but I 
called it 45,000, to allow liberally for any errors in measurement. 
I consider this amount as largely in excess of what there was 
to remove, provided no alteration was made in the grade, as the 
amount was estimated March 10th and 11th, two months pre- 
vious to the time it was put in, and a considerable amount was 
removed by teams not paid by the city, and by the city teams in 
the intervening time. A considerable amount of this material 
was also used in building the banks of this section, and the 
amount thus used should be deducted from this estimate, as it 
was paid for under the head of embankment as well as excava- 
tion. A large amount of muck was removed by teams not 
employed on the work after the date of this estimate. The 
grade of the bottom of this basin, owing to the original uneven- 
ness of the ground was irregular, and, as it was deemed desira- 
able to have it regular, a considerable amount of material, which 
I had not included in my estimate (as I considered it at grade 
as already excavated), was removed to accomplish this purpose. 
It was also deemed, by the Committee on construction, essen- 
tial to the purity of water in this basin that the muck should be 
covered with gravel. <A large quantity of this material (muck) 
was excavated and replaced by gravel. The excavation of this 
was necessary in order to maintain the grade established for the 
bottom after the gravel was put on. I have roughly estimated 
the amount at 21,000 cubic yards of muck, and 29,000 cubic 
yards of sand and gravel removed from the basin, and 21,000 
cubic yards sand and gravel which was used to replace the 
muck, but would otherwise have been removed from the basin. 
In concluding my remarks upon this item, I desire to state 
that the amount, 231,000 cubic yards previously mentioned, was 
calculated by myself and one of my assistants, entirely inde- 
pendent of each other, and from different data(each obtaining 
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his own), and the amounts thus estimated did not vary but 3,000 
cubic yards. As regards the allowance for loose rock, the 
amount, one-third, which I allowed, is entirely a matter of judg- 
ment, as it is so uncertain, it does not admit of caiculation. I 
based this allowance upon my observations the previous season 
and inquiries of the foremen, whose judgment on such a matter I 
consider better than my own. 

The stripping in the Lower Section, 101,000 cubic yards, will 
not cover the amount removed, although I think it would have 
done so if the work had heen done in the summer. SBeing done 
in the winter and the ground frozen, it was, perhaps, impossible 
to prevent taking off more than was necessary, although the 
superintendent and myself have repeatedly cautioned the fore- 
men about it. My reasons for thinking this amount (101,000 
cubic yards), sufficient, are, that on an area of about 24 acres, it 
was not necessary to remove more than six inches of turf, as the 
loam beneath could have been used with gravel in building the 
water bank, and as I estimated one foot in depth on this 
area, the difference added to the remaining area would about 
cover the amount actually taken off. 

As regards the amount of material to be removed from the 
Lawrence Meadow, I can only say that I could not be expected 
to estimate upon the removal of that which I did not know was 
to be removed. 


~ Item No. 11 — Rock to be removed from interior of Reservoir. 
Amount 75,000 cubic yards in Estimate of 1868. 
Ts 35,000 “ “ 6“ “ “ 1869. 


I have already explained how this amount (75,000 cubic 
yards) was obtained; but the amount 14,000 cubic yards of 
stone in paths and rip-rap wall would swell the amount of stone 
to be removed to 89,000 cubic yards, and if to this amount was 
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added, the proportion of the 10,000 cubic yards in Driveway 
Estimate, of which, at least, one half would have to come from 
the reservoir basin, this amount would be 94,000 cubic yards. 

As regards the Item, 35,000 cubic yards, in estimate of 1869, 
the remarks in Item 10, will, I think, sufficiently explain. 


Item No. 12 — Concrete 600 cubic yards. 

This item was for the Division Dam, and, by my figures, was 
538 cubic yards; but, to allow for any contingencies, I called it 
600 cubic yards. 


ltem No. 13 — Excavation in Division Dam, 1000 cubic yards. 

This excavation was partially completed at the time the esti- 
mate of 1868 was made, and this amount covers all that was to 
be done at that date. 


ltem No. 14— Wall under Conduit, 2,270 cubic yards. 
The amount actually built will not vary materially from this 


quantity. 


Jiem No. 15— Rebuilding Conduit, $1,600. 

This amount covers only the labor and cement for relaying 
about 400 feet of the Conduit, as I supposed the bricks already 
purchased were to be used for relaying it. 


Item No. 16 — 20-inch Drain Pipes, 2,387 lineal feet. 


This length appears the same in the two estimates, although 
there is already laid 800 feet. 

The length in last year’s estimate should have been 3,187 feet, 
but in transferring the amounts from my estimate-book, I inad- 
vertently put down 2,387 feet instead. The price which I carried 
out against it was for 3,187 feet, but I had no time nor opportu- 
nity to correct it. 
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ttem No. 17 — Rubble masonry in foundation of Effluent Gate 
House, 2,200 cubic yards. 

At the time I made this estimate I had received no plan of 
this foundation, and had only the size of the superstructure to es- 
timate from, but as the price used was for split granite, whereas 
it is built of ledge stone, the amount $22,000 should cover the 
rubble masonry in this foundation, and partially cover the brick 
work. 


ltem No. 18 — Fences 6,546 feet. 
This item is the same in both estimates as nothing but 
temporary fences have been built. 


Item No. 19 —Stone Wall. 
Amount 200 rods in estimate of 1868. 
6 80 74 “ bb 14 1869. 


I have estimated the amount to be built in estimate of 1869 at 
80 rods and consider the balance of the 200 completed. As 
neither this item nor the previous one are in my estimate of 
1868, I have no record of the data from which they were ob- 
tained. 


Item No. 20 —Shoring and pumping, $5,000. 

This item has largely exceeded the estimate on account of the 
increased depth from which we are obliged to raise the water. 
Two engines and pumps are required instead of one, and on ac- 
count of the breaking down of the flume during a freshet this 
spring, a large expense was incurred for steam fire engines to 
pump out the water. 


Item No. 21 — Building three Gate Houses. 

I have no knowledge of any expense connected with these 
structures. | 

This item is not in my estimate of May 1868. 
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Jiem No. 22—Engineering and Superintendence. $12,000. 


As I do not fix the pay for these services, and know nothing 
about the length of time they will be required, I cannot tell 
whether this item is large or small. 


tiem No. 23.:— Paved gutters. 
Amount 3,000.square yards in estimate of 1868. 
6 3,000 é “kb é “ 1869. 


As this work is not yet done, I have included it in my estimate 
of 1869. 


tiem No. 24 — Open Drain, 1,500 feet. 


This drain is built, but not so long as it was estimated, as ce- 
ment pipes were used for a considerable portion of this length. 

Neither this item nor the two previous ones are in my esti. 
mate of 1868. 

I have endeavored in the foregoing analysis and comparison 
of the items in my two estimates of 1868 and 1869 to explain 
that where there are apparent discrepancies, they are in but few 
cases actual ones. Where there are discrepancies I have given 
the reason for them. 

The prices inmy estimate of 1868 were, as I am well aware, 
liberal ones, and more than the prices of similar work in other 
places. 

The prices in my estimate of 1869 are the sameas fixed by 
you in your estimate as submitted to the City Council, except in 
a few cases, and where the items were different from those in the 
previous estimate. 

I disclaim all responsibility for the prices of work done at the 
Reservoir, except so far as I exercise judicious economy in lay- 
ing out the work to be done. This was my position as defined 
by a former president of the Water Board, and I have never 
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been informed of any change in that understanding. The 
amount of work done I am responsible for; the prices of such 
work, I am not. 

These estimates are, as I have expressly stated in submitting 
them to you, rough approximations only. There are many items 
omitted, and some of them are undoubtedly incorrectly estimated 
from want of time. Ina work of this magnitude it is impossible to 
foresee all the contingencies which may arise to render a change 
of plans necessary. I have endeavored in all the estimates I 
have made on this work to have them large enough, and I must 
confess I am at a loss to explain the cause of the present de- 
ficiency, except so far as it may be explained in the foregoing 
communication and my estimate of May 14, 1869.

The foregoing report explains the apparent discrepancy 
in the two estimates as to quantities, and also gives the reasons 
for many items of excess. It does not, however, account for all 
the money actually spent, nor for the large additional amount 
required. 

As stated in the report just given, the Resident Engineer did 
not submit in his estimate of 1868 any items of quantities 
required on the Driveway, and those which appear in my 
estimate, were made up subsequent to the date of his estimate 
by myself, assisted by him. 

I have completed certain statements as the result of my 
investigations, which are herewith submitted, and which will, I 
think, present the information you desire, not already furnished 
by the Resident Engineer. I have found the work of prepar-

ing these statements much greater than I anticipated, and have 
endeavored to present facts and figures correctly and impar- 
tially. 

The statements are marked A, B, C, and D. Statement 
A, is simply a copy of the items of the estimate submitted to 
the City Council last year for the Reservoir and Driveway, with 
the item of $250,000 for the 48-inch main appended. 

Statement B, is a careful estimate of the amount of work 
done from June 1, 1868, to May 1, 1869, separated into items 
corresponding to those of statement A, and including some 
additional items not estimated for in last year’s estimate. 

Statement C, is an estimate of the amount required to finish 
the entire work, not including, however, any sums for embellish- : 
ing the grounds beyond grading, cleaning up and seeding. I 
have used the Resident Hngineer’s figures for quantities (except 
in a few instances for reasons hereafter given), so far as they 
go, and have supplied all omissions myself with his assistance 
and that of the Superintendent; Mr. Whidden, the builder of 
the gate-houses, and Mr. Jones, the Superintendent of the 
“astern Division.” I have included everything which I can 
think of, and have fixed such prices as, in my judgment, ought 
to pay for the work, and liberally too. 

In statement B, I have used for prices, the same figures as in 
statement A, for all items where the actual cost could not be 
determined, and it will be readily seen that a slight increase in 
the prices of some of the larger items of work would fully 
account for the sum of $47,237.92, actually spent, which is not 
accounted for in the statement. Take the three items of 
“surplus excavation,” “sand excavation,” and “rock removed ”’; 
tlie prices of these items were reduced by me from the Resi- 
dent Kngineer’s prices given a year 420, after consultation: with 


the Superintendent, as we both considered them too high. If it 
4 
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could be shown that the higher prices were correct, these three 
items alone would account for over $45,009. I have mentioned 
these items because they are the ones which, it seems most 
probable, under all the circumstances, may have cost more than 
the estimate; although it is still my opinion that my prices were 
ample. I desire also to state in this connection, that there were 
other items in the Resident Engineer’s estimate of last year, — the 
prices of which I reduced, — which would have increased the 
amount called for (including the $45,000 above alluded to), by 
upwards of $90,000. I make this statement, not so much to 
account for deficiencies, as to show that, in a work of the magni- 
tude of this, where the great bulk thereof is done by the day, 
the prices of many kinds of work must necessarily be a matter 
of judgment, and must vary according to a variety of circum- 
stances and contingencies. 

The work in its present condition is less liable to be affected 
by annoying contingencies, or very radical changes of plans, or 
material additions, and I can see no reason why the work 
remaining to be done cannot be completed for the prices herein 
named. 

Statement D shows the items omitted in the estimate of 1868, 
and the quantities and prices in excess of said estimate. 

The items in the Resident Engineer’s estimate of this year, 
which I have changed, are as follows: —1st “small stone in 
paths.” This item in the estimate of 1868 included the cover- 
ing the berm; in 1869 he separated the berm from the paths 
and estimated one in cubic yards, and the other in square 
yards. For purposes of comparison I put the two together 
under the head of stone in paths. The item of “coping stone,’’ 
I changed to conform to the payments. “5,000 cubic yards 
clay,” I changed to 3,500 for reasons given in his report. 
“91,000 cubic yards surplus excavation,” . changed to 50,000, 
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as it is not necessary to reckon the stripping two feet deep, as 
he says he did. “562,000 brick” in Effiuent Gate House found- 
ations, I changed to 1,350,000, to cover all the extra brick work 
throughout the structure. 

Many of the items in statement D, which are simply quantities 
in excess, are explained in the report of the Resident Engineer. 

The item of pumping and bailing, which so largely exceeds 
the estimate in cost, was incurred on account of the heavy rains 
in May —when 10.38 inches fell; the unexpected influx of 
water from springs in the lower Puddle trench; the leakage into 
the trench at the Division Dam from the Upper Basin, and the 
unprecedented freshet of February 15th. I have no doubt that 
this estimate of the cost of removing surplus water, is below 
rather than above the figure. 

The item of amount required to complete gate houses, also the 
item of bricks required in foundations, etc., are very largely in 
excess of last year’s estimate. The only item relating to the 
foundations of this structure, which appears in the estimate of 
1868, is that of “2,200 cubic yards rubble masonry in cement.” 
At that time, as the Resident Engineer says, the depth of the 
foundations were not known but estimated. Subsequently very 
important changes were deemed positively essential, requiring 
both additional stone-work and very heavy brick-work. The 
item of $75,287 for building the gate houses was left blank in 
my report to you, as I had not the contracts at hand and did not 
know what payments had been made on account. I had sup- 
posed the item included many of the appurtenances which, from 
the estimates made this year would appear to have been 
omitted. 

In reckoning what was paid last year on account of gate 
houses I included all amounts paid on contracts for stone, labor, 
gates and carpentry, also all bills for extra work for slating, iron 
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work, tablets, etc. In my estimate for this year I have reckoned 
all amounts to be paid on contracts, and estimated amounts re- 
quired for ashlar, carpentry, slating, painting and glazing, tablets, 
and iron work. 

The item of Pile Foundation at lower Gate House was un- 
foreseen; but it was adopted in lieu of more costly excavations. 

The items of grading a portion of Beacon Street, and 450 
feet of cross drains in same, were omissions. 

The items of “325 perch rubble masonry,” “206,500 brick,” 
and “2,400 cubic yards excavation at Division Dam,” were 
portions of the expense incident to the leakage at the Division 
Dam. 

The item of 105 cubic yards of coping relaid, covered the 
cost of taking up a portion of the original coping on the upper 
basin wall and replacing it with granite. This was done for the 
sake of uniformity. 

“Lumber and Carpenter Work.” This item has been put in 
this form and includes the item of shoring, which appears in 
connection with pumping and bailing in another place. It is put 
in here, as the estimates for pumping and bailing alone were too 
small. $1,000 of this item was for buildings (stable, etc.), and 
probably one-half the balance was chargeable to the trouble at the 
Division Dam. 

“Grading Rockland Street, etc.’ The very large excess in this 
item over the estimate was owing to a subsequent alteration in 
the grade of the street and a widening of the same, involving 
very heavy rock-cutting. The original estimate was probably 
too small for simply grading the street to its full width in the 
vicinity of the gateway, as the proportion of rock to earth cutting 
was considerably greater than allowed for. Although this ex- 
pense was not contemplated when the last estimate was made, 
yet I doubt not, it is worth all it will cost. This street forms 
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the principal approach to the driveway, and when finished, will 
virtually form a part of it.

“Drain-pipe and laying.” It was deemed advisable to use 
somewhat larger pipes than were estimated for, and the length 
has been increased about 2,900 feet. 

“Paved gutters.” The estimate of last year was intended to 
cover simply the cost of laying the stone, as it was intended to 
use stone and gravel from the Reservoir excavations, the removal 
of which was covered by other estimates; but as the principal 
part of that done last year was paved with beach stone, furnished 
by the pavers, I have estimated the balance to be done, at a 
price to include materials. 

“ 8.000 cubic yards, loam on banks.” This item was an omis- 
sion. I had supposed it to be included in the other item under 
the same head. 

“Tron fence on retaining wall.” This item is put in as some- 
thing will be required at this point, as a guard or protection. 
No plan has been made, and the cost will, of course, depend 
upon the taste of the Board or Construction Committee in the 
matter of style. A parapet wall has been suggested; but I am 
not aware that any definite decision has been made. 

“5,000 feet of sidewalk.” This item is for a sidewalk 8 feet 
wide, extending from the Reservoir sidewalk at the Lawrence 
Meadow, alongside of the Driveway, to the Gateway on Rockland 
Street. | 

“500 cubic yards mixed earth and rock excavation.” This item 
was occasioned by a change of location of the driveway near 
the Rockland Street entrance. 

“ Engineering, Superintendence, §c.” ‘The estimate of this item 
is, as you know, simply a matter of judgment as to the time 
when the work will be completed. Iam free to confess, that, in 
this matter, I have been over-sanguine, in common, I think, 
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with some others, and the estimate now made may be regarded 
as indicating my present opinions as to the completion of the 
work. 

I believe I have explained all the items which appear as items 
of excess or omission, except that for laying the 48-inch main. 
The item of $250,000, for this purpose, was made before any 
levels had been taken over the present route, and the amount of 
excavation required was not accurately known. I do not think 
however, that much of the excess is to be looked for in that 
quarter. The increase in the thickness of the pipes, which you 
are aware was made for good and sufficient reasons, will alone 
account for about $20,000. The balance is made up of land 
damages (estimated) retaining wall, grading, &c. 

I have thus endeavored to present to you facts, figures and 
explanations, from which I hope you may derive all the informa- 
tion desired. 

Although the work will cost vastly more than was antici- 
pated, yet I think we shall have accomplished quite as much with 
our money as has been done on similar great works in this 
country. The Croton Lake in Central Park, built under 
contracts made in 1858, when prices were very much lower than 
now, cost, including gate-houses, at the rate of $18,638 per 
acre. ‘The Druid Lake at Baltimore, will cost, when completed, 
at the rate of $18,204 per acre. The Chestnut Hill Reservoir, 
including gate-houses, and exclusive of the driveway and 48-inch 
main, will not cost over $14,000 per acre.

NEW PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The following are descriptions of the buildings which have 
been erected during the past year, under the direction of the 
CommirtEn on Pubic Bumpines and the general superinten- 
dence of James O. Tucker, Superintendent of Public Buildings, 
with the exception of the new workshop in the House of Cor- 
rection Yard: 


Lewis GramMarR ScHooLt Housr. — The Lewis Grammar 
School House is located at the corner of Dale and Sherman 
Streets in the vicinity of Warren Street, Boston Highlands, and 
was erected in 1868. The lot on which the building stands has 
a frontage on Dale Street of 159 feet 6 inches, and on Sherman 
Street 188 feet. The body of the house is 83 feet 8 inches, 
‘by 67 feet 4 inches wide. From the middle of the two longer 
sides are projections from the body of the house, each measur- 
ing five feet by twenty-five feet. Through the centre are the 
entrances to the house. The building is three stories high, 
exclusive of basement and attic. In each of the three principal 
stories of the body of the building are four school-rooms 
each 28 by 32 feet and 12 feet 6 inches high, and a hall, 
extending across the building from front to rear, twenty 
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feet wide, within which are the cloak-rooms and the staircases. 
At the end of each cloak-room, opening off of each school-room, 
are the Teachers’ closets, 4 by 5 feet. In the attic story, the 
entire space within the mansard roof of the body of the building 
is devoted to an exhibition and assembly hall, 80 by 64 feet and 
fourteen feet high. In the projection at the sides of the hall are 
the staircases and closets for apparatus, etc. The entire base- 
ment is devoted to fuel-rooms and play-rooms. The building is 
heated by four large furnaces, and means have been provided for 
thorough ventilation and the supply of fresh air. The inside of 
each room is fitted with inside blinds, and the walls between the 
windows are prepared with slated black-boards. The entire 
inside finish of the building for doors, windows, wall lining, etc., 
is of soft brown ash, with Southern hard pine for upper floors 
and platforms. The main partitions are of solid brick-work. 
The exterior walls are faced with pressed brick. The trim- 
mings of the doors and windows and base and string courses 
are of Concord granite. The walls are covered with a mansard 
roof, with wooden cornice and copper gutters. In the rear of 
the yard are the scholars’ privies, which are approached by a 
screened and covered passage. The building was erected from 
designs by ALDEN F Rink, Architect. The contractors who 
performed the work were Morton & CHESLEY, carpenters, and 
S. J. & G. TUTTLE, masons.

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PRIMARY SCHOOL-HOUSE, CHARTER STREET. — This is a neat 
substantial building of brick, measuring 74 by 31 feet on ground 
plan, with projection trom one of its sides of 24 feet by 2 feet. 
It is of three finished stories in height, besides cellar, and con- 


tains six school-rooms, accommodating 336 children in all; with 
2 
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convenient staircases, clothes-closets, water arrangements, and 
other complete appliances of the recently erected School-houses. 
The building is located on the property known as the “ Ober 
Kstate,” a somewhat restricted area, which it is hoped may be 
increased at no distant day. The yards in rear contain two 
blocks of privies, with cesspool vaults, and these yards are sep- 
arated by a wall; the whole area of the site is enclosed by 
boundary walls of masonry, excepting on street front, where a 
substantial iron fence, with entrance gates, is erected. The 
drainage is excellent, and the building is most thoroughly con- 
structed. The architects were Bryant & Rogers, and the con- 
tractors, Wm. SaywarD, mason; W. & J. Rawson, carpenters. 


New Hose House anp Warp Room, Warp 9, Church Street, 
between Fayette and Melrose Streets.— This is a structure of 
brick, having its Street Facade relieved by white granite door- 
way and window trimmings, together with corner piers and 
quoins of brick, and entablature of wood, sanded in imitation 
of stone, forming a very pleasing though inexpensive street 
front, which is surmounted by a well proportioned French 
roof. The structure measures 48 feet in width by 61 feet in 
depth, in its first story, and is of two finished stories in height, 
besides an unfinished cellar story. The first and second stories 
are arranged as follows: First story, Ward Room, occupying 
about one-half the area of the story, and measuring 60 feet by 
25 feet; and hose carriage room of 34 feet by 203 feet, with sta- 
ble for two horses in rear, together with hose tower, water 
closet, wash room, hay room and two closets. The first story 
is of 12 feet clear height, and is most amply lighted from an 
enclosed yard in rear of the building, facing Knox Place, and 
accessible therefrom for supplies and other needful purposes. 

The second story is arranged with parlor, kitchen, bedroom 
and store room (over the Ward Room), and with two bedrooms, 
bath room, sink room and staircase, and its hall over the hose 
house. The second story has a depth of 37} feet only from 
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street front, and the hose tower is continued up (outside this 
story) to a total height of 444 feet above first story floor level. 
The marked improvement in the taste of the exteriors of the 
recently erected Hose and Engine Houses over most of their 
predecessors of former years is most gratifying, and reflects 
credit on all the Committees in charge, to whom the Architect is 
always indebted in great degree for the opportunity to plan and 
erect structures of taste, as well as convenience and adaptation 
for the purposes intended. Messrs. Bryant & Rogers were 
the Architects of the building thus briefly described. Contrac- 
tors — Mason, Epwtn ApaAms; Carpenters, Morrison & SHaw. 


PoLicE STATION Hovuss, District No. 10, Boston HicHuanps. 
— This building is located on Washington Street, near the junc- 
tion of Tremont Street. The subject of improving the construc- 
tion of Station Houses was agitated as early as 1861, and 
received much attention at the hands of the proper committees 
_of that and the year following. A visit of inspection to some 
of the neighboring cities, including New York and Philadel- 
phia, satisfied the gentlemen that room for improvement 
existed, not only in interior arrangement, but also in 
exterior design. The Station Houses of Joy Strect, La Grange 
Place (Street) which were soon authorized, may be said to 
have developed a new era in our city in buildings of this 
class. A third house, denominated the Harbor Police Station, 
followed the erection of the La Grange Place building, of 
which it was strictly a copy, and the building, now ready for oc- 
cupation on Boston Highlands, though of larger dimensions than 
the La Grange Street building, may be said to be designed in 
general accordance therewith. The exterior dimensions are 80 
by 39 feet on ground plan, enclosing four finished stories, includ- 
ing a French roof story as one of them. ‘The basement story is 
mainly devoted to the cell blocks, in which there are 12 single 
cells, each of the dimensions of 7 feet 3 inches by 8 feet, and 9 
feet 6 inches in height, and contains also fuel vaults, cellar for 
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heating apparatus, storage room and water closets and lavatory. 
The first story contains a noble Guard Room, fitted up with the 
latest acknowledged improvements for the care of the “ force,” 
together with a Captain’s office, general office or reception room, 
property room, kitchen, lavatory and garment room. The stair- 
case in this story, for communication with the basement, and also 
with the stories above, is liberal in dimensions and easy of access. 
The second and roof story are sub-divided into apartments as 
quarters for the “ force,” with rooms in proper locations therein 
for respectable unfortunates desiring lodging, together with all 
needful conveniences for washing, bathing, Xc. 

The building is most amply lighted on all four of its sides, 
by numerous windows. ‘The ventilation of the cells and apart- 
ments in all the stories has been most carefully considered and 
provided for. ‘There are side and rear yards, accessible from 


the street in front, and the street boundary has an ornate fenze, 
and with suitable gates therein. The mechanical execution of  . 


the work of the building was by Wm. SaywarbD, mason, and 
Morrison & SHAW, carpenters, and will compare favorably with 
that of the numerous structures erected of late by our City. 

Messrs. Bryant & Rogers were the architects of the Joy 
and La Grange Street Houses, before referred to, as well as of 
the Boston Highland structure. 


WoRKSHOPS AND OFFICES FOR THE Housr oF CorRECTION. 
— This group, which has been erected the past year on land of 
the City at South Boston, within the House of Correction en- 
closure, consists of two buildings for offices, &c., separated by a 
central workshop, which recedes thirty-three feet from the line 
of the front, and connected at the angles, leaving all the sides 
open to light and air, all of brick with granite dressings and a 
slated roof, two stories high, including the French roof, plain 
but substantial. 

The centre building.measures 45 feet by 150 feet, and the 
whole of the first and second stories is used for the manufac- 
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ture of shoes, under the direction of Messrs. Hervey & Co., the 
contractors for the labor of the men in this branch of industry. . 
The rear end of the basement, which is partly above ground and 
well lighted, is the Bakery, having large modern oven, and other 
conveniences, sufficient to supply the House of Correction and 
the Lunatic Asylum with bread. The remainder of the space 
under the workshops, about seven feet high, has a cemented 
floor, and is occupied for the storage of flour and other articles. 
The eastern front building is 40 feet by 53 feet, containing, 
on the lower floor, a large room 28 feet by 37 feet, fitted with 
ample cases for clothing, where those committed to the Institu- 
_ tion are recieved for change of dress, &c.; adjoining this is a 
bath room 21 feet by 37 feet, neatly grained, and furnished with 
fourteen cast-iron bath-tubs, the water for which is heated by 
steam carried into iron tanks on the floor above. The second 
floor is used for storage purposes, and is at present unfinished. 
The western front building is 40 feet square, and is intended 
for the officers’ rooms, dressing rooms, &c., the principal office 
being on the lower floor; the second story is not yet completed. 
There are piazzas of wood around the frpnt and sides of offices. 
All the shops, rooms, &c., are well ventilated, and heated by 
steain from the engine that supplies power to the machinery. 
The whole was constructed from the designs of N. J. Brap- 
LEE, Architect, Messrs. WILLIAM SAYWARD, mason, and 8. & 
+H. Ames, carpenters, under the supervision of the Board of Di- 
rectors for Public Institutions. Cost of buildings $39,215.75; 
of furniture $8,420.58. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


CHESTNUT HLL Reservoir. — This work has been prosecuted 
during the year with vigor and energy by the Superintendent, 
ALBERT STANWOOD, and the Resident Engineer Henry M. Wicut- 
MAN, under the supervision and direction of the CocHITUATE 
Water Boarp, and N. Henry Crarts, City Engineer, who is 
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Engineer in Chief of all the Water Works; and although a vast 
amount of work was accomplished, it is a matter of regret that 
the completion of the Reservoir is not so near at hand as was 
confidently expected and predicted a yearago. We learn that all 
engaged in the enterprise, however, have done their best, and all 
that was possible under all the circumstances. The following 
statement of the average number of men and teams employed 
each year, for the past three years, will show that the last year was 
not behind the others in the magnitude of the operations. For 
twelve months ending March 31, 1867, the average number of 
men employed was three hundred and nine; of teams (consist- 
ing two horses, two carts and a driver), thirty-two and a half; 
for the next twelve months the average number of men was five 
hundred and ten, of teams sixty; and for the thirteen months 
ending April 30, 1869, the average number of men was five 
hundred and forty-four, and of teams seventy-eight and a half. 
Upon the accession of the present incumbent, N. J. BRADLEE, to 
the Presidency of the Water Board, it was decided to employ 
every available man and team, that could be profitably worked, 
upon the Lawrence Meadow or Upper Basin, with the determina- 
tion to finish that section so as to let the water in on the 25th 
of October, —the twentieth anniversary of the introduction of 
the Cochituate Water into Boston; and although the amount of 
material to be removed, and the difficulty of removing it had been 
underestimated, yet the work was accomplished and the water 
let in on the day set. As the greater portion of the teams at 
command were employed during the summer months, and until 
the last of October, on the Upper Basin, the force on the Lower 
Basin was necessarily limited during that time to the number of 
teams remaining; therefore the work done on this section does 
not make so much show as it would otherwise have done. There 
was, nevertheless, a vast amount of expensive labor done during 
the year, in the excavations for the foundations of the Effluent 
Gate-House and the Dam in the immediate vicinity. The bulk

of the material removed was quicksand, and an underlying stra- 
tum of very porous gravel and decomposed slate, which rested 
upon the solid slate ledge; and, owing to the wetness of the 
season and the troublesome influx of water from springs, the 
work was attended with great difficulties, and proved far more 
expensive than was anticipated. About 35,000 cubic yards of 
quicksand were taken out, and probably six times that quantity 
of water was pumped and bailed. The solid rock, however, 
was reached, the foundations of the Gate-House about one-third 
completed, and the puddle wall of the embankment brought up 
some ten or fifteen feet. About 1,000 lineal feet of bank were 
built on the northerly side of this basin, and the slope wall laid. 
During the cold weather and spring, the work consisted of 
stripping and grubbing in the Lower Basin; loaming the banks ; 
ballasting the walks with small stone; excavations for puddle 
trench on the easterly side of the Intermediate Gate-House, and 
partially refilling the same with tempered clay; grading, ballast- 
ing and top-dressing, with crushed stone, the Driveway; grading 
Rockland and Beacon Streets; building stone walls, and laying 
the 48-inch main to Brookline. This latter work was commenced 
on the 11th of January, and, the weather proving favorable, was 
continued, with very slight interruptions, until April Ist. There 
have been 6,608 feet of trench dug and back filled, and 6,350 feet 
of pipe laid. There have also been laid about 800 feet of twenty 
inch cast-iron drain pipe. The very severe rain-storm of Febru- 
ary 15, 1869, did a very considerable amount of damage by 
breaking down the temporary wooden drain or flume, which 
rested upon piles and served to carry off the bulk of the surface 
water over the pit at the Effluent Gate-House. The volume of 
water was too great for the capacity of this flume, and it gave 
way, letting all the water into the pit, completely filling it and 
submerging the pumping engine. Engines were procured from 
the city at a great expense, and the water was pumped out. It 
was also necessary to remove large quantities of quicksand which 
the torrents of water had brought into the pit. Two of the 
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Gate-Houses, —the Influent, at the northerly end of the Law- 
rence Meadow, and the Intermediate, at the Dam which separates 
the two basins, have been completed and fitted with their neces- 
sary gates. | 

The Driveway around the Lawrence meadow, and for a con- 
siderable portion of its length on the lower section, has been 
substantially completed, and the remainder has been all graded, 
ballasted and covered with broken stone. A contract has been 
made for building the gateway at the Rockland Street entrance, 
and it will be completed this season. 

Nearly all the cut stone for the Effluent Gate-House has been 
delivered, and it is hoped that the sub-structure will be com- 
pleted before cold weather. 

Total expenditures to April 30, 1869, on the Reservoir, 
$1,563,778.27; on the Driveway, $122,450.97. 


Hast Boston Reservoir. — This Reservoir has been empty 
during most of the past year, the water having been drawn off, 
from April 4 to December 25, to make repairs for preventing 
the leakage which has been so troublesome for years past. It 
was expected that the work would have been finished before 
cold weather; but the limited space in which operations were 
confined, and the consequent shifting of materials, hindered the 
progress of the work very materially. The entire bottom, and 
the side slopes, to within a few feet of: high water mark, were 
repaired, and the water was let in to the depth of fifteen feet, ten 
inches, on the 25th of December. Since that time the depth has 
been increased to about twenty feet, and no appearance of leak- 
age whatever has been apparent. Repairs have been resumed 
and the interior will soon be completed. Superintendent of 
the work, E. R. Jongs. 


EXTENSION OF THE Works IN Boston HicHuaNnps. — Work 
was commenced in this district a little over a year ago, and 
considering the difficult nature of much of the ground, and a tar- 
diness in the delivery of the larger sizes of pipes, very good 
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progress was made. The following statement shows what was 
accomplished, viz.:

It was determined by surveys made during the previous year 
that a very considerable area of this district was entirely above 
the reach of the Cochituate water by gravitation delivery, and, 
as a matter of course, a portion of the contiguous territory is so 
situated that the supply would be intermittent and imperfect. 
During the past year levels were taken to determine the eleva- 
tion of all the door-sills above a plane of eighty feet above 
“Tide Marsh Level” with a view of determining the location 
and extent of the districts requiring a special supply. It was 
found that there were four separate districts requiring a special 
service which may be designated respectively as the “ Highland 
Street” or “Fort District”; the “Tommy’s Rocks” or “ Mt. 
Warren District”; the “ Parker Hill District,’ and the “Sea- 
ver Hill District.” In the first named district the highest 
door-sill is that of Mr. Hunnewell’s house on Beech Glen 
Avenue, which is 149 feet above “Tide Marsh Level” or 
24.4, feet above maximum high water in Brookline Reservoir. 
The second district, although not entirely above the reach 
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of the Cochituate pressure, would be very imperfectly served, 
and has therefore been included. In the third district the 
highest door-sill is that of Nathan Brown, on the summit of 
Parker Hill, which is 224.6 feet above “Tide Marsh Level” or 
just 100 feet above maximum high water in Brookline Reser- 
voir. In the fourth district. — The highest door-sill in this dis- 
trict is that of Charles Davenport, on Maple Street, which is 
174.2, feet above “'Tide Marsh Level” or 49,8, feet above maxi- 
mum high water in Brookline Reservoir. Although the bounda- 
ries of these districts include some houses which can be reached 
by the present works, yet they are not thoroughly served. To 
supply these districts involves the raising of the water to the 
proper level by pumping engines, and as a Reservoir at a suit- 
able elevation and location was impracticable, it was decided to 
adopt the plan in use in other cities, of erecting a stand-pipe 
into which the water is pumped before reaching the district to be 
supplied, and by keeping the water at the proper level in this 
pipe, the pressure on the distribution pipes is kept uniform, and 
all the advantages of a Reservoir, except for storage of water, 
are thus attained ata much less cost. The “ Fort lot,” which had 
been previously purchased by the city as a probable site for a 
Reservoir, was selected as the most suitable location for the 
stand-pipe, and after an examination of several eligible localities 
for the pumping engines, it was finally decided to locate them on 
a lot at the corner of Elmwood Street and Elmwood Place, in the 
rear of the New Station House No. 10, on Washington Street. 
The lot contains 5,563 square feet, of which 3,431 square feet 
was transferred from the Station House lot, and 2,132 square feet 
was purchased for the purpose. The lot is ample in size for the 
engine-house, boiler-house and coal-shed. Several designs were 
prepared for a stand-pipe and estimates procured upon each. 
The one adopted is a wrought-iron tube five feet in diameter fit- 
ted to a cast-iron base, which also forms the inlet and outlet 
branch. This base rests upon a solid rock bed, which is to be 
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cut and dressed to a perfectly level surface, which will be, when 
finished, about one hundred and fifty-two feet above “ Tide 
Marsh Level,” and six feet below the surface of the ground when 
graded. This stand-pipe will be enclosed in a circular brick 
tower, with a quadrangular buttressed base and terminating at 
the top ina lookout. The space between the pipe and the brick- 
work is to be occupied by a spiral staircase leading to the look- 
out. The ground floor of the tower will be one hundred and 
fifty-eight and sixty-seven hundredths feet, and the floor of the 
lookout two hundred and thirty-five feet above “ Tide Marsh 
Level.” The top of the stand-pipe will be about three feet above 
the upper floor. Contracts have been made for the iron-work 
and for the masonry, and work upon the foundations has already 
begun. Contracts have also been made for the pumping en- 
gines and boilers, and for all the necessary gates, check-valves 
and castings for the force main. The engines will be supplied 
with water through a sixteen inch pipe branching from the twen- 
ty-four inch main in Pynchon Street, and passing through the 
Station House yard, under the coal-shed and boiler-house to the 
engine-room, where, by means of branches and gates, either or 
both engines can be supplied. The high service works will be 
in operation before next winter. Superintendent of the work, 
H. R. Jones, who has charge of the Eastern Division of the Wa- 
ter Works. 


CHELSEA STREET Bripce. — Plans and specifications were 
prepared for rebuilding this entire structure, it being the opin- 
ion of the City Engineer, Mr. Crarts, that such would be the 
best and wisest course. The Committee, however, thought dif- 
ferently, and accordingly plans and specifications were prepared 
for repairing the bridge proper, and piers and for building a 
new draw. The old draw was completely broken down, and 
past repairing. The new draw is a Turn Table Draw with 
double openings of thirty-five feet each, and a roadway of twenty-

one feet, — the old roadway being only twelve feet. A contract 
was made with JosEePH Ross, of Ipswich, for doing all the work 
as specified for the sum of $6,150. It was found, however, upon 
removing the earth covering of the bridge, that the flooring was 
so much decayed as to be unsafe, and a new flooring was ordered 
by the Committee, which was put in by Mr. Ross. The total 
cost of this work was $9,146 35. The contract was made in 
August, and the bridge completed in October. 


ALBANY STREET BripGE OVER THE Roxpury Cana. — Al- 
bany Street having been extended from E. Chester Park to the 
junction of Northampton, Davis, East and Swett Streets, in Rox- 
bury, crossing the dock or canal known as the “ Roxbury Ca- 
nal,” at the south-westerly end of South Bay, and an order 
having been passed by the Board of Aldermen directing the 
Committee on Bridges to build a bridge across said “ Creek,” 
with a suitable draw, plans and specifications were prepared 
by N. Henry Crarts, City Engineer, and the contract for the 
work was awarded to JosepH Ross of Ipswich. The contract 
was signed on the 12th of October, 1868, by which Mr. Ross 
agreed to furnish all materials and do all the work required by 
the specifications for the sum of $7,450. The draw is what is 
known as a Counter-balanced Turn Table Draw, with a road- 
way of thirty feet, and a single sidewalk, on the northerly side, 
of six feet. The opening in the clear is thirty-four feet. 
Changes were made, with the assent of the Committee, after the 
work had been commenced, which added to the original cost 
The bridge was opened to travel early in the present year, and 
the total cost was $7,965.58. 


STREET WIDENINGS, EXTENSIONS, ETC. — The most important 
street widenings and extensions, authorized during the past fiscal 
year, are the widening of Federal Street, between the foot of 
Summer Street and First Street, in South Boston, to seventy feet, 
at an estimated expense of $250,000 (not including the widening 
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of Federal Street Bridge); the widening of Tremont Street, 
between Boylston street and the Boston & Albany Railroad Bridge 
to sixty feet, at an estimated expense of $500,000 ; the widening 
of Temple place, at the corner of Tremont Street, at an estimated 
expense of $20,000; the extension of Avon Place to Chauncy 
Street, at an estimated expense of $80,000; the extension of 
Columbus Avenue, from Ferdinand Street to Church Street, at 
an estimated expense of $67,000; the extension of Brimmer 
Street from Mount Vernon Street, to Chestnut Street, at an es- 
timated expense of $26,000; the widening of Matthews Street, 
between Federal Street and Leather Square, at an estimated 
expense of $10,500; the widening of High Street, between Con- 
gress Street and Summer Street, to fifty feet, at an estimated . 
expense of $70,000; the laying out of Atlantic Avenue, one 
- hundred feet wide, across the wharf and docks between Broad 
Street at Rowe’s Wharf and Commercial Street at Eastern Ave- 
nue, at an estimated expense, including the building of the 
street, of $1,200,000; the widening of Hanover Street, between 
Court and Blackstone Streets, to sixty feet, at an estimated ex- 
pense of $500,000; the extension of Broadway, from Federal 
Street to Albany street, at an estimated expense, including the 
building of an iron bridge across Fort Point Channel, and all 
other necessary bridges and structures, of $550,000; and the 
widening of the following streets on the Church Street District: 
— Marion, Piedmont, Shawmut, Tennyson, South Cedar and 
Berlin, at an estimated expense of $185,000. The total of the 
above amounts to $3,458,500. Various other streets have been 
laid out, widened and extended, which were much needed im- 
provements, but of less importance than. those mentioned in 
detail. The estimated cost of laying out and widening these 
yarious streets is $93,017.60, which, added to the above amount, 
makes a total for the past fiscal year of $3,551,517.60. The 
betterments to be assessed in consequence of these improve- 
ments have not been fully estimated — assessments having been 
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made on only the following of the above named streets, viz: — 
Avon Place, $61,382.75 ; Brimmer Street, $28,457.13 ; Matthews 
Street (last widening), $4,736.55; High Street (last widening), 
$37,649.85; and Temple Place, $14,356.56. No betterments 
have been assessed under the Betterment Law for the widening 
of streets on the Church Street District — the amount of better- 
ment being added to the value of each estate benefited by the 
widenings when it is conveyed back to the owner. It is also 
expected that the betterments to be assessed for the other im- 
portant street improvements will return to the City Treasury a 
considerable portion of the expense. Although the great cost 
incurred in making these improvements during the past year has 
been unparalleled in this City, yet it is believed that the benefits 
to be derived from them will more than justify the large ex- 
pense. 

Fort Hitu Improvement. — This work has not been carried 
forward during the past year, for the reason — as stated in pre- 
vious reports — that no suitable place has been found where the 
earth could be deposited; but the building of Atlantic Avenue 
and the filling of the docks above it will require nearly if not 
quite all the earth. And it is expected that the City Council 
will authorize the carrying forward of this important work, so 
that it will be commenced during the coming summer months. 


CuurcH STREET District. — The “ Church Street District,” 
so called, embracing the territory lying between Pleasant Street 
and Ferdinand Street, Tremont Street and the Providence Rail- 
road, has been undergoing improvement, which was commenced 
July, 1868, according to a plan adopted by the City Council of 
that year, as reported by a Special Committee on that subject, 
which was “ to take all the territory below the grade of eighteen 
feet above mean low water, within the district before described, 
as authorized by Chapter 308 of the Acts of the Massachu- 
setts Legislature of the year 1867”; to raise the streets and 
places to that grade; to fill the cellars, back yards and vacant 
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lots to the grade of twelve feet above mean low water; to 
raise and underpin such of the buildings as should be deemed 
expedient; to relay water-pipes and sewers, and reset edge- 
stones; to give bonds to the former owners to return the estates 
(or such portions as are not required for streets or other pur- 
poses), after the above-mentioned improvements have been 
made: provided said former owners will make all necessary re- 
pairs upon the estates returned to them after the raising and 
underpinning, and make no claim upon the city for damages. 
To appoint three Commissioners, who shall, under the direction 
of a Committee of the City Council, have general supervision of 
the work.” The necessary orders were passed by the City 
Council, and JosEPH SMITH, JonEL WHEELER, and James H. 
FREEMAN, elected Commissioners. By orders passed by the 
Board of Aldermen, Marion, Piedmont, Shawmut, Tennyson, 
South Cedar and Berlin Streets, lying within this territory, have 
been widened, and Columbus Avenue extended to Church Street. 
The portion of Tremont Street, lying within this territory, was 
widened under the supervision of the Church Street Commis- 
sioners. The buildings on the line of widening of Tremont 
Street were set back ten feet, and at the same time raised an 
average of three feet to the new grade. The work has been 
prosecuted with all possible despatch. The district was divided 
into nineteen sections, for the work of raising and underpinning 
the buildings. Highteen of these sections are under contract, 
most of which are completed, and the others in such a state of 
forwardness as to fully warrant the belief that they will be 
finished by the middle of July next. The nineteenth has not 
yet been contracted for, it having been withheld by the Com- 
mittee on the district in consequence of the action of the City 
Council by which a Primary School House is to be erected on a 
portion of this section, which will leave but a few buildings on 
the section to be raised and underpinned, all of which are small 
and light, and can be completed in sixty days when commenced 
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upon. The work of filling the district has not progressed so 
rapidly of late as was desired by the Committee. The contrac- 
tor for this portion of the work having exhausted the bank from 
which he was furnishing the gravel, early in January, which 
necessitated a change of locality for his operations, and the sub- 
sequent breaking down of his execavator, delayed the delivery 
of gravel in any large quantities for nearly three months, much 
to the disappointment of the Committee and the Commissioners ; 
though somewhat more than one-half of the estimated quantity 
for the whole work had already been deposited on the district. 
The work of filling has been now resumed with such facility as 
speedily to promise the delivery of gravel as fast as it can be 
taken care of by the Commissioners. Sewers, water pipes, and 
gas pipes have been laid in Fayette Street, and Melrose, formerly 
Marion Street, a portion of Fayette Street has been paved and 
the work of setting the edge-stones and paving the sidewalks, 
is progressing vigorously, and the whole work is so rapidly 
approaching completion as to make it certain that within the 
current year it will be fully accomplished. 


The preceding statement shows that the expenditures have 
greatly increased during the past financial year, caused princi- 
pally by extensive street improvements, the construction of the 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir and the introduction of water into the 
“ Boston Highlands.” The cost of these improvements and 
public works has been met by loans. With increased territory 
and population, the department expenses have also increased. 
The details may by found under appropriate heads, and valuable 
statistical information pertaining to the City in the appendix.

Statement in brief of the GenERAL and SPECIAL APPROPRIA- 
TIONS made by the City Council to meet the Expenditures of 
the Ciry or Boston and the County or Surro.k, for the

The above amount, $1,067,878 44, resulting from the actual 
business of the year, belongs to the Sinking Fund or Committee 
on the Reduction of the City Debt, and is placed at their disposal, 
in conformity with the requirements of the ninth and tenth sec- 
tions of the Ordinance on Finance, Ordinances of 1863, pages 
198 and 199. 

This Ordinance requires that any excess of Income over the 
original estzmated Income, or any excess of approriations (origi- 
nal or subsequent), over the actual payments, should be carried 
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to the credit of the Committee on the Reduction of the City 
Debt, and be applied towards the extinction of the Debt, and 
to no other purpose whatever. 

By the same Ordinance it is provided, that no money can be 
drawn for by the Mayor, or be paid by the Treasurer, unless the 
same has been previously appropriated by a special vote of the 
City Council; hence the necessity of applying to the Coun- 
cil for additional means, if from any cause an Original Appro- 
priation falls short. The additional means thus asked for can 
only be furnished by an authorized transfer from some existing 
appropriation which can spare it, or by a specific loan. In this 
manner the City Council retain a knowledge and control of all 
the expenditures, a3 none can be made unless an appropriation 
for the same is expressly authorized by them.

It will be noticed that the expenses of the License Commis- 
sioners chosen under the act of the Massachusetts Legislature 
of 1868, regulating the sale of spirituous liquors, are charged 
to the County of Suffolk, while the Revenue derived from 
the licenses issued by them and the percentage on sales of 
spirituous liquors, was paid into the City Treasury, amounting 
to net $108,910.89, as provided in said act.

THE SINKING FUND. 


FOR THE REDUCTION OF THE CITY DEBT. 


By the Eighth Section of the Ordinance on Finance (Ordinances of 1863, 
page 198), the Mayor, the President of the Common Council, and the Chair- 
man of the Joint Committee of Finance on the part of the Common Council, 
are constituted THE COMMITTEE ON THE REDUCTION OF THE City DEBT, 
whose duty it is to cause all money passed to their credit, in the books of 
the Auditor of Accounts, to be applied to the purchase or payment of the 
Capital of the Debt of the City, in the manner they may from time to time 
deem expedient; and it is the duty of the Auditor and of the Treasurer of 
the city to conform to all orders in writing, in this respect, which shall be 
made and signed by all the members of said Committee. 

The Ninth Section of said Ordinance requires that ‘all | balances of 
money remaining in the Treasury at the end of any financial year; all re- 
ceipts in money on account of the sale of real estate of any description, 
now belonging or which may hereafter belong to the city; all receipts on 
account of the principal sum of any bond or note, now owned or which 
may hereafter be owned by the city; and also of the Annual City Tax, in 
every future year, a sum that shall not be less than three per centum of 
the amount of the principal of the City Debt (and never less than Firry 
THOUSAND DOLLARS in each year), shall be appropriated to the payment 
or the purchase of the Capital of the City Debt.” 

The Tenth Section of the said Ordinance makes it the duty of the Auditor 
annually to pass to the credit of the Committee on the Reduction of the 
City Debt all receipts in money, the proceeds of either of the sources 
before mentioned, and the said amount out of the Annual Tax ; and pro- 
vides that the sums so passed to the credit of said Committee shall be 


drawn from the Treasury of the city, for the payment or the purchase of 
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the Capital of the City Debt, in the manner before mentioned, and in no 
other mode, and for no other purpose whatever. 

The following statement, on pages 170 and 171, being the Account with 
the Committee on the Reduction of the City Debt, will show the condition 
of the Sinking Fund as it stood April 30, 1869, and will also show what pay- 
ments have been made on that account during the year, and what amounts 
have been placed to its credit, in conformity with the provisions of the 
Ordinance, as before set forth.

THE PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The cost of carrying on the various institutions under the 
charge of the “ Board of Directors for Public Institutions,’ for 
the financial year 1868-69, compared with the previous year, 
has been as follows, viz: 

House or Correction. — The number of inmates on the 30th of 
April, 1869, was 480, viz: 333 males and 147 females, — average 
for the year, 445; previous year, 389. Expenditures — 1868-69, 
$79,920.03 ; 1867-68, $70,765.76. Income — 1868-69, $62,952.- 
62; 1867-68, $47,242.15. The income of 1868-69 is 78.7 per 
cent of the expenditures, and leaves the net expenditures for 
carrying on the establishment, including the ordinary repairs, in 
1868-69, $16,967.41, against $23,523.61 in 1867-68. 

Houses or Inpustry, ReEFoRMATION, ETC. —The whole number 
of inmates in these institutions on the 30th of April, 1869, was, 
966, viz: 618 males, 348 females, — average for the year, 991; 
previous year, 805; distributed as follows: Almshouse, males, 
181; females, 82; total, 263; House of Industry, males, 161; 
females, 270; total, 431; House of Reformation, boys, 261; girls, 
36; total, 297. Total expenditures for these institutions, located 
at Deer Island, 1868-69, $126,878.08; 1867-68, $118,042.11. 
Income — 1868-69, $18,697.94 ; 1867-68, $16,243.75. The income 
of 1868-69 is 14.7 per cent for carrying on the same, including im- 
provements and repairs of the buildings, and making the net 
expenditures, 1868-69, $108,180.14, against $101,798.36, 1867-68. 

Lunatic Hospirat.— The number of inmates on the 30th of 
April, 1869, was 202, viz: males, 109; females, 93, — average for 
the year, 187; previous year, 175. Expenditures — 1868-69, 
$57,910.84; 1866-67, $54,863.28. Income, 1868-69, $8,161.06: 
1867-68, $11,703.62. The income of 1868-69 is 14.1 per cent of 
the cost of carrying on the establishment, and making the net cost 
of 1868-69 $49,749.78, against $43,159.66, 1867-68. 


LAMP DEPARTMENT, 


The whole cost for lighting the streets of the city, during the — 
financial year 1868-69, was $271,167.23, against $237,272.10 
the previous year. On the 30th of April, 1869, the city was 
lighted with 4,424 gas, and 1,326 oil lamps, being an increase of 
112 gas, and a decrease of 25 oil lamps as compared with the 
previous year. The lamps are located as follows: 


In City Proper . . . . 8,007 gas, and 514 oil. 
In South Boston. . . . 452 gas, and 415 oil. 
In East Boston . .. . 357 gas, and 322 oil. 
In Boston Highlands . . 608 gas, and 75 oil. 


The price paid for gas in the public lamps of the city is 14 
cents per hour for five feet of gas. In South and East Boston. 
and the Boston Highlands, the United States tax is added to 
this price. The was lamps, except those at South Boston, which 
are lighted by the Gas Company at the same rate, are all 
cleaned, lighted and extinguished by men employed by the city, 
at the rate of two dollars per night for every one hundred 
lamps. 

The gas companies have the sole charge of the underground 
service pipes. They are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, but at the expense of the city. 

The oil lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and 
cleaned by men employed under the Superintendent of Lamps 
at the rate of 2% cents per lamp, per night, for this service. 

A contract has been made by the city for the supplying of the 
oil lamps, to May 1, 1870, with burning fluid, at the rate of 
1 and 53, mills per hour for each lamp. 


PUBLIC VACCINATION, 


The office of the City Physician is in the basement story of 
the Central Charity Bureau Building, Chardon street, and his 
office hour is from 12, M. to 1, P. M., daily. 

The number of persons vaccinated and re-vaccinated, free of 
expense, during the year ending 30th April 1869, was 1,470; 
previous year, 1,665. 

The number of children examined and furnished with the 
certificate of vaccination required to entitle them to enter the 
public schools was 401; previous year, 352. 

The number of gratuitous supplies of vaccine virus to physi- 
cians belonging to Boston, has been 178; previous year, 235. 

The various city institutions, public hospitals, and other 
charitable institutions, have also been supplied with vaccine 
virus, at sundry times, as necessity required. In consequence 
of the liberal supply of virus from this office to physicians and 
to the United States Army, the number of vaccinations during 
the year by private physicians must have been very large. 

The duty of attending all cases of sickness at the Suffolk 
County Jail, and at the City Temporary Home, Charity Build- 
ing, Chardon street, is assigned to the City Physician.

In the assessment of 1868 a system of taxation, different 
from that heretofore existing, was adopted in this City. An 
increase of 175 per cent on the valuation of the Real Bstate as 
appraised the preceding year, would seem to be the result of 
an assessment approximating to market value. Several classes 
of personal property of large amount, (including “moneys at 
interest,” “goods, wares, merchandise and stock in trade,” ) 
which, under the laws of Massachusetts are included in the val- 
uation of the cities and towns of the Commonwealth, are under 
the laws of Pennsylvania assessed exclusively for the benefit of 
the State. The following communication from the Chairman of 
the Board of Revision of Taxes shows the detail of the assess- 
ment, the amount of tax, and the operation of a recent enact- 
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ment in relation to the assessment of the real estate of this 
city :

Since the last assessment an Act of Assembly has been passed 
classifying the Real Kstate into three rates of taxation, as 
follows: 


‘That it shall be the duty of the Board of Revision immediately 
after the annual assessment in each year, to classify the real estate 
so assessed in such a manner and upon testimony adduced before 
them, as to discriminate between the rural and built up portions of 
said city ; and they are hereby required to certify to the Councils 
of said city, on or before the first day of November in each year, 
the valuations of the built up portions, the valuation of the rural 
or suburban property, and the valuation of lands exclusively used 
for agricultural and farming purposes respectively ; and it shall be 
the duty of said Councils in determining the rate of taxation for 
each year, to assess a tax upon said agricultural and farm lands, 
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equal to one-half of the highest rate of tax required to be assessed 
for said year, and upon the rural or suburban portion of said city a 
tax not exceeding two-thirds of the highest rate of tax required to 
be assessed as aforesaid, so that upon the real estate assessed in 
said city, there shall be three rates of taxation.” 

In accordance with this Act the rates have been made for the 
year 1869, and classified as “ City,” “Suburban,” and “ Farm” 


rates.

Under the laws of Ohio, real estate has heretofore been valued 
for the purpose of taxation, once in ten years; the last valuation 
taking effect in 1860. The gain of eight millions upon this 
class of property during the eight years that have elapsed since 
that date, represents the improvement in old, and the value of 
new buildings. Under this system it would seem that great 
inequality must exist. Wards, or districts, where property has - 
not materially advanced since the valuation, and where, conse- 
quently, assessments would be most oppressive, must bear a, 
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much greater burden of taxation than Districts where values 
have largely increased. Personal estate, which is assessed upon 
a system very similar to that of Massachusetts, and which the 
citizens are compelled, under a heavy penalty, (fifty per cent. 
added to estimated value) to list under oath; and which is 
assessed at the same rate per cent as real property, must bear 
a tax much out of proportion to that levied upon the real estate 
of a rapidly increasing locality. The above table demonstrates 
that the assessed value of personal estate has been increased 
96.50 per cent in eight years, while in the same time the assess- 
ment of real estate has advanced but 13.27 per cent. It was 
probably with a view to mitigate the effect of such inequalities, 
without radically changing their system of taxation, that the 
legislature enacted in 1867, that the valuation of 1870 should 
be for a term of five years only.

363, all the 
property, real and personal, which the Company possessed, with 
the exception of their boats and franchise. ‘This property consists 
of 17,360 square feet of avenue; 10,511 square feet of solid wharf 
inside the ferry gates, and about 31,531 square feet of water lot 
between the sea wall and the Commissioners’ Line, making a total 
on the Boston side of 59,402 square feet of land. See City Doc- 
ument No. 69, of 1863. 

On the East Boston side of the Ferry, 80,600 square feet of 
avenue, solid wharf and water lot, originally taken by said Peo- 
ple’s Ferry Company from the Maverick Wharf Company, under 
and by virtue of their charter, and conveyed to the city by a deed 
from said Maverick Wharf Company, 24th February, 1859, L. 
753, f. 40. | 

The drop, tank, and all the buildings and other improvements 
situated on or attached to the said property, which were put in 
complete repair in 1866 and 1867-68, at a cost of $51,380.96 

The People’s Ferry Company obligated themselves to maintain 
and operate the said Ferry for the term of ten years, at such rates 
of toll and upon such terms and conditions as the Board of Alder- 
men should prescribe.* . 

East Boston Ferry. — Cost to the City, $125,000. On the 1st 
November, 1859, the East Boston Ferry Company conveyed to the

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city by deed recorded, L. 767, f. 150, the following described prop- 
erty, viz: 


First. The Eastern Railroad Wharf, so called, and the avenue 
leading thereto from Commercial street, containing 
11,582 square feet of solid wharf. 
43,592 square feet of pier wharf and dock, to the Commis- 
sioners’ Line. 
27,950 square feet of avenue.

Second. All their rights in the wharf and landing on the East 
Boston side lying north of the south Jine of Lewis street, con- 
taining about 4,700 feet solid wharf below the gates of the 
Ferry ; 33,196 feet pier wharf and dock to Commissioners’ 
Line. Total, 37,896 feet. The title to this property consists 
of the right to use the same for ferry purposes forever, but 
does not include the right to put it to any other use. 


Third. 'The drops, tanks and buildings attached to the above- 
described property on both sides of said Ferry. 


Fourth. The East Boston Ferry Company obligated themselves 
to maintain and operate said Ferry for the term of ten years, 
at such rates of toll and upon such terms and conditions as the 
Board of Aldermen shall prescribe; to permit all officers of 
the city, when on, official business, to cross the Ferry without 
payment of toll, and to keep in good repair, and at their own 
expense, all property connected with said Ferry. 

The city leased to the Ferry Company, at a nominal rent, the right 
to use the drops, slips, and offices, on both sides, connected with 
said Ferry ; and also a right of way over the Eastern avenue 
and so much of Sargent’s Wharf as the said Company has here- 
tofore used, or may hereafter use, for Ferry purposes, and none 
other, during the time the same shall be used exclusively for 
such purposes. The Eastern Railroad Wharf is leased at $3,000 
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per annum, for a berth for the steamer ‘‘ H. Morrison,” to the 
Board of Directors for Public Institutions. 

There is a stable on the People’s Ferry wharf, Boston side, which: 
is leased for three years from April 1, 1867, for an annual rent 
of $600.

WATER WORKS. 


Lake CocuiruaTe. — Situated within the limits of the towns of 
Framingham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The 
extreme length of the lake in a direct line is 34 miles, and the 
breadth of the widest part about 1,800 feet, with a water surface 
of 650 acres. In addition to the supply in the Lake “ Dug 
Pond” containing 444 acres, and ‘“‘ Dudley Pond” containing 81 
acres, are connected with and form important tributaries to the 
Lake. Also around Lake Cochituate four acres, and around 
Dug Pond eleven. 

Also the whole line of the Water Works extending from the Lake, 
and continuing through a brick aqueduct, iron pipes, and stone 
tunnel of 114 miles, to a reservoir in Brookline, of about 23 acres 
of water surface; and from thence through about 120 miles of 
iron pipe to and through the city, to other reservoirs in city 
proper, South and East Boston and the Highlands. 

Also the ** Chestnut Hill Reservoir ” now being constructed on land 
purchased for that purpose in the towns of Brighton and New- 
ton, to be of the capacity of 730,000,000 gallons, and a surface 
of 2122 acres. 

Pipe Yard and Wharf, Albany street, containing 72,617 feet, upon 
which there are wooden buildings for storage of pipes, etc. 

Pipe Yard and Machine Shop, on Federal street near Summer, with 
tools and machinery, and other property therein, for the use of 
the department. This lot contains 9,192 feet, on which is a 

15 
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brick building used as a machine shop. The original cost of the 
establishment, including tools and machinery, stable, etc., was 
about $30,000. 


Lots on Elmwood street and place, upon which are to be the 
pumping engines for the supplying of water to the highest parts of 
Boston Highlands, by means of the standpipe to be erected on 
the ‘* Fort Lot.” These lots contain 5,563 square feet. 

The report of the Cochituate Water Board to the City Council, 
for the financial year 1868-69, contains an account of the water 
pipes and other stock on hand, as they existed at that date. Also 
a full statement of the condition of the works. 

The whole net cost of these works to the city up to the 30th of 
April, 1869, is $8,856,687.71 — per statement on page 192. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Board of 
Directors for Public Institutions: 


Deer Is~tanp. — Containing about 134 acres of upland, and about 
50 acres of flats, on which is the large brick building known as 
the Housr or Inpusrry. Also a wooden house occupied as a 
House of Reformation for Girls, Schools for Pauper Boys and 
Girls, two large barns, and other buildings; Steamboat Wharf 
and another landing place; farming utensils, live stock, mer- 
chandise, provisions, tools, etc., required for carrying on the 
House of Industry and Reformation. 


Gaxopr’s Istanp, in Boston Harbor, with the buildings thereon, — 
containing about 16 acres, — also used as a Quarantine Station 
and for a Small-pox Hospital. 


House oF Correction aND Lunatic Hospiray.— These Institu- 
tions occupy an area of 631,700 feet of upland, to which is ap- 
pended about 1,310,700 feet of flats; which, with the workshops, 
outhouses, and other appendages, the furniture, farming, and 
mechanics’ tools and utensils, fire engines, provisions, stock on 
hand for manufacturing and other purposes, horses and other 
live stock, belong to the city. There is in the House o1 Correc 
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tion Workshop a good steam engine of twenty-horse power, and 
boiler, with shafting, etc., for carrying the machinery of the con- 
tractors, and the necessary apparatus for heating the workshops 
and Chapel with steam. 

New Workshops have been erected during the past year; 
for a description of which see page 20. 


New Lunatic Hospirar. — Site for a New Lunatic Hospital in the 
town of Winthrop, containing about 1814 acres, costing $28,- 
108.33. In addition to this amount $11,736.99 has been ex- 
pended for plans for the buildings, and sundry items. 


STEAMBOAT ‘* HENRY Morrison.” — This boat is-147 tons burden. 
She was built in New York, in the year 1854, and was purchased 
in May 1855, and is employed in conveying passengers, provi- 
sions, etc., to and from the city to the Deer Island Institutions, 
and Galop’s Island.

(All public buildings, not otherwise specially provided for by ordi- 
nance, are under the supervision of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings and the Superintendent of Public Buildings.)

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright and har- 
‘ness-makers’ shops, with all the necessary tools, in which all the 
wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by the Department, are con- 
structed and kept in repair. 


OrraL Depot. — Erected in the year 1864 on the wharf fronting 
on Albany street, opposite Brookline street, on the other side 
of the dock from that used by the Paving Department. The lot 
which the building occupies, and the yard attached to the same 
contains 32,780 feet, and belonged to the city, before being used 
for that purpose. ‘Total original cost of building, $18,578 89. 

This building is used for the deposit of house offal daily collected 
in the city carts, and is thence conveyed from without the limits 
of the city by the contractor for the removal of the same. 


West Srasire, North Grove street. — This is a brick building, a 
story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove 
street, built in 1861, with suitable outbuildings attached to the 
same. It has accommodations for thirty-eight horses. The lot 
contains about 47,500 feet. 


The Superintendent of the Health Department has charge of the 
City stables, horses, carts, wagons, etc., necessary for the 
business of keeping the streets and places clean; collecting and 

‘ removing from the city all the house offal, and abating nuisances 
of all kinds; collecting all the house ashes, dry dirt, etc. A 
particular-inventory and valuation of the property in his charge, 
including one hundred thirteen horses, is attached to his Annual 
Report to the City Council, made in January last. The estimated 
value of the whole property at that time was $88,627.99. 
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Prisoners and Paupers are conveyed to and from the institutions 
at South Boston and to the Deer Island steamboat by vehicles 
furnished by this department. 


Crry Puysician’s Orricr, Central Charity Bureau Building. — The 
following property is in charge of the physician, viz: Seventeen 
volumes of medical books relating to the business of the depart- 
ment; various other books; one case of instruments, and sundry 
other instruments. 


PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is under the charge of the Superintendent of 
Streets : 


Buitping AND WuHarr, on Albany street, opposite Sharon street, 
adjoining the City stable. The building is of brick and wood, 
and covers some. 8,000 square feet of land, and is divided into a 
shed for breaking stone for macadamizing, blacksmith and car- 
penters’ shops, and a tool-room. ‘The total contents of the lot, 
including wharf and building, is 55,292 square feet. Original 
cost of building, $10,940.86. 

CHARLES STREET Wuarr, opposite the Jail, containing about 
28,000 square feet; used for landing and storing of materials 
for the department. 


Founpry Buiirpine, on North Grove, Vine and Fruit streets; 
used for breaking stone for macadamizing, and for storage of 
tools and materials. This building is under a lease, which came 
into possession of the city through the purchase of the Attle- 
boro’ Bank property, upon which the City stable stands, on the 
opposite side of North Grove street. - 


Lepce Lor, on Shawmut avenue, containing 134,671 square feet. 
Upon this lot are buildings containing a steam engine and stone 
cracker. Also, a stone powder house, and a small wooden cot- 
tage, — the Jatter occupied by the foreman of the ledge. On 
Highland street is the Almshouse lot, containing 103 acres ot 
land. Upon this lot is the almshouse, pest-house, stable, sheds, 
and blacksmith’s shop. ‘This lot is occupied by the Paving and 
Health departments. 
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The Superintendent of Streets, in his Annual Report to the City 
Council, January 1869, gives a schedule of property belonging 
to the Paving Department, consisting of nine horses, five carts, 
two wagons, two buggies, ploughs, harnesses, tools, etc. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Sewers has under his charge 520,000 feet of 
sewers built by the city and under its exclusive control. He 
occupies a small lot on North Grove street, and a larger one on 
the South Bay Land, on Albany street, for the storage of mate- 
rials, tools, etc.; also a wharf lot on same street, for landing 
materials. In his Annual Report to the City Council, January 
1869, the Superintendent of Sewers gives a schedule of the tools 
and other property belonging to this department. | 


SEALERS WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


There are two of these salaried officers annually appointed by the 
Mayor, under the ordinance of July 1863. One of them has 
charge of the business of the north section, and the other that of 
the south section, of the city. They have in their charge prop- 
erty consisting of various sets of standard weights and measures, 
etc.; also two horses, three sets harnesses, three wagons, two 
pungs, two blankets, two robes. See annual reports of 1869, 
of said officers. 


CITY ENGINEER’S OFFICE. 


The following articles are in charge of the City Engineer : 

Instruments for surveying and drawing ; drawing and other paper ; 
drawing boards; hanging maps and pictures; 707 loose plans ; 
and various other articles. 


CITY SURVEYOR’S OFFICE. 


The following articles are in charge of the City Surveyor, viz: 
Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing and other paper, 
books, tools, drawing-boards and horses; hanging maps and 
plans of the city since 1795; 50 volumes of plans and profiles 
of streets and indices to same; 38,325 loose plans in drawers ;

PeMBERTON Funp.— This Fund comprises bequests made to the 
City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘* A. B.,” Dan- 
iel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, 
Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. 
Driscoll, Wiiliam Breed, Samuel Elliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary 
Belknap. The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
BenJAMIN PEMBERTON, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 1782 ; 
and for that reason his name has been given to the fund. The 
income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion of the 
Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. The 
amount of this fund, April 30, 1869, $89,540.02. 


Boyitston Funps.— These funds were from a bequest by JoHN 
Boyiston, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 
1795. One portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘s Poor 
and decayed householders of the Town of Boston” ‘* not under fifty 
years of age,” ‘persons of good character, and reduced by the 
Acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance or other vice.” 
The other portion to be applied to the ‘* nurture and instruction of 
Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Boston until 
fourteen years of age.” 


The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 30, 1869, to $17,965.26 
The Boylston Education Fund amt’d, April 30, 1869, to 62,127.43 
Mason Funp. — Was a bequest from JonarHan Mason, by will 


dated July 15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain 
of the Almshouse or Workhouse. Interest to be added until one 
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is appointed. The interest is now paid annually towards the salary 
of the Chaplain of House of Industry. Amount of Mason Fund, 
April 30, 1869, $8,009.80. 


Dexter Funp.— Was a bequest of Samuet Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects 
of charity as are not supported in the Almshouse, though some- 
times relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. Amount of Dexter 
Fund, April 30, 1869, $1,672.40. 


- JEFFRIES Funp. — Was a bequest by Davin JeErrries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January 1786. Income to be applied 
to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate and sugar for the refresh- 
ment of those persons who, in the Providence of God, are or shall 
be obliged to seek refuge in the Almshouse after having lived 
reputably, but always giving preference to the pious poor. Amount 
of Jeffries Fund, April 30, 1869, $1,471.31.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, in 
1791, one thousand pounds sterling, which he directed to be loaned 
in sums of not more than £60 nor less than £15, to one applicant, at 
5 per cent interest ; to be repaid in annual instalments of 10 per cent 
each. ‘These loans are restricted to ‘‘ Young Married Artificers, 
under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served an appren- 
ticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral 
character from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to 
become their sureties in a bond for the repayment of the money.” 

The Doctor calculated (not anticipating any losses) that the one 
thousand pounds would increase in the course of one hundred 
years, to one hundred and thirty-one thousand pounds ($582,000) ; 
and of this amount he would have the managers lay out £100,000 
in public works; and the remaining £31,000 he would have con- 
tinue on interest for another term of one hundred years, at the 
end of which time he calculated that the fund would be £4,610,- 
000; of which, £1,610,000 was to be at the disposition of the 
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inhabitants of the Town of Boston, and the balance to the Goy- 
ernment of the State. 

The Trustees under the Will are the Selectmen (now Board of 
‘Aldermen), united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian 
Congregational, and Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston. 
The first loan was made in May 1791. 

The Treasurer of the Fund, Freprric U. Tracy, in his annual 
report to the trustees, makes the statement of its condition, Jan.

— Exisna Goopnow, of South Boston, (Ward 
XII.) who died in the year 1851, and whose will is dated 12th July, 
1849, bequeathed to the city ‘‘all the rest and residue of his 
estate, real and personal, not otherwise disposed of,” for the pur- 
pose of establishing, in the Eleventh or Twelfth Wards of the city, 
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a Hospital for the Sick. One-half of said funds to be applied for 
the establishment and maintenance of free beds, which should 
always be at the disposal and under the control of the officers of 
the Government of said Hospital for the time being. Under this 
Will, the city came into possession of certain real estate situated 
on Cross street, which has been disposed of, and has produced 
thus far the sum of $16,500, which has been invested in City of 
Boston Six per cent Stock. Also a lot of land on Third street, 
South Boston, containing 6,6834 feet, which was disposed of in 
1867 for $4,633.25, of which $4,000 has been invested in City of 
Boston Six per cent Stock, and the balance ($633.25) remains in 
the City Treasury. 


Nicuots Founp. — Lawrence Nicuots, who died in September 
1862, made the following bequest to the city: —I give to the 
City of Boston, towards the establishment and endowment of a 
City Hospital, in case such Hospital shall have been established at 
the time of my decease, the sum of one thousand dollars.” And 
in case such Hospital should not have been established by the city 
at the time of his decease, he directed the same amount to be de- 
posited with the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, 
and suffered to accumulate by the addition of interest, nntil such 
an Hospital should be established. 

The executor of the will, Wm. Perkins, Esq., has paid into the 
treasury nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars and twenty-five 
cents ($937.25), being the amount devised less the Internal Rev- 
enue Tax on the same, and $530.50 as one of the “ residuary 
legatees in the United States,” from the surplus remaining undis- 
posed of. The $937.25, with the accumulated interest thereon, 
has been invested in a certificate of City Stock for $1,000. The 
balance ($530.50) remains in the hands of the City Treasurer. 


Norcross Funp. — Donation of Hon. Orrs Norcross, the inter- 
est of which is to furnish clothing to indigent patients when leav- 
ing the Hospital.

The ordinance in relation to the City Hospital, R. O., Sec. 9, 
page 328, provides that said script shall be deposited with the 
Auditor of Accounts, who shall receive the interest as the same 
shall become due thereon, and add it to the moneys which .shall 
have been appropriated for the use of the Hospital. 


THE HAWES FUND. 


Being a property left by Jonn Hawes, Esq., of South Boston, 
who died in 1829. By his will, made in 1813, he directed that the 
income of a portion of his real estate should be applied to cer- 
tain benevolent purposes, among which were the endowment of 
places for religious worship, and the establishing and supporting 
of Public Schools in Ward 12, South Boston, in such a way and 
manner as, in the opinion of certain Trustees, should most tend 
to the benefit and advantage of the inhabitants of said Ward. 

The income is derived from one-half of the rents of certain real 
estate, situated in South Boston, and on the Neck, near the 
Roxbury line, Ward 11, in the city proper. 

No report is made to the City Government by the Trustees of 
this fund. 
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THE BIRD FUND. 


This is a property left by the late Jonn H. Birp, Esq., of 
South Boston, who died in June 1835. It consisted of one-half of 
his real and personal estate, which was placed in the hands of 
trustees. 

By the terms of the Will, which is dated January 1835, the net 
income of this property is to be applied, after the death of his 
mother, to the “support of a seminary of the first order for the 
education of females, to be established and located in South 
Boston, Ward 12.” 

No report is made by the Trustees of this Fund to the City 
Council. 


APPROPRIATIONS 
FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1869-70. 


And an Estimate of the Ways and Means of Meeting the same. 


By the fifteenth section of the Ordinance on Finance, the Audi- 
tor of Accounts is required to lay before the City Council, in the 
month of February, annually, an estimate of the amount of money 
necessary to be raised for the expenditure of the then ensuing 
financial year, under the respective heads of Appropriation; to- 
gether with an estimate of the Ways and Means of paying the 
same. 

Such estimates were duly made, and laid before the Council in 
February last; they were referred to a special Committee, by 
whom an order was reported which finally passed the City Council. 

That order was in substance as follows: 

It is hereby ordered by the City Council, That to defray the ex- 
penditures of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk, for the 
financial year commencing with the first day of May, 1869, and 
ending with the last day of April, 1870, the following sums of 
money be, and the same are hereby, respectively appropriated for 
the objects and purposes as explained in the Auditor’s Estimate 
and in the applications of the various Committees and Boards. 

And it is further ordered, ‘That no money shall be expended, and 
no debt be incurred, for any object or purpose, for which a specific 
appropriation is herein made, beyond the amount which is so spe- 
cifically appropriated ; Provided, however, that any sums of money 
which may be subscribed or contributed by individuals, to promote 
the object of any of the foregoing appropriations, and which form 
no part of the estimated income of the city, shall be strictly ap- 
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plied, according to the intention of the contributors, and shall be 
credited to said appropriation accordingly ; that is to say: For

OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


RELATION TO CARRIAGES. 


PASSED JUNE 24, 1869. 
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In Board of Aldermen, June 24, 1869. 

ORDERED: That the following rules and orders for the gov- 

ernment and regulation of Hackney Carriages, Omnibuses 

Trucks, Wagons and other vehicles, be, and the same hereby 
are adopted until otherwise ordered: 


HACKNEY CARRIAGES. 


SecTION 1. Every stage-coach, cab, chariot, coachee, ba- 
rouche, landau, or other vehicle, whether on wheels or runners, 
except street cars, drawn by one or more horses, or other 
animal power, which shall be used in the city of Boston for the 
conveyance of persons for hire from place to place within said 
city, shall be deemed a hackney carriage within the meaning of 
these regulations. 

Sect. 2. On the first Monday of February, annually, or 
within sixty days thereafter, there shall be appointed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen a suitable person, with police powers, as_— 
Superintendent of Hacks, who shall hold his office for one year 
from the first Monday in April following said appointment, and 
who shall, under the direction of the Committee on Jicenses, 
keep proper records, both alphabetically and numerically, of all 
hackney carriages licensed from time to time by the Board of 
Aldermen, the stands assigned therefor, and the names of the 
owners of said hackney carriages, together with such other facts 


as may be deemed necessary. 
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It shall be his duty in common with other Police officers of 
this city to be vigilant and active in enforcing all the laws of 
this State and the Rules and Orders of the Mayor and Alder- 
men respecting the standing, employment and use of hackney 
carriages, and also for the government of the cars on the 
several street railways in this city, and to make the necessary 
complaints for the violation of any of such laws or rules: and 
he shall receive such compensation for his services as the City 
Council may determine. 

Srot. 8. No person shall set up, use, or drive in the city of 
Boston any hackney carriage, for the conveyance of persons for 
hire from place to place within said city, without a license for 
such carriage from the Board of Aldermen, under a penalty of 
not less than five or more than fifty dollars every time such 
carriage is used. 

Sect. 4. The Board of Aldermen will, from time to time, 
orant licenses to such persons and upon such terms as they may 
deem expedient, to set up, use, or drive hackney carriages for 
the conveyance of persons for hire from place to place within 
the city, and they may revoke such licenses at their discretion ; 
and a record of all licenses so granted shall be kept by the 
Superintendent of Hacks. 

SEcT. 5. For every license so granted there shall be paid 
to the Superintendent of Hacks the sum of one dollar for the 
use of the city; and he shall pay over the same to the city 
treasurer quarterly. 

Sect. 6. All licenses granted as aforesaid shall expire on 
the first day of July next after the date thereof, and no license 
shall be sold, assigned, or transferred, without the consent of 
the Board of Aldermen indorsed thereon by the city clerk or his 


assistant.

Srot. 7. The person in whose name a license is taken out 
for a hackney carriage shall, for all the purposes of these rules 
and orders, be considered as the owner of the same, and liable 
to all forfeitures and penalties herein contained; unless, upon 
the sale of the said carriage, notice thereof be given to the 
Superintendent of Hacks, and the license delivered to him. 

Secor. 8. Any person who may be licensed as aforesaid 
either as owner or driver of any hackney carriage, who shall 
continue to use any such carriage, and shall neglect or refuse 
to take out and pay for his license within thirty days after 
notice that the same has been granted, shall be liable to a fine 
of not less than one dollar, and not more than fifty dollars, for 
each and every day thereafter that he or they shall so refuse or 
neglect to take out said license. 

Secor. 9. Hackney carriages shall be marked and numbered 
in the manner following, viz: Every hack or landau shall be 
marked on the outside and upon each side on the sill or rocker, 
immediately below the doors, with the number of the license 
in white, gilded, or plated figures in the Arabic character, of 
not less than one and a half inches in size, on a dark ground, 
or with a dark figure of the same kind and size upon a light 
ground, and no other figure or device within four inches of the 
same. Stage-coaches shall be numbered in like manner on the 
top-rail of the doors. Omnibuses shall be numbered in like 
manner on the lower panel of the door. Cabs shall be num- 
bered in like manner on the centre of the top panel of the door, 
immediately below the glass. The name of the owner and 
driver and the number of the license, together with the rates of 
fare, shall be printed on a card and placed in all hackney car- 
riages, ina conspicuous place, for the information of passengers. 


And.if any owner or driver of any hackney carriage shall use 
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or drive any such carriage, or permit the same to be used and 
driven, without complying with the foregoing requisitions, said 
owner or driver shall be liable to a fine of not less than two 
nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 10. No owner or driver of any hackney carriage shall 
use or suffer such carriage to be used with any other number 
upon the same than that assigned by the Board of Aldermen; 
nor with such number placed on any other part of such carriage 
than that designated in the preceding section, under a penalty 
of not less than five nor more than fifty dollars every time such 
carriage is used. 

Sect. 11. No owner, driver, or other person having charge 
of any licensed hackney carriage, shall leave such carriage and 
horses, when harnessed, in any street, square, lane, alley, or 
public place, unless in the care of some suitable person, under 
a penalty of not less than five nor more than fifty dollars for 
every such offence. 

SecT. 12. No owner, driver, or other person having charge 
of any hackney carriage shall stand with such carriage in any 
square, lane, alley, or public place within the city, to be em- 
ployed, other than the stand assigned to such carriage by the 
Board of Aldermen, under a penalty of not less than two dol- 
lars nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 13. No owner, driver, or other person having charge 
of any hackney carriage, shall stop his carriage abreast of any 
other carriage in any street, square, lane, alley, or public place 
within the city, or stop his carriage in any street, square, lane, 
alley, or public place, so as to obstruct the same, or the side- 
walk, flagstone, or crossing thereof, under a penalty of not less 
than two nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 14. Hvery owner, driver, or other person having

charge of any hackney carriage for which a license has been 
given to stand in any street or square, at any railroad station, 
steamboat landing, theatre, museum, or other place of public 
entertainment, shall at all times, when waiting for employment, 
wear a badge on his hat or cap, with the number of his carriage 
thereon in brass or plated figures of not less than one inch and 
a half in size, and so placed that the same may be distinctly 
seen and read, under a penalty of not less than two nor more 
than fifty dollars for each offence. | 

Seot. 15. In any street or square, or at any theatre, mu- 
seum, or other place of public entertainment, where hackney 
carriages attend for passengers, the Board of Aldermen, or any 
person or persons by them authorized, may give directions re- 
specting the standing of such carriages, while waiting for their 
passengers, and the route they shall go when going to or leav- 
ing any such place of entertainment; and if any owner, driver, 
or other person having the care of any such carriage shall re- 
fuse to obey any such order or directions of the Board of Alder- 
men, or other person or persons by them authorized, he or they 
shall be liable to a fine of not less than five nor more than 
twenty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 16. Onand after the 30th day of June, 1869, and 
until otherwise ordered, the prices, or rates of fare, to be taken 
by, or paid to, the owner, driver, or other person having charge 
of any hackney carriage, except omnibuses, shall be as fol- 
lows: 

For one adult passenger from one place to another within the 
city proper (except as hereinafter provided), or from one place 
to another within the limits of Hast Boston— or from one 
place to another within the limits of South Boston —or from 
one place to another within the limits of Boston Highlands 
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(formerly Roxbury), the fare shall be Fifty Cents, and for every 
additional adult passenger, [7fty Cents. 

For one adult passenger from any place (within the city 
proper) south of Dover Street and west of Berkeley Street, to 
any place north of State, Court and Cambridge streets; or from 
any place north of State, Court and Cambridge streets, to any 
place south of Dover Street and west of Berkeley Street, the 
fare shall be One Dollar, and for two or more passengers Fifty 
Cents each. 

For children under four years of age, with an adult, no charge 
shall be made. For children between four and twelve years of 
age, when accompanied by an adult, Twenty-Five Cents each. 

Between the hours of 12 o’clovk at night and 6 o’clock in 
the morning, for one adult passenger, the fare shall be double 
the amount allowed in the preceding sections and Fifty Cents 
for every additional adult passenger. 

The baggage used by any person in travelling, shall be free 
of charge. 

No owner, driver, or other person having charge of a hackney 
carriage, shall demand or receive any more than the price or 
rate of fare herein established, under a penalty of not less than 
ten nor more than fifty dollars for each offence; and he shall forfeit 
his license. And for refusing to carry any passenger from any 
railroad station or steamboat landing, to any point within the 
city, the owner, driver, or other person having charge of such 
hackney carriage, shall be subject to a like penalty. 

This section shall be kept posted in some conspicuous 
place in every licensed vehicle used for the conveyance of 
passengers, under a penalty of Five Dollars for each and 
every day this regulation is not observed. 
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Sect. 17. No hackney carriage used for the conveyance ot 
passengers shall be driven by a minor, unless he be specially 
licensed therefor by the Board of Aldermen, under a penalty of 
not less than two nor more than twenty dollars for each offence. 


OMNIBUSES. 


Sect. 18. No owner or driver of any omnibus belonging to 
any line shall stop his omnibus on any part of the route assigned 
thereto, unless called to take or to leave a passenger, and then 
for no longer time than may be sufficient for such passenger to 
take his or her seat, or to leave such carriage, under a penalty 
of not less than two nor more than twenty dollars for each 
offence. | 

Sror. 19. No owner or driver of any omnibus shall drive 
his omnibus, or permit the same to be driven, on any other 
route or streets than those that have been or may hereafter be 
designated and established by the Board of Aldermen, under a 
penalty of not less than ten nor more than fifty dollars for each 
offence. 


WAGONS, TRUCKS, ETC. 


Sect. 20. Every truck, wagon, dray, cart, sleigh, sled or 
hand-sled, and every other vehicle, except street cars, which shall 
be used within the city of Boston for the conveyance from place 
to place, within the said city, of wood, coal, lumber, stone, brick, 
sand, gravel, clay, dirt, rubbish, goods, wares, furriture, merchan- 
dise, building materials, or article or thing whatsoever, whether 
of a like description or not, shall be licensed, as hereinafter 
provided, and shall have placed upon the outside and upon each 
side of the same the name of the owner and the number of the 
license, in plain legible words, and figures of not less than one 


and one-half inches in size, and so that the same may be dis- 
2 
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tinctly seen ; and if the owner of any such vehicle shall use, or suffer 
the same to be used, or if any other person shall use any such 
vehicle, without being licensed as hereinafter provided, or with- 
out having the name and number so placed as aforesaid, they or 
either of them shall be liable to a fine of not less than three 
dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 21. On the first Monday of February, annually, or 
within sixty days thereafter, there shall be appointed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, a suitable person, with police powers, as 
‘Superintendent of Wagons, who shall hold his office for one 
year from the first Monday in April following said appointment, 
and who shall, under the direction of the Committee on 
Licenses, keep proper records, both alphabetically and numeri- 
cally, of all trucks, wagons, drays, sleds and carts licensed from 
time to time by the Board of Aldermen, the stands assigned 
therefor and the names of the owners of such trucks, wagons, 
drays, sleds or carts, together with such other facts as may be 
deemed necessary. 

It shall be his duty in common with other Police Officers to 
be vigilant and active in enforcing all the laws of the State 
and the rules and orders of the Mayor and Aldermen re- 
‘specting the standing, employment and use of trucks, wagons, 
drays, sleds or carts, and to make the necessary complaints 
for the violation of any of such laws or rules; and he shall 
receive such compensation as the City Council may deter- 
mine? 

Snot. 22. The Board of Aldermen will, from time to time, 
grant licenses to such persons and upon such terms as they 
may deem expedient, to have a stand for, to use and to drive 
any such vehicle as aforesaid within the city of Boston, and 
they may revoke such licenses at their discretion; and a record 
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of all licenses so granted shal] be kept by the Superintendent 
of Wagons. 

Srot. 23. For every license so granted there shall be paid 
to the Superintendent of Wagons the sum of one dollar for the 
use of the city; and the said Superintendent shall pay over the 
same to the City Treasurer quarterly. 

Srot. 24. All licenses granted as aforesaid shall expire on 
the first day of July next after the date thereof, and no license 
of any vehicle which has a stand in any street or square shall 
be sold, assigned, or transferred, without the consent of the’ 
Board of Aldermen, indorsed thereon by the city clerk or his 
assistant. 

Seot. 25. The person in whose name a license is taken out 
for any such vehicle shall, for all the purposes of these orders, 
be considered as the owner of the same, and liable to all the 
forfeitures and penalties herein contained, unless, upon the sale 
of any such vehicle, notice thereof be given to the Superintend- 
ent of Wagons, and the license delivered up to him. 

Sor. 26. Any person who may be licensed as aforesaid, 
either as owner or driver of any of the before-mentioned 
vehicles, who shall continue to use any such carriage or other 
vehicle, and shall neglect or refuse to take out his license within 
thirty days after notice that the same has been granted, shall be 
liable to a fine of not less than one dollar, and not more than 
fifty dollars, for each and every day thereafter that he or they 
shall refuse or neglect to take out said license. 

Sect. 27. No truck, cart, wagon, or other vehicle, used for 
any of the purposes mentioned in the 20th section, shall be 
driven by any minor, unless he be specially licensed by the 
Board of Aldermen as a minor; and if any owner or other 
person having the care of any such vehicle shall suffer or permit 
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an unlicensed minor to drive any such vehicle, he or they shall 
be liable to a fine of not less than two nor more than fifty dol- 
lars for each offence. 

Sror. 28. Not more than three horses shall be harnessed to 
and permitted to draw any cart, wagon, truck, sled or dray in 
or through any of the public streets, squares, lanes or alleys of 
the city, unless for the carriage of a single article exceeding 
two and a half tons in weight, and which cannot be divided, 
under a penalty of not less than five, nor more than twenty 
dollars: provided, that the Board of Aldermen may grant per- 
mission, upon any special application for that purpose, for more 
than three horses to draw any cart, wagon, truck, sled or dray, 
when they may think it reasonable or necessary: provided, also, 
that four horses or other beasts may, without such special per- 
mission, be attached to and permitted to draw any wagon 
employed to transport loads out of the city into the country, or 
from the country into the city; said four horses or other beasts 
being yoked in pairs, or so harnessed that two shall travel 
abreast. 

Srcr. 29. All drivers and other persons having the care 
and ordering of any truck, cart, wagon, sled or dray, passing 
in or through the streets, squares, or lanes of the city, shall drive 
their horses or beasts at a moderate foot-pace, and shall not 
suffer or permit them to go in a gallop or trot; and such drivers 
or other persons shall hold the reins in their hands to guide and 
restrain such horses or beasts, or they shall walk by the head 
of the shaft or wheel horse, either holding or keeping within 
reach of the bridle or halter of the horse or other beast. And 
any person offending against either of the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be liable to a fine of not less than five dollars nor 
more than fifty dollars for each offence. 
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Sect. 30. Ne truck shall be used in this city the length 
whereof from the end of the shaft to the extreme end of the 
side shall be greater than twenty-four feet and six inches, under 
a penalty of not less than five nor more than fifty dollars every 
time such truck is used. 

Sect. 31. No person shall cause to be carried on any truck 
or cart any load the weight whereof shall exceed three tons, or 
on any wagon any load the weight whereof shall exceed three 
tons, except an article which cannot be divided; and any per- 
son violating either of the provisions of this section shall be 
liable to a fine of not less than ten nor more than fifty dollars 
for each offence. 


CARRIAGES IN GENERAL. 


Sect. 32. No owner, driver, or other person having the care 
or ordering of any chaise, carryall, hackney carriage, truck, 
cart, wagon, hand-cart, sleigh, sled, hand-sled, or any other 
vehicle whatsoever, new or old, finished or unfinished, with or 
without a horse or horses or other animal or animals harnessed 
thereto, shall suffer the same to stop in any street, square, lane, 
or alley of this city more than five minutes without some proper 
person to take care of the same, or more than twenty minutes 
in any case; and any person so offending shall be liable to a fine 
of not less than three nor more than twenty dollars for each 
offence. But this section shall not apply to the carriages of city 
officers at city buildings, of physicians while visiting the sick, or 
to the vehicles of market or provision men who may stand with 
the same without the limits of Faneuil Hall Market, until eleven 
o’clock in the forenoon, at such places in the city as the Board 
of Aldermen may designate, for the purpose of vending provi- 
sions. 
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SECT. 33. No carriage or vehicle of any description, whether 
of burden or pleasure, shall be driven through any part of the 
city of Boston during any time that the snow or ice shall be 
upon or cover the streets, squares, lanes, or alleys of the said 
city, unless there shall be three or more bells attached to the 
horse or horses, or to some part of the harness thereof, under a 
penalty of not less than three nor more than fifty dollars for 
each offence. 

Srot. 34. No owner, driver, or other person having the 
care of any truck, cart, wagon, sled, or other vehicle, whether 
used for burden or pleasure, shall stop or place such vehicle at 
or near the intersection of any street, lane, or alley, in such 
manner as to cross the footing or flagstone, or prevent foot- 
passengers from passing the street, lane, or alley in the direc- 
tion or line of the footway or flagstones on the side of such 
street, lane, or alley, under a penalty of not less than three nor 
more than twenty dollars; and any person who shall have so 
placed any such vehicle as aforesaid, and shall not immediately 
on the request of any foot-passenger cause the same to be 
removed, or who shall absent himself so that such request 
cannot be immediately made and complied with, shall be liable 
to an additional penalty of not less than two nor more than 
twenty dollars. 

Sect. 35. Every driver of any truck, wagon, or other 
vehicle, within the city of Boston, shall remain near to such 
vehicle while it is unemployed, or standing in the streets or 
squares of the city, unless he shall be necessarily absent 
therefrom in the course of his duty and business, and shall so 
keep his horse or horses, and carriage or other vehicle, as that 
the same shall not obstruct the said streets or squares or other 
public passages in any other manner than is allowed by law, or 
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the ordinance of the City Council, or orders of the Board of 
Aldermen. And no driver of any carriage or other vehicle 
while waiting for employment either at any stand which is or 
may be appointed for such carriages or other vehicles respect- 
ively, or in the public streets or squares of the city, shall snap 
or flourish his whip. And any person who shall violate either 
of the provisions of this section shall be liable to a fine of not 
less than two dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Seot. 36. No truck, cart, or other vehicle shall be so placed 
in any street within the city, by the owner, driver, or other per- 
son having the care and ordering thereof, as to prevent the 
passing of any truck, cart, street car or carriage of any de- 
scription, unless it be for a reasonable time not exceeding six 
minutes, for the loading or unloading of coal or heavy articles, 
the weight of which in any several parcel or package shall not 
be less than six hundred pounds. And for the loading or 
unloading of any dirt, bricks, stone, sand, gravel, or of any 
articles whether of the same description or not, the weight of 
which in any one package shall be less than five hundred 
pounds, no truck, cart, wagon, sleigh, sled, or other vehicle shall 
be wholly or in part backed or placed across any street, square, 
lane, or alley, or upon any flagstones or crossings of the same, 
or upon any sidewalk or footway of the same, but shall be 
placed lengthwise with, and as near as possible to, the abutting 
stone of the sidewalk or footway; and any owner or driver, or 
other person having the care of any such vehicle, violating 
either of the provisions of this section, shall be liable to a fine 
of not less than five dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each 
offence. 

Secor. 37. Every owner, driver, or other person having the 
care and ordering of any cart, track, wagon, or sled or other 
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vehicle, shall place his horse and cart, truck, wagon, or sled or 
other vehicle lengthwise, as near as possible to the curb or abut- 
ting stone of the foot or sidewalk of the street in which he shall 
stand; and no more than one range of carts, trucks, or other 
vehicles, shall stand in streets not more than thirty feet wide, 
and not more than one range on each side in streets which are 
of a greater width than thirty feet; and in squares and other 
open places they shall be arranged by the said owners, drivers 
or other persons, in conformity to the directions of the Board of 
Aldermen, or of any person by them appointed; and any per- 
son who shall violate the provisions of this section, or shall neg- 
lect or refuse to obey such directions as aforesaid, shall be 
liable to a fine of not less than three nor more than fifty dol- 
lars. 

Sect. 38. No owner or driver of any hackney carriage, 
truck, wagon, dray, cart, sleigh, sled, or any other vehicle what- 
soever, with horses or any other beasts harnessed thereto, shall 
bait or feed any such beast in any street, lane, square, or alley 
of the city under a penalty of not less than two dollars, nor 
more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

All vehicles, without horses harnessed thereto, must be re- 
moved from the streets during the night and on Sundays, other- 
wise they will be removed by the city at the expense of the 
owners. 

Sect. 39. No license shall be granted for any hackney 
carriage, truck, wagon, dray, cart, hand-cart, sleigh, sled, hand- 
sled, or other vehicle whatsoever, for the conveyance of pas- 
sengers or property for hire within the city, except to the owner 
or lessee thereof. If any person, other than the owner or lessee 
thereof, shall take out a license for any such carriage, truck, 
wagon, dray, cart, sleigh, sled, hand-sled, or other vehicle, 
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he shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars for 
each offence. 

When any owner or lessee of such carriage, truck, wagon, 
dray, cart, sleigh, sled, hand-sled or other vehicle, who has 
received a license therefor, shall cease to be such owner or 
lessee, he shall, within ten days after ceasing to be such owner 
or lessee, surrender his license to the Superintendent of Hacks 
or of Wagons, under a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sect. 40. Whoever shall ride upon the steps of any omni- 
bus, or upon any hackney carriage, truck, wagon, dray, cart, 
sleigh or sled, without permission of the driver thereof, or upon 
the platform of any horse-car, without the permission of the 
driver or conductor thereof, shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding fifty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 41. The foregoing Rules and Orders shall take 
effect immediately upon their passage; provided, however, that 
the pegsons now exercising the duties of Superintendents of 
Hackney Carriages and of Wagons shall continue to hold their 
several positions until the first Monday in April next, unless 
sooner removed, at the compensation already fixed by the City 
Council.

REPORT. 


The number of petitioners is two thousand six hundred, and 
includes most of the large business firms in all sections of the 
city. It appears from an examination of the Assessors’ books, 
that the value of property represented by these petitioners, and 
taxed in the City of Boston, amounts to not less than /orty 
million dollars. 

By a recent order of the City Council, the Committee were 
requested to ascertain the terms upon which the Hast Boston 
Ferry Company would dispose of their franchise and property 
to the City of Boston. Before proceeding, however, to 
negotiate for terms, it is necessary that the Committee should 
have an appraisal of the Ferry property made by competent 
persons. As this will involve some expense, the Committee 
deem it proper for the City Council to give some expression of 
opinion at this time upon the general question of the expediency 
of making the purchase, provided that it can be made upon 
reasonable terms. 

To bring the question directly before the Government, the 
Committee append a resolution to the effect that it is expedient 
to purchase the ferry property, and maintain the present ferry 
lines upon such rates of ferriage as may be required to pay the 
current expenses, and five per cent upon the purchase money.

If the resolution receives favorable action, the Committee 
would recommend the passage of the accompanying order 
authorizing an appraisal of the property to be made, at an 
expense not exceeding twenty-five hundred dollars.

The ordinance in relation to Common Sewers and 
Drains, printed in the edition of the laws and ordinances of the 
year 1863, is hereby amended by adding to the first section the 
following words: ‘‘On or before the tenth day of January, 
annually, the said Superintendent shall make a report to the 
City Council, containing a statement of the expenditures, income 
and business of his department during the preceding year; a 
schedule of property belonging to the department, and such 
other information, or such suggestions, as he may deem expedi- 
ent to present.” ;

THE Committee on Streets, of the Common Council, to whom 
were referred the resolves and orders for the laying out, widen- 
ing and grading of streets on Fort Hill, having considered the 


same, beg leave to submit the following . 


REE ORL: 


In order to prevent any misunderstanding upon this subject, 
it should be stated in the outset, that the improvements proposed 
under the resolves and orders now before the Council for con- 
current action, are entirely distinct from the improvements here- 
tofore authorized in the widening and grading of Oliver Street, 
Washington Square, and Belmont Street. 

By an act of the Legislature, passed April 27, 1865 (Chap. 
149), the Mayor and Aldermen were authorized “to widen and 
lay out as a street, the line of street extending from Milk Street 
to Broad Street, nearly parallel with Pearl Street; and to take 
sufficient land for the purpose of making the street fifty feet 
wide; and grade said street so that the rise or fall should in 
no place exceed two feet anda half in one hundred feet of 
length.” The act further provided that the whole expense of said 
widening, including the damages to property abutting on the 
street, and the net expense of grading, should be assessed upon 
the estates abutting upon the widened street, and constitute a 


” 
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lien thereon; and if not paid within three months after a written 
demand, the estates may be sold, in the same manner as for 
non-payment of taxes. 

The work was not begun until near the close of 1866, when, 
the Supreme Court having affirmed the constitutionality of the 
act, a temporary loan of $100,000 was granted by the City 
Council. In August, 1867, an additional loan of $150,000 was 
granted “for the settlement of unadjusted claims, and for com- 
pleting the excavations.” In February of the present year, an 
additional loan of $72,000 was granted, mainly for the purpose 
of paving and building sewers and sidewalks, making the total 
amount of the loans for “ Oliver Street Improvement,” so called, 
$322,000. The receipts from the sales of earth and buildings 
have amounted to $40,016.88, which, added to loans, makes the 
amount to be expended in paying for estates surrendered, dam- 
aces for land and buildings taken, grading, paving, &., $362,046. 
The actual expenditures, to this time, amount to $304,922. The 
estimated value of remaining portions of estates surrendered to 
the city amounts to $53,724, which should be deducted from the 
expenditures abovenamed. The work authorized under the act 
of 1865 will soon be completed, and assessments will be levied 
on the abutting estates to cover all the expenses, except those 
for building a common sewer, and for paving and sidewalks. 

The widening and grading of Hamilton Street was au- 
thorized by an order of the City Council, passed January 5, 
1867; but the only expenditures on that account, up to the 
present time, amount to $11,963.70, which sum was paid for 
two estateS surrendered to the city. The estimated value of 
the remaining portions of those estates, after the widening and 
grading, amounts to $14,455. 

We have thus stated, briefly, the action of the city up to the 
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present time in the improvement of Fort Hill. By the laying. 
out and grading of Oliver Street, the city was committed to the 
grading, sooner or later, of the entire area (about fifteen acres) 
bounded by the warehouses on Pearl, Broad, Batterymarch and 
Milk streets. ‘The work would have been entered upon before 
this time, if an available place had been found for the deposit 
of earth. At the close of last year, the building of Atlantic 
Avenue was authorized, and an opportunity was for the first 
time offered for the utilization of the earth from Fort Hill. 
Surveys and estimates for laying out, widening and grading 
certain streets on the hill were obtained, and the necessary 
resolves and orders having passed the Board of Aldermen, are 
now presented to the Council for concurrent action. 

So far as the committee can judge from the facts presented to 
them, the estimates of damages to different estates on the lines 
of the new streets are substantially correct. Some of the own- 
ers have already signified that they were acceptable. 

The appropriation for building Atlantic Avenue is, of course, 
chargeable for the expense of conveying earth from Fort Hill to 
the extent that it would cost for conveying it from some other 
place. Undoubtedly Fort Hill is the most available place for 
procuring earth; and as the avenue, and the docks enclosed 
thereby, will require all the earth which is to be removed in the 
grading of the Hill, there is every reason to believe that the 
estimate of $100,000 will be more than sufficient to cover the 
cost of grading. 

The other items in the estimates, namely, for paving, sewers, 
cesspools, gas-lights, water pipes, etc., are made up by the seve- 
ral departments of the city government having charge of those 
matters. To all these estimates it will be observed that ten 
per cent is added, for contingencies, — making the total esti- 
mated expense for the work, $1,229,004.72. 
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It is impossible, at this time, to make an accurate estimate of 
the value of the property after the improvements have been 
made. The land subject to assessment, outside of the estates 
abutting on Oliver Street, amounts to 300,000 square feet. 
Previous to 1866, the land on the hill was valued, for the assess- 
ment of taxes, from $1.25 to $3.00 per foot. Land on Broad, 
Pearl and Milk streets was valued from $10.00 to $15.00 per 
foot. There is no reason why the land on Fort Hill, when 
reduced to a uniform grade, will not be equally valuable for 
business purposes. With the construction of Atlantic Avenue, 
and the occupation of the South Boston Flats for railroad pur- 
poses, the demand for land in this vicinity must be greatly 
increased. 

It is safe to presume that three or four dollars per foot can 
be assessed as betterment upon most of the estates abutting 
upon the streets; and such an assessment will reduce the net 
cost to the city of the improvement to less than half a million 
dollars. 

By an act of the last Legislature, the Board of Aldermen were 
authorized to take and remove any buildings on the territory, 
whether abutting on the streets or not, in order to reduce the 
erade of estates requiring excavation. In their report (City 
Doc. 54), the Committee on Streets, of the Board of Aldermen, 
state that “the number of buildings to be taken under this act is 
small, and the necessity and utility of taking them at all has not 
been fully considered.” : 

After carefully considering the subject, it appeared to your 
Committee expedient to take all the buildings, so as to prevent 
any interruption to the work of levelling the hill; and, at their 
suggestion, the Committee of the Aldermen have agreed to report 
orders of notice for the taking immediately. The estimated 
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value of the buildings to be taken amounts to $50,000; and the 
increased value of the land, after grading, will undoubtedly pay 
for all damages caused by the demolition of the buildings. 

In concluding their report, the Committee would state, that 
they have not felt called upon to consider whether it was expe- 
dient for the city to begin this work. They have endeavored 
to show what has been already accomplished, and what is re- 
quired to be done. 

It is clear to everybody that the Hill must be removed, and 
new streets laid out. Believing that the plan proposed by the 
Board of Aldermen is a proper one, the Committee would re- 
spectfully recommend the passage of the resolves and orders for 
carrying it into execution.

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PROVIDING FOR THE 


CARH AND MANAGHMENT 
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In Board of Aldermen, June 21, 1869. 


THE Committee on Ordinances, to whom was referred the 
ordinance to amend the ordinance providing for the care 
and management of the Boston Water Works, beg leave to 
submit the following 

REPORT: 


The Committee having been authorized, by an order passed 
January 22, 1869, to prepare a digest of the City Or- 
dinances, have considered it proper, in passing upon the 
proposed amendment, to make a careful examination of the 
provisions of all the ordinances upon the subject of the Wa- 
ter Works, with a view to striking out such portions as have 
become obsolete, and introducing such additional provisions 
as the increased duties of the department may seem to 
require. 

Upon the recommendation of the Water Board, a great 
number of verbal amendments have been made; but the 
only important changes which the Committee present, in the 
ordinance herewith submitted, are those relating to the or- 
ganization of the Board, and the rates to be charged for 
water supplied to model houses. The latter is made upon 
the special recommendation of the Water Board to the City 
Council, and has received the approval of the Joint Stand- 
ing Committee on Water. 

In their communication to the Government, in February 
last, the Board stated, that, at the time when the present 
tariff was established, model or tenement houses were erected 
only for the poorer classes of the community; but since 
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then many large and costly buildings have been erected, 
with suits of rooms adapted for all classes, and with water 
fixtures as complete and extensive as those in many first- 
class dwellings. The proposed amendment will enable the 
Water Board to assess a just and proper rate for the use of 
water in this class of houses. 

The proposed change in the organization of the Board is 
part of a scheme for the reorganization of all Boards elected 
by the City Council; and is intended merely to systematize 
the management of the several departments of the City Gov- 
ernment. 

Under the present arrangement, the election of members 
for some of the Boards is made in January or February, 
the new members to take office immediately ; and the most 
important matter, perhaps, on which they are called to act 
during the year — namely, making up the annual appropria- 
tion for carrying on the department — comes up at the very 
time that a change is going on in the Board. The members 
of other Boards are elected in February or March, to take 
office on the first Monday in April; and it not unfrequently 
happens that the Board is without any representative in 
either branch of the City Council during the first three 
months of the year. 


Some of the Boards are required to make their annual re- 
ports at the end of the municipal year, others at the end of 
the financial year, and the report of one Board is made up 
for the year ending on the first of September or October. 
Owing to this irregularity, great difficulty is experienced in 
making any comparison of the statistics of the several de- 
partments from their reports. 

For the purpose of introducing a general system, the Com- 
mittee would recommend, that the representatives from the 
two branches of the City Council on the several Boards be 
elected in January, to enter upon their duties forthwith; that 
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the members at large be elected in March or April, to enter 
upon their duties on the first Monday in May, at which time 
the Board shall be organized anew; and that the annual re- 
ports be made at the end of the financial year. 

Under the proposed arrangement, the Boards secure rep- 
resentatives in the City Council at the beginning of the year ; 
the members at large continue in office during the financial 
year, and will have a deeper sense of responsibility in the 
expenditure of their appropriation, and a better knowledge 
of what is required for the department during the ensuing 
year. The reports will show the condition of the several 
departments at the same period of time, and will agree with 
the Auditor’s report in their statement of receipts and ex- 
penses. 

The other changes which the Committee have made in the 
accompanying ordinance are, as before stated, mainly verbal 
ones, which have received the approval of the City Solicitor. 

The passage of the ordinance is respectfully recommended.

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE CARE AND MANAGE- 
MENT OF THE BOSTON WATER WORKS. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. In the month of January, in the year eigh- waterBoara, 
teen hundred and seventy, and annually afterwards in said nae ipa 
month, the City Council shall elect, by concurrent vote of 
the two branches, one member of the Board of Aldermen 
and two members of the Common Council, to be members 
of the Cochituate Water Board, to hold office during the re- 
mainder of the municipal year in which they are elected, and 
until others are elected in their place, unless sooner removed. 

In the month of March or April, in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy, and annually thereafter in March or April, 
there shall be elected, by concurrent vote of the two 
branches of the City Council, two members of the Cochit- 
uate Water Board from the citizens at large, to hold their 
office for two years from the first Monday in May in the 
year of their election, and until others are elected in their 
place, unless sooner removed. Said members elected from members may 
the City Council and from the citizens at large shall at all Pe removed fr 
times be subject to removal from office by the City Council 
for cause; and vacancies from any cause may be filled at 
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any time for the unexpired term in the same manner as the 
original appointment. 

Organization of SECT. 2. ‘The persons elected from the City Council - 

the Board. shall enter upon their duties as members of said Water 
Board forthwith; and the persons elected from the citizens 
at large shall enter upon their duties on the first Monday 
in May. On the first Monday in May, annually, the mem- 
bers shall meet and organize themselves into a Board, by 
the choice of one of their number as President. They 
shall also choose a clerk, who shall not be a member of 
the Board; and they may make such rules and regulations 
for their own government, and for the government of all 
subordinate officers by them appointed, as they may deem 
expedient. 

Their general Sect. 3. The Cochituate Water Board shall have and 

an bas exercise all the powers vested in the City Council by an act 
of the legislature of Massachusetts, passed on the thirtieth 
day of March, in the year eighteen hundred and forty-six, 
entitled an Act for supplying the city of Boston with pure 
water, and by any acts in addition thereto, so far as the

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To God, to the Fathers, to the preservers of 
our Nation’s Independence, are due reverent and 
grateful acknowledgments in this joyful commemora- 
tion of the brightest day in our history. The flame 
of the new-found liberty which illumined that day 
is an inextinguishable beacon to souls oppressed 
who dare dream “that all men are created equal ; 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain 
unalienable rights.” A journey in discovery of the 
causes which culminated in our deed of self-manumis- 
sion, would lead only to an uncertain end. The 
Declaration of Independence was not a single fruit ; 
it was a harvest. Inscrutable Providence had mys- 
teriously sown the seed. The precious germs were 
scattered alike by the burning hands of martyrs 
and the unconscious hands of tyrants. It was the 
will of Heaven that the falling dew of the Fourth 
day of July, 1776, should christen our ‘Free 
and Independent States.” 

But we may conceive that had the religion of 


our fathers been the growth of more genial nurture, 
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or had its exercise been unrestricted, had _ their 

uncompromising faith been tried in the develop- 

ment of a less rugged home, had George the 

Third spared his beneficent oppression, then had 

the problem of self-government been to us unsolved. 
‘¢Sweet are the uses of adversity.” 

The Omnipotent veils the fulness of His designs. 
The Puritans, who challenged the perils of the sea 
to wrest religious liberty from the hardships of an 
unknown land, knew as little of religious liberty as 
the men of the First Continental Congress knew 
of civil liberty. 

The religious liberty of the Puritans was a right 
to worship in their own way—a denial of the right 
to others. The practice of their austere devotions 
fixed the limit of the freedom they would have 
planted. ‘They were unsuspicious of the bounty of 
the soil upon which they set their altars. They 
dreamed not that the fire of their fierce convictions 
would burn into a mellow light, in which all Chris- 
tian hearts might approach Deity by their own paths. 
Those uncompromising spirits were elected to a 
peculiar work, and the fearlessness, the wisdom, the 
fidelity, which marked their labor, the reverence 
which hallowed it, have won the favor of God and 


the praises of man. 
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The period including 1774 and 1776, was 
freighted with blessings so rich, that those noble 
men, who were alternately demanding and imploring 
civil rights, recognized them not. They realized not 
the robust growth of the tree of liberty in their 
midst, till their witless monarch and his ministers, 
as a reward for their unswerving fealty, shook its 
fruit into their laps. This was the period that gath- 
ered the first Continental Congress; that Congress, 
by which “all old religious jealousies were con- 
demned as low-minded infirmities”; that Congress, 
in which Patrick Henry uttered the ‘hope that 
future ages would quote their proceedings with 
applause”; that Congress, in which the student may 
clearly trace the title of nearly every chapter of 
our political history—it was the period in which the 
summoning rays of the lanterns in the tower of the 
North Church, signalled the advent of unknown 
civil and religious liberties ; 1t was the period which 
called that other Congress to herald your indepen- 
dence, and mine. 

I have said that the men of 1774 knew not of 
civil liberty. To them liberty was an English pro- 
duction. . Their hope was of Engtish liberty. Just 
men, suffering injustice, their eyes opened not to the 


omnipotence of justice. 
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Franklin, Washington, Jefferson, the immortal 
author of the Declaration, all disclaimed a dispo- 
sition for independence. But the appeals unheard, 
the petitions rejected by the King of Britain, were 
answered by the King of Kings. To that loyalty 
which acknowledged the sovereignty, while it resisted 
the oppression, of the mother country, He offered a 
Republic. Patriotism then became an unconquerable 
force. 

How shall we honor the men and the virtues of 
those days? Would we render tribute to the most 
upright, to the most patriotic, to the wisest, to 
the most temperate, to the most charitable, to the 
bravest, to the most modest,—all had their 
representative in Washington. “If you speak 
of solid information and sound judgment,” said 
Patrick Henry, ‘“‘ Washington is the greatest man 
of them all.” John Adams attested the worth 
of ‘the modest and virtuous, the able, generous, 
and brave general.” ‘The chosen of all the Colonies, 
he was particularly the choice of New England. 
A Virginian, he belonged to Massachusetts. He 
it was, who desired to ‘raise one thousand men, 
subsist them at his own expense, and march at their 
head for the relief of Boston.” He it was, who 


gained Boston from the enemy; and to whom the 
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selectmen said: ‘‘ Next to the Divine power we 
ascribe to your wisdom that this acquisition has 
been made with so little effusion of blood.” His 
was the sovereign character of the Revolution. To 
him, then, let us pay the homage due to the men 
whose sturdy virtue moulded determined courage 
into the rare deeds which have made us Indepen- 
dent Americans. 

It is most fitting that Boston should have 
set up an enduring figure of this embodiment of 
the goodness and greatness which distinguished 
the past, and should pilot the future days of the 
Republic. Happy has been the genius of the 
Boston sculptor in fashioning the plastic clay to 
such happy service. Fortunate have been our 
artisans who taught the willing metal to daguerro- 
type his creation. That work shall be our pride, 
the admiration of all. The treasures of the earth, 
the conception of the artist, the handicraft of the 
artificer have gladly contributed to reproduce the 
form; let society reproduce the qualities of Wash- 
ington. Said Cato, ‘The best way to keep good 


acts in memory is to refresh them with new.” 


¥ 


But we are brought to another period in the recol- 
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lection that his devoted services had been well-nigh 
wasted, but for the unlimited loyalty of the Saviors 
of the Union: those whose presence in our midst is 
our honor; those whose headstones are their grateful 
country’s most sacred souvenirs. 

In the ground prepared for the institutions which 
made our declared independence a reality, there was 
left undisturbed the most baneful poison known to 
political toxicology. 

A revel in the records of the unexampled prosperity 
of the new nation, whose lavish resources ministered, 
in every variety of climate, from every quality of soil, 
out of the native storehouses of noble and _baser 
metals, by grand rivers and outstretched coasts, to 
wealth and happiness, and whose government was 
benign, was embittered by the exposure of the rank 
erowth of slavery. ‘The good and the wise viewed 
the spread of this evil root with dismay and _ per- 
plexity. In 1860, the injustice of stolen labor re- 
ceived a decided recognition in the triumph of a party 
pledged to a lawful resistance of its introduction into 
unpolluted soil. Then was manifested the accursed 
sway of the “peculiar institution.” So subtle had 
been its noxious influence, nursing sensuality, indo- 
lence and ease, that it was regarded as the vital 


support of the South. Slavery was the balm; free- 
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dom the poison. Secession was to be the antidote of 
freedom; it proved the antidote of slavery. The 
haughty rebels attempted parricide; they committed 
suicide. As captives of war the slaves were originally 
enforced into bondage, and by a retributive justice, as 
‘“‘ captives of war” they first gained a deliverance from 
bondage. 

The events which made every day an epoch, from 
the lowering of the insignia of the Union on Sum- 
ter to the raising again of those same colors, are 
too freshly stored in the. memories of all, far too 
deeply graven in the hearts of many, to invite their 
recital. 

Reviewing in a glance the thrilling drama of those 
days, we behold again the lurid scenes of treason 
in gloomy contrast with the spontaneous uprisings of 
loyalty. We renew the few days of doubt and fear 
struggling against ever contending, ever dominant 
hope and confidence. 

We see the arms of the Union, now in the halo 
of victory, and then in the darkness of defeat, 
always unflinching, until at last, over the dread 
horrors of war and its unexampled _barbarities, 
rises the sun of triumph and peace. 

The integrity of the Republic is solemnly vindi- 
cated, the crime of rebellion is terribly rebuked, 


the wrong of slavery is sadly expiated. 
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‘Vengeance is mine, saith the Lord.” Of human 
vengeance none has followed the traitors. It was 
foreign to the noble man chosen as the assassin’s 
victim; it was unexecuted by the people to whom 
he was endeared. When from sickening rehearsals 
of the atrocities of Andersonville, of Libby and of 
Belle Isle, the student of future days would turn, 
in hot resentment, to the pages of retaliation, he 
will find them not. His surprise will associate 
with the wonder of his discovery that England, whose 
outcries against the sin of bondage had been as 
violent as they were hollow, was first to recognize 
the Slave Confederacy. Indulgence has followed at 
the heel. of victory. The people have worn their 
joy with forbearance, their grief with charity. 

“« High treason,” said Bacon, “is not written in 
ice; that when the body relenteth, the. impression 
should go away.” 

The blot of rebellion has soaked up too much 
blood, the stains of its cruelties are too deep to be 
effaced. ‘They are only hidden by the curtain of 
peace. Woe to them who shall first draw its folds 
aside. ‘The war has seriously tested, though not 
measured, the nation’s capacities; it has proved the 
constitution elastic enough to bend and too tough 


to break; it has been happily ended in the face of 
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foreign hostility. Shall we name our most deserving 
creditors? It were a vain endeavor, for, 
‘‘The jewel that we find, we stoop and take it, 


Because we see it; but what we do not see 
We tread upon, and never think of it.” 


The most distinguished generals had a host of 
counterparts in the ranks; the leader was a leader 
only by virtue of followers; the courage of the rear 
waited on the boldness of the front. Every uniform 
that covered a loyal heart hid a jewel—every jewel 
was a gem. ‘The people have set one of the most 
brilliant in the front of the crown of government in 
representation of the rest. 

To all the defenders of the Union, by sea and by 
land, a perpetual eulogium is due. 

When the gallant soldier, returned to his accus- 
tomed paths of industry, seeks to participate in the 
prosperity his service has bought, make room for 
him. His interregnum of peril should not dam the 
flow of fortune. 

When the battered veteran, with disabled hands, 
petitions the plethoric purse of trade to comfort 
his half-drained life, let quick memory recall the 
days when the Ship of State was in peril of wreck 
and he saved her. He asks not charity. Pay him 


his salvage. 
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The sleeping dead have venerated graves, and the 
reward of Heaven. Loving friends and a grateful 
country keep their mantles green. When the smiling 
bloom of Spring gladdens the earth, faithful comrades 
cull her choicest blossoms, and in solemn, sympathetic 
concourse, carry the sweet tokens of fraternal remem- 
brance to the resting places of those whose glory it 
was to die for their country. As the tender flower 
touches the grassy mound of a fallen patriot, perhaps 


a tear bears it company. 


A view of the political world finds the star of the 
United States bright as the brightest in the shining 
constellation of great powers. ‘The sensitive balance 
that weighs governments marks a gain for ours. The 
jealous monarchies, whose counterfeit smiles gave place 
to honest frowns behind the smoke of battle, would 
have us forget their forgetfulness. ‘They reflect that 
the popular government, which has proved invulner- 
able from within, may be impregnable from without. 
The war has strengthened us. It has made dismem- 
berment impossible. The attempted syncretism of 
freedom and slavery no longer vexes us. ‘The new 
cement of common-equality is impervious to the threat- 


ening waves of any sea. 
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We harbor no apprehensions for our foreign rela- 
tions. If the force of our fair demand against Eng- 
land does not press its early discharge, it is a valuable 
force to possess. There is, however, reason for con- 
fidence that the availability of its possession need 
never be taxed. If England has agreed with the 
two Johnsons, who wore our authority, while they 
failed to represent us, to a treaty whose welcome 
was an unceremonious rejection, it does not argue a 
denial of justice when justice is exacted. Means are 
not wanting to obtain it; but an expenditure of 
threats will not purchase conviction of the stock 
from which we sprang. Lord Clarendon has lately 
said, ‘““he hoped what had occurred would promote 
and not hinder the negotiations.” Towards such a 
disposition we may trust that Motley, succeeding the 
distinguished Adams, after the brief interlude of our 
non-representation, may approach with a dignified 
freedom and courteous firmness which shall secure 
an acceptable result. 

We look from the high watch-tower of our Re- 
public upon foreign powers with tranquil assurance. 

We observe England following, not by steps, but 
by strides, the behests of the people. A monarchy, 
the government finds its nobility a cumbrance. 


Necessity is engrafting life peerages upon the tree of 
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hereditary aristocracy. Nature has decreed that the 
cion shall determine the fruit. The nobility of merit 
is sapping the nobility of birth. The people are 
dictating, and the government is modifying its 
polity. 

France permits little repose to the coup détat- 
crowned sentinel of the empire. ‘The rent-service 
he renders for the tenancy of the throne, is the 
drudgery of interminable watchfulness. Would he 
engage in the pleasing employment of “rectifying” 
the boundaries of his territory — he must watch its 
uneasy capital. When his august neighbors went 
out to battle, they could leave their doors open 
toward France—the emperor was engaged at his 
post. ‘* Paris is France,” and Paris is his avowed 
enemy. The recent elections increase the burden 
of his vigilance. He must do more than he has 
done, more than any man can do for the advance- 
ment of France, to dazzle her into blindness to her 
fetters. In his perpetual vigils, one hand grasps the 
throat of liberty. The endurance of that grip meas- 
ures the present rule of France. It cannot last 
long. The people demand, and there must follow 
a modification of their government. 

Spain is freeing herself from the corruption of 


long-endured evils. She is casting down the rusty 
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bars to progress. She has driven her arbitrary 
queen into an exile, where she is displaying the 
wealth amassed from the wretchedness of unhappy 
subjects. The experiment of Spain’s tardy relief, 
will claim the most judicious heed. Our sympathy 
and best wishes should stretch out to the bruised 
people, who have smitten tyranny in the face. 

If we were to extend our observations further, 
we should still follow the ruts of the wheels of 
political change. We should recognize in every 


foreign sky, the influence of our free atmosphere. 


The present year has witnessed in serenity the 
retirement of one who occupied the Presidential 
Chair, and has viewed with profound satisfaction 
the inauguration of a successor to Lincoln. The 
Presidency has sought Grant: he received it. He 
has never solicited rank; he has been rated by his 
deeds. An indomitable leader, he asks only to fol- 
low the will of the people. Honored by those 
who have singled him out as their representative, 
his evident integrity of purpose and calm determi- 
nation in its pursuit should enlist unanimous esteem. 

The reviving South will read in his elevation 
the pledge of an equitable administration, and a 


certain defence of loyalty. 
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The withdrawal from political life of the late 
Secretary of State, has recently followed a long 
term of valuable labor. His state and his country 
have heavily assessed his untiring energy, his 
abundant information and his sound judgment. His 
important service as a sagacious, faithful statesman, 
is entitled to the requital of liberal thanks. 

A survey of our domestic condition discovers 
auspicious omens on every side. The broad stream 
of prosperity, which has never ceased to flow north 
of the fields of rebellion, is swelling and enlarging 
as it courses on. 

Fate is obscuring the identity of the former South. 
Her people no longer take counsel of their false 
augurs. They no longer gather about the leaders 
who took them to failure. Their old idols are 
bereft of honor and denied confidence. The hand 
of Fortune is remodelling the South for a future, 
in which free and enlightened industry will win the 
palm of progress and influence. The weight of 
her new importance will, ere long, be felt through- 
out the Union. 

The waves of emigration continue to roll steadily 
upon our shores. ‘The pioneer emigrants, who 
brought muscle to serve us in grappling for wealth, 


are followed by those who bring offerings of skill. 
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While the current from Ireland is unabated, the tide 
from Germany and Northern Europe is outstripping 
it. Emigration from England’s intelligent classes is 
also surging upon our borders. The Old World 
sends us a town every week. very recruit to our 
population has a value. His removal is a loss to the 
place of his nativity, upon whose means he has 
erown, and a gain to us. very day’s labor he 
brings is a contribution to our coffers. Our greatest 
enterprises take shape through the toil of foreigners. 
They keep close companionship with the spirit of 
improvement as it marches over the country leaving 
iron tracks for traffic to follow. They make bold 
acquaintance with the virtue of our soil, and impress 
it into productive exercise. They lend hard hands 
to the workshop and the warehouse. The ready 
absorption of the emigrant’s capital proves its advan- 
tage, and is suggestive of the richness of our unde- 
veloped substance. 

In all directions we spy enterprise crowding upon 
enterprise. ‘The wave behind impels the wave 
before.” By the iron-edged route to the Golden 
Gate great railroads are made by-paths. Already 
our commerce is jeering at the resistance of Darien 
to the friendly embrace of the Atlantic and the 


Pacific. The art of surgery is threatening the band 
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by which nature has tied the twin Americas like 
the twins of Siam. The giant undertaking of yes- 
terday is the pigmy of to-day. 
In telling the promise of the country’s future, 
extravagance would be tameness, 
“For thy vast bounties are so numberless, 


That them or to conceal or else to tell 


Is equally impossible.” 


After scanning the broad domain of national 
sovereignty, we turn to our own Commonwealth with 
affectionate pride. Though she has freely sent her 
sons and her money to build up new territory, she 
continues in the vanguard of States. She has 
regarded with pleasure the increasing stature of 
rival sisters, fostered by her capital. It may be, 
however, that wholesome prudence is now dictating 
a more rigid application of her means to the 
irrigation of her own soil. 

Her intelligence 1s undenied; her political influence 
is conspicuous; the lustre of her credit is untar- 
nished. In prudent charity, she is profuse ; in educa- 
tion, unsparing; in legislation, prodigal; in her public 
models of art, original; and in tunnelling, a learner. 

We are a law-enacting, law-abiding people. No 


instruction of the ‘ Declaration of the Rights of the 
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Inhabitants of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts,” 
is more faithfully observed than that which declares 
that, ‘The Legislature ought frequently to assemble 
for the redress of grievances, for correcting, strength- 
ening, and confirming the laws, and for making new 
laws, as the common good may require.” 

The legislature of the last six months has secured 
the “common good” for six months to come in the 
enactment of Five Hundred and Sixty-Nine “ Acts 
and Resolves.” Imagine the consternation with which 
such a record would fill Jonathan Swift, who, a cen- 
tury and a half ago, said: ‘‘If books and laws con- 
tinue to increase as they have done for fifty years 
past, I am in some concern for future ages, how any 
man will be learned, or any man a lawyer.” 

We have perfected political science to such a de- 
eree that we make law enough in one day to suffice 
for that day and one more. While the community 
exult in the guarantee of safety for half a year, the 
student takes courage in the opportunity to master 
the laws before they are abrogated. 

The legislature of this year has set the seal of 
assent to that amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, which declares that, “The right of 
citizens of the United States to vote shall not be 


denied or abridged by the United States, or by any 
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State, on account of race, color, or previous condi- 
tion of servitude.” ‘The “ Fifteenth Amendment” cuts 
at a stroke a Gordian Knot which the studied 
theories of the wisest and most humane have 
essayed to untie. After statesmen had tasked their 
lives in the vain attempt to gently undo the knot 
of slavery by gradual emancipation, it was finally 
cut by the sword of war. It were better, our legis- 
lators have said, to sever this last knot of political 
inequality by the sword of peace. Those who had 
misgivings must have done wisely to smother dis- 
trust, in the decision to execute complete justice 
without delay. 

In our latest legislation touching commercial in- 
terests, we have reason for congratulation. The 
heavy demands of our great railroads for increased 
facilities and extended connections indicate present 
thrift, and a design to propitiate good fortune by 
generous provisions. The readiness with which these 
demands have been heard, and the sound liberality 
which has been their response, demonstrate an ex- 
panding appreciation of our business capacities and 
necessities. Narrow jealousy of Boston, if it has 
ever been entertained, has not found an asylum in 
the last legislature. It has been at once conceded 


that the importance of the capital vitally concerns 
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the Commonwealth, and that in amplifying its 
channels of trade, in magnifying its prominence as 
a market, and in enlarging its space for growth, the 


common welfare is promoted. 


An absurd effort to transfer a department of the 
City Government to the guardianship of the State, 
to satisfy the ill-based prejudices of a few warped 
minds, has met a swift rebuff, as severe as it was 
merited. 

A threat to make an example of Boston, for an 
alleged sluggishness in the enforcement of a certain 
law, was coldly denied the solace of a faint echo. 
Whenever the eminence of our City Government 
shall tempt an invidious attack, it should encounter 
an indignant repulse in the deafening protests of 
every citizen susceptible of honest pride, or the sen- 
timent of justice. Though a subversion of the po- 
lice functions of all our municipalities would escape 
the odium of a blow at one only, the impolicy of 
such a conquest by the State should condemn it. 
The democracy which calls upon the individual to 
contribute only the necessary allotment of his natural 
liberty to society, upon the town to surrender only 
essential powers to the State, and upon the States 


to gauge their contribution of sovereignty by their | 
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compact, is worth more than a score of chameleon 
statutes. 

The wisdom of charging upon each community 
the responsibility of preserving peace and order 
within its limits finds its proof in the voluntary 
establishment of the police organizations coveted 
for the State. The owner is the most vigilant guard 
of his treasure. Each community has the closest 
interest in its own self-defence. If disease creeps 
into the body, we invoke A%sculapius. We seek to 
cure, not to kill. If abuses should steal into muni- 
cipal administration, the people will engage in stern 
pursuit of a cure. Not till our town governments 
are bedridden, should they call for nurses from the 
state hospitals. 

Much time has been consecrated this year to a 
“ Chapter” of the Blue Book, whose chief recom- 
mendation to favor is its liability to repeal. In 
the Declaration of Rights, ‘ temperance” is ac- 
counted as one of the principles “ absolutely 
necessary to preserve the advantages of liberty, 
and to maintain free government.” This ‘ Chapter,” 
adopted after most solemn deliberation, in. contempt 
of this principle, has put a seductive intoxicant 
under the protectorate of the State. By designed 


omission, an acknowledged intoxicant is legally 
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considered non-intoxicating. ‘Temperance repudiates 
such a senseless fiction of law. It is but the 
sorry ally of a party. Let the Muses hasten to 
immortalize our State drink, for laws are transient. 
Our statute books have long since ceased to wear 
the title of ‘The Perpetual Laws of Massa- 
chusetts.” I think Scythia must have had _ prohi- 
bitory legislation when Anacharsis said that ‘“ laws 
were like cobwebs, where the small flies were 
caught and the great break through.” Extreme 
legislation touching moral questions has seldom 
purchased permanency. ‘ Moderation is the silken 
string running througl the pearl chain of all 
virtues.” If, perchance, the cider cask should 
prove weak armor; if the autumn yield of the 
non-intoxicating intoxicant should fail to float the 
new statute, it may be well to remember. that, 
“in medio tutissimus ibis,” 

The disposition of the “Female Suffrage” ques- 
tion for a brief period, recalls our obligation to the 
legislature, for what has not been done. 

The gentle persuasions and sweet threatenings of 
those restive women, who sigh for entrance into the 
“higher sphere” of caucuses and conventions, have 
been received with a_ gallantry that must have 


smoothed the refusal of their petitions. Those 
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relations of the sexes which nature has ordained, 
and time approved, will govern us a little longer. 
But nature is growing old-fashioned; experience 
loses its value in an age of inventions, and any 
average tyro in theology can explain away the Bible 
to order. How soon man may be led to subordi- 
nate himself to woman, for such would be the effect 
of female enfranchisement in Massachusetts, some of 


us dare not consider. 


‘¢ New customs, 
Though they be never so ridiculous, 
Nay, let them be unmanly, yet are followed.” 


Timid men already feel the skirts of their gar- 
ments lengthening into petticoats. Women should 
not vote because God has not given them the power 
to enforce their will, and law without means to 
execute it is not law. Woman's strength is in her 
weakness ; her defence is in her defencelessness. But 
such strength and such defence will not sustain 
governments. ‘That man is a criminal who neglects 
to provide the shelter of a roof for his wife, and 
stand ready to defend it. Government is only the 
shelter of society. Man must erect it, and defend 
it. Woman’s law is the influence of her virtue, 


her modesty and her beauty, and that law, read at 
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the hearthstone, is transcribed in halls of legislation 
by hands able to maintain it. Those who claim that 
our laws would be purer if women voted, should 
know that they are already better than society is. 
Man legislates, not according to what he is, but 
according to what he ought to be. Our laws are 
as tender of the rights of women as they are 
favorable to the welfare of men. The bounty of 
our government is sufficient for all. It has made 
Massachusetts a citadel in war, a garden im peace. 


‘God save the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.” 


It is a congenial duty to direct a moment’s reflec- 
tion to our sterling city. It would be an attractive 
diversion to invest fancy with light pinions and float 
back to the Boston of yore. Imagination would 
warm with novel interest in hovering over the nur- 
sery in which our city grew from tender infancy to 
chartered majority. It would delight in resigning 
to the waves their old dominion, usurped by solid 
buildings; in re-carpeting with green the pleasant 
fields, invaded by crowded blocks of stone and brick ; 
in coercing granite piles raised up by ambitious 


trade to surrender their foundations to those broad 
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mansions, whose doors opened to the _ traditional 
luxury of spaciousness; in replanting those little 
oases, whose now heavy laden soil once knew only 
the delicate burden of flowers; in giving back South 
Boston, and ceding the beautiful Highlands to the 
ghost of Roxbury. We should revel in an Asmo- 
dean flight over the Boston in which a century ago 
to-day the General Court was contending for the 
inseparable connection of taxation and representation. 

But the Boston which surrounds us, so rapidly 
extending its outlines of warehouses and dwellings 
that their recognition is conditional upon active ob- 
servation, so thoroughly repairing the errors of the 
past, that narrow streets are suddenly lost in broad 
avenues, and little courts in crowded thoroughfares, 
is the Boston which wins our thoughts in this hour. 

Of our culture and refinement, of our fidelity to 
the virtuous principles of early days, let others 
speak. The city’s hospitality—-to mention it here 
were to lessen it. It is told in almost every tongue. 

But the citizens of Boston may well felicitate them- 
selves upon the fast spread of roofs, covering pros- 
perous trade, productive toil and happy homes, and 
upon the notable enterprises which are stimulating 


activity at every point. 


ORATION. 29 


We are fortunate in a City Government, whose 
judgment does not serve their doubts. 
‘‘Our doubts are traitors, 
And make us lose the good we oft might win, 
By fearing to attempt.” 

They have perceived that municipal growth prop- 
erly appeals for improvements, and that bold im- 
provements draw on bold growth. They have not 
doubted, but let the wisdom of liberal expenditures 
justify the rate of taxation. To the city, taxation is 
galvanism. If it excites the citizen, it is an extra 
gain. Rust consumes the vitals of a community. 
Boston must teach well her children, succor gener- 
ously her unfortunate, defend warily the public 
health, maintain an efficient police (the State permit- 
ting), make damp places dry, hills level, crooked 
places straight, narrow places wide, adorn and multi- 
ply her parks, foster trade, entice commerce, keep 
her ‘“latch-string out,” celebrate National Indepen- 
dence, and have ‘contingent expenses”; and for 
this the assessors’ battery must be adequately 
charged. When the battery becomes feeble, citizens 
may hope for a millennium, but should suspect 
decline. 

No recent event is so pregnant with future advan- 


tage as the union of Dorchester with Boston.  Im- 
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perious necessities, prognosticated in population 
rapidly augmenting, in the swelling hum of traffic 
outgrowing its familiar limits, and in the loud-voiced 
murmurs of industrial employments increasing in 
extent and variety, have compelled Boston to besiege 
in amity the territory of her neighbors. 

The peaceful capitulation of Dorchester has been 
no less a victory for her than a triumph for us. 
She no longer opposes the barrier of her boundaries 
to our expansion: our magnitude no longer over- 
shadows her, but is hers. Dorchester’s lungs will 
breathe for Boston; Boston’s heart will pulsate for 
Dorchester. Our welcome sister but contributes a 
beautiful emerald to the diadem she is henceforth to 
wear 

As we embraced Roxbury with warm greetings 
last year, as we salute Dorchester in loving recep- 
tion this year, let us hope to extend the courtesies 
of our hospitality to Brookline next year. Annex- 
ation is our true policy, wisely recognized by the 
Commonwealth. Aggregation of numbers is essential 
to the fulness of the importance, the authority 
and the worth which should be destined for 
Boston. Humanity clusters. Throngs attract indi- 
viduals. The larger the population, the faster 


will it gather. But space is an _ indispensable 
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pre-requisite to wholesome aggregation. Give Boston 
room, make timely provision for healthful increase, 
perpetuate her good government, and those who 
come after us may wield an influence whose power 
shall govern an empire of usefulness, and whose 
usefulness shall exalt its power. This generation 


owes the next a munificent heritage. 


‘¢ A setting sun 


Should leave a track of glory in the skies.” 


The signs of Boston’s future eclipse her present, 
as her present outshines the past. But situated as 
she is, she can attain her meridian prosperity only 
by energetic development of every resource. Muni- 
cipal vigor must constantly attend, and sometimes 
launch private enterprise. If, however, her riches 
are but the gradual gain of exertion, she will re- 
member that when Jupiter sends Plutus, he limps, 
when Pluto sends him, he runs. 

Education, the mail of popular government, is 
wrought out in schools whose excellence is Boston’s 
chief honor. School-houses are esteemed our best 
arsenals, instructors our best armorers. ‘The jealous 
advancement of learning will be one of the surest 
guarantees of the future of our hope. 


But wealth is corrupting, learning is hollow, and 
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art is Impure where the Divinity 1s unacknowledged. 
He alone can intrench our present fortune, or assure 
a splendid future. Let accumulating wealth be 
directed by intelligence, let intelligence be inspired 
by religion, and upon a soil to which patriotism is 
indigenous, the Boston of hereafter, from an impos- 
ing grandeur, shall gratefully turn back to us, as 
we reverently remember those who planted and 


watered our city in days gone by.

An Equestrian Statue of Washington having been erected 
on the Public Garden in this city, by the “ Washington 
Statue Committee,” it was formally delivered to the City of 
Boston, and received by His Honor the Mayor, on July 3, 


1869, with the following ceremonies. 


WHILE the Statue was in process of erection upon its ped- 
estal, the following public announcement was made: 


Boston, June 29, 1869. 

THE WASHINGTON STATUE CoMMITTEE take pleasure in an- 
nouncing that, if the weather is fair, the statue erected in the 
Public Garden will be unveiled on Saturday, July 3, at half past 
five o’clock, P. M. At the same time it is expected that the 
Chairman of the Committee will deliver the statue into the 
custody of the city. 

Should the weather be stormy, the ceremony will be postponed 
to Monday July 5, at half past five o’clock in the morning. 

The members of the City Government, the artists, the sub- 
scribers to the fund, the Committee of the Everett Statue, and 
the lady patronesses of the fair held in 1859 for the benefit of 
this statue, are respectfuily invited to be present.

CEREMONIES. 


THE weather on the third of July proved highly auspicious, 
and at the appointed hour, in presence of the Members of the 
City Government, the Washington Statue Committee, the sub- 
scribers to the Statue Fund, and a large concourse of people, 
the Statue, which up to that time had been enveloped in Ameri- 
can flags, was unveiled, at a given signal, amid the firing of a 
salute of thirteen guns, the playing of Washington’s Grand 
March by Gilmore’s Band, and the enthusiastic plaudits of the 
assembly. 

A fervent and appropriate prayer was then offered by the 
Rey. A. A. Miner, D.D., immediately after which was delivered 
the following 

ADDRESS OF HON. ALEXANDER H. RICE. 


Mr. Mayor, LaDIES AND GENTLEMEN, — Among the illustrious 
names in modern history not one is more conspicuous than that 
of George Washington. Born in an epoch of revolution, when 
the natural rights of men, both as individuals and as members of 
organized society, were receiving new recognition and embodi- 
ment in new forms of government, he was also endowed with 
those great and peculiar gifts of virtue, wisdom and courage 
which rendered him “ first in war, first in peace, and first in the 
hearts of his countrymen,’ and which gave his example to be the 
common heritage of mankind through the generations following. 

To illustrate and transmit in tangible and attractive form the 
lineaments of those who have become thus distinguished is 
among the highest and most effective uses of commemorative 
art. For this purpose, therefore, by these simple services, and 
without superfluous eulogy or artistic disquisition, and with but 
few words of needed explanation, we now set apart this noble 
monument of granite and bronze — an equestrian statue — com- 
memorative of the character and career of the Commander-in- 
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Chief of the Army of the American Revolution, and the first 
President of the United States. 

We deem it appropriate that it shall stand here in the public 
grounds of the city to whose relief his first military service as 
Commander-in-Chief was devoted; facing down yonder majestic 
avenue toward the spot, in the neighboring City of Cambridge, 
where the active duties of his full command were first assumed ; 
and that the first greetings of the morning sun upon it shall be 
those which usher in the most memorable anniversary in our 
national annals. 

The erection of this statue was originally suggested in the 
spring of 1859; at a time when the public mind of the whole 
country, and especially of this community, had just been re- 
freshed in knowledge and stimulated in interest respecting the 
character and services of Washington, by the fervid and glowing 
appeals of our own Edward Everett in behalf of the fund for 
the purchase of Mount Vernon— the homestead and tomb of 
Washington. To this monumental enterprise Mr. Everett also 
gave his enthusiastic support. 

The committee who undertook its direction was organized on 
the anniversary of the battle of Lexington, April 19,1859. To 
them was intrusted the selection of the particular kind of statue 
to be erected, the sculptor, the raising of funds, fixing upon the 
site, and the entire control and management of the enterprise. 
They gratefully acknowledge, however, the generous assistance 
and support which they have uniformly received from the artists 
of Boston, especially from those who united with them in initiat- 
ing the work; from the different municipal administrations 
through which their duties have extended, and from that portion 
of the public to whom they have from time to time appealed. 

Among the earliest to volunteer his valuable services on its 
behalf was the Honorable Robert C. Winthrop; who in less than 
one month after the committee was organized, delivered in Music 
Hall, in Boston, on the 13th of May, an eloquent and elaborate 
oration on “ Luxuries and the Fine Arts—din some of their 
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moral and historical relations,” in aid of the Washington Statue 
Fund. During the week extending from the 16th to the 24th of 
the following November an attractive and successful Fair, con- 
ducted by many of the patriotic ladies of Boston and _ vicinity, 
was held, also in the Music Hall, in aid of the same fund; the 
proceeds of which were sufficiently ample to enable the com- 
mittee, on the 13th of December, to enter into a contract with 
Mr. Thomas Ball to execute the model of the statue which is now 
before us. Two days later a resolve passed the two branches of 
the City Council, and was approved by his Honor Mayor Lin- 
coln, making a conditional appropriation of ten thousand dollars 
in aid of the fund for the statue and pedestal; and upon the 
same day Mr. Ball commenced his labors upon the model. On 
the 16th of March, 1860, the Washington Statue Committee 
organized as a corporation under the laws of this Common- 
wealth, with the powers necessary for conducting the under- 
taking. 

The model of the statue was completed in April, 1864 — four 
years and four months after its commencement —and, after a 
private exhibition at the studio of Mr. Ball, was stored away 
until the close of the war should release the foundery where it 
was to be cast from its engagements in the employ of the 
National Government. In July, 1868, the committee of gentle- 
men who had performed the duty of erecting within these grounds 
the statue of the lamented scholar, statesman and patriot, Mr. 
Everett — toward which object the liberality of our citizens had 
flowed with special and becoming generosity — appropriated 
from their surplus fund the sum of five thousand dollars in aid 
of the present enterprise. In September following the City 
Government of Boston confirmed unconditionally its original 
grant of ten thousand dollars. 

The contract for casting the statue was made with the Ames 
Manufacturing Company, of Chicopee, Mass., on the 5d day of 
August, 1867; and the work has been so skilfully and accept- 
ably performed by them, that there would seem to be no neces- 
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sity in the future of sending to European founderies for those of 
similar description. The pedestal was designed by Mr. Ham- 
matt Billings, one of the original members of the Statue Com- 
mittee; and was wrought by Messrs. J. F. & F. L. Gilman; the 
foundations were laid by Messrs. Standish and Woodbury. 
Thus the entire monument and its accessories of contributors, 
artists, founders, stone-cutters, masons and managers have been 
furnished from the resources of our own State of Massachusetts. 

Of the committee who have conducted the enterprise from its 
inception, two have died since it was undertaken, namely, John 
A. Andrew and Samuel E. Guild; two others have been added, 
and one has resigned. 

It has been the intention of the committee during the progress 
of the undertaking to convey the statue and pedestal, when com- 
pleted, to the City of Boston; to be held in trust for its citizens 
as an ornament to the public grounds, and as a tribute of grate- 
ful respect to the pre-eminent patriot who is appropriately and 
affectionately styled “the father of his country.” And now, in 
pursuance of this purpose, and on behalf of, the Washington 
Statue Committee, I surrender this monument to your custody, 
Mr. Mayor, in the hope and with the aspiration that while its 
granite and bronze shall perpetuate the name of Washington, 
it may also help to inspire in ourselves and in posterity the 
patriotism and virtues which rendered him illustrious. 

At the close of Mr. Rice’s address, which called out liberal 
applause, he handed to the Mayor the following letter: 


Boston, July 1, 1869.

Sir :— The Washington Statue Committee, — a corporation 
under the laws of this Commonwealth, composed of the follow-

The following response was then made by His Honor, Mayor 
Shurtleff. 


Boston, through its municipal authorities, accepts and now 
formally receives this magnificent equestrian statue of the great 
Washington, promising to protect and preserve it most faithfully. 

Long may it continue, unblemished and uninjured, to ornament 
these public grounds, a remembrance of the virtues and patriot- 
ism of the father of our country, and to ircite and encourage all 
by his noble example. And may it be a lasting memorial of the 
talents and skill of one of Boston’s most gifted sons, and of the 
public spirit and munificence of our citizens. 

The Mayor’s remarks were applauded, after which the cere- 
monies ended with loud cheers for the statue and Mr. Ball. 


At the meeting of the Board of Aldermen, held on July 6, 
1869, His Honor the Mayor submitted to the Board the follow- 
ing message: 

Boston, July 6, 1869. 
To tHE City CounciL or Boston: 


Herewith, I transmit to you an instrument executed by the 
officers of the Washington Statue Committee, a corporation estab- 
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lished under the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
conveying to the city of Boston, in trust for its citizens, the 
bronze equestrian statue of Washington, modelled by Thomas 
Ball, a native of this city. On Saturday last the statue .was 
surrendered by the committee to the city, and publicly received 
by me in your name and behalf, and is now at your disposal.

The communications having been read, ALDERMAN JAMES of- 
fered the following: 

Whereas His Honor the Mayor has communicated to the City 
Council the action of the Washington Statue Committee in con- 
veying to the city the equestrian statue of Washington, executed 
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by Thomas Ball, and erected on the Public Garden, and also his 
acceptance of the statue in behalf of the city. 

Resolved, That the grateful thanks of the City Council be 
presented to those citizens through whose generous contributions 
this noble work of art Has been produced, to stimulate the 
patriotism, and cultivate the taste of the people. 

Ordered, That the statue of Washington erected in the Public 
Garden, be placed under the charge of the Committee on Com- 
mon and Squares, and that said committee be authorized to have 
a suitable inscription engraved upon the pedestal of the statue. 

Ordered, That the addresses made at the unveiling of the 
statue of Washington on the Public Garden, together with the 
communication from His Honor the Mayor to the City Council, 
and the accompanying papers be printed asa city document. 

The resolve and orders were read a second time and passed, 
and haying been sent down to the Common Council were passed 
by that branch also, in coucurrence, and were approved by the 
Mayor, July 16, 1869. 


REMARKS. 


The extreme length of the statue is 16 feet; its extreme 
height is also 16 feet; the height of Washington is 12 feet. 
The pedestal, which is of Quincy Granite, was designed by 
Hammatt Billings, and is 15 feet in length, 74 feet in width, 
and 14 feet high. The weight of the statue is 10,000 pounds. 
The cost of the statue and pedestal was $42,400, and was de- 
frayed from funds provided as follows:

AN ORDINANCE 


TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 

Section 1. The Ordinance in relation to the Fire Depart- 
ment, printed in the edition of Laws and Ordinances of the year 
1863, is hereby amended by striking out the word “ city,” in 
the second line of the sixth section, and inserting in place 
thereof the words “section of the city in which they are 
assigned for duty”; also, by adding, after the words “ Chief 
Engineer,” in the eighteenth line of said section, the words “ at 
the regular monthly meeting of the Board”; also, by inserting 
after the word “deposited,” in the fourth line of the twelfth 
section, the words “ and report, at the regular monthly meeting 
of the Board, the condition of the district to which they are 
assigned ”; also, by striking out the word “quarterly,” in the

THE Committee on Ordinances would respectfully recommend 
the passage of the accompanying ordinance in relation to the 
Public Library. 

The changes proposed in the present ordinance are recom- 
mended by the Board of Trustees, at this time, for the purpose 
of having them inserted in the new edition of laws and ordi- 
nances authorized to be printed by the City Council. 

The only important alterations are: 

Furst. Reorganizing the Board of Trustees to conform to the 
other Boards elected by the City Council. 

Second. Striking out the provision making it obligatory 
upon the Board of Trustees to appoint a librarian; and, 

Third. Authorizing the Trustees to establish branch libraries 
in sections of the city distant from the central library, when 
appropriations are made for that purpose by the City Council.

AN ORDINANCE 


IN RELATION TO THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City of 
Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows: 


Section 1. In the month of January, in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy, and annually afterwards in said month, the 
city council shall elect, by concurrent vote of the two branches, 
one member of the board of aldermen and two members of the 
common council, to be members of the board of trustees of 
the public library, to hold office during the remainder of the 
municipal year in which they are elected, and until others are ~ 
elected in their places, unless sooner removed from office by the 
city council for cause. In the month of March or April, in the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy, and annually thereafter, in 
March or April, there shall be elected by concurrent vote of the 
two branches of the city council, two members of the board 
of trustees of the public library from the citizens at large, to 
hold their offices for three years from the first Monday in May 
in the year of their election, and until others are elected in 
their places, unless sooner removed from office by the city 
council for cause. Whenever any vacancy shall occur in said 
board of trustees by death, resignation or otherwise, such 
vacancy shall be reported by the said board to the city 


council; and they shall proceed to fill the same by the election 
1* 
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of another trustee in the manner aforesaid, who shall hold his 
office for the residue of the term for which such member, so 
deceased, resigned or removed, would have held the same. 

Secor. 2. The persons so chosen shall meet and organize 
themselves into a board, by the choice of one of their number 
as president; and they may make such rules and regulations 
for their own government, and in relation to the officers ap- 
pointed as hereinafter provided, as they may deem expedient, 
provided that they shall not be inconsistent with the provisions 
of this ordinance. 

Sect. 8. The said trustees shall have the general care and 
control of the public library, together with the interior of the 
building, its fixtures, furniture, and of the expenditure of all 
moneys appropriated therefor; and they may make such rules 
and regulations in relation to the same, and fix and enforce’such 
penalties for their violation as they may deem expedient and 
proper, subject at all times to such limitations, restrictions and 
amendments as the city council may direct. 

Sect. 4. The said trustees shall annually, in the month of 
May or June, present to the city council a report, made up to 
and including the thirtieth day of.the preceding April, containing 
a statement of the condition of the library, the number of books 
that have been added during the past year, with an account 
of all the receipts and expenditures, together with such infor- 
mation or suggestions as they may deem important; and they 
shall, at the same time, transmit to the city council the annual 
report of the committee for the examination of the library, 
hereinafter mentioned. 

Sect. 5. The board of trustees of the public library of 
the city of Boston shall, annually, as soon as may be after the 
organization of the board, and whenever any vacancy exists, 
appoint a suitable person for superintendent of the public li- 
brary, who shall hold his office for one year from the time of 
his appointment, and until some other person shall be appointed

in his place. Said superintendent shall be removable at the 
pleasure of the trustees, and shall receive such compensation 
as the city council may from time to time determine; he 
shall be a citizen of Boston and resident thereof, so much 
of the year as the trustees shall direct. Said bcard may 
appoint such assistants and subordinate officers as they may 
think necessary or expedient, and may remove the same, and 
shall fix their compensation; provided, that the amount thus 
paid shall not exceed, in the whole, the sum appropriated by the 
city council for that item of expense. . 

Scot. 6. The trustees shall annually appoint a committee 
of five citizens at large, who, together with a trustee as chair- 
man, shall examine the library, and make report of its condi- 
tion to the trustees. 

Seot. 7. No payment of money shall be made on account of 
the library, except by order of the board, and in pursuance of 
a warrant signed by the president. 

Sect. 8. Whenever there shall be occasion for repairs or 
alterations in any part of the library building, the superin- 
tendent shall cause the same to be reported to the joint standing — 
committee of the city council on public buildings. 

Sect. 9. A letter of acknowledgment, signed by the presi- 
dent, and countersigned by the superintendent, shall be promptly 
returned to every person making a donation to the library. 

Sect. 10. In préscribing the regulations relative to the care 
and use of the books, it shall be the duty of the trustees to 
adopt such measures as shall extend the benefits of the institu- 
tion as widely as possible among the citizens and residents of 
Boston; and when, in their judgment, the public interests will 
be advanced, the trustees may grant, for a limited period, privi- 
leges in the library to other individuals. 

Sect. 11. The said trustees shall have power, from time to 
time, to establish branch libraries of popular and useful books 
and periodicals in sections of the city distant from the main col- 
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lection, provided the same be not established until the necessary 
appropriations be duly voted by the city council, and the esti- 
mates for such appropriations be made a part of the annual es- 
timates of the city auditor. For this purpose they shall be 
authorized to provide suitable rooms, to appoint the necessary 
attendants, and to establish regulations for the same. 

Seot. 12. An ordinance in relation to the public library, 
passed the twentieth day of October, in the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-three, and the ordinance in relation to the 
election and residence of the superintendent and librarian, 
passed the eleventh day of July, in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-five, and all ordinances in addition thereto, 
and amendatory thereof, are hereby repealed; said repeal to 
take effect on the first day of January, in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy. | 

Sect. 13. This ordinance shall take effect on the first day 
of January, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy; pro- 
vided, however, that the members of the board of trustees of 
the Public Library, elected in the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-nine from the board of aldermen and the common 
council, shall continue to hold their office until the first Mon- 
day in January, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy, and 
until others are elected in their place, unless sooner removed;

Ordered: The Winthrop Railroad Company shall have the 
right to lay down tracks in several of the streets of that part 
of the city of Boston called Kast Boston, as follows: Commen- 
cing at the intersection of Lewis and Sumner streets, thete to 
connect with the tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad Company 
as now laid down; thence by a single track through Maverick 
Square; thence upon and over the centre of Chelsea and Sara- 
toga streets, to a point one hundred feet east of the easterly 
line of Wordsworth Street; thence by a curved track from the 
centre to the southerly side of Saratoga Street; thence on the 
southerly side of said Saratoga Street to the bridge connecting 
Breed’s Island, so called, and the town of Winthrop; thence upon 
and over said bridge, on the southerly side of the same, to the di- 
viding line between the city of Boston and the town of Winthrop. 
Also, the right to construct suitable turnouts, as follows: One in 
Maverick Square, one at the intersection of Saratoga and Chelsea 
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streets, one at the intersection of Saratoga and Byron streets, 
and one at or near the summit of the hill on Breed’s Island, so 
called. The Winthrop Railroad Company shall also have the 
right to enter upon and run their cars over the tracks of the Met-

The Committee on Ordinances, who were authorized to pre- 
pare and print a digest of the City Ordinances, would respect- 
fully recommend the passage of the accompanying Ordinances, 
providing for a change in the organization of the Board of 
Directors for Public Institutions, the Board of Trustees of 
Mount Hope Cemetery, and the Board of Trustees of the City 
Hospital, to correspond to the organization of the Water Board, 
as recommended and explained in City Document number 
seventy-one. 

In order to carry out the plan for a uniform organization of 
the several Boards having charge of Departments of the City 
Government, it is necessary to provide for an enlargement of 
the Board of Trustees for Mount Hope Cemetery. Under the 
present organization the Board is composed of one member of 
the Board of Aldermen, two members of the Council, and two 
persons elected from the citizens at large. This is the only 
Board where the Representatives from the City Council consti- 
tute a majority. The change recommended by the Committee 
will give two additional members from the citizens at large, 
making the whole number seven, namely, four at large, and 
three from the City Council.

“The Board of Directors for Public Institutions,” consisting of 
twelve suitable persons, residents of the City of Boston, who ~ 
shall have charge of the house of correction, house of industry, 
house of reformation, and lunatic hospital, and of such other in- 
stitutions as may be placed under their direction by the City 
Council. In the month of January, in the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy, and annually afterwards in said month, the City 
Council shall elect, by concurrent vote of the two branches, one 
member of the Board of Aldermen and two members of the 
Common Council, to be members of the Board of Directors for 
Public Institutions, to hold office during the remainder of the 
municipal year in which they are elected, and until others are 
elected in their place, unless sooner removed. 

In the month of March or April, in the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy, and annually thereafter in March or April, there 
shall be elected, by concurrent vote of the two branches of the 
City Council, three members of the Board of Directors for

removed. Said members elected from the City Council and 
from the citizens at large shall at all times be subject to removal 
from office by the City Council. for cause; and vacancies from 
any cause may be filled at any time for the unexpired term in 
the same manner as the original appointment.

In the month of January, in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy, the City Council shall proceed to elect, 
by concurrent vote, six persons, of whom three shall be elected 
from the citizens at large, one shall be a member of the 
Board of Aldermen, and two shall be members of the Common 
Council, who, with the person elected from the citizens at 
large in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, for two 
years, shall be a Board of Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery. 
The persons elected from the citizens at large shall hold 
their office, one for one year, and two for two years, from 
the first Monday in May, in the year of their election, and 
until others are elected in their place, unless sooner removed; 
and the members elected from the City Council shall hold their 
office for one year from the first day of said January, and until 
others are elected in their place, unless sooner removed. After 
said election, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy, said 
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Board of Trustees shall consist of seven persons; and annually

AN ORDINANCE 


IN RELATION TO THE MANUFACTURE, STORAGE AND SALE OF : 
PETROLEUM, AND ITS PRODUCTS. 


Be tt ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. Any person desiring to manufacture, refine, mix, 
store or keep for sale, any oil or fluid, composed wholly or in 
part of any of the products of petroleum, in a greater quantity 
than one hundred gallons, in any one locality in the City of 
Boston, except as provided in the fifth section of chapter one 
hundred and fifty-two, of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-nine, shall make application in writing for a license there- 
for, to the Board of Aldermen of said city, and shall state in snch 
application the locality, building, or part of a building, for which 
he desires a license, and whether he desires a license for manu- 
facturing, refining and mixing said articles, or any of them, or a 
license for storing and keeping them, or both. Such applica- 
tion shall be referred to the Chief Engineer of the Fire Depart- 
ment, who shall, within one week from the time of such reference, 
examine or cause to be examined by one of the Assistant Engi- 
neers, the locality or building described in such application, and - 
report in writing to the Board of Aldermen, his opinion of the 
propriety of granting the license applied for. 

Sect. 2. No license shall be granted for manufacturing, re- 
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fining, mixing, storing or keeping said articles, or any of them, 
upon any alley, sidewalk, street or wharf, within the limits of the 
city, nor in any part of a building occupied in whole or in part 
as a dwelling-house; nor upon any floor of a building above the 
first floor. 

Sect. 3. No license shall be granted for mixing, storing or 
keeping crude petroleum, naphtha or gasoline in any part of a 
building above the cellar, unless said articles are contained in 
metallic vessels securely closed. 

Sect. 4. No license shall be granted for selling or keeping 
for sale at retail, for illuminating purposes, any kerosene, refine 
petroleum, or any product of petroleum, which has not been in- 
spected by the officer appointed for that purpose by the Mayor 
and Aldermen. 

Seot. 5. Except as herein-before expressly provided, licenses 
may be granted for manufacturing, refining, mixing, storing and 
keeping said articles, or any of them, in cellars, or upon the first 
floor of buildings, or in other suitable localities, in such quantities 
over one hundred gallons, and in such a manner as the Board of 
Aldermen may in each case determine, except that no license shall 
be granted for manufacturing, refining, mixing, storing or keeping 
said articles, or any of them, upon the first floor of any building 
in a greater quantity than one hundred gallons, unless the same 
be contained in metallic vessels securely closed, or the foundations 
and walls of said building be of brick, stone or iron, and the sills 
or walls of said building be built without apertures for a space 
of at least one foot above the floor. 

Sect. 6. There shall be expressed in said license the name 
of the person or persons to whom the license is granted, and 
whether he, or they, are permitted to manufacture, refine and mix 
said articles, or any of them, or to store and keep them, or both, 
and a description of the locality, building, or part of a building 
licensed, and any limitations upon the quantity of said articles, 


or any of them, which may be manufactured, refined, mixed, 
1* 
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stored or kept therein, or upon the manner of manufacturing, 
refining, mixing, storing or keeping the same which the Board 
of Aldermen may in each case see fit to impose; and any person 
so licensed may manufacture, refine, mix, store or keep said 
articles, or any of them, within the terms of his license, either on 
his own account, or on account of any other person. All per- 
sons holding such license shall allow the Chief Engineer of the 
Fire Department, or any of the Assistant Engineers, or the 
Inspector or Inspectors appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen, 
to enter the premises described in the license, and take such 
samples of oils and make such examinations of the premises as 
said Engineers or Inspectors deem expedient. Any violation of 
the terms of said license shall work a revocation of the same, 
and the Board of Aldermen may revoke any license, without 
cause, at any time. — 

Seot. 7. It shall be the duty of the Chief and Assistant 
Engineers of the Fire Department, to make complaint to the 
Municipal Court of all violations of the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and fifty-two, and chapter three hundred and forty- 
five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, and 
to bring suits, in the name of the Mayor of the City, against all 
persons who manufacture, refine, mix, store, or keep for sale any 
oil, or fluid, composed wholly or in part, of the products of 
petroleum, without the license required by this ordinance.

An Act to provide for the Storage, Sale and Inspection of Petro. 
leum and its products. 


Be it enacted, &c., as follows : 


Section 1. The mayor and aldermen of every city, and the 
selectmen of every town of more than fifteen hundred inhabit- 
ants, and of every town of less than fifteen hundred inhabitants, 
upon the written application of five or more citizens of such 
town therefor, shall appoint, annually, one or more suitable per- 
sons, not interested in the sale of crude petroleum, or in the sale 
or manufacture of petroleum, earth rock oil, or in any of their 
products, to be inspector or inspectors thereof in said city or 
town, and fix their compensation, to be paid by persons requir- 
ing their services under the provisions of this statute, and who 
before entering upon the duties of their office shall be duly 
sworn. Any inspector guilty of fraud, deceit, or culpable negli- 
gence in the performance of his duties, shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the 
county jail or house of correction not exceeding one month, or 
by both, in the discretion of the court. 

Sect. 2. No person shall mix for sale, naphtha and illumin- 
ating oils, or shall sell or offer for sale such mixture, or shall sell 
or offer for sale, except for purposes of re-manufacture, illumin- 
ating oils made from coal or petroleum, which will evaporate a 
gas under one hundred degrees Fahrenheit, or ignite at a temper- 
ature of less than one hundred and ten degrees Fahrenheit, to 
be ascertained by the application of Tagliabue’s, or some other 
approved instrument; and any person so doing shall for each 
offence be punished by fine or imprisonment, as provided in the 
first section hereof; and shall also be liable therefor, to any 
person suffering damage from the explosion or ignition of such 
oil thus unlawfully sold or kept, or offered for sale; and such 
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oil thus unlawfully sold or kept, or offered for sale, and the casks 
or packages containing the same, shall be forfeited and sold, 
one-half of the proceeds of such sale to go to the Common- 
wealth and the other half to the informer. 

Seot. 3. For all the purposes of this act, all illuminating 
oils made from coal or petroleum, having an igniting point of 
less than one hundred and ten degrees Fahrenheit, to be deter- 
mined in the manner provided in the second section of this act, 
shall be deemed to be mixed with naphtha and shall be branded 
unsafe for illuminating purposes. 

Seot. 4. Any person who shall sell, or keep, or offer for 
sale, naphtha under any assumed name, shall for each offence, 
upon conviction thereof, be liable to the same penalties provided, 
and shall be subject to the same liabilities set forth, in the first 
two sections of this act. , 

Seor. 5. Crude petroleum, or any of its products, may be 
stored, kept, manufactured or refined in detached and properly 
ventilated buildings specially adapted to the purpose, and sur- 
rounded by an embankment constructed so as to effectually pre- 
vent the overflow of said petroleum or any of its products 
beyond the premises on which the same may be kept, manufac- 
tured or refined: said buildings to be occupied in no part as a 
dwelling; and, if less than fifty feet from any other building, 
must be separated therefrom by a stone or brick wall at least 
ten feet high and twelve inches thick; and any person keeping 
such articles in any other kind of building, except as is herein- 
after provided in the sixth section hereof, shall be punished by 
fine or imprisonment, in the manner provided in the first two 
sections hereof. 

Sect. 6. No person shall manufacture, refine, mix, store, or 
keep for sale, any oil or fluid composed wholly or in part of any 
of the products of petroleum, in any city or town, except as 
provided in the fifth section of this act, without a license first 
having been obtained from the mayor and aldermen of said city 
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or the selectmen of said town, and in said license there shall be 
expressed the manner, and the portion of any locality or build- 
ing, in which said articles may be mixed, stored or kept; and 
whoever mixes, stores or keeps said articles in any one locality, 
except as aforesaid, without having first obtained a license as 
herein required, or having obtained such license, mixes, stores or 
keeps said articles in a different manner, or in any other portion 
of said locality or building than is expressed in said license, 
shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding five hundred dollars, 
to be recovered in any appropriate form of action, to be insti- 
tuted in the name of the mayor of said city, or of the selectmen 
of said town; and the license granted in accordance with the 
provisions of this act shall continue to be in force from the time 
of granting the same until the first day of April next succeeding, 
unless sooner revoked; and said license shall be revokable at 
all times by the authorities granting the same. 

Sect. 7. Upon complaint made to the justice of any munici- 
pal or police court, or to a justice of the peace, by the mayor, or 
by an alderman of any city, or by a selectman of any town, or 
by an inspector appointed under the provisions of this act, 
or any engineer of a fire department, fireward, chief of police, 
or city marshal, that he has probable cause to suspect, and does 
suspect, that any of the articles enumerated in this act are 
offered for sale, or are deposited and kept within the limits of 
said city or town, contrary to the provisions of this act, said 
justice or court may issue a warrant directed to any such inspec- 
tor, engineer or fireward, or to any sheriff, deputy-sheriff, 
constable or police officer, ordering him to enter any shop, 
warehouse, manufactory, or any other building specified in the 
warrant, to make diligent search for such article or articles sus- 
pected to be so offered for sale, deposited or kept, and to make 
return of his doings to said justice or court forthwith. 

Sect. 8. None of the articles enumerated in this act shall be 
allowed to remain in any street, lane, alley or travelled way, 
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or upon any wharf, or in any yard, or on the grounds of any 
railroad corporation in any city for a longer time than twenty- 
four hours, and in any town for a longer time than forty-eight 
hours, without a special permit from the mayor and aldermen 
of said city, or the selectmen of said town, or from some person 
by them duly authorized; and any and all persons, so keeping 
such articles for a longer time, shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than fifty dollars for each and every such offence. 

Sreot. 9. The city council of any city, and the inhabitants 
of any town, may adopt such ordinances, by-laws and regula- 
tions, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, as they 
may deem reasonable in relation to the manufacture, mixing 
storing, keeping or selling within the corporate limits of said 
city or town, any of the articles herein enumerated, and may 
affix penalties for breaches thereof not exceeding fifty dollars 
for each offence, reasonable notice of which shall be given to all 
concerned. 

Sect. 10. Chapter two hundred and eighty-five of the acts 
ot the year eighteen hundred and sixty-six, and chapter two 
hundred and eighty-six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-seven, so far as they are inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act, are hereby repealed. 

Szor. 11. No person shall sell, or keep for sale, or in 
storage, any crude or refined petroleum, naphtha, kerosene, earth 
rock, machinery or illuminating oil, in any city or town, without 
having the same inspected and approved by an authorized 
inspector. And any person violating the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be fined and imprisoned in the manner provided in 
the first section of this act in relation to inspectors. 

Seot. 12. The first and tenth sections of this act shall take 
effect upon its passage, and the remaining sections thereof sixty 
days after its passage. [Approved April 10, 1869.]

Inspection of Petroleum and its products.” 
Be it enacted, §c., as follows : 


Section 1. The eleventh section of chapter one hundred and 
fifty-two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, 
is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 2. No person shall sell or keep for sale at retail, for 
illuminating purposes, any kerosene, refined petroleum or any 
porduct of petroleum, without having the same inspected and 
approved by an authorized inspector. Any person violating the 
provisions of this section shall be fined and imprisoned in the 
manner provided in the first section of chapter one iundred and 
fifty-two of the acts of the present year. [Approved June 2, 
1869.]

OFFICE OF THE BoARD OF DIRECTORS FOR PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS, 
Ciry Hat, Boston, July 1, 1869. 
To the City Council: 

GENTLEMEN, — The Board of Directors for Public Institutions 
would earnestly recommend the extension of the Cochituate 
water pipes to Decr Island to furnish a supply of pure water, 
the City having been already authorized by act of the legislature 
to do the same, and the present time apparently the most favor- 
able for its accomplishment. 

Taking into view the immediate annexation of Dorchester, 
which will bring its proportion of inmates, as is the case with 
every acquisition of territory, it is evident that our institutions, 
both charitable and correctional, will require enlarged accommo- 
dations and increased advantages for their economical main- 
tenance. The introduction of Cochituate water will supply a 
want which has long been felt, but the necessary legal provision 
has not been until now obtained. 

It would be particularly useful in the boilers in preventing in- 
crustations caused by the hard water in present use. The sub- 
stitution of boilers by which steam could be generated more 
speedily, and which require pure, soft water, would materially 
diminish the cost of fuel. Hydrants placed in convenient loca- 
tions at the Island would effectually prevent danger from fires, 
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there being at present no means at hand except a single hand 
engine, which would be of little use in an extensive conflagration. 

The water in the wells is unfit for washing, and requires the 
addition of soda or other material to render it suitable for laun- 
dry purposes. 

The convenience of having a plentiful supply of water as a 
sanitary measure, together with the saving in the expense in the 
management of the Institutions, commends the project as being 
useful and practicable. The increased magnitude and importance 
of our public institutions demand the most prudent supervision 
to support them at reasonable and moderate expenditures. The 
necessary appropriation must be large, but we believe that the 
introduction of Cochituate water at the Island would be an im- 
provement much needed, while the benefit thus derived and the 
permanent effect in the general care and support of the Institu- 
tions would prove to be salutary, and in an eminent degree ser- 
viceable to those dwelling upon the Island.

harbor commissioners. : 

The necessity for a supply of pure water has been long felt, 
principally in the running of the engines connected with the 
institutions. During most of the time there are four boilers in 
use,— four feet in diameter by twenty-eight feet in length; 
and the water for them is supplied from one well which is, not 
unfrequently, pumped dry three or four times each day. As a 
consequence the water becomes very brackish, and affects inju- 
riously the boilers and pumps. The average consumption of 
coal is about four and a half tons per day; and the engineers 

1* 
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state that, with good water, they can save thirty-three per cent 
of fuel. 

Another important consideration — the great risk from fire, 
owing to the want of an available supply of water — is very 
fully presented tn a communication from a member of the Board 
of Directors appended hereto. 

Great inconvenience, as well as considerable expense, is 
entailed on the laundry department by the use of well-water, 
which is unfit for use without the addition of large quantities 
of soda. 

The additional percentage of risk from fire, the extra 
expense in running the engines and in softening the water for 
washing, amount to more than the interest on the cost of in- 
troducing water. But above all these economical considera- 
tions there is to be taken into account the health of the inmates 
of these institutions — nearly one thousand in number — which 
would undoubtedly be greatly promoted by the introduction of 
a supply of pure water. | 

In regard to the cost and method of conveying the water, the 
Committee have received the following communication from the 
City Engineer : 

OFFICE OF City ENGINEER, 
Ciry Hatt, Boston, Sept. 11, 1869. 
To Alderman Hawes, Chairman of Committee on Water: 

Dear Sir, —In reference to the proposed supply of water 
“to Deer Island, I am of the opinion that the pipe should be 
of not less than six inches internal diameter, and that the 
flexible pipe for crossing the “Gut” should be of the same 
SIZe. 

The total length of pipe required, including the flexi- 
ble, is about 25,000 feet, and will cost, all complete, not

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over $2.16 per foot, or $54,000 for a length of 25,000 
feet. 

A six-inch pipe of the above length will deliver about 154 
gallons per minute at an elevation of 50 feet above tide 
marsh level.

Dear Sir, — Agreeably to your suggestion, I have conferred 
with Mr. Curtis, President of the Eliot Fire Insurance Co., and 
for five years one of the Directors for Public Institutions, who 
informs me, in view of the inadequate supply of water at Deer 
Island, he should charge for insurance on such property fifty per 
cent additional premium, say one and one-half per cent, instead 
of one per cent per annum. He also referred to the risk by 
fire, always attendant upon the occupancy of such institutions, 
alluding to the House of Reformation in Manchester, N. H., 
having been twice on fire, and subsequently totally destroyed. 

By reference to the Auditor’s Report for the year ending 
April 30, 1860, City Document No. 56, on pages 75 and 17, it 
will be seen that $29,636.17 was paid on account of erection 
of new wing for the House of’ Reformation, and new barn at 
Deer Island, both made necessary by the destruction of the 
buildings by fire, which caused great inconvenience. From the 
report of the Board of Directors for Public Institutions for the 
year 1859, City Document No. 25, page 45, the Superintendent 
states: “During the past year we have suffered from two dis- 


’ 
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astrous fires. After the one at the State Reform School, such 
were my fears that the same incendiary spirit would be mani- 
fested here, that I was not wholly unprepared for such an emer- 
gency. . . . Withall our renewed vigilance, the first fire 
broke out on the morning of the twenty-first of August, in the 
attic of the long wing occupied by the House of Reformation, 
spreading with such rapidity as to threaten the immediate 
destruction of the entire building. . . . On the thirtieth of 
October, ten weeks after, a fire was discovered in a building 
occupied as a paint shop, carriage house, and carpenter’s shop, 
which, with the large barn adjoining, were totally destroyed 
with about fifty tons of hay.” 

From City Document No. 7, 1862, page 43 of the Report of 
the Board of Directors for Public Institutions, it appears, the 
superintendent says, “The amount expended for repairs during 
the year, especially upon water tanks and pipes, and steam pumps 
and pipes, has been very large. In this connection, a suggestion 
as to the feasibility of obtaining a supply of soft and pure 
water is not inappropriate. As bearing upon the economy of 
the institution, to say nothing of the conveniences and comfort 
to be derived from it, this, in my judgment, is a matter of suffi- 
cient importance to demand serious consideration. The corro- 
sion of boilers and pipes and tanks, the rapid destruction of 
machinery, the premature decay of all cloth fabrics, which re- 
quire frequent washing, and other ill effects resulting from the 
impure character of the water we are now forced to use, create 
bills of cost none the less real nor less in amount because the. 
daily waste is not easily seen and cannot be readily computed. 
Besides, this brackish water, if not unhealthy, is exceedingly 
unpalatable. Especially is this the case whenever the tide rises 
high enough to overflow the beach. ‘This overflow of the sea, 
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both during its continuance and for a long time afterwards, ren- 
ders the water unfit either for drinking or cooking. Complaint 
and annoyance is the result. But your attention is now called 
to it, on account of its cost rather than its inconvenience. To 
avoid the latter is desirable. The former, if only a single de- 
cade of years is taken into account, will be found to be enor- 
mous.” 

From page 48 of the same report, a narrow escape from total 
destruction by fire is thus alluded to: “One of the boys in the 
House of Reformation, after long watching his opportunity, 

without being suspected, set fire to brooms and other combus- 
- tible material deposited in a portable wooden cupboard, which 
stood against the painted wooden partition of the reformation 
dining-room. JBefore the means of checking it could be pro- 
cured, a large surface of this partition and of the wooden ceil- 
ing overhead, together with the cupboara itself, presented a 
threatening sheet of flame, which had gained sufficient headway 
to appear defiant of control. It was with difficulty checked, 
and finally subdued without having done extensive damage. 
The author of it, convicted upon his own confession, was sen- 
tenced to the State Prison for seven years.”

THE Joint Special Committee who were instructed to report 
the terms upon which the East Boston Ferry Company will dis- 
pose of their franchise and property, and also an estimate of the 
true valuation of said franchise and property, and whether it is 
expedient for the City of Boston to purchase the same, beg 
leave to submit the following 


REPORT. 


The East Boston Ferry Company was organized under an 
Act of the Legislature, passed May 18, 1852, with authority to 
establish and support a ferry between the main land in the City 
of Boston and the Island of East Boston, for a term of twenty 
years. It was authorized to hold real and personal estate not ex- 
ceeding in amount the sum of three hundred thousand dollars, and 
allowed to collect and receive such tolls as the Mayor and Alder- 
men should determine, provided, however, that the rates of fer- 
riage should never be so much reduced as to reduce the yearly 
dividends of said company to an amount less than eight per 
cent on the amount of capital stock actually invested. It ap- 
pears from the last annual statement of the company, that the 
capital stock is $225,000, represented by 2,250 shares issued for 
one hundred dollars each. | 
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By the act of incorporation, the city was authorized to pur- 
chase and operate the ferry, the provisions relating thereto being 
as follows: 


Sect. 9. The City of Boston, by a vote of the City Council, 
may, at any time during the continuance of the charter of said 
Company, purchase of the said Company the said ferry, and 
all the franchise, property, rights, and privileges of the said 
Company, by paying them therefor such a sum as will reimburse 
them the amount of capital paid in, with a net profit thereon, as 
may be agreed upon, not exceeding ten per cent per annum, 
from the time of the payment thereof by the stockholders to the 
time of such purchase. 

Sect. 10. For the purpose of making the purchase afore- 
said, the City Council of the City of Boston shall have authority 
to issue, from time to time, notes, scrip, or certificates of debt, 
to be denominated on the face thereof ‘‘ Boston Ferry Scrip,” 
to an amount not exceeding in the whole the sum of five hundred 
thousand dollars, bearing interest at a rate not exceeding the 
legal rate of interest in this Commonwealth; and said interest 
shall be payable semi-annually, and the principal shall be payable 
at periods not more than forty years from the issuing of the said 
scrip, notes, or certificates respectively. And the said City Coun- 
cil may sell the same, or any part thereof, from time to time, at pub- 
lic or private sale, or pledge the same for money borrowed for the 
purpose aforesaid, on such terms and conditions as the said City 
Council.shall judge proper. All notes, scrip,and certificates of 
debt, to be issued as aforesaid, shall be signed by the treasurer 
and auditor, and countersigned by the mayor of the said city, 
and a record of all such notes, scrip, and certificates,-shall be 
made and kept by the said treasurer and auditor respectively. 

Sect. 11. Whenever said City of Boston shall purchase said 
ferry of said Company, all the rights, powers, and authority, 
given to said Company by this act, shall be vested in and exer- 
cised by said City of Boston, subject to all the duties, liabilities, 
and restrictions, herein contained, in such manner, and by such 
agents, officers, and servants, as the said City Council shall from 
time to time ordain, appoint, and direct. And said City of 
Boston shall have the right to collect and receive the same rates 
of toll as are allowed by the second section of this act to said 
Company: provided, that, whenever the tolls collected on said 
ferry shall be sufficient to reimburse the said City of Boston for 
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the cost of said ferry, with such a per cent interest, annually, as 
said City of Boston pays on said “ Boston Ferry Scrip,” and 
for all the expenses of the repairs and additions to said ferry, 
and all the current and incidental expenses of its superin- 
tendence and management, and to provide such a fund as the 
said City Council may regard sufficient for the future support of. 
said ferry, then the tolls on said ferry shall cease, and said ferry 
shall ever after be maintained by said City of Boston as a free 
ferry: provided, also, that the said City Council shall have the 
power and authority to re-establish such rates of toll on said 
ferry as may be sufficient to pay the current and _ incidental 
expenses of the superintendence and management thereof, when- 
ever the fund aforesaid shall be found insufficient for its support, 
and that the income, rents, and receipts of said ferry, after 
deducting all expenses and charges of support and maintenance, 
shall be set apart as a sinking fund, and shall be appropriated 
for and towards the payment of the principal and interest of said 
scrip, and for the accumulation of the fund aforesaid; and shall, » 
under the management, control, and direction of the mayor, 
treasurer, and auditor of said city, or the major part of them 
for the time being, who shall be trustees of the said fund, be 
applied solely to the use and purpose aforesaid. And the said 
trustees shall, whenever thereto required by said City Council, 
render a just, true, and full account to the said City Council of 
all their receipts, payments, and doings under the provisions of 
this section. 


In 1859, the receipts of the company having become greatly 
reduced, from carrying on a ruinous competition with the Peo- 
ple’s Ferry Company, the City Council, with a view to the relief 
of the ferries by furnishing free avenues and landings, purchased 
of the East Boston Ferry Company the following property : 

Hastern Avenue, and the pier, wharf and dock to the Com- 
missioners’ line, containing in all 83,124 square feet; 

The use for ferry purposes forever of the wharf and landing 
on the East Boston side, lying north of the south line of Lewis 
street, containing in all 37,896 square feet; 

The drops, tanks and buildings attached to the above-described 
property on both sides of the ferry. 

In consideration of the purchase of this property by the city 
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for $125,000, the East Boston Ferry Company gave a bond to 
the city, bearing even date with the conveyance, to maintain and 
operate the ferry for a term of ten years, the following being a 
copy of said bond: 


KNow ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS, That the East Boston 
Ferry Company, a corporation duly established under the laws 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and located in the City 
of Boston, in said Commonwealth, is holden and stands firmly 
bound and obliged unto the City of Boston, in the full and just 
sun of One Hundred Thousand Dollars, to be paid unto the said 
City of Boston, its successors or assigns; to which payment, 
well and truly to be made, the said Hast Boston Ferry Company 
binds itself, its successors and assigns, firmly by these presents. 

In witness whereof, the said East Boston Ferry Company has 
caused its Corporate seat to be hereunto affixed, and these 
presents to be signed by Samuel Hall, its President, and George 
F. Wadsworth, its Treasurer, both thereunto duly authorized, 
this first day of November, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-nine.

It should be stated, in this connection, that the tenure under 
which the East Boston Ferry Company now occupies the Peo- 
ple’s Ferry landings, so called, is terminable at the pleasure of 
the City Council, and is not, therefore, of any value in an esti- 
mate of the Company’s rights for conveyance. 

Karly in the present year, a large number of petitions, in 
favor of the purchase by the city of the ferry, representing 
not less than forty million dollars of taxable property in 
this city, were sent to the City Council, and referred to this 
Committee.

Dear Sir,—In accordance with your request, the undersigned 
have made as careful an examination of the property of the 
“Hast Boston Ferry Company” (which it is proposed to trans- 
fer to the City of Boston) as they were enabled we do with the 
facilities extended to them. 

We desired to examine carefully and closely the condition of 
the several boats belonging to the Ferry Company, but were not 
permitted to do so; in fact, we could obtain no information 
whatever from the officers of the Ferry Company, and were not 
even informed by them in what the property consisted which it

was proposed to transfer to the city: and we were, therefore, 
compelled to obtain the information in the best way we could. 

Consequently our estimate of the value of these boats has 
not been based upon such a close and critical examination 
as we should like to have made, but upon such an observation 
of their general condition and efficiency as we were enabled to 
make by simply besetting them, and seeing the operation of 
those running on the ferry. 

In fixing upon their value, we have not confined ourselves to 
the value of such boats in the general market, but have endeay- 
ored to make a liberal estimate of their value as ferry-boats 
having a business for which they are adapted.

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FERRY DOCK PROPERTY AT EAST BOSTON. 


The property, as we learn from reference to the assessor’s 
books, has a superficies of 30,800 square feet, and is assessed 
upon a valuation of $1,75, per foot, and, from the best informa- 
tion we can obtain, would not sellin market for a higher price, 
if even for so much; we have, therefore, adopted the assessor’s 
rate as being its full value, viz:

From the information we have obtained, it appears that the 
present consumption of coal on the two boats now running on 
the ferry is about 3,400 tons per annum; and, assuming that, 
by the increasing traffic of the ferry, three or even four boats, 
will of necessity be run during the busy periods of the day, 
this quantity may, by such increased traffic, be increased fifty 
per cent, making the total quantity per annum 5,100 tons. 

The wharfage rate for landing coal at Hast Boston we learn 
to be 15 cents per ton. 

Hence the wharfage for landing 5,100 tons will be $765 per 
annum; this sum, at the rate of seven per cent, would represent 
the interest upon a capital of $10,950. 

We therefore estimate this privilege, which we understand to 
be perpetual, or so long as the ferry is operated, at $10,950. 
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FERRY SLIP AND BRIDGE BELONGING TO THE FERRY COMPANY 
ON THE BOSTON SIDE. 


This slip, with the drop or bridge leading to it, are in a very 
bad condition. The bridge we do not consider safe to be used 
for ferry purposes without rebuilding, or at least undergoing 
very extensive repairs, which will require a large outlay. In 
their present condition, we estimate the value of the improve- 
ments at this slip—viz, piling, bridge and float, and the ap- 
proaches — at $3,000. 


LEASE OF FERRY SLIP ON BOSTON SIDE. 


This slip (the northern) on the Boston side, and usually des- 
ignated “Sargent’s Slip,” was leased by the old Ferry Company 
upon a long lease, which has many years yet to run, and the 
rental paid under this lease is much more than could probably 
be obtained for the slip for any other purpose. 

It may be true that, for ferry purposes, the slip, owing to its 
form, dimensions and location, is more valuable than for com- 
mercial purposes, but we think the rental very high even for 
ferry purposes, its principal value being for a spare slip. The 
approaches to the slip are so inconvenient that it will only be 
used for the ordinary running of the ferry, when compelled by 
necessity. 

Under these circumstances, we do not think the transfer of 
this lease to the city of any value whatever; indeed, we think if 
the other property of the Ferry Company could be transferred 
without including this lease, it would be more desirable. 

We therefore estimate the transfer of this lease of no intrinsic 
value whatever to the city, but, for the purposes of a legal trans- 
fer, would estimate it at a mere nominal sum of $100. 


FERRY CHARTER. 


We learn that the ferry charter has less than two and a half 
years to run, and that no renewal of term is conditioned to the 
company in its present charter. 
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The slips, houses, bridges and boats are generally in an 
inferior condition to what they should be to satisfy the require- 
ments of so important a ferry; and it would take some months 
to bring the property into what we consider a proper state of 
efficiency. 

For several years this ferry has been run without making any 
dividends to the stockholders, so that the fair inference is, that 
the receipts no more than covered the current expenses. 

It is true that the number of boats has been increased, and 
of larger dimensions than formerly used; also the property at 
the landings has been increased since the first organization of 
the company: but it is also true, if the information received by 
us is correct, that the company has issued bonds to an amount 
equal to, if not greater than, the total expense of all the improve- 
ments named. 

And further, on October 5th, 1868, the Ferry Company peti- 
tioned the Board of Aldermen for an increase of the rates of 
ferriage, upon the plea that “the amount received for tolls has 
barely suffiged to meet the expenses of the company,” and that 
“their recent engagement to run a second ferry increases the 
necessary cost of maintaining the ferries,” thereby leaving it to 
be inferred that, as now running the two ferries, the receipts 
were not equal to the current expenses; they further say, in 
speaking of expenses incurred in making improvements, that “ to 
effect these improvements has consumed all the earnings of the 
company and created a considerable debt,” and that “the Ferry 
Company has paid no dividend in fourteen years”; in fact, it is 
generally understood that the stock of this company has not 
been a paying stock. We are of the opinion that the facts here 
stated are sufficient to warrant us in assuming that the unex- 
pired term of the charter has no value in itself considered; nor 
would it command any price in the market, except as connected 
with the possibility or probability of a renewal: and we would 
respectfully refer to their petition in confirmation of this opin- 
ion.

The only value or basis of value of the unexpired term of the 
charter must be upon the contingency of its renewal, and is, 
therefore, very small. 

In view of these facts, we are of the opinion that a valuation 
of $15,000 for this unexpired term is as great as can with pro- 
priety be attached to it, and therefore so estimate it. 

Our valuation of the property will therefore sum up as fol- 
lows, viz:

In view of the fact, as stated in the foregoing report, that the 
appraisers did not receive proper facilities for making an accu- 
rate estimate of the property, the clerk was instructed to request 
the Ferry Company to furnish a statement in detail of all the 
property, rights and privileges which it had offered to convey to 
the city for the sum of $350,000.

It appears from the foregoing statement that the appraisers 
omitted to estimate the value of the right of way over the Hast- 
ern Avenue from Sargent’s Wharf, and the right to use the 
avenue and landings en the East Boston side, so long as the 
company shall maintain and operate a ferry. Although these 
rights were granted by the city for the nominal consideration 
of one dollar, they are undoubtedly of value to the corporation ; 
and the city occupies the same position in purchasing that an 
individual or a corporation would occupy, and must pay for any 
valuable rights or privileges which the Ferry Company can 
convey. . | 

It also appears to the Committee that the appraisers have 
put too low an estimate upon the wharf and dock property 
owned by the company on the East Boston side. In other re- 
spects the appraisal appears to us as substantially correct. 

After a careful examination of the facts presented to them, 
the Committee are of the opinion that $275,000 would be a fair 
estimate of the value of the property, rights and privileges 
which the Ferry Company has offered to sell to the city for 
$350,000. : 

Believing that the time has arrived when the best interests, 
not only of Kast Boston, but of the whole city, would be greatly 
promoted by having the ferry owned by the city, and oper- 
ated by commissioners chosen by the City Council, the Commit- 
tee would recommend its purchase, in the manner authorized in 
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the act of incorporation, as quoted at the beginning of this 
report. « . 

In regard to the management of the ferry after it comes into 
the possession of the city, it would be premature to do anything 
more at this time than to state, that the citizens of Hast Boston 
have not, as yet, asked for free communication with the city 
proper; and that it will give satisfaction if a sufficient rate of 
toll is established to produce an income which will cover the 
current expense of maintaining the ferry, and pay the interest on 
the ferry scrip issued for the purchase. 

The Committee would respectfully recommend the passage of 
the accompanying orders.

THE undersigned, a member of the Joint Special Committee 
appointed to consider the expediency of purchasing the franchise 
and property of the Hast Boston Ferry Company, feels con- 
strained to dissent from the recommendation that the city should 
purchase and maintain the ferry, and begs leave to state, very 
briefly, his reasons therefor. 

The convenience of a portion only of the inhabitants of the 
city is affected by the maintenance of communication between 
East Boston and the city proper; and it would be manifestly 
contrary to the plainest principles of good government to make 
all sections of the city equally responsible for transportation to 
one section, to the almost exclusive benefit of that section. ‘To 
the extent that the interests of certain citizens are dependent 
upon ferry facilities, the city has, at the present time, sufficient 
control. ‘The second section of the act of incorporation provides 
that the company shall be bound to furnish all such accommo- 
dations for the transportation of persons, animals, merchandise, 
etc., as the mayor and aldermen of the City of Boston, for the 
time being, shall from time to time consider that the public con- 
venience requires, and shall be allowed to collect and receive 
such tolls as the mayor and aldermen shall determine, provided 
that the rates shall be sufficient to produce a dividend of eight 
per cent on the capital stock actually invested. 

The present accommodation for transportation falls but little 
short of what those most interested would deem sufficient; and 
the tolls now collected are those established by the Board

of Aldermen when the company first went into operation, in 
1852. 

It appears to the undersigned that only.the most pressing 
exigency, such as the inability of private enterprise to furnish 
means of communication, would justify the city in taking pos- 
session of, and operating, the ferry. Clearly such an exigency 
does not exist at the present time. The citizens of Kast Boston 
are only suffering under inconveniences which have always ex- 
isted, and which are inseparable from their location. 

It may properly be assumed, in view of the present condition ~ 
of the question, that the real motive for urging that the city 
should take possession of the ferry is to establish free transpor- 
tation. Undoubtedly that would be the result in a very short 
time; and the city would be burdened with an annual tax of 
$150,000 or $200,000 to cover the current expenses of main- 
taining the ferry, and pay the interest on the ferry scrip. 

So far as the economical management of the ferry is con- 
cerned, it is hardly necessary to state, that all experience has 
shown that the business of a private corporation is conducted 
with far greater economy than the business of any political 
organization, however careful the system may be. 

Holding these views, the undersigned deems it inexpedient for 
the city to purchase the franchise and property of the Hast 
Boston Ferry. :

OPINION OF THE COURT. 


CHAPMAN, C. J. 

The St. of 1852, c. 244, § 2, regulating the tolls which 
the Ferry Company may charge, is very explicit in its provi- 
sions. The first clause binds the Company to furnish all 
such accommodations for transportation as the Mayor and 
Aldermen for the time being shall from-time to time consider 
that the public accommodation requires. This provision con- 
- stitutes the Mayor and Aldermen a tribunal whose jurisdiction 
is final in respect to that matter. Whatever accommodations 
they may in their discretion require, the company must furnish. 
The next clause provides that the company shall be allowed to 
collect and receive such tolls as the Mayor and Aldermen shall 
determine. This makes it the duty of that Board of officers to 
establish rates of toll; and, if it stood alone and unrestricted, 
the interests of the company in that respect would be committed 
to their discretion. But the Legislature did not see fit to do 
this. They added another clause, which was evidently intended 
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to protect the interests of the company, by placing an absolute 
limit upon the power of the Board. It provides that the rates 
of ferriage shall never be so much reduced as to reduce the 
yearly dividend of the company to an amount less than eight 
per cent on the amount of capital stock invested. A reduction 
of the tolls below this limit violates this provision, and is an act 
in excess of the authority conferred upon the Board. And if 
the rates of toll are once properly established, but afterwards 
become insufficient, it is clearly implied that upon the applica- 
tion of the company, the Board shall from time to time establish 
new rates which shall be within the limits of their authority. 
Such a construction is required by the obvious policy of the Act, 
which is to protect the interests of the company as well as to ~ 
provide for the accommodation of the public. 

It is said, in behalf of the Board, that the duty imposed upon 
them is of a judicial nature, and that their decision, made in 
good faith, is final. But this does not take into view the limita- 
tion put by the Act upon their authority. It assumes that they 
have as full power to reduce the tolls below the prescribed limit 
as to regulate them at or above that standard. ‘This is plainly 
an error. 

It is further said that it may be impossible for the company 
to earn enough to amount to eight per cent upon their capital 
stock invested, out of the traffic existing between Boston and 
Kast Boston. It is quite obvious that this may be true; and 
that there may be such a lack of business as to make the invest- 
ment unprofitable at any rates of toll. The legislature, when 
framing the act, could not have failed to see that this might hap- 
pen, and that the tolls might, under its provisions, be raised so 
high as nearly or quite to deprive the company of all patronage. 
In that event, the enterprise would prove to be a failure; and 
the company would be compelled to abandon it, and dispose of 
their property as they best could. And from the nature of the 
enterprise it must have been obvious to all parties interested, 
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that there would be some risk that the profits would fall short of 
eight per cent. If this should happen through lack of business, 
the consideration that a high rate of tolls tends to diminish patron- 
age and income would tend to restrain the company from asking 
to have them raised to a very high rate, and to be satisfied with a 
rate that yielded less than eight per cent. If, on the other hand, 
the rates should be fixed so high as to produce more than eight 
per cent, (a rate of income which the legislature has deemed to be 
reasonable, in view of all the risks to be run), the Mayor and 
Aldermen may lower them, from time to time, so as to keep the 
income down to that limit. In view of the whole matter, the 
fair interpretation of the clause is, that the rates shall be fixed 
so that upon the current business of the company they shall have 
a right to receive, at least, the prescribed income. If the effect 
of this should be to diminish their business and make a further 
increase of rates necessary they will be entitled to a further 
increase. If evils shall be produced thereby, the legislature 
have left them to correct themselves. If the enterprise proves 
a failure, it may be abandoned; or if the company find it for 
their interest to lower their rates, they may do so. But, so 
long as they comply with the requirements of the Mayor and 
Aldermen in furnishing accommodations, they have a right to 
demand that the requirements of the statute as to the rates of 
toll shall be observed. 

The case stated in the petition is, that the Mayor and Alder- 
men have required of the company very expensive accommoda- 
tions for the public, and that these requirements have been 
complied with; that the company have not been able, at the 
present rates of toll, to make any dividends; that they have 
petitioned the board to increase the rates of toll, and have had 
a hearing on their petition, and have proved such facts as entitle 
them to have the prayer of their petition granted. It is not 
alleged that the proceedings have been terminated by a dismissal 
of the petition, or by an adjudication of any kind; but that the 
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Board unreasonably neglect to proceed and make any legal 
adjudication in the matter. | 

In such a case, the law should provide a remedy; and it is 
well settled that mandamus is the appropriate remedy to compel 
the defendants to decide the matter, and to make such a decision 
as they have authority by the statute to make. So far as it 
invests them with discretionary power, this Court cannot by 
mandamus interfere with the exercise of that discretion: but 
they may be required to act, and to act within the limits of their 
authority. Chase vs. Blackstone Canal Company, 10 Pick. 244. 
. Smith vs. Mayor and Aldermen of Boston, 1 Gray, 72. See 
also the authorities cited by the respondents.

To the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Boston, Greeting : 


Whereas, we have been given to understand in our Supreme 
Judicial Court, now holden at Boston, within and for our County 
of Suffolk, by the East Boston Ferry Company, a corporation 
duly established by an act of the General Court, entitled An 
Act to incorporate the East Boston Ferry Company, approved 
by the Governor May 18, A. D. 1852, that said company was 
incorporated for the purpose of establishing and supporting a 
ferry between the mainland in the city of Boston aforesaid and 
the island of East Boston, and all the rights, powers, privileges 
and franchises in said act set forth or referred to were vested in 
said company. ‘That said ferry was established and opened for 
public use within five years from the passage of said act, viz: 
in the year eighteen hundred and fifty-two; and that it has been 
maintained as a ferry for public use thenceforward to the pres- 
ent time. That by an act of the General Court entitled, “An 
Act concerning the East Boston Ferry Company, approved by 
the Governor June 12, A. D. 1868,” said company was author- 
ized to run ferry boats to and from the landings on the main- 
land in Boston and on the island of East Boston, formerly 
owned by the People’s Ferry Company, and owned by the said 
city at the passage of said last named act, provided the consent 
of the Board of Aldermen of said city were first obtained, and 
only during the continuance of such consent or any renewal 
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thereof. That said last named act was duly accepted by the 
stockholders of said company at a meeting held in said Boston 
in the month of August, A. D. 1868. And that thereafter the 
consent of said Board was obtained; and said company there- 
upon commenced and has hitherto continued running ferry boats 
between the landings named in said last mentioned act, being 
the People’s Ferry Company’s landings so-called. That on the 
second day of January current, the said Board of Aldermen 
passed a vote, approved by the Mayor of said city on the same 
day, in the words and figures following: 


“Qrty oF Boston, In BoarD OF ALDERMEN, Jan. 2, 1869. 


“Whereas, on the 7th June, 1865, the Hast Boston Ferry Com- 
pany were running two boats between Hast Boston and the city 
proper, and were ordered by the Board of Aldermen to provide 
such additional amount of ferry accommodation as should be 
equivalent to at least fifty per cent increase of the facilities 
then afforded for transportation; and, Whereas, said company 
did, on the Ist January, 1869, withdraw two of their boats, and 
are at the present time running only two boats; and, Whereas, 
in the opinion of this Board, the public convenience requires 
that said company should furnish additional ferry accommoda- 
tions at this time, it is therefore ordered, that said East Boston 
Ferry Company be directed to run three boats between Hast 
Boston and the city proper, namely: two boats between the 
landings of the Hast Boston Ferry, and one boat between the 
landings formerly occupied by the People’s Ferry Company; 
said boats to be run at such hours as shall best accommodate 
the public travel.

That said company is now running its ferry boats between 
its former landings, being the East Boston Ferry Company’s 
landings, so-called, and between the People’s Ferry Company’s 
landings, so-called, in the exercise of the power conferred by 
said acts, and in conformity with and obedience to both said 
votes of said Board of Aldermen. 

That by the second section of said first named act, said com- 
pany is bound to furnish all such accommodation for the trans- 
portation of persons, horses, cattle, carriages, wagons, goods, 
and merchandise as the Mayor and Aldermen of the city of 
Boston, for the time being, shall from time to time consider that 
the public convenience require; and shall be allowed to collect 
and receive such tolls as the said Mayor and Aldermen shall 
determine. Provided, however, that the rates of ferriage shall 
never be so much reduced as to reduce the yearly dividends of 
said company to an amount less than eight per cent on the 


amount of capital stock actually invested. That the Mayor and

Aldermen have from time to time, as appears by their said votes, 
ordered said company to furnish such accommodation for the 
purposes named in said act as they considered that the public 
convenience required; and that said company has at all times 
furnished all the accommodations so ordered. 

That the Mayor and Aldermen, by their order passed October 
4, A. D. 1852, fixed the rate of tolls to be charged by said com- 
pany for ferriage, a schedule of which is hereto annexed, marked 
Exhibit “A.” That with the exception of a term of years, ending 
July 1, A. D. 1860, during which time it charged rates lower 
than fixed by such order, said company has charged and col- 
lected the rates fixed in manner aforesaid. 

That in the year 1854 the amount of capital stock of said 
company actually invested was two hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($225,000), and since that year has remained 
unchanged. 

That the net earnings of said company for many years past, 
to wit, since August 4, A. D. 1854, have not sufficed to enable 
the company to earn or pay any dividend whatever. 
~ That the said rates of tolls fixed by the aforesaid order are so 
low and for a long time, to wit, for more than eight years, have 
been so low that the company has been and now is unable to pay 
or earn any dividend upon its said capital. 

That the rates of toll were fixed by said order in the money 
of the United States, and that said money at that time and for 
many years thereafter, to wit, until the year 1862, consisted 
solely of coined money in gold and silver, having a certain well 
known and unchanging value; but that since that year the law- 
ful money has consisted of United States notes or promises, 
which notes have constantly fluctuated in value and have been 
permanently depreciated below their nominal value in coin 
money ; that this depreciation is such that at the present time the 
nominal dollar is worth about seventy-four cents in coin, and has 
averaged in value much below that amount. 
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That the effect of this depreciation is a substantial lessening 
of the actual or true value of the tolls received and fixed by said 
order, though the nominal amount remains the same. 

That while the actual receipts of said company have thus been 
largely and for a long period of time curtailed, the expenses 
both in the purchase of all supplies and material, and in the 
payment of labor have been largely increased by the direct and 
indirect effect of taxation, and by other causes following upon 
the late war; and that the running of two ferries, as the said 
company now do, in compliance with the order of said Mayor 
and Aldermen, instead of one ferry, as they formerly run, is an 
additional and serious expense. 

That by reason of this increase of their expenses, and this de- 
preciation of the currency, said company, on the 5th day of 
October, A. D. 1868, presented to the Mayor and Aldermen of 
said city their petition, of which the following is a copy: 


To the Honorable the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the City 
of Boston : 


Respectfully represents the Kast Boston Ferry Company that 
under the provisions of the second section of this act of incor- 
poration they are entitled to collect and receive such tolls as the 
Mayor and Aldermen of the said city shall determine, and that 
said section further expressly provides that the rates of ferriage 
shall never be so much reduced as to reduce the yearly dividends 
of said company to an amount less than eight per cent on the 
amount of capital actually invested. 

The East Boston Ferry Company are now collecting the rates 
of toll established by the Mayor and Aldermen of the city of 
Boston in the year 1852, at which time the annual cost of run- 
ning the entire ferry was less then than the present annual cost 
of running one of their steamers. 

The accounts of the company show that owing to the depreci- 
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ation of money and the high price of labor and materials dur- 
ing and since the war, the amount received for tolls has barely 
sufficed to meet the expenses of the company, and that their re- 
cent engagement to run a second ferry increases a necessary 
cost of maintaining the ferries. | 

The Ferry Company have now two ferries in operation. They 
continue to run the old line from the former slips, and they have 
established a new line from the slips formerly occupied by 
the Peoples’ Ferry Company. They own six steamboats, two 
of which have been bought within the last fifteen months. 

These six boats have a capacity for transportation more than 
three times as great as that of the boats running on the ferry at 
the close of the year 1865, shortly before it came into the hands 
of the present board of directors, and the speed is one-third 
greater. 

To effect these improvements has consumed all of the earn- 
ings of the company, and created a considerable debt. 

And it must be added that these improvements were under- 
taken and carried through in the face of the fact that the 
Kast Boston Ferry Company had paid no dividend for fourteen 
years, and had, by slow degrees and with much difficulty, extin- 
euished a previous debt; and also in face of the more impressive 
facts that, of the thirty-four years during which the ferries have 
run, but four semi-annual dividends have been made in all; that 
the original stockholders lost their entire capital; that the Hast 
Boston and Eastern Railroad Companies sunk no inconsiderable 
sums of money to sustain the ferries; and that, after running 
nine years, the People’s Ferry Company went down witha loss 
of all its capital and earnings, and subsidies, except a final 
dividend of one dollar to a share, which was returned to the 
stockholders of that company. 

The company therefore respectfully pray, that the rates of toll 
may be increased to such an extent as will enable the company 
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to earn and divide a yearly dividend of eight per cent on their 
invested capital.

That said Mayor and Aldermen, before the presentation of 
said petition, knew the outlays and receipts of said company; 
and that said company failed to earn eight per cent as aforesaid, 
inasmuch as the books of said company were at all times open 
to the inspection of their Committee on Ferries, in obedience to 
the provision of the sixth section of said company’s charter; 
and further, that in the month of January of every year, the 
directors of said company had made a return to said Mayor and 
Alderman, under oath, and in obedience to said section, of all 
their acts and doings, receipts and expenditures, specifying the 
several items making up said expenditures. 

That said petition was duly referred, by said Board of Alder- 
men, to their Committee on Ferries, being the appropriate com- 
mittee therefor. And said Mayor and Aldermen thereafter ap- 
pointed a time for a hearing on said petition, at which time said 
company appeared and was duly heard. And further, that at 
an adjourned hearing, remonstrants against said petition were 
duly heard; but the facts alleged in said petition were neither 
disproved nor denied; but the prayer of said petition was op- 
posed on grounds of public policy, and its inconvenience to the 
inhabitants of Hast Boston. | 

That said Board, pending said hearings, directed said com- 
mittee to obtain an accurate record of the daily travel by the 
Kast Boston Ferries, for a period not less than eight days; and 
said committee reported a record in conformity with such direc- 
tion, on the twenty-first day of December, A. D. 1868, being 
the last day of said hearing. 
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That after said hearing was finished, said petition was recom- 
mitted to said committee, and that no further report or action 
has been had thereon; but notwithstanding the repeated and 
urgent requests of said company, said Board has neglected to 
take further action, and to grant the prayer of said petition, or 
in any manner to raise the rates of toll fixed by said order. 

That at said hearings said company showed that the raising 
of said rates to the intent of fifty per cent was necessary to 
enable said company to earn eight per cent on its said capital, 
after paying its ordinary expenses.

Section 1. The ordinance concerning the assessment and 
collection of taxes, passed the third day of January, in the year 
‘eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, and amended the twenty-fourth 
day of February, in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, 
is hereby further amended by striking out, in the twelfth line of 
the first section, the word “nineteen,” and inserting in place 
“thereof the words “twenty-two.” 

Also, by striking out, in the third line of the third section, the 
word’ “ nineteen,” and inserting in place thereof the words 
“twenty-two.” 

Also, by striking out all after the word “each” in the 
fourth line of the fourth section, and inserting in the place 
thereof the following: “ Assessment District; and the Board of 
Assessors shall annually in the month of January, on or before 
the fifteenth day thereof, file with the City Clerk the number, 
not exceeding twenty-two, of Assessment Districts within the City, 
with their location and boundaries; and each Assessment Dis- 
trict shall be wholly within one ward. Each Second Assistant 
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Assessor shall be a resident of the ward within which is located 
the Assessment District for which he is elected. For their 
services said Assistants shall receive such compensation as the 
City Council may from time to time determine.”

AN QRDINANCE 


TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO STREETS. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. ‘The ordinance in relation to streets, printed in 
the edition of laws and ordinances of 1863, is hereby amended 
by striking out the fourth section, and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 

“Sect. 4. The said superintendent is authorized, with the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen, to appoint such assistants 
as he may deem necessary; said assistants to act under his con- 
trol and direction, and to receive such compensation as the City 
Council may from time to time determine. The said assistants 
may be removed at any time by the said superintendent, or the 
Board of Aldermen.” | 

Also, by striking out the twenty-second section, and inserting 
in place thereof the following: 

“Srot. 22. No person or persons shall hereafter erect, fasten 
or affix, any canopy, awning, shade, shade-frame, or shade-cur- 
tain before any house, shop, or store in any street or highway; 
or fasten or affix any awning, shade, or shade-curtain to any 
wooden or iron frame already erected, fastened or aflixed to 
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any house, shop or store on any street or highway, without first 
obtaining permission in writing from the Superintendent of 
Lamps; and said Superintendent is hereby empowered to give 
permits for erecting, fastening, or affixing such canopies, awn- 
. ings, shades, or shade-curtains, where, in his opinion, the public 
safety and convenience, and the proper lighting of the streets 
will not be interfered with; and any person who erects, fastens 
or affixes any canopy, awning, shade, or shade-curtain of any 
description whatsoever, without such permit, and neglects to 
remove the same after notice given by the said Superintendent, 
or any police officer, shall forfeit and pay the sum of two dollars 
for each and every day the same shall remain after said notice. 
Any canopies, awnings, shades, or shade-curtains which shall 
have been erected, fastened or affixed to any building, or any 
wooden or iron frame, on any street or highway, at the passage 
of this ordinance, shall be removed forthwith upon the order of 
the Board of Aldermen; and any person who neglects to re- 
move the same upon said order of the Board of Aldermen, shall 
forfeit and pay the sum of two dollars for each and every day 
the same shall remain after said order.” 

Also, by striking out the twenty-third section, and inserting 
in place thereof the following: : 

“Secor. 23. No person shall hang, affix, erect or fasten, any 
sign, show-bill, lantern or show-board of any description what- 
soever, which shall project into or over any street more than 
one foot, without first obtaining the permission of the Board of 
Aldermen therefor, which license or permission shall be subject 
to revocation by said Board at pleasure; and any person who 
hangs, affixes, erects, or fastens any sign, show-bill, lantern, or 
show-board of any description whatsoever, without such license 
or permission, and neglects to. remove the same after notice given 
by the Mayor, or any Alderman or police officer, shall be liable 
to a penalty of not less than five dollars, nor more than twenty 
dollars, for every day that said sign, show-bill, lantern, or show-

board is allowed to remain after notice to remove the same as 
aforesaid. All signs, show-bills, lanterns, or show-boards of any 
description whatsoever, projecting into or over any street more 
than one foot, which shall have been hung, affixed, erected, or 
fastened at the passage of this ordinance, shall be removed 
forthwith, upon the order of the Board of Aldermen, unless a 
license or permission shall be obtained from the Board allowing 
them to remain; and any person who neglects to remove his 
sign, show-bill, Jantern, or show-board, which projects in the man 
ner aforesaid, upon the said order of the Board of Aldermen, 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less that five dollars, nor more 
_than twenty dollars, for every day that said sign, show-bill, lan- 
tern, or show-board is allowed to remain after said order to 
remove the same.” 

Also, by striking out the thirty-eighth section. 

Also, by inserting after section forty-eight, the following: 

“ No person shall carry any boards, planks, ladders, rods, signs, 
show-boards or show-bills along the sidewalks, or stand on the 
sidewalks with any boards, planks, ladders, rods, signs, show- 
boards or show-bills, in such a manner as to interfere with the 
safety or convenience of foot passengers. Any person who vio- 
lates the provisions of this section shall be liable to a penalty 
of not less than two nor more than twenty dollars.” 

Also, by inserting after the word “ sidewalk,” in the second line 
of the fiftieth section, the words “street or highway”; also, by 
inserting after the word “package,” in the third line of said 
section, the words “building material, rubbish.” 

Also, by striking out the fifty-first section, and inserting in 
place thereof the following: 

“Snort. 51. The tenant, occupant or any person having 
the care of any building or lot of land, bordering on any street, 
lane, court, square, or public place within the city, where there 
is any footway or sidewalk, and in case there shall be no 
tenant, occupant or other person having the care of the whole of 
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any such building or lot, the owner thereof shall, within one 
hour after any snow ceases to fall in the daytime, and before 
nine o'clock the next morning after any fall of snow during the 
night, cause the same to be removed therefrom; and if he fails 
to do so, shall forfeit and pay a sum of not less than two dol- 
lars,.or more than ten dollars; and for each and every hour 
thereafter that the same shall remain on such footway or side- 
walk, such tenant, occupant, owner or other person shall forfeit 
and pay a sum of not less than one dollar, or more than ten 
dollars. The provisions of this section shall also apply to the 
falling of snow from any building.” 

Also, by striking out the fifty-third section, and inserting in 
place thereof the following: 

“Srot. 53. Whenever the sidewalk, or any part thereof, 
adjoining any building or lot of land, on any street, shall be 
encumbered with ice, it shall be the duty of the occupants, and, 
in case there shall be no occupant of the whole of said building 
or lot of land, it shall be the duty of the owner or any person 
having the care of the same, to cause such sidewalk to be made 
safe and convenient, by removing the ice therefrom, or by cover- 
ing the same with sand, or some other suitable substance; and 
in case such occupant, owner or other person, shall neglect so 
to do, for the space of six hours during the daytime, he shall 
forfeit and pay a sum of not less'than two, nor more than five 
dollars, and a like sum for each and every succeeding day that 
the same shall continue to be so encumbered.”

The ordinance in relation to the public health, 
printed in the edition of laws and ordinances of 1863, and 
amended July 8, 1864, June ‘1, 1866, July 28, 1866, September 
28, 1867, October 22, 1867, October 6, 1868; is hereby further 
amended by adding after the word “ keep,” in the second line of 
the seventh section, the words “or cause to be kept.” 

Also, by striking out the words “three months,” in the tenth 
line of the tenth section, and inserting in place thereof the 
words “ thirty days.”

In Board of Aldermen, October 11, 1869. 


Tue Joint Special Committee on the Church street District, 
beg leave to submit herewith the report of the Commissioners 
appointed by the City Council to have charge of the work 
authorized to be performed on said District. 

It appears from that report, that the work is nearly com- 
pleted, and that the further services of the Commissioners may 
be dispensed with. 

The Committee would, therefore, recommend the passage of 
the accompanying order.

Ordered, That the Commissioners on the Church street Dis- 
trict be, and they are hereby, discharged; and that the Joint 
Special Committee of the City Council on said District, be 
authorized to exercise all the powers conferred on said Commis- 
sioners by the orders of the City Council, and also to appoint 
a person to take charge of the unfinished work on said District, 
who shall perform such services, and receive such compensation 
therefor, as the said Committee may direct. 


REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Joint Special Committee on the Church Street District. 


GENTLEMEN: The important work, which, under your direc- 
tion, was intrusted to our supervision, though not fully completed, 
has, nevertheless, so far approached completion, that we feel war- 
ranted in submitting to you a somewhat detailed report of our 
labors, believing that the unfinished portion of the work may 
be completed by your sub-committee, with such assistance as you 
may deem necessary; and that, therefore, the further services of 
the Board of Commissioners may be dispensed with. 

All the buildings on the District have been raised and under- 
pinned in conformity with the plans furnished for the work; 
and the contracts for the same have been duly settled and can- 
celled, with the exception of that for the fourteenth saction, on 
which there still remain some matters of minor importance to be 
. completed before accepting the work, though the buildings have 
all been raised, moved back, and underpinned agreeably to the 
contract. 

The contract for filling the territory has also been settled and 
cancelled, though there will still be needed a few hundred yards 
of gravel, which cannot well be taken, until the building of a 
retaining wall is completed, the work on which is now delayed 
in consequence of obstructions caused by the bridge built for 
the purpose of depositing gravel on Tremont street. The gravel 
bank, which was measured for filling the Church street District, 
also furnished material for filling Tremont street, and as a new 
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measurement became necessary before commencing work on 
Tremont street, ——the expense for which is chargeable to an 
appropriation distinct from that for Church street improvements, 
— this measurement determined the exact amount of gravel 
which had, up to that time, been deposited on the Church street 
territory. Under the advice of your sub-committee, it was 
thought advisable to close up the contract for filling the Church 
street District, and take the few hundred yards additional, which 
might be wanted, by estimate, which was done accordingly. 

There have been raised upon the district, two hundred and 
ninety-six brick buildings, varying in height from ten inches to 
fourteen feet. Of this number, eighty-two have been moved 
back to widen streets; seventy-four were moved ten feet, and 
eight, twenty-five feet and six inches. There have been fifty-six 
wooden buildings raised, independent of ells and sheds, varying 
in height from one foot to seventeen feet. Six of this number 
were moved back, for the purpose of widening streets, from 
three to twenty-five feet. Thirty-seven wooden buildings, inde- 
pendent of ells and sheds, and thirty brick buildings have been 
demolished, mainly for the purpose of widening streets.

Of the foregoing amount of nine hundred and forty-six thous- 


and, seven hundred and fifty-one dollars and forty-one cents, five 
hundred and thirty-two thousand, two hundred and sixty-one 
dollars and seventy cents, is properly chargeable to the appro- 
priation ($700,000) for the Church street improvements, made 
under, and covered by, the original estimate of the cost of that 
work. The remaining four hundred and fourteen thousand, 
four hundred and eighty-nine dollars and seventy-one cents, is 
for work not contemplated by the orders under which the 
Church street work was commenced, and not included in the 
estimated cost of that work. 

There has been paid to the City Treasurer, by the Commis- 
sioners, for old materials sold and rents collected, the sum of 
five thousand, eight hundred and ten dollars and forty-one cents, 
and there has been paid, or is to be paid the Treasurer by other 
parties, for estates purchased by the city and subsequently sold, 
and for charges against estates reconveyed, the further sum of 
ninety-two thousand, one hundred and forty-four dollars, and 
one cent. 
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Thirty-four estates have been purchased by, or surrendered 
to, the city. One hundred and thirty-six estates have been 
reconveyed to former owners, or their assigns; and there 
remain to be reconveyed, one hundred and eighty-three 
other estates. 

There are upon the territory, purchased by the city and paid 
for, remaining unsold, — 

A lot of land, corner of Fayette, Knox and Church streets, 
containing about twelve hundred and seventy square feet. 

A lot of land on Church street, on which the ward-room is 
built, containing about thirty-four hundred and twelve square 
feet; a portion of this lot, containing about fifteen hundred and 
thirty-five feet, yet unpaid for.

A lot of land, corner of Melrose and Ferdinand streets, con- 
taining about four hundred and thirty square feet. 

A lot of land, No. 19 South Cedar street, containing about six 
hundred and eight square feet. 

A portion of the estate purchased from H. Harris, not required 
for the widening of Berlin street, containing about seven thousand 
square feet. 

Portions of three lots of land on South Cedar street, remain- 
ing from estates purchased for widening said street, containing 
about eleven hundred square feet.

Work was commenced upon the District July 17, 1868. 
The Committee, upon the strength of whose report this important 
work was ordered by the City Council, said, “it will probably 
take two years at least to complete the improvements,’ and, “ we 
believe the net cost of the work will not exceed the sum of seven 
hundred thousand dollars.” 

It may be remembered that those who objected to the work, 
as recommended by the Committee, estimated the time requisite 
to complete it from three to five years, and the expense thereof 
much above the estimate of the Committee. 

The actual disbursements, up to this time, on account of work 
contemplated at the time the report referred to was made, 
amounts to five hundred and thirty-two thousand, two hundred 
and sixty-one dollars and seventy cents. It is estimated that it 
will cost, to carry the work forward to its final completion, 
eighty-five thousand dollars ; this amount, it is assumed, is charge- 
able to Church street work proper, making the net cost of that 
work six hundred and seventeen thousand, two hundred and 
sixty-one dollars and seventy cents. 

The whole amount of appropriations for the endive work is 
one million, one hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars. 
With the addition of the amount estimated as requisite to com- 
plete the work, say eighty-five thousand dollars, to that already 
expended, it will make the whole work, that of Church street 
proper, as originally intended, and the work subsequently added, 
cost the sum of one million and thirty-one thousand, seven hun- 
dred and fifty-one dollars and forty-one cents. The estates 
before enumerated as belonging to the city are undoubtedly 


worth eighty thousand dollars. There has been paid, or is to 
2 
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be paid, to the City Treasurer, the sum of ninety-seven thousand, 
nine hundred and fifty-four dollars and forty-two cents. 

These amounts deducted from the gross cost will show that 
the whole work, when finished, will cost the net sum of eight 
hundred and fifty-three thousand, seven hundred and eighty-four 
dollars and ninety-nine cents, less the amount of betterments to 
be paid on several estates yet to be reconveyed, the expense 
for which these betterments were assessed having been already 
incurred and paid. 

The Commissioners have earnestly endeavored so to conduct 
the work as to produce the least possible annoyance and incon- 
venience to all concerned. Nevertheless, much inconvenience 
has been unavoidably caused in the deprivation of water, drain- 
age and gas, and in the difficult, not to say dangerous, means of 
ingress and egress to the houses. In many cases occupants 
were compelled for months to reach their tenements over lad- 
ders, in some instances to the height of seventeen feet. We 
bear willing testimony to the cheerful manner in which all this 
has been submitted to by owners and tenants of estates, with 
scarcely an exception, and but few of the houses have been 
vacated during the progress of the work. 

We cannot conclude this report without tendering to the 
Committee, individually, our profound thanks for the kindness 
and courtesy which have characterized their action towards us. 

This expression is especially due to the sub-committee, upon 
whose time and patience we are conscious of having made long 
and frequent drafts, which have always been duly and promptly 
honored.

THE Joint Standing Committee on Water, who were requested 
to consider the expediency of providing for the payment of 
water used by the Fire Department in the extinguishment of 
fires, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT. 


For the purpose of showing the actual expenses of carrying 
on each department of the City Government, it has long been 
the rule for one department to charge another department for 
work performed, or material furnished, in the same manner as 
though the service was rendered by persons outside of the 
Government. In accordance with this rule, the various depart- 
ments of the City Government, with the exception of the Fire 
Department, pay the established rates for water used by 
them. 

The value of the water works, in the means they afford for 
the protection of property from fire, should be recognized in 
providing the income for their care and management. Although 
it may not appear, upon the first glance, to be of much impor- 
tance whether the expense is sustained by one department or 
another, it should be borne in mind that, if the Fire Depart- 
ment is charged for the use of water from hydrants in extin- 
guishing fires, an appropriation will be made annually for the 
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purpose, and put into the tax levy, thereby carrying out the 
established policy of the city, to meet all current expenses by 
taxation. 

The subject is the more important at this time, because, by 
the annexation of new territory, and the consequent increase of 
the population, the necessary extension and enlargement of the 
water works have caused the expenditures of this department 
to be so largely increased that, at present, the income is not 
sufficient to meet the current expenses and the interest on the 
debt. 

It is, therefore, a subject of grave concern how this de- 
ficiency ought to be provided for. To increase the water rates 
for domestic purposes is attended with so many objections 
that it is clearly the duty of the City Council to avoid it if pos- 
sible. 

At all events, no action in this direction ought to be taken 
until all other means of income have been exhausted. 

The quantity of water used by each of the steam fire engines, 
when in operation, is from four hundred to six hundred gallons 
per minute; and it is not unusual for a million of gallons to be 
used at a single fire. 

The total number of hydrants established up to May 1, 1869, 
was as follows:

The cost of the hydrants, and keeping them in order, as well 
as supplying the water, has heretofore been met by the water 
department. 

This subject has already received attention in other places, 
and from the responses to a circular addressed to the Water

Commissioners in other cities, it has been ascertained that. 
in fifteen cases of twenty-six, direct compensation is made for 
the water used by the fire department. 

In some cases a specific tax is levied upon the property; in 
others, each hydrant and reservoir supplied from the water 
works is charged at a certain rate per annum. In the city of 
Worcester, this rate is twenty-five dollars each; in Hartford, the 
rate is thirty dollars each; in Cambridge, thirty dollars each; in 
Charlestown, Chelsea, and Somerville, twenty-eight dollars each ; 
in Louisville, Kentucky, fifty dollars each; while in Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Buffalo, and some other western cities, special an- 
nual appropriations are made, varying from thirty thousand to 
fifty thousand dollars, for the supply of water at fires. 

In the recent contract made by the Cochituate Water Board 
with the Mystic Water Board, for the supply of Hast Boston, the 
charge for water used from hydrants, provided the City Council 
of Boston do not establish any rates, is twenty-eight dollars for 
‘ every three hundred and fifty inhabitants. If a rate is estab- 
lished by the City Council, then the Mystic Water Board receives 
the same proportion of the amount collected that it does upon 
the water rents in other cases. 

If, therefore, the City Council do not authorize the Cochit- 
uate Water Board to charge for the water used by the fire 
department, by assessing a certain rate upon the hydrants, 
special provision will be necessary to meet this expense in East 
Boston. | 

For the reasons herein presented, your committee are of 
opinion that it is expedient for the City Council to authorize the 
Cochituate Water Board to charge the sum of eighteen dollars 
per annum for water used by the Fire Department from each 
hydrant and reservoir, and twelve dollars per annum for furn- 
ishing and keeping in repair the hydrants and reservoirs. 

So far as the committee have been able to judge from the 
facts presented to them in regard to the amount of water used 
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and the expense of furnishing and repairing the hydrants and 
reservoirs, these charges would be just and equitable. 

They would, therefore, respectfully recommend the passage of 
the accompanying ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE 


IN ADDITION TO AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE CARE AND MAN- 
AGEMENT OF THE WATER WORKS. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. For the use of water from hydrants and reser- 
voirs, in extinguishing fires, the Fire Department shall be 
charged for each hydrant and reservoir established within the 
limits of the city the sum of eighteen dollars per annum; and 
for furnishing said hydrants and keeping them and the reser- 
voirs in repair and ready for use, the Fire Department shall be 
charged, for each hydrant and reservoir established within the 
limits of the city, the sum of twelve dollars per annum. 

Srct. 2. For water supplied for fountains and other public 
purposes, the Water Board may charge the department of the 
government ordering the water at the same rate that indi- 
viduals or corporations are charged for water supplied for 
similar purposes.

Tue Joint Standing Committee on Claims, to whom was 
referred the petition of Charles Burrill, to be compensated for 
labor performed and expenses incurred in furnishing credits 
upon the quota of the city of Boston during the recent civil 
war, having considered the subject, beg leave to submit the 
following 


REPORT : 


Mr. Burrill’s petition was presented to the Government early 
in the year, but was not referred to this committee until the 
last of May. It should be stated, in explanation of the delay 
in reporting upon it, that for some weeks after the reference 
the counsel for the petitioner was unable to present his case, 
and the hearings were not begun until the ninth of July. After 
giving two hearings in that month, the Common Council ad- 
journed for the summer season, and it was found to be impossi- 
ble for all the members of the committee to attend the hearings 
until about the last of September. All the evidence which 
could be obtained at that time was put in by Mr. Tuxbury for 
the petitioner, and by Mr. Healy in behalf of the city. A further 
delay then occurred from the inability of the City Solicitor to 
present certain evidence which was considered important, and 
the last hearing was not given until the second of December. 

There were, in all, ten hearings. The evidence presented, 
and the statements made to the committee, were reported in 
full, and are appended hereto. 
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The committee have been unable to agree, except in the 
opinion that Mr. Burrill has rendered some service for which 
he should receive compensation. In regard to the amount of 
that compensation there is a wide difference of opinion, the 
highest amount named being one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dollars. Under these circumstances, the committee 
have thought best to present all the facts in the case to the 
City Council, for such action as they should deem expedient.

cilmen Wadsworth, Jacobs, Butler, Talbot, jr., Pearson. 


The memorial of Charles Burrill, the petition in aid of the same, 
and the orders passed by the City Council in relation thereto, were 
read by the clerk, as follows: 


To the Mayor and Aldermen and Common Council of the City of 
Boston : — 


THE MEMORIAL AND PETITION OF CHARLES BURRILL 
SHOWS 


That on the 31st of May, 1864, the then Mayor of Boston gave 
your memorialist a writing, of whieh the following is a 


Copy: 


‘‘In consideration that Charles Burrill, of Brookline, Mass., 
shall obtain credits upon the quota of the City of Boston, I hereby 
agree to pay to the said Charles Burrill the sum of one hundred 
and twenty-five dollars per man, for each and every full man so 
credited upon said quota, the money to be paid to the said Bur- 
rill whenever he presents to me the official certificate from the 
proper authority showing that said credits have been given. 

*¢ (Signed,) 
“EF. W. LINCOLN, JR., Mayor.” 

That immediately after receiving said writing, your memorialist 
commenced his efforts to ‘‘ obtain credits upon the quota of the 
City of Boston,” sparing no labor to himself, and obtaining, at 
great expense, all possible assistance from others. 

His first efforts were directed to a thorough and careful canvass 
of all the wards in the city, and endeavoring to ascertain, through 
himself and his agents, the number of men ‘who were residents of 
Boston who had enlisted in the United States Navy and in the Ma- 
rine Corps, and in establishing their identity and location, with 
the view of getting the same credited. 
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Complete lists of 6,529 men were at last obtained, with the cer- 
ficates of all the proper officers attached thereto, including an in- 
dorsement by the Mayor, with his affidavit that, to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, the men were legal citizens of Boston. 

With these lists, he visited Washington, taking with him an 
accfediting letter from the said Mayor of Boston to the Provost- 
Marshal General, as follows: 


‘¢ Mayor’s Orricr, City HAtt. 
“‘ Boston, June 20, 1864. 


‘“¢ Bric. Gen. JAMES B. Fry, Provost-Marshal Gen., 
‘¢ WasHINGToN, D. C 


‘¢ Sir, — Mr. Charles Burrill, in behalf of the City of Boston, will 
hand you this, and with it, lists duly certified to by the proper 
officers, of six thousand five hundred and twenty-nine men who 
have enlisted in the Navy and the Marine Corps prior to February 
24,1864. All of these persons belong to Boston, and not one of 
them has been credited to the quota either of the City or State. 
Under the Acts of Congress, the City is entitled to these credits, 
and by so crediting these men to the City, you not only do an act 
of justice to the City, but you enable their families and kindred, 
dependent upon them, to receive the State Aid. 

‘‘T respectfully request, therefore, that you will direct that they 
be all credited upon the quota of the City of Boston. 

‘¢ Very respectfully, your obedient servant, 
“F. W. LINCOLN, Jr.” 


After much difficulty in getting the attention and co-operation 
of the Provost-Marshal, the Secretary of War, and the President 
of the United States, it was found to be questionable whether the 
law, as it then stood, would justify the credits being given to the 
City of Boston. This difficulty could only be overcome by a change 
in the law; and to accomplish this change, your memorialist imme- 
diately applied himself, making use of every means in his power, 
and exerting to the utmost the very important influences which his 
known relations to the City of Boston both enabled and compelled 
him to make use of. ‘The necessary bill was considered by the 
appropriate committee, and after being twice rejected, was finally 
reported and passed through Congress. 

The next step was to get the lists compared and verified at the 
Naval Bureau at Washington, and then to get the men enrolled by 
the Provost-Marshal of Boston, — all which was accomplished, but 
at great additional expense to your memorialist; so that, on the 
5th of September, 1864, he was enabled to present to the Mayor 
the official certificates from the proper authorities, showing a credit 
to the quota of the City of Boston of (6,529) six thousand five 
hundred and twenty-nine men, thereby relieving the city author- 
ities from great anxiety, and the inhabitants from the dh impend- 
ing draft.

In all these proceedings, and to accomplish the purposes afore 
said, your memorialist was obliged to employ many assistants, and 
to come under many pecuniary and other obligations; and from 
the frequent emergencies arising in the case, he was obliged to ex- 
pend, and did expend, more than one hundred thousand dollars in 
money drawn from his own resources. 

And your memorialist claims, that the credits upon the quota of 
_ the City of Boston as aforesaid were consequent upon the labors 

and exertions and expenditures made by him and his assistants, 
and that he is equitably entitled to compensation therefor, as 
promised in the said writing, signed and delivered to him by the 
said Mayor. 

But as yet he has received nothing from the said City of Boston, 
or the said Mayor, as compensation for his said services and ex- 
penditures; on the contrary, his claims for compensation have 
been disregarded, and he has felt obliged to, and has, under the 
advice of counsel, brought suits against the City of Boston to 
establish his said claims. But owing to the great delays and ex- 
penses thereof, and the technical defence set up, he has resolved to 
discontinue the said suits and come before you with this petition. 

And your memorialist further says, that if he is not, in the judg- 
ment of good and competent men, justly and equitably entitled to 
compensation from the City of Boston for his exertions and ex-. 
penditures in the matter aforesaid, he will, whenever it shall be so 
decided by such men, submit to such judgment and make no fur- 
ther claim. On the other hand, he does not believe that, if there 
is a sum of money justly and equitably due to him, that either its 
inhabitants or the city government of Boston would be willing to 
deprive him of it, or to put him to any further expense or hin- 
drance in obtaining it. 

He therefore prays that the whole matter may be carefully con- 
sidered and fairly judged of by your honorable bodies after giving 
him a proper hearing ; or, if such a course should be preferred, that 
his said claim may be referred to high-minded, disinterested, and 
competent men, who shall be authorized to decide what amount is 
justly and equitably due from the City of Boston to your memorial- 
ist, and that steps may be taken to have such submission arranged 
for without unnecessary delay.

Fourth, Whether or not ‘suits at law are now pending between 
Mr. Burrill and other towns and cities for the identical persons 
alleged by him to have been furnished to the quota of Boston? 

And that such Committee further inquire whether or not at 
the time said Burrill claims to have obtained credits for Boston’s 
quota, how many of the men were at that date dead for which he 
claims an allowance?

Grorce W. Tuxpury, Esq., appeared for the petitioner, and 
made the following statement :— 


Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN OF THE COMMITTEE, —I had 
hoped, as far as myself is concerned, that I should be able to avoid 
coming before you; but my associate happens to be engaged in a 
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Court of Law, and is therefore utterly unable to be present. Under 
those circumstances, I thought I was not quite at liberty to neglect 
attending here, and I will endeavor, as far as I can, to place the 
matter before the Committee in such a manner as we are able to 
do. I shall have to beg the indulgence of the Committee, for I 
am laboring under a nervous difficulty that would ordinarily: pre- 
clude me from appearing here. I thought it might be proper for 
me to state, before we proceed to introduce the testimony in the 
case, as near as I can, what is the condition of the claim which 
we have to bring before the Committee, that they might understand 
our position in the matter. 

I would first suggest, that we have said in our petition that we 
are willing to submit this matter to disinterested men, whose deci- 
sion should be final upon the matter. I merely wish to state that 
we are still willing to take that course. I don’t wish to insist upon 
it, or require it; but it would give us entire satisfaction should this 
Committee see its way clear to select some disinterested individ- 
uals, — one or three com} etent, disinterested persons, — to whom 
this matter should be submitted, and whase decision should be final. 
I assume, however, that as I hear no response to that, or, unless I 
do hear to the contrary, I shall assume, that the Committee have 
not thought it wise to take that course, or not best. Ido not wish 
to urge it; I merely put it forward to show what the petitioners 
are disposed and willing to do should the Committee think it advis- 
able, either now, or after such a hearing as we hope to be able to 
put into the case to-day. 

In order, gentlemen, that you might understand the situation of 
this matter, I deem it proper to call your attention to some of the 
circumstances under which the city was placed, and under which 
what is alleged to be a contract with the City of Boston was made. 
The memorialist, or petitioner, in this case, Mr. Charles Burrill, is 
a respectable citizen of Brookline, and was during the year 1864, 
at the time of this transaction. He had been engaged in mercan- 
tile pursuits, more or less, in this city up to that time, 1864; and 
has subsequently to some extent. Accidentally he was brought 
to give his attention to the subject of obtaining credits for the 
different towns in the State of the persons who had enlisted in the 
navy, or in the marine corps. Gentlemen will bear in mind, per- 
haps, that up to the year 1864, the first of February, or about 
the first of February, that up to that time all the persons, the 
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able-bodied persons, who had enlisted in the marine corps, or in 
the naval service were not credited to any of the towns, or cities, 
or districts. So that a city, situated as Boston is, would be a 
depot, or rendezvous, where enlistments would be made very nat- 
urally. It was found that many of the best able-bodied citizens 
had gone into the service of the United States at this time, and 
no credit had been given for them. The first act that Congress 
passed in relation to this matter, one which I suppose is familiar 
to most of you, authorized the credit of all persons who should 
enlist subsequent to the twenty-fourth day of February, 1864. 
That statute is section 275 of the 13th chapter, acts of February 
24,1864. That authorized every person who should enlist in the 
marine corps or naval service subsequent to the day of the passage 
of that act, to be credited to the town or city where his residence 
was proved to be. 

That was in February, 1864; this contract was made on the 31st 
day of May, 1864. At that time it will be borne in mind that the 
City of Boston was supposed to be in arrears in the supply of her 
quota to the extent of a very few men. There had been a call 
made on the first of February of that year for 500,000 men. 
Subsequently, sometime in March, another call was made for 200,- 
000 men; so that, at the time we are referring to, the City of 
Boston, not having credits for her naval enlistments, was behind- 
hand to a very smallamount. It was about the time in the history 
of the war when General Grant was on his way to Richmond, and 
much fighting was going on, so that there seemed to be many ap- 
prehensions at that time by the people, and by officials, that 
there would be subsequent calls; and the city was almost dis- 
tressed, I may say, to ascertain how they should be able to obtain 
more recruits or more credits upon their quota. 

That was the condition of things at the time this alleged con- 
tract was made. Under those circumstances, I am informed, and 
shall present to you the evidence as near as I can of the fact, Mr. 
Burrill having had experience, as I said before, in several towns, — 
such as Brookline, Somerville, and Charlestown, where he had been 
employed in obtaining credits for persons who had enlisted in the 
naval service, — having had some experience in this matter, and 
having made application to the Mayor of Boston, it led to the 
signing of this instrument, whatever it may be. I will not attempt 
to place before you what is the meaning of that contract, or what 
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significance is now to be given to it; I prefer to leave that until 
you have heard the testimony on the subject. But, in form, it was 
a contract to pay Mr. Burrill $125 a man for every full man he 
should get credited upon the quota of the City of Boston. In pur- 
suance of that, what I wish to allege is, that Mr. Burrill from that 
time forward proceeded with a single purpose and faithful en- 
deavor to procure credits for the city of those who had enlisted in 
the naval service or marine corps. His efforts are partially set 
forth in the petition which is before you, and which it is unneces- 
sary for me to repeat. The great labor which we allege he was 
obliged to perform to procure and secure the final adoption of the 
list which has been put in is, I apprehend, one of the principal 
subjects which will come before you,—the labor and expense of 
the efforts he made in that behalf. Undoubtedly there is much 
misapprehension on the part of the gentlemen of the Committee 
as well as of the community at large as to that very matter. I 
confess myself to have been very much surprised on looking into 
this subject to find how serious a matter it was to obtain that list. 
I believe that, before we get through, the gentlemen of the Commit- 
tee will agree with me that, at all events Mr. Burrill applied him- 
self most faithfully to obtain it (aided by such assistance as he 
could procure, for I wish to give credit to everybody who did assist 
him), and he was successful. 

His first effort in regard to obtaining these credits was to get a 
proper list. Now it might seem to some of the gentlemen of the 
Committee to be a very simple thing for any one to go to the ‘“‘ Ohio” 
and get a list of the men who had enlisted in Boston, and there 
and then, by such influences as could be brought to bear, carry that 
list round to the proper officers, and have it certified, and finally to 
obtain its admission. But gentlemen will bear in mind that was a 
very small part of what it is alleged Mr. Burrill had to do to secure 
that list. The list of persons who had enlisted in the naval service 
in this rendezvous, as I am informed, amounted to from twenty-two 
to twenty-seven thousand people. It will readily be seen that all 
those persons could not be credited to the City of Boston. They 
came from different States, and from different towns and cities in 
this State—from various sources, some having no particular place 
of residence, and some being aliens. Some had never gained, and 
as far as was known, had never declared their residence in the 
State of Massachusetts or in this country even. The effort of Mr. 
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Burrill, therefore, was to identify and locate the different, persons 
who were finally claimed as part of the quota of Boston; those 
whose names are to be found on this list. In order to do that, Mr. 
Burrill employed a gentleman, who is supposed to be an expert in 
such matters, to assist him; passing that particular department into 
another party’s hands, at a very great cost and expense, as will 
be shown you. The result was, that he obtained a list of individu- 
als which will be presented here. 

Then the next course in order, after getting the proper certifi- 
cates from the Mayor, going to show that these gentlemen were 
claimed as residents of Boston, was to take this list to Washington, 
and attempt to get the men whose names were on it credited to 
Boston. Now, here, gentlemen, is where the principal difficulty, 
the great difficulty, seemed at first to occur. He ascertained in 
Washington, after some difficulty in minor matters, that the law, as 
I before stated, up to that time, only allowed people to be credited 
who had enlisted subsequent to the 24th of February, 1864. All 
the persons whose names were borne upon the list which he had 
with him had enlisted before the 24th of February, 1864, and 
therefore, as will readily be seen, it became necessary that there 
should be a change in the law. ‘That seemed to have been over- - 
looked by all the parties who had anything to do with that list ; for 
the certificate claimed them as credits for the City of Boston, al- 
though the law did not so contemplate them. Mr. Burrill there- 
fore, applied himself, under the advice of the President of the United 
States, and others, to the use of such efforts as he was able to do 
to procure a change in the law, so that enlistments prior to the 
24th of February might legally be allowed. ‘To do that, he applied | 
very naturally to the representatives from Massachusetts in the 
Senate and House of Representatives, all of whom, so far as we 
know, and are very glad to state, lent their utmost co-operation to- 
the effort. Not wishing to unnecessarily claim influences for our- 
selves, I feel it proper to state, that no remissness or want of effort 
on the part of any member of the House of Representatives from 
Massachusetts, in any respect, appeared. But it will be borne in 
mind that Massachusetts was not the only State in the Union; the 
West, which held the controlling power in the Senate and House 
would naturally be somewhat jealous about allowing such a law to 
be passed, for many Western men enlisted in Boston. Some of the 
Congressmen from the West did not hesitate to state that such a 
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1 aw should not pass; for there was no more reason that Massachu- 
setts should have the credit of these men than Illinois, or Iowa, 
from which many of these people had come. ‘That was what crea- 
ted the difficulty of getting this law through, there was so much op- 
position. The Committee to whom this was referred, after twice con- 
sidering it, rejected it, unwilling to pass a law of that description, 
because of the alleged injustice it would be to the other States in 
the Union who had furnished in reality a large portion of these 
men. 

However, Mr. Burrill, having gone so far, and expended a con- 
siderably large amount of money, was not to be balked at this 
stage of the proceedings. It was necessary that he should use 
every effort to procure the passage of that law. The details had 
better come, perhaps, from his own statement than from mine. 
The fact was, that through his efforts, or otherwise, as you will 
have to consider, the law was passed which authorized the giving 
of these credits. But it was upon one condition, that tbeir resi- 
dence should be satisfactorily proved to the Secretary of War. In 
order to determine that question, and make the residences satisfac- 
tory, the Secretary of War appointed two commissioners, gentle- 
men from Massachusetts, who were to determine the fact whether 
these men belonged to Massachusetts, to Boston, or to any other 
place. His Excellency the Governor, at that time Governor 
Andrew, and the Honorable J. H. Clifford, were the Commission- 
ers appointed for that purpose. This list had first to be credited 
to the Naval Bureau in Washington, then, through the Provost 
Marshal General, to be referred back to the Provost Marshal at 
Boston, where it was necessary they should be enrolled ; that is, 
the law required every able-bodied man to be enrolled. And in order 
that these men should be credited, one of the preliminaries was, 
that they should be added to the enrolment. The government 
had taken them from Massachusetts, and distributed them among 
the various vessels in the service, and they were not here to de- 
clare or make known their residence. They had gone away before 
they had been added to the enrolment. It was necessary, there- 
fore, that that should be done, and it involved a very large expense 
for extra clerical labors. Through the efforts of this petitioner, 
as we claim, that thing was accomplished. These names were 
added to the enrolment, and were then taken before the commis- 
sioner. 
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There is a little circumstance which it is proper for me to allude 
to here, on which some point may or may not be made; I trust 
that there will not be. I hope there will be no dispute in regard 
to this, although there seems to have been some misapprehension 
on the subject. Two lists were presented before the commissioner ; 
one was the large list, which is the list we have now in view which 
was obtained by Mr. Burrill, after being. carried through these 
serious and successive steps; the other was what is called the city 
list, a much smaller list than the one Mr. Burrill had procured. 
Both of those lists were placed before the commissioners for their 
approval. It will appear that after whatever higgling or talking 
there was made upon the subject, after considerable difficulty, the 
City of Boston finally decided to adopt Mr. Burrill’s list. At any 
rate, that list was finally placed before the commissioners as the 
city list; and on that is the indorsement of the then mayor, 
Mr. Lincoln, stating that the city claimed these men as belonging 
to the quota of the City of Boston. ‘The smaller list was withdrawn, 
showing, therefore, that this list was before the minds of the city 
authorities, and I shall claim adopted by them from beginning to 
end; and this is the list finally passed by the commissioners, and 
adopted. This, as we claim, ended the business of Mr. Burrill; 
and on the presentation of the proper evidence of those facts to 
the then mayor, — the formality of which was waived, if I remem- 
ber right, — he was entitled to such compensation, if any, as had 
been agreed upon. He was entitled to his compensation then if 
at any time. 

It may now, gentlemen, be desirable that I should refer to one 
other fact. Many of you will be disappointed, perhaps, or surprised 
that Mr. Burrill, under the circumstances in which he was placed, 
should ever have brought a suit against the City of Boston. Now, 
gentlemen, I confess that so far as I have the power to speak upon 
this matter, I consider that a mistake on the part of Mr. Burrill. 
I have never taken the ground, and could not consistently with my 
view of the case, that it was necessary that a suit should be brought 
against the City of Boston. There was evidently some misappre- 
hension or misunderstanding, and I always contended that it was 
proper that the matter should be heard, and adjusted in some 
better form than by a suit at law, to say nothing of expediency. 
But suits were brought under the advice of very distinguished 
counsel, not now employed in the case. I merely refer to this 
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now by way of apology for Mr. Burrill. I do not think this Com- 
mittee can condemn Mr. Burrill for taking the course he did, with 
the apparent claim which he then had, especially as he acted under 
the advice of those very properly considered competent to give the 
best of advice under such circumstances. 

The next of the other topics necessary to allude to is the present 
claim. Gentlemen very naturally ask, ‘‘ What do you come here 
to claim?” I state, with the utmost disposition to be fair and 
candid in this matter, that with some difficulty the counsel for Mr. 
Burrill have been able to come to the conclusion that he was not 
fairly and honorably entitled to the entire amount stated in the 
paper; and the City of Boston, acting under their very able and 
competent adviser, has decided that that amount was not due him. 
The consequence is, that that is a decided point. I understand 
that they are not willing to pay him the amount of the face of his 
claim. Well, gentlemen, we do not claim that amount. We come 
here and ask this committee to hear all the circumstances of the 
case; to hear what we have done, the amount of the expenditures 
which we have made, the results to the City of Boston, the good 
faith with which we have acted, as we think; and after hearing 
that to decide for yourselves what we are justly entitled to. 

I think I am not stepping beyond the bounds of propriety 
in making this suggestion. It has been thrown out in the public 
papers, and by many individuals, that we come before the city 
to claim an unjust amount on an unjust claim. I repudiate that 
charge from the beginning. I say now, fearlessly, and I speak for 
Mr. Burrill, that if, gentlemen, when you have fairly considered 
this claim, you can conscientiously come to the conclusion that 
nothing is due him, then give him nothing. I will submit. We 
do not think you will come to that conclusion. We come here to 
ask you to pass upon it in accordance with your best judgment, 
on its equitable basis. Of course I shall be under the necessity of 
referring to the contract as showing the proceeding under 
which we have acted. I have not been able to hear distinctly the 
explanation which it is proposed to be put upon it by other gentle- 
men; it may, in the course of the hearing, modify my own views 
of this case. I shall be at all times ready to give it due influence. 
I know if it comes at all it will come from very excelient author- 
ity. Our claim is, that in pursuance of that contract Mr. Burrill 
went steadily to work, prosecuted his duty fearlessly, and with 
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singleness of purpose, and that he accomplished the result which 
he aimed at. Had it not been accomplished, to get that amount 
of men credited to the City of Boston in any other way would 
have cost several millions at least. So that if every dollar 
of it were paid, — which we do not require, and would very cheer- 
fully remit whatever is thought to be proper, — but if every dollar 
of the face of the claim were paid, with our view of the case, 
it would be among the best contracts made by the City of Boston 
in reference’ to the filling of its quota that was made during 
the entire war. 

With this introduction, gentlemen, I will call some of the wit- 
nesses which we have to present. 


Frank E. Sanderson, Charles Burrill (petr.) and George W. 
Messenger, were then called and sworn. 


TESTIMONY OF FRANK E. SANDERSON. 


By Mr. Tuxsury. I call this gentleman a little out of order, 
because it is necessary that he should testify, and if this hearing 
should be adjourned, we might not be able to secure his attendance. 
It is beginning at the last end rather than the first, and reverses 
the usual order of proceeding. 

1. Q. Mr. Sanderson, were you engaged in any capacity at the 
State House in the service of the State in 1864? A. I was, sir. 

2. @. Wont you state to the Committee what your position 
was, and what your duties were? In what department were you? 
A. I was a clerk, and connected with the Adjutant General’s office, 
in 1864. After this commission was formed, I was assigned as 
chief clerk of the commission. 

3. Q. You may state, if you please, Mr. Sanderson, if you 
know anything about the list of names here which purports to be a 
By the consent of the Committee, I will read what pur- 
ports to be a list of the men enlisted in the naval service of the 
United States, from Boston, prior to February 24, 1864, prepared 
in accordance with instructions from the Provost Marshal’s depart- 
ment. State what you know in regard to that list [presenting it], 
Mr. Sanderson, whether it officially came before you for examina- 
tion. A. This is not the list that came before me; this is a copy 
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of the list. I see it is approved as being a copy of that list. 

Mr. Tuxsvury. ‘This is certified to by General Bullock. It is a 
certified copy of the large list of names credited to the quota of 
the City of Boston. If any question is raised in regard to it, I 
ean call General Bullock to testify at a subsequent hearing. 

4. @. I wish you would state, Mr. Sanderson, what particular 
department of the business was placed in your care at the State 
House ; how you came to be familiar with that list; and what you 
know of it. -A. I was placed in charge of the clerical force doing 
all this work for the commission. I had some sixty clerks under 
me, verifying the names given the commission by the several cities 
and towns in the Commonwealth by the lists which we received 
from the naval ship of the men who had enlisted in the naval ser- 
vice. 

5. Q. Go forward and state what examination you made in re- 
lation to it. A. The original list was first handed to me by Gov- 
ernor Andrew when I took charge of the work. He gave it to me 
with instructions that if the City of Boston presented a list prop- 
erly formed, to examine it, and give the city credit for what names 
I found upon the list, the same as other towns and cities in the 
Commonwealth. 

6. Q. Did you act as clerk of the commissioners who were ap- 
pointed? A. I did all the work. 

7. Q. As their agent or clerk? A. Yes, sir. 

8. . For what purpose was it placedin your hands? What did 
you do with it? A. It was not placed in my hands officially at 
that time, sir. It didn’t come into our hands officially; it came 
into the hands of Governor Andrew through the hands of Judge 
Sanger ; it so states in the paper. 

9. Q. I refer to what you know of the list. A. The original 
list was accepted by the commission and by the City of Boston. It 
was verified, the names were found to be those of men in the naval 
service and they were credited to the City of Boston. 

10. @. Had you the official lists before you of the persons who 
had enlisted in the navy? A, Yes, sir. 

11. @. Where, and under what circumstances, were those ob- 
tained? A. Those were obtained from the receiving ships at New 
Bedford, and at Charlestown, those being the only two rendez- 
vous where men enlisted in this State. 

12. Q. Of the list of those who enlisted at Charlestown, about 
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how many were there? A. About 22,000 men in all, enlisted in 
this State. We found the names of some of them in Charlestown, 
and some in Washington. Of the marine corps, I believe we found 
their names in Washington. ‘There was no place here to show 
where they enlisted. We obtained their names by sending to 
the clerk there and examining the records of the war department. 

13. Q. Was it your duty to make a comparison of that list? 
A. My duty was, to see that it was done; I could not have done it 
all myself. 

14. @Q. State what was done; what comparison it was necessary 
to make; and the nature of the labor that was performed. A. We 
had to take every individual name here, and find it upon the list 
which we obtained from the naval ships. We were governed en- 
tirely in giving these credits by the names we found on the lists 
from the naval ships. A great many men were claimed by 
the cities and towns in this Commonwealth whom we could not find 
in the service. In this case, we found all the men. Every man 
that was claimed upon this list was found in the naval service and 
credited. We verified this list by the one we had. 

15. @. Do you mean to say that this list is like the one you 
had, or that all the names contained on this were on that? A. All 
that are contained on this were contained on the larger list. 

16. Q. How did you ascertain that that list should be credited ; 
or how did you ascertain that that list should be credited to the 
City of Boston, rather than any other list? -A. Because we found 
the men named in it all in the service; the men were not all in the 
service that were claimed by other towns in the State. 

17. Q. Refer to the marks you have upon that list, and state 
whether there are names of persons borne upon that list who were 
claimed by different towns and cities in the Commonwealth; and 
why they were allowed to Boston rather than to these other places ? 

Mr. Heary. It seems to me that these inquiries you are making 
of Mr. Sanderson should be made, if at all, of some other person. 
He hadn’t any authority to make any decision. The decision was 
made by the commissioners. Governor Andrew made the rules 
and made the decisions; the clerks recorded whatever they were 
directed to record. It seems to me that this is not exactly evi- 
dence of what the commissioners did. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I do not wish to make any point upon that. 
I merely state that this gentleman, clerically or officially, under 
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the direction of the commissioners, caused these lists to be com- 
pared. I want to know whether the names on this list were all 
upon the larger list; and secondly, to know the reasons why they 
should be credited. He did not pass upon it as a commissioner, 
but it was referred to him to do under their direction. 

Mr. Hearty. There is no doubt about this list all being contained 
upon the larger list. Mr. Sanderson, as I understand it, was 
acting under the commissioners. They determined the principles of 
the division; his was merely the clerical labor of comparing this 
list with the list which they had, which was a list of all enlistments 
on board the receiving ship. Parties came and claimed who they 
saw fit. This list, no doubt, was compared and verified by the 
other. They would not, of course, allow a name to be credited 
which was not on the list they got from the receiving ship. Now, 
the reasons why they were allowed, in one way or another, it seems 
to me, should come from those who made the decision and know 
the facts. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I will not ask for the reasons unless he knows 
what directions were laid down, what principles were established. 

Mr. Hearty. I only want facts; there is so much liability of 
misapprehension in reporting what he has heard, and he can know 
only what he has heard. This is a somewhat important part of 
the case, as I understand it.. I think the evidence here as to what 
the commissioners did, what they ruled, should come from the com- 
missioner himself. 

Mr. Tuxpury. I understand, then, as a matter of fact, Mr. 
Sanderson, that you compared this list with the larger list, and that 
this is the list which was ultimately passed and credited to the 
City of Boston. 

Mr. Sanperson. I was instructed by the commission to verify 
these names, and judge for myself the proper residence of these 
men. 

18. Q. Was it submitted to your judgment? A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Then I think he is competent to testify in 
regard to these names, as he was the only person who could judge 
of their residence. 

Mr. Hearty. I make no point here. I understand it to be true 
that all these names were contained upon the larger list. I think 
there is no doubt about it at all. 

Mr. Tuxsury. The point to which I wish to call his attention 
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is, why that list was credited to the City of Boston any more than 
to any other city or town in the State. J wish to know the reason 
why that list was adopted. The only reason he has given was 
that he found the names on the larger list. That is not all the 
reason, nor a sufficient reason. He was obliged to ascertain 
whether these men resided in Boston. What evidence was placed 
before him to enable him to decide that question? He was passing 
upon the question whether these men resided in Boston, which was 
to be decided satisfactorily to the Secretary of War. The Secretary 
of ‘War appointed the commissioners, and they appointed him to 
do the work. I thought, as this was a matter submitted to his 
personal judgment, under the direction of the commissioners, there- 
fore he had occasion to examine these lists. I want him to give a 
reason why he approved this list rather than any other. 

Mr. Harty. He could not approve the list; that was the duty 
of the commissioners. It was referred to him merely for the veri- 
fication of certain facts. ‘The decison was the decision of the com- 
missioners. 

Mr. Tuxspury. I think the witness is not given quite credit 
enough for what he did do. Wont you state again what you were 
given authority to do? 

Mr. Sanperson. I never saw Governor Andrew but once after 
he gave it to me; he was in New York State. Governor Clifford 
was the only one here. He was the acting commissioner, and I 
was getting all my information and instruction from him. I saw 
him two or three times, I think, while the clerks were verifying 
these names. They were something like a month in doing it. 

19. Q. What were your directions? A. My directions were 
to use my judgment in ascertaining the residence of these men, 
and to assign them upon the best evidence furnished by the several 
towns and cities. 

20. The Cuairman. Your certificate would not answer at Wash- 
ington? A. No, sir; it had to be signed by the commissioners. 

21. The Cuarrman. The commissioners were responsible for 
your acts? A. Certainly, sir; after my report was made up, it 
was signed by the commissioners, and forwarded to Washington. 

22. Mr. Tuxsury. Explain what these marks on the list mean; 
how this list was made up; and what distinctions were made, 
that the committee may understand it. -A. Some of these names 
were claimed by other towns. Here is one Michael Galligan; it 
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seems Lawrence claimed a man by the same name; nevertheless 
Michael Galligan was credited to the City of Boston, as appears 
by this list. Where a man was claimed by two or more towns, he 
was given to the town that produced the strongest claim to him. 
In many cases where there was but slight evidence, they were 
given to neither town; and they were afterwards distributed among 
the several towns and cities of the Commonwealth, pro rata; also 
those that were not claimed by any town or city. 

Mr. Heaty. This was done by the commissioners. 

Mr. Tuxspury. State whether it was a matter of great difficulty 
to make this comparison. . 

- Mr. Sanperson. Every one of these names, individually, had 
to be searched and looked up in the list we obtained from the 
naval service of men that had enlisted. Each individual name had 
to be looked for separately. If they were found, they were credited ; 
if not found upon our list, they were not credited. 

23. @. How was it in regard to lists placed before you from 
other towns in comparison with this? .A. We didn’t find more 
than fifty per cent of them. 

24. @. Did other towns place lists before you? A. Yes, sir; 
all the cities and towns that had men in the service presented us 
with lists. 

25. . The commissioners issued instructions or requests, did 
they not? A. They sent a circular to each city and town request- 
ing them to forward a list of the men they claimed in ‘the naval 
service from their town. 

26. @. In pursuance of that, lists were sent in? A. Yes, sir. 

27. @. Whether or not you found upon this list individuals that 
were claimed by other towns? A. I did in many instances. 

28. Q. In case two or three or more different towns claimed 
one person, to which did you give credit? -A. My instructions were, 
to give them to the City of Boston because the City of Boston 
would produce the best evidence. 

29. @. Best evidence of what? A. Best evidence that they be- 
longed to this city. 

30. @. Do you know what that evidence was? A. The evi- 
dence that the commissioners adopted is on the back of this paper 
here, the enrolment, the men being enrolled as certified by the 
enrolling officer in this district. There was an enrolling officer in 
each district. Here is the certificate of two enrolling officers that 
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the men were in the service, ‘and were residents of the City of 
Boston. 

31. Q. Better evidence was placed before you that these men 
belonged in Boston, rather than in any other town? A. Yes, 
sir. I think there were only one or two other towns in the State 
that made similar claims. 

32. @. State whether there was any other list placed before 
you for examination in the same way. A. There was; it was 
called the aldermen’s list. 

33. @. About how large a list was that? A. I could not tell 
exactly ; something like 2,000 names, I think. 

34. Q. State as to the examination of that, whether you found 
those men in the service. A. Before this list was adopted, I was 
instructed by the commissioner to examine the smaller list to see 
what proportion of the men named on it were in the service, and 
if it could be adopted. I took the smaller list and found only 
about fifty per cent, or one-half of them in the service. A great 
many were claimed by Charlestown, and New Bedford claimed a 
great many men that the city of Boston had claimed in the smaller 
list. They also did of the men on this list. 

35. Q. What became of that smaller list? A. I could not tell 
you, sir. | 

386. Q. Was it the one that was ultimately adopted? dA. I 
never saw it after it was taken from the commissioners. My 
opinion is; that it was left at the State House ; and that it is among 
the records there at the State House .now. 

37. @. This list which you have here is a copy of the list which 
was ultimately placed before you as coming from the City of 
Boston? A. Yes, sir. 

38. @. In regard to the smaller list, I understand you that 
something like fifty per cent of the names only were found to be 
correct. A. Yes, sir. © 

39. Q. This list was found to be wholly correct? A. Yes, 
sir. 
40. Q. State in regard to the lists presented by other towns, 
did you find the same discrepancy in them as you did in the alder- 
men’s list, so-called, of Boston. A. We found this more accurate 
than any other list we had presented to us. We found all the men 
in the naval service whose names are here recorded. In the list 
of some of the towns, we could not find half of them. 
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41. @Q. Inthe lists of different towns, were there different de- 
erees of perfection? A. Yes, sir. 

42. Q. Some of them were nearly correct and some were not? 
A. Yes, sir. 

43. @. Do you know, of your own knowledge, the method which 
was employed to show the residence of the men contained on that 
list of the City of Boston; how they were identified, or shown to 
be residents of the City of Boston? You could go behind the list 
put before you, and this list was found to be correct? A. Yes, 
sir. 

44, Q. Now what was the evidence in your mind besides the 
fact that it was the official list that came to you; what evidence 
was there that these men were residents of the City of Boston? 
A. The certificate of the Mayor. 

45. Q. What besides that, if you went behind that? A. I 
have already stated that: the enrolling officer’s certificate was part 
of the evidence we had. 

46. Q. What I wish to call your attention to is, whether the 
men whose names are contained on this list made any declaration of 
their residence. .A. Yes, sir; in many cases they did. We had 
alarge list, I could not tell whether it covered all, of the declara- 
tions of men signed by themselves. The naturalization papers 
of some of them stated that they were residents of Boston. The 
signatures purported to be those of the men contained on this list. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


47. @Q. (By Mr. Hearty.) Do you remember how it was with 
the list from New Bedford, in regard to accuracy? A. Yes, sir; 
it was not accurate. 2 

48. @. How many men did New Bedford claim that were 
not allowed to her? A. I could not tell you that; it was so long 
ago, I don’t remember; it was nearly four years ago. I should 
not know anything about this if my attention had not been called 
to it from time to time. 

49. . Didn’t Major Rogers have the general charge of this 
business? A. He had the superintendence of issuing orders, and 
instructions to the different towns; he had nothing to do with the 
clerical labors. 

50. Q. Wasn’t he the general superintendent under whom this 
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clerical labor was performed? A. I was instructed by the com- 
missioner — 

51. Q. (Interrupting.) Wasn’t he the general superintendent 
under whom this clerical labor was performed? A. I don’t know, 
sir ;. I never consulted him. 

52. Q. Wasn’t this the rule upon which the men were distri- 
buted, that men were to be taken to belong to the place where 
they enlisted unless there was some evidence to show that they 
belonged elsewhere? Wasn’t that the rule adopted, that all men 
who had enlisted in the navy, whose names you had upon the list 
which the commissioners obtained from the receiving ship, belonged 
to the place where they enlisted unless there was some evidence 
to show that they belonged elsewhere? A. That was certainly 
what we were trying to get at, that they belonged where they enlisted. 

53. @Q. They were credited to the town where they were 
supposed to have enlisted? .A. There were only two places where 
men enlisted in the navy; those that enlisted at New Bedford 
were taken to belong to New Bedford, unless it was shown otherwise. 

54. @. Unless there was some evidence that he did not belong 
where he enlisted, he was taken to belong where he didenlist? A. 
Not unless he was claimed by the city government. 

55. Q. But they did claim the men who enlisted there? 4. 
Not in all cases. 

56. @. Do you mean to say that was not the rule adopted by 
the commissioners, that prima facie, a man belonged where he en- 
listed? .A. No, sir; I donot. 

57. QQ. Now, sir, when a man enlisted in Boston, and it was 
shown that he enlisted in Boston, wasn’t that sufficient to credit 
him to Boston unless some other place established a better claim 
to him, — the mere fact of his enrolment in the city? 4. The 
mere fact of his enrolment did not credit him there, sir. 

58. @Q. The mere fact of enrolment did not, because there was 
not any claim made? A. That is it. 

59. @. Whenever a claim was made by the City of Boston, 
the fact that he enlisted in Boston was sufficient evidence to 
credit him here? A. Yes, sir; unless some other town claimed 
him. If he enlisted in Boston, and Boston claimed him; and if he 
came from Pittsfield, and Pittsfield claimed him; we gave him to 
the party which produced the strongest evidence. 

60. @. What I want to get at is, the naked proposition that if 
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John Smith enlisted in Boston and Boston claimed him, and no 
other place claimed him, that was enough to credit him to Boston? 
A. Yes, sir. 

61. Q. Now, sir, of the list of men that were allowed to Bos- 
ton, how many names were there upon which there was any conflict 
about where the man belonged? A. You could tell by an exam- 
ination of this. The name of every individual that was claimed 
by any other town in the Commonwealth is marked. 

62. @Q. Was there or not an extensive conflict in this matter? 
A. There was in some particular cases, some small towns, where 
they had a very few men in the service. 

63. @. Were not the cases of conflict very few indeed? A. Yes, 
sir, they were. 

64. @. So small as not to affect the general result materially 
in any way? A. The idea was this, the cities and towns didn’t 
know what the commissioners were doing; they didn’t know until 
after the work was done, and then they didn’t find any fault. 

65. Q. What was the number of names in conflict or contro- 
versy in the City of Boston? -A. Well, I could not tell you, sir, 
exactly; there were a great many cases where the men were 
claimed by other places. 

66. Q. Do you think there were one hundred on the whole list? 
A. Yes, sir; Oh, yes, indeed. 

67. Q. Do you think there were one hundred on the list of Bos- 
ton claimed by other places? A. Yes, sir, I should think there 
were five hundred, by the looks of the list. 

68. Q. Very well; suppose you found on the list John Brown, 
and Boston claimed him, and Lowell claimed him. Now, did you 
go into all the facts, and see where John Brown came from? A. Yes, 
sir; we had a descriptive list of the man’s height, age, complexion, 
place of birth, and place of residence. 

69. @. You had an exact copy of the list from the receiving 
ship? <A. Yes, sir. 

70. Q. That didn’t enable you to tell who a man was who had 
entered the service two or three years before, and whom you had 
not seen? A. No, sir; but in many cases the towns described 
these men as well as the lists themselves; what they enlisted as, 
landsmen, or seamen, etc 

71. Q. Have you any interest in this case? A. No, sir. 

72. @. Have you everhad? A. No, sir. 
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Mr. Tuxpury. [have before me the rules as laid down by the 
commission in relation to credits. It is a newspaper account of 
the report of Governor Andrew to the Legislature, but it states the 
points so distinctly that I think the witness will recognize whether 
it is the truth or not. 

‘“‘ First, credit only those who had joined the service subsequent 
to the rebellion. 

*¢ Second, credit only those who joined the service at some ren- 
dezvous in the State. 

‘¢ Third, credit to the State at large the: men whose residence 
could not be clearly settled.” 

The State would be entitled to the credit where the residence 
could not be determined and not the city. That was done in accor- 
dance with the Statute which clearly says that men should be cred- 
ited to the cities ‘‘ in which they respectively reside upon satisfac- 
tory proof of their residence being given to the Secretary of War.” 


73. @. Mr. Heary. All this labor you performed, you per- 
formed for the State? Mr. Sanprerson. A. Yes, sir. 

74. Q. These descriptive rolls were all made up by the State? 
TAS eY68, Sir. 

75. Q. (By Mr. Touxsury.) Were you familiar with the 
manner in which that list was obtained, and the extent of the 
labor to get such a list? .d. They were some five months in get- 
ting it. 

76. @. Some five months in getting this list? 4. Five months 
in procuring the list of which this is a copy. 
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77. @. (By Mr. Touxsury.) Where were you residing in the 
year 1864 ; and whether you had had experience in procuring cred- 
its to different towns in the Commonwealth of men who had 
enlisted in the naval service at that time? A. In 1864, I was 
residing in the town of Brookline, and had resided there prior to 
that time about eighteen years. Ihad procured similar credits for 
Brookline, and other towns, of men in the navy.

78. @. Will you state now what took place in reference to the 
procuring of these credits for the City of Boston as you understand 
it? Give us a little account of what you did, and under what cir- 
cumstances you undertook the matter. A. On the thirteenth of 
_ May, 1864, I was in Washington, and I procured similar credits to 
the town of Brookline of men in the navy. It was there I learned 
from General Frye, Provost Marshal General, that the City of Bos- 
ton had a large number of men in the navy that had enlisted from 
the time the rebellion broke out in April, 1861, down to February 
24,1864. That they had made claim for those men, but they were 
not properly identified as being in the service. But if the city 
would present a satisfactory claim, in the same manner in which I 
had presented a claim for the town of Brookline, she would un- 
doubtedly get the same credits for the naval men. I inquired of 
General Fry how this matter stood in relation to the claim made 
on the part of the City of Boston for naval credits. He said there 
was an application before the Provost Marshal General at Boston, 
made for credits of men who could not be found as being in the 
service, and for that reason they could not allow the lists to be 
credited. He said that they had not properly identified the men, 
and he could not credit them, or only a small number of them, say 
two or three hundred. Their claim was to the amount of two or 
three thousand. 

79. Q. Go forward and state what you had to do with the City 
of Boston in that respect? -A. On my return home I inquired in- 
to the matter, and found that the City of Boston had been making 
claim for naval credits, and were unsuccessful in getting them. I 
went to Major Clarke and conferred with him about it, and with the 
different Provost Marshals. I saw the aldermen’s list, so-called 
and found the reason why the lists were not allowed was, that 
the men were not properly identified, or located, so that the proper 
officers could credit the men. 

80. Q. What do you mean by identifying them? A. As to 
their residence being established in Boston, and their being in the 
naval service. In the latter part of May, 1864, I called upon 
Mayor Lincoln, and had a conversation with him; made an in- 
quiry whether or not the city had not men in the naval service for 
which they had claims, and had failed to get them credited. He 
informed me that they had; that those claims were before Major 


Clarke, the Provost Marshal General; that they had, up to that 
; 4 
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time, been unable to procure them credited to the quota of Boston. 

81. @. Well, sir, what did you do? Was there any proposi- 
tion made in regard to it? A. I informed Mr. Lincoln that I had 
been successf:] in procuring credits for the quota of the town of 
Brookline; that if I was paid for it I would undertake that ser- 
vice for the City of Boston. He wanted to know what I would do 
that service for, and I informed him $200 per man; and if I was 
not successful I would not charge him anything. He said he 
would confer with the Board of Aldermen or the committee on the 
subject, and let me know in two or three days if I would call 
again. I think at that conversation I mentioned that there were 
some men on board the ‘* Ohio” from Rock Island, Illinois, that 
would nominate the City of Boston to be their place of residence ; 
that I could get them also credited. Those had enlisted in the 
navy subsequent to the 24th of February, 1864; and I had been 
successful in getting some of them credited to the quota of Brook- 
line. I called upon Mayor Lincoln at the time appointed. He in- 
formed me that he had conferred with the Board of Aldermen or 
the Committee, and that they had authorized him to offer me $125 
per man. At that price, he said a contract would be binding upon 
the city. Anything more than that would not be binding, as the 
statutes did not allow him to give anything more than that. I ac- 
cepted the offer, and drew up in my own handwriting this contract. 

82. @. Is that the original? A. That is the original. He 
said he would lay it before the committee, and I was to call again 
the next day, I think it was; or at any rate, it was a day or two 
afterwards, he informed me that the committee or the Board of 
Aldermen were unanimous in authorizing him to make that con- 
tract. But he wanted some alterations there in regard to full men, 
and the substance of the conversation in regard to that insertion 
in the contract was, that the men enlisted in the navy for one, two, 
or three years, or four years, and that the enlistment of the one or 
two years’ man did not amount to a full credit upon the quota. 
After discussing that matter, I inserted with his permission, and 
by his agreement, the words “ full men.” He took up his pen, 
dated it, and signed it. 

83. @. State what you proceeded to do, and what you did, as 
fast as convenient. A. Immediately after making that contract, 


I went to work making my arrangements to carry out to the best of 


my ability the procuring of the credits upon the quota of the City

of Boston, in order to entitle me to the money stipulated under 
the contract. My attention was first directed to ascertaining, as 
hear as possible, how many men resided in the streets of Boston, 
having families, that had enlisted in the United States navy, and 
which were not credited to the quota of the City of Boston. That 
was for the purpose of bringing it more particularly before the 
department, showing where such men resided in the streets of the 
city, as part of the proof of the residence of the men. I then 
employed competent men to go on board the * Ohio” to procure a 
copy of the enlistment papers. After tracing a great many men that 
resided in the streets to rendezvous, and on board the ‘‘ Ohio,” 
there we procured the enlistment papers, and took copies of them; 
as it were, culling out as many as we could who had families re- 
siding in the city. Upon procuring that list, we presented it to 
Mayor Lincoln, and he gave his official certificate to it. 

84. @. Let me interrupt you there a moment, you mean the 
list we have, that is, the list of which this is a copy. A. Yes, 
sir. 

85. Q. You say you attempted to get people on that list; did 
you find that all the people on that list resided in the City of Bos- 
ton? A. No, sir. We found a good many on that list did re- 
side in the City of Boston, and had families here, and we fur- 
nished that evidence to the department as part of the proof why 
that list should be allowed. 

86. @. How was that list made up? How did you make up 
that list? Why didn’t you have 70,000 or 50,000, or 4,000? 
How did you make up that list of 6,000 men? A. My first point, 
as I mentioned, was to ascertain as many as we could that resided 
in the city. My next point was precisely the same as in Brookline, 
to get as many men not residing here as we could to sign such a 
paper as that, nominating the City of Boston as their place of 
residence. 

87. Q. You got men to declare where they did reside? A. 
Yes, sir. 

88. Q. Have you the original documents? A. The original 
documents were filed at the war department. 

89. Q. That is in regard to Brookline, as I understand you? 
A. Yes, sir. The same thing was done in the case of the City of 
Boston; they are filed in the war department, and retained 
there. 
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90. @. How did you identify, or prove that these men resided 
in the City of Boston? A. That was one point; the next point, as 
I said, was to send the necessary clerical force to the various war 
vessels with such papers as it was necessary for them to sign, 
nominating or declaring the City of Boston to be their place of 
residence. And after they were all signed, they were filed at the 
war department as part of the proof of the residence of the men. 
In many cases where there were foreigners who had not taken out 
naturalization papers, we procured the naturalization of the men on 
each declaring the City of Boston to be his place of residence, 
with his first intention to become a citizen. Those were filed at 
the war department. 

91. @. What other method had you to show that these men 
belonged to Boston rather than anywhere else? A. Those three 
methods were the principal methods of showing that these men 
belonged to the City of Boston. First ascertain how many resided 
in the streets; then find out on board what ships they were, 
whether at Mobile, or on the Western rivers ; then send the proper 
clerks with the necessary papers for them to sign, declaring the 
City of Boston to be their place of residence. That was certified 
to in some cases before a clerk of a United States Court; in other 
cases before the commanders of ships, wherever they might be 
found. 

Mr. Tuxsury. The idea was to show that these men belonged 
to Boston. Men might come from Illinois, or any other State 
in the Union, and enlist in the naval service. His experience 
taught him to see that it was necessary that he should get some 
evidence that they belonged to the City of Boston, better 
evidence than any other State, city, or town could get that they 
belonged there. In order to do that, he procured as many signa- 
tures as possible of these men, declaring the City of Boston to be 
their place of residence ; or to make a declaration under their hand, 
of their intention to become citizens. 

92. (To Mr. Burry.) Whether or not you employed 
various persons to assist you in this matter? A. I employed 
a party here, and he employed others to attend to some clerical 
services on board the ‘* Ohio.” I employed another gentleman 
to attend more especially to procuring the proofs by getting 
the signatures of the men, and getting all the naturalization 
papers that he could get. 
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93. @. State how much of a job that was. A, I agreed with 
him to give him ten dollars a head upon the men credited under 
this contract with the City of Boston; and I advanced him all the 
money that was necessary for clerical services, which amounted to 
some $6,850, I believe. 

94. Q. That the extent of the expenses? A. No, sir. 

95. @Q. State the expense of procuring the list. What was the 
cost of procuring this first list before it was submitted to His Honor 
the Mayor for his inspection? How much trouble did you have, 
and what expense? A. I think the expense of procuring the list 
up to the time that it was presented to the Mayor was some three 
or four thousand dollars. I wont state certainly; it was pretty 
near that amount. And after that, it became necessary to procure 
these proofs. 

96. Q. To identify the lists? A. Yes, sir. I paid $6,850 for 
clerical services in connection with that, and agreed to pay ten 
dollars a head on every man I got credited under this contract. 

97. @. Ten dollars a man for that department? A. Yes, sir. 

98. @. Wont you illustrate why that was so expensive? What 
had to be done to get these men in addition to copying their 
names? A. The point was to establish and prove the residence of 
these men. That was the yreat point, as I learned at the war 
department; that was the point why the City of Boston failed to 
get the aldermen’s list credited, because they could not satisfac 
torily prove the residence of the men. ‘The Provost-Marshal 
remarked to me at that time that the mere declaration of tie 
Mayor and Aldermen that the men resided in the city according to 
their best knowledge and belief was not sufficient proof for them to 
credit those men to any place. What they wanted was just such 
evidence as this to be placed before them before they could con- 
sider the case. 

99. @. How did you get at their names? A. By sending, as I 
have stated, to the different ships. 

The Cuarrman. We don’t seem to have any knowledge of any- 
thing being done in the case by the City of Boston. 

Mr. Tuxsury. We say that he procured evidence from the men 
that they resided in the City of Boston. 

Mr. Burritt. I don’t say that we procured all the names; I 
think there was 38,800 or 4,200 signatures procured of men 
declaring that they wished to be credited to the quota of the City 
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of Boston, where they belonged. Those were procured by 
sending clerical service to Fortress Munroe, Fort Sumter, Charles- 
ton, New Orleans, the Western rivers, and other places. Clerks 
were sent there and they got these signatures, and they were filed 
at the war department as part of the evidence or proof of the 
residence of the men, that they belonged in the City of Boston. 
Then we filed another paper, my impression is, I swore to it, 
that according to my best knowledge and belief there was so 
many, I think about 1,500 or 1,700 men, that were found residing in 
the streets of Boston that had families. That was another paper 
that we filed as part of the proof showing the residence of these 
men. ‘They could go behind the commission, examine and see if 
the men lived in the numbers and streets that were designated. 

100. @. What did you do with the list? What was the next 
proceeding? A. After making that contract on the 31st of May, 
on the 20th or 18th of June I present this list, or the one of 
which this is a copy, to Mayor Lincoln, and he attached his of- 
ficial oath to it, that the men according to his best knowledge and 
belief were citizens of Boston, and liable to military duty. On 
the same day, the 20th of June, 1864, he gave me this letter, au- 
thorizing me, on behalf of the city, to present that list, or the 
original list, to General Frye, claiming the credits of the men to 
the quota of the City of Boston. 

101. Q. Is that the original letter? A. That is the original 
letter. 

(The letter was here put into the case.) 

Mr. Burry. I took the list, together with that letter. At 
the time of taking that letter, and this list, the list was submitted 
to Alderman Norcross by Mr. Lincoln, at his place in the Board 
of Aldermen, and I saw him give his assent to it. That letter 
was submitted, and his assent to it. I went to Washington, and 
presented the list and that letter to General Frye, and claimed 
the credit of the men, according to the list, in behalf of the City 
of Boston. He raised some question as to the large number of 
men, and as to the proof. He said he could not credit the men 
simply on the declaration, or the Mayor’s oath to it, without 
further proof. I informed him that the same proof would be filed, 
as far as we could procure it, as I filed in the case of the town of 
Brookline. That is, procuring the signatures of the men, and such 
naturalization papers as we could get. I told him that those would 
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be filed in due time. He then raised some question about the mat- 
ter that the law did not quite authorize him to credit these men. I 
informed him that I knew nothing about that ; that they were a sim- 
ilar class of men that had been credited to the town of Brookline. 
All that I wanted in behalf of the City of Boston was to give us 
the same rule of law that he exercised in that case. Finally, the 
matter was turned over to Secretary Stanton for him to decide 
upon. The Secretary took it under advisement for a day or two. 
I saw him, and he said he didn’t see any reason why the men 
should not be credited ; that the men were in the navy, and were 
a part of the able-bodied men of the City of Boston, as much as 
if they had gone into the army. But he made up his mind that 
the matter had better be turned over to Mr. Whiting, the Solicitor 
of the war department, for him to report upon, and said that I 
had better see him. Isaw Mr. Whiting from time to time, in fact 
several times a day, on this matter, and he said that he would look 
into the law upon the subject, and inform me how the matter stood. 
On his making that examination, I saw him, and he said that he 
didn’t think the present law quite authorized the war department 
to credit these men. That he should advise that the list, and that 
all the papers in connection with the case, be referred to the Presi- 
dent, with the view of procuring his order, authorizing the credits 
of these men to the quota of the City of Boston; and that I had 
better present the papers. Before presenting the papers, I went 
back to New York, and conferred with Mr. Raymond. I laid the 
matter before him, informing him what I wanted; that I thought 
it was a just claim and a righteous claim, that those men should be 
credited to the quota of the City of Boston; or, at least, a por- 
tion of them. And I wanted to procure his services in helping the 
matter along. He said that he would render me any service that 
he could, and would communicate to the President his view upon 
the subject. I accordingly returned to Washington, after getting 
his promise, and called upon the President. I placed the original 
list, Mayor Lincoln’s letter, and such other evidence as I had, to 
establish the residence of these men, before him. He took it under 
advisement, and requested me to call again in a day or two after. 
I called the next morning on the President, and he said he had 
taken the matter under consideration; had made up his mind to 
credit the men to the quota of the City of Boston; that the men 
were in the navy, behind the guns, and were a part of the military

strength of that city as much as if they had gone into the army. 
Right demanded of him that that should be done. He gave me a 
paper addressed to General Frye in substance as follows : 

‘¢ General Frye, credit the men to the City of Boston, according 
to Mr. Burrill’s list, if they belong there.” 

102. . Have you got that letter? .A. That was filed in the 
war department; I passed it from the President into General 
Frye’s hands. Before I went out of the President’s office, he says, 
‘¢] think perhaps it would be well before you present that paper 
to General Frye, that you come in here with some Massachusetts 
delegation, and let us talk this matter about these credits over. 
You had better go and see some of them; make some appointment 
with them, and we will talk this matter over.” I went into 
the House to see Mr. Rice, but he was not in his seat. I went into 
the Senate, and I saw Mr. Wilson. I laid before him the subject 
under consideration, and he took the list, as he said, to show it 
to Mr. Sumner and others. He agreed to meet me the next morn- 
ing at the President’s house; I think it was at nine o’clock. At 
the time appointed the next morning I was there, and the conver- 
sation between the President and Mr. Wilson upon the subject of 
these credits was something like this, in substance: He says, 
‘sMr. Senator, here seems to be an honest claim for men in the 
naval service that ought to be credited to the City of Boston. 
But Mr. Whiting, the Solicitor of the war department, seems to 
think that the law does not quite come up to the mark to authorize 
me to credit those men to the city. It has occurred to me that 
perhaps we had better have an explanatory section of the law got 
through, in order to enable me to credit the men.” The idea was, 
there was no question about it. I can’t exactly quote his words, 
only in substance. He said, *‘I think you had better go back to 
the Senate, and introduce a section authorizing the crediting of 
men that enlisted from April 1861, down to February 24,1864.” In 
other words, the men who enlisted in the navy prior to the 24th of 
February, 1864. Mr. Wilson, as I understood him, said to the 
President, that he would undertake that duty, as he said to me 
that he did. 2 

I found it was necessary for me to render such aid as I could, 
and to procure other aid in helping to get the legislation of that 
section of law through Congress. There was great opposition to 
the measure, more especially from the Western members, on the 
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ground that if such a section of law was passed, the next quota of 
Massachusetts would be full, and the Western States would have 
to put in all the men. That was their argument against it. My 
reply was, that there was no reason why Massachusetts should not 
have the credit, or the City of Boston have the credit, of these men 
in the navy; and that the draft should be put off on to the States 
where it belonged, and not make the City of Boston put in more 
than her proper share. I found that it was necessary to procure 
the services of professional gentlemen to render their aid in getting 
the necessary legislation through Congress. I accordingly did 
procure such assistance as was necessary, or as I was able to pro- 
cure in that direction. The section was submitted twice in the 
Committee and lost. The third time it was saved, and got before 
Congress, and it was passed. I went the next morning, I think it 
was on the fourth of July, saw the President, and told him that 
the night previous that section of the law had gone through, and 
asked him if there was any objection to presenting that paper to 
General Frye which he gave me, and which he had requested 
should not be presented until this necessary legislation had been 
got through. He said I had better go down to the State Depart- 
ment and get a copy of the law. I went down to the State De- 
partment, procured a copy (that copy is in the hands of Judge 
Sanger now; I went into his office to-day, but he was not there, 
and I did not get it), and submitted that copy to the President. 
He read it over, and said he should sign the law, and that I might 
go to General Frye and present the order, telling him that he 
should sign the law, and the matter could now be acted upon. 
General Frye demurred at the order, and said he did not 
wish to take upon himself the responsibility of determining 
the residence of these men; that the President had better 
give explicit directions to credit the men. JI went back to 
the President and informed him of the state of the matter 
with the war department. He said, “It is very strange 
that the war department cannot attend to their own details, 
and not put upon this department the details of their own 
affairs, the determining the residence of these men.” He made 
some criticisms upon Mayor Lincoln’s declaration of the residences 
of the men, and said that perhaps that was not sufficient for him 
to act upon; that I had better return to Boston, have the men 
enrolled, then come back there, and see if that would not establish 
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more fully and more satisfactorily the residence of the men. As 
only a portion of my evidence was then filed,—we had not got all of 
it in, we had got a part filed, and other parts we were expecting,— 
I came back to Boston, and presented this list to the Provost Mar- 
shal for enrolment under the new section that had passed Con- 
egress, the 8th section, which authorized their enrolment. They 
demurred somewhat, but after very heavy expenses by myself they 
finally enrolled the men, and I went back to Washington. I pre- 
sented the list to the war department, and General Frye said, 
*¢ Well, I have made up my mind to send that list to a commission 
to determine the residence of these men.” I inquired of him who 
that commission would probably consist of. He said it had been 
appointed, — Governor Andrew and Governor Clifford. Governor 
Andrew was then in Washington as a commissioner to act upon 
this matter. I had some misgivings, from the fact that I had 
called upon Governor Andrew to procure his official aid, if he 
could aid the matter, and he expressed some doubt about our hav- 
ing any such number of men in the navy. I informed him 
we had some sixteen thousand whom I thought ought to be 
credited somewhere. The result was, he did not give me any 
official aid, any help in pushing this thing along. For that 
reason I thought it was best to inquire what his position would be 
as commissioner, in case he acted upon this list. I ascertained 
that his feelings were, to credit all those naval men to the State at 
large. I went to the President, and I think I stated to him about 
as follows: that I saw clearly there was going to be an act of 
injustice done here, by crediting these men to the State at large. 
He wanted to know how the matter stood. I told him that these 
men in the navy belonged to the seaboard towns and cities princi- 
pally, and not to the interior towns, which had comparatively very 
few men in the navy. That Governor Andrew, and Governor 
Clifford, who had been appointed commissioners to determine the 
residence of these men, went in for determining their residence to 
the State at large. The President said, ‘‘ That is wrong; the men 
should be credited to the places where they belong.” He sent for 
Mr. Stanton, Secretary of War, and in conversation he said some- 
thing like this, ‘‘ Mr. Secretary, how is it about these credits for 
the City of Boston?” He says, ‘‘ Mr. President, I have made up 
my mind to refer all these claims for naval credits, including the 
City of Boston, to Governor Andrew, and Governor Clifford, to 
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determine the residences of the men.” The President says, ‘‘ How 
came Governor Andrew on this commission?” Mr. Stanton says, 
*“* Well, I appointed him there.” The President says, ‘*‘ Well, I 
have not been consulted as to that matter.” ‘*I was not aware,” 
says Mr. Stanton, ‘‘ that I need consult you; the 8th section says, 
that the residences shall be made satisfactory to the Secretary of 
War. For that reason I have gone forward, and made the appoint- 
ments.” I don’t pretend to give the exact words. That was the 
idea, that Governor Andrew and Governor Clifford were to deter- 
mine these residences. The President says, ‘* How came Governor 
Andrew on this commission?” Secretary Stanton replied, ‘* Well, 
I appointed him there. I appointed him to stop his carping with 
the war department for whatever they did.” There was some 
other conversation about that matter which I don’t remember 
now. ‘The President said, ‘‘ We don’t care about Governor An- 
drew’s carping; we must do what is right.” But it was thought 
best that this list be submitted to Governor Andrew and Governor 
Clifford to determine the residence of the men contained on it, 
The President gave Mr. Stanton instructions verbally. He says: 
** Now, Mr. Secretary, if that commission reports these men on 
that list of the City of Boston to the State at large, my orders are 
that you disallow the report.” Iwas all right then. J came back 
to Boston ; I saw Mayor Lincoln, and I informed him the status of 
the matter about, in substance, as my evidence has been given. 
He seemed to be glad to think that the matter was going to be 
successful, and told me that when I got the credits allowed, to give 
him three days’ notice, ar’ my money was ready. [I laid the list 
before Governor Clifford, and I left it there with them, or some 
one under thei. employ, — the same list that we claimed for naval 
credits in behalf of the City of Boston at the State House. 

103. Q. Had you got another certificate from Mr. Lincoln pre- 
vious to the presentation? A. Oh, yes; there is some more I 
have passed over. I will state that in Washington General Frye 
raised a question about Mayor Lincoln’s declaration on this list, 
and about Captain Green’s declaration; he was not satisfied, he 
said, and the list had better be sent down to the Naval Bureau, 
and let them verify every name there was on this list. I took the 
list, at one time, and carried it to the Naval Bureau, and they said 
it would take a long time, perhaps six months, to go through and 
get all this information that I wanted done in two or three 
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days. I paid $3,300 for clerical services there, which I didn’t 
think of when I spoke before. That paper verifying every 
one of these names was filed at the war department. 
This list, as I stated, was presented to the commissioners. I 
informed Mr. Lincoln the exact status of the matter, as I have 
said. I found sometime in August, that the city had presented 
another claim for men, which was the aldermen’s list, the very list 
which General Frye referred to at my conversation with him on the 
13th of May. I called on Mr. Lincoln, and I said to him that the 
smaller list was a matter of confusion. That of the names on it, 
I think I said only about three hundred could be verified. JI think, 
from the information I got from General Frye that those three 
hundred were probably on my list. I told him that it was only 
creating a conflict of claims between this list and that of the alder- 
men, and that the latter had better be withdrawn. He said he 
would take the matter into consideration. It went on, and I think 
I next saw him at the State House, on the steps, going up in the 
Governor’s room. Mayor Lincoln says: ‘“*I would like to have 
you see Judge Sanger, and tell him I would like to see him; I have 
got a letter for him.” I think he had that very envelope (present- 
ing it) in his hand. It was addressed to Judge Sanger. I could 
not say whether there was any letter in it; that was the envelope. 
He said: ‘‘ I would like to see him in relation to this matter.” I 
told him I would inform Judge Sanger, and called upon him. About 
that time, or within a day or two thereafter, Mayor Lincoln put on 
this list the indorsement which was on it at the time I presented 
the list. ‘*The City of Boston claims that the persons whose 
names are contained on the foregoing list are citizens of the City 
of Boston, who have enlisted in the navy of the United States, 
and ought to be credited to the City of Boston, under the 8th sec- 
tion of the 227th chapter of the acts of the first session of the 38th 
Congress, as so many persons furnished by said city to the military 
force of the United States. Said city hereby requests that the same 
be allowed.” There is no date when that was put on to the list ; but 
as they were enrolled on the 27th of July, and as I saw the list at 
the commissioner’s office the very last of August, when that was 
not on, I think it was put on from the 25th of August to the 1st of 
September. On the 5th of September, 1864, the credits being 
allowed according to this list, I learned from Judge Sanger that 
Mayor Lincoln waived the formality of procuring the necessary 
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official certificate, as stipulated in the contract. I called upon 
Mayor Lincoln, I think on the 8th of September, three days after 
the credits were allowed, for my pay. My impression was that 
Mr. Norcross was present; and Mr. Lincoln, and Mr. Norcross, 
one or both of them, said they had made up their mind to offer me 
$125,000, or to refer the matter to Governor Andrew, and Gov- 
ernor Clifford; or I might sue it. I wont say positive about the 
suit; but that was substantially it. I informed those gentlemen 
that I could not accept $125,000, because the money I had ex- 
pended, and my compromises, were largely in excess of that sum. 
That as for referring it to Governor Andrew, I did not regard him 
as an impartial referee. I was willing to submit it to most any 
other name that might be agreed upon. I called upon Mayor Lin- 
coln again, and urged the idea of submitting some other name in 
lieu of Governor Andrew, and of settling this matter up. And I 
pressed him pretty hard to settle it. Mr. Lincoln says, “ You 
have got an idea that all I have got to do is put my hand in the 
Treasury, take the money, and pay you. I cannot do it; the com- 
mittee wont sign the warrant. It is necessary for them to sign the 
warrant before I can do anything of the kind.” I expressed the 
desire to have the matter adjusted in some way, amicably and 
pleasantly. I don’t remember now any more about that point. 

104. @. Have you been paid? A. I have not been paid one 
cent yet for my services. 

105. @. You omitted one fact ; how was it about the enrolment 
of these men, after getting them through the naval bureau? A. I 
think I stated that I procured the men enrolled according to the 
list here. The certificate of enrolment is on it. 

106. @. You stated to Mr. Lincoln that it had cost you more 
money? A. Yes, sir. 

107. Q. State whether that is true or not as a matter of fact. 
A. Yes, sir; the amount of money I expended in my compromises 
was largely in excess of $125,000, the sum of money which they 
offered me. 

108. Q. Is that true? A. That is true. 

109. @. You stated something about the expense of procuring 
this list. I understand you that the certificates of these men that 
they belonged in Boston were obtained after you procured the list. 
To identify them, you had to get them to subscribe to it? A. That 
was being attended to at the same time. I knew just what General 
Frye wanted ; that was part of the evidence I was to procure. 
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110. Q@. Did you go yourself on board the different vessels? 
A. No, sir; I procured another party to attend to that branch of 
the duty, for which I agreed to pay him, and did pay him for it. 

Adjourned to Tuesday, July 20th. 


SECOND HEARING. 


The Committee on Claims of the City Council on the memorial 
of Charles Burrill, Friday evening, July 16th, 1869, at 74 o’clock. 

Present: Aldermen Talbot (Chairman), Baldwin. Councilmen, 
Wadsworth, Jacobs, Butler, Talbot, jr., and Pearson. 

The CHarrman. Mr. Tuxbury, what order do you wish to pur- 
sue in the hearing this evening? 

Mr. Tuxsury. If the gentlemen will allow me, I was going to 
ask Mr. Burrill to complete a few statements more which it oc- 
curred to me on looking over his testimony to ask him about. 
Then, after completing his testimony, there are one or two gentle- 
men here whom I should like to ask a few questions. After which 
Mr. Burrill can be cross-examined if the Solicitor sees fit to do so. 

The CuarrMan. Weare ready to proceed now. 

Mr. Tuxpury. I had supposed when the committee adjourned 
at the last hearing that I should not ask Mr. Burrill any more 
questions ; but one or two things have occurred to me about which 
I should like to make some inquiries. 

111. Q. In your last remarks, Mr. Burrill, before the committee 
adjourned, you mentioned something in regard to the amount of ex- 
pense you had been to in connection with these services for the city. 
I wish to call your attention to that subject, and ask you to state 
in detail, as carefully and as fully as you can, the nature of those 
expenses and the amount of them. Be careful, if you please, and . 
make a distinction between what you paid and what you agreed to 
pays 

Mr. Burry. Shall I state what I paid and what I agreed to 
pay also? 

Mr. Tuxsury. You made a statement, I think, that you had 
placed yourself under obligations to pay certain parties. In laying 
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the matter before the committee, I want you to state as near as 
you can, what you paid out, making a distinction between what 
you actually paid and your obligations to pay, taking the payments 
in the order in which they came. 

Mr. Burritz. I paid for clerical services on board the ‘* Ohio” 
for copying these lists from $3,000 to $4,000. I paid in Wash- 
ington for clerical services in procuring a proof of the residences 
of the men, — their signatures, at various points, $6,850. I paid 
for verifying the lists at the naval bureau $3,300. I paid for petty 
expenses on board various ships, amounting to $1 per head; per- 
quisites paid to officers for their services on board various ships, 
in explaining to the men the nature of the paper which it was 
necessary for them to sign, in order to credit,them to the quota of 
the City of Boston, about $1 a head, amounting to $4,500. I paid 
in connection with the enrolment of the men here in Boston, $18,- 
000. I paid for retainers in Washington and professional assist- 
ance, $52,500. I paid for political subscription $30,000. 

112. Q. State where, and how, and under what circumstances 
that was paid; what it had to do with this case,I mean. I should 
like to have these others explained when you get through with the 
list, more in detail. Explain the political subscription, if you 
please; how, under what circumstances, and why you paid it. 
What has it to do with the case? A. In order to secure the co- 
operation of Mr. Raymond, to secure his services in connection 
with this matter. 

113. Q. Henry J. Raymond? A. Henry J. Raymond, sir. I 
agreed, in case these credits were allowed, to procure a subscription 
of $100,000 for political purposes. I was not able to carry out that 
subscription only to the extent-of $30,000, and that I paid in cash. 

114. Q. Mr. Tuxsury. Still, Mr. Burrill, you don’t show why 
you paid it. State to the committee, if you please, under what cir- 
cumstances you felt obliged to pay that sum, if you did. Wont 
you state what co-operation and assistance you needed, and at what 
time in the history of this transaction this occurred? A. I needed 
the assistance of Mr. Raymond, I needed his services in enlist- 
ing the co-operation of the President of the United States in behalf 
of this matter. 

115. Q. Howdid you getit? State the circumstances under which 
it was obtained, and where. A. I procured it through my agent, 
Mr. Roberts. He was a lawyer, and conversant with such matters 
as this. 
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116. @. When was itin the history of thistransaction? A. It 
was in July; about the 5th of July, 1864. 

117. @. We shall have to take your word for it. Still, you don’t 
show how Mr. Raymond was of any service in this matter. A. AsI 
have stated, he agreed to secure the services of the President in 
connection with the matter, and render his own services in aid of 
getting the credits allowed. 

118. Q. Well, what did he do? A. He wrote to the President in 
regard to the matter, and asked him if he viewed it in the same 
light which he did as to its being a just claim; and that he would 
like to have h'm allow the credits, in which case he would — 

119. @Q. How do you know he wrote to the President? A. I 
saw him write the letter. 

120. @. What was the purport of that letter? A. The purport 
of that letter was as I stated, that he would like to have the Presi- 
dent look into this case, and if he viewed it to be an honest claim, 
to allow it to the City of Boston, and that would enable him to 
procure political subscription for political purposes to the extent 
of $100,000, for the next campaign. That I promised to Mr. 
Raymond. 

121. @Q. I believe you stated, in your former examination, the 
course of your proceeding after that. When this letter was sent to 
Washington, that was the time you endeavored to j,rocure a change 
in the law, wasn’t it? A. Yes, sir. 

122. Q. Did you, through his or other sources get the co-opera- 
tion of the President of the United States in this matter? A. Idid 
zet his Co-operation through those means. 

123. @. Through that or other sources? A. Yes, sir. 

124. @. Wont you state, Mr. Burrill, under what circumstances 
you paid these various sums? You say on board the ‘‘ Ohio” you 
paid from $3,000 to $4,000 for getting these lists copied? A. Yes, 
sir. 

125. @Q. At the naval bureau in Washington $3,300? Under 
what circumstances did you pay that, andfor what purpose? A. At 
the Provost Marshal-General’s office, as I have stated, I think, 
before, they hesitated about accepting the oath ‘of Mayor Lincoln 
to the list as being proof of the residence of the men, or as being 
any proof that the men were in the service. For that reason 
they desired that the list should be sent to the naval bureau, there 
to have their names verified. I accordingly carried the list to the 
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naval bureau, and procured the verification of every name on the 
list as being in the service of the United States, having enlisted 
in the rendezvous here in Boston. 

126. @. Iwill ask whether that payment was voluntary on your 
part? What necessity arose which caused you to pay $3,300 for 
that service? 4. It was necessary to procure extra clerical ser- 
vices in the naval bureau office, to go through the list and examine, 
to see whether they had the men in the service or not. It could 
not be done under several weeks without this additional assistance, 
working night and day to verify this list. It was said to me that 
unless I paid for this additional assistance, it could not be done: 
I accordingly agreed to pay for it, and did pay that sum of 
money. 

127. @. Now, wont you state, Mr. Burrill, the circumstances 
under which you paid, and the reasons why you paid what you 
designate here as petty expenses? For what was that sum paid? 
A. In sending clerks on board the war ships, it was necessary to 
have explained to the men the nature of the paper which they were 
to sign, nominating the City of Boston to be their place of resi- 
dence; and to explain also that in case they were credited, their 
families would be entitled to State aid, and themselves to the 
State bounty designated in the circular letter issued by the Gover- 
nor of the Commonwealth ; and in order to have this matter fully 
explained to them, it became necessary that my agent should 
employ some of the petty officers who have immediate charge of 
the men to explain the whole thing; and that sum of money was 
paid as a gratuity or perquisite to those petty officers, so that the 
men would come forward and, understanding what they were about, 
freely sign the necessary papers. 

128. Q. Now, will you pass, in the order in which you named 
them, to the money paid for the purpose of procuring the enrol- 
ment of these men. State the circumstances under which it was 
paid and why you paid it. A. I paid the money for enrolling the 
men — not for enrolling directly, but indirectly — to facilitate the 
business. I could not get them enrolled, or the matter would 
have been delayed so that I could not have got back to Washing- 
ton with the lists in time; therefore, in order to facilitate the 
business and get the enrolment of the men, I paid that large sum 
of money to put the business through. 

129. @. What was the ground of the claim on which this sum 
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was exacted? What was told you as the reason for claiming so 
large asum? What was it paid for? As a bribe, or for services? 
A. Notas abribe, but for the services of one of the deputies in 
the office. I was told if I paid so much for his services that the 
men would be enrolled, otherwise they would not. I could not do 
any better, and I paid it, and went back to Washington with the 
list. 

1380. Q. That was the time of the enrolment here in Boston? 
A. Yes, sir; it was in July. | 

131. @. What was the reason or excuse given you, if any, for 
requiring so large a sum of money? Why was this money called 
for? What did they want the money for, as it was stated to you? 
A. For the services of one of his deputies in the office. He said 
if I would pay so much money for his services he would enroll the 
men; that he was not obliged to enroll them. That was the talk. 

132. @. Did he say anything about employing extra persons? 
A. Yes, sir; he said he should have to employ extra persons in 
the office ; that done in the ordinary way, it would take six months ; 
that if I wanted it done quickly, I must pay for it. That if I 
didn’t pay for it, he wouldn’t do it. I did the best I could with 
him, and paid him the money for enrolling the men. 

138. Q. Eighteen thousand dollars? A. Eighteen thousand 
dollars. 

134. @. Wont you state the circumstances under which you 
paid, and the reasons why you paid this $52,500 in Washington? 
A. In Washington there was great opposition to the eighth section 
of the law which, through my means, was passed. It became ne- 
cessary to retain professional men to watch the legislation of that 
matter and to aid it. I paid it to a gentleman, and he procured 
the services of other gentlemen, which is usual in such cases in 
Washington. 

135. Q. Did you pay it all at one time, or at different times? 
A. I paid that sum of money all at one time. The contest over 
that section of the law was very severe. The Western members 
opposed it, and said they would not give us such a law. I had to 
employ all the talent I could possibly command, and I agreed to pay 
that sum of money. 

1386. @. And did pay it? A. And did pay it. I might have 
got it done, possibly, for a little less, if it hadn’t been for the fact 
that it was known I was the agent of the City of Boston by Mayor 
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Lincoln’s letter, and that I was there for the purpose of getting 
these naval credits in order to save the city from a draft. As it 
was, I got it done by paying as little money as I could. 

137. @. Was any report made to you of what was done with 
this money? Can you tell the particular individuals who received 
it? 4. No; I cannot tell who the particular individuals were who 
received it. 

138. @. You employed a gentleman, as I understand you, who 
was professional manager of that kind of business? A. Yes, sir. He 
represented to me what was necessary to be done in order to make 
this matter successful. I felt it was right and proper it should be 
done. In fact, the whole thing would have been lost if I had not 
done it; it saved the thing. 

139. @. At that time, were you paying this money out of your 
own pocket? <A. Yes, sir; I paid it out of my own resources. 

140. @. There is one more item, $30,000. You explained 
that this is a part of $100,000 you were to pay in New York? A. 
There is another item I paid in Washington to Mr. Hanscom. I 
think from $1,000 to $2,000 for his services in aid of the legisla- 
tion of the law through Congress. 

141. @. Any other expenses that you recollect? You said you 
paid $450 for something. What was that for? .A. That was paid 
to Mr. Clifford, the clerk of the United States Court here, for pro- 
curing the naturalization and other papers of the men who were 
naturalized. I think part of it was for the clerk of the Court in 
New York, as it was found that some of the men had been natural- 
ized there. 

142. @. That was paid to the clerks of United States Courts 
for procuring naturalization papers? A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Hearty. The amount was $450. 

Mr. Burritt. Charges for similar purposes are included in the 
$6,850 that was paid by my agent. 

148. Mr. Tuxspury. Now, Mr. Burrill, state, if you please, if 
there are any obligations you contracted to pay in the course of this 
thing in addition to what you have named which you have not been 
able to pay; that is, if you have other liabilities in any way de- 
pending upon your success. A. I contracted for the services of 
my agent at ten dollars per head for the number credited. That was 
referred to in my first testimony. That was in addition to the 
other sums I have mentioned. I agreed to give him ten dollars 
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per head for every credit allowed, and to advance him the sums of 
money necessary for all expenses. 

144. Q. Any other conditional liability? A. There is the lia- 
bility to Mr. Hanscom. I don’t know as he holds the liability now. 
I have understood that various other parties were interested in it. 
That was a paper for $50,000. | 

145. Q. You mean if this had gone through you contracted to 
pay $50,000? A. Yes, sir. 

146. Q. Do you recollect anything else, Mr. Burrill, in the 
way of pecuniary expenses, which you can name? A. There were 
about 1,900 of the men that my agent agreed to pay $50 local 
bounty to, in order to induce them to sign the necessary papers 
declaring their residence to be the City of Boston. 

(147. Q. Would that be included in these items? 4. That is 
not included in any of those items I have given you. I didn’t 
think of it before. | 

148. Q. About 1,900 of them he was to pay $50 each? <A. So 
he informed me. ; 

149. Q. Who was to pay the $50? Were you to pay it? A. I 
agreed to pay it, if this had gone through all right. 

150. Q. Now, Mr. Burrill, I want to ask you one more ques- 
tion in relation to this subject, and that ends it. There has been 
some doubt expressed in relation to this. Wont you state briefly 
where you got the money to pay these sums. What means had 
you? Where did you get so much money to pay out, supposing 
gentlemen might think you had not the means? -A. I madea large 
sum of money on the sale of a steamer in 1864, and I received 
from the town of Brookline — 

151. @. How much on that steamer? .A.On that steamer and 
some others about $40,000. I received from the town of Brookline, 
for similar credits, $150 per man, amounting in all to about $60,000 ; 
and from Somerville and Charlestown, I think, about $70,000. I 
have not got the exact statement here. I suppose that gentlemen 
who are here can state the facts in the matter. I received other 
sums of money from other towns for my services in procuring naval 
credits, the amount of which I don’t remember. I can furnish 
them hereafter. If I had known you were going to ask me about 
these sums, I should have brought the amounts. 

152. Q@. Mr. Burrill, I don’t know as you stated in your testi- 
mony before what price per man these other towns paid you. 
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A. Brookline paid me $150 per man for naval credits; Somerville 
and Charlestown $200, or from $150 to $200. There were some 
small cases. 

153. Q. Was that for procuring credits of this same class of 
men? A. The same class of men; credits for those who had 
enlisted in the naval service. 

154. Q. That is all I wish to ask you on that subject. Now, I 
should like to call your attention to a paper that was put in here, 
passed by the Board of Aldermen and Common Council. In refer- 
ence to some inquiries I would state, Mr. Chairman, that it is 
rather embarrassing for me at this stage of the proceedings to 
have placed before me an order, such as has come from the Com- 
mon Council, in reference to these enlistments. Still, I deem it 
perfectly proper to question Mr. Burrell in regard to those in- 
quiries. It will give us the greatest pleasure to afford any aid we 
can towards answering those inquiries. I had supposed that who- 
ever started them would in some way appear before the committee, 
and make some efforts to lead or assist in this investigation. It is 
the best we can do, Mr. Chairman. I would not thrust this knowl- 
edge upon the committee ; but Mr. Burrill is here, and is supposed 
to know as much on this subject as anybody we know of. There- 
fore we submit him with the greatest pleasure to have him state 
what he knows in relation to these various inquiries. I would ask 
the privilege of having him state what he knows in relation to 
them. It may be a little unusual, but when it is thought ad- 
visable to put a formal order through the City Council to make 
inquiry into certain things, and in instructing this committee to do 
it, we wish to place any amount of evidence we have before the 
committee in relation to this subject. It will take but a moment 
or two, and I will ask the witness what he knows in relation to 
each of these subjects, if there is no objection. 

The CuHarrman. ‘There is no objection. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Be kind enough, Mr. Burrill, to explain what 
you know in reference to this first inquiry, ‘‘ That the committee 
be instructed to inquire whether or not Mr. Burrill did furnish the 
number of men which he claims.” That will be general, I sup- 
pose. Is there any particular thing to be said upon that, 
whether you furnished that number of men? Wont you state, Mr. 
Burrill, what number of men you did furnish, and how you got at 
the precise number of men? The list which was presented here,

on being reduced to full men, would vary the total somewhat. A- 
According to the large list, there were 6,100 men in the naval ser- 
vice; 428 on the small list in the Marine Corps; total, 6,528 ; 
1,403 of whom were one year’s men, one year’s enlistment; 1,262, 
two years’ enlistment; 3,434, three years’ enlistment, and 428 
four years’ enlistment. y 

155. Q@. Making in all, for enlistment one year, how many? 
A, 15,6724 men for one year; or, reduced to three years’ enlist- 
ment, it makes 5,2242 men. 

156. Q. I suppose that what is meant by quota and full man 
would more properly be shown by military gentlemen, so I will not 
press that matter. 

Mr. Hearty. That is perfectly understood by the committee. 

Mr. Tuxsury. What have you to sayin regard to the next 
question? whether or not some of these identical men were not 
also credited to and paid for by other towns or cities in this State? 
A. Not to my knowledge. I was not paid anything for them. 

157. @. Whether or not some of those identical men were not 
also credited to and paid for by other States or towns or cities 
within said States? A. Not that I am aware of. Not to my 
knowledge. 

158. @. Did you take any part or use any efforts to get these 
men credited to other towns either in or out of this State, the 
men who are on your list? -A. There was an application made to 
me by the authorities of New York City, which may be the cause 
of that order, desiring to contract with me for services in procur- 
ing naval credits at $150 per man, but it was impossible for me 
to attend to it. 

159. Q. The question is: did you procure for anybody or use 
any instrumentality to get these men credited to any other town or 
State whatever? A. I did not. 

160. @. Whether or not suits at law are now pending between 
Mr. Burrill and other towns or cities for the identical persons 
alleged to be furnished to the City of Boston? A. Not to my 
knowledge. 

161. @. Can you give anything to throw any light on that sub- 
ject, Mr. Burrill? -A. There were some parties who made a con- 
tract for naval credits with some individuals, and, failing to get 
their pay, wished my assistance. 

162. @. State where, and what about the suit, if there is any- 
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thing to be said. .A. There was a gentleman in Lowell, and I 
think one in Needham; a party made contracts with these indi- 
viduals, and the contracts were assigned to me after the suits were 
brought. I think it was for the purpose of litigating the thing 
through the Courts. The most of the interest belongs to other 
parties and not to me. 

163. @. What was the suit? A. The suit was for some ten or 
fifteen naval credits. 

164. @. Was the suit brought on it? A. Yes, sir. A suit 
was brought, and a verdict got, I believe. It turned out all 
worthless. That was the only suit I had anything to do with. 

165. @. None of the men claimed in that suit are now on this 
list? A. No, sir; I had nothing to do with it. 

166. Q. The next inquiry is, that said committee further i inquire 
whether or not:at the time said Burrill claims to have obtained 
credits for the city any of the men were dead, and how many were 
dead for which he claims allowance? A. I have no knowledge of 
how many were dead. ‘They were not dead when they went into 
the service. If they were dead, I didn’t know of it. 

167. @Q. That is all you know about these inquiries? A. Yes, 
sir. I want to make a slight correction. I wish to state, upon 
refreshing my memory, that I had an interview with Mr. Norcross, 
either prior to my going to Washington or immediately after. Mr. 
Lincoln introduced me to Mr. Norcross as being the party who 
was going to Washington or had been to Washington to attend to 
the naval credits. I wish to state, that I did not intend to state 
that Mr. Norcross assented to the contract or assented to the list 
and letter, only seemingly to me. Mr. Lincoln takes the list or 
letter to Mr. Norcross, who was at his place in the Board of Alder- 
men, and I saw him seemingly assent to it. I don’t wish to be - 
understood as saying that I heard Mr. Norcross assent to the list 
or the letter, but I saw him give his assent to it seemingly. Isaw 
him in another room. Mr. Lincoln was talking with him with this 
contract or letter before him, and as I judged, he assented to it. 

168. @. You didn’t hear him? A. I didn’t hear him. I don’t 
know whether it was an assent to this list or not, only seemingly 
it was so. 

169. @. Was there anything ever said to you by either of these 
gentlemen, Mr. Burrill, as to whether you were engaged in pro- 
curing this? I mean, after you had been to Washington, was any- 
thing said to you by Mr. Norcross or Mr. Lincoln that showed 
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whether they thought you were engaged in that work or not? A. I 
saw Mr. Nash at the Provost Marshal-General’s office a week or ten 
days before the credits were allowed, and he inquired of me how I 
was getting along in getting the naval credits. I told him the 
credits then were virtually allowed under the order from the Presi- 
dent; that the list was submitted to Governors Andrew and Clif- 
ford as a matter of formality ; that it was, to all intents and pur- 
poses, as I felt, a matter that was a finality, that the credits would 
be allowed. Mr. Nash expressed himself as being pleased at the 
prospect. His being on the committee on contracts was the reason 
for his inquiring how I was getting along in connection with that 
matter. | 

170. @. What did he say in regard toit? Anything? A. He 
expressed himself as being glad that the credits were going to be 
allowed. That is about all the conversation I remember I had with 
him. 

171. Q. If there is anything else you think of upor this sub- 
ject, Mr. Burrill, won’t you state it, if it is material for the com- 
mittee to understand? A. At the first interview that I testified to 
that I saw Mr. Lincoln, when we had a conversation about these men 
from Rock Island on board the ‘* Ohio,” I remember he took from his 
desk a circular letter from General Schouler, and read a paragraph 
criticizing a town in this vicinity — which we understood as refer- 
ring to Brookline — for getting as credits upon her quota rebels from 
Rock Island, Illinois, or Pea Ridge prisoners. I have never seen 
that paragraph since, and have never thought of it untilnow. I 
suppose it is still in existence. It gave a full account of these 
men on board the ** Ohio” from Rock Island, Illinois. 

Mr. Tuxsury. That is all, Mr. Chairman, I propose to ask 
him. I will recall Mr. Burrill for cross-examination at another 
time. There are several gentlemen here who are very anxious to 
get away, and perhaps it would be desirable to hear their testimony 
first. 

John R. Poor was then called and sworn. 
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172. @. (By Mr. Tuxzory.) Mr. Poor, were you in 1864 one 
of the selectmen or recruiting committee of the town of Somerville ? 
A. I was. 
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173. Q. State whether you had any negotiations with or em- 
ployed Mr. Burrill, or any other gentleman, for procuring naval 
credits of men enlisted in the navy or marine corps to be credited 
to the town. A. I did employ him several times. He procured 
a list of the men placed to the credit of the town, and they were 
allowed by the Provost Marshal-General as credits on the quota of 
the town of Somerville, and for which we paid Mr. Burrill. 

174. @. The town of Somerville, and what other town? A. 
Somerville and Charlestown. 

175. @. What had you to do with Charlestown? A. We had 
a surplus of men, and we made arrangement with the City of 
Charlestown for their services, and they were turned over and 
aliowed by the Provost Marshal. 

176. QQ. Will you state what you paid for the services of Mr. 
Burrill? A. I think it was $200 a man; I don’t know the exact 
sum now. I should think we paid him in all between $60,000 and 
$70,000. 

177. Q. At the rate of $200 a man for each credit? A. Yes, 
sir. 

178. @. If you were on the recruiting committee, Mr. Poor, I 
suppose you were familiar with the difficulties and general expenses 
of procuring the enlistment and re-enlistment of men at that time? 
I have had no opportunity of questioning this gentleman before ; 
I want to know what the difficulties were of procuring recruits at 
that time in the month of May, 1864? A. I know that in some 
towns where a draft occurred, men paid as high as $700, and even 
$800 for substitutes. 

179. @. Did your town, or either of them, have occasion to 
procure substitutes or new recruits? A. Yes, sir. Men were 
drafted from our town, and a committee was appointed to fill the 
draft. The men, I think, contributed $300 each; and what money 
was not used to fill the draft was returned pro rata to the men who 
contributed it. Other men provided their own substitutes, and 
paid prices varying from $200 to $700. 

180. Q. For getting these credits by Mr. Burrill, you paid him 
$200 perman? A. Yes, sfr. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


181. Mr. Hearty. When was that? What was the date of his 
i 
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procuring these credits? A. I think it was in the year 1864, and 
the early part of the year 1865, as near as I can remember. 

182. @. How many times were they procured, sir? A. I think 
three times. 

183. @. What. class of men did you bargain with Mr. Burrill 
for? A. Men that would be placed upon the credit for the quota 
of the town. | 

184. @. Were they to be citizens of Somerville? A. I don’t 
recollect that that was stated. I don’t know that it mattered, as 
long as they were credited on the quota of the town. 

185. Q. Well, sir, did you, after the fifth of July, or the fourth 
of July, 1864, after Congress had passed an act authorizing the 
credits of all enrolments into the navy, the same as for the military 
force of the town, did you give Mr. Burrill $200 a man to get you 
the inhabitants of Somerville, who enlisted from Somerville into 
the naval service, credited to the town? A. I don’t recollect the 
exact date; but whenever there was a call for men, and men were 
lacking on the quota, the committees, of which I was one, made 
arrangements with Mr. Burrill to fill the quota. 

186. @Q. Did you understand him to be counting men that had 
enlisted from Somerville to which you by law were entitled, or did 
you understand that he was procuring men from outside, to which 
you were not entitled? A. Well, sir, I think it was the very gen- 
eral practice then, if the Provost Marshal, or the officer to whom 
that duty belonged, placed men to the quota of any town or city, 
and they were so acknowledged at the war department, they were 
to all intents and purposes credited to the quota as much as though 
they were regular citizens. 

187. Q. I understand that; but were you not bargaining with 
Mr. Burrill for men who were not citizens of Somerville, instead 
of those who were and who had gone into the service? 4. We 
uilderstood that if the men were not credited to any town, they 
had a right to nominate. 

188. Q. That is not my question. I want to have you under- 
stand my question fully. After the passage of the law by Con- 
gress, on the 4th July, 1864, every town or district was entitled to 
be credited with all the men who had enlisted into the navy from 
the beginning of the war down to the 24th of February, 1864, just 
the same as if they had enlisted in the army. Did you suppose 
you were paying for those men? 4. I don’t know as I fully under- 
stand you, sir. 
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189. Q. Then, sir, where did you understand, when you made 
this bargain with Mr. Burrill, that the men were to come from ? 
A. Well, as I understood it, they were in the navy and were not 
credited to any town. . 

190. Q. Where did they come from? Where are their homes? 
A. It was supposed that many of them belonged in Somerville ; 
some of them belonged to other places which came from the 

South. , 
191. Q. How long were you engaged in this recruiting busi- 
ness? Up to what time? A. I was in town matters some four 
years. 

192. @. Down to what time? Downto1866? A. All through 
the war; yes, sir. 

193. @. Were you not aware of the fact, sir, that on February 
24th, 1864, Congress passed an act allowing from that time forward 
credits of persons enlisting in the navy, as well as those enlisting 
inthe army? A. All whom we found had enlisted in the navy 
from four town were credited to us, and those we did not pay 
for. 

194. Q. I inquired as to your knowledge of the law. Were 
you aware of the fact that on the 24th of February, 1864, an act 
was passed by which all men who enlisted in the navy after that 
date were to be credited to the town or district from which they 
enlisted? A. They were in our town. 

195. Q. Did you understand that to be the law? A. Yes, sir. 

196. Q. I am not inquiring as to what was done under the law, 
now. Were you aware that on the following fourth of July, an- 
other act was passed by Congress, which gave the towns and dis- » 
tricts credit for all men which had enlisted from those towns and 
districts prior to the 24th of February? A. I think so. 

197. Q. Now I want to know this of you, and here I come to 
the question again. After the passage of the acts, so that you 
were entitled, by law, to the men that had enlisted from Somerville 
into the navy, when that had become a fixed law, and you had 
nothing to do but show that they had enlisted from your town, did 
you make a bargain with Mr. Burrill agreeing to give him $200 
each for those men? A. No, sir. 

198. Q. So I supposed; your bargain was, that when he got 
you men, you were to pay him $200 a piece for those he furnished 
you to whom you were not entitled? A. Yes, sir.

RE-DIRECT. 


199. Q. (By Mr. Tuxzoury.) I understand your contract with 
Mr. Burrill to have been made before that act of the fourth of 
July, 1864, was passed. A. Our committee was at work at that 
time in the army and navy to see where the men were who had left 
the town, to see if they had been properly credited. As near as I 
can remember, we looked up every man, and had them placed to 
the credit of the town. 

200. @. What you procured from Mr. Burrill was to get men 
you could not get? A. Yes, sir. 

B. F. Baker and William J. Griggs were called and sworn. 
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201. Q. (By Mr. Tuxsoury.) Mr. Baker, whether or not you 
were clerk of the town of Brookline in 1864? A. I was. 

202. @. Are you at the present time? A. I am at the present 
time. 

203. @. Whether or not you were familiar with the efforts made 
to procure recruits to fill the quota of the town of Brookline in 
1864? Was that a matter which came under your observation ; 
and if so, in what way? A. I was clerk of the Selectmen, and by 
that means I was clerk of the Board of Enrolment. The Select- 
men were appointed recruiting officers, and I acted as secretary all 
the way through. 

204. @. Had you a committee on recruits? A. We had a 
committee at the beginning of the war; but in 1863 that commit- 
tee resigned, and the duty of recruiting and taking charge of the 
military business devolved upon the Selectmen of the town. 

205. @. Do you know, Mr. Baker, of your own knowledge, 
whether any arrangement was made with Mr. Burrill in reference 
to procuring naval credits for the town of Brookline; if so, what 
arrangement was made? A. Mr. Burrill was employed by the 
Selectmen to procure men to the credit of the town of Brookline 
who were enlisted in the navy. 

206. Q. At what rate? A. The rate was to be $150 per man, 
recruiting expenses. 
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207. Q. About what time in the year was that contract made, 
do you recollect? A. The final contract was made in the first 
part of May, 1864. I can’t tell you the date; I don’t remember 
it. I think there was something prior to that. I think Mr. 
Burrill entered upon this business in April sometime and the con- 
tract was made with him about May Ist. 

208. Q. To pay him $150 per man? A. Yes, sir. 

209. Q. How many, or about how many men did he procure to 
be credited under that arrangement? A. Well, there were several 
lists going through the year; I think in all about two hundred and 
eighty men. 

210. @. Was he paid that sum of money for these services? 
A. He was paid for his services according to agreement. 

211. @Q. Do you recollect what amount in all was paid to Mr. 
Burrill for this or any recruiting services? A. I think for all the 
services (there were some other services rendered the town by 
him), —I think in all somewhere in the vicinity of $60,000. I 
could not tell exactly. It was about that sum. 

212. @Q. Did youkeep arecord of that sum precisely? A. No, sir. 

213. Q. Why not? Explain, if you please, how your enrol- 
ments were made; why you cannot tell the exact sum. A. There 
was a part of it went to him through other parties, as I understand 
it. All the record we kept was simply that we paid so much for 
our recruits, or for our recruiting expenses. The principal items 
are all placed on file, were exhibited to the auditors of accounts, 
and passed under their scrutiny. 

214. @. Was this arrangement with Mr. Burrill which you 
have stated, to procure these men enlisted in the naval service or 
marine corps, to procure new men, new enlistments? A. Well, 
some of them had enlisted before. They were to be procured to 
the credit of the town of Brookline. 

215. Q. What was the arrangement with him? What was he 
to do for which he was entitled to $150 aman? 4. When he 
brought us a list certified to by the proper officers, he was to re- 
ceive his pay, and not before. 

216. Q. I wish to find out what the agreement or understand- 
ing was; that he should furnish credits only, or furnish new men? 
A. The understanding was, that they were to be naval credits. 
We could not procure new men for any such price as that at that 
time. 
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217. @. Do you know, Mr. Baker, whether other towns 
paid, and if so, what other towns, paid for this class of services? 
A. I don’t know that other towns had similar services, except from 
what I hear here to-night. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


218. By Mr. Hearty. You say he got you about two hundred 
and fifty men at one hundred and fifty dollars apiece. How much 
of this one hundred and fifty dollars, sir, was paid by the town, 
and how much through other sources? A. The town paid the 
whole of it, sir. 

219. Q. The town paid the whole of it? A. Yes, sir; cer 
tainly. All the recruiting expenses throughout were paid by the 
town by taxes. 

220. Q. I understood you in your examination in chief to say 
that this was not all paid by the officers of the town, but was paid 
by other parties to some extent. If you paid this money to Mr. 
Burrill from the town, haven’t you a perfect schedule of what you 
paid? A. I presume the treasurer has, sir. I haven’t it. 

221. Q. Now, sir, what were the services you paid Mr. Bur- 
rill for other than procuring these two hundred and eighty men at 
one hundred and fifty dollars each? -A. Mr. Burrill assisted us 
some in getting recruits prior to this time. 

222. @. Was the money paid to him for personal services, or 
for bounty to the men? A. It was for personal services, all the 
money we paid him. 

223. Q. Now, sir, you say he got you two hundred and eighty 
men at one hundred and fifty dollars apiece. ‘That would come to 
$42,000. Now, do you mean to say you paid Mr. Burrill $18,000 
for personal services beyond that? A. I think there was about 
that sum. I would not state exactly. 

224. @. For that $18,000, how many men did he furnish you? 
How many did he get enlisted for that $18,000? A. That I could 
not tell you. He worked for us there some two years in various 
ways. z 
225. @. And you paid him for personal services at the rate of 
$9,000 a year? .A. We didn’t employ him by the year. We 
employed him by the piece, you might say. As the men were 
brought he received his compensation. 
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226. @. That disposes of the two hundred and eighty men, 
credited to the town in the naval service, for which you paid him 
$42,000. I understand you that you paid him $60,000 in all. 
What was the additional $18,000 paid for? A. That was for per- 
sonal services rendered within two years. 

227. @. Who received the money? A. Whether it all went to 
himself, or how he disposed of it, I have no knowledge as to that. 

228. @. Did you pay out money without knowing what it was ~ 
going for? A. I think I stated that Mr. Burrill helped us before this 
time, getting recruits. We paid any man who brought in recruits. 
We paid him the same as we did any other man. If men brought 
in recruits, they settled with the recruits themselves. We paid for 
the recruits, but we didn’t know the recruits in the transaction. 

229. Q. At what rate did you pay for men brought in in this 
way? A. We paid $100, $125, and we paid as high as $225. 

230. @. Then you paid no other bounty? You paid this money 
for the men? A. We didn’t know anything about the men. We 
paid the men who brought the men and placed them to our credit. 

231. Q. What I ask is this: whether the money you paid Mr. 
Burrill for these men that he recruited was all that you paid for 
that recruit, or whether you paid the recruit himself? A. That is 
all we paid, sir. We didn’t know any recruit. 

232. @. You wouldn’t call this for personal services, then? 
A. We didn’t know what he did with it, sir. We didn’t care to. 

233. @. He produced the men, and you paid him $150 for the 
men he produced? A. Various sums, sir. The $150 was for 
credits that he obtained in the navy. 

234. Q. Yes, but for all.the rest of these you paid him so much 
per man when he brought one in enlisted? A. Yes, sir. 

235. @. Then all this $18,000 that you paid him was go much 
per man for what he brought in? A. Yes, sir. 

236. @. The prices varied? A. Yes, sir; the prices varied. 
The market was up and down as we might express it. 

237. Q. Now, sir, when did you get the naval credits? -A. 
Our first list, sir, I think was credited on the 19th of May, 1864. 

238. @. Now, sir, who were those men? Where did they 
come from? A. Well, I think they were all aliens, who enlisted in 
the service of the United States and elected Brookline as their 
residence through Mr. Burrill’s services. 

239. @. They were men that the town of Brookline was not 
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entitled to at all, and Mr. Burrill had procured them to elect that 
as their place of residence? A. Well, I don’t know but that we 
were entitled tothem. I should not question that at all. We took 
them the same as we would any other men that had no local resi- 
dence here, the same as we enlisted men into the army. 

240. @. You didn’t suppose at the time Mr. Burrill procured 
you these men that you had any claim upon them? A. I don’t 
know why we hadn’t, if we could secure them. 

241. @. Had you any claim on them at all until you had made 
this security? A. No, sir; I don’t know as we had. We took 
these steps to secure them. 

242. @. You didn’t regard them as inhabitants of Brookline? 
A. I don’t know as we regarded them literally as inhabitants of 
Brookline. We took them as we took other recruits, as they took 
recruits in Boston. We found men in the city, and we found men 
in Brookline, who had no residence. If we could enlist them, it was 
so much on our quota. 

243. @Q. You know about these two acts of Congress? A. I 
remember about them. 

244, @. Now, after the passage of those acts, authorizing that 


- Brookline should be credited for all of its own citizens who had 


enlisted in the navy, did you pay Mr. Burrill for any citizens of 
Brookline? A. I think we did, sir. 

245. @. How many? A. I think about twenty. 

246. @. When you knew that the law gave you the right to be 
credited for them merely by proving to the commissioner here 
that they were citizens of the town? 4. These were citizens who 
enlisted prior to February 24, and were in the navy at the opening 
of the war. 

247. »Q. Citizens of Brookline who went from Brookline? A. 
Yes, sir. 

248. Q. Now, sir, after the act of Congress was passed which 
authorized the town of Brookline to be credited for all the men 
who had enlisted in the navy from the town of Brookline, did you 
give Mr. Burrill $150 for counting those men and getting credits 
for them? A. Yes, sir. 

249. Mr. Tuxsury. Do you know whether Mr. Burrillin addition 
to, or in distinction from, procuring these credits did procure new 
recruits for which you paid him any sums of money? A. I think 
I stated that he did at various times. 
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250. @. Who was the treasurer at that time? A. Moses 
Withington: | 

251. @. Would he be likely to have a record of what was paid 
Mr. Burrill? A. Yes, sir. 

252. The Cuarrman. Did you say that you paid to Mr. Burrill 
$150 for men that belonged in Brookline that you could get on the 
list as well ashe? A. No, sir; we could not get them. On account 
of the circumlocution that had to be gone through with, we could 
not get at the men. Mr. Burrill had some process of getting at 
these things, and we paid him for it. 

253. @. Don’t you know that Governor Andrew and Mr. Clifford 
were appointed a commission to decide these claims? A. Yes, sir; 
that was afterwards that the commission was appointed. This con- 
tract was made in May or April, 1864. In July, the commissioners 
appointed to examine the lists of the various towns passed upon 
our claim and allowed it. 

254. Q. You didn’t pay after the fourth of July, 1864? A. No, 
sir, before that. 

255 Mr. Tuxsury. Do you recollect whether any of the credits 
procured by Mr. Burrill were after the law of the fourth of July was 
passed? A. I think there was, sir. I think that under the con- 
tract which we had made with him, he procured for us one hundred 
and eleven or one hundred and fifteen names that were credited to 
us by the commission. 

256. Mr. Hearty. Those men were not resident of Brookline? 
A. Yes, sir; we considered them as residents. We got them to 
our credit. 

257. @. Were they men who lived in Brookline? A. We 
claimed them as such, and obtained credit for them. 

258. @. Were these men inhabitants of Brookline, belonging 
in Brookline, or were they men who belonged outside but who 
elected Brookline as their place of residence? A. We obtained 
credit for them. We didn’t regard them as inhabitants of Brookline. 
They might have been and might not. Ihad no personal knowl- 
edge of them. 

259. @. Did you believe, sir, that they would be recognized as 
men living in Brookline? A. I would ask how I shall understand 
that, in a civil or military sense? Because a great many things 
were done at that time which perhaps would not be considered 


regular in every-day life. 
8 
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260. @. I am not inquiring into the regularity or irregularity of 
the proceeding, whether it was exactly right or not; what I want 
to know is, whether you were paying for men whom under the law, 
as it stood, you were entitled to by asking; or whether Mr. Bur- 
rill was bringing outsiders for you? A. He brought in men from 


all sources, who were credited to us, and we paid for them. 
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261. (By Mr. Tuxsury.) Were you in 1864 one of the recruit- . 
ing committee for the town of Brookline? A. Yes, sir. 

262. @Q. A member of the Board of Selectmen? <A. Yes, sir. 

263. QQ. Were you personally conversant with the arrangement 
made with Mr. Burrill in regard to procuring credits? I signed 
the contract as one of the members of the Board. 

264. @. Wont you state what arrangement you made, and 
what was paid him for his services? -A. We agreed to give him 
$150 a man for every man passed to our credit by the regular au- 
thorities. 

265. @. Do you recollect how many men were procured under 
that contract? A. I don’t recollect the exact number; in the 
neighborhood of 3800; 280, the clerk says. 

266. @. Was he paid that amount by the town? A. Yes, sir; 
for all those naval credits, he was paid that amount. 

267. @. Whether or not any additional sums were paid him for 
services in Brookline? A. Yes, sir. He was working for us all 
winter. This contract was made, I think, in the latter part of 
April or the first of May, I don’t recollect the exact date. 

268. @. Do you recollect what sum in the aggregate was paid 
him? A. I don’t recollect exactly. My impression is, that it was 
$60,000 in all. It might vary $5,000 from that. I presume the 
treasurer has the exact amount of money paid through him. 

269. @. What was Mr. Burrill employed to do in addition to 
procuring these credits? -A. He was bringing us recruits. We 
paid him what the law permitted for them, and sometimes a little 
more, to secure the men. 

270. Q. Were there any propositions made to have these men 
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credited to other towns to your knowledge? Were there any 
propositions made to you to have these men transferred to other 
towns? A. After we found we had a surplus of men, some appli- 
cations were made to me personally to have them transferred. 

271. Q. At what rate? A. One party offered me $5,000 for 
ten men, if I would have them transferred. 

272. Q. Were there*other similar propositions made, or any 
other? A. No definite proposition. The Selectmen of Brighton 
asked me if I would not transfer some. 

273. @. Did the town accept the proposition? 4. Oh, no. 
We didn’t sell men. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


274. (By Mr. Heaty.) Where did these men come from, — these 
naval credits to your quota? A. From on board ship, I think, sir. 

275. @. Where were their homes before they enlisted? A. 
That is more than I can tell you. 

276. @. You didn’t regard them as inhabitants of Brookline, 
did you? A. After they elected Brookline, and Brookline claimed 
them as residents, I did. 

277. Q. But at the time of their enlistment, sir, did you under- 
stand them to be inhabitants of Brookline? A. No, sir; I didn’t 
consider them so. 

278. @. When did you get these naval credits, sir? When 
were they passed to your credit, credited to your town? 
A. Sometime in May, the first of them, I think it was. I haven’t 
the date, perhaps, correctly. 

279. Q. Now, sir, did you pay, to your knowledge, after the 
passage of the act which allowed you the credit of all men who 
had enlisted into the navy from the town, — did you pay Mr. Burrill 
for any such men? A. I think they had been paid for before, sir. 

280. @. Before the act was passed? A. Yes, sir. 

281. Q. But I say, after the allowance of them did you pay 
him for any Brookline men, — men who were inhabitants of Brook- 
line? A. I don’t know that we did. I don’t know that we 
didn’t. 

282. @. You didn’t know of any such cases? A. No, sir. 

283. @. You understand that the men were in the navy, and he 
went wherever he could find them and got them credited to your 
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town? A. So far as I understood the manner in which they were 
obtained, he got on board ship by some means, bound the men 
with promises, and got them to elect Brookline as their residence. . 
284. @. He then went through with the necessary process to 
make them citizens? A. Yes, sir. 
At this point the hearing adjourned. 


THIRD HEARING. 


The third hearing before the Committee on Claims of the City 
Council of Boston, on the petition of Charles Burrill, was held in 
the large committee room at the City Hall, Thursday, September 
23d, 1869. Present, Aldermen Talbot (Chairman), White, Bald- 
win. Councilmen, Wadsworth, Jacobs, Butler and Talbot, jr. 

George W. Warren and Wm. W. Bullock were called and sworn 
by the clerk. 


TESTIMONY OF GEORGE W. WARREN. 2 


285. Q. (By Mr. Tuxpury.) Mr. Warren, were you one of the 
Board of Aldermen in 1864? A. I was; and if the gentlemen will 
pardon me a moment I would like to preface the testimony I may 
give with a few words in regard to what personally concerns me. 
There was a statement made by Mr. Slack in the Commonwealth 
in 1865, I think, when the Burrill claim first appeared, that a prom- 
inent dry goods dealer on Washington street was one of the parties 
largely interested in the Burrill claim. I went to Mr. Slack’s 
office, and I found him there with Mr. Stebbins and Mr. Wright, of 
the firm of Wright & Potter. He said, “*I know what you have 
come for.” I immediately stated what I had come for, and he said, 
** These fellows sold me, Potter, Stebbins and the rest. I had some 
intimation that it was wrong, and I asked them if it was. They 
said ‘yes’.” I then said, ‘* You will do the honorable thing next 
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Saturday, I suppose.” ‘ Not at all, sir,” said he; ‘* you must not 
expect me to acknowledge myself sold.” ‘¢ Suppose I bring a libel 
suit,” I said. ‘ Just the thing I would like,” he replied. The 
Transcript copied the statement, and they did the handsome thing, 
what the Commonwealth ought to have done, retracted. I never 
had any interest in the Burrill claim, pecuniarily, and have not at 
the present time. If Mr. Slack had been a man of common de- 
cency, I think he would have said as much in his paper. <As I 
stated, I was an alderman in 1864, and was appointed one of the 
recruiting agents of the city the same as the other aldermen, and 
being out of business, I gave great attention to it. Representing 
a poor ward—Ward 8, now Ward 5 — we needed all the interest 
we could get. 

286. @. Wont you state what the difficulties were the city was 
laboring under at that time in reference to obtaining recruits, and 
your own experience in relation to filling the quota? 

Mr. Hearty. What light will that throw upon this subject? 

Mr. Tuxsury. I want to have these members of the City Coun- 
cil understand what it would cost and the difficulties of procuring 
recruits at that time. It is merely to show the difficulties of pro- 
curing recruits, and the cost of procuring new recruits at that 
time; and I should like to put that fact before the committee, un- 
less it is understood by them. 

Mr. Hearty. I can’t see the materiality of it. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I will ask him the question directly, and then 
you can see whether it is appropriate or not. Mr. Warren, what 
did you find was the general expense of procuring new recruits at 
that time? If it is objected to, I wont insist upon it. What was 
the expense of procuring new recruits, or recruits of any kind that 
were not already in the service? 

Wirness. Previous to the first of April, representing what we 
called a poor ward, that is, a ward which had not a large propor- 
tion of wealthy men, but a ward which had the most efficient and 
active committee of citizens, I think, of any ward in the city, with 
all the efforts of that committee we had very hard work to get 
men, as more men were wanted than there were men willing to go. 
We raised money among ourselves, and paid all the way from 
$25 to $100 apiece before the bounty was given of $125 by the 
city, which began, I think, on the thirty-first of March. We 
had a fund to pay this out of, a ward fund. On the thirty-first 
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of March, the city passed an ordinance allowing $125 a man, 
and we then paid, in addition to that, from $25 to, I think we 
limited the price at $50, but we did occasionally give $65 or $75. 
In the draft of May we were short thirteen men, and we drafted 
thirteen men, though we were very active in our efforts, as I stated 
before. JI had a chance to see a little of the effect of the draft on 
the thirteen men drawn in our ward, and I may say I felt as much 
interest in the whole question as if I had been liable myself, per- 
hapsmore. This draft, early in May, we, of course, passed through 
with without the men; but we managed to fill out the quota, and 
the thirteen men who were drafted were saved from going, just 
in time. Immediately after the passage of this law granting 
$125, when we were short sixty men, or more, on the first 
of April, a woman came to me from Mr. Charles H. Parker, 
and asked if she could not get $125 bounty, as her husband had 
enlisted in the navy on the 30th of March. He sent a note stating 
that she was a very worthy and respectable woman, named Mrs. 
John Hare. I said, ‘‘ If he enlisted then, probably he did not pass 
through until the 1st of April; and in that case you can draw 
$125. I will look up the case. I have not seen any John A. 
Hare on the list; if there had been, I think I should have noticed 
it.’ I went then immediately to the Provost Marshal’s office, as I 
was in the habit of going three or four times a day, and I found 
no such name there. Mr. Le Barnes said, I think, that he had 
seen a list that had not been credited to Ward 8, — a navy 
list. He turned to some papers, and found the names of fifty-three 
men who belonged in Ward 8, who had enlisted in the navy, 
but had not been credited to the ward. I asked him if he could 
not get them credited to the ward, as those fifty-three names would 
about fill our quota. He said he would see. I saw him the next 
day, and he said it could not be done. He saw the recruiting clerk 
in North Square, and he thought they could be got through. I 
told him to see what could be done, and report to me. I went to 
see him three or four times, and then I asked him to send a man 
to me. Lieut. McAllister came to see me from the North Street 
rendezvous, and said he thought he could get these men through by 
working nights and Sundays, but he must have a fee for it. I got 
his story at the next visit, that for $25 he would get these men 
credited to us. J asked him what the chance was about the $125, 
and he didn’t think we should have to pay that. He thought some 
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of them might find it out and want the $125. I got all I wanted 
of him, which was to get his name and price. I felt the thing 
ought to be done without price, and I went to Mayor Lincoln with 
that story. He called upon his clerk to write to Washington about 
the matter, for I thought the work should be done at Washington, 
which should give us the credit of these men. Ithink that was the 
commencement of the movement by which the Mayor and Alder- 
men secured the crediting of six thousand men on the city’s quota, 
which I consider the biggest thing that Mayor Lincoln ever did; 
for it saved us from a draft in September, which would have been 
a fearful thing for Boston. 

287. @. Do I understand that you recommended or introduced 
this gentleman to Mayor Lincoln? A. No, sir; I gave his name 
to Mayor Lincoln, and what he proposed to do. I knew very well 
that if Mayor Lincoln followed up this movement, he would get 
these men credited at Washington. 

288. @. Do you know what further was done towards procur- 
ing these credits by any one? A. I have no personal knowledge, 
other than on the general matter. Of course I should not remember 
sufficient to swear to. I understood that all was being done at 
Washington that could be done. Of course, finding these men we 
got on the track of other men of the same class, who had enlisted 
in the navy, and who belonged in Boston, but had not been cred- 
ited to the city. It was found necessary that a new law should be 
passed to give us the benefit of these naval credits. 

289. @. Were those men you had in mind enlisted prior or sub- 
sequent to the 24th of February? A. The fifty-three that I re- 
ferred to? 

290. Q@. Yes, sir. A. Of those fifty-three I have no knowl- 
edge positively of the exact dates of their enlistment; but it was 
understood, or I received the impression from Mr. Le Barnes — — 

291. Q. What was Mr. Le Barnes’ office? A. Provost Marshal 
— that they were late enlistments. 

292. Q. That is, enlisted after that time? A. I have no 
knowledge that it was so, sir. I know in regard to John Hare, 
for I ascertained that he enlisted on the 30th of March, and he 
was finally credited to the town of Rehoboth. I afterwards 
helped his wife get her State aid. 

293. @. What else did you know in reference to Mr. Burrill’s 

-employment in this matter? A. I didn’t know Mr. Burrill at all, 
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except that I probably heard his name mentioned. I never came 
in personal contact with him, or knew anything about him. I 
heard of Mr. Tufts, and a number of other men, but nothing to 
impress me so that I could say that Mr. Burrill was the agent of 
the city, although I understood the city had an agent who was at 
work for us. 

294. @. How did you understand that? A. From common 
talk among the Aldermen and Mayor, and after the appointment 
of the commissioners, towards the close, we had two lists; we had 
a list we called the Burrill list, as I find now. I understood it 
then to be Mr. Burrill’s list, undoubtedly, but the man’s name 
rade so little impression upon me that I could not have sworn 
whether it was Mr. Jones’ or Mr. Brown’s. We also had our own 
Aldermanic list which contained about three thousand names in 
the whole city. The Mayor came to me, when the thing was get- 
ting very close after the appointment of the commissioners, when 
we were before them to get credits, and asked my advice as to 
whether we should press the six thousand list or the three tkou- 
sand list. I advised the pressing of the six thousand list, as we 
wanted every man we could get. JI may have added that in strik- 
ing them for six thousand, we shall be more sure of getting three 
thousand. It was my own judgment that we should press for the 
whole six thousand, for we needed every man of them. 

295. @. That was after the lists were presented to the commis- 
sioners? id. That was after the lists were presented to the Mayor. 
In fact, they were in his hand. I perhaps should have been so well 
informed as to be able to testify in relation to Mr. Burrill, but I 
cannot. 

296. Q. 1 will ask you whether you knew at that time, or 
whether anything was.said to indicate what class of men were on 
that agent’s list, whether they were recruits or naval men? A. I 
never had but. one idea, and that was, we were all after naval 
recruits. I never heard any other, sir. 

297. @. I would like to have you state from what source you 
got that idea? A. I began to work for them myself, sir. 

298. @. In regard to these lists, you say you had some conver- 
sation with the Mayor, as to whether it was best to press the large 
list or the small list. A large list that had been prepared by an 
agent in Washington? A. Whether one or more, I could not say ; 
they having obtained a list which was not as completely verified by 
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our own Aldermanic work as the three thousand list. One might 
be called, perhaps, the city list, and the other the agent’s list. 

299. @. You advised the pressing of the large list? .A. Most 
decidedly. 

300. @Q. The question I asked you was, what you understood as 
being upon that list, whether naval recruits or not? A. I under- 
stood them to be precisely of the same character as those we had on 
our own list, naval recruits belonging in Boston. The only differ- 
ence was, one was six thousand and odd, some of whom we might 
not so thoroughly identify as the three thousand upon our own city 
list. 

301. @. Do youknow the history of that smaller list ; by whom 
was it got up; and under what circumstances? Do you know 
about it? A. Ican’t say that I do, other than I suppose I had a 
share in starting it. 

302. @. We understand that all the aldermen were at work, 
with the assistance of the police, in getting as many of the naval 
recruits in hand as possible, for the purpose of getting them cred- 
ited. Do you know anything in relation to this larger list and its 
adoption by the city? A. I knew afterwards there was great 
rejoicing over it, because we had six thousand credited to us. 

303. Q. By whom? A. Under the auspices of this agent through 
the action of the commissioners appointed — 

304. Q. Had great rejoicings where? A. In our ward, among 
our fellow-citizens. 

305. Q. Was there anything said about this list, about the cost 
of this list of naval credits? 

Mr. Hearty. By whom? 

Mr. Tuxsury. Was anything said by Mr. Lincoln in regard to 
the cost of this list? 

Witness. I don’t think the question of cost was mentioned at 
all. I think the matter was as well understood as any common 
fact, that we had got to pay for the men. I don’t recollect any- 
thing definite about it. 


Cross- EXAMINATION. 


306. @Q. (By Mr. Heary.) When did you first know Mr. Bur- 
rill? A. As Mr. Burrill? His name? 


307. @. Yes, or know him at all. When did you first meet him 
9 
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in connection with the recruiting business? A. I thinkI first knew 
him as a depositor in the bank of At that time I did not 
know him as the Boston agent. 

808. @. When did you first know him in connection with 
recruiting, or getting naval credits, or anything connected with 
war services? .A. I think not until the controversy commenced. 
I am very sure not until after that. 

309. @. When did the controversy commence? A. As I have 
no definite data, I could not tell you, sir. 

310. @. As near as you can fix it? .A. Not long before the 
trial at Dedham. 

311. @Q. Then you had no conversation with Mr. Burrill about 
getting recruits? .A. Not a word. 

312. Q. Who were the committee associated with the Mayor ; 
the city committee on recruits? I do not refer now to the organi- 
zations in the wards, — each Alderman had connection with his 
own ward, — who were the committee of the Aldermen who were 
associated with the Mayor for the general business of recruiting? 
A. You mean the special committee of the Aldermen who acted 
with the Mayor? 

313. @. There was a special committee, was there not? A. 
An executive committee. 

314. @. Who were they? -A. Aldermen Norcross and Nash, 
and I think a third one; I can’t say positively who it was. 

3815. @. Alderman Clapp? A. I think very likely; I could 
not say certain: but I am very positive Aldermen Norcross and 
Nash were members of that committee. 

316. Q. When did you first have any conversation with the 
Mayor about these men which Mr.. Burrill was to procure? A. 
Mr. Burrill was to procure? | 

317. Q. Yes, sir. -A. I have stated all through that I never 
knew Mr. Burrill’s name as Mr. Burrill in the whole matter. 

318. @. When did you first have any conversation with the 
Mayor about the transaction which Mr. Burrill was connected 
with? A. In April, 1864, I had a conversation with the Mayor in 
his room in regard to these naval credits. 

319. @. What was the conversation you had with the Mayor 
in April, 1864? A. I stated to him the information I had found in 
regard to the fifty-three men who belonged to us and had not been 
credited, about whom there was some hitch. 
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320. @. I don’t want to go into that. Wasn’t that before Mr. 
Burrill had ever been to the City Hall? A. I think it was the be- 
ginning of the transaction that led to the engagement of Mr. 
Burrill. 

821. Q. I want to get the first conversation you had with 
Mayor Lincoln in regard to the transaction with Mr. Burrill. A. 
In August when he came to me about the two lists ; that was the 
first time in which the list of Mr. Burrill, or Mr. Burrill was in any 
way concerned that I am aware of. ~ 

322. @. Then you had no conversation until August in regard 
to this particular transaction, or anything in which Mr. Burrill was 
interested? A. Not that I am aware of. 

323. @. You had no conversation until August? Wasn’t it 
September, sir? -A. Our draft, I think, was about the fifth of Sep- 
tember ; this work was al! accomplished then. Of course I have no 
knowledge of the time except in relation to facts. It was before 
the decision ; just before the decision of the commissioners in re- 
gard to our list. 

324. Q. How long before the decision of the commissioners was 
this list of Mr. Burrill’s raised for discussion by the city authori- 
ties? How long before the final apportionment of the men by the 
commissioners was there any discussion in regard to the list of Mr. 
Burrill? -A. You refer by discussion to the question put to me by 
the Mayor? 

325. Q. Yes, anything that intimated that there was to be any 
controversy or doubt in regard to the transaction,— anything to do 
with Mr. Burrill’s movements. -4. When the Mayor came to me 
with the two lists, it was then that I learned, for the first time, that 
we had two lists,— that we had another list besides the Aldermanic 
list. I did not know of any other list than the Aldermanic list up 
to that time. 

326. @. When was that? A. I say it was just before the 
decision of the commissioners ; I think within forty-eight, certainly 
within seventy-two hours of that decision, just when it was ne- 
cessary to make up our minds which list we should press and take 
our chances on. 

327. @. Now was not this decision made by the commissioners 
later than the fifth of September? A. I have no means of saying, 
sir; I never looked to verify the question at all. 

328. @Q. Did you have any conversation with Mr. Norcross in 
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regard to this transaction? 4. Not aword, sir. I never had any 
more to do with Mr. Norcross than business called upon me to 
transact. 

329. Q. With Mr. Nash? A. Not at all, sir. 

330. Q. With Mr. Clapp? A. Nor with Mr. Clapp. 

331. @. Then you had no conversation with Mr. Lincoln, the 
Mayor, nor with Mr. Burrill, in regard to this matter until the 
last of August or the first of September? A. Just so. 

332. @. You heard no conversation between Mr. Burrill and 
the Mayor? A. No, sir. 

333. Q. Your first knowledge of this controversy was immedi- 
ately before the decision of the commissioners? A. As I stated, 
if I wanted any information I went to the Mayor. 

3384. Q. What I am after is, not general business, but what 
relates to this particular transaction with Mr. Burrill. I only want 
to see if there is any mistake or misunderstanding in regard to 
your statement that the first knowledge you had that Mr. Burrill 
had anything to do with any controversy in any way was within 
seventy-two hours of the time when the commissioners finally 
made their award of the men. A. That is my impression, sir. I 
want you to understand that I had knowledge that efforts were 
being made in Washington to obtain these men. 

335. @. You had no conversation with Mr. Burrill, nor the 
Mayor, nor any of the committee associated with him? A. About 
Mr. Burrill, no. About getting this list, yes. 

336. Q. About getting what list? A. About getting the men 
that were due us. 

337. @. What conversation did you have about that? A. It 
was no uncommon thing to speak with the Mayor about it. 

338. Q. It was the general subject of getting naval credits ? 
A. Yes, sir. 

339. @. Nothing to do with the employment of Mr. Burrill? 
A. I understood there were agents employed. 

340. @. Did you understand who the agents were? A. I don’t 
think I asked the Mayor. 

841. @. Didn’t you know that certain men went to Washington 
long before the matter was talked over? A. I knew that there was 
talk of some Alderman sending aman to Washington. There was 
talk of Alderman Norcross having a man there, and not getting the 
men credited. It was very common. 
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342. @. What I want to get at is, whether there was anything 
in this transaction up to the last of August or the first of Septem- 
ber with which you can connect Mr. Burrill? A. The transactions 
that I knew were going on I now know that Mr. Burrill was con- 
nected with. My simple reply was, that I didn’t remember the 
name of the parties mentioned, whether it was Mr. Burrill or 
John Jones; I knew that the work was going on at Washington, 
and that the Mayor was doing the best he could to get these credits 
through the agents whom he was employing. 

343. Q. How do you know it was Mr. Burrill that he was mak- 
ing exertions through? A. I know it, as we learn a great many 
things. 

344. Q. Did you ever learn it from the Mayor? A. I think it 
is knowledge which is common property. 

345. @Q. All you give is knowledge that is common property? 
A. I never had any information from Mr. Burrill directly, nor 
from the Mayor directly; but I have no more doubt that the 
Mayor called the six thousand men the Burrill list than I have 
that he called the other the Aldermanic list. I stated that I was 
not able to swear to the name of Mr. Burrill. 


Re-DiIreEctr. 


346. Q. (By Mr. Tuxpury). Do I understand you to say that 
you were familiar with the fact that some person was employed as 
an agent to get this list through; but that you did not know who 
the person employed was until afterwards? A. Precisely that, 
sir. I went to the Mayor myself, after starting this inquiry in 
regard to these men, not once or twice but a number of times. I 
don’t think there was any subject I spoke with the Mayor of 
Boston about so often, not all other subjects put together, as o 
this one thing. | 


Re-Cross-EXAMINATION. 


847. @. (By Mr. Hearty). Did Mr. Lincoln tell you he had 
an agent in Washington? A. Yes, sir. 

348. Q. When did he tell you he had an agent in Washington? 
A. Not one, but more than one. 

349. @. Did he tell you how many he had? A. They were 
mentioned. You ask me if Mr. Lincoln told me; I saw the com- 
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mencement of the letter writing. The other talk about this matter 
would be precisely such information as Aldermen receive on matters 
about which no controversy is expected. They do not store their 
minds with details. 

351), @. What letter writing do you refer to? <A. I refer to 
the first letter writing on my bringing word that fifty-three men 
belonging in Ward 8 had not been credited. The Mayor im- 
mediately called then upon his private secretary, Mr. Bugbee, to 
write to Washington about the matter that I had reported to him 
of the hitch in Ward 8. That the clerk in the naval office said: 
if I would pay him twenty-five dollars per man, ten dollars to go 
in his pocket, and fifteen dollars to be paid the clerks who wrote 
Sundays and nights, he would get these men credited. 

3851. @. At this time had Mr. Burrill anything to do with the 
matter? -A Nothing, sir. 

352. @. What was the next step? I want to see where 
you begin to connect Mr. Burrill with this transaction. That 
is what Iam after. .A. I stated distinctly that the first knowledge 
I had that would connect him with the matter, other than in 
a general way, when I testified that the Mayor was doing all that 
could be done by agents in Washington, — my first knowledge 
was when he brought the lists to decide upon, and asked my 
opinion, which we had better go in for. 

353. @. Now, when he told you he had agents there, did he 
tell you how many? A. No, sir. I knew of men going and 
coming. I know of Mr. Tufts, and of various other men being. 
sent there to help on this work. I understood we had besides that 
men working on this question of recruits that I was personally 
interested in. 

354. @. Did you have that information from the Mayor? 
A. I have no doubt I did, in part, or mostly. 

355. @. Have you any recollection that you did have such 
information from him? A. So far as to give the words of the 
conversation? 

356. Q. No, substantially? .A. I am sure I did have, sir. 

357. Now, Mr. Warren, when did you hear, for the first time, 
that Mr. Burrill was having any claim made for $125 per man? 
A. I don’t think I ever heard his name to recognize it, until 
I heard it when it was public property. 

358. Q. When did you first hear from Mr. Lincoln or any of 
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the committee connected with him that there was any agent em- 
ployed to be paid per head for the men he should get? A. As 
having any special interest in the list? 

359. @. Oh, no; as a man who had undertaken the job of get- 
ting the men at so much per man? A. I think the earliest point I 
can swear to was when the Mayor came to me with the two lists. 
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360. Q. (By Mr. Tuxpury.) Were you one of the Aldermen 
of the City of Boston in 1864? A. Yes, sir; I was. I was one 
of the recruiting officers appointed by the Governor. 

361. @. I would call your attention specifically to the credits 
of persons enlisted in the navy or the marine corps, as distinguished 
from new recruits. State if you had any experience, or knew any- 
thing about their being obtained for the City of Boston from any 
source. .A. Yes, sir; I obtained some on board the United States 
receiving ship *“‘ Ohio.” Some people, I think, from Rock Island, 
Illinois. Some of those men I obtained for Ward £; thirty of them, 
I think. They were paid $125 a man to certify their wish to enlist 
from Ward 4. Irequired them to sign a paper to that effect; and 
that being done added so many live recruits to the quota of the 
ward. An agent was paid that for obtaining them; some person 
who came to me about it. I went over to the ship myself to see 
that it was all right. 

362. @. Do you know whether these were men who enlisted 
prior to the 24th of February, or subsequently? A. I forget about 
that. They were eligible, I knew that fact, and that was all I 
cared about. 

363. @. Do you know of any other case where naval credits 
were obtained for the city by any other Alderman? A. No, sir, 
not in particular. I confined myself to my own district. 

364, Q. I wish you would be particular, Mr. Messinger, that 
you may not be misunderstood. Do you mean by recruits, new 
recruits, or those who were already in the service, in the navy or 
marine corps, and were credited? A. They were credits that could 
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be obtained for my ward, of men who certified their wish to enlist 
from Ward 4. 

365. Q. These were men already in the navy? A. Yes, sir; 
they were on board the receiving ship, and expressed a desire to 
enlist. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


366. @. (By Mr. Hearty.) Men who had not gone into the 
service? A. Yes, sir; men who were here and had not enlisted that 
I know of. 

367. @. They came, as you understood, from Rock Island? 
A. Yes, sir; so I understood. 

368. @. So that the men you got were actual recruits ; men put 
into the service, and not counting men who had been in and gone 
beforehand? A. No, sir; so many live men. 

Mr. Tuxspury. Do you mean to say that the men were not 
already in the service? 

Witness. I mean they were not; they had been received on 
board the receiving ship ‘*‘ Ohio,” and I was told I could engage 
them. 

369. @. They had previously enlisted in the service of the 
United States? A. I presume so. 

370. @. You did not procure their enlistment? A. No, sir; I 
suppose they came on here as prisoners. 
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371. Q. (By Mr. Tuxsury). General Bullock, were you during 
the year 1864 engaged in the Adjutant General’s Office in any 
capacity? A. Yes, sir. 

372. Q. State what. A. I had charge of the naval depart- 
ment,—what we called the navy department. 

373. . State, if you please, whether any effort was made on 
the part of your department to procure a list of all the men who 
had enlisted in the navy of the United States ; what you know in 
regard to that, and what the expense of the work done was. 
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Mr. Hearty. I don’t understand your question. 

Mr. Tuxspury. It is whether a list was obtained by his depart- 
ment of the men who enlisted on board the ‘‘Ohio”; what effort 
there was made to get that list. 

Witness. What list do you refer to? 

Mr. Tuxpury. The list they have up at the State House. 
What was the extent of the difficulties in procuring that list for 
your department? What measures did you take? How did you 
proceed? A. There was a law passed some time in February, 
and circulars were sent out to the towns, that they might get them- 
selves credits by sending in the names of all the men belonging in 
those towns who had enlisted in the navy. I was sent in May, 
_ the latter part of May, I think, with another clerk, to the receiv- 
ing ship, to copy all the names of those who had enlisted in Mas- 
sachusetts since the war began. I was over there from that time 
until about the first of September. Wehadno list at the State House. 
We had different departments up there, one was the pay depart- 
ment, another the roll department; and they called this the navy 
department. I went to the Navy Yard and got the names of 
everybody who had enlisted in the navy in Massachusetts. I 
copied some twenty-three thousand names from the books of the 
receiving ship, of men that had been enlisted in the navy. 

374. Q. Do you recollect how large alist that was? A. I say 
some twenty-three or twenty-four thousand; something in that 
neighborhood. ‘They are bound up now, in some four or five vol- 
umes, — the original names. 

375. @. You went personally? 4. Yes, sir; I went personally 
and procured this list. 

376. @. That was a list of the whole naval credits at this 
rendezvous? A. Yes, sir; and at the other one, too. 

377. @. Now Jet me call your attention to another list. 
Whether a list was prepared in your department of men who had 
enlisted in the navy, but had not been credited up to a given time 
to any particular town or place? A. I could not tell you that 
unless I explain the whole matter. This list was brought for the 
purpose of obtaining credits for the towns and cities. I copied 
these names on about a quire of paper. May I explain the manner 
of doing it? On the books over there, I found a great many things 
such as the height, the color of the eyes, the complexion, etc., the 
birthplace, the age of the man, and other information concerning 
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him. I brought over a sheet I had copied before I went to work, 
and the General crossed out what he did not want, the color of the 
eyes, the height, the man’s complexion, and such things, and from 
that I had printed slips made containing all the information that 
was desired. All we got was his name, age, occupation, where he 
was born, what place he shipped at, whether New Bedford or Bos- 
ton, and what ship he was on. 

378. @. Did that list give any clue to the man’s actual resi- 
dence? A. No, sir. 

379. @. Now, have you in mind a list subsequently prepared in 
your department which was arranged after the replies to the circu- 
lars which were sent out had been received? Was there any list 
after that prepared in your department? . Yes, sir; a list of 
credits was made out afterwards, one copy of which was sent to 
Washington, and one kept here. 

380. @. What I want to call your attention to is, the difficulty 
the State found in arranging and preparing such a list, as a matter 
of clerical labor. A. I know that it took some twenty-five clerks, 
working there day and night. 

381. @Q. How long a time? A. I should think four or five 
weeks at least. I was at work, I think, from the last of May until 
about the first of September. 

382. @. In regard to these lists, the residences of the men, I 
understand, were not given. A. No, sir. 

383. . Can you give this committee to understand what it 
would be necessary to do more than to obtain that list, in order to 
establish the residences of those men? What was required in your 
department ? 

Mr. Hearty. I think that should come from the commissioner 
who decided it. The rest of us have the same knowledge of that 
matter that he has. 

Wirness. I can only tell what was done in our office, and what 
instructions we received from the commissioners. I made a por- 
tion of the credits; worked there some nights after coming over 
from the ship. 

384. @. (By Mr. Toxzory.) This list (the one before him) is 
certified by you, explain how it was obtained. State how that list 
was obtained from the other lists. .A. That is the list claimed by 
the City of Boston, and was made under my direction. The orig- 
jnal copy is now in the office, that was claimed by the City of 
Boston for naval credits, 
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385. Q. By whom was the original list, of which this is a copy, 
presented? Wholeftit at your office? A. ILcan’t say, sir; Ifound 
it there when I got back to the office. 

386. @. Do you know anything about there being any list 
besides that? A. I know there was another list there, and it was 
taken away. 

387. @. How large was that? A. It contained about three 
thousand names. 

388. . The list from the City of Boston? A. Yes, sir. I saw 
them both there when I came back. 

389. @. Wherein does this list contain any information that 
was not on your list that you got on board the ‘ Ohio?” A. This 
gives the information that these men belonged in Boston. That is 
the information. 

390. @. Was there anything on your list that you got on board 
the ‘‘Ohio” which would enable you to give that information? 
A. No, sir; that only gave the town or city from which each man 
came. 

391. @. Can you explain to this committee why the list, just 
as it was taken on board the receiving ship ‘“*‘ Ohio” was not prop- 
erly prepared for your department to act upon, and wherein it was 
not properly prepared? Why couldn’t you have taken and copied 
those names right out literally from the lists on board the ship, with 
all the information contained on their books? Why shouldn’t that 
list have been in order for crediting? What addition was it neces- 
sary to make to it? .A. We wanted to know what towns or cities 
the men belonged to, and we could not tell from that list. 

392. Q. Now as to the amount of difficulty in procuring that 
information, did you have any personal knowledge of it? A. Which 
information? Where these men lived? where they belonged? 

393. Q. Yes. How could you tell where the men resided from 
the lists on board the “Ohio?” A. We could not tell anything 
about it; there was no way to tell by that book. 

394, @. When the law of 1864 was passed, there were com 
missioners appointed to pass upon the final distribution of these 
men? A. Yes, sir. 

395. Q. Can you tell this committee what rules the commis- 
sioners adopted as to allowing credits? 

Mr. Hearty. I think that is incompetent. Mr. Clifford is the 
competent witness to learn that from. General Bullock was not 
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one of the commissioners, and did not establish any rule. His 
knowledge of the rules must be just the same as the knowledge 
' of the rest of us here. 

Mr. Tuxpury. Were you knowing to the rules adopted by the 
commissioners which were to guide in the distribution of these 
credits in your department? A. Yes, sir. 

396. @. State what the rules were. 

Mr. Heatry. I object to that. 

Mr. Tuxsury. On what ground? 

Mr. Hearty. On the ground that he is not an interpreter of 
those rules; he may have understood them correctly, and he may 
not. The commissioner who made the rules is within your reach. 

Mr. Tuxpury. Those rules, he says, were written or printed, 
and can be had at the State House. 

Wirness. I don’t wish to be understood that particular instruc- 
tions were laid down for us. Governor Clifford and Governor 
Andrew told us things as we sat round the table with the books in 
our hands, and the town lists in front of us, which we were looking 
over to see if we could find the men. It was very difficult to place 
them where they belonged; and Governor Andrew and Governor 
Clifford would come in and tell us what to do in regard to the 
matter. JI wont say that a particular rule was laid down for us. 

397. Q. Read what the general instructions from the Provost 
Marshal were, from the Adjutant General’s report. 

Wirness [reading.] ‘*The Secretary of War hereby appoints 
Your Excellency, and Hon. John H. Clifford, a commission to 
ascertain what credits the State of Massachusetts, and the different 
subdivisions of the State are entitled to under the law given above. 
In determining this question, the Secretary thinks it will be fair to 
presume that the State in which naval enlistments have been made 
is entitled to the credit for those enlistments, unless it shall appear 
by more direct evidence that the credits belong elsewhere. The 
points of law to be observed in applying the act quoted will readily 
be perceived by the commission.” 

‘¢ The instructions of the commissioners given to the clerks were 
as follows: 1st, to credit only those who had joined the service 
subsequent to the rebellion. 2d. Only those who had joined the 
service at some rendezvous in the State. 3d. When a man was 
claimed by some two or more cities or towns, neither city or town 
was to receive the credit, but the credit in dispute was to be given 
to the State at large.” 
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Mr. Tuxsury. When they were claimed by different towns and 
cities they were to be credited to the State at large? A. Yes, sir. 

Witness [reading.| ‘‘ Notice is hereby given to the municipal 
authorities of each of the cities and towns of the commonwealth, 
and all others interested therein, to return to Major William 
Rogers, Assistant Adjutant-General, on or before the tenth day of 
August next, a list sworn to by the said municipal officers, giving 
the names of all persons residing within their municipalities who 
have entered the naval service of the United States during the 
present rebellion, and who have not been credited to the quota of 
any town, district or ward by reason of their being in said service, 
and not enrolled prior to February 24, A. D. 1864.” 

What I am after, General Bullock, is, the rules adopted by 
the commissioners themselves in relation to crediting these men. 
A portion of them is given there, but they do not seem to have 
been written right out. 

Mr. Hearty. That is precisely what I object to. I want them 
to come from the commissioner himself, or in some authentic 
shape. 

Mr. Tuxpury. You object to his stating what the rule is, with- 
out having it? 

Mr. Hearty. Certainly. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I think a person acting in the Adjutant-Generat’s 
office would know what rules were adopted as to the distribution of 
these men, but if it can be had in writing it would be more satisfac- 
tory. I think I had it, but I am unable to present a copy at this 
minute. 

Mr. Hearty. If you present the rules in that form, I have no 
objection. 
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398. Q. (By Mr. Tuxpury). General, were you engaged in 
the recruiting business for the City of Boston, or any of the wards 
of the City of Boston in 1864? A. I was recruiting for the City of 
Boston, or for Ward 10 from the first of December, 1863, until 
about the fifteenth of August, 1864. 
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399. Q. Will you state to this committee what you had to pay 
for recruits; what the City of Boston had to pay for recruits dur- 
ing that interval? 

Mr. Hearty. Does he know what the City of Boston paid, or 
what he paid? 

Mr. Tuxsury. By whose orders did you act, sir? 

Witness. Well, sir, Alderman Clark was Alderman for W ard 
10, and during the month of December, 1863, he appointed me 
as agent in Ward 10 to act for him. He had in addition a clerk 
who kept the books ; I was to procure the men, and get them cred- 
ited at the Provost Marshal’s office. We paid at first $10 for re- 
cruits, and $15 for veterans. ‘Those who had been in the service 
three months or more we called veterans. We proceeded in that 
manner until about the last of March, 1864, when the Legislature 
of Massachusetts passed a law authorizing cities and towns to pay 
$125 per man. Previous to this time country towns had collected, 
and advanced more money than was paid in the city, so that it was 
hard to get menhere. I was buying men at that time, and as I had 
been in the service, by telling the recruits a pretty good story they 
would come forward and enlist without much money sometimes. In 
March the law was passed to pay $125 per man; then I was author- 
ized to pay that sum, andI did so. Then the cities and towns out- 
side of Boston were giving more money, so we held meetings in sev- 
eral of the wards and begged the citizens to advance money for 
buying recruits. We paid $50 in Ward 10 in addition to the 
$125, so that a recruit got $175. In Ward11, where they had a 
good many rich men, they had more money, and they paid 
higher prices and got their men before we did. 

400. Q. Were these payments in addition to the State, and 
United States bounties? A. This was a town bounty; the United 
States paid $300 for three years’ men; and the State paid $125. 
This was in addition; this was a town bounty. 

401. @. Do you Inow about the recruiting in other towns 
in this vicinity, of your knowledge? 

Mr. Hearty. This matter is known to all the committee; it is a 
matter of common knowledge. We know what the expense 
of recruiting was; we shall not dispute that. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Do you know the price of substitutes during 
this time? 

Wirness. The price of substitutes varied the same as the 
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price of other commodities in the market. We sold men all 
the way from $500 to $1,000. 

402. @. Was there any difficulty in procuring men at that time? 
Did the difficulties increase as time went by? A. Yes, sir; there 
was a cargo or two of Germans imported, and landed at Gallop’s 
Island, I think in July 1864, June or July 1864; and they 
were for sale by several Aldermen, or I understood so. At 
any rate, my Alderman, Mr. Nash, authorized me to sell 
men to citizens for $750 apiece as substitutes, and I sold. Ihave 
not the books of the ward here; but I sold in Ward 10 
some thirty odd substitutes to young men who did not desire to go 
into the service. They had to come forward and advance me $750 
for their man. The recruits were on the Island, and a recruit was 
substituted for Mr. Jones, Smith, or Johnson, as the case 
might be; then this man had to go to the City Hall, and certify to 
the fact, and as I understood it they paid him $125 back, so that 
really the substitute he bought cost him $625. 

403. Q. Do you know anything about procuring naval credits, 
credits of men who enlisted in the navy? A. Some time during 
the last of July, or the first of August, 1864, as I saw there was a 
great deal of money being made by selling men outside, and as I 
was at work for the city, realizing some three dollars a day, I 
began to be anxious to make a little more money, if I could. In 
the mean time I saw a stout gentleman come in and talk with 
Alderman Nash, at the headquarters near the corner of Washing- 
ton and Harvard streets, and the subject under discussion was 
naval credits. I then learned after talking with Mr. Nash that 
this gentleman was employed by the city to procure naval credits. 
This stout gentleman proved afterwards to be Mr. Burrill. When 
I left the city’s employ, I took an office in the building with the Pro- 
vost Marshal, Mr. Le Barnes. While I was there, Mr. Nash and 
Mr. Burrill came into the Provost Marshal’s office several times, 
and I had some conversation with Mr. Burrill, who was procuring 
naval credits for the city. 

404. . Did you hear from Alderman Nash what arrangement 
had been made with him? 

Mr. Hearty. I object, I do not think that is competent. 

Mr. Tuxsoury. I think that if Mr. Nash did state to this gen- 
tleman that he had made arrangements with Mr. Burrill, I think 
that would be material. 
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Mr. Hearty. I don’t think it would. Any conversation he may 
have entered into would not be evidence. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I don’t wish to press the matter, yet I think it 
is material. Did Mr. Alderman Nash state to you whether or not 
any arrangement was made with anybody to procure naval credits 
for the City of Boston? .A. When I stated to him about leaving, 
he then — 

Mr. Huaty. I object to this. 

Mr. Tuxsury. If one of the committee stated that he was 
employing men, it seems to me that it might be quite material ; 
but I don’t think it is very essential. The question I propose to 
put is this: Mr. Norcross and Mr. Nash were a sub-committee 
of the Board of Aldermen to make arrangements for recruits and 
credits. If one of that committee stated that he had made 
arrangements with Mr. Burrill, or any other gentleman, it seems 
to me his statement would be material. 

Mr. Hearty. It would be much more satisfactory if that gen- 

tieman would come forward and state just what the arrangement 
was. 
Mr. Tuxspury. ‘There are several gentlemen we have not been 
able to get at. It seems to me to be material to ask the question 
what he said about employing an agent for this purpose, and at 
what price. 

Mr. Heary. It seems to me that if the committee made any 
arrangement, they are the proper parties by whom to show what 
that arrangement was. If Mr. Nash stated what he did on his 
own hook, I don’t see that that effects this case. If there has 
been anything done by the committee, a conversation by one of 
the committee talking to somebody else in relation to it is liable 
to a good deal of error in going from mouth to mouth. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I don’t know as it would be allowed in a Court 
of law; but the acts and declarations of the parties interested it 
seems to me are material. 

Mr. Hearty. If you think it is material, you may put it in. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I wish to state here, that this is all I intend to 
put into this case; but if there is any additional testimony I could 
get as to the rules adopted by that commission, I should like the 
privilege of introducing it at some future time before the com- 
mittee, if it does not otherwise come before them from the other 
side. Ishould like to have it understood what rules were adopted 
by the commissioners. I think I have seen them in print. 
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The CHarrMANn. Your case is all in then, except on that one 
point? 

Mr. Tuxpury. With that exception, I shall not detain the com- 
mittee any longer. 

Mr. Heaty. It is not my purpose to exclude anything that 
will throw a particle of light on this transaction. 

Mr. Tuxsury. It seems to me that the conversation of one of 
the recruiting committee would be material. 
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405. Q. (By Mr. Hearty.) I understood you to say, Mr. 
Burrill, in the testimony which you gave, that when you first 
spoke to Mayor Lincoln upon the subject of getting these credits, 
you told him that there were men who had enlisted in the navy 
who had not been credited to the city, and that those were the 
men you proposed to get. A. I stated in my first interview, that 
there was men in the navy that I understood the city had been 
trying to get credits for that had enlisted prior to the 24th of 
February, and had failed to get them credited. And he told me 
that it was so, and that his application was before Major Clarke, 
acting Provost Marshal-General. 

406. @. It was those very credits that you proposed to him to 
get, — those credits which he applied for, as he said, through some 
agency, and had failed to get? A. It was those very credits that 
I proposed to procure. 

407. @. That is what you told him, was it? -A. Substantially 
SO. : 
408, @. It was not any men that you proposed to bring into the 
service not already in it? A. I never proposed to procure any 
recruits ; that would have been an utter impossibility, at the price. 

409. @. You proposed to Mr. Lincoln, if I understand you 
right, nothing except getting those men allowed to the city who 
belonged in the city, and had enlisted into the navy prior to the 
24th of February, 1864. A. Those men and some few of those 
Rock Island men, then in the service, that had enlisted at Rock 
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Island, Illinois, into the naval service, and who were on board the 
‘*‘ Ohio” at the time. 

410. @. Those were very few, as I understood you? A. Yes, 
sir. 

411. Q. The main thing you proposed to Mayor Lincoln to do 
was, to get allowed to the city the men who enlisted in the navy 
prior to the 24th of February, 1864? That was the main thing? 
A. Yes, sir. 

412. Q. That was the proposition you made? A. Yes, sir; 
‘that is what I intended to arrive at. 

413. Q. That was the subject on which you and he negotiated, 
the getting of these men? A. Yes, sir. 

414, @. You didn’t propose to bring in any fresh recruits? A. 
No recruits ; it was the procuring the credits of naval men already 
in the service. 

415. @. And belonging to the City of Boston? A. And be- 
longing to the City of Boston; that is to say, that their legal resi- 
dence was here, so they might be credited to the quota of the City 
of Boston. 

416. @. Now you say that at Washington you learned from 
General Frye that there was a large number in the naval service 
from the City of Boston that had enlisted from the time the rebel- 
lion broke out which had not been credited, and for which the City 
of Boston had made no claim? A. That they had made claim for. 

417. Q. But which was not allowed because they could not be 
identified? A. Because the proof was not satisfactory of their 
residence being in the City of Boston. 

418. Q. Then how could General Frye tell you that they be- 
longed to the City of Boston? A. What I understood him to say, 
in substance, was, that the Aldermen of the various wards had 
got up lists, swearing, according to their best knowledge and 
belief, that the men contained on them were citizens of Boston; 
an application was before Major Clarke, and had been forwarded 
through him to the department at Washington. He stated the 
reason the credits were not allowed was, that there was not suffi- 
cient proof before him of the residence of the men. That if the 
city would furnish similar proof to that which I had procured in 
the case of the town of Brookline, which was the declaration of the 
men that they belonged to that town, and the naturalization papers 
of foreigners, their first papers, declaring that they wished to 
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become citizens of Brookline, that would be very important proof, 
and such proof as would enable the city to procure their credits. - 

419. Q. At this stage of the proceeding you had not looked 
up any proof whatever in regard to Boston? A. There is where I 
first learned of the situation of the City of Boston. 

420. Q. Yet General Frye told you that Boston had these men 
in the service? A. He said there was some couple of thousand, I 
understood. 

421. @. No matter what the number was. A. He learned that 
there was less than three hundred that were actually identified by 
the City of Boston; and because he did not credit the full list of 
two thousand, he had received letters from Governor Andrew, 
complaining because he did not allow it. That is where I got my 
information in relation to the City of Boston. 

422. Q. Now, I have before me your testimony in which it is 
put down that General Frye told you that the City of Boston had 
men in the navy that had enlisted all the way from the time the 
rebellion broke out, in April, 761, down to February 24, 1864, that 
they had made claim for these men, but they were not perfectly 
identified as being in the service. .A. Not identified as belonging 
in Boston. 

423. Q. The trouble was, there was not evidence of their being 
in the service. A. What I intended to convey was, that they were 
not properly identified as being citizens of Boston. If I did not 
say so, I intended to say so. 

424, Q. Is this wrong? A. I think it is substantially correct, 
if my memory serves me right. They were not properly identified 
as being in the service, and as residents in the City of Boston. 
Allow me to explain. The City of Boston had called for credits, 
if we may so use the term. The City of Boston had sent police 
officers round the streets to ascertain these men. They would go 
to a house and inquire ‘*‘ Who lives here?” and take down the 
reply, ‘‘ John Brown, light complexion, twenty-five years old, in 
the navy.” Now, said he, we have got a John Brown, twenty-five 
years old, in the navy, but he is of a dark complexion. That 
does not seem to be the man, and we cannot allow it. That is the 
whole confusion of the City of Boston. 

425, Q. Right in this connection you are represented as say- 
ing: I inquired of General Frye how this matter stood in relation 
to the claim made on the part of the City of Boston, in relation to 
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naval credits, and he said there was an application made for the 
credits of men who could not be found as being in the service, and 
for that reason they could not allow the lists to be credited. A. 
That is because they could not find them in the service, or very 
few of them. 

426. @. You didn’t say a word about any difficulty about the 
residence of the men? A. That was part of the programme; to 
prove the residence of the men, and that they were in the service. 

427. @Q. Then this evidence that you gave in chief is not cor- 
rect? A. I think it is substantially correct. Allow me to explain. 
I stand by that, sir. That evidence is correct. I understood him 
to say that the Aldermen’s list, or the men whom they claimed, 
could not be identified as being in the service, with the exception 
of some two or three hundred. That there was confusion in the 
list, calling for a classification of men that did not exist, that they 
had not got in the service. 

428. @. Then if I understand you now, you state the difficulty 
to be, not that the men could not be found in the service, but that 
they could not identify their residences? A. They could not prove 
that the government had any such men in the service; and if in 
the service, they could not prove that they helonged in Boston. 
The residence and service combined is what I understood it. 

429. @. If they were inquiring whether any man, as John 
Brown, was in the service, and they found that such a man was 
in the service, and he was identified, would it be very difficult to 
identify where he came from? A. Yes, sir. The difficulty was, 
there was no proof where he came from other than his place of 
enlistment. 

430. Q. Do I understand you that when they are comparing 
claims for a man who is actually in the service, and he is found to 
be in the service, that it is difficult to find where he came from? 
A. Certainly. 

431. Q. How is it difficult? -A. There is nothing in the enlist- 
ment papers to show the residence of the men. ‘They don’t show 
where he comes from, as to his place of residence. 

432. @. Why didn’t you say, when speaking of this, that the 
difficulty was as to the residence, and not as to the man’s being in 
the service? A. It is the two things combined. 

433. @. Why didn’t you say so, then? A. I should suppose 
that might be understood in that direction. 
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434, Q. Without stating it? A. No. The idea is, that the 
men claimed by the city could not be identified and located as being 
in the service. The city claimed two thousand men, and they could 
not identify that number of men. ‘The Aldermen swore that such 
and such men were in the navy, and were citizens of Boston to the 
best of their knowledge and belief ; still they could not be credited 
on that oath. That was the idea. Still they had no doubt the 
City of Boston had that number of men. It was the manner of 
doing the business ; the manner of their claim was such that it could 
not be allowed. The Alderman’s list was a matter of confusion ; 
nothing was clear about it, except in regard to two or three hundred 
names. ‘That is the impression I got from General Frye. That is 
where I first learned about this matter in connection with the City 
of Boston. 

435. @. You say that in this interview with Mr. Lincoln, 
when you first went to him, and told him that you had been suc- 
cessful in procuring credits on the quota of the town of Brookline, 
did you tell him what credits you procured, what class of men 
you procured? A. Credits in the navy, certainly, sir; naval 
credits. 

436. @. Did you explain to him just what they were? A. I 
said I had been successful in procuring credits for men who had 
enlisted in the navy prior to February 24, and subsequent to 
February 24. 

437. @. As the law then stood, there was no difficulty about 
those who enlisted subsequent to February 24th, was there? A. 
There was a little difficulty in regard to that. 

438. Q. No difficulty in particular, was there? A. Yes, sir. 
I am not quite lawyer enough to explain it fully, but allow me to 
express it in my own way. Even with the men who enlisted 
subsequent to the 24th of February, I think there was a difficulty 
arising in this way. The law said that a man should be enrolled 
by anenrolling officer and credited. It was impossible to enroll 
men that were scattered all over the service, and the Government 
had to stretch a point, and issue a military order to credit them ; 
because the men were not here, they could not be found in the 
streets of Boston to be enrolled. ‘That is the way I understand it. 

439. Q. Exactly ; but when you made out that a man was in the 
navy, and had enlisted subsequent to the 24th of February, then, 
when the proper steps were taken to have him credited there 
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was no difficulty, was there? A. The difficulty was, in taking those 
steps. The difficulty was, to prove the residence of that man at 
the department. 

440. Q. Now, supposing all that had been proved, there would 
be no difficulty then in getting him credited, would there? A. I 
shall have to ask you to re-state that. 

441. Q. My question is this, sir; a man enlisted into the navy, 
say from Boston, after the 24th of February; when that fact was 
made distinctly to appear, that the man did enlist from Boston, 
and that he was in the navy subsequent to that date, there would 
be no difficulty in getting him credited? A. There was greater fa- 
cility in getting that class credited than those who enlisted prior to 
the 24th of February. When you had proper evidence, you could 
be more successful in getting credits. 

442. @. When you got proper evidence, wasn’t it the duty of 
the Federal officers to give credit? Didn’t the law give it? A. 
It might have been their duty ; but in those recruiting times, there 
were a great many hitches. ; 

443, Q. The hitch was in making the proof? A. That was a 
part of the difficulty we had to go through. 

444, (Q. But where the proof was made distinct and clear, then 
the man was credited? A. Yes, sir; with distinct proof, you could 
get it through; that is, 1 know I got them through, and I know 
others failed. ! 

445. @Q. Now, sir, did you arrange with Mayor Lincoln that he 
should pay you $125 per man for credits for men who were in the 
navy, to the credit of whom the City of Boston was legally entitled, 
by making proper evidence that the recruit was in the service in 
the navy? Did you make any bargain with him to give you $125 
for that class of men? A. Please state that once more. 

446. @. Did you make any bargain or contract with Mayor 
Lincoln that he should pay you $125 for getting allowed to the 
credit of Boston a man who had enlisted into the navy after the 24th 
of February, 1864? A. Certainly; these Rock Island men, then 
on board the ‘‘ Ohio; the so-called rebel Pea Ridge prisoners were 
of that class. 

447. @. I am now speaking of the credits of residents of Bos- 
ton. Boston was not entitled to Rock Island men, was it? A. It 
was if the men elected the City of Boston as their place of resi- 
dence. 
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448, . Those who had enlisted and gone into the service sub- 
sequent to the 24th of February belonged to Boston if proper 
proof was made, did they not? A. There was to the extent of 
about 1,700 — 

449. Q. No matter how many; I am only asking in regard to 
the principle. -A. Those who went from Boston; those you could 
prove to be citizens of Boston, who resided in Boston, of whom 
you could give satisfactory proof before the department that they 
actually belonged to Boston, and that you had enrolled them,—but 
there was the rub, the difficulty, — those you could get credited. 

450. Q. Now, what Lask you is, whether Mr. Lincoln offered to 
give you $125 per man for getting up evidence that certain men were 
in the navy already, to which by getting that evidence Boston 
was entitled to that credit? A. I so understood it, from what he 
said. 

451. Q. Was that specifically talked of by itself? A. The 
conversation on the part of Mr. Lincoln was somewhat to this effect : 
He said that Mr. McCauley at the rendezvous was trying to get 
credits on behalf of the city. Hespoke of the claims being before 
Major Clarke, and that he had some doubts of being successful, 
as they had been there a longtime. He said if they could get the 
men in the navy credited, it would be as valuable to the military 
quota of the City of Boston as if they were recruits. 

452. Q. Mr. Lincoln said so? A. That was the idea. 

453. @. Did he say so in words, or in substance? A. In sub- 
stance, as I understood it. 

454. Q. The substance of it was, that he had as lief have these 
credits as new recruits? .A. Another thing he remarked to Mr. 
Damrell about getting credits in the army — 

455. @. Confine yourself now to the conversation you had with 
Mayor Lincoln and the arrangement made between you and him. 
A. I understood the arrangement between Mr. Lincoln and myself 
to be, that I should get credits upon the quota of the City of Bos- 
ton, naval credits; he did not care if they came from Kamtschatka 
or any other place. The idea was, to get credits upon the military 
quota of the City of Boston. I did not propose to bring live men, 
new recruits. 

456. Q. If you had got men elsewhere, and brought and enlisted 
them into the navy, it would have added so much to the military 
force of the country. But what I am after is, whether Mr. Lincoln 
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was indifferent as to whether the military force of the country was 
increased or not. Did he make any such intimation as that to you? 
A. Not that I remember, sir. 

457. @. Who was present when you and Mr. Lincoln had this 
conversation? .A. No one, that I remember, sir. I think there 
was no one present besides ourselves. 

458. @. Was Mr. Tracy, the City Treasurer, there at any time? 
A, Mr. Tracy introduced me to Mr. Lincoln; he was not present 
at the conversation. 

459. @. Didn’t you have this conversation with Mr. Lincoln, 
or some portion of it, in Mr. Tracy’s presence? 4. Mr. Tracy 
introduced me and left. 

460. @Q. You think he didn’t stop at all? .A. I don’t remember 
of his stopping. I think he might have stopped. 

461. @. Do you remember whether he did or not? A. I ex- 
pressed my recollection on that matter. I should say he didn’t 
stop; still he may have been there a few minutes. He was not 
there any length of time. 

462. Q. What did you say about these Rock Island men? A. 
What did I say to Mr. Lincoln? 

463. Q. Yes, sir. A. I said to him, there were some men who 
had enlisted at Rock Island, Illinois, that had been transported on 
board the ‘ Ohio,” a portion of whom I had got credited to the 
town of Brookline; and I thought that I might procure some of 
those men already in the service that were naval men, to be 
credited upon the quota of the City of Boston. 

464. @. Had those men really gone into the service? A. Cer- 
tainly, sir; they were actually in the service. 

465. @. Who were they; what class of men did they come 
from? .A. They came from Rock Island, Illinois, and were trans- 
ported in the service. 

466. @. Did they belong at Rock Island? A. They had no 
particular residence. 

467. Q. What brought them from Rock Island here? How 
came they collected at Rock Island? A. Well, I learned that they 
enlisted at Rock Island, Illinois, into the naval service; and that 
they had no legal, lawful place of residence. 

468. @Q. Who did you understand them to be ; prisoners that had 
been taken from the rebels? A. I did not understand at the time 
I procured the credits what they were. I remember distinctly Mr. 
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Lincoln spoke of some paragraph in the paper, and said those 
must be Pea Ridge prisoners and rebels. I think he took out of 
his desk some paragraph in a newspaper, cut out of some circular 
of Adjutant-General Schouler upon that subject. 

469. Q. Atthis time had you any personal acquaintance with 
those Rock Island men? Had you had any interview with them? 
A. No, sir; I had no personal acquaintance with them. 

470. @. Had you any interview with them? A. No; I don’t 
know as I had any personal interview myself. 

471. @. Well, who had had any interview with them at your 
request? .A. With these Rock Island men? 

472. @. Yes, sir. A. Judge Clifford’s son, the clerk of the 
United States Court, had some personal interviews with them. 

473. @. At your request? A. At my request. He took their 
declaration that they had no legal place of residence in the Unite 
States. 

474. QQ. Now, if you know what he did at your request in re- 
gard to those men, what was it? A. It was with those who 
were foreigners, to issue their first naturalization papers, and to 
take their declaration, under oath, that they wished to be credited 
to Brookline at that time. That they nominated and made the 
town of Brookline to be their legal and lawful place of residence. 

475. Q. You sent Mr. Clifford over there to ascertain that fact 
for you? A. To take the necessary legal measures. 

476. Q. He was clerk of the United States Court; where is he 
now? A. He is virtually dead, sir; he is in an insane asylum. 

A Memper oF THE Committrer. He is dead. 

Mr. Burritt. I was not aware of the fact. 

Mr. Hearty. This matter of naturalizing the men is one 
thing, and getting them into the service and locating them is 
another. What I want to know is, how these men were approached, 
and by whom? What inducement was held out to them to go into 
the service, and be credited to any particular place? A. It was 
clearly understood as 4 matter of law and a matter of justice that 
any man hada right to take up his residence where he pleased ; 
and it was so explained to these men. 

477. Q. By whom? A. By Mr. Clifford. 

478. Q. Where were these men when the explanation was made 
to them? A. On board the ‘‘Ohio.” 

479. Q. Then you sent Mr. Clifford to those men to make those 
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representations to them?. A. That was a part of what he did. I 
will try and explain it in a business way, so that you can under- 
stand it. Mr. Clifford went on board the ‘‘ Ohio,” and explained to 
the petty officers that had charge of the men what steps it was 
necessary to take, and were to be taken, in order to credit those 
men upon the quota of any town. He also explained Governor 
Andrew’s order as to State aid and bounty. These facts he laid 
before the men, through their petty officers; and the men then 
came forward, as I understand, through my agents — 

480. @. Who was your agent? What I am after is this: 
you don’t seem to get my idea; what I want to get at is, how you 
first got an introduction to these Rock Island men, and got into a 
negotiation with them to go into the service from any particular 
place. I want to know how you got into any relation with the 
Rock Island men? A. Well, I will tell you what the first begin- 
ning of it was. I understood that there was a large number of men on 
board the ‘ Ohio,” from Rock Island, Illinois, that had not been 
credited to any quota in the United States, and that they desired 
to be credited to some military quota. I understood also, that it 
was right and proper that such men should be credited, as they 
had the right of election of their own residence, and I took some 
means to see if that could be done. 

481. @. Those means are just what I wanted to get at. A. A 
broker came to me one day, which was what started the idea of 
the thing in my head originally,—a broker came to me with a 
paper like this which I hold. He said ‘* Here is a Rock Island 
man on board the ‘‘Ohio” who has not been credited anywhere. 
He wants to enjoy the benefits and privileges of State aid and 
State bounty. Now I want to see if he can’t be credited.” I 
said ‘* That is a new feature tome. It seems to me a just thing; 
and I don’t know but it might be done.” Well, he brought me a 
paper like this [reading], United States naval recruiting office, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts: April 3, 1864. I, William 
Allison, of Montreal, Canada, hereby certify that I am a native 
of England; that I have no place of residence in this Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts; that I have voluntarily enlisted in the 
naval service of the United States of America as one of the quota 
of the town of Brookline, and authorize my name to be put on the 
enrolment list of the aforesaid town. Signed, William Allison. 
Witness, Richard Loudon. April 7, 1864. Personally appeared 
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before me William Allison, and on oath declared that the above 
certificate is true. Samuel T. Ross, Justice of the Peace. 
Boston, April 3, 1864. I hereby certify that William Allison is a 
first-class fireman, and has been shipped for the naval service of 
the United States; delivered on board the ship from 
Brookline. Then follows the description. This was brought to 
me, signed S. R. 8., who, as I understood, was a recruiting officer. 
That is one of the men who became legal citizens of the town 
of Brookline. 

482. @. What I want to know is, what induced that man to go. 
into the town of Brookline. How that arrangement was made by 
which he was induced to make that declaration, contained on that 
paper. A. He understood that his family would get his State aid 
here, if he was credited on any quota. 

483. @. Yes, but-he could have got the State aid if he had 
enlisted in Charlestown or Cambridge, or any other place in the 
State. What induced him to choose Brookline as the place from 
which he should hail? A. The inducement, as I say, was, that the 
man was entitled, or would have been, if he enlisted subsequent 
to the 24th of February, entitled to a State bounty. 

484, @Q. Exactly; but he would have been entitled to the same 
privilege from the State, if he hailed from Cambridge or Charles- 
town. A. If he was legally credited. ‘ 

485. @. And he could have been from either one of those 
places. just as well as Brookline? A. If the necessary steps. were 
taken. 

486. Q. If the same steps were taken by them as were taken 
by Brookline. A. The steps to be taken were, to get the men 
legally credited upon the quota. 

487. Q. I am unfortunate in making myself understood by you, 
apparently. This man signed a paper by which he declares him- 
self as belonging to Brookline; now he could just as well have 
declared himself as belonging in Cambridge or Charlestown? <A. 
He could, sir, of course. 

488. QQ. Now, what I want to get at is, what induced him to 
say Brookline rather than any other town in the Commonwealth? 
A. It was the idea of getting some public bounty, or State aid 
for his family. 

489. @. He*could have got the same from Cambridge or 
Charlestown? A. If Cambridge had taken the same measures I 
took, she would have got them. 
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490. Q. That is whatIam after ; how you approached these men 
and got these papers? -A. I went on board the *‘ Ohio,” and saw how 
this was done. I saw it was explained to the men by Mr. Clifford. 
He said, ‘“‘ Boys, we will try to get you credited upon the quota of 
the town of Brookline; if you are credited to the town of Brook- 
line, you will be entitled — those men who enlisted subsequent to 
the 24th of February —will be entitled to State aid, and to a State 
bounty, as specified here in the order of Governor Andrew.” I 
think the order read $50 for one year, and $100 for three years. I 
can’t give you the order exactly. 

491. Q. No matter about that. A. Mr. Clifford went on: 
‘¢ Now, if you have no particular place of residence, we will see 
what can be done for you.” And he got them to sign a declaration 
that reads in this way : 

‘¢ We, the undersigned, do hereby certify that having enlisted in 
the United States navy, we wish to be credited upon the quota of 
the town of Brookline, where we belong.” 

‘© T, N. J. Clifford, Commissioner of the United States Court, 
District of Massachusetts, hereby certify that the above-named 
persons signed their name or affixed their mark on the above paper 
‘in my presence; that the purport of the same was explained to 
them, and that they signed the same voluntarily. In witness 
whereof I have set my hand and affixed my seal. N. J. Clifford, 
U. S. Commissioner.” 

492. Q. Instead of sending an agent to ascertain this, you 
went with Mr. Clifford? .A. I had agents there that were doing 
this for me. 

493. Q. I want the committee to see how it was done. Who 
were the agents that you sent? A. I think I have lost his name 
at this moment, the man that attended to that particular branch. 
I think his name was Sargent, or some such name. 

494, @. Did you send more than one agent? A. I don’t think 
I did, sir. 

495. @. What instruction did you give to that agent about 
these men when you sent him? A. Well, to procure their decla- 
rations electing their residence to be the town of Brookline; and 
to see that every foreigner had his naturalization papers, and that 
it was recorded in the Court that the town of Brookline was the 
residence of those men. ° 

496. @. You instructed him to do all that; anything else? 
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A. No, sir; I don’t remember anything more than that. There 
may have been something else, I don’t remember. Those are the 
principal points. 

497. @. Before you went over there with Mr. Clifford, did this 
Mr. Sargent, or whatever his name was, make any report to you 
of the result of his mission there? Did he make any report of 
what he had done? A. Yes, sir, certainly. The papers speak for 
themselves. 

498. Q. He brought back these papers? A. Yes, sir. 

499. Q. Howmany? A. That one, at that time. I think that 
is the only one. That very identical paper which is before you 
there. 

500. Q. Very well, he gotone man. A. Oh, no, sir; there is a 
large number of names there, I can’t tell how many. 

501. @Q. Now, sir, did you offer to these men any private in- 
ducement? Did you offer anything beyond the public advantages 
to them of enlistment; anything to come from your own pocket? 
A. I think, sir, there was — no, there was no local bounty, I 
think, paid those men. I am positive about it. 

502. @. Local bounty would be a private inducement, would 
it? A. I would not want to swear that I did not pay a local 
bounty of $50 to those men. 

503. @. Can’t you tell whether you did, or did not? A. In 
regard to that particular lot of men, I could not say, sir. 

504. @. How many did you get there in all, clear through,— 
Rock Island men? A. I think they are all on that paper, sir. All 
the Rock Island men are on that paper. 

505. @. Then you didn’t furnish to Boston any Roek Island 
men? A. I did not, because Alderman Messinger got the start of 
me. He got on board before me, and got the credits of this same 
class of men. I should have got them if the city had not got the 
start of me. 

506. Q. Now, in engaging these men, can’t you tell whether 
you were to pay them asum as large as fifty dollars, or whether 
you were to pay them anything? A. I don’t remember exactly in 
regard to that specific lot of men. I know I have paid fifty dol- 
lars, and some to men who went on the quota of the town of 
Brookline. 

507. @. I am now speaking of Rock Island men; did you pay 
them any inducement? A. I think I did not, sir; the money went 
to the agents ; whether they paid the men or not, I don’t know. 
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508. Q. How much went to them? A. It was a matter of 
agreement, a matter of bargain. I know one expense on board 
the ‘* Ohio” which occurred on every war ship in connection with 
the City of Boston was that of obtaining the agency of the petty 
officers who have charge of the. men, and that in some cases we 
agreed to give them one dollar per head, as a perquisite, to explain: 
the whole matter to the men so that they might act understand- 
ingly. | 

509. Q. Whoever paid this money for you; whatever was paid 
out, of course, he made a return to you of what was paid? A. If 
I agreed to pay him so much for his services ; he did what he pleased: 
with his money. ; 

510. @: How much did you agree to give any agent? A. In 
connection with those men? 

511. @Q. In connection with any of the Rock Island men. A. 
I think I paid a sum amounting to fifty dollars a head for the 
services of agents in connection with that matter. 

512. Q. Did you agree to give these agents that you sent so 
much per head for every man he got you, or did you pay for their 
services and their expenses? -A. Sometimes one way and some- 
times another. I agreed,to pay for every man I got credited of 
that class of men, and I always paid my debts, whether it was 
twenty or fifty dollars ; if I made an agreement, I carried it out to 
the letter. I made the best bargain I could for my own interest. 
It was like buying goods at one price and selling them at another. 

513. Q. Did you agree to give any agent fifty dollars a head 
for any Rock Island men? A. I think I did, sir. 

514. Q. I think you said that no local bounty was paid? A. 
No local bounty to the men. There might have been some arrange- 
ment between the men and the agent, so that they got a part of the 
$50. I could not say, I don’t know the exact relation between the 
men and the agents. What I mean to say is, that I didn’t agree 
to pay the men directly, myself, a local bounty; but I might 
have, as I think I did, agree to pay an outside party, an agent, 
$50 dollars for every man I got credited. What arrangement he 
had with the men, I don’t know. I don’t know that he paid them 
anything ; but I had some reason to think, from the manner of the 
thing, that there was something paid to the men. I could not 
swear to it positively. 

515. Q. Now, when you went with Mr. Clifford, and saw the 
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men, and he addressed them, how many names did you get at 
that visit? A. I think they are all on that paper, sir. 

516. @Q. You didn’t get them all when Mr. Clifford went? A. 
Oh, no; there was more of them I had nothing to do. with. 

517. Q. Mr. Clifford explained to them the benefit of adopting 
this plan, which was suggested to them. Did they then come for- 
ward, and sign the paper on the spot? A. Yes, sir. 

518. Q. To whatextent? Idon’tmeantoaman? A. I can’t 
for the life of me tell. 

519. @. All on this paper signed at that time? A. I think 
they did, sir. 

520. Q. Then that is about all the Rock Island men you got? 
A. Yes, sir; that is about all the Rock Island men I got. 

521. Q. There was more of them, I understand? A. I think 
that is all that was credited to the town of Brookline. 

522. @. Were they credited to any other town through your 
agency? A. No, sir. 

523. Q. If you went with Mr. Clifford, and got the men by his 
addressing them, and telling them the advantages they would 
have, how do you reconcile that to getting them through Mr. 
Sargent, and paying him fifty dollars apiece? A. That was 
part of the machinery I had to pay for, in order to accomplish the 
business. 

524. @. Do you know where that Mr. Sargent is Bole? vid 
No, sir; I do not know where he is now. 

525. Q. Do youremember how much money you paid him in the 
aggregate? A. No, sir; I don’t remember; I could make the fig- 
ures if I had an opportunity to make them. 

526. Q. If you paid fifty dollars for each of these, it would 
come to a pretty large sum? A. It would, sir. I had so many 
other things in connection with this matter that I cannot remem- 
ber precisely what that transaction cost me. 

527. @. I want to see whether you are right in the fact that 
you paid fifty dollars a man; and I am asking you other questions 
bearing upon that one. A. There is no doubt, sir. I paid just 
what I agreed to, whether it was $10, $25, or $50. 

528. Q. That part, I do not question; I only want to know 
what. arrangement was made. I believe I have got the story as 
you mean to have it understood, that you went to Mayor Lincoln, 
and told him that the main thing that you proposed to get for $125 
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ahead were men that had enlisted from the City of Boston into 
the naval service prior to the twenty-fourth of February of that 
same year, and perhaps it might be a few of these Rock Island 
men. But the thing was substantially to get naval credits? A. 
The principal thing contemplated was the crediting of naval men. 

529. @. The principal thing contemplated and talked about 
was men who had enlisted in Boston prior to the 24th of February, 
1864? A. That is the principal part of it. 

530. Q. That was substantially the thing? A. Yes, sir. Com- 
paratively there were very few Rock Island men. I could not tell 
how many there were. ‘There was more than the town of Brook- 
line wanted, anyhow. I should have got them credited to the quota 
of Boston under this contract if it had not been for Alderman Mes- 
singer, who got ahead of me, and some other gentlemen whom I 
understood got them before me. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Do you mean those who enlisted from Boston or 
at Boston? .A. I mean going from here,’ hailing from here. 

531. Mr. Hearty. Now, sir, in this conversation and arrange- 
ment with the Mayor, was there anything said as to the number of 
men that you should obtain? -A. I may have thrown out, I think 
I did, that some 2,000 or 3,000 men might be procured. I 
confess that this large number of men that was credited was 
much larger than I expected to be able to procure. I ex- 
pected, when I started, that 2,500 or 3,000 or perhaps 4,000 
might be procured. Still it was no more than fair that 6,500 
should be credited to Boston. She was made a recruiting 
rendezvous for the whole country, and she got a big thing. It 
was her good luck, that is all. | 

532. Q. Did you, at this time, make any inquiry as to the num- 
_ ber of men that Boston was in arrear on the call that had been made 
in Boston for men? Did you know-how many Boston needed at 
that time to answer the calls that had been made upon her? A. I 
didn’t know, sir. I didn’t know how many men were needed to fill 
any particular call. I only knew she wanted all the men she could 
get, as well as every other place. 

533. @. There was no conversation between you and Mr. 
Lincoln in regard to the number of men that were needed? A. Not 
that J] remember, sir. Ithink there was some conversation, the 
substance of which was that he wanted to get all the credits that 
he could upon the quota of the City of Boston. 
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534. @. You didn’t suppose that he wanted an unlimited 
number? There wasnot a draft at that time? A. There was a 
call foreshadowed through the public newspapers. 

535. Q. There would be a limit to that call? A. Yes, but 
men were so scarce that if the call was for but a small number the 
city would probably want all they could get, as I understood it. 

At this point the committee adjourned to Friday, September 24, 
1869. 


FOURTH HEARING. 


The Committee on Claims of the City Council of Boston re- 
sumed the hearing on Charles Burrill’s petition, in the large Com- 
mittee room at the City Hall, Friday, September 24th. 

Present: Aldermen Talbot (Chairman), White and Baldwin. 
Councilmen Wadsworth, Jacobs, Butler, ialbot, jr. 

The cross-examination of Mr. Charles Burrill was continued. 

536. Q. (By Mr. Hearty.) How soon, Mr. Burrill, after the 
signing of this paper by the Mayor to you, did you begin upon the 
matter of making this list? .A. Two or three days, — three or four 
days after. It was immediately after, in three or four days. 

537. @. How many men did you employ about this going 
about the streets that you speak of? A. In locating the families 
in the wards? 

538. @Q. Yes, sir. A. That was done by my attorney and 
agent, Mr. Roberts. I think he told me he had some six or eight 
men employed. | : 

539. @. How long were they engaged in that work? A. Well, 
I think it was some two or three weeks; perhaps it might have 
been more than that. 

540. @. How soon did you begin to get your list made up at 
the receiving ship? A. Well, the work was started immediately 
after the contract was made. 

541. @. How soon? A. I should think within a week, or less 
time. 

542. Q. Who took charge of making that, sir? .d. The copy-

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ing of the list? Mr. Sherburne. He procured the clerical assist- 
ance under him. 

5438. @Q. What was his Christian name? A. I really forget it, 
sir; he was deputy Provost Marshal here. 

544. @. Do you know where he is now? A. No, sir, I do not. 
I think he is about. 

545. @. How long was he, sir, in making up that list? A. I 
think it was about three weeks, sir. 

546. @. Then from the time of the signing of the paper by the 
Mayor until the list from the receiving ship was completed made 
about four weeks? A. This (the list) seems to be dated the 
twenty-first ; I had the impression it was the twentieth or eighteenth ; 
probably that was the time. 

547. Q. The eighteenth? A. No, the twenty-first; it seems 
to be here. I had the impression it was the eighteenth or 
twentieth. 

548. Q. Now, sir, was the list which he made the identical 
list which was presented to the commissioners; or was the list 
presented to the commissioners made from that? A. I think it 
was the identical list; there might have been some changes in it, 
but it was substantially the same list. 

549. @. The same paper? A, The same paper, or pretty 
nearly ; there’ might have been some corrections made. 

550. @. Now, sir, when he went on the receiving ship to get 
these names, how did you instruct him to make out the lists? What 
data did you give him to make the list from? A. To take all the 
men that had enlisted in the navy from April, 1861, down to Feb- 
ruary 24, 1864. 

551. @. Without reference to where they enlisted? A. Yes, 
sir. 

552. Q. You didn’t have all the enlistments copied, seventeen 
to twenty thousand? A. No, sir. 

553. @. How did you tell him to discriminate; what names to 
take, and what names he should not take? A. I don’t know as I 
get your question, sir, exactly. 

554. Q. He made a list for you, as I understand you, from the 
list in the Navy Yard, under your direction. Now, he didn’t take 
all the men who enlisted there; he took a portion of them, about 
six thousand, and some three times that number enlisted during 
that time? A. Yes, sir. 
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555. @. How did he distinguish? Why did he select out the 
six thousand he did take rather than any other six thousand? A. 
There was no discrimination in that way. 

556. @Q. Did you send him there to get six thousand names in- 
discriminately? Q. I sent him there to get six thousand names 
indiscriminately, with instructions to cull out as many as we knew 
the residence of by wards as fast as we got the information; and 
this information I was getting at every day. 

557. Q. After all the information that you got by going round 
through the wards was obtained, upon what principle were the 
other names put upon the list? How were they selected from the 
mass? A. They were taken indiscriminately as they came. Some 
judgment was exercised, and discretion; the best they could. 

558. @. What principle was to govern this discretion? What 
names was he after? Was there any discrimination of one man 
from another? A. There was no discrimination there as to the 
point of residence; we were getting at that in the wards. We 
found twenty thousand seamen enlisted in Boston, and any one 
who took the same measures I did could prove that five thousand 
resided in Boston by their own declaration. They enlisted here 
and they elected to become citizens of Boston by their own declara- 
tion. They belonged here in Massachusetts if they belonged 
anywhere. 

559. @. Then do I understand you to say that you had com- 
municated with five thousand of them before this list was completed ? 
A. No, sir; No, [had no communication with those five thousand. 

560. @. You say you were after such men as had declared that: 
Boston was their residence. When was such declaration made? 
A. After this list was made out as it now is. 

561. @. Wasn’t it made before the list was made out? A. The 
declaration was not made before this list was made out, it was 
made after. 

562. @Q. The declaration had nothing to do with the making of 
the list? A. No, sir. 

563. Q. I want to know what principle governed in putting these 
names into the list. A. The fact that they enlisted in Boston was 
one principle. We took them promiscuously. 

564. Q. They all enlisted in Boston? A. No, sir; some 
enlisted in Philadelphia, some in New York, and some in 
Brooklyn. 
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565. @. Did you instruct him to take the first six thousand 
names that he came to who enlisted in Boston? A. Yes, sir, 
substantially so. 

566. Q. Then there was no discrimination. Why did you instruct 
him to take six thousand and not take all that enlisted in Boston? 
A, Well, because there was undoubtedly men that didn’t belong in 
Boston,— that belonged in other places. 

567. @. Wasn’t it just as likely among another six thousand as 
among this? -A. There was a great many on the enlistment paper 
that declared where they were born ; that had something to do with 
making up that list. We found men that were born in Boston, and 
that had a bearing in getting up this list. 

568. Q. Did you so instruct the man that you sent? A. Yes, 
sir; that was the idea to be carried out. 

569. Q. What proportion of those names had made any decla- 
ration that they were born in Boston? A. That I could not say, 
sir; I could not tell you that. 

570. @Q. Did they generally put down in the enlistment papers 
where they were born? A. Always, invariably in the enlistment 
papers, where they were born. 

571. @. Then, sir, you did give him some instructions how to 
make itup? A. Yes, sir. 

572. Q. First, to take those bornin Boston? A. Yes, sir. 

573. @. You gave him that as one instruction? A. Yes, sir. 

574. @. When you had exhausted those that were born in 
Boston, how then did you proceed? A. Then I took the best 
chances as to the balance. 

575. QQ. What would be the best chances if you didn’t know 
any men or anything about them, it wvould be a mere chance 
wouldn’t it? .A. It would be a mere chance, of course. 

576. Q. Well, sir, then was there a man that you got on your 
list who was not finally allowed? A. No, sir; they was allowed, 
every man on my list. 

577. @. Then if they were taken in that way, what particular 
reason was there that they should be allowed more than the rest? 
A, He was to furnish proof of their residence afterwards. 

578. @. Exactly ; but you had not got that. A. This list con- 
tained full and satisfactory proof of the residence of the men. 

579. Q. Iam not after the residence of the men; I am after 
the making of this list to begin with. You got a list of six thou- 
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sand men over there, and every man on that list was allowed. 
Yet they were men you did not know. I want to know if you 
discriminated in making this list, how you could so discriminate 
as to get out six thousand names, and have them all allowed. 
A. Wewere in the dark to a considerable extent. The fact that 
some were born in Boston was one thing which guided us. 

580. _Q. Very well; how happened it that you were so very 
furtunate as not to lose a man? A. I was fortunate because I 
done my business right. 

581. Q. I am trying to find how you did it. A. After I got 
the list, I procured the residence of the men. 

582. @. You had not procured them then? A. Ihad not pro- 
cured them at that time. 

583. Q. Then how did you know they would declare that they 
belonged in Boston? A. I felt satisfied they would. Seamen are 
floating population; their actual home is on board ship in the 
forecastle ; and I thought they would elect their residence wher- 
ever they thought it was for their interest to do so. 

584. @Q. I want to know whether there was any principle of dis- 
crimination when this list was made, except taking those who were 
put down as having been born in Boston? A. No discrimination 
that I know of; that I think of now. 

585. @. Now, sir, what proportion do you think were born in 
Boston of those you got in that way? A. Really, I could not say 
now, sir. I don’t know but it might be ascertained by that list, 
but I think not. 

586. @. Very well. If he followed your directions, he took 
in the first place all who were born in Boston? A. Yes, sir. 

587. @. Haven’t you any sort of idea what that proportion 
was? A. I have not the least recollection about it, sir, now. 

588. ©. Whether the number was so small as to be entirely 
insignificant, or whether it was a substantial portion of the whole 
list? A. I think it was quite a goodly number; I am sure it was. 
I could not give any accurate idea of what that number was. 

589. Q. A goodly number, you think? A. I think so. 

590. @. What would you call a goodly number? A. There 
might have been one, two, or three thousand, or fifteen hundred ; 
I could not tell. I don’t know that there was so many as that. I 
am sure I could not give any correct idea of that now, it was so 
long ago. 
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591. Q. Do you believe that, taking that number of men who 
lead a seafaring life, roving about, one, two, or three thousand 
men recorded simply as having been born in Boston, that every 
man of that number would continue to reside in Boston up to the 
time you made that list? A. Probably not; I can’t say ; probably 
not. | 

592. Q. It wouldn’t be very reasonable to suppose that? A. No, 
I don’t suppose it would be ; but that was the best evidence we could 
get. In working up the case, we had to take the best evidence we 
could get. If that was a part of the evidence, that would enable 
me to make it a success. I didn’t propose to spurnit. I accepted 
and made the best use of it I could. 

593. @. Iam not after that part of it now; I want to get at 
the mode, if I can, in which you made up this list of six thousand 
men and made it up with such accuracy —selecting six from 
eighteen or twenty thousand — that there was no mistake, that 
every man should be allowed. That is what I am after. I 
thought it a little strange that you should be so fortunate, unless 
you had some good rule to go by. A. Strange as it may appear, 
such is the’case. I did the best I knew how, and made the most 
of my case. ; 

594. @. My trouble is that you knew how to do so much. 
A. I don’t think I did too much. The City of Boston was used 
as a recruiting rendezvous, and got no more than a fair and just 
thing. I believe it is as honest as any such piece of work can 
be made. 

595. @. I want to know what should guide you to such a 
result? A. I give you the best informationI can. I give you the 
information that one rule would be, to watch the birthplaces of the 
men. If aman was born in Boston, he took that as evidence to 
use in securing credits, and in making out the list. 

596. Q. I don’t say a word about making out the credits, [ am 
talking about making up this list. .A. I don’t think I can en- 
lighten you beyond what I have stated. | 

597. Q. Well, sir, then when you got this list, which was 
completed, you say, on the twenty-first, if I recollect right. A. 
I think that is the date, sir. 

598. @. When you got the list made up, you then went to work 
to verify the residences, as far as you could? A, Yes, sir. 

599. Q. Now, sir, how many of these men that you had upon 
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the list did you communicate with, through agents, or otherwise, 
and get at them personally, of this six thousand? A. About 4,200, 
sir, that we found scattered all over the country, on war ships, at 
Fortress Munroe, Charleston, New Orleans, and on the Western 
rivers. 

600. @. That left about 1,800 that you did not confer with? 
A. Yes, sir. 

601. @. Now, sir, how long did it take to get through with 
this communication with those men, looking them up, etc.? A. It 
took me, sir, to complete it all, until the latter part of August. 
Some of it was complete before. The nearer points we got in 
July. 

602. Q. Now, sir, how many men did you send out to do this? 
A, That part of the matter was attended to by Mr. Roberts in 
Washington. There was a good many men furloughed from the 
war department, and the navy department for this express pur- 
pose, for getting these declarations. As to the number, he em- 
ployed such a number as he saw fit, and I paid the bills. I didn’t 
have personal supervision of that matter; it was done through my 
agent and attorney, Mr. Roberts. 

603. @. Does he reside in Washington now? A. No, sir; he 
' passed beyond this life about a year and a half ago, I understood. 

604. @. What was his general business in Washington? A. He 
was a lawyer, sir, from Illinois. His business was connected with 
the department in a professional way. 

605. @. Do you know how long he had been in Washington? 
A. I don’t know from my own knowledge. I guess he had been 
there a year or two. 

606. @. Do you know where he found these men that he sent out ? 
A. These clerks? I understcod he got them in Washington, sir. 

607. @. You don’t know who they were? -A. He gave me to 
understand that they were young men, furloughed from the war and 
navy departments, who helped carry out this thing. 

608. @Q. Did Mr. Roberts hold any official position there? A. 
No, sir; not to my knowledge. 

609. Q@. What arrangement did you make with him about get- 
ting these men? A. I agreed to give him, sir, as I testified, $10 
per man, for every credit I got allowed, and advance him such 
sums of money as he might want to disburse for clerical services. 

610. @. That was to come out of the $10 per man? A. No, 
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sir; $10 was to go into his pocket clean. That money I paid him 
besides. 

611. @. Were you to pay $10 per man, and also to pay all 
expenses? A. Yes, sir; I was to pay all the expenses; and it 
was a cheap bill, too. 

612. @. Now after you had got these papers, then you said you 
took one step towards naturalization, what is called the primary 
declaration ; how did you accomplish that part? A. On board the 
different war ships, and at Fortress Munroe, we would ascertain 
from the men through the petty officers, if they had ever been 
naturalized ; if they had not, of course the clerk of the United 
States Court went there and naturalized them, as Mr. Clifford did 
here. If they had been naturalized, we ascertained where, and 
where the record was. Then we investigated the records to see if 
they had declared the City of Boston to be their place of residence. 
When we found on the record one who had been naturalized, and 
had declared his place of residence to be the City of Boston, we 
had a copy of that record taken. When any man had declared 
New York to be his place of residence, and afterwards elected the 
City of Boston, we did not touch that naturalization paper. Do 
you understand me? 

6138. Q. I don’t know that Ido. A. Let me explain it again. 
The idea was: we go on board a war ship, for illustration take 
the ‘“‘Sabine,” and we find, perhaps, twenty, thirty, forty or fifty 
men. We inform the commander what we are there for, and put 
ourselves in connection with the petty officers. We say, you have 
got so many men on board the ‘*‘ Sabine ” who enlisted in the City 
of Boston ; now we want to get a declaration from those men that 
they are citizens of Boston, to elect the City of Boston to be their 
legal place of residence. 

614. Q. I want the naturalization process? A. I was coming 
to that. ‘The matter is explained to the men, and the papers are 
signed ; then the inquiry is made if any man has been naturalized. 
Every man, of course, could tell whether he had, and when and 
where; and we took a minute of that. John Flaherty had been 
naturalized in New York. Where did he declare his residence? If 
he said New York, we didn’t want that, of course. Ifthe man says 
he was naturalized in Boston, or declared his residence in Boston, 
then we get his naturalization papers in the United States Court, 
where they have a full record of that man. We go to the United 
States Court and copy those naturalization papers. 
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615. @. How about those men who were not naturalized, I 
want to get at that? A. If a man had not been naturalized, then 
if he was at a point where the Clerk of a United States Court could 
be commanded to be present, he went on board and naturalized © 
them. : 

616. @. Now, how many of those men did you get naturalized ? 
You don’t mean that he went on board and naturalized them; you 
mean he went on board and took their primary declarations? A. 
Yes, sir; there was between 1,900 and 2,000 naturalization papers, 
that is, old copies and new ones. I could not tell how many new 
ones separately. 

617. @. How many new ones do you suppose? A. I say I 
think nearly two thousand ; about 1,900. | 

618. Q. All new ones? A. Oh, no. 

619. @. 1 ask the proportion of new ones? A. I could not 
answer that. 

620. @. Could you state that any new ones were got? A. Oh, 
yes. 

621. @. To what extent? A. I could not state; only the ex- 
pense of either was about the same. The charge was $1 in the 
United States Court for one of these papers, and $1 for a copy,as I 
understood it. 

622. @. Wont you tell us what place there was between For- 
tress Munroe and the Western waters? .A. There were somé found 
at New York, who are on this very list. 

623. @. Did you find these men in New York? A. Yes, sir; 
the list speaks for itself. 

624. @. You said you went to New Orleans, and on the West- 
ern rivers? .A. I went everywhere where these men were located. 
I found some of these men on board the ‘* North Carolina,” in 
New York; there we had the Clerk of the United States Court go 
on board and naturalize them. 

625. Q. Could you get aman naturalized, or his primary de- 
claration made, in any one of what was called the rebel States? A. 
No, sir; of course not. 

626. Q. Now, sir, what did you do with those papers, those 
declarations that they wanted to become citizens? A. The papers 
were all filed at the war department at one time; then they were 
placed before the commission at the State House. 

627. Q. Is that, Mr. Burrill, taking any steps towards natural- 
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ization, to file the papers in the war department? -A. You asked 

what was done with them, as I understood you ; what we done with 
the naturalization papers of the 1,900. 

‘628. Q. I mean those primary declarations. A. I filed them 

at the war department as part of the proof of the residence of 

these men. 

629. @. Do you mean to say that any sort of papers you took 
from these men on board vessels before Clerks of United States 
Courts, taken to Washington and filed, was any step towards nat- 
uralization? A. No, sir, that is already done. 

630. Q. I refer to those men not naturalized. .A. Where we 
found men not naturalized, we got naturalization papers made out. 
I say that the papers were already made out when they were filed 
at the war department. 

631. Q. What I am after now is: where the parties had taken 
no steps towards naturalization, you may say you got the Clerk of 
the United States Court to go on board and take what is called the 
primary declaration, which is the first step towards naturalization. 
Now, sir, I ask you if taking these papers in that way, carrying 
them to Washington and filing them there, is any step towards naft- 
uralizing those men? A. Not a step towards naturalization; but 
“a step towards proving the residence of those men. 

632. @. Then what did you do towards naturalizing them at 
all? ‘A. The clerks procured as many to be naturalized as were 
under our immediate control, and a copy of the naturalization 
papers of those.that had sometime previous been naturalized. 

633. 4. Now, Mr. Burrill, can a man who is a resident of 
Boston go to New York, another district, and declare himself that 
his place of residence is in this district, in Boston, and take out his 
naturalization papers in New York? A. Let me get that question 
clearly. . 

634. @. A man who makes an application to be naturalized 
must declare where he resides. A. He has a right to declare 
wherever he pleases. 

635. @Q. Now, if aman declares that his residence is in Boston, 
Massachusetts, can he take the naturalization process in New 
York? A. I don’t know any reason why he could not. I think 
any man could go to the United States Court here, and declare his 
residence in St. Louis or San Francisco. It must be very strange 
if he could not. 
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636. Q. I will take the case of a man who has elected his 
residence in Boston, can he go into any other place for naturaliza- 
tion, and pretend his residence is in Boston? A. I don’t know 
why he could not, sir; I am sure I don’t know. I know in the 
United States Court in Boston, a man can declare he is a resident 
of Brookline. 

637. Q. Are not Boston and Brookline in the same district? 
A. I suppose they are. 

638. @. Suppose he declares his residence in California, can he 
take out his papers here? A. I don’t know why he could not. 

639, @. Now when you got these papers, you filed them in the 
war department. Now, sir, how many such papers did you file 
in the war department? <A. I filed one paper containing about 
1,500 or 1,700 of these names, showing the residence of that 
number who resided in the streets of Boston, about 1,500 or 1,700 
families. 

640. @. When was that filed? A. That was filed sometime in 
July. 

641. Q. What time? A. I should think the fore part of July. 
The first or second of July, I think it was, I don’t remember now 
the precise time. | 

642, @. When did you next fileany? A. I think some papers 
came in of the declaration of men about the middle of July. 

643. Q. You filed them about the middle of July? A. Yes, 
sir. 

644. Q. How many? A. I can’t remember now, sir, how 
many; quite a quantity of them came in. 

645. Q. Well, sir, when did you next file any? A. They were 
all filed from that time up to the last of August. 

646. @. Then you were filing them all the way along from the 
first of July up to the last of August? A. I think the 20th of 
August was the last we did. 

647. @. Do you remember how many you filed the last time? 
A. No, sir. I know that all added together they amounted to 
about 4,200. 

648. @. What did you file them there for? A. For proof of 
the residence of the men. 

649. @. Was the proof to be made at Washington, or to the 
commissioners here? A. When we started upon that, proof was 
to be made to the Washington authorities. 
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650. @. Didn’t you know that immediately after the passage 
of that act of the 4th of July, that Governor Clifford and Governor. 
Andrew were appointed to determine the residence of these men ; 
A. Certainly I did. 

651. Q. Now, sir, when they were the men to whom proof was 
to be made, and it was a fact within your knowledge that they 
were, why did you file those papers in the war department? A. 
Because it was the promise of President Lincoln that this list 
should be allowed, and that the commissioners, Governor Andrew 
and Governor Clifford, should be saved the responsibility of acting 
upon it. | : 

652. Q. Then why did you come to Governor Clifford and 
Governor Andrew about it? A. Because it afterwards turned 
upon this point. Mr. Stanton said, ‘‘ For the purpose of stopping 
Governor Andrew’s carping with the war department, I think we 
had better submit these lists to the commissioners.” 

653. @. When did he say that? -A. He said that the fore part 
of July. 

654. Q. You were filing these until the last of August? A. 
Certainly. 

655. @Q. Filing them all the time? A. I will explain that. The 
programme was started in June of getting the declaration of these 
men. 

656. @. Let the programme go. You have stated that Mr. 
Stanton told the President in your presence — the President had 
not then heard of it—that he had appointed Governor Clifford 
and Governor Andrew commissioners here? A. Yes, sir. 

657. Q. Now, then, the act was passed on the fourth of July, 
wasn’t it? A. Yes, sir. 

658. Q. It is fair to presume that if the President had not heard 
of the appointment of these commissioners that it was very quick 
after the passage of the act? A. It was about the sixth or seventh 
of July. | 

659. Q. Now, they were appointed the sixth or seventh of July ; 
how early did you know of their appointment? A. I knew of it 
about that time ; Governor Andrew was there in Washington, and 
I knew of his being appointed commissioner to act upon these naval 
credits. : 

660. Q. At this time, according to your testimony in chief, Mr. 
Stanton told the President that he had referred this matter to 
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Governor Andrew and Governor Clifford to determine the residence 
of these men; this was before the tenth of July? A. Yes, 
sir. 

661. @. You stated the conversation; now, I ask you why, 
after this matter had been referred to these two men to decide as 
commissioners,— and you say you presented your claim to them be- 
cause they were so appointed,— I want to know why you went and 
filed in the war department the very evidence these commission- 
ers wanted? A. Because, sir, I expected to get the military order 
of the President of the United States, according to an understand- 
ing with him, to credit these men and thereby relieve that com- 
mission from acting on this list. 

662. . When did you find that was a mistake? A. I found 
it — what mistake? 

663. @. That the President was not to credit them, but that 
you were to go before the commissioners. 4. It was finally con- 
cluded. 

664. @. When did you find you must leave Washington, and 
make your case before the commissioners? A. It was the tenth, 
twelfth or fifteenth of July ; somewhere about there. 

665. @. Then you knew you had got to go to the commission- 
ers? A. I knewit was deemed advisable, as they were to act upon 
it. 

666. @. When did you submit the list to the commissioners ? 
A. I think, sir, I left it at the commissioners about the first week 
in August, I wont be certain about that. 

667. . If it was determined that you must go before the com- 
missioners to get these credited, I want to know why you took the 
very evidence you thought necessary to make out a case, and car- 
ried it to Washington? -A. When we started to get the evidence, 
that was the instruction, —to file it all at the war department. It 
could be forwarded to the commissioners just the same as though 
it had been sent here. 

668. Q. Now, sir, in regard to the 1,800 whom you did not 
communicate with, and had nothing from; they were allowed just 
as readily as the 4,200 you did have communication from? A. 
Yes, sir; they were allowed. 

669. Q. Didn’t you know, Mr. Burrill, at the time you made 
application to these commissioners that none of this thing you say 
you got all around was necessary before the commissioners? A. 
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I knew, sir, that it would be very necessary to get it. Governor 
Andrew stated to the Washington authorities that he was opposed 
to allowing the credits to the towns and cities and wards where 
they belonged. He stated that to the Washington authorities, and 
it behooved me, as he took that view of the matter, to see to it 
that he did not carry that point; and I did see to that, so that 
he — 

670. @. Let us look at that a moment; wasn’t that question 
wholly settled to begin with, that they were, at the time these 
commissioners were appointed,— wasn’t that question settled, 
that they were to be distributed among the various places where 
they belonged? If not, what was.the business of that commis- 
sion? .A. The commission was to determine the residence of the 
men. The testimony as to their residence was to be submitted to 
them as commissioners on the part of the war department. They 
were to judge of the matter, and report their acts to the war de- 
partment. But if they had ever reported against that list, it was 
the instruction of the President of the United States to disallow 
the report. Besides, if Governor Andrew had undertaken to insist 
on crediting these men to the State at large, he would have been 
removed, and Mr. Sanger been put in his place. 

671. @. He was put there for the express purpose of determin- 
ing where these men did reside? A. Yes, sir, to determine upon 
the proof of the residence of these men. 

672. @. Exactly so; that the men might be credited to the 
places where they belonged? A. Yes, sir. 

673. @. That was the duty the commission was charged with? 
A. Yes, sir. 

674. @. They were to examine the testimony, and report upon 
iluaet ee ERs, Sil: 

675. @. I can’t conceive why, when that duty devolved upon 
them, and you were to make a case before them, why,— instead of 
giving them the evidence, you should go and file all that in the 
war Department. -A. For the very reason that I expected to be 
able to get a military order relieving them from acting on this par- 
ticular list. 

676. Q. Then what did you put the list before them for? A. 
Because the President and Mr. Stanton said that under the circum- 
stances it was better to let them act upon it. 

677. @. Didn’t you say that Mr. Stanton said he had appointed 
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these men to determine where their residences were, and that that 
was the object for which they were appointed? Didn’t you state 
that? A. Mr. Stanton said he had appointed Governor Andrew 
and Governor Clifford, on the part of the department, to determine 
the residence of these naval credits. Mr. Lincoln says to Mr. 
Stanton, ‘‘I think we had better credit this list, and relieve that 
commission from acting upon it.” Mr. Stanton says, ‘“‘I have no 
objection to that.” ‘The President says, ‘* What objection can there 
be?” Mr. Stanton replied, ‘‘ Governor Andrew is carping about 
everything we do here; and if we should credit that list without 
giving the commissioners a chance to pass upon it, he would not 
like it.” That was the idea, that under the circumstances, it was 
better to let it go back to them. 

678. Q. That is what I thought, that it was necessary that it 
should go before them? A. Not necessary, but as a matter of for- 
mality, it was better to let it go so. The President was Comman- 
der in Chief, and he could have relieved those men if he chose. 

679. Q. It was sent to these commissioners? A. I left it my- 
self with the commissioner. I followed out the counsel of the 
President of the United States, and of Mr. Stanton. 

680. @. That you should go and make your case before them? 
A. Yes, sir. Whenever I wanted these papers on file, all I had to 
do was to have them forwarded to this commission. | 

681. @. Why didn’t you forward them in the first place, as you 
got them? A. Whenever they got ready to act upon the list, I had 
everything here. They never acted until the fore part of Septem- 
ber. I had them at the State House then, the declaration of the 
men, and the naturalization papers. ‘There were the signatures of 
4,200 men who belonged in Boston. 

682. @. How did you get them from the war department 
here? A. General Frye gave them to me, and I brought them 
here. 

683. @. The war department gave up the papers to you, — 
gave you those papers? A. Yes, sir, with instructions to leave 
them with Governor Andrew and Governor Clifford. 

684. @. What became of the papers then? A. Well, sir, in 
the December following, Mr. Grimes, of Iowa (Union), presented 
the following resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved: ‘That the Secretary of War be directed to inform the 
Senate the number of men enlisted in the naval service of the 
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United States that have been credited in the military quotas of 
the respective States, and upon what principle, and in what man- 
ner, and upon what evidence such credits were made.” 

I received information that under that resolution they proposed 
to investigate the manner of these credits being allowed, and that 
all these naturalization papers, and the declaration of these men 
were wanted at the war department. I went up to the commis- 
sion and got.them; went to Washington and left them at the war 
department. A committee of Congress examined these papers, 
went into it pretty thoroughly, and they said, ‘* Well, we are satis- 
fied ; the proof of the residence of these men in Boston is over- 
whelming.” I believe that if it hadn’t been for this proof, they 
would have ripped up and destroyed the claim of the City of Boston, 
but the evidence was too strong. : 

685. Q. They didn’t rip up anything? A. They would have 
done so, if it had not been for the evidence, that the men were 
citizens of Boston. 

686. What evidence was there that the 1,800 were citizens of 
Boston? A. They had evidence of that. We had so many that 
we could identify, they concluded not to stand upon trifles. 

687. @. Eighteen hundred was not of much consequence? 
A. The idea was, the proof disappointed them. Reports were 
circulated, not truthful, about the matter, and that resolution was 
got up by somebody. In behalf of the City of Boston, I had to 
show my hand, and I did show it, and I should be very glad to 
do it again if they want me to. There was some complaint about 
these Rock Island men who came to Boston, and went on board 
the ‘‘ Ohio”; but they had to acknowledge the principle, that those 
rebels, the Pea Ridge prisoners, had a right to elect their own 
residence without regard to the place of enlistment. That the 
place of enlistment did not control the crediting, but the actual 
residence of the men. 

688. Q. Still you got along as well with the 1,800 as with the 
rest of the 6,000? -A. No other town, ward or precinct could 
show any better claim than the City of Boston. __ 

689. @. Didn’t they for some of the 4,200? A. There was a 
conflict ; they undertook to tear the claim of the City of Boston 
to pieces; but they failed, and did not rob the city of the floating 
population she was entitled to have credited on her military quota. 

690. Q. You say that you employed a man to go over and get 
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these names at the receiving ship ; how much were you to pay him? 
A. I was to pay him the actual amount which he had to expend for 
clerical services, and to give him what was a fair and reasonable 
compensation for the work. 

691. @. Weren’t you to give him $10 aman? A. No, sir; you 
get mixed up,orI do. The clerical services on board the *‘ Ohio”: 
was one thing, and the services for locating the families in the 
wards and procuring these declarations was $10 a head to Mr. 
Roberts besides. He also acted as a lobbyist in connection with 
getting the law through. The $10 was not all for the purpose of 
getting the declaration of these men, and locating them in the 
wards ; it was for other services, professional services that he ren- 
dered, for which he was to have $10 per man. 

692. @. You say that you found it necessary at Washington to 
procure the services of professional gentlemen to render their aid 
in getting the necessary legislation through Congress; that you 
procured such assistance as was necessary, or as you were able to 
procure in that direction. Now, sir, what professional assistance 
did you obtain for that purpose? -A. Mr. Roberts was retained as 
my attorney and agent; and he employed the necessary profes- 
sional assistance in my behalf. I left it entirely with him to use 
his best judgment in the matter. Jalso employed Mr. Hanscom ; 
he was in another branch of the matter, and he procured assist- 
ance. 

693. @. Anybody else whose professional services you pro- 
cured? A. The arrangement, sir, was made for professional ser- 
vices through these two parties. 

694. @. Now, as to Mr. Roberts; do you know who was 
employed by him? A. I do not know positively ; but then I have 
my own ideas of it. 

695. Q. No knowledge? A. I have my own ideas. 

696. Q. Have you any knowledge? A. I have no positive 
knowledge about that; it was proper that I should not know, 
perhaps. 

697. @Q. You don’t know how many he employed? A. I un- 
derstood from him he had some four or five. 

698. @. Did you understand from him who the four or five 
were? A. Yes, sir; of course this matter is of a delicate nature, 
but still if you ask jt, I shall give you all the information in my 
power. The whole thing was of a very delicate nature, and had 
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to be managed with all the tact and caution that was in my power. 
When I made these arrangements, I was carrying out this matter 
in good faith, as I understood, under the contract. I never sup- 
posed that I ever should be called upon to account to any one for 
any moneys expended, or to say to any one whom I employed 
directly or indirectly. Still, with the matter at this status, I sub- 
mit myself; but should prefer, of course, not to go into such mat- — 
ters. If you want it, however, I am ready for it. 

699. Q. This seems to me a proper subject of inquiry. <A. I 
understood from Mr. Roberts that Reverdy Johnson and Mr. Blair — 

700. Q. What Blair? A. I expect it was the old gentleman. 

701. Q. Mr. Blair, senior. A. Yes, sir. But I do not know 
that they were employed. I understood from him that they were 
employed by him. 

702. Q. Who else? A. There was one other name, sir, I have 
lost, — a Wisconsin man, I believe ; Carpenter, or some such name, 
I could not give the name accurately. I didn’t come in contact 
with these men. Then Mr. Hanscom, I understood — 

703.. @. He was one of your agents. I am now after the men 
that Mr. Roberts employed. -A, He said he employed others; he 
never gave me their names. I did not wish to allow myself to 
come in contact with them; they would have got to the bottom of 
my wallet in a very short time. 

704. @Q. Did he tell you how much money he paid to each man ? 
A. No, sir; he wanted in the aggregate — 

705. @. He never reported to you to whom he paid any portion 
of this money? A. No, sir, I did not wish to know. 

706. Q@. How much in the aggregate did he say he paid? 
A. $52,500. 

707. @. Which he paid these men whose names he gave you? 
A. No, he didn’t say he paid it to them. He said he wanted it to 
pay as retainers to gentlemen to watch this section of law; also, 
to aid by political influences and otherwise in inducing the Wash- 
ington authorities to facilitate business and effect the credits. 

708. @. You paid $52,000 to Mr. Roberts, which he repre- 
sented that he paid to these men whose names he gave you, and 
others whose names he did not give? A. He used part in that 
direction, if not the whole, as I understood from him. 

709. @. Did he say any other direction he used any part of it? 
A. I don’t think he did, sir. I heard his story, and judged from 
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the circumstances and the facts, as I then understood them, that it 
was a wise and judicious expenditure, in order to enable me to 
accomplish the result which I was determined to accomplish, be- 
cause I felt it was right. I gave him the money, and I found that 
I succeeded in what I wanted, —in getting the law through. 

710. @. How long had you been acquainted with Mr. Roberts? 
What acquaintance had you with him? A. He had done some- 
thing for me in connection with procuring credits for Brookline ; 
in getting the military order for credits. I had known him some 
time before that; I think for some two years I had known him. 

711. Q. You didn’t doubt the correctness of the report he made 
to you? A. I had not the least doubt; I think he was as honest 
and upright a gentlemen as ever breathed the breath of life. 

712. @. Was Reverdy Johnson a member of the Senate at that 
time? A. I think he was not, sir; no, sir. 

713. Q. Where was he? A. I could not tell you; he was not 
in the Senate, if I have a correct idea of it. Long since that he 
was Senator, and resigned, or his term expired, and he went. to 
England. He has just got back, I believe, from a foreign mission. 
I think he was not Senator at that time. I think it was in 1866 
or 1867 he was Senator. 

714. Q. Wasn’t he Senator prior to that time? -A. I am con- 
fident he was not a Senator at the time this section of the law was 
got through. 

715. Q. Now, sir, in regard to Mr. Hanscom. A. I would 
state, that I understood Mr. Roberts that those gentlemen wanted 
$100,000 as a retainer, and of course I could not be thrown in 
contact with them. They felt that I had got the treasury of the 
City of Boston as a backer. I could not spend that amount of 
money out of my own resources. That accounts for why I went 
back to New York, and secured the co-operation of Mr. Raymond. 
It relieved me from a heavy bill of expenses. 

716. Q. How much did you pay Mr. Hanscom? A. I paid him 
$1,000 or $2,000, and I gave him an obligation for $50,000 more. 
I believe he does not hold it now, but has transferred it to other 
parties. 

717. Q. You did agree to pay $100,000 to those two men; and 
went to New York, notwithstanding you had complied with their 
terms? A. Well, Mr. Raymond was a very potent man; he was 
the confidential friend and adviser of the President. 
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718. @Q. You say you went to New York to get rid of paying 
these two men $100,000? A. Each of them wanted $100,000, as 
I understood it. 

719. @. Did you consider that Mr. Raymond was worth more, 
or less? A. Mr. Raymond did not put any price upon his services 
whatever. 

720. @Q. Whose influence did you suppose was most effectual 
for you, Mr. Raymond’s or Mr. Roberts’? A. I thought Mr. Ray- 
mond’s was more effectual than any other man’s I could get, in cer- 
tain directions. 

721. Q. Was he in Congress? A. No, sir. 

722. @Q. Did he pass any time in Washington? A. I have 
frequently seen the gentleman in Washington. At the time I saw 
him with Mr. Roberts, he was in New York. By the way, I dis- 
covered an error in the date of the 5th of July. I said that Mr. 
Raymond’s services were arranged for on the 5th of July; that was 
a mistake ; it was the latter part of June. 

723. Q. Qn the fifth of July the act had been passed? A. Yes, 
sir; I want to explain. Immediately after Mr. Whiting told me 
that the law of the twenty-fourth of February did not quite come 
up to the mark to authorize the department to credit the men, 
which was the very last of June, I went over to the President with 
a view of getting a military order. Then in order to secure the 
potency of the President, I went back to New York and saw Mr. 
Raymond, and he wrote the necessary letters to the President in 
regard to it. I see I stated it was the fifth of July. That was an 
error. There was some other slight errors in dates, or something ; 
I meant to have corrected them; I may correct them as you go on 
cross-examining me. 

724, @. Now, you went to Mr. Raymond what time in June? 
A. I think it was about the twenty-ninth or thirtieth of June, the 
twenty-eighth, I should judge. 

725. @. There, as a consideration for what services he would 
render, you subscribed $100,000 to a fund on which you paid 
$30,000. A: I did not subscribe, sir; I agreed with Mr. Raymond 
that I would furnish political subscription for $100,000. I suppose 
that is no new thing ; Judge Sanger told you of it, and Mr. Lincoln. 

726. . Whose proposition was that; yours to him, or his to 
you? A. The suggestion came from Mr. Roberts, my attorney, to 
him. I was present and I sanctioned it. 
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727. @. Then Mr. Roberts was in New York with you? A. 
Yes, sir, he was with me. 

728. Q. Did Mr. Raymond render any services in that case, 
other than writing that letter to the President? A. I understood, 
sir, that he did use his best efforts and influence, directly or indi- 
rectly, to aid the legislation of this act through Congress. 

729. Q. Inwhat way? -A. In communication with members of 
Congress and otherwise. Whether he did or not, I don’t know. I 
know that he did write to the President of the United States. 

730. Q. But the President of the United States was right all 
along? A. Well, Mr. Lincoln was a man right always, but some- 
times weak-kneed ; for that reason— 

731. @. He had expressed himself pretty strongly ; you didn’t 
need to make a convert of him at that time, did you? A. If you 
will allow me to explain. The Western members were opposed to 
this law, for the reason that many of them thought if they gave 
Massachusetts this law their next quota would be full, and they 
would have to put all the men in. They would go tg the President 
and fight against it, and to use a common expression, there was a 
chance that the President might waver under such a terrible press- 
ure as seemed to be brought against him by Western people against 
allowing these naval credits, and against allowing the law to be got 
through that would authorize it. I didn’t deem it prudent, as I had 
expended then large sums of money and had got involved in the 
matter. I didn’t deem it wise or prudent to stop there, but to use 
every possible effort in my power to put it through,—to accomplish 
the result, and not risk or hazard the President’s becoming luke- 
warm and endeavoring to throw the thing overboard, not giving 
us an opportunity to get our credits. 

732. Q. Thengif I understand it, your principal purpose in this 
matter with Mr. Raymond was to get security against a change of 
front by the President? A. Not only that, but to have him firm 
faced and determined, as he expressed himself: ‘* I believe this to 
be a just claim; these men are in the navy behind the guns, and 
are just as much a part of the military force of the country as if 
they were in the army.” 

733. Q. Your purpose in making an arrangement with Mr. 
Raymond was to get security against a change of opinion? A. 
Mr. Raymond was the most potential man, in that direction, that 
I could fall in with. 
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734. Q. So that the purpose you had with Mr. Raymond was 
to get him to fix the President so that he would not shift stakes 
on this point? A. It was my purpose to get Mr. Raymond to 
stimulate him to stick to it. | 

735. Q. That was your main purpose? A. That is rather a 
harsh expression towards Mr. Lincoln, perhaps. 

736. @. I don’t wish to use any harsh expressions, what I want 
to get at is, whether you sought to anchor the President firmly 
where he professed to be? A. That is nearer it. 

737. Q. That is about it? A. Yes, sir. 

738. Q. You felt that the President might under the pressure 
give way, and go the other way? A. And all be at loose ends. 

739. Q. You didn’t pay Mr. Raymond anything, I understand? 
A. No, sir; I didn’t pay Mr. Raymond anything; he didn’t ask 
anything for his services whatever. 

740. Q. Now, then, you thought, in this case, that it was a 
prudent expenditure of money to give $100,000 to hold the. Presi- 
dent where he told you he stood in advance? A. I thought so, 
sir; he was all potent in the matter. 

741. Q. You had prior to this, as I understand you, had this 
conversation with him at his mansion where he told Mr. Wilson, 
expressing himself as strongly as a man could of the justice of the 
claim, that it must be put through at all events. A. To tell the 
truth, I was jealous of certain parties in high standing that were 
using their influence against me, and I wanted to make a sure 
thing. Iwas uneasy. 

742. @. Then you took the letter from Mr. Raymond and went 
and gave it to the President? A. It was mailed, sir, at the Post 
Office. I was informed by the President that he had received a 
letter from Mr. Raymond. : . 

743. Q. You saw the letter? .A. Yes, sir. The purport of the 
letter, was: He desired it as a favor if these facts were found to be 
all right; if he found the claim just and right, and took the same 
view of it he did, he would like to have him order the credits to 
the City of Boston. 

744. Q. Was it stated in the letter, the proposition you made 
about the subscription? A. I think that was in the letter as con- 
fidential. | 

745. @. Then you went back after this — when was this eighth 
section of the act drawn? A. The very last of June, or the first 
or second of July, along there. : 
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746. Q. Now, sir, wont you state just what agency you had 
i procuring a draft of that by Mr. Whiting? A. Well,as I stated: 
in my direct testimony, it was the wish of the President that a 
section of law should be got up, and put into the omnibus bill, as 
they termed it,—an explanatory law, the eighth section, so as to 
authorize him to make these credits clearly. As I understood him, 
Mr. Whiting would, in connection with Mr. Wilson, Mr. Eliot, and 
other gentlemen, get up the section; and I had better see Mr. 
Whiting from time to time, and see how the matter got along. I 
did call from time to time; every day. 

747. @. Hadn’t this arrangement been made with Mr. Whiting 
before you went to him? A. Oh, no. 

748. Q. Lunderstood you that this was drawn by Mr. Whiting by 
your procurement. I want to know what you did to procure Mr. 
Whiting to draw it? .A. The very necessity of this case was the 
reason why. 

749. @. I don’t want to know the reason why; I want to know 
what you did with Mr. Whiting that induced Mr. Whiting to draw 
it? A. Mr. Whiting understood the justice of this claim for men 
on the quota of the City of Boston, and the necessities of the 
case,— that some law should be got through to cover it. And nat- 
urally I followed him up to see how it was getting along from time 
to time. 

750. @. Then this section of the statute was not drawn at your 
instance, and upon your request? A. It was drawn more upon the 
request of Mr. Lincoln. It didn’t make so much difference with 
me after all. There was a point I wish to explain. The President 
had agreed, and I had his order, to credit these men. Now, in con- 
sequence of Mr. Whiting telling me that the law of the twenty- 
fourth of February did not come quite up to the mark, as he 
wished to issue a military order which no man could gainsay the 
propriety of issuing, the President thought it better to have this 
explanatory section of the law got through, so that it would not 
look like an arbitrary thing on his part. , 

751. Q. Then this plan of the eighth section was the President’s, 
and not yours? A. It took all of Congress and the President. 
All consulted about it. 

752. @. I suppose all consulted about the passage of the act; 
you don’t mean to say that all of Congress consulted about this 
before it was drawn? A. No, sir, those several gentlemen I have 
spoken of, they framed it. 
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753. Q. What I am after is this, whether Mr. Whiting drew 
this eighth section because you went to him and requested him to 
draw it; or whether the President, or Mr. Wilson, or somebody 
else got it done? A. Perhaps I was part of the reason why he 
drew it, and perhaps the President was part of the reason. The 
circumstances of the case demanded it. Mr. Roberts, he worked 
in another direction about drawing it up. 

754. @. That is all general; I understood you to say you 
procured this done; that you were substantially the author of this 
eighth section. A. It was actually through my agency that that 
section of the law was drafted, got up, and passed through Con- 
gress. I didn’t draw it, or pass it. It was through my agency 
that the result was accomplished; the same as any business is 
done. 

755. Q. Did you first suggest to Mr. Whiting the drawing of 
this act? A. No, sir; it was first suggested by Mr. Lincoln, I think, 
or Mr. Wilson; and then Mr. Wilson, I think, went to Mr. Whit- 
ing. 

756. @. Do you mean to say that after the President, or Mr. 
Wilson, had gone to Mr. Whiting to have this section drawn, that 
you had more influence with him than the President or Mr. Wilson? 
A. By no means; I have not said anything of that kind, 

757. @. How do you claim this was drawn by your agency? 
A, Because I had a piece of business, which was that list of men, 
before the department that rendered it necessary that that section 
of the law should be drawn, and got through Congress. That was 
the very mission I was upon; that was the foundation which actu- 
ated Mr. Whiting and the other gentlemen to get up that section 
of the law, and get it through Congress, in order to have those 
men credited. ‘ 

758. @. Do you think Mr. Whiting would have drawn that, or 
put it into shape of his own motion, or was it done in consequence 
of what official men said to him? A. I think he is a very accom- 
modating gentleman, sir. I think he would do what the President 
suggested to him he would like to have done; what most any Sen- 
ator would have wanted done. If you should say you wanted to 
get any section through, being a Massachusetts gentleman, he 
would say, **I will help you, and do all I can for you.” He en- 
tered into the matter with a great deal of spirit ; he was anxious 
to help secure this result, and done well. 
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759. @. You say that after you returned from Washington you 
reported to Mayor Lincoln the whole thing. Do I understand it 
right? A. After I returned from Washington, I saw Mr. Lincoln 
and I reported my progress in the matter to him. I informed him 
that I was confident I should secure ultimately the credits of the 
men in the naval service on the list to the City of Boston. 

760. @. Well, sir, you say as I have you taken down by the 
reporter, ‘‘I came back to Boston; I saw Mr. Lincoln and I in- 
formed him of the status of the matter, about in substance as my 
evidence has been given.” _Did you tell Mayor Lincoln that you 
had pledged yourself for a $100,000 fund? A. No, sir, I did not. 
Judge Sanger, my attorney, did though. | 

761. @. Did you tell him you paid $50,000 to Mr. Roberts? 
A. No, sir; that was information not necessary for him to know. 
I paid it out of my own resources. 

762. Q. You were to pay $100,000 out of your own resources? 
A. Certainly I was. 

768. @. Did you inform him of any expenses that you had in- 
curred? A. I don’t think I did, sir; the natural inclination of my 
mind would be not to inform him of the expenses I incurred. 

764. @Q. Did you tell him of the sharp encounter between the 
President and the Secretary of War? A. No, sir; I don’t think I 
went into that. 

765. @. What did you tell Mr. Lincoln when you came back? 
What was this status of which you informed him? A. I think the 
substance was, that the credits would be allowed; that I had got 
the President’s military order to credit the men, and then it became 
necessary to get an explanatory law through Congress, authorizing 
these credits ; and finally it was to be determined by a commission. 
That was the business situation of it. He certainly expressed him- 
self gratified at the probable result as it was coming out. 

766. Q. Well, immediately after this, you went with the list to 
the commissioners, did you not? A. No, sir, not immediately 
after that. The list was not submitted to the commission until 
about the first week in August, I think, sir. 

767. Q. Well, sir, when you went to the commissioners, what 
did you do there? A. I left the list with the commissioners as a 
claim in behalf of the City of Boston for naval credits. 

768. Q. Now, sir, what, if anything, after leaving that list with 
the commissioners, did you do to procure the allowance by the 

16 
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commissioners? A. I employed Judge Sanger as my attorney and 
agent to work for that result with Judge Clifford. 

769. @. Did you do anything personally, yourself? A. I did 
everything that was necessary, personally. 

770. Q. The question is, what you did? A. I left the list with 
the commission. I afterwards, when they got ready to act, sup- 
ported the list by such evidence as was in my power, showing the 
residence of the men. 

771. Q@. What evidence did you give the commissioners in 
regard to the residence of the men? A. The filing of the declara- 
tions, as I have stated, of about 4,200 of the men, and those nat- 
uralization papers, and the enrolment of them. 

772. Q. Did you give them any other evidence than that of - 
those papers? A. No, sir; I employed Judge Sanger to look after 
it then, as my counsel, and attorney. 

773. @. Who were the parties to whom you said you paid 
$3,300 in June? .A. That $3,300 was paid to Mr. Roberts, and 
under these circumstances. Shall I state the circumstances? 

774. @. I understood you to say you paid it inJune. A. I 
paid it to Mr. Roberts for verifying the list at the naval bureau. 

775. Q. Do you know to whom that'$3,300 went? A It went 
to clerks. 

776. Q. What individuals had the $3,300? A. I don’t know 
the names of particular individuals. It was for clerks who had 
rendered assistance in identifying those names of the men on this 
list. It was necessary to have it verified at the naval bureau in 
Washington. The war department was not satisfied with the 
certificate of Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Greene ; they wanted a certificate 
filed then from the naval bureau verifying every name. The naval 
bureau could not do it unless it took some time; and it was neces- 
sary that extra clerks should be employed night and day to accom- 
plish the result. To do that, they wanted $3,300 as I understood 
from Mr. Roberts, to do it quickly. I thought it was a fair charge, 
and I paid it. That paper verifying this list at the naval bureau 
was filed with the papers at the war department. It was purely 
clerical services, but very important services, and I could not get 
it done quickly without paying for it. They had to tear the papers 
at the office all to pieces, and work night and day in order to fa- 
cilitate the work. As I understood Mr. Roberts, that was what it 
was for. I thought it a just and honorable expenditure, and I 
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paid it to him. Whom he paid it toI don’t know, nor didn’t 
know, nor didn’t inquire. I know the clerks said that they done 
this out of extra hours; that they didn’t want it to be known, be- 
cause there might be some member of Congress smelling round 
there looking after them a little sharp; I didn’t wish to go into 
that. I thought it a very just charge, and one which I was per- 
fectly satisfied to pay. The money certainly done them a good 
deal of good. 

777. Q. Now, atthe same time you found before these com- 
missioners what was called an Alderman’s list? A. I found them 
at the Provost Marshal’s office, and I found them at the com- 
mission. 

778. @. Now, when you found this list before the commission- 
ers, what did you say to Mr. Lincoln about it? A. Well, I think 
in substance I said to him, that the Alderman’s list was a matter 
of business confusion. Very few of the names corresponded with 
the names on the navy list, not more than two or three hundred, 
if that number; and it was only conflicting with my list if it 
remained there, and I hoped he would withdraw it. I think that 
is the substance of it. 

779, Q. You thought that it made confusion to have two lists 
there? A. It made two claims on the part of the city. 

780. @. Now, sir, if Mr. Lincoln had expressly employed you 
to do this work, and was to pay you so much per man, why didn’t 
you say to him, “ sir, you are interfering with my work; this is the 
thing you employed me to do.” A. That was it in substance; I 
thought it was interfering with my work. 

781. Q. Did you say so to him? A. I don’t think I said so in 
so many words; Mr. Lincoln is a gentleman, and I didn’t propose 
to dictate ; I thought the mention of the fact was sufficient. 

782. @. Here was aclaim for 3,000 men, was it not? A. I 
have got the impression that there was only about 1,700 or 2,000. 
I think the original Alderman’s list was 1,200 names. I think, by 
some arrangement, they went and copied a large number of names 
at the rendezvous, and added some 700 to it. But these 700 
names on the Aldermen’s list were proved to be residents of other 
towns and places in the commonwealth. 

783. Q. Now, sir, when you found names on that list of these 
very identical men which you had been specifically employed to 
get, and was to have $125 a man for,— when you found that the 
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city authorities were stepping in, after you had been to all this 
labor, sending your men to Fortress Munroe, New Orleans, and 
the Western waters, — when you found that they came in and took 
these men away on an application of theirs — why didn’t you sug- 
gest to them that it was an infringement of the contract with you? 
A. Because, sir, my position in regard to this list was confirmed. 
I knew the manner in which I had done my business, and I knew 
they could not escape adopting my list. If they repudiated it, you 
would have had a draft. The Aldermen’s list could not be acted 
upon. On my list the proof was overwhelming, and it could be 
acted upon. Therefore I left it to be treated as you thought was 
fair. 

784. Q. Yet you didn’t complain when he got this list up there, 
which was taking away so large a part of what you contracted to 
do; for which you had paid out, and agreed to pay out so much 
money? A. The Alderman’s list of 1,800 or 2,000 names did not 
interfere with my list. In all, you didn’t have more than 300 
names that interfered with this list, and probably that 300 are on 
this list. | 

785. @. Three hundred at one hundred and twenty-five dollars 
aman would amount to something. .A. Those were probably on 
my list ; putting in the Alderman’s list was only causing a conflict 
of claims; two claims for similar things. I think Judge Sanger. 
explained it fully to you and Mr. Lincoln; certainly he was in- 
structed all about it; if he didn’t, he ought to have done it. 

786. .Q. I don’t know of any such explanation, sir. A. He 
was paid, certainly, for it, to do his duty. 

787. @. You say Mayor Lincoln waived the formality of your 
procuring an official certificate according to the terms of the con- 
tract. When was that done, sir; at what time? A. I think it was 
somewhere along the sixth, eighth, or ninth of September I first 
understood Judge Sanger that he waived it to him, and when I 
called upon Mr. Lincoln, what I heard from him seemed to confirm 
that fact. 

788. @. What did you hear from him? A. That the procuring 
of what is stipulated in the contract there was no necessity for 
it. 

789. @Q. Before this you understood perfectly that Mr. Lincoln 
resisted your claim, didn’t you? A. No, sir; I didn’t understand 
that. 
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790. Q. Didn’t understand that? A. Let me see; not exactly 
resisting it, I didn’t understand he was. I understood that he 
had offered me $125,000. I didn’t understand he was resisting 
it. 

791. Q. Didn’t you know that your claim was resisted before 
the commissioners passed upon these names? A. No, sir; I didn’t 
know. 

792. Q Think of that a moment, Mr. Burrill. A. I am pretty 
clear, sir; I met Mr. Lincoln at the State House, on the steps, four 
or five days ; two or three days prior to the commissioners acting 
upon this list. He says, ‘‘ I want to see Judge Sanger, I have got 
a letter here for him.” And then I understood from Judge Sanger, 
but not from Mr. Lincoln, that he was hesitating about adopting 
my list. 

793. Q. That was how long before the commissioners acted 
uponit? A. Four or five days previous. 

794. @Q. Previous to the allowance of the Baise A. It was 
the very last end of August, I think, that I heard some question 
raised about it; I remained perfectly tranquil, because I knew that 
a draft would come — 

795. @. No matter about the draft. A. If my list was not 
adopted —- 

796. @. No matter about that; didn’t Judge Sanger tell you 
before this list was allowed at all that Mr. Lincoln and the city 
authorities said they never would allow it? A. No, sir; nothing 
of the kind. As I understood -it, between Judge Sanger and my- 
self, the question was only how much they should pay. Not im- 
properly ; I don’t wish to express it so. They wanted to get off 
something. Such a thing was not mooted by Judge Sanger. 

797. Q. You were not informed by Judge Sanger that your 
claim was disputed? A. If the idea is, that you ever said that you 
would not pay me anything, such a thing has never been said. 

798. Q. Here is the point, sir; you made a claim of $125 for 
each of these men? A. Yes, sir. 

799. Q. As alegal claim against the City of Bowtrd Aanea, 
sir; lawyers advised it. What lawyers advise is not always correct. 

800. Q. Did you understand that such a claim was admitted, 
that you had such a legal claim, or that it was disputed before 
these claims were allowed? Did you understand that it was ad- 
mitted that you had a legal claim, or that they denied the legality 
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of your claim? A. I don’t think I ever understood that they 
denied the legality of the claim. 

801. @. Don’t think you ever did? A. No; as I understood 
it, they wanted to get something allowed from it. . 

802. @. That they admitted the claim, but wanted to get some- 
thing allowed from it? A. I don’t know what explanation to 
give; I know there was a question about it, — about how much I 
should be paid. 

803. @. On what ground? A. The same that I understood 
Mr. Lincoln, that I ought not to be paid so much. The question, 
as I understood Judge Sanger, was how much I should have for 
my services; not that I should not be paid in some way. 

804. Q. That is not the question now. The question is 
whether you understood that under this contract, the existing con- 
tract under which you acted, you could call for the amount speci- 
fied in it? Before these men were allowed, I ask you what you 
understood was the ground taken by Mr. Lincoln, and the other 
city authorities? A. I confess that I could not say that I could 
get at fully what was being driven at, other than that they wanted 
to get something off. That I claimed too large a sum of money, 
and they did not want to pay me so much. That was the idea I 
got from Judge Sanger. Not that they didn’t recognize that the 
money was due under the contract. I was entitled to the money, 
but they thought it was too big a bill. That was the idea I got 
from Judge Sanger,—that they wanted to get something off. 

805. @. You understood, then, that they admitted that you 
were legally entitled to the money? A. I don’t think I went into 
the question of legality about it. I had not thought about it. 
I don’t think that subject at that time had been talked over. 

806. Q. Now, sir, about what was the date of the conversa- 
tion with Mayor Lincoln, when you say you understood him to 
waive the furnishing of the certificate? A. I think the credits 
were allowed the fifth of September ; somewhere along the sixth or 
eighth of September I got the idea that I was entitled to my 
money. Mr. Lincoln said to me, *‘ As soon as you get that list 
allowed, give me three days’ notice, so I can have your money 
ready.” I am under the impression that I went three or four days 
after the lists were allowed, and had a conversation with him about 
paying me my money. I think I said to him that I was informed 
by Judge Sanger that he waived the matter of procuring the certi- 
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ficate from the proper authorities. I understood from him that it 
was so. 

807. @. You understood from hin, still, that he recognized the 
validity of the contract as you claimed it? A. I understood he 
recognized it in some way. I suppose I may understand it so. 

808. @. When did you first get the notion that they did not 
mean to recognize it as a claim which you had upon them accord- 
ing to the terms of the paper? A. Well, it was about that time. 
Two or three days after that, all those things happened. I saw 
Mayor Lincoln two or three times in the early part of September 
on the subject. I remember that he said, I had rendered him valu- 
able services, and that I ought to be paid; that the committee 
would not sign the warrant; that he could not do anything, but 
that he never should deny but what I ought to be paid. 

809. Q. Did he state that you ought to be paid on that con- 
tract? A. I don’t know that that specific language was used. I 
can’t say he said so. That was what I was acting under all the 
way through. He must have known that that sum of money was 
due me; I was there to get it. A proposition had been made go 
pay me $125,000, and another to refer it to a commission. I ob- 
jected to Governor Andrew as not being an impartial referee. 
That was all talked over. % 

810. @. When was that? A. That was along the fore part of 
September, 1864. 

811. @. Now, in regard to this conversation you had with the 
Mayor, with regard to referees and the paying to you of a cer- 
tain sum, or you might sue, wont you just say, as near as youcan, 
what that conversation between you and him was, where it was, 
and in the words used, as near as youcan? A. The conversation 
was in the City Hall, up in Chauncy street, in his room. I think 
I stated to him, ‘‘ I am informed by Judge Sanger that you offer 
me $125,000; or to refer the matter to Governor Clifford and 
Governor Andrew.” ‘To which I replied, that I could not accept 
the $125,000, because the amount of money which I had expended, 
with my compromises, was largely in excess of that sum. As for 
referring Governor Andrew, I/did not regard him as an impartial 
referee in this matter. I think I said that I was willing to agree 
to substitute some one else in his place. 

812. @. Now, sir, how was that reported to you about that 
reference, or that matter of adjustment? What did you under- 
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stand the proposition was when you went to Mr. Lincoln, and that 
you went to talk with him about? -A. How did I understand the 
proposition ? 

813. Q. Yes, sir. A. I understood the proposition was, to pay 
me $125,000; or refer it out to Governor Andrew and Governor 
Clifford. That is what I understood from Judge Sanger. 

814. @. Now I want to see how that was put. We are getting 
now to proceedings of which I have a little knowledge; I had not 
personally before. Wasn’t that put exactly in this way? ‘There 
had been a discussion about this matter before, and you and your 
counsel insisted that you had a legal claim against the City of 
Boston for one hundred and twenty-five dollars for every man on 
that list. That was your position, was it not? A. My position 
was, I was entitled under that contract to one hundred and twenty- 
five dollars for every man on that list. J don’t know that the mat- 
ter of law went into it, but was a matter of equity and justice. 

815. @. That was your claim, was it not? A. My claim was 
for one hundred and twenty-five dollars a man for each man 
credited to the City of Boston on that list. 

816. Q. Judge Sanger had several interviews with Mayor 
Lincoln and other gentlemen bt with the City Govern- 
ment? A. He did. 

817. Q. They were reported to you by him? A. Some were 
reported to me; I suppose the whole of them ought to have been. 

818., Q. Didn’t you instruct Judge Sanger to say to Mr. Lin- 
coln that you had engaged in this business in a way that it would 
be an indelicate thing and rather an unfair thing to put you to 
a legal trial to substantiate your claim? A. No, sir. 

819. @. Didn’t you ever authorize him to say that? A. I 
have no recollection of it. 

820. @. Are you pretty sure upon that point? A. I think I 
am pretty sure. I don’t think such a thing ever entered into my 
mind. ; 

821. @. That there was no reason why you would wish to 
avoid a suit at law? A. Yes, sir; I think Isaid to Judge Sanger 
that I wanted to avoid litigation by all means. That has always 
been my expression. 

822. @Q. Didn’t you put it on the ground that on account of 
the nature of the case you didn’t want to go to law? A. By no 
means, for my case was a just and righteous one. 
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823. Q. You learned of a proposition that was made from Judge 
Sanger. Now I want to know whether it was communicated to you 
in this way: that, in the first place, you say you have a legal claim, 
we deny it. The proposition was: we prefer that you should try 
your case at law, as you say you have got a legal claim. You say 
that is not right, that you ought not to be put to that trouble, for 
the reasons I have just stated. The second proposition is; here 
are Governor Clifford and Governor Andrew, both of whom know 
more of this business than anybody else; now we agree to refer 
the matter to them, with the instruction that they allow you every 
dollar you are entitled to upon any principle of law, or equity, or 
justice. But you want some proposition made in money, and then 
the amount of money is stated at $125,000. We prefer you will 
take the first proposition. If vou decline that, then we desire that 
you should take the second proposition. If you decline that, then 
we will submit to the third. I want to know whether they were 
communicated to you in that way. First, you say you have a legal 
claim; we say you have not. Now, if you have, enforce it. We 
desire that you should take the first proposition. You say you 
don’t like that. The next proposition is, that we refer it to these 
two gentlemen who are commissioners, who know more of the 
matter than anybody else, with the agreement that they shall find 
for you every dollar to which you are legally entitled, and to which 
you are entitled by any principle of equity or justice. The last prop- 
osition was the one that we least desired you to take. We wanted 
you to take a suit; you declined that, and the referees, and then the 
$125,000. Were they put to youinthat way? A. No, sir; I don’t 
think they ever were. The way I understood it was, that the city 
offered me $125,000 to settle. If I didn’t wish to take that, then 
agree to refer it to Governor Andrew and Governor Clifford to de- 
cide upon the matter. I went in to Mr. Lincoln after I heard that, 
and I feel confident I said to him that $125,000 would not cover my 
compromises, and the amount of money I had expended; and that 
as regarded Governor Andrew, I didn’t feel that he would be an 
impartial referee in this matter; that I was willing that somebody 
else should be substituted in lieu of Governor Andrew at that time. 
I can’t be expected to remember everything about this matter, but 
that is the way it stood with me, between myself and counsel. 
There was nothing of that status of affairs that you have been talk- 
ing about. 

17 
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824. @Q. No such report was made to you by Judge Sanger? 
A. If there was, I should know about it ; I certainly don’t know any- 
thing about such a thing. 

825. @. Did you have any interviews yourself, sir, with mem- 
bers of Congress about the passage of this act; and if so, with 
whom? <A. No, sir; I procured that done through my attorneys. 

826. Q. Didn’t you state upon your examination that the eighth 
section was passed through your means? A. I think quite likely 
I did state that the eighth section was passed through my agency, 
and that is true. 

827. @. On this $100,000 subscription, you say you paid 
$30,000? A. Yes, sir; I paid $30,000 to Mr. Roberts, my attor- 
ney. 

828. @. That is is in addition to the other $52,000 you paid 
him? A. Yes, sir. 

829. @. Where did Mr. Roberts make his headquarters, sir? 
A, His headquarters was part of the time in Washington, and part 
of the time in Illinois. I think in the winter season he was most of 
the time in Washington and New York, and in the summer season 
in Illinois. 

830. Q. To what fund was that you subscribed? Who had 
the control of it? A. I paid it over to Mr. Roberts, and he carried 
out my promise in that direction. 

831. @. What was the fund to which you made this subscrip- 
tion? A. It was a political subscription. 

832. @. Under what organization? A. I supposed it to be 
Republican. 

833. Q. That is too general; I want to know who the men 
were who managed that fund to whom you sent that subscrip- 
tion? .A. I understood from Mr. Roberts that he paid it over to 
Mr. Raymond; that is what I paid it over to him for. 

834. Q. What fund did you suppose that money was going 
into? You didn’t suppose it was going into the State of Califor- 
nia? A. Oh, no. : 

835. Q. What principal fund did you suppose it was going 
into? A. I thought it went into the National Republican fund. 

836. @. Who were the men who had the control of that fund? 
A. Mr. Raymond was President of them. 

837. @. Do you know any other officer? A. No, sir; I don’t 
know any other. 
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838. @. That committee or organization, of which Mr. Ray- 
mond was President,— the fund they were getting up was the fund 
you made your subscription to? .A. How was that, sir? 

839. @. The fund that was being gotten up by some organiza- 
tion or committee, of which Mr. Raymond was President, was the 
fund to which you subscribed? .A. The fund that I subscribed to 
is this: I promised to raise by subscription $100,000 to be used 
as he might direct for political purposes in the next campaign. 
This $30,000 I paid to Mr. Roberts for him to carry out that 
promise with on my part, and I presume that he did it. He told 
me he did it. He told me he paid it to Mr. Raymond. He told 
me when he took it that he wanted it to pay to Mr. Raymond, and 
when I saw him he said it was all right. 

840. @Q. Now, sir, what did you pay thatin? A. I paid it in 
greenbacks. 

841. ° @. Paid it in bills? “A: “Yes, sir. 

842. @. Where did you draw that money from to pay that 
$30,000? A. I took it out of my safe. 

843. @. You didn’t draw any checks in any of this business? 
A. No; Ihave got asafe at my house where I keep my money. 

844. Q. You didn’t draw any checks? A. No, sir; I keep 
my funds in my own safe, burglar proof. 

845. @. Where was Mr. Roberts when you paid this to him? 
A, He was in New York, sir. I went on to New York from here. 

846. @. And you then carried this money with you, this $100,- 
000? A. Not $100,000; the $52,000 was paid prior to that, sir. 

847. @. Do you remember the size of the bills, sir? .A. One 
hundreds, five hundreds, and one thousands. 

848. @. How did you carryit? -A. Carried it in my pocket. 

849. Q. How large a bundle would that make, sir? A. I don’t 
know, sir, quite a bundle. 

850. Q. Mr. Burrill, do you know what number of men the 
city was in arrear, on the call made on the twenty-first of May? 
A. No, sir; Ido not know. I should not be likely to know that. 

851. @. You didn’t inquire into that at all? A. No, sir. I 
know Mayor Lincoln was very anxious to get men or credits, to pro- 
tect the city in the future call which was then foreshadowed, which 
seemed to be a burden upon the minds of most every man. 

852. The Cuarrman. You say that you had an order from the 
President to credit this 6,000 men? <A. Yes, sir. 
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853. @. What induced you to spend so large a sum of money 
after you had that order in your pocket? -A. As I stated, the 
President gave me that order, and he says, ‘‘I have looked over 
this case, and ] have made up my mind to credit those men to the 
City of Boston. I believe it honest and just, because the men are 
behind the guns, and are a part of the military strength of the 
government, that they should be credited as much as if they went 
into the army.” He sat down, and wrote the order on the spot, — 
a military order. I had got most out, when he said, ‘‘ By the by, 
wait,”— two men sat there with their legs crossed, — “I think 
before you present that order, you had better come in here with 
some of the Massachusetts delegation, and let us talk this matter 
over.” As JI have said, I went into the House to see Mr. Rice; 
he was not in his seat. I went and saw Mr. Wilson; told him 
how the matter stood, and that I should like to see him the next 
morning, with the President. They talked this matter over about 
the credits, and came to the conclusion that a section of law had 
better be got up, explanatory, and authorizing the credits to be 
made. ‘The President said, ‘‘ Before you present that order, turn 
to and help get this law through; if you find any difficulty in so 
doing, let me know where it is, and I will try and assist you.” 
That, of course, left me afloat again, —left it in suspense. I 
thought possibly he might be weak-kneed, and change front; and, 
under the circumstances, as a careful man, as I think I am, I 
thought best to buck the thing through, expend the money, and 
accomplish the result. 

854. @Q. Well, you had the order in your pocket to credit these 
men? A. But he said, do not present it at the war department 
until we see what can be done about getting a law through. 

855. @. I understood it was merely an act of courtesy? 
A. Not at all as a matter of courtesy. He seemed to waver a 
little. After the law was passed, I presented it to the department, 
at his suggestion, to get the credits allowed. General Frye stated 
that the order read, ‘* Credit the men according to Mr. Burrill’s 
list; but he did not want to determine that point, and threw it 
back on the President. I explained it to the President, and he 
said it was very strange that the war department could not attend 
to its own details, and that I had better go back to Boston and get 
the men enrolled, aid back I came to Boston. 

856. Q. The law had been passed then? A. Yes, sir. 
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857. @. What I wanted to know is, what led you, after the 
President so cheerfully gave you the order to have these men cred- 
ited, and advised you where to go to get the act drawn after further 
considering it, what did you want Mr. Raymond’s influence for, 
to keep the President from vetoing a bill that he had recommended 
to be passed? A. To keep him firm in this matter. 

858. . That was the omnibus bill, as I understand you? He 
could not veto that one section alone. A. Even after the law was 
passed, he might block the wheels in some way. You could not 
get anything through but there was a hitch. There was a hitch 
about the law of the twenty-fourth of February. ‘There were many 
influences one had to contend with. 

859. Q. Then you really paid $100,000 to keep the President 
from vetoing the bill? A. Not exactly that, to secure the co-ope- 
ration of the President, inducing him to allow the credits. 

860. Q. He could not stop the credits after the law was passed 
if you presented the evidence. -A. I don’t know as he could have 
stopped it. 

861. Q. You must have felt pretty liberal. A. I don’t know; 
I think some of the charges, perhaps, were high; but if I had the 
same work to do again, I don’t think I could go through with it for 
anything like the same amount of money myself. You go to Wash- 
ington, and see if they don’t get to the bottom of your pocket. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I have a letter dated July 15, 1864, from Mr. 
Hanscom, written to Mr. Burrill in relation to this matter. It re- 
lates to Mr. Burrill’s influence on the passage of this law. If you 
will look at it and are willing we should put it in, I should like to 
do so. 

[ Mr. Healy stated that he had no objection to the letter being put 
in, and it was then read as follows :] 


(Corr) 


WasHIneTon, July 15, 1864. 

My Dear Sir:—lI congratulate you upon the passage of the law 
authorizing the naval credits to be made. Boston owes you a debt 
of gratitude, for the law would not now have been in existence but 
for your agency. It is true you did not make the law, but the 
efforts you put forth here set in motion the machinery which pro- 
duced it. 

Upon my application to the President, at your special request, 
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he pointed out the way to have the thing done. He has directed 
General Frye to complete the work. No matter whether General 
Frye does it of his own accord, or sends the whole matter to a 
commission, the law is the basis upon which the credits must be 
made, whether done by Frye or commission. 

As the President remarked, the record is too clear for any man 
or any commission to avoid awarding the list to Boston. 

Let me know how the matter progresses; as anxious and inter- 
ested parties, who worked here day and night in watching the 
legislation on the subject, and at your solicitation did much to pro- 
cure the law, are frequently inquiring of me about the compensa- 
tion promised them.

FIFTH HEARING. 


The fifth hearing on the petition of Charles Burrill before the 
Committee on Claims of the City Council was held on Thursday, 
Sept. 30th, 1869. 

Present: Aldermen Talbot (Chairman), White, Baldwin. Coun- 
cilmen Wadsworth, Jacobs, Butler, Talbot, jr., and Pearson. 

Frederic W. Lincoln, jr., Otis Norcross, and Nathaniel C. Nash 
were called and sworn. 
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862. @. (By Mr. Heary.) I think you had better go on in 
your own way, Mr. Lincoln, and give a narrative of these transac-

tions with Mr. Burrill from the commencement ; how it originated, 
the first introduction which you had to him, what was said and 
done. A. Sometime during the month of May, in 1864, when we 
were all very busy in recruiting, those connected with the 
city government, particularly the members of the Board of 
Aldermen, — Mr. Tracy, the City Treasurer, brought Mr. Burrill 
into my office, and introduced him to me. Mr. Burrill stated that 
he had called for the purpose of having some conversation with me 
in regard to filling up the quota of Boston. He said he was not a 
broker, but living in Brookline, he had become interested in filling 
up the quota of that town; had been employed by the selectmen, 
and had filled it up. He called for the purpose of seeing whether 
any arrangement could be made in regard to Boston. I think the 
next question was, I asked him how many men he could obtain, and 
he told me something like two thousand. I asked him where they 
were from, and he said fromthe West. J expressed my amazement 
at the number of men, and the fact that they could be obtained 
from there, and credited to the City of Boston. He then told me 
that there was at Rock Island, in the State of Illinois, a large 
camp of paroled prisoners of war; that many of them were north- 
ern men by birth, that they had been pressed into the rebel ser- 
vice, and that they were willing to take the oath of allegiance, 
and fight under our flag. They could not go into the army, because 
if they went into the army they were liable to be captured by the 
enemy and shot as deserters. The authorities at Washington had 
given authority that those men might enlist in the navy, where 
they would be more secure. It was not only a good thing for Bos- 
ton that those men should be secured to us, but was really an act 
of humanity to the men, as they did not care about going back 
into the rebel service ; and we should be saved ourselves from having 
more of our men going into our own service. ‘The question 
was then asked, how much we would pay for the men. To go 
back a little, I then told him that I hardly thought that could 
be done. I felt, I said, that there would be great difficulty in 
accomplishing that. A list of our own fellow-citizens in Boston 
had been made out by the Aldermen, and had been sent to the. 
Provost Marshals, but nothing had come of it. We had not 
secured those men, and I thought it would be impossible to get 
credits for these Western men if he did obtain them. He said his 
influence was great at Washington; the matter was perfectly 
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understood ; he had accomplished it for the town of Brookline, and 
he could accomplish it for Boston. I think he then asked me how 
much we would pay. I told him we paid one hundred and twenty- 
five dollars per man. I told him that it was a matter I had not 
the full control of; that it was a matter interesting to the members 
of the Board of Aldermen, who were acting as recruiting officers 
in their respective wards; that I would lay the subject before 
them, and if they assented to the arrangement, why, he would 
know of it; that he might call again and see me. I think that is 
about all that took place at that first interview. 

863. Q. At that interview, did he say anything to you in any 
way about men who had enlisted into the navy from Boston prior 
to the twenty-fourth of February, men already in the service? 
A. I think not; unless it might come up in some form in relation 
to the men that Imentioned. He said nothing in regard to it. 

864. @. I mean in reference to procuring any such men? A. 
No, sir, I think not. At the next meeting, within a day or 
two, probably the next day after this interview with Mr. Burrill, 
the subject was brought to the attention of the members of 
the Board of Aldermen in my room; and after some considera- 
tion they advised that I should make an arrangement with him so 
as to see what would come of it. He came in, I forget whether 
it was the next day, or the following day, he came in very soon 
to know the result of the conference with the members. I told 
him that I would make the arrangement, and signed the papers, 
saying that we would give one hundred and twenty-five dollars 
per man. 

865. @. The papers which have been read here? A. Yes, sir; 
those papers which have been read here. I didn’t see anything of 
Mr. Burrill; he didn’t come into my office for several days. Oh, 
after I had signed the paper he said he had a great work to do; 
He said he must borrow from the banks, I think $75,000, and start 
immediately for the West to accomplish this work. Within a 
week or two, much to my surprise, when I supposed he had gone 
West, he came into my office and asked if he could put on the list 
of men that he obtained the names of those persons that were on 
the Aldermen’s list. I told him, no; those men were already in the 
navy ; they belonged to Boston. Well, he said that we could not 
obtain their credit for them. I told him that was our lookout ; that 
we should endeavor to. I could not allow that those men should 
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go on to the list of men that we were to pay him for. He then 
asked me if I had any objection to seeing Judge Sanger on the sub- 
ject. Itold him, no; Judge Sanger then came in and made the 
same request,— that those names that were on the Aldermen’s list, 
so-called, might be included on the list which he should present of 
the men that he was to obtain. I still withheld my assent. The 
thing went on; Mr. Burrill came in once or twice, and said he was 
getting along pretty well, instead of obtaining two or three thou- 
sand names, he thought he might obtain five or six. 

866. @. Then, Mr. Lincoln, when he told you he might obtain 
this large number, what reply did you make to him on that? A. I 
don’t recollect what reply I made. 

867. @. Was anything said in that connection with reference to 
the number of men you had got to pay for? A. At one of the in- 
terviews in regard to obtaining — There is one thing I recollect now 
in regard to the first interview. He said, speaking of the number 
of men he could obtain, that he could obtain not only a sufficient 
number to fill up our quota, but he could obtain a balance for future 
calls. Your question reminds me that at some time, I do not re- 
member exactly when that occurred, when something was said about 
payment, I told him we could only pay for men as they were 
called for. He remarked in a pleasant way, ‘*‘ I have looked out 
for that ; I have noticed the appropriations by the Common Council.” 

868. @. You could only pay for as many men as the call had 
been made upon Boston for at that time? A. Yes, sir. I don’t 
recollect anything particular between this time and the time, 
which I think was Monday, when he brought in these large lists to 
me. He brought those in, and said he wished me to make an 
indorsement upon them; and said that I would notice from the 
indorsement of Captain Green and Mr. Burgess that the names of 
the men contained on it were those of men who had enlisted in 
the navy. He said that Governor Andrew had agreed to indorse 
the list after I had indorsed it, and he wished me todothat. Then 
he was to take it on to Washington with him that night. My 
idea is, that was on Monday, because I told him that in the after- 
noon we should have an informal meeting of the members of the 
Board of Aldermen before the regular session. I told him of 
course I could not do that. ‘There was a letter prepared by Judge 
Sanger to go on with the rolls, asking the Government, or Major 
Frye, to credit them to the City of Boston. I told him that I could 
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not do it then. That it was a subject that I must advise with the 
members of the Board of Aldermen about; that if he would come 
in ir the afternoon,—Ibelieve I told him he might come in 
before the regular meeting of the Board,— before four o’clock, and 
that the matter would then probably be adjusted, and he would be 
able to ascertain whether he could take the rolls to Washington 
or not. The matter was brought up before the gentlemen at an 
informal meeting ; they advised me to sign the paper, and also to 
make a claim on the government at Washington. There was some 
little discussion, if I recollect right, in regard to the matter, why 
Mr. Burrill should at this time ask us to do anything about it; 
it seemed to be a work of supererogation for me to interfere in the 
matter at all, Mr. Burrill had agreed to do a certain work, and 
when the work was accomplished he was to receive a compensation 
for it, on the certificate that the work had been accomplished. 
However, those-who felt in that way didn’t press the matter very 
much, and I felt myself that if such an opportunity was offered as 
that, and I didn’t agree to do what was necessary to be done under 
the circumstances, I should reproach myself; therefore there was a 
willingness on my part as well as a desire, I think, on the part of 
the members of the Board, that it should be done. After I had 
affixed my name to it, Mr. Burrill takes the rolls, and says he is 
going to the State House to get Governor Andrew’s signature, and 
then was going on to Washington. He said he should go on to 
Washington that night. 

869. @. At this time did you know who these men were that 
were upon the list that was handed to you? A. As to the charac- 
ter of the men? 

870. Q. Yes, if they were men that had enlisted from Boston 
into the navy? A. Yes, sir; I knew they were men who had 
enlisted into the navy. : 

871. @. I mean who had enlisted months before? A. No, sir; 
I did not. 

872. @. Did you know they were Boston men, or did you still 
suppose they were Western men, who came here, and enlisted? A. 
Well, I don’t think I gave much consideration to the matter we 
were doing then. We were helping Mr. Burrill along in a work 
which he had at heart, and which we were interested in. I didn’t 
scan very closely the characters of those men, excepting from the 
affidavits of the commander of the ‘‘ Ohio,” and the clerk of ship. 
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873. @. You signed the papers because Mr. Burrill requested 
youtodoso? A. Yes, sir. 

* 874. Q. Without giving much thought to it? <A. Yes, sir. I 
had no means of knowing whether those men were citizens of Bos- 
ton. Mr. Burrill told me that they were, and I signed the paper, 
supposing that he acted in good faith in the matter. And then, 
in addition to that, this consideration came into my mind: “ After 
all, this list is to go to Washington, and is to be examined there; 
if we haven’t any claim for these men, it will be ignored, of course. 
I doubted, myself, whether we could claim all of them, whether 
they all would be allowed, because I supposed there must have 
been some mistake made, and that in the examination they would 
be detected. | 

875. @. Do you remember the date when this took place, Mr. 
Lincoln? I believe, though, it is already in. A. No, sir; I be- 
lieve about the twentieth of June; I think it was the twentieth of 
June. 

876. @Q. Before the passage of the act of the fourth of July? 
A. It was on the twentieth of June. After Mr. Burrill had taken 
the list on, he came in to see me pretty soon after, within a week, 
I should say; he said he had carried on the list, and that it had to 
go through an examination to be compared. The next time he 
came in, I think he said he was meeting with considerable oppo- 
sition in Washington from Governor Andrew. Governor Andrew 
was in Washington, and he insisted that these men should not be 
credited to Boston, but should go to the credit of the whole State. 
And he gave me quite an account of rather an angry or impassionate 
altercation between him and Governor Andrew on the subject. 
He said he threatened Governor Andrew. He told me at the time, 
‘¢T have more influence at Washington with Mr. Whiting and with 
Mr. Stanton than Governor Andrew. This thing has got to be 
done, and will be done.” I forget whether there is anything of 
great importance in any of the other interviews, until just after the 
passage of the act by Congress on the fourth of July, when he 
came in, and said the woik was accomplished. He told me that 
he had got an act through Congress for the Massachusetts case. 
I made no remarks in regard to it; I thought it was not a Massa- 
chusetts case, but a New York case. All the maritime ports were 
interested of course in the passage of the act. I saw nothing, I 
think, for several weeks after that, and we had long given up any 
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idea of having any aid from that source. We had spent perhaps 
$300,000 in getting recruits from different sources, and filling up 
the army andnavy. On Fast Day, I forget what day of the month 
it was, it was the Fast Day which the President appointed, I 
went down to my office to look at my letters, etc.; the City Hall 
was closed for public business, and I found that Mr. Burrill had 
been admitted. He said he would like to have some conversation 
with me; and mentioned, I remember ten minutes, he would like 
to have ten minutes’ conversation with me in regard to his matter. 
He said that the rolls he had carried to Washington he had brought 
back ; and he desired I would write a note, asking Judge Sanger to 
appear before the commission and advocate them. I told him that 
I thought that our business was over. He had agreed to do a 
certain thing, and he had not done it. I didn’t care about having 
anything more to do about the matter. He told me that that list 
should go before the commission ; that if I didn’t put it through 
that he should; and that he should hold the City of Boston to the 
contract. He never said how he should obtain the men. 

There the matter rested. He went out, naturally, perhaps, in a 
little temper, and I didn’t see him again for’some time. In the 
mean time, however, Judge Sanger called. He said he called at the 
request of his client, Mr. Burrill, and he should do what Mr. Burrill 
requested him todo. Mr. Burrill had requested him to come and 
see me, and to urge me to have that list put before the commis- 
sioners, Governor Andrew and Governor Clifford. He desired that 
I should give my assent to it. I told him, no; that if we should 
put the list before the commission, and it required any advocacy, 
we had a City Solicitor, Mr. Healy, who would conduct it; that 
we did not want his services. 

The matter went along. I think Mr. Sanger called several times. 
I told Judge Sanger at one of these interviews that one of the 
reasons why we should not put in this list of Mr. Burrill’s was be- 
cause we had a list already in of our claims; and if we should 
withdraw this smaller list, which by the way was twelve lists, rep- 
resenting each ward, and sworn to by each Alderman,— if we should 
withdraw this smaller list, and we should put in the other, and that 
should be rejected, why, it would put in jeopardy any claim in be- 
half of the city. 

Mr. Sanger said that he would see Judge Clifford on that matter, 
and gave me the assurance afterwards that there would be no 
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misunderstanding on that subject. The matter went along, and 
some Aldermen were spoken to in regard to that list. One or two 
direct appeals were made to me about putting in the large list 
instead of the smaller one. Mr. Sanderson once came down to 
my office from the State House, and said there was the regular list 
that had been put in there by members of the Board, that I 
sent up, and there was another large list, I understood him, pre- 
sented by Judge Sanger. He seemed to be, I thought, a good deal 
interested in having Mr. Burrill’s list presented rather than the 
other. I told him that we had come to no determination to put in 
the large list. The small list was there, and that was our present 
claim. Finally, on Saturday, I think, I met Governor Clifford on 
the Common, and we had some conversation in regard to the duties 
of his position ; in regard also to these two claims of the City of Bos- 
ton. I think he told me that the large claim was being examined. 
Said I, ‘* We have not putin any.” Said he, ‘* Walk up to the State 
House with me, and we will see how that is.” I went up to the State 
House with him, and went into the back office, where Major Rogers, 
who had charge of the matter, was. The whole thing was talked over, 
and I found this large list had been partially examined. Said I, 
** Don’t you understand we have not put thisin?” There seemed to 
be a little misunderstanding about it. Governor Clifford goes into 
Governor Andrew’s office and has a little talk with him on the 
subject. Finally they came to the conclusion — Oh, Governor 
Clifford told me that he understood from Judge Sanger that that 
was the city’s list. Governor Clifford said he understood it so. 
After some little conversation more on the subject, Governor Clif- 
ford said this thing ought to be determined one way or the other, 
and wanted to know whether I could not determine at that time 
whether to have one list or the other. I told him, no, that I 
should want some time to consider the matter. He said, *‘ This 
must be determined by five o’clock. As I have had some conver- 
sation with Judge Sanger, understanding that Judge Sanger put it 
in in behalf of the city, I will write to him on the subject.” He 
did so, and I waited for the letter. Going down the steps, with 
the letter in my hand, I think, I met Mr. Burrill. I forget 
whether I gave that letter to Mr. Burrill, and he put it into Judge 
Sanger’s possession, or not. At all events, the purport of the let- 
ter was a conference between Mr. Healy and Mr. Norcross and 
Mr. Nash, representing the sub-committee of the members of the 
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Board of Aldermen, Judge Sanger, and myself, at about two or 
three o’clock that afternoon. During the afternoon we concluded 
to put in that list, the large list. Mr. Healy wrote an indorse- 
ment for me to put on, which I took in my hands and copied on to 


the list, and it was put in that afternoon. During this interview _ 


in the afternoon something was said about the compensation to Mr. 
Burrill for his services in the matter. Judge Sanger urged very 
strongly putting in the large list; he said he urged it not only in 
behalf of his client, but in behalf of the citizens of Boston; that 


it would save them from a draft. He urged us to put it in, saying - 


if we would, it should not prejudice the city in the matter. 

877. @. Mr. Lincoln, what induced him to say that? What 
conversation was there before that? Why did he say the city 
should not be prejudiced in the matter? What ground did he and 
you take in regard to Mr. Burrill’s compensation? A. Before that, 
in the same conversation ? 

878. @. On that Saturday, the third of September? A. I 
don’t know exactly where you wish to lead me in the conversa- 
tion? | 

879. Q. Did you give Judge Sanger any reason why you did 
not wish to put that large list in? A. I think one of the reasons 
was because there would be a question of compensation come up in 
regard to it. 

880. @. Hadn’t he made that claim for compensation upon 
you? A. Before the work was accomplished ? 

881. @. Oh, no. Didn’t he, earlier in that conversation, claim 
$125 for each man on the list?’ A. Yes, sir. 

882. @. Now, what did you say in regard to that claim; that 
you would allow it, or that you would not? That it was just or 
unjust? .A. We said we would not allow it. 

883. @. Now, then, why did you object; what reason did you 
give to Judge Sanger against putting in the large list before the 
commissioners? What question did you first want to settle before 
you determined whether you should put it in or not? A. We 


wanted to settle the question of compensation; how much he was . 


to receive for it, if we put in the large list. 

884. Q. Well, didn’t you say to him, in substance, that this was 
a claim which you should not admit, that you should not put the 
list in under such a claim? A. Yes, sir. 

885. @. Well, now, what did he say about the claim for com- 
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pensation? A. I told: him we had been spending a large sum of 
money for recruiting purposes; that these men, if they were fur- 
nished at all, were not furnished in season ; that we could not, and 
that we should not, pay anything like that price per man for them. 
And we had understood that so far as what he had done in Wash- 
ington was concerned, that his account of it had been very much 
exaggerated indeed. ‘Then he left us, and said he would consult 
with his client in regard to the matter. He returned in the course 
of half an hour, and said that Mr. Burrill recognized the fact that 
there had been a great delay in the matter, and that considerable 
money had been spent on account of this delay; and he would 
take off $200,000 from the claim; and in addition to that he would 
take off all the names that were on the Aldermen’s list. That 
was made in Mr. Sanger’s handwriting, I believe. That matter 
was considered ; but we did not accept it, and I think it was given 
back to Mr. Sanger a few days afterwards. 

886. @. Whether or not anything was said by Judge Sanger at 
this interview in regard to the passage of this act by Congress, and 
the men coming to the City of Boston in consequence of that act? 
A. I don’t recollect whether anything was said at that interview 
with Judge Sanger, although that was the conversation, I know, 
among ourselves, that these men were secured now by act of Con- 
gress, and that we could not pay Mr. Burrill for getting an act 
through Congress ; that we were not justified in doing that. 

887. @. At any time during the progress of these proceedings, 
Mr. Lincoln, did Mr. Burrill report to you any account of his 
disbursements on account of this business? A. No, sir; he had told 
me that he had spent some money, I believe. No particular ac- 
count of it. 

888. Q. Did he ever represent to you that he expended one 
hundred or two hundred thousand dollars? No, sir; not — 

889. @. I mean at any time before the putting in of this list? 
A. I forget whether he ever made the statement before ; of course, I 
have beard the statement so many times since that I forget when 

I did hear the statement first. 
~ 890. Q. Did you at any time tell him that the money would be 
ready in three days? A. No, sir. 

891. Q. Now, at this interview, Mr. Lincoln, on the third of 
September, what finally determined you to take that list, and 
make the application to these commissioners for this allowance? 
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A. Well, I think the advice of my colleagues in the matter had a 
great deal to do with if. 

892. @. How was this matter of Mr. Burrill’s compensation 
disposed of? What did Judge Sanger say in regard to that? A. 
At this interview, before we put in the list? 

893. @Q. Yes, sir; that afternoon. A. We understood that 
the matter of compensation was waived, as it were. 

894. @Q. Substantially, what did Judge Sanger say on that 
subject? A. Some phrase like this: that if the city would put in the 
large list, the city should not —I can’t give exactly the phrase ; 
the idea was, that if we would only put in the list, the city would 
be no worse off than it was at thattime. That is, the city’s interest 
would not suffer by our putting it in. 

895. @. Did he say it would not, or he agreed it should not? 
A. I could not swear as to whether there was an agreement. 

896. @. Do you remember what he said about his interest as a 
citizen in having this go in? A. Yes, sir. 

897. Q. What was that? A. That I have already stated. 

898. @. You have not stated it, it seems to me, exactly in the 
connection in which I want to bring these events together. You 
objected to putting this list in, because you understood that Mr. 
Burrill would make a claim for $125 for every man that was on the 
list, and allowed. That was his claim, — a claim that you denied 
he had a right to make. Now, then, you say you hesitated about 
putting the list in, because that claim was made; and that you 
did not mean to adopt or use the list until that question was 
settled, whether the use of it would give Mr. Burrill the claim 
which he made. Now, then, to obviate that, did Judge Sanger 
say anything? A. I recollect now. It seems to me that the word 
prejudice was used; that it should not ‘ prejudice” the city in the 
matter. That is, by putting it in, we did not admit, and he would 
not have it understood that we admitted, that he had the claim 
which he alleged he had. 

899. @. Did he, or did he not, say that the city should stand 
just as well if it did, as if it did not, putitin? A. Yes, sir, I am 
quite confident he made some such remark as that. 

900. @. Was there anything else that you think of that took 
place prior to putting in that list? A. I don’t recollect anything 
that was pertinent. 

901. Q. Then upon that assurance of Judge Sanger, you placed 
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the list before the commissioners and made your claim? A. Yes, 
sir, and the other list was withdrawn. Mr. Burrill came in soon 
after that, and wanted to know if I would give him a note to Major 
Clarke to give him a certificate that he had obtained the credits, or 
that the credits had been allowed. I told him no, I should not do 
that; and he went out, expressing a good deal of feeling in the 
matter. Judge Sanger came also afterwards, and made the same 
request, which he said Mr. Burrill had requested him to make, and 
I refused. Mr. Burrill came again, I think, and said something 
about it. I told him, said I, ‘+ The fact is notorious, that the naval 
credits are allowed ; it has been in the newspapers.” Then he said, 
“Tf you waive the certificate, that is sufficient,” and immediately 
went out without my making any other remark. 

902. @. You didn’t tell him that you would waive it? A. No, 
sir. 

903. Q. Well, now, then, after this there was some negotiation 
about Mr. Burrill’s claim, wasn’t there? A. Yes, sir. 

904. Q. State that, if you please. A. I think Judge Sanger 
called first in regard to the matter of compensation, and no defi- 
nite answer was given to him. We hada conference. I think I 
told him the subject would be brought before a committee of the 
city government and myself. We conferred upon the matter, and 
made three propositions in regard to it. 

905. Q. Before you get to that, was there any discussion as to 
the legality or justice of Mr. Burrill’s claim? A. With Juage 
Sanger? 

906. @. Yes, sir. A. Yes, sir, there had been one or two; 
there was that afternoon, I think. 

907. Q. After the claim was put in, were there not two or three 
interviews before the final decision? aA. Yes, sir. 

908. @Q. What took place prior to these three propositions of 
which you speak? What led to these three propositions being 
made? Do you remember any reason stated by Judge Sanger 
why Mr. Burrill’s claim was a valid one, and any reasons stated on 
behalf of the city why it was not a valid one? A. Our feeling 
was, that he had not done the work that he agreed to do. In the 
first place, instead of getting, as we had every reason to believe 
he would, instead of going and getting men from the West, he had 
employed, in connection with the matter, only a clerk on board the 
receiving ships, who had merely copied off these names. 

19 
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909. @. Don’t you remember that it was stated over and over 
again that Mr. Burrill did not furnish the men, that it was the law 
that furnished them? A. I have already stated, it was the law of 
Congress that furnished them, and not Mr. Burrill. 

910. Q. Now what did Judge Sanger say that led to these three 
propositions of which you speak? A. Judge Sanger insisted that 
Mr. Burrill had a legal claim for the whole, and we doubted that 
very much. 

911. @. What was said to him about his legalclaim? Was he 
invited to enforce it? .A. That was one of the three propositions 
that were made. — wir 

912. @. Before you made any propositions? A. I don’t know 
as we really invited him to commence a lawsuit against the city. 
Perhaps something like this was said: “If you think you have a 
legal claim, you had better enforce it. 

913. Q. Well, now, let me see if I can call it to your mind. 
Did Judge Sanger state that there was any reason why Mr. Burrill 
should not be put to a legal enforcement of his claim? A. Yes, 
sir; he said it was one of those sort of cases that ought not to go 
to litigation; that there were peculiarities to it, and that we ought 
not to force him into Court. Something of that kind. 

914. Q. Why did he say you ought not to force him into court ? 
‘What did he say would be the consequence to Mr. Burrill? What 
did he say about its disclosing any matters that should not be dis- 
cussed in Court? A. I do not recollect. 

915. Q. I wish you would call that to mind, becanse it is rather 
important, as it laid the foundation for these propositions. Let 
me see if I can remind you of it. I don’t want you to state pre- 
cisely what was said; I want to call to your mind whether the 
name of General Wilson, or Senator Wilson, and the name of Sen- 
ator Grimes, were mentioned. .A. I think something was said 
about Senator Grimes, but I do not recollect that anything was 
said about Senator Wilson. | 

916. @. Now, when Judge Sanger insisted that here was a 
claim which Mr. Burrill could enforce at law against the city, you 
say he was told that if he thought he had such a claim he had bet- 
ter enforce it in that way. Now, didn’t Judge Sanger give any 
reasons why he thought Mr. Burrill ought not to be put to a suit 
at law? A. Well, I don’t recollect very definitely about it; it was 
from the nature of the case he thought it would be unwise to force 
the matter. 
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917. Q. Do you remember my making this remark, Mr. Lincoln, 
to Judge Sanger, that if it was any such thing as he suggested, 
that the City of Boston could not adopt it by paying for it or ahy 
part of it? A. No, sir, I don’t recollect it. Could not adopt the 
claim by paying for it? 

918. @. No, could not adopt what Mr. Burrill said he had 
paid money for. We could not adopt his acts, and pay’such bills 
without becoming participators in what had been done. A. It 
seems to me I recollect something about that conversation. I have 
not thought about it since, so I cannot tell exactly. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I waive any formality. I know this gentleman 
will state it correctly. You may put your questions as direct as 
you please. 

919. @. (By Mr. Heaty.) Now then, Mr. Lincoln, didn’t Judge 
Sanger say, that in the carrying of this work along, some things 
had been done of a delicate nature, which it would not be fair to 
other individuals to have disclosed; and that there were equities 
in favor of Mr. Burrill, which he could not avail himself of in a 
legal tribunal? Don’t you remember that? A. I recollect there 
was some conversation with some individual on that subject ; some 
of the counsel that had been employed by Mr. Burrill; whether 
that was Mr. Sanger, or Mr. Chandler, or some other person, I can- 
not now say. I think, however, that it was with Judge Sanger. 

920. @. What should induce, what did induce the making of 
the three propositions to which you refer? It would be very ex- 
traordinary if these three propositions were made without there 
being some inducement to make them. A. I must confess I feel 
a little at a loss. 

921. Q. If you can’t recollect it, then you may proceed with 
the rest of it; perhaps that will recall it to your mind. A. The 
propositions we made for a settlement were: First, a suit at law. 
Mr. Sanger saying there could be no question about that. The 
next was referring it to the two commissioners, who would know 
more about the matter than any one else, having had some experi- 
ence with it — that is, Governor Andrew and Governor Clifford. 

922. Q. One moment on that. Was it to be referred to Gov- 
ernor Clifford and Governor Andrew with any particular agree- 
ment? A. Well, with the agreement that they should allow what 
was right and proper in the equity of the matter. 

923. Q. Mx. Tuxbury said, I need not be afraid to put the 
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question direct. I want to call this thing to your mind very 
vividly. It is impressed upon my memory, and I think when you 
get the narrative, you will recollect it. I want to see if you don’t. 
Judge Sanger insisted that he had a legal claim, which we denied, 
and we had a discussion upon it in your presence. That these men 
were to be put upon the quota that then existed, and that that 
quota had:been filled long before these credits were allowed; that 
Mr. Burrill was to obtain men, and not to count men already in 
‘the service, and so on. After Judge Sanger had stated that 
divers things had been done of a somewhat delicate nature, which 
it would be not quite fair to individuals to disclose, and that it 
would be a disadvantage to Mr. Burrill to be forced into a suit at 
law, then Judge Sanger wanted the propositions, and the thing 
was taken into consideration. Then these propositions were made 
to him, and just in this order, and just in this way: You say 
you have a legal claim; we think otherwise, and we prefer that 
you should bring your suit and test that. But you say that is not 
fair to Mr. Burrill; that there are equities in his favor that he could 
not avail himself of in a Court of law. Now, to meet that, we will 
refer the whole matter to the commissioners, Governor Andrew 
and Governor Clifford, who know more about it than anybody 
else, with the agreement that they should allow Mr. Burrill every 
dollar that he is entitled to under any principle of law, any prin- 
ciple of equity or any principle of justice. But you want a still 
further proposition for settlement without going to law, and with- 
out referring it to a commission. For the purpose of compromis- 
ing the whole matter, we will give you $125,000. Now, we prefer 
that you should accept the first proposition; if you decline that, 
we next prefer you should accept the second. We made the 
propositions in the order we preferred they should be taken: No. 
1 first; No. 2 next; or, we will take No. 3, if you insist upon it, 
and reject both of the others. Don’t youremember that? A. Yes, 
sir, I thought I had already stated it, excepting that I had not got 
so far as the offer of $125,000 when you interrupted me. 

924. Q. I want to know whether you remember what I said 
with regard to the preliminaries of those propositions that made 
the committee take the subject under consideration, and finally in- 
duced them to present the thing in these three different shapes? 
Do you remember this preliminary conversation? A. There were 
two or three conversations, wasn’t there? 
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925. Q. Do you remember the conversation I stated with Judge 
Sanger? A. Yes, sir; and I thought I stated it so. 

926. @. And that in referring the matter to these two gentle- 
men, it was agreed that Mr. Burrill should be given all that was 
due him in law or equity? A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I admit you did make those propositions as near 
as’ can be recalled, and in the order you put it. 

Mr. Lincotn. I don’t see how I differ from you, Mr. Healy, in 
the three propositions. 

Mr. Hearty. You don’t, only you don’t remember them appar- 
ently quite as distinctly as I put them, or didn’t state them so dis- 
tinctly. Do you remember them just as I stated them? 

A. Yes, sir. I thought I stated them as strong as I could, ex- 
cept the offer of $125,000. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I understand you did offer $125,000. Mr. Healy 
puts it in a particular order. 

Mr. Heaty. Yes, sir; that was the last one. Now, that pro- 
position was afterwards withdrawn, was it? 

A. Yes, sir; perhaps I ought to state that there is one thing 
that happened in this connection. We made that proposition to 
Mr. Sanger. Mr. Burrill came in shortly afterwards, and said he 
was very much disappointed at the offer we made. That he should 
not take $125,000; if he could not get more than that, he should 
not take that. - 

927. @. Now, then, whether the circumstances and facts of the 
case at the time that proposition was made of $125,000, in con- 
nection with the other two propositions — did you understand the 
facts of the case as you understood them sometime afterwards? 
AtniNop sir: 

928. @. If you had understood them as you dia afterwards, 
should you have made that proposition of $125,000? A. No, sir. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


929. @. (By Mr. Tuxsury.) Did Mr. Burrill tell you any rea- 
sons why he should not accept this proposition of $125,000? A. 
Yes, sir; he told me that he had already spent more money than 
that. 

930. Q. Did he tell you any reason why he could not refer it to 
Governor Andrew as one of the referees? A. I don’t know 
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whether Mr. Burrill, or Judge Sanger made it; I know there was 
an objection from that side against Governor Andrew. 

931. Q. On what ground? A. I don’t know whether any par- 
ticular ground was stated, except their feeling that they did not 
want him. 

932. Q. Wasn’t it because Governor Andrew had taken some 
opposition to Mr. Burrill in his proceedings? A. That was not 
stated. 

933. Q@. That was what you stated as being the reason for re- 
jecting Governor Andrew? , A. I don’t know as I ought to under- 
stand that, or state it. There was an opposition to having Gov- 
ernor Andrew on the committee as referee. 

934. @. Don’t you recollect of Mr. Burrill’s saying something 
like this: That Governor Andrew had butted against him, or op- 
posed him in this matter; that he didn’t consider him a disinter- 
ested man? A. I dare say it might have been said, I don’t recollect 
it. I know there was a feeling that they would not accept Gov- 
ernor Andrew. . 

935. @. You say that: Judge Sanger, all the way through after 
the list was passed, understood that it was a legal claim, and that 
you doubted it? .A. Yes, sir. 

936. Q. Now, was that question discussed between you several 
times, between you and Judge Sanger, orin your presence? A. I 
think there were two or three conferences on the subject. I know 
there was one very long conference. 

937. @. At what particular meeting was that discussed? 
A. That particular point I can’t call to mind now. 

938. @. Did Mr. Burrill make you any proposition for settle- 
ment, himself ? A. Only the settlement that we-did not accept. 

939. Q. Wont you state what that was? A. That was, that 
he would take off $200,000 in consequence of the delay, and would 
allow all the men that were on the Aldermen’s list. That was not 
accepted; that was returned by Mr. Healy. 

940. Q. Do you know how many of the men that were on Mr. 
Burrill’s list were on the Aldermen’s list? A. No, sir. 

941. Q. The matter of the certificate of these men’s enlistment, 
which he wanted to get, you understood, did you not, Mr. Mayor, 
that the formality of procuring the certificate was not material, not 
essential? A. No, sir, I did not understand it so. My opinion 
was, that I procured the men, and not Mr. Burrill. I procured the 
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credits of the men on that list as Mayor of Boston, that Mr. Burrill 
had nothing to do withit. He could not get it properly before the 
commission, and therefore ought not to ask me to give him a cer- 
tificate that he had obtained them. | 

942. @. A mere formal certificate that they had been credited 
to the City of Boston? Was not that a notorious fact? A. Yes, 
sir. I had a certificate from Major Clarke myself that they had 
been allowed, both here and in Washington. 

943. @. I didu’t mean by that certificate that you admitted or 
that we sought to procure a certificate that Mr. Burrill had got 
these men credited, only the mere fact that they had been credited. 
You understood that formality was not essential in that matter, 
did you not? A. In carrying out the agreement with him, a certifi- 
cate would have been necessary for him to make a claim on the 
city. The things were in such a shape, he did not do the work. 
I presented the names in behalf of the city, and obtained a certifi- 
cate myself. 

944. Q. The question is merely as to the formality of procur- 
ing a certificate that those men were in the service. The letter 
which you signed contemplated a certificate from the proper author- 
ities showing that the credits had been given, not by whom they 
they were procured, that they had been given at all. So far as 
that, I understand, it was a notorious fact. You didn’t consider it 
of any importance, did you, merely to go to the Provost Marshal’s 
office, and get a certificate that those men kad been given to the 
credit of the City of Boston? A. It was very proper that I should 
receive a certificate from Major Clarke that those men had been 
credited to us; because we knew then how many men we had re- 
ceived credits for. | 

945. Q. You knew of the fact before? A. I knew of the fact 
through the newspapers, and other sources; but it was important 
that I should know from the Provost Marshal himself in regard to 
the state of the quota. 

946. Q. Would it have added anything to Mr. Burrill’s position 
in this matter if he had got the certificate? -A. Idon’tknow. As 
a business man, I thought it was of some importance; Mr. Healy 
could tell you about the legal points of the case better than I 

Mr. Heary. I will tell you exactly how that thing was. Mr. 
Burrill made this claim, which was resisted as not being a just 
claim, or an equitable claim. It was supposed that if he had a 
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claim, he had it upon technical grounds; then the furnishing of 
this certificate would make a technical answer to a technical 
claim. 

Mr. Touxsoury. I understood the Mayor that when it was asked 
whether he waived that certificate, he said it was a notorious fact 
that the list had been credited to Boston. 

Mr. Lincorn. That was not exactly it. After I stated that it 
was a notorious fact, Mr. Burrill then says, ‘‘ If you waive it, well 
and good,” or something of that kind. I made no response. I 
would like, — I don’t know whether this is the proper time, — in 
regard to this matter of credits, I would like to explain by illus- 
tration how we used the word credit at that time. | 

Mr. Tuxsury. You may do that after we get through with the 
examination, if you please. 

947. @. As to the certificate, did you have any conversation 
with Judge Sanger in regard to the matter? A. I think the con- 
versation was with both of them. 

948.° Q. Didn’t you understand that that was waived, so far as 
the certificate from the Provost Marshal’s office that the men had 
been credited at all was concerned? A. To tell you the truth, I 
thought it rather cool in Mr. Burrill, after I had put in the claim, 


and got the credit for the City of Boston, for him to come and ask. 


me to write a note to Major Clarke, asking Major Clarke to give 
him a certificate that they were credited. 

949. @. That may have been cool, but it was a notorious fact 
that they had been credited, was it not? A. I said that to him. 

950. @. He could have gone over to the Provost Marshal’s 
office, and got a certificate to that effect at anytime? A. No, sir; 
he could not. I don’t think Major Clarke would have given him a 
certificate to be used against the City of Boston. 

951. @. The question is, whether these men were credited or 
not. If it was a fact, on proper application, he could have obtained 
a certificate of it, could he not? A. Then I understand you that 
one hundred persons could have gone to the Provost Marshal 
and got certificates? . | 

952. @. Anybody properly interested to know about them 
could. Not a certificate that they got them credited, but the 
simple fact that these men on the list had been credited. You say 
you had some conversation with Judge Sanger; did you not under- 
stand, in some of the conversation with Judge Sanger, that that 
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was waived, so far as formality was concerned? dA. No, sir. Per- 
haps it is not a very important point. I know, so far as I am con- 
cerned, that I never said to Mr. Burrill, in regard to the matter of 
certificate on which he was to receive pay, ‘*‘ I waive the presenting 
of that certificate.” I know those words have been put into my 
mouth at each of the,trials, but it is something I never said. 

953. Mr. Tuxsury. I understand Judge Sanger so understood 
it; that is all. As a matter of fact, assuming that Mr. Burrill was 
the author of these credits, and that these credits had been given 
by his instrumentality, it made no difference to you whether he 
presented a certificate of what you knew to be a notorious fact. 
A. That would be a part of the transaction, I think, that would 
complete the work which he had agreed to do. 

954. @. Would you have obliged him to have gone to the Pro- 
vost Marshal’s to get a certificate that these men had been allowed 
to the City of Boston, if it had been a notorious fact that they 
had been allowed? After you had this conversation with Mr. Bur- 
rill about filling this quota, and he had undertaken the work, did 
you hear anything more from that time forward about the then in 
Rock Island that you speak of ? Did you hear anything more 
about the Rock Island men, or men who enlisted i om Rock Island ? 
A. Anything more from Mr. Burrill? 

955. @. Yes, sir. A. No, sir, I think not. 

956. Q. Inasubsequent conversation, you said something about © 
them? A. I don’t recollect anything special. 

957. @. The list that was brought to you, and you were asked 
to put your indorsement on, didn’t that contain a list of the Rock 
Island men? A. I don’t know, sir; we supposed they were some 
of them. 

958. @. Didn’t you know when you took that oath, that the 
men were men that enlisted in the navy? A. I didn’t criticise 
either the letter which Judge Sanger wrote, or my indorsement 
very severely ; it was a work he asked me to do for the purpose of 
carrying-out this arrangement. 

959. @. What arrangement? A. This arrangement to get the 
quota of Boston filled. | 

960. @. In the pursuance of that, he brought you a list of some 
kind, and asked your indorsement to it? A. Yes, sir. 

961. Q. When you made it, Mr. Lincoln, didn’t you know that 
the list he placed before you were men that enlisted in the navy 
here in Boston? A. Yes, sir; it is stated so on this list. 

20 
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962. @Q. Then the next occurrence when that list came under 
your observance was when he asked for the letter to Washington? 
A. It was at the same time. 

963. Q. The same day, was it? -A. In connection with going 
on with the list. 

964. Q. Who wrote that letter? A. Judge Sanger, I was told. 

965. @. This is the letter? [Presenting it]. A. Yes, sir; 
this is the letter to General Frye. 

966. @. Then Mr. Burrill went to Washington with this list, 
_and with a letter? Did you read the letter; do you know what it 
contained? A. Oh, yes, sir. 

967. Q. In that letter you stated that Mr. Burrill, the ‘‘agent in 
behalf of the City of Boston, will hand you this list,” ete. Did 
you consider that Mr. Burrill was really the representative of the 
City of Boston at that time? Was that a fair understanding be- 
tween you and Mr. Burrill? . A. Yes, sir; so far as presenting 
these rolls to Major Frye was concerned. As I said before, that 
was rather a work of supererogation on my part; but Mr. Burrill 
wanted to succeed, and I felt I was justified in doing what I could 
in helping him. I thought it was perhaps a part of his programme. 
We didn’t know what his programme was. — 

968. Q. You didn’t care, if he got the men enlisted? A. We 
wanted the work done in a proper way. It seemed perfectly right 
we should ask for them; if we did not obtain them, we could not 
help it. 

969. Q. Mr. Burrill went to Washington with the large list, 
and your letter, with the avowed purpose of getting them credited 
to the City of Boston. Do you know whether any men enlisted 
from Rock Island were on that list? A. I didn’t know a single 
individual on that list; only on the representation of Mr. Burrill 
that they were citizens of Boston. 

970. @. Mr. Burrill didn’t represent anything particular about it 
as to who were on the list, any more than was on the head of the list, 
did he? He didn’t represent how it was made up, or any particu- 
lar outside arrangement, did he? A. No, sir; except he stated 
that they were citizens of Boston. ' 

971. @. Did he tell you how he got that list at that time? A. 
No, sir. ; 

972. @. Do you know, as to these Rock Island men, whether 
any of those men were obtained afterwards as part of the quota of 
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the City of Boston by others? A. Yes, sir; there were some ob- 
tained for Ward 4. 

973. @. Those that Mr. Messinger spoke of? A. Yes, sir. 

974. @. Any other ward? <A. I don’t know. 

975. @. Did Mr. Clapp get some? A. I don’t know; I have 
forgotten whether Mr. Clapp did or not. 

976. @. Do you recollect what you paid for them? A. We 
paid the men so much, or paid the recruiting agent so much to pay 
to the men. 

977. Q. What did it cost the city to get them? A. I suppose 
$125 per man; that is what we understood. 

978. @. Did you understand who the Rock Island men were 
who had enlisted in the navy? Did you know that these very Rock 
Island men were actually in the service of the United States at that 
time? A. Mr. Burrill told me that he was to obtain them from 
Rock Island. \ : 

979. Q. Did you understand that they. were already in the 
service of the United States? A. No, sir; they had merely taken 
the oath of allegiance, and not been put into the service. 

980. @. You know that the city did obtain credit for men that 
were previously in the service of the United States? A. Yes, sir; 
but they had not been credited to any place. 

981. @Q. Then the purpose of getting these other recruits, 
those that were on ‘board the ‘** Ohio,” —the purpose in getting 
those was not to get new recruits, but was to get credits? A. 
Yes, sir, so far as. those were concerned; but then something was 
paid to the men. 

982. @. How do you know that? A. We have the men’s cer- 
tificates in the City Hall that they received so much money. Mr. 
Burrill stated in my office that he was going to get a good thing 
out of this; that he was to pay these men $75; and have $50 for 
his own profit. We found that the men had not received any- 
thing, and that was one of the reasons we thought he had not 
fulfilled all his obligations; and we thought he had no claim for 
$125 per man. | 

983. Q. The objection on your part is not that Mr. Burrill did 
not procure those men, but that he did not pay those men? A, 
That was one of the reasons why we would not settle with him for 
the full amount of his claims. 

984. Q. If he had paid the men the $75 which you supposed 
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he was to pay, or any other sum which you considered satisfactory, 
should you then have had any objection to his being paid, if the men 
had been credited? A. I think that would have modified my own 
views materially in regard to the amount that was to be paid to 
him for the men he had obtained, if the men had received any 
money. 

985. Q. Your letter does not say anything in regard to what 
class of men they shall be. There is nothing in the letter, is there, 
or in the agreement, which states what class of men they shall be? 
A. No, sir; it don’t say that they shall be naval recruits. 

986. Q. It was to get credits, was it not? A. Yes, sir. I 
should like to explain how the word credits was used, at that 
time, before you get through. 

987. @. You may explain now, if you Bisaed A. Sometime 
before this time, Aldermen and others, who had been recruiting for 
the city, found they were imposed upon very much by some agents. 
After they had been through with the enlistment, enrolment, mus- 
tering-in, etc., of men, it was found that, instead of being credited 
to Boston, they would be credited to some other city or town. 
Therefore we came to the understanding that we would use the 
word credit; and would not pay for men until they were properly 


credited to the City of Boston. ‘There was two or three very sim- . 


ilar transactions to this of Mr. Burrill, that happened just about 
this time. The gentlemen of the committee will recollect that, at 
the commencement of the war, the regular army was very small in 
numbers, only fourteen or fifteen thousand mien; and those men 
were already in the army when the war broke out. The volunteer 
corps was organized, and given a large bounty. It made consider- 
able dissatisfaction among the men who were serving for thirteen 
and fifteen dollars a month, and word was given out by the author- 
ities at Washington that those men in the regular army might re- 
enlist, and credit themselves to any municipality for the purpose of 
obtaining a local bounty, so that they might be put on a par with 
those in the volunteer service. The first notice I had of that was 
when Iwas in Washington. Some of those men had been obtained by 
Mr. Alley, of Lynn; he said he had some surplus, and would let 
us have them. ‘To meet the arrangement with him, afterwards, led 
to sending on some recruiting men from Boston, such as the present 
chief of the fire department, and others, to obtain that class of 
men. Just about the time we made this arrangement, a gentleman 
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came from Norfolk, Virginia, and said to me, ‘*I have two com- 
panies in the service of the United States who have authorized me 
to credit them to any city or town for the purpose of obtaining a 
local bounty.” He said that his interests were particularly in 
Philadelphia; but, on account of the State bounty of $325, he 
came to Boston and called upon me. He asked me what I would 
give him for the men. I told him $100 perman. I sat down, and 
wrote a memorandum very similar to this, that when those men 
were obtained for the City of Boston, and: the credits secured, to 
bring me a certificate of the credits, and then he should be paid 
$100 for the men. In the course of a fortnight, the matter was 
consummated ; he brought the roll, with the assent of every man 
upon it, with a certificate from Major Clarke, and another from 
Washington, that the men were credited to the City of Boston, 
and the money was paid. 

988. Q. Then it didn’t make any difference whether those men 
actually were or had been residents of Boston, or any other place? 
A. No, sir; they were authorized by the department, for the sake 
of the bounty, to credit themselves to any place they pleased. If 
you recollect, although many colored regiments went from Massa- 
chusetts, most of the men in those regiments were obtained out of 
the State; but they were made citizens of our State, and went out 
as part of our quota. 

989. Q. Then it made no difference, providing they were cred- 
ited, and declared themselves citizens of Boston for the purpose 
of obtaining State aid, etc., whether they were actual residents of 
Boston, or residents of other places. Now, sir, in regard to this 
list which was presented to you for your indorsement, did you 
know whether those men were actual residents of Boston, had fam- 
ilies here, or anything of that kind? Did you know whether they 
were residents of Boston or not, in the sense of actual residents? 
A. No, sir. I say, “to the best of my knowledge and belief,” 
they were. Jt was a form that was used,—to the best of my 
knowledge and belief they were citizens of Boston. 

990. Q. At the time your oath was taken? A. Yes, sir. 

991. @. You knew that those men had not families in the City 
of Boston; had no tangible residence that could be certified to? 
A. I didn’t know that they had not. Which ones do you mean? 

992. @. I meant the men obtained on the large list Mr. Burrill 
brought to you. You stated that those men were citizens of Bos- 
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ton, according to your best knowledge and belief. Mr. Healy . 


asked Mr. Burrill whether, in fact, these men did live in Boston, 
or did not? Whether they were constructive residents of Boston, 
or were actual residents? I wish to know what your idea was at 
the time you made that offer? .A. That they were constructive 
residents, I should think. Of course, I knew personally very few 
of them, — none, perhaps. 

993. Q. Did you happen to know what was stated in regard to 
them on board the ‘* Ohio,” as to their residence? A. No, sir. 

994, Q. You didn’t know that they had all declared themselves 
residents of Boston? Did you or not know that in their enlist- 
ment papers on board the ‘* Ohio” that these men had simply 
stated that they were born in this place or that place, and had not 
stated where they resided? A. I was not at that time acquainted 
with all the facts connected with the receiving ship ‘‘ Ohio’s” books ; 
afterwards I got more familiar with them. 

995. @. Then this list was taken to Washington, and when 
Mr. Burrill returned from Washington he reported to you what 
his prospects were ; what he expected to accomplish there? A. Yes, 
as I stated, he said at the first interview that he got along pretty 
well, but the list had to be examined. I think he came on after- 
wards and said he was meeting with opposition from Governor 
Andrew. | 

996. Q. Up to that time, Mr. Lincoln, did you state to Mr. 
Burrill that he was getting through a list here which you did not 
contemplate? When was the first time that you ever spoke to Mr. 
Burrill about the list of men he had not being the men contem- 
plated by you in your agreement? A. I think it was that Fast 
Day in August when he came in to see me. 

997. @. In the latter part of August? A. I think it was the 
earlier part of August. I think Judge Sanger sent in his note the 
tenth of August, long before they were credited. 

998. @. After the new law was passed? A. Yes, sir. After 
the new law was passed, we did not suppose we had anything to do 
with Mr. Burrill. The lists, had been sent to the Provost Marshal’s, 
Mr. Le Barnes’, and Mr. Harlow’s, which they never used; had 
never taken any interest in, for cause, we supposed; afterwards 
we heard. We had those lists — six lists, at each of the Marshal’s 
—had those brought back, and immediately set to work in the 
wards, through the police officers, to have new names put upon 
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_ them. Those lists were the ones we furnished first at the State 
House. 

999. @. Were you knowing at the time that if the small list had 
been allowed, it was not sufficient to fill the demands made un the 
city? A. No, sir. 

1000. @Q. Was itafact? A. I don’t know whether it was a fact 
or not. I see it is said that I examined the lists, and said that was 
the reason I should accept the large one. That was not the fact. 
As a mere matter of fact, I suppose we should have been out of the 
draft if we had put in the small list; because we should have re- 
ceived the two or three thousand we asked for. In addition to this, 
this large list of Mr. Burrill’s would have gone in, and we should 
have had our proportionate part of that. I think if the draft of 
the fifth of September had taken place, the city would have been 
out of the draft, if we had not put in Mr. Burrill’s list. ? 

1001. @. Why did you take the large list? A. Because I 
thought we might want some for future calls. We had no idea the 
war would close. 

1002. Q. You were counting on future things as on the past? 
A. Yes, sir. 

1003. Q. As amatter of fact, take the quota as it then stood, do 
you recollect how large a demand there was on the city at that time? 
A. I think we were short about two thousand. 

1004. @. At the time the agreement was made? A. At the 
time the agreement was made, we were short six hundred and one. 

1005. @Q. At the time this list was put in before the commis- 
sioners? A. I forget; I think it was about two thousand. 

Mr. Heary. It was exactly 2,121. 

Mr. Lincotn. I should think it was about 2,000; Mr. Healy 
says it was 2,100. 

1006. Q. Did you know at the time how many it was? A. I 
forget whether I did or not. I went into no particular calculation 
in regard to that matter, as it has been stated that I did. Some mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen who were short in their wards may 
have spoken about it, and pressed the matter more than I did. 

1007. Q. Don’t you know, as a matter of fact, that they were 
then behind something over four thousand, Mr. Lincoln? A. No, 
sir. I dare say that the statement Mr. Healy has made is correct. 

Mr. Tuxzscry. I believe there was over four thousand. 

Mr. Heary. I have the figures in my office. 
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Mr. Tuxpury. Was there acall after the one you have spoken 
of, after July? A. It seems to me there was. 

1008. @. Do you recollect when that was? -A. Somewhere in 
September. I forget whether it was for 500,000, or 200,000. 

1009. Q. Do you know what would have been the proportion 
of Boston under that call? .A. No, sir, I do not. 

1010. Q. This list that was before the commissioners, called 
the Alderman’s list, — whether or not anything was said to you 
about its being properly verified, or proved, at the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s office? .A. They would have pursued the same course there 
that they did with the other list. I was present an hour or two 
when they examined the list. John Smith’s name was read as 
coming from Boston. If John Smith’s name was found on the 
copy from the original books, it was allowed. There was a little 
examination into the matter besides that. But if John Smith’s 
name was on the list from Boston, and they could not find it on 
the list from the receiving ship — the copy which had been made by 
General Bullock — John Smith was not credited to Boston. 

1011. @. Were you: informed, at that time, that the list as it 
existed on the part of the Board of Aldermen was imperfect, and 
could not be allowed in its then present condition? A. No, sir. 

1012. QQ. Wasn’t it so stated to you that it was imperfect? A. 
No, sir. 

1013. @. You had taken pains to get that list as large as you 
could? A. Yes, sir. Each of the Aldermen, and not only the 
Aldermen, but the recruiting committee, night after night, assisted 
the Aldermen in the matter. 


1014. @. You understood that the authorities at Washington . 


had given authority that men might declare their residence? Didn’t 
you understand it to be the general condition of things that men 
declared they were residents of certain places, and had a right to 
do that? A. Yes, sir. 

1015. @. Understood that to be the general understanding in 
the Provost Marshal’s office in Washington? A. Yes, sir. 

1016. @. You say that you told Mr. Burrill that these men 
were secured now, by act of Congress? A. Yes, sir. 

1017. @. Do you know what that act of Congress was? Have 
you it in mind, Mr. Lincoln? A. What act of Congress? 

1018. Q. That of the fourth of July. That authorized, did it 
not, the credit of men who had enlisted prior to the twenty-fourth 
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of February to the place where they resided? A. I forget exactly 
the words; those men who enlisted in the navy previous to the 
twenty-fourth of February, which were not covered. There was 
some doubt in regard to those men; I went to Washington myself 
in regard to that matter. ; | 

1019. Q. The law of that date authorized, I think, the credit- 
ing of those men to the places where their residence was shown to 
be? <A. Yes, sir. 

1020. Q. Now, to get them credited to Boston it would have 
been necessary to have shown that they were residents of Boston, 
according to that law? A. Yes, sir. 

1021. Q. You say you consulted with the Board of Aldermen 
before adopting the large list. Whom did you consult with? A. 
I said with several members of the committee. 

1022. Q. Who were present? A. Most of them, probably. 

1023. @. Whom did you consult with? You say that before 
putting in the large list for the City of Boston, that you consulted 
with several of the Aldermen? Whom did you consult with? A. 
The last time it was brought up in the Board, acting as recruiting 
officers, and not as a Board of Aldermen, doing municipal business, 
the whole subject was referred to me with full powers. I told 
them I did not care to take the responsibility in such a matter, 
and that I should like to have two or three members of the Board 
to act with me in the matter. I requested Alderman Norcross and 
Alderman Nash to co-operate with me in the measures which were 
to be taken. — 

1024. Q. What was their advice in regard to putting in the 
large list? .A. 1 think we were all united in putting it in, after 
having this conference with Mr. Sanger. 

1025. @. You say you told Mr. Sanger that, if you withdrew 
the smaller list, the large one might not be allowed, and then you 
would have some difficulty? -A. That was one of the reasons that 
came up in the conversation with Judge Sanger, when he told me 
he was in confidential relation with Mr. Clifford, and would see him. 

1026. Q. Didn’t you also have such a conversation with Mr. 
Sanderson, at the State House? A. I think not. Mr. Sanderson 
came down, and said he thought it very strange we didn’t put in 
the large list. He said it was a very good list, and seemed to 
tally so well with the receiving ship’s books he wondered we did 


not put it in.

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1027. Q. Didn’t he tell you that the smaller list was imperfect 
in that respect? -A. I don’t think he did; I don’t recollect any 
such conversation, because I felt just about as much assurance in 
the Alderman’s list as I did in the large list. 

1028. Q. You say, *“ Mr. Burrill ‘told me that the men were 
citizens of Boston, and I thought he was acting in good faith.” 
A. Yes, sir. 

1029. Q. So far as they were citizens of Boston, wasn’t that in 
good faith, to represent them as such? A. There was nothing on 
the paper, if you recollect, nothing that showed they were citizens of 
Boston. Captain Green does not say they are citizens of Boston; 
he certified that they were on board the ‘‘ Ohio,” already en- 
listed. | 

1030. Q. Mr. Lincoln, what appropriation, if you know, had 
been made in regard to these recruits by the City Council? What 
was made after the agreement between you and Mr. Burrill? What 
appropriations were made by the Council? Do you recollect? 
A. Just previous to that, an appropriation had been made of 
$200,000, I think. Perhaps I might go back a little farther, as 
some of the gentlemen on this committee may not know exactly 
the state of things at that time. We were not authorized until 
March 18th to pay anything for the men. In the legislature of 
18638, there was a law passed that the cities and towns should not 
give any bounty. A call was made in October, and a special ses- 
sion was held in November; and a law, I think, was even passed 
at that time that cities and towns should not pay bounties. The 
State gave a very large bounty at the special session in November, 
of $325 per man. It was considered policy to give a large bounty 
by the commonwealth, so that cities and towns should not be 
competing with each other. When the Legislature came together 
in 1864, an effort was made to allow towns and cities to give a 
local bounty ; but the law did not pass through until March 18th, 
1864, when cities and towns were authorized to give $125 for, or 
to, men for enlistment. 

Mr. Hearty. What kind of men? 

A. Recruits. 

1031. @. Those that were already in the service? 4. No, sir. 
On March 31st, an order passed the Council, I think, appropriating 
$200,000. Then we commenced active recruiting, and Mr. Burrill 
came along, with others, who wished to make different arrange- 
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ments with the city. Then I think there was an appropriation of 
two or three hundred thousand dollars at the next call. 

1032. @. When was that? .A. The next call was in July, to 
be met by a draft on September 15th; I think it was 500,000 at 
that time. 

Mr. Tuxpury. Wasn’t there a subsequent appropriation to 
that? A. At the call of December? 

1033. Q. Yes, sir. -A. I think very likely there was. I don’t 
recollect now. Whenever there was an extra call, some money was 
wanted to meet it. 

1034. @. You don’t mean to say that the only persons to whom 
you paid $125 were new men that were put into the service for the 
first time? That that was the only class of men the city paid 
$125 for? A. Yes, sir. I think that was generally the case. 

1035. @. Excepting the Rock Island men? A. Yes, sir. 

1036. @. Those were already in the service? A. Yes, sir; the | 
navy at that time had only a bounty of $100, and that didn’t come 
until May, I think. 

1037. @Q. What I mean to say, didn’t the city pay for other 
people $125 per man, besides those we have named, the Rock 
Island men, — men who had been in the service, and were in the 
service at the time they were credited? A. I don’t recollect; 
there might be individual cases. The Aldermen would be likely to 
know more about that matter than I should. I should recollect 
only a large number of men that I had someting, to do with my- 
self. 

1038. Q. Do you recollect of certain persons at the Watertown 
Arsenal being credited? A. Yes, sir, I went out to the Water- 
town Arsenal myself. 

1039. @. Were those men who were credited already in the 
service? A. Yes, sir. There was a number of cases; I recollect 
hospital stewards sometimes were credited. 

1040. Q. Do you recollect what that cost the city to get hss 
Watertown men credited? A. No, sir; I do not. 

1041. . You went out to Watertown, yourself; now, don’t you 
know, Mr. Lincoln, what the City of Boston paid for those men? 
A. No, sir; Ican’t recollect. Those men were taken by the wards, 
and the Aldermen of the wards, I think, transacted the business 
with them. I went out, I recollect. 

1042. @. Who drew the warrant for their payment? 4. Mr. 
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Norcross, chairman of the committee on recruiting, would draw the 
warrant as it were, and I would draw the draft. 

1048.: @. You recollect that they were paid for by the city? 
A. I have no doubt they were, but I don’t recollect exactly, there 
was so much going on at the time. 

1044. @. Didn’t Alderman Clapp have something to do with 
that matter? A. I think Alderman Clapp was one of the gentle- 
men who went out with me. I rather think most of the men went 
to Ward 11. 

1045. @Q. Can’t you recollect the fact that the city paid $125 
aman for those credits? You know they were paid for in some 
way? A. I suppose they were paid for, else we should not have 
secured them. 

1046. Q. It was an object to get the men wherever they could 
be credited to the city? A. Yes, sir. 

1047. QQ. Do you recollect any other men, besides the Rock 
Island men and the Watertown Arsenal men, for which the city 
paid, that were already in the service, besides this list? .A. Those 
men who were in the regular army, who were all three years’ men, — 
those that I got myself through this Norfolk man, we paid $100 
for. That was new enlistments; re-enlistments in the army. 

1048. @. They were in the army at the time they re-enlisted ? 
A. Yes, sir; on a short term, which would soon be out. They got 
the State bounty of $325 and $100 from the city. 

1049. @. What I remark particularly is, that these men in the 

regular army did not belong in Boston any more than anywhere 
else. If they chose to come to Boston, and adopt Boston as their 
residence, then Boston was willing to pay them $125 per man? 
A. I dare say many were obtained in that way. These two com- 
panies I obtained I only paid $100 per man for. 
— 1050. Q. Do you recollect now about the men that were brought 
from Prussia, that Colonel Cowdin referred to, who were landed on 
Gallop’s Island? Do you know the history of that transaction? 
A. Yes, sir. 

1051. @Q. These men were enlisted in the army of the United 
States? A. Yes, sir. 

1052. . After their enlistment, Mr. Mayor, do you, or do you 
not, know of the fact that these men were some of them brought 
up and credited to the quota of the City of Boston? A. Yes, sir. 
I think a large portion of them were credited to the City of Boston. 
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1053. @. Those were men brought from Prussia, landed at 
Gallop’s Island, enlisted in the United States service, and after- 
wards credited to the City of Boston? Do you recollect what 
those cost the City of Boston? A. Those men were most of them 
substitutes that the City of Boston hadn’t anything to do with, 
directly. They were got out here, confined in some place, and 
generally were used as substitutes in the wards. 

1054. @. And some of them were credited to the City of Bos- 
ton, were they not? A. Yes, sir; I dare say they were. Some of 
them represented some persons as recruits, and some as substitutes. 

1055. Q. Did you have anything to do with the payment of 
those men on the part of the city? A. No, sir. 

1056. @Q. Did you draw a warrant or check for it on behalf of 
the city? A. No, sir. 

1057. @Q. Who did? A. Those men, perhaps, were distributed 
in the different wards as substitutes. Then in transacting the 
business in that ward, the Alderman may have paid them some- 
thing. 

1058. @Q. And that Alderman was acting in behalf of the city? 
A. He was. 

1059. @. So that they actually got paid by the city? Were 
there any other class of men in the service when they were cred- 
ited? A. These men came into the service. 

1060. @. They were enlisted men, as I understand it, the same 
as the men on board the ‘* Ohio.” Do you think of any other class 
of men credited to the City of Boston that were not new enlist- 
ments at the time, not recruits proper? A. No, sir. 

1061. @. You spoke about those men, some of them, or many of 
them, put in as substitutes; wont you tell us now what was the 
cost or charge for them, if you know? A. I don’t recollect. 

1062. . Do you know whether the city paid for them in any 
cases? Where a substitute was procured, didn’t the city generally 
assume the payment? A. What, if you thought you were likely 
to be drafted; if you were liable to service? 

1063. Q. Yes, sir. A. The way we arranged that was this: 
You, or your son, inight be liable for service, and you wanted to 
obtain a substitute ; you would make your arrangements for a sub- 
stitute, but not with the city directly. 

1064. Q. Didn’t the city assume to pay what I should pay? 
A. Oh, no, sir. 
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1065. @. Any portion of it? A. They paid $125. 

1066. Q. To the extent of $125, the amount was paid by the 
city whether the man was substituted or otherwise credited? A. 
I think that was so; I may be mistaken about it. 

The CHairMAN. Could a person buy, as a substitute, a person 
already in the army? 

Mr. Tuxpury. I mean they were enlisted men previous to their 
being brought and credited to the City of Boston. They were in 
the service, but not in active service. Isn’t that so, Mr. Mayor? 
A. No, sir; it was simultaneously, I suppose. 

1067. Q. Did you so understand it? A. Yes, sir. 

1068. @. The men who enlisted in the service of the United 
States, and held at Gallop’s Island, were afterwards brought to the 
city and credited? A. 1am quite confident, Mr. Tuxbury, that that 
was not so. 


Re- Direct. 


1069. @. (By Mr. Heaty.) Wasthere a dollar paid for a man, 
to your knowledge, who was enlisted, and was mustered into the 
service prior to the thirtieth of March, 1864? A. And had not 
been credited ?- 

1070. @Q. Did the City of Boston pay a bounty to any man who 
had been enlisted and mustered into the service prior to the thirty- 
first of March, 1864? A. No, sir; I should think not. 

1071. @Q. These Rock Island men, and Watertown men, didn’t 
they enlist after the thirty-first of March? <A. Yes, sir. 

1072. Q. Here is the order: 

Ordered: That the treasurer be authorized to borrow, under 
the direction of the Committee on Finance, the sum of $200,000 ; 
the same to be appropriated for the payment, under the direction 
of His Honor the Mayor, of $125 to each volunteer enlisted and 
mustered on and after the thirtieth day of March, 1864, into the 
service of the United States, as part of the quota of the City of 
Boston, in accordance with the act of the Legislature, approved 
March 18, 1864, entitled an act to authorize towns and cities to 
raise money for recruiting purposes; and also an act in addition to 
an act approved March 28, 1864. 

Mr. Lincotn. What is that dated? 

Mr. Hearty. The thirtieth of March. That order authorized 
the payment of money. Mr. Lincoln, when did you first know 


-_ 
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that this list which Mr. Burrill had was obtained on board the re- 
ceiving ship ** Ohio”? A. Sometime after it had gone on to Wash- 
ington, I believe. 

1073. Q. (By Mr. Tuxsury.) Do you mean to say that all 
the money which was paid out by the city was for new enlistments, 
— all that was paid out at the rate of $125 per man? A. Yes, 
sir; I think I can safely say that. 

1074. Q. That all the money that was paid out for enlistments 
was paid to men who enlisted subsequent to the thirtieth of 
March? A. There was a class of expenses, such as those for 
drums, flags, etc. 

1075. Q. The city made various appropriations at different 
times — $300,000 ; $500,000, etc.— could you tell whether ail those 
appropriations were used, or expended? A. No, sir; I forget how 
much, but I think a large portion was used. Probably the next 

“year it was carried into the treasurer’s account. 

The hearing at this point was adjourned to Friday, October 1, 

1869, at 34 o’clock, P. M. 


SIXTH HEARING. 


The sixth hearing before the Committee on Claims of the City 
Council, on the petition of Charles Burrill, was held Friday, Octo- 
ber Ist, 1869. 

Present: Aldermen Talbot (Chairman), White, Baldwin. Coun- 
cilmen, Wadsworth, Jacobs, Butler, Talbot, jr., Pearson. 
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1076. @. (By Mr. Heary.) Mr. Norcross, you have been 
mentioned as one of the Aldermen associated with the Mayor in 
regard to this recruiting; that was so, was it? A. Yes, sir. 

1077. Q. Did you know something of the transactions with 
Mr. Burrill? .A. I did, some of them, sir. 
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1078. Q. Now, will you please give the committee a narrative 
of what took place, beginning at the commencement, and follow- 
ing the thing through? A. The first I knew of Mr. Burrill, sir—I 
thought then it was the first time I had ever seen him; subse- 
quently I learned that I might have known him before, — he came 
into the City Hall in Chauncy street, and passed into the Mayor’s 
room. After he had gone, the Mayor told me that a Mr. Burrill 
had been there, proposing to furnish some recruits for the City of 
Boston; and that he had furnished quite a number, I think about 
200, for Brookline. In a day or two Mr. Burrill came in again, 
and then I was there. I was called, or went into the Mayor’s 
room, and Mr. Burrill again proposed to furnish quite a large 
number of men, some two or three thousand, I think; I don’t 
remember exactly; it was thousands, I think two or three. I 
doubted his ability to furnish so many men. He said he had furnished 
200 for Brookline; that it was done through the assistance of: 
friends in Washington, men of influence; and that the same par- 
ties would assist him in furnishing men for Boston. There was 
considerable conversation about it. I asked Mr. Burrill if these 
men that he proposed to furnish had anything to do with Boston. 
He said they had nothing to do with Boston; that they were 
entirely disconnected ; and that they were parties entirely within 
his control; that he could sell them as well to the City of New 
York as he could sell them to Boston, but that he should prefer 
they should come to Massachusetts. He mentioned Rock Island, 
and some other place which I now forget, — some Western place — 
where he obtained the men for Brookline; and he proposed to 
obtain the men for Boston in the same localities. He said that 
they were men out of the rebel States. I don’t remember whether 
deserters or not; but in some way connected with the men in the 
rebel States. That was the conversation, substantially, I believe, 
while we were there. 

1079. Q. Did he say anything at this time about getting men 
who were already in the navy, who had enlisted in the navy prior 
to the twenty-fourth of February? .A. No mention was made of 
the ship *‘ Ohio,” and no mention was made of men being obtained 
that were already in the navy. There was no allusion to it in 
any way. An arrangement was finally made by the Mayor for 
these men, at $125 each, if he should produce the certificates 
that they were credited according as you see the memorandum. I 
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don’t remember that there was any other sum talked about; there 
might have been at the previous conversation with Mayor Lincoln. 
I think there was nothing we talked about except $125. Each of 
the Aldermen, at that time, was a recruiting officer in his ward, 
appointed by some military authority ; and they kept in each ward 
an open headquarters. And the wards were organized, I presume, 
the same as my own ward, with a recruiting committee of quite a 
large number, who were canvassing the ward everywhere to find 
recruits. The Mayor and Aldermen, four councilmen, and the 
police, were in correspondence with us all the time. In the eve- 
ning, the people of the ward, the young men and others, would 
congregate at the headquarters, and, in my judgment, there could 
have been no such canvassing as Mr. Burrill says he made of the 
wards for recruits, without its coming to our knowledge. I don’t 
see how it could be possible. I talked the matter over with one of 
the gentlemen of the ward, at my house, and asked his opinion. 
He said that this canvassing would have been impossible without 
its coming to our knowledge in some way. When Mr. Burrill came 
to the Mayor for him to sign the papers, I protested against it, as 
it was no part of our bargain. I never wanted him to sign or 
indorse it. I said it was no part of our bargain; we only agreed 
to receive the men when he produced the certificates that they were 
credited. But some of the other gentlemen in the Board argued 
differently, that it was only helping him carry out his enter- 
prise, and that we ought to assist him. So the papers were signed. 
My view of it was, that this was a part of the machinery to carry 
out his Rock Island men. I had no idea that he had ever been on 
board the ‘** Ohio” looking for men enlisted earlier. I supposed it 
was part of the machinery to carry out the enlistment of the men 
which he proposed to get from Rock Island. The letter from 
Mayor Lincoln I may have seen at the time. Mr. Lincoln said he 
read it to the Aldermen who were present in his room. Undoubt- 
edly I was present, but I have no knowledge of ever seeing it until 
it came out in the course of this trial, although I might have done 
so. As soon as [ had any suspicion that Mr. Burrill had been on 
board the ‘‘ Ohio,” and taken his men from that record instead of 
from the West, as he proposed, I was determined in my opposition 
to having anything to do with him; and I advised the Mayor not to 
have anything to do with him, not to make any contracts with 
him; and in fact, not to have any correspondence at all with him.

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1080. Q. Can you fix the date of that? A. I cannot fix it, sir, 
because I made no record of it. It must have been sometime, I 
think, in July, or August; I can’t tell. I should think it was soon 
after the fourth of July; still, I don’t know. I can’t fix the date 
definitely. As soon as the law of the fourth of July, 1864, was 
passed, it was then agreed with a recruiting officer by the Mayor 
that we should send him on board the ‘‘ Ohio” to get a list of the 
men that we were entitled to who had enlisted prior to the twenty- 
fourth of February, whom we had been excluded from before. And 
the Mayor told me the next day, or immediately afterwards, that he 
found that Governor Andrew had a corps of men there, and that 
he didn’t want to be interfered with; that they would copy all the 
names. Mr. Burrill came in, and wanted Judge Sanger appointed 
as agent of the city to present the list to Governor Clifford and 
Governor Andrew, who were appointed the commissioners; and I 
remember telling the Mayor that I thought he ought not to appoint 
any agent, or, as I said before, to have anything to do with him. 
So far as I know, he didn’t appoint him; I understood he didn’t; 
he said he didn’t. Mr. Lincoln told me subsequently that Mr. Bur- 
rill had been to Governor Andrew and Governor Clifford, and tried 
to present the list himself; that he was told that he could not be 
recognized as the agent of the city. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I don’t think that is the proper way to put it. 
J think it would be better to have Governor Clifford here to testify 
himself. That is a very different statement to what he made to 
us. 

Mr. Noroross. Judge Sanger called several times at the City 
Hall, and urged the presentation of this list; and he was as often 
told that we had nothing to do with Mr. Burrill; at any rate, every 
time I was there. Whenever I had any conversation, that was the 
ground I took, that we had nothing to do with Mr. Burrill in any 
way in the matter; that he did not perform what he set out to 
perform, and that we had nothing further to do with him. 

Mr. Lincoln had an interview with Governor Andrew, and Goy- 
ernor Clifford, and reported that they advised the list being used, 
as Mr. Burrill could have no legal claim upon the city for it; and 
that the interests of the city would be subserved by the list being 
presented. Then Mr. Sanger called again at the office, when the 
Mayor, Mr. Healy, Mr. Nash and myself were present, and Mr. 
Sanger urged again that this list should be presented ; and we de- 
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clined as before. Various arguments were used. We felt and we 
urged that if we did use this list, we should in some way commit 
the city ; and that it was better for the city, as things stood then, 
to take our chance on the smaller list, the Alderman’s list, as it 
was called, and we peremptorily declined to have anything to do 
with the large list. Judge Sanger urged it, and urged it very hard. 
Finally he said the city was entitled to a large share of those men ; 
that he had an interest in the matter, independent of the fact that 
he was attorney for Mr. Burrill; and finally said, if we would put 
in the list, the fact of our using the list should not prejudice the 
city. When that was said, Mr. Healy advised that we should use 
the list, and ought to use it. The Mayor, as he says, declined then. 
But after a while it was decided, and all were agreed I believe, to 
use the list. 

Mr. Healy then prepared a certificate stating that the men on 
this list ought to be credited to the City of Boston, as their portion 
of the men they were entitled to under the act of July 4, 1864. 
Mr. Lincoln took that at once to the State House, and indorsed it 
upon this list, as I understand. That was the first moment, I think, 
it had any vitality, or was of any positive use to the city. 

Mr. Burrill called soon after this, and said he wanted his pay. 
Mr. Burrill testifies that Mr. Lincoln or myself offered him $125,000 ; 
I am positive we never did in that connection. Mr. Lincoln or 
myself, in that connection, at that meeting, did not offer him any 
sum of money. He was told that the city owed him nothing, as 
he had not performed the work he undertook to do. We had no 
arrangement with Mr. Burrill, personally, about any money, in any 
way or shape, and never had; that is, after the first agreement to 
pay him money, but as to settlement, we never had. He pressed 
us very hard, either at that meeting or at some subsequent meeting, 
for a partial payment. He said to us that he had been obliged to 
hire some members of Congress to do work for him in Congress; 
that they were very pressing for their money; that that day he 
had received a letter from one of them, urging him to make a pay- 
ment. We told him that we could not consider it; that we did 
not owe him anything; that we could not treat with him at all. 
The result of the conversation was the same as previous ones. 

Very soon after this, Judge Sanger called, and he urged a pay- 
ment on account. That was declined in the same way. We stated 
to him that there was nothing performed on the contract, according 
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to the original agreement ; that he had given us no men to take us 
out of that draft; the city had protected herself in that draft and 
a subsequent one, and had spent a large sum of money already. 
And not only the city, but citizens had spent large sums of money 
for substitutes, and that we could not make any payment; that 
there had not been anything done, and we could not pay anything ; 
it always came round to that. I cannot remember the exact words, 
but it always resulted in the answer, that we could not pay anything. 
Then Judge Sanger, either then or the next time he called, offered 
fo take off, I think, some $200,000, if the balance could be paid 
him, and to make some other deductions. That also we declined. 

This thing went on some considerable time ; there were constant 
interviews; I remember these from various points which have 
impressed themselves upon my mind. ‘There was other con- 
versation that I don’t remember. About this time, there was a 
great pressure brought upon the Mayor,and many of the Aldermen 
thought we should, in some way, settle or compromise this matter. 
Well, two or three of us persisted that there was nothing to settle ; 
that we must resist it. Finally the pressure became very great ; 
the major part of the Aldermen, particularly those who knew the 
least about the details of the matter, thought we had better settle 
it up in some way. ‘Then Mr. Nash, and myself, and I think one 
other, I remember particularly Mr. Nash and myself, thought that 
it was no use to contend any longer; that the better way for us 
to do then was to acquiesce and keep the control of the thing, and 
do the best we could to get out of it. There didn’t seem any 
other way ; the majority wanted, it seemed, to get rid of it in some 
way. The result of that meeting, the result of the whole thing, 
was, the Mayor, Mr. Nash, and myself, were appointed a commit- 
tee — I don’t know whether the Mayor was on the committee ; Mr. 
Nash and myself were, and the Mayor was with us — to settle this 
matter. 

1081. @. In what way? A. As we might think judicious. 
When Mr. Sanger called again, Mr. Healy was present, and Mr. 
Healy at that time read the contract again. I remember he took 
it up and read it. Mr. Healy was absent, I think, and came home 
sometime early in September, and didn’t know very much about 
this matter before that time, without he knew it before he went 
away. I don’t know how that was. He took up this contract, 
and said: ‘** This contract reads for the quota, that means the 
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quota then existing. There could be no mistake about that.” 
That was his remark, ‘‘ This contract cannot reach any farther 
than the quota that then existed.” Judge Sanger then took it, 
and read it himself, but didn’t make any remark about it, as I sup- 
pose he would not be likely to do. We said to Judge Sanger that 
we could not make any settlement with him. He had the law he 
could resort to if he wanted to. There was a reply that it would 
place Mr. Burrill in an unpleasant position, or something of that 
kind, if he should have to go to Court. 

1082. @. Didn’t he say he had a legal claim, —one that could 
be enforced by law? A. I don’t remember that he said it in so 
many words, although I supposed he felt he could do it. I don’t 
remember that he said so in so many words. 

1083. @. Whether Judge Sanger had stated, prior to this con- 
versation, that Mr. Burrill had a claim which could be enforced 
at law? A. Mr. Sanger then desired that we should make him 
some offer, and say what we would do. After consultation with 
Mr. Healy — 

1084. @. Before you get to that, what did Judge Sanger say, 
in regard to a suit at law? About its being fair or unfair towards 
Mr. Burrill? A. As I remarked before, he said it would place 
Mr. Burrill in a rather unpleasant position to go into Court to sue 
this thing. I suppose he referred to the connection of these 
gentlemen whom I referred to in Congress, in Washington, as 
having been employed by him. He didn’t say so in so many 
words, but I judged that was what he referred to. 

After this consultation, it was agreed to make an offer, substan- 
tially as Mr. Lincoln said yesterday. First, that he might resort 
to law. That we should give the preference, that he should resort 
to law to get his pay. Thatif he did not want to do that, then 
leave the whole matter to Governor Andrew and Governor Clifford, 
who knew more about it than anybody else. If he didn’t like that, 
then we would give him $125,000. 

1085. Q. In regard to that second proposition, was anything 
said how it should be referred; any agreement how they should 
decide? A. We agreed that if he didn’t resort to law, we would 
leave it to Governor Clifford and Governor Andrew, because they 
could take all matters into consideration connected with it. 

1086. Q. What was said in connection with that part of the 
proposition? Was it not stated that if the reference was made, it 
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should be with the agreement to allow him all that he was entitled 
to, either in law, equity, or justice? -A. I understood that was 
the very object in leaving it out to Governor Andrew and Governor 
Clifford, that they were to consider the whole question ; because if 
he resorted to law, he might be cut off on some important points. 
But the commissioners were to have all these matters left to them 
for their judgment, And the third proposition was, we will give 
you $125,000. A proposition was made to substitute other names 
on the reference, but they were all declined. We said that the 
propositions must stand as they were. This state of things, offer- 
ing to pay $125,000, made me feel very uncomfortable, as I felt 
that we were offering to pay away the city’s money, when I felt my- 
self, personally, we had no right to pay, as we had received no 
consideration for it. It annoyed me exceedingly. About this 
time there was another legal gentleman appeared as the representa- 
tive of Mr. Burrill, and I had a prolonged conversation with him 
outside of City Hall, urging me to use my influence to re- 
consider this proposition, and to increase the amount. After the 
conversation, I told him that I didn’t see how we could jus- 
tify ourselves before the public if he should accept our offer 
of $125,000. I didn’t see that we were justified in paying 
the money, as I didn’t see that anything had been performed. A 
day or two after, there was a proposition came to our knowl- 
edge, which we believed was for the purpose of demoralizing 
the city government. It was of such a character that the 
Mayor and committee came at once to the conclusion that they 
could no longer leave the proposition open; that they could not do 
it with honor to themselves or regard for the interests of the city. 
As the amount involved was very large, we thought, before deciding 
upon this, it was advisable to take the advice of one of the most 
eminent men in Boston. We laid the case immediately before the 
Honorable B. R. Curtis, stating to him all the facts in the case, 
and also the occurrence which had taken place within a day or two. 
Mr. Healy had an interview with him, and came back and reported. 
that we had done wrong in making the offer; that we were not, 
faithful custodians of the city’s money; and that after the occur- 
rence which we had a knowledge of, we could not hesitate a mo- 
ment, with honor to ourselves, in withdrawing the proposition. 

On the fourteenth day of October, Mr. Healy, in a note to Judge 
Sanger, withdrew the offer, and I was relieved from a load which 
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had given me a great deal of anxiety personally. After that, the 
transactions were in Court, and are known to the public. I believe, 
gentlemen, that is a faithful and correct statement of the affair as 
far as I know it. There may be many things that would come to 
my knowledge by hearing testimony. 

1087. @. Mr. Norcross, when these three propositions were 
made, was there any expression of opinion or desire on the part of 
the city which should be accepted? A. Yes, sir; we told him 
we should prefer he should go to law. The resort to the law we 
much preferred, and we had proposed that to them before. 

1088. Q. If they rejected that, then was there any expression 
of preference which next should be taken? A. We preferred he 
should take them just in the order in which they were put to 
him, sir; and they were so urged. We had some consultation 
beforehand in regard to it, as you will remember. 

1089. @Q. Now, when this proposition was made, this third prop- 
sition, was your understanding of the facts in the case the same as it 
was subseqently? A. The facts in regard to it were developing 
constantly. After that, we heard many things, through various 
parties, in regard to it. Do you mean to ask whether I would 
have made the proposition again? 

1090. @. No; what I meant to inquire was, whether the facts 
upon which the propositions were made were afterwards changed 
in your estimation, and the estimation of your associates ; whether 
you believed at the time when these three propositions were made, 
and Mr. Burrill’s counsel was offered the choice of the three, — 
whether at that time you believed the facts of the case to be dif- 
ferent from what you afterwards believed them to be? A. We 
found out many things afterwards which satisfied and confirmed us 
in our suspicions before, that Mr. Burrill had not acted in good faith 
with the city, if I must say it. 

1091. @. When these three propositions were made, had this 
want of good faith developed itself to the same extent that it did 
afterwards? A. No, sir, I think not. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


1092. @. (By Mr. Toxpury.) Mr. Norcross, I understand 
that Mr. Lincoln consulted you in reference to the signing of the 
contract with Mr. Burrill. I understood you that he consulted 
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you, or laid the matter before you, and you approved of his making 
the arrangement for these men. A. I don’t think at the time 
he signed that contract, I saw it; I have no recollection of seeing 
it. 

1093. Q. But you knew what it was? A. Not in words, sir; 
when that contract was made, I had never seen it. I never saw it 
until the papers came out in the trial. 

1094, Q. From the time you had that conversation with Mr. 
Burrill, and Mr. Lincoln, you don’t know what passed between him 
and Mr. Lincoln, as to what contract should be made? A. I don’t 
know specially about it. 

1095. Q. When did you first learn, Mr. Norcross, the actual 
contract which was signed? A. As to the exact terms of it? 

1096. @Q. Yes, sir. .A. I don’t think I did until this dispute 
came out. I can’t say, sir, when I did. Let me see if I can’t 
recollect. It might possibly have been — I can’t tell. 

1097. @. After he returned from Washington, about the time 
the lists were being put in? A. I don’t think, then, that I saw the 
contract, sir. 

1098. Q. Until after the credits were allowed? A. My first 
impression was, I did not, —yes, I must have seen it, because we 
had it before us at that meeting, when Judge Sanger was present. 

1099. @. When did you first know the terms of the contract? 
A. I should think, then, sir; I am satisfied it was there. 

1100. @. What time was that? .A. That was when he was 
pressing the payment, sir. 

1001. Q. That was after the credits were given? A. I think 
so, sir; I have to fix it by circumstances. I don’t see any occa- 
sion for it before then. 

1102. @. Then I understand from you, Mr. Norcross, that you 
never saw the contract that was signed, and didn’t know its con- 
tents up to the time that the credits were given? A. I didn’t know 
its exact wording, sir. 

1103. @. You never saw it? A. I could not say positively 
when I did see it. It would be a mere matter of guess-work to state 
when I saw it. 

1104. Q. You don’t remember that you ever saw it up to the 
time, or until after the actual credits had been given? A. I should 
have been likely to have seen it when any controversy arose in 
regard to it. I can’t remember when I saw it. 
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1105. Q. I should like to know, in order that the committee 
may understand when you actually became aware what the contract 
was. A. I can’t say when I did see it. 

1106. Q. You have no recollection of knowing its terms until 
after the credits were given? A. Ihave no recoilection of reading 
it, but I might have seenit. I probably did know about it, because 
it was a matter of controversy, and I should not have been likely 
to have taken any part in the controversy unless I knew what the 
contract was about. 

1107. @. But you have no recollection of seeing the contract 
or knowing its contents? Have you any recollection, or have you 
not? A. I can’t say anything about it, because I have no way of 
fixing in my mind when I did see it. 

1108. @Q. Did Mr. Lincoln consult with you as to the propriety 
— I understand you to say he did—of signing the list which Mr. 
Burrill presented, and the letter crediting him to Washington? 
Did he or did he not consult you in regard to that? A. I don’t 
know about the consultation ; he showed me the list, and I at once 
made a remark, probably — 

1109. @. He did show you the list? A. I presume so, sir. 

1110. @. Did he also show you the letter that he gave to Mr. 
Burrill, to the Provost Marshal? A. I have no recollection of 
seeing that letter until it came out subsequently. 

1111. Q. Did you know Mr. Lincoln gave him such a letter? 
A. Ihave no recollection of it until the letter came out. 

1112. @. When did you first learn of that letter which Mr. 
Lincoln gave Mr. Burrill to Washington? A. Well, sir, I should 
think that whenever this matter came up in controversy, very likely 
this letter appeared. I can’t quite fix the time. 

1113. Q. Do you recollect when you first saw, at what stage 
of the proceedings you first knew, of the letter that Mr. Lincoln 
gave Mr. Burrill? -A. Well, sir, I have no means of fixing that in 
my mind. 

1114. @. Was it before or after the credits were allowed? A. 
I have no knowledge. If I knew, I would tell you with the great- 
est p!easure. My own impression is, that whenever there was a 
controversy, these papers probably made their appearance. When 
that controversy was, I can’t fix. I should presume it was after 
the credits were allowed. 

1115. Q. According to your best recollection, you never saw 
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the letter, and didn’t know its contents until after the credits 
were given? A. I don’t remember distinctly, although Mr. Lin- 
coln testified yesterday that he read it to the Aldermen. I think 
very probably I was present, and heard it, if it was so. 

1116. Q. I only want to get it right. I ask your recollection 
in regard to it, whether it was before or after the actual credits 
were given that the fact that Mr. Lincoln gave Mr. Burrill a letter 
to Washington was known to you? A. My impression is, that it 
came up afterwards, when the claim was made; still, I can’t say 
that I didn’t see it before. I have no recollection as to the exact 
date. 

1117. @Q. As to the list that Mr. Lincoln signed, I understand 
you to say that you :lid see that? -A. I saw the list; yes, sir. 

1118. @. Were you present and knowing to the certificate of 
Mr. Lincoln upon that list? .A. I think not, sir. 

1119. @. Did you ever know the fact that the Mayor put his 
certificate on that list? .A. I could not say about that, sir, I very 
likely saw all the papers there ; I saw the list, and if I saw the list, 
very likely I saw the certificate. I considered it then a part of the 
machinery to get these men. 

1126. @. You saw the list, and you now think you did see, must 
have seen, the certificate? .A. No, I say very likely I might have 
seen it; I have no recollection about it. I can’t say when I do re- 
member seeing the list. 

1121. Q. I wish you would call all the circumstances to mind, 
because it is important to know that fact, so far as you are con- 
cerned. I want to get at the right of this matter. and it is material 
I should know what your recollection of it is? A. Each of the 
Aldermen had his own matters of recruiting to do for his ward; I 
was chairman of the executive committee; signed drafts, and had 
a great deal to do with matters connected with recruiting generally, 
in the different wards. This was rather a matter in Mr. Lincoln’s 
charge,and therefore the details I did not trouble myself with much. 

1122. Q. As a matter of fact, you wont be certain that you 
saw the certificate, or knew that the Mayor’s certificate was on that 
list? .A. I knew he was requested to sign it, or do something 
about it, and that I protested against, because I said we had noth- 
ing to do with the matter. 7 

1123. Q. I understand you that other Aldermen thought dif- 
ferently. You protested against it; but other Aldermen thought 
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differently? A. Yes, sir. They thought and demanded that we 
should render all the aid we could in getting these men. 

1124. Q. They thought differently; now, I want to know if 
you knew that Mr. Lincoln signed the certificate upon that list at 
all? A. Well, sir, I didn’t know it only as a matter of public 
notoriety. I said I didn’t see it, to the best of my recollection. I 
did talk with him, but not particularly about the certificate, that I 
know of, or the form of it. 

1125. @. You did see the list? A. Yes, sir. 

1126. @. Did you know what the list was? A. It was a list 
of the men that Mr. Burrill proposed to get for the city, I supposed. 

1127. Q. Dil you read the head of the list? 4. I can’t say 
that I did; I only remember the fact that I saw the list. 

1128. @. Who showed you the list? -A. The Mayor, undoubt- 
edly. I know I had the impression from the beginning that the 
list was part and parcel of the method by which he was to get the 
men he proposed to get originally. 

1129. Q. The fact is what I am now after. There was a list, 
you know, which was presented to the Mayor for certain signa- 
tures, etc. You saw the list. My present inquiry is, do you know 
what that list was; what class of men were borne upon it? A. 
Well, I can only tell you, as I have said before, my impression 
was, my view of it was—and I had no other — that those were 
the men he proposed to get for us originally. 

1130. @. Had you any thought about it; did you look to it 
and see what it was? Did Mr. Lincoln tell you what the list con- 
tained, what it was about? A. I can’t remember the exact con- 
versation, only that I saw the list, and I supposed it was for the 
very purpose that I testified. 

1131. @Q. All you know about the matter is, that the list came 
under your observation? A. Yes, sir. 

1132. @. You do not know of your own knowledge what class 
of men were contained upon it, what the list was of? A. I only 
know what the impression was upon my mind. 

1133. @Q. Did you know or did you not know what class of 
men were contained on that list? A. I knew it only so far as I 
had that opinion, that impression, that they were men who came 
from Rock Island. 

1134. @. Where did you get that impression? A. I supposed 
it was carrying out the original contract. 
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1135. Q. Asa matter of fact, you didn’t read the list, or see 
what it was? .A. I very likely looked at it; how far I examined 
it, I can’t say. 

1136. @. Did you look at the heading? A. I very likely 
did. 

1137. Q. You didn’t know whether it contained a list of citizens 
in Ward 4, or in‘Ohio? A. So far as I looked, I didn’t know any 
of them. 

1138. @. You didn’t know what class of men that list was of, 
whether it was a list of men in the army or in the navy, or men 
that were simply citizens of Boston, or anything of the kind? 
From anything you yourself saw, you did not know what class of 
men was on it? A. I didn’t know positively about the men, sir, 
who they were. 

1139. @. Did anybody tell you what class of men they were? 
A. I have told you, sir, already ail I know about the list. 

1140. Q. Then I should understand it, that of your own knowl- 
edge, Mr. Norcross, you didn’t know the kind of men that was 
upon the list which was presented? That is, you had an impres- 
sion you didn’t know? You didn’t make such an examination 
that you knew what it was? Is that so? A. Well, sir, I have 
told you all I know about the list. 

1141. @. Did you know, Mr. Alderman, as to the number of 
men upon that list? -A. Well, my impression is, there is said to 
be six thousand. ; 

1142. @Q. Did you know that at the time it was shown you? 
A. I presume I did. 

1143. @Q. Did you object to the number? A. I presume not; 
I have no recollection of doing so. 

1144. Q. I suppose, as a matter of fact, that this ren what- 
ever it was, was pretty much carried through by Mr. Lincoln, was 
it not? A. I don’t know about that; we had considerable to do 
with it. I had more to do about it after I was suspicious that all 
was not right than I did before. 

1145. The Cuarrman. I was going to ask you, Mr. Norcross, 
was it before or after you were refused by Governor Andrew the 
privilege of copying the ‘‘ Ohio’s” list? -A. My knowledge of the 
list was sometime before that. This list was presented or brought 
in by Mr. Burrill about the time of this letter, I suppose. 

1146. The Cuairman. Did you know that this list was copied 
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from the ‘* Ohio’s” books at the time you saw it? A. Oh, no, 
sir, I didn’t know that. 

1147. Mr. Tuxsury. Do you know it now, sir? A. I have 
every reason to suppose so, because every name on that list was 
found among the twelve thousand or more that Governor Andrew 
copied. 

1148. @. You have no knowledge yourself that it is so? A. I 
have examined the list several times since that time. 

1149. Q. You never compared it with the large list? A. No, 
sir, I only know what was notorious. 

1150. @Q. When did you first become aware, or have suspicion, 
that Mr. Burrill was not acting in good faith? A. That is a thing 
I have been trying to fix in my own mind since this thing has been 
going on. I can’t fix the exact time when it was. 

1151. @Q. Did you know, as a matter of fact, that Mr. Burrill 
was in Washington, trying to get credits for the City of Boston? 
A. I never knew it of my own knowledge. 

1152. @. Were you told so by anybody, Mr. Lincoln, or Mr. 
Nash? A. I think Mr. Lincoln or Mr. Burrill himself very likely 
told me so. I suppose I heard so. I can’t say whotold me. I 
think very likely Mr. Burrill himself told me. 

1153. @. Wasn’t it a matter of general notoriety among mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen that you had an agent in Washing- 
ton endeavoring to get credits for the City of Boston? A. Yes, 
sir; Mr. Damrell and Mr. Wells were there as our agents; never 
Mr. Burrill; not as the agent of the City of Boston. 

1154. @. Never on behalf of the City of Boston? A. He never 
was sent out as the agent of the City of Boston to my knowledge. 

1155. @. Do you know this letter, sir? [Presenting Ve File 
I do know the letter, sir. 

1156. Q. This letter says he mite Washington in behalf of the 
City of Boston. Is that true or not? A. I think not, sir. 

1157. Q. You differ from Mr. Lincoln’s statement. A. Mr. 
Lincoln was not aware at the time what he was signing. He would 
not have signed it if he had considered, and knew what was going 
on. He did not give it proper consideration. 

1158. @. You don’t deny but what he did sign it? -A. Oh, no, 
sir; I don’t deny that. 

1159. Q. I want to get at the fact, as near as you can tell us 
from anything that happened, when you thought Mr. Burrill was 
not acting in good faith? A. I can’t fix it. I have made some 
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inquiries, but I could not find out exactly when that was. This 
was a good many years ago, and I can remember only the main 
facts. 

1160. @. Did you see Mr. Burrill after his return from Wash- 
ington, after taking this letter to Washington? A. I saw bim a 
great many times in the Mayor’s room; I don’t remember distinctly 
about that, sir. 

1161. Q. Up to the time the controversy arose about presenting 
the two lists, after his return to Boston, did you see him? A. We 
saw Mr. Burrill for a time; then he left us and did not appear at the 
City Hall. His intercourse was carried on pretty much through 
his attorney, Mr. Sanger, and afterwards through a great many 
gentlemen. 

1162. Q. Now, sir, as to Mr. Sanger. I understand you that 
Mr. Sanger did say the city should not be prejudiced by adopting 
that list? A. He did, and not until he said that was there any 
disposition on my part to use the list. 

1163. @. Who was present when that statement was made? 
A, Mr. Healy, Mr. Lincoln, Mr. Nash and myself ; I think nobody 
else. 

1164. @. You, yourself, thought, at that time, that it would 
prejudice the city? A. I was afraid by using it we should commit 
the city in some way. 

1165. @. Was your feeling communicated to the Board of 
Aldermen when you had that consultation? A. I can’t say: about 
that, sir. 

1166. @. You say you consulted with other members, and they 

thought differently? A. I said that other members thought differ- 
ently in regard to Mr. Lincoln’s signing the papers in the first 
place. 
1167. Q. Wasn’t it so in regard to adopting this list of Mr. 
Burrill’s? -A. I don’t think we had any meeting. I can’t say; I 
don’t think we had; I have no recollection of it. I know the thing 
was decided in the Mayor’s room, with the gentlemen present whom 
I have named to you. 

1168. Q. Was there not, at that time, Mr. Norcross, great anx- 
lety felt as to the draft then impending? A. Undoubtedly there 
was great anxiety felt by all to fill up our quota. 

1169. @. You were desirous of procuring all the men you could 
fairly, l presume? .A. Every gentleman desired to do that. 
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1170. @. You was not particular whether those men were then 
called for, or whether you were making preparation for future 
calls? A. I can’t say what, at that particular moment, my view 
was. ‘That would change somewhat with the condition of things. 

1171. Q. But the habit of procuring credits was to get all you 
could, so as to prepare for future emergencies? A. It had been 
before that ; whether it was at that particular time, I could not tell. 
We were getting nearer through the war at that time. 

1172. Q. The wards were getting ahead of actual calls, were 
they not? .A. Sometimes they did. That was a fact during a 
portion of the war; how long it was extended, I don’t know. 

1173. Q. Have you not the state of facts at that time? .A. We 
were only about 600 short in May. 

1174. @. In September? A. In September we were more than 
that. I don’t remember the number. I think it would have been 
natural to have felt like preparing for future calls. 

1175. @. Now, on this question of quota, Mr. Norcross, you 
stated that Mr. Healy first suggested that point that the men 
applied to the men then called for. Was that the first time you 
ever heard that? .A. That was the first time I ever heard that 
comment. 

1176. @. You mentioned another gentleman who appeared here 
with a proposition of some kind; who was that? A. Peleg W. 
Chandler. 

1177. Q. What proposition did he make? A. He-didn’t make 
any proposition. He appeared as the agent of Mr. Burrill, to ne- 
gotiate this matter. After we had made the propositions, he then 
appeared as the agent or attorney of Mr. Burrill, whatever you 
might term it. He had a long conversation with me trying to in- 
duce me to advance the amount in the proposition, or use my influ- 
ence to do so. 

1178. @. Do you mean to say that he made such a proposition, 
or any such movement, as led this Board of Aldermen to change 
their minds? A. No, sir, I do not. 

1179. @. Did Mr. Burrill, himself, make any such ian 
A. No, sir, not personally. 

1180. Q. Now, Mr. Alderman, I don’t wish to ask can what 
you did know; I make the supposition: Suppose that Mr. Burrill 
was sent to Washington with an accredited letter from the Mayor 
of the city to the Provost Marshal-General, requesting that these 
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six thousand men or thereabouts, who had enlisted in the naval 
service prior to the twenty-fourth of February, should be credited 
to the City of Boston. Suppose he were to visit Washington with 
that letter, as the agent of Boston, would you then feel that he 
should not have been paid anything for his services? A. That 
would depend upon a great variety of circumstances. 

1181. Q. Under any circumstances, assuming my proposition 
to be correct, if Mr. Burrill visited Washington, accredited as the 
agent of the City of Boston, with a letter requesting the Provost 
Marshal-General to credit to the City of Boston, in the vicinity of 
six thousand men who had enlisted in the navy, if he was sent there 
for that purpose, would you, if you knew that fact to be true, think 
that Mr. Burrill ought not to be paid anything for his services? A. 
I shall have to answer you with another supposition ; if that letter 
was obtained through fraud and deception, he ought not to be paid, 

1182. Q. If he had visited Washington in good faith, as the 
agent of the City of Boston? A. If he was the agent of the City 
of Boston, and was there properly, of course his papers would 
speak for themselves. 

1183. @. Then the only reason, I gather from your testimony, 
why you think Mr. Burrill should not have been paid, why you did 
think he should not be paid, was because he was not, in fact, the 
agent of the City of Boston. A. I never thought himso; I never 
looked on him as the agent of the City of Boston. 

1184. Q.'I ask you if the reason why you thought Mr. Burrill 
should not be paid was because you did not consider him the 
agent of the City of Boston? -A. That is only one among various 
reasons. 

1185. @. What other reason had you? A. He didn’t carry out 
the contract in good faith. He had not done what he professed he 
was going to do. 

1186. @. In what respect, Mr. Alderman, did not Mr. Burrill 
carry out the request of the Mayor when he sent him to Washing- 
ton? A. I don’t know anything about sending him to Washington, 
sir. 

1187.: Q. These letters speak for themselves. Do you know, 
then, from the time the Mayor gave him that letter to Washington, 
do you know of any particular wherein Mr. Burrill did not act for 
the City of Boston, in their behalf, in good faith? A. I don’t know 
anything about Mr. Burrill’s transactions, sir, in Washington. 
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1188. Q. I ask the question if you know of any way, in any 
respect, in which Mr. Burrill did not act for the interests of the 
City of Boston from the time he had the letter to Washington, such 

-asit was? A. Well, sir, I don’t know any act that he performed ; 
I don’t know what he did do. 

1189. @. Do you know anything that he did not do, any omis- 
sion on his part that showed he was not acting in good faith? A. 
I don’t know as he went there as the agent of Boston; I don’t 
know what he did or did not do. 

1190. @. That was the fact, you didn’t know he went there as 
the agent of the city? A. I didn’t know he went there as the 
agent of the city. ; 

1191. Q. I understand that if you had known he went there as 
the agent of the city, you have not said anything why he should 
not be paid properly for it. Now, sir, did Mr. Burrill give any 
reasons why he did not wish to accept the proposition of reference, 
or his counsel? A. I don’t remember, sir, particularly, about that. 

1192. Q. What name did he propose to substitute, you say he 
suggested several? A. Iremember tlie name of General Schouler. 

1193. Q. He did, then, offer to substitute General Schouler? In 
the place of which one of the commissioners? A. I could not say, 
I think it was in the place of Governor Andrew. That was one of 
the names it was proposed to put on the referees. 

1194. @. Did you hear the reason why Mr. Burrill did not ac- 
cept the third proposition of $125,000? A. I don’t remember of 
having any conversation with him about it. 

1195. Q. Did you ever hear Mr. Burrill say, during that series 
of interviews, that it would not begin to repay him his expenses, 
or words to that effect? A. I don’t remember any particular con- 
versations with him. J remember that he had promised large sums. 
I didn’t so much understand that he had paid as that he had prom- 
ised. That is what he wanted a payment on account for. 

1196. @Q. Then you did hear him say something about it? A. 
Yes, sir; he said he promised these members of Congress who had 
assisted him, sums of money and they were pressing him for pay- 
ment. 

1197. Q. Did Mr. Burrill state members of Congress? 4. Yes, 
sir. 

1198. Q. That he wanted it to pay members of Congress? A. 
Yes, sir.

1199. @Q. Did he state who they were? A. I can’t remember 
that he said to me who they were. I don’t know that he said to 
me, though it was afterwards told to me in conversation, and some 
names were mentioned. 

Mr. Tuxspury. <A great deal has been said in relation to this 
matter that we don’t undertake to father. 

Witness. There was a great deal of conversation going on from 
time to time. I can’t remember exactly when you ask me if Mr. 
Burrill gave me the names. I have no doubt I was present when 
he named them. 

1200. Q@. Do you remember about other expenses? A. I don’t 
remember particularly. | 

1201. Q. Do you think that they were confined to members of 
Congress? A. Very likely he told me he had other large expenses, 
but that is one of the things that would rest on my mind; that is 
a peculiar remark, and I should remember it. As to his other 
expenses, I think he might have claimed that he had large expenses 
and enumerated them, still I can’t say about that. 

1202. Q. During all these proceedings you never heard about 
Mr. Burrill being engaged in obtaining naval credits, up to the 
time the controversy arose about the list? A. Those men he was 
to get out West were to go into the naval service, but not naval 
credits. I had no idea that he was getting naval credits here on 
the “Ohio” of those who enlisted prior to the 24th of February. 
I had no idea of it; and when I did have that suspicion, I was 
opposed to any farther correspondence with him. 

1203. Q. You could not have‘read the heading of that list, 
then? .A. It was on my mind that those men were to be located 
somewhere, that they were to choose their own location. I thought 
this was the form of getting those men through, and getting them 
credited to the City of Boston. 

1204. Q. Your mind ran on Western men? A. Yes, sir; 
nothing else. 

1205. Q. How did you suppose it was possible for Mr. Burrill 
to make men who were actual residents of the West and South 
residents of Boston? A. I supposed the men could say where 
they would elect. Every foreigner, I supposed, had a right to say 
where he would locate himself, and I think every man did that in 
recruiting. 

1206. Q. You didn’t see any wrong in that, in men’s declaring 
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their residence? You didn’t see any impropriety in a man declar-. 
ing that he wished to become a citizen of Boston, with a view to 
being credited to Boston? A. I have no doubt that many foreign- 
ers did so. | 

1207. Q. I would ask if you know of any effort made by any 
citizen of the City of Boston to show that those men on that list 
finally credited to Boston actually belonged in Boston, except Mr. 
Burrill? A. I coultl not say anything about that. 

1208. @. Do you know of any other person making any effort. . 
to convert those men into citizens of Boston except Mr. Burrill? 
A. I don’t know that Mr. Burrill did. 

1209. Q. Do you know anybody that did? A. I know the 
Mayor presented the list at the State House; there it was exam- . 
ined, and they decided to allow us pretty much all the names 
on it. 

1210. Didn’t you know, at that time, that the list of men as it 
came from on board the ‘* Ohio” did not declare the residences of 
these men to be in Boston? A. They enlisted from Boston, and I . 
believe the rule adopted by the commissioners at the State House 
was, where a person enlisted from a town or city, unless some other 
place claimed him, that town or city was entitled to that man 
I know in the division, they gave us the’men on this list, and gave - 
us 1,100 more as a fair proportion of the men that were on board 
the ** Ohio.” . ae 

1211. @Q. Do you know of that fact? A. I know it from seeing 
the minutes. 

1212. @Q. I believe it is not true as a matter of fact. A. I. 
don’t say I know it. I only know it by those persons stating it to. 
me whom I know as authority. I think I had it from Mr., Bugbee. 

1213. @Q. You don’t know from the commissioners themselves ? 
A. No, sir; not from the commissioners themselves. 

1214. Q. Nor from any man employed in the office of the Ad 
jutant-General? A. I don’t know that I did. | 

Mr. Hearty. I would ask whether either of the commissioners 
testified to that on trial. : 

Mr. Tuxsury. I have looked over the testimony, and it is not 
there as I can see. 

Mr. Norcross. I am confident we got a number of men, oe think 
it was 1,100, or in that vicinity. We got them afterwards, when 
men were divided throughout the State. 
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1215. Q. You got Mr. Burrill’s list through? A. I have an 
impression we did not get the whole of that through. 

1216. Q. Did the commissioners tell you so? A. The com- 
missioners did not tell me so; but my impression is, we did not get 
the whole of it. 

1217. Q. Your impression is, that the list that Mr. Burrill left 
before the commissioners did not get through? A. The one the 
Mayor presented, I mean. 

1218. @. You knew Mr. Burrill had a list antag of some kind ; 
the one you had the conversations about? A. The list which the 
Mayor presented, which I presume is the same list, I believe we 
did not get the whole of that. I have been told we didn’t; that is 
all I know. I didn’t examine it myself. I have got some little 
minutes. The number was 5,200 and something that we got on 
that list. That is a matter I wont say positively about, because I 
don’t know. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I know it is not so. 

Mr. Norcross. Those are facts that can be ascertained, I sup- 
pose. 

1219. Mr. Tuxspury. You don’t know anything about it? A. 
Not personally, of course. I don’t know; but I can’t be mistaken 
that we got some men afterwards besides what the Mayor claimed. 
We got another lot of men. 

1220. Q. That was subsequent to this list? -4. Immediately 
after, in the division. 

1221. Q. Wasn’t the list that was called the Burrill list actually 
passed upon at the State House? A. Very likely it was, sir; that 
was taken, so many were allowed us on that list, and so many be- 
sides. 

1222. Q. Wasn’t that list, as it was prepared;by Mr. Burrill, 
submitted to the commissioners at the State House, and passed 
through precisely as he had prepared it? -A. When you say it was 
Mr. Burrill’s list, I say it was the Mayor’s list and not Mr. Bur- 
rill’s list, because Mr. Burrill’s list was not presented, was not 
used, until Mr. Burrill’s agent had withdrawn all objection. Then 
~ we used it as the Mayor’s list. When you call it Mr. Burrill’s list, 
I must call it the Mayor’s list. 

1223. @. You don’t mean to say but what the list which you 
had this controversy about, which you talked with other Aldermen 
about adopting, the one which Mr. Sanger came and urged you to 
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adopt, the one all this conversation was about, — you don’t mean 
to say that that was not presented? A. I don’t mean to say that 
it was not presented. 

1224. Q. I speak of it as Mr. Burrill’s list, because he prepared 
it. A. I speak of it as the Mayor’s list, because he used it. 

1225. Q. You say the Mayor presented it as the City of Bos- 
ton’s list? -A. He presented that as the City of Boston’s list. 

1226. Q. As a matter of fact, he made no changes in it; that 
the identical list was presented; that it was not even re-copied ; 
the identical list which Mr. Burrill left there with the commission- 
ers was the list which the commissioners passed, and which Mr. 
Lincoln finally presented as the city’s list? -A. When the agent 
of Mr. Burrill said we could use that list, and that it should not 
prejudice the city if we did use it, then the certificate was put 
upon it by the City Solicitor, saying that the men on that list 
ought to be credited to the City of Boston. 

1227. @. Where did he get that list to make that certificate ; 
A. The Mayor copied it on to the list, I suppose, at the State 
House. 

1228. Q. He put it on to this list which Mr. Burrill had pre- 
pared? A. I presume so; he claimed it as such. 

1229. Q. Then the commissioners allowed that list just as it 
was? A. As the list of the Mayor of the City of Boston. 

1230. @. Now, I ask you whether anybody, except Mr. Burrill, 
did anything towards proving that those men on that list were cit- 
izens of Boston? A. Not knowing, I can’t say, sir. 

_ 1231. @Q. Do you know what he did towards proving that fact ? 
A. Mr. Burrill? 

1232. Q. Yes, sir. -A. No, sir, I don’t know. 

1233. Q. Time is a little material here, Mr. Alderman; when 
did you have that last consultation about putting in this list which 
Mr. Burrill had prepared? A. The men I believe were credited on 
the fifth of September; I think it was on the third or fourth of Sep- 
tember ; it was within a day or two of the time they were credited. 

1234. Q. That was the last time you had in the Board any con- 
sultation about it? A. I think if my memory serves me, it was 
the third or fourth of September. 

1235. %. Were you or not with the Mayor in consultation with 
other Aldermen on the very day that the list was presented? A. 
That was the very day. It was presented immediately ; or rather 
Mr. Lincoln went immediately to the State House. 
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1236. Q. I believe that list was finally adopted on the fifth of 
September? It was on the date of the adoption of the list? A. 
Yes, sir. 

1237. Q. Then from that last consultation, this list, which had 
been prepared by Mr. Burrill, was subscribed to as the city list, - 
and put in? A. This list which Judge Sanger represented as be- 
longing to him. 


Re-Drirecr. 


1238. Q. (By Mr. Heaty.) Mr. Norcross, do you remember 
the order of the City Council, under which the committee acted in 
paying for recruits? Q.. Well, sir, it is so long since that I can’t 
call to mind the details of it. (An order was here shown to Mr. 
Norcross.) I voted for it, I see here, sir, so I presume I knew 
about it. 

1239. Q. You stated that you were chairman of that recruiting 
committee? A. Yes, sir. 

1240. Q@. As chairman, what did you have to do with the 
finances, with paying the men, or paying for the men? A. I fur- 
nished the money. Whenever Aldermen wanted money, they had 
to make an application to the finance committee, and then I gave 
a check, if I remember rightly the detail of it. Then they paid 
these recruits, and returned their accounts. 

1241. Q. Who settled the various accounts of the various Al- 
dermen? A. I think I did always, sir. ‘They settled their 
accounts with me. . 

1242. Q. Now, I want to know whether any money was paid for * 
recruits who enlisted and were mustered into the service prior to 
the 31st of March, 1864? A. No, sir; there was not to my 
knowledge. 


Re-Cross-EXAMINATION. 


1243. @. (By Mr. Tuxpury.) Do you recollect about those 
men at the Watertown Arsenal? A. Do I recollect the details 
about it, sir? 

1244. @. Did you draw your warrant to pay them? A. I can’t 
tell, sir. 

1245. @. Do you know about these Rock Island prisoners? 
A. I only heard about it; I don’t know particularly about it. 
That is, if they came through in the regular order of things, I un- 
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doubtedly gave my check for them. I don’t remember the detail. 

1246. @. Was it during your administration, or that of Mr. 
Lincoln, when those men on Gallop’s Island were brought into the 
service of the city? A. I believe it was while I was there, sir. 

1247. Q. Will you explain to this committee what was the 
order of proceeding in order to get these men into the service? 
Who imported, who brought them here? A. They were some 
parties in the city. I can’t give their names. 

1248. @Q. Was it the city, or any party acting in behalf of the 
city? A. I think not. 

1249. @. Do you know who it was? A. I should say Mr. 
Ross had something to do with it; I may be mistaken in that. I 
believe the process was this: The men were brought there, and 
penned up, and dealt out as they could find people to buy them for 
substitutes. And that is the way they got paid back their ex- 
penses. I think that was the process, sir. 

1250. @. Did you know about these men being put in as sub- 
stitutes in the city? A. I know people very often got substitutes. 
I can’t remember particularly about the men that got them. I 
know when they did get substitutes, we paid $125 when they pro- 
duced the right certificates that the parties they put in as substi- 
tutes had been credited. 

1251. @ What became of the money that was paid to substi- 
tutes? A. I don’t know about that. 

1252. @. Did you take any part in having those men put in as 
substitutes? A. No, sir. 

1253. @. Did any member of your committee? A. I rather 
think that was done outside of the city entirely. 

1254. . Did any of the various members of the Board of Al- 
dermen take part in that? .A. Not as a part of the city, to my. 
knowledge; they might for their friends. I don’t know any par- 
ticular case. 

1255. @. What was the price of substitutes at the time? A. 
It varied constantly ; I could not tell. 

1256. Q. What was the range? A. I should think it ran from 
two, up to three, four, or five hundred dollars. 

1257. Did the city pay that four or five hundred dollars? A. 
Oh, no; the city only paid $125. 

1258. @. Whoto? A. We paid it to persons who were liable 
to duty, and furnished substitutes. I take it that a great many of 
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these substitutes were put in by men not drafted, who wished to 
provide for future contingencies. 

1259. @Q. I wish to ask if the money paid for substitutes came 
out of the city treasury? -A. We had nothing to do with it, sir. 

1260. Q. Was the money paid to the men at Gallop’s Island 
by drafted individuals, or was it paid into the city treasury? A. 
We had nothing to do with it, sir. 

1261. @. Do you know of its being paid to any member of your 
Board of Aldermen? A. No, sir, I presume it was not, sir. 

1262. Q. You don’t know that it was? A. No, sir; I don’t 
know that it was, I presume it was not. I don’t know about 
that. 

1268. @Q. Did you, yourself, visit Major Clarke’s office in regard 
to settling the accounts of these Gallop’s Island men, and getting 
them credited? A. I should think not, sir; I have no recollection 
about it at afl; I should think not. If anything came up which 
made it necessary for me to go there, I did go there. I don’t see 
what occasion there was for that, though. 

1264. @. I understand you to say that the city, as such, had 
nothing to do with the importation of those men? A. No, sir. 

1265. Q. And paid no portion of the expenses? A. No, sir. 

1266. Q. And received no portion of the profits? A. No, sir; 
not to my knowledge. 

1267. @. Were you knowing during your administration of 
men from the veteran reserve corps, and men from the veteran 
army being credited to Boston? A. That is a matter of detail that 
I don’t remember, sir. 

1268. @. You don’t know that the city paid $125 a man to 
have them credited to the City of Boston? A. No, sir, I do not; 
I have no recollection of it. 

1269. Mr. Heary. In regard to this matter of Mr. Burrill’s 
claim about these men being allowed, while this discussion was 
going on, was anything talked with Judge Sanger about the effect 
the passage of this act of the fourth of July would have upon Mr. 
Burrill’s claim? A. I don’t know as I understand exactly what 
you mean. The feeling was, that the act of the fourth of July 
gave us the men, and they were ours by law. That we were enti- 
tled to them without anybody’s assistance. We never asked his 
assistance in regard to the men on board the ‘* Ohio.” 

1270. Mr. Tuxspury. That was the feeling, you say? A.

That the law of the fourth of July gave us the men, and that we 
were entitled to them. 

1271. . Do you know that the law required that they should 
be citizens of Boston before it gave them to you? A. I don’t 
know the fact now; you say itis so. Whether it was so or not, 
we supposed we were entitled to all the men that enlisted in Boston, 
and we went there to get a list. 
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1272. Q. (By Mr. Heaty.) You was Alderman in 1864? A. 
Yes, sir. 

1273. @. The associate of Mr. Norcross as advisory committee 
with the Mayor on this matter of recruiting? A. Yes, sir. 

1274. @. Did you know Mr. Burrill? A. Yes, sir. 

1275. Q. Now, if you will state to the committee what you 
knew of this thing from the beginning, I will be obliged to you. A. 
From the beginning to the end of this matter, I had not so much 
to do with it as Alderman Norcross. The first knowledge I had 
of Mr. Burrill was sometime in the month of May. He came into 
the City Hall, and passed into the Mayor’s room. Subsequently 
the Mayor told me Mr. Burrill, a Mr. Burrill, had been to see him 
in regard to furnishing recruits on the quota of Boston. Ianswered 
that I knew him very well; he was from Brookline. He stated 
that he proposed to furnish men to Boston, as he had done to the 
town of Brookline. 

1276. @. Was this what the Mayor said? A. This was what 
he stated to me the first time after seeing Mr. Burrill, that he pro- 
posed to furnish men as he had done in the town of Brookline. 
This was the commencement of the calls of Mr. Burrill upon Mr. 
Lincoln. No transactions had taken place on the part of the Al- 
dermen, then. ‘This was the preliminary part of it, and naturally 
led the Mayor to speak to me in regard to it. 

1277. Q. Mr. Tuxsury. Mr. Lincoln has been on the stand, 
and narrated what Mr. Burrill’s connection with it was. What 
Mr. Burrill said when you saw him would be material. A. I am 

25 
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not aware that I met Mr. Burrill personally on the committee at 
any time. I don’t recollect that I ever met him in the Mayor’s 
room at any time. When he went into the Mayor’s room at any 
time, if I was there, he appeared to avoid me. He passed in, and 
had no conversation with me. 

1278. Q. Mr. Hearty. Mr. Nash, what was the first you heard 
from Mr. Burrill, or anybody who represented Mr. Burrill as his 
counsel? .A. The first I heard anything from Mr.’ Burrill was 
from Judge Sanger, who appeared as his counsel, and at that 
time — 

1279. @. Can you fix about what time that was? A. I think 
it was about July 4th; it was after July 4th, sometime, that Mr. 
Burrill requested of the Mayor that Judge Sanger be made the 
agent of the city. That is the first I recollect of Judge Sanger’s 
being brought into the case. Sometime in July, after the Fourth 
of July. 

1280. Q. What was done and said then? 

Mr. Tuxsury. What have you there, Mr. Nash? A. Only a 
memorandum of dates. At this time, when that was proposed, 
Mr. Norcross said in committee that he should object to 
recognizing Judge Sanger as the agent of Mr. Burrill in any form. 
That is, Mr. Burrill proposed that Judge Sanger should act as the 
agent of the city in putting in a claim for these men. 

1281. Q. (By Mr. Heaty.) What did Mr. Norcross object to? 
Not to Judge Sanger’s appearing as the representative of Mr. Bur-’ 
rill? A. Not to his appearing there. He objected to his appearing 
in any form as the agent of the city. It was about that time that 
he had come to us with the men that Mr. Burrill had proposed to 
enlist as a portion of the quota of the city. He had come to us 
with a list of the men he had proposed to furnish, but the places 
from which they were coming were not any of them the places — 
Rock Island or the other places—from which he stated he was 
going to draw them ; but that there was another course being pursued 
which led the committee to doubt whether that was a straight course 
in regard to the matter. From that point, the committee acted with 
a good deal of caution, having a suspicion that some things were 
wrong. It was May 31st, when Mayor Lincoln signed the agree- 
ment to take all the men that Mr. Burrill could place on the quota, 
certified to by the proper authority. It was understood by all the 
Board of Aldermen that this number of men were to be full men, 
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three years’ men mustered into the service. We were to pay him 
$125 for each man mustered into the service, — a full man, a three 
years’ man; that was the understanding. That was what all sup- 
posed at the time that Mr. Burrill proposed to furnish these men. 
All these transactions, as the committee know, took place between 
then and September. ‘Things developed themselves in the form 
which has been stated by Alderman Norcross, and there was this 
list of six thousand names brought forward by Mr. Burrill; and 
the Mayor and the committee were asked to accept this list of 
names, which they declined. It was not such a list, —it was not 
filling the quota of Boston as he proposed. We thought he had 
made an effort to get the men, and had not succeeded. And the 
committee refused to have anything to do with it one way or the 
other. Then, after this development came out in regard to these 
naval men, as the certificate shows, Mr. Burrill had a letter to Pro- 
vost Marshal-General Frye, at Washington; and Mr. Burrill, if I 
remember right, went to Washington. The law of July 4th, passed - 
by Congress, gave to us all the men that were enlisted in the navy 
that could be counted on the quota of Boston; and that number 
of men was credited to Boston. A law being carried through Con- 
gress by tie influence of Governor Andrew, and our representatives 
in Congress, giving Boston that number of men, the committee de- 
nied that Mr. Burrill had any claim to those men in any form. 
It was not the manner or form he was to furnish men. They came 
> to us by act of Congress, and we thought they were our men, and 
were to be credited the same as men in other States were to be 
credited, to each city and town where they belonged. We thought 
Mr. Burrill had not performed any act whereby he was entitled to 
any consideration, or pay from the city. Therefore we denied any 
claim he had upon the city. 

In regard to the matter of the question that came before the 
committee of the Board of Aldermen, in regard to settling or pay- 
ing Mr. Burrill anything, there was in the Board members of it 
who were in favor of having this thing settled and brought to a 
close. It was opposed by myself and Mr. Norcross; and after 
that there was these propositions made that have been heretofore 
stated. The first proposition was, for them to take any course they 
might take under the law, as to their legal rights in the matter. 
The second was to refer it; and the third to pay $125,000. We 
much preferred that they should prosecute the case than to accept 
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this sum. There was, on the part of Judge Sanger, objections 
raised to prosecuting the case, legally, or before the Court, as he 
expressed himself in regard to his objections, that it might render 
the whole matter unpleasant in some cases, as there might be some 
men, and perhaps members of Congress, that might be implicated 
in it in some way; and he would choose to avoid a settlement in 
that form. In regard to the reference, they proposed some other 
names than Governor Andrew and Governor Clifford, but the names 
were rejected by the committee. 

In regard to the list, as procured from the Navy Yard, when it 
reached the time that the Mayor was to put in for that entire list, 
Judge Sanger visited the Mayor and the committee. At that 
time there was a protracted conversation between the Mayor and 
Judge Sanger, Mr. Norcross and myself. Judge Sanger urged the 
Mayor to put in this list, and he urged it in the most positive man- 
ner. He was very earnest in regard to it. He demanded it as a 
- citizen of Boston, and said that every citizen of Boston had a 
right to demand that every one of those names should be credited 
to the City of Boston. That it was in the hands of the Mayor to 
do it, and in his alone; that it would be of immense benefit to the 
city ; that it would save us from a draft; and that it was an obli- 
gation he owed to every citizen of Boston to put in the list and 
fortify himself in his position. He said, ‘ I have authority to say 
from Governor Andrew and Governor Clifford, that this list should 
be put in” ; and he further stated, that if the Mayor had any objection - 
to putting in this list on account of any imaginary claim that Mr. 
Burrill had presented, he pledged himself that it should in no wise 
prejudice in any form, shape, or manner, the city’s interest. He was 
excessively anxious that this list should go in, and this list was put 
in. There is no record to be found in the State, or in the city, 
whereby it is shown that Mr. Burrill ever furnished a single man 
according to contract,—which was to furnish full men to serve in the 
army of the United States,—that I know of. I don’t think there is 
a member of this committee can find any such record, if there is 
any such record. 

The contract, as I understood it, and as the Board understood 
it, was, that he should furnish men for the quota then existing, 
not for filling any future calls. We didn’t know but the war might 
come to an end before that quota was filled. It was for that 
quota, and nothing else. There is not a man who can show a 
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certificate of a man being furnished on that quota by Mr. Burrill, 
that I know of. J have nothing more, that I think of, in regard to 
it. 

1282. @. When did it come to your knowledge, Mr. Nash, that 
Mr. Burrill was endeavoring to carry out the arrangement made 
with Mayor Lincoln, by getting men who had enlisted prior to the 
24th of February, 1864, who were already in the navy? A. It 
was sometime in June; I don’t recollect the date. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


1283. QQ. (By Mr. Touxsury.) It was after the contract was 
signed, and before the letter was given to Mr. Burrill to take to 
Washington, that you learned about Mr. Burrill’s endeavoring to 
get the naval credits? A. After the contract to furnish the men? 

1284. @Q. After the contract was signed, and before he ob- 
tained the letter to go to Washington, that you learned he was endeav- 
oring to get naval credits, was it not? You said after these de- 
velopments came out, Mr. Burrill took the letter to Washington, 
so it was before he received this letter to Washington that you knew 
he was endeavoring to get naval credits? A. I think we knew 
he was endeavoring to get naval credits before that time. 

1285. @. Were you consulted upon giving that letter to Mr. 
Burrill which he took to Washington? A. That question was dis- 
cussed before the committee. 

1286. @. And what was the decision? .A. The decision was, 
that the Mayor should give the letter, which he did. 

1287. @. And all the committee understood that the Mayor 
was to give a letter crediting Mr. Burrill to Washington? A. The 
Mayor gave him this letter of introduction to General Frye. 

1288. @. Did you see this letter? A. I don’t think I had the 
letter in my hand. 

1289. Q. Was it read to you? A. I wont say it was. 

1290. @. Was it there before the committee? A. Not at the 
time of the giving of the letter. 

1291. Q. Was the purport of the letter given to Mr. Burrill 
discussed before the committee? A. It was talked over. 

1292. Q. What sort of a letter did you propose to give him? 
A. Undoubtedly the same sort of a letter that was written. 

1293. QQ. What sort of a letter was it decided in that committee 
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to give to Mr. Burrill? A. It was a letter of introduction of Mr. 
Burrill to Mr. Frye. 

1294. Q. For what purpose? A. It didn’t state the purpose. 

1295. Q. Didn’t the letter state it? A. I think not; I wont 
be positive. 

1296. @. You did decide to give Mr. Burrill a letter of intro- 
duction to the Provost Marshal-General, at Washington? A. We 
decided that the Mayor should write a letter to the Provost Marshal. 

1297. @. Were the contents of that letter which Mr. Lincoln 
was to give Mr. Burrill fixed by the committee? A. I presume that 
the letter was written by the Mayor and read to the committee; I 
don’t remember that it was; I presume so. 

1298. @. It was the unanimous opinion of that committee that 
Mr. Burrill should be given this letter? A. I would not say that ; 
I don’t know thatit was. I can’t say whether it was the unanimous 
opinion or not. I don’t remember whether any opinion was 
expressed. 

1299. Q. How was it with you? A. I presume I was in favor 
of giving the letter. 

1300. Q. What did you intend to send Mr. Burrill to Washing- 
ton for? A. Mr. Burrill might have gone to Washington for — 

1301. @Q. I don’t ask you what he might have gone for; I ask 
you: What did you intend to send Mr. Burrill to Washington for? 
It was talked over, and you sent him there for some purpose, 
didn’t you? A. It was some simple clerical purpose ; some minor 
clerical purpose that he might perform. 

1302. @. What was that minor clerical purpose? .A. What 
the circumstances might create while he was there. 

1303. @. What was he sent to Washington for, Mr. Alderman? 
A. The letter of the Mayor was published ; I haven’t it before me ; 
that letter would tell. 

1304. @. You say some minor clerical purpose? A. I say 
perhaps so. 

1805. Q. Wasitso? A. I don’t know that fact. 

1306. @. Do you know what he was sent there for? A. Not 
for any special agency of the city. 

1307. _Q. What he was sent there for, not what he was not sent 
there for? A. I could not say, sir; what he was sent there for. 

1308. @. Was it for some minor clerical purpose? A. I don’t 
know that it was. 
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1309. @. Would you have been likely to have discussed send- 
ing Mr. Burrill to Washington for some minor clerical purpose? 
A. Where you wanted to fortify a case all through, you might send 
a man for a minor as well as for a major purpose. 

1310. @Q. I want to ask you again, what did you understand 
that Mr. Burrill was to be sent to Washington for? A. I really 
can’t answer the question. 

1311. @. It was discussed in the committee of which you were 
one? A. I don’t think that the question was discussed in the com- 
mittee. 

1312. Q. You have said so, have you, not? A. I said it was 
talked over in the committee. 

1313. @Q. So far as you know, it was the unanimous decision 
to send him to Washington, was it not? A. I wont say so; I 
don’t know that it was. 

1314. Q. You were in favor of it? A. Yes, sir. 

1315. @Q. And the Mayor approved of it? A. Undoubtedly, or 
he would not have sent the letter. 

1316. @. Did Mr. Norcross approve of it? .A. I don’t recollect. 

1317. @. Wasn’t he sent to Washington to do precisely what 
is stated in the letter? A. I should not say that he was. 

1318. @. Do you know what is in the letter? .A. I knew the 
contents of the letter when it was published. 

1319. Mr. Tuxpoury. [Reading. ] 


BRIGADIER-GENERAL JAMES B. Frye, Provost MarsHaut-GEeneRAL, 
WASHINGTON. 


Sir:— Mr. Charles Burrill, in behalf of the City of Boston, 
will hand you this, and with it a list, duly certified to by the proper 
officers, of 6,529 men who enlisted in the navy and the marine corps 
prior to February 24, 1864. All of these persons belong in Boston, 
and not one of them has been credited to the quota, either of the 
State, or of the city. Under the acts of Congress, the city is enti- 
tled to these credits; and by so crediting these men to the city, 
you not only do an act of justice to the city, but you enable their 
families and kindred depending upon them to receive State aid. I 
respectfully request, therefore, that you will direct that they be all 
credited upon the quota of the City of Boston. 

Very respectfully, 
FREDERIC W. LINCOLN, Jr. 
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I ask if that was the purpose for which Mr. Burrill was sent to 
Washington? A. The purpose he was sent there for was in some 
way to obtain the credit of those men. 

1320). @. Now, Mr. Alderman, wasn’t it precisely this: That 
he was sent there to endeavor to get these 6,000 men credited 
upon the quota of the City of Boston? Wasn’t that the purpose 
for which the letter was to be given to Mr. Burrill? A. Mr. Bur- 
rill might have been given this list of names in order to have this 
list of names presented as a full list. That would be an aid 
towards having this accepted. There was no law in existence 
when he went. The law was passed by Congress afterwards, 
which gave the credit of those men to the City of Boston, and 
they would have done it if Mr. Burrill had not gone. 

1321. Q. At the time he went, the laws of Congress did not 
authorize these men to be credited, as you understand it? A. Not 
the men that enlisted prior to the 24th of February. 

1322. @Q. You so understood it, and the members of the com- 
mittee likewise? A. I wont say that. 

1323. Q. How did you expect to get them credited? A. I 
expected to get them credited by Congress passing a law author- 
izing it, through the influence of members of Congress. 

1324. @. Who was to communicate with members of Congress 
to get it through? A. The Mayor had communicated long before 
that with members of Congress on the subject. 

1325. @. Was Mr. Burrill sent there to aid in getting the law 
through? .A. He was sent there to aid in some minor way. 

1326. Q. To aid in getting that list credited, was he not? A. 
I think he might have been there to aid in getting that list cred- 
ited. 

1327. @. Wasn’t he sent there to do what he could to get those 
men credited upon the quota of the City of Boston? A: Accord- 
ing to the purport of the letter, I presume that he went there to 
perform some clerical services of some kind. 

1328. @. Why was it a subject of discussion before your com- 
mittee if it was such an immaterial thing? A. The committee had 
watched the progress of things with a great deal of criticism ; and 
they felt that Mr. Burrill had worked in a surreptitious manner in 
his connection with the city. 

1329. @. I want to ascertain what the purpose was for which 
Mr. Burrill was sent there, and I ask you again if it was not for 
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this purpose: To aid in whatever manner he could to get the list 
of men credited which he had there; to wit, these men that had 
enlisted in the navy, and in the marine corps prior to February 24, 
1864? A. It might have been for some clerical work which he 
might possibly perform in aid of it. 

1330. @. You discussed the subject, and finally decided to do 
it. You say he might have been given a list to take to Washing- 
ton ; was he given a list to take to Washington? A. I don’t know. 

1331. Q. Do you know where he got the list he took to Wash- | 
ington? A. No. 

1332. Q. Did you ever see the list? .A. Never. 

1333. Q. Did you know anything about the Mayor indorsing 
that list? At the time he went to Washington, or before, did you 
know anything about it? A. I can’t say. 

1334. @. Were you consulted upon the propriety of the Mayor’s 
indorsing that list of six thousand men of naval credits? Were 
you consulted upon that subject, the propriety of the Mayor’s 
subscribing to that list? A. I was at the time the list was accepted 
at the State House. 

1335. @. I don’t ask you about that time. At the time the list 
was sent to Washington and the Mayor put his official certificate 
upon that list, were you consulted upon that subject? A. I don’t 
remember. 

1336. @. Did you ever see that list before he went to Wash- 
ington? A. No. 

1337. Q. Do you know where it was obtained? A. I could 
not swear that I did. 

13388. @. Do you know who obtained it? A. I could not swear 
that I know who obtained it. 

1339. @. Then, what you mean by saying he might have been 
furnished with a list is simply a hypothesis. You don’t mean to 
say he was furnished with a list? A. He might have been. 

1340. Q. Did you know at that time how that list was obtained? 
A, How it was obtained by Mr. Burrill? 

1341. Q. Yes, sir. A. I had my opinion how it was obtained. 

1342. @. Did you know where and how it was obtained? A. 
I had my opinion that it was obtained at the Navy Yard at Charles- 
town. 

1343. Q. What gave you that opinion? .A. We knew he could 
not get the men at any other point. 
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1344. @Q. You did,then, know that the list, or had your opin- 
ion that the list, was obtained at the Navy Yard in Charlestown 
that he was going to take to Washington. Did you know what 
class of men were on that list? A. No. 

1345. @. Didn’t you know they were naval credits, that they 
were men who enlisted in the navy? A. No; I could not swear 
that I knew it. 

1346. Q. Did you have any talk-with Mr. Lincoln or Mr. Nor- 
_ cross on that subject? A. I don’t recollect any. 

1347. @. You supposed that it was obtained at the Navy Yard 
at Charlestown ; did you suppose it was a literal copy of the list of 
names at Charlestown? Did you suppose it was at that time? A. 
If he had access to the books, free, without hindrance, I don’t know 
why it should not be a literal one. 

1348. @. Did you know whether the list as he had it conformed 
to the list, or was like the list they had on board the ** Ohio”? A. 
No; I don’t know anything about the list. 

1349. Q. Did you then? A. No. 

1350. @. Now, when he went to Washington, you say that the 
members of the committee voted to send him to Washington with 
that letter, after the developments were made that he was endeavor- 
ing to obtain naval credits. When did you next hear from Mr. 
Burrill? A. I don’t recollect. 

1351. @. In what order of time? About what time, as near as 
you can tell? A. I don’t recollect. 

1352. @. Was it before or after the credits were allowed? A. 
Was what? 

1353. Q. That you next saw Mr. Burrill? A. I don’t recollect 
whether I saw him before or after. 

1354. @. Did Mr. Burrill state to you that he would waive any 
legal claim he might have upon the city? .A. Not to my knowl- 
edge. 

1355. Q. Did Judge Sanger? A. I don’t recollect that he 
did. 

1356. Q. Judge Sanger urged that that list should be adopted 
by the city, did he not, in your presence? The acceptance of the 
list? .A. Yes, sir. | 

1857. Q. Did he not urge that it should be accepted and 
adopted as the city’s list? .d. I said in my testimony just now 
that he did. 
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1358. @. Did he say anything about Mr. Burrill’s having 
any rights and interests, and that he should not be paid for his 
services if the list was accepted by the city? A. He said that the 
acceptance of the list should in no wise prejudice the city in any 
way, shape, or manner. If Mr. Burrill had any claim against the 
city, we felt that he considered the claim an abandoned thing; as 
a law had been passed by Congress, giving credits for those who 
enlisted prior to the 24th of February, 1864. 

1359. Q. Did Judge Sanger tell you, Mr. Nash, that he consid- 
ered Mr. Burrill’s claim abandoned from the time of the passage 
of that law? A. I say that the committee felt that he had about 
abandoned that claim. 

1360. Q. What did Judge Sanger say? A. I can’t give the 
expression exactly that he used. 

1361. @. Didn’t he use the expression, that Mr. Burrill had 
performed his part of the contract all the way through, and 
that the city ought on her part to carry out the contract? A. He 
didn’t urge it, in the least, at any time. 

1362. @. Didn’t he at any time? Didn’t he urge that Mr. 
Burrill had done what he could to get these men through, and that 
the question of compensation could be fixed afterwards as well as 
before? Wasn’t that the purport of Judge Sanger’s remarks? 
A. I wont undertake to say. 

1363. Q. You don’t pretend to give the words of Judge Sanger, 
do you? A. I don’t undertake to say what he did say. 

1364. @. When the question was raised about putting in this 
list before the commissioners, were you in favor of it, or opposed 
to it? A. On the final, I was in favor of it. 

1365. @. Were the other members of the committee in favor of 
it, or opposed to it? A. I won’t undertake to say. 

1366. Q. What is your recollection of it? A. If I recollected 
it, I would express it; 1 don’t recollect. 

1367. Q. How was it with the other members of the Board of 
Aldermen, aside from the committee ; were they in favor of adopting 
it or opposed to it? A. If any of them expressed their mind to 
me, I have forgotten; I don’t recollect. 

1368. Q. Was it discussed before the Board ‘of Aldermen? A. 
Not that I recollect of. 

1369. Q. You don’t recollect that the subject of adopting this 
list of Mr. Burrill’s, and presenting it to the commissioners, was 
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ever discussed before the Board of Aldermen? A. I could not fix 
any conversation that was had upon it. 

1370. Q. You yourself were in favor of adopting it? A. In 
the final. 

1371. Q. Why were you in favor of adopting it, Mr. Nash? 
A. Because I believed that Mr. Burrill had no claim against the 
city, and that if the list was as Governor Andrew had obtained it 
at the Navy Yard, and as he expressed a desire that the city 
should accept it, I fell in accord with the opinion of men that I 
regarded as better judges on matters of that nature than myself. 

1372. @. Did Governor Andrew express his desire that the city 
should adopt it? A. Not in my presence; I was told so in sev- 
eral directions. 

138738. @Q. Did you know whether Governor Andrew was in favor 
of crediting these men to the City of Boston, or not? A. I never 
heard him say so. 

1374. @. Did you ever hear anybody say whether he was or 
not? A. I heard parties say that Governor Andrew and Governor 
Clifford had expressed the opinion that if the Mayor accepted the 
list that Mr. Burrill had no claim at all against the city. That his 
duty was to the citizens of Boston to accept it. 

1375. QQ. Who did you hear that from? A. Well, I don’t know 
that I could designate the names. 

1376. @. Whether you heard it either from Governor Andrew 
or Governor Clifford? A. I said that I did not hear it from either 
of them. 

1377. @. You don’t know who you did hear it from? A. I 
heard it several times, from different sources. 

1378. @. Rumor? A. No, sir. I heard it at the City Hall, I 
could not swear who the persons were who told me. Surrounded 
as we were in the City Government with all the circumstances of 
war, enlistments, etc., there was a great deal of conversation took 
place four years ago that I can’t bring up. I have no positive 
recollection of the persons who told me. 

1379. @. Ihave no doubt of it. It is very difficult to remem- 
ber anything that took place so long ago. So far as this list is 
concerned, I undérstand that after it was known that it contained 
a list of naval credits, you advised that Mr. Burrill should be sent 
to Washington to urge it, and endeavor to obtain the credits to the 
City of Boston? A. No, sir; I didn’t say so. 
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1380. Q. And that on his return, and the list being submitted 
to the Board of Aldermen, or to you, as a member of the sub-com- 
mittee, that you, at least, was in favor of its being adopted and 
presented to the commissioners for allowance. Is that so? A. 
The committee on enlistments had nothing to do with Mr. Burrill 
on his return. 

1381. @. Were that committee in favor of taking the list which 
Mr. Burrill had prepared and placing it before the commissioners ? 
A. AsI said before, I was; I wont speak for other members. 

1382. @. Did you ever talk with Governor Andrew or Clifford 
upon this subject? A. No, sir. 

1383. Q. Do you know, Mr. Nash —to pass to another sub- 
ject — whether the City of Boston paid for men to other persons 
$125 a man for men that were already in the service of the United 
States? A. No, sir. 

1384. @. You don’t know of sucha thing? A. No, sir. 

1385. @. Were you not knowing to the procuring of these 
Rock Island men that have been talked of by Alderman Messinger, 
or a portion of them, having them credited to the City of Boston — 
men who enlisted at Rock Island and came here on board the 
‘*Ohio”? A. I don’t know anything about them. 

1386. Q. You don’t know anything about them? A. No, sir. 

1387. @. Were you knowing to the fact of men at Gallop’s 
Island being brought up and sold to drafted individuals, and placed 
to the credit of the City of Boston? A. There was a number of 
Germans arrived here and were landed down at Gallop’s Island, or 
some other island in the harbor, and there remained for some time. 
It was about the time that a great many brokers were in the city 
here making purchases of recruits, paying more than the City of 
Boston did. Our draft was then pending, and those Germans were 
sold to citizens of Boston by parties interested in that matter, 
whoever they were The City of Boston had nothing to do with 
them in any form, shape, or kind. If a man was examined by a 
surgeon, and was enlisted in the service down at Gallop’s Island, 
we paid $125. That is all I know about it. That is all the city 
had in any shape or form to do with it. 

1388. Q. The City of Boston was not interested in those men, 
was it? A. In no form whatever. 

1389. @. Who were interested? A. I said parties outside. 
We knew nothing about it. 
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1390. _Q. Did you_know anything about it, Mr. Alderman? 
A. I was told that Mr. Ross had something to do with it; I don’t 
know the fact. 

1391. Q. Anybody else? A. I can’t say anybody else. 

1392. Q. Did you know anybody else that was interested in that 
importation? A. No. 

1393. Q. Were you interested in it? A. Not in the least. 

1394. @Q. Did you act as agent for anybody that was interested 
Init cease No. 

1395. @. Did you ever receive the money that drafted men 
paid for those men as substitutes? A. I think I did. 

1896. Q. What became of that money? A. It was paid over 
to the proper parties, whoever they were. 

1397. . Who were the proper parties? A. I can’t tell you. 

1398. Q. Who did you pay it to? A. I can’t tell you. 

1399. @. Did you have any interest in it yourself? A. Not 
the remotest. | 

1400. @. Did you employ anybody to act for you in that mat- 
ter? A. Nobody. 

1401. Q. Did you give any directions in regard to bringing 
those men up from the Island, and selling them as substitutes? 
A. Never; too many wanted them for me to give any directions. 

1402. Q. From whom did you receive the money that drafted 
men paid for substitutes? A. I could not say. My impression is, 
I did receive what they were to pay. Where some parties in our 
ward bought these men, I think I received the money to pay to 
the parties who were to receive it. It was all done straight what- 
ever it was. 

1403. @Q. The City of Boston did not receive any of the money? 
A. Not a cent. . . 

1404. @. The City of Boston did pay $125 for substitutes 
then? A. The City of Boston paid $125 for substitutes to any- 
body who brought them. 

1405. Q. Wasn’t that in considerable numbers? A. Undoubt- 
edly, in every ward. | 

1406. @. Wasn’t that the universal condition of things, that 
you paid one hundred and twenty-five dollars for every man who 
was drafted, for substitutes for them? A. I presume so. 

1407. Q. Wasn’t it a fact that nearly every man brought to 
Gallop’s Island was brought to Boston and filled the place of a 
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drafted man? A. The person whay was drafted was obliged to buy 
his substitute if he got one. 

1408. . Wan’t they all brought up here and dealt out to 
parties at such prices as they would pay? A. I don’t think that 
one of them was ever brought into the city. 

1409. Q. They were mustered in down there? A. I don’t know 
about that. 

1410. @. How could they be substituted unless they were en- 
listed and mustered in? A. If we got the certificates well certified 
to, that was all that we cared about. 

1411. @. That was the general course of dealing with the 
Aldermen during your period of acting in this matter; that when- 
ever they could get a man credited to the City of Boston, that 
would count upon her quota, they were willing to pay one hundred 
and twenty-five dollars —I mean after the law was passed. A. 
A man properly vouched for according to law. 

1412. @. Did it make any difference where those men came 
from ; whether they were citizens of Illinois, or came from Massa- 
chusetts or Ohio, provided they were credited on the quota? A. I 
wont undertake to say. 

1418. Q. I set out to ask you what became of those men there ; 
were they not substantially all used to fill the quota of the City of 
Boston, and the City of Boston paid them one hundred and twenty- 
five dollars per man? A. I could not say. 

1414. @. How many do you know of that were done so? A.I 
could not state. 

1415. @. Who did you employ to do that? A. Nobody. 

1416. Q. Who did you direct to? A. I had no occasion to 
direct or employ any one. 

1417. @Q. Did you give any orders to sell those men? A. No. 

1418. @. And had no interest in it whatever, yourself? A. 
None, whatever. 

1419. @. You did receive the money and paid it over to some- 
body. You don’t know who you paid it to? A. As I said before, 
I think there was some recruits in our ward, and some of these 
Germans were purchased there by those who were drafted as sub- 
stitutes, and the money was paid to me to hand over to certain 
parties. 

1420. Q. It was paid the men down at the Island, was it? A. 
No, sir. 
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1421. @. Who was it paid to? A. I told you. I don’t know. 
I could not state. 

1422. @. Don’t know anybody you paid any money to for that 
purpose? A. No. 

1423. @. You don’t know who was interested in importing 
those men? A. Any further than what I said, I don’t know. 

1424. @. You don’t know, do you? A. No, sir. 

1425. @ Iwish, Mr. Alderman, to ask if you have any hos- 
tility or enmity to Mr. Burrill, or ever had any differences, any 
lawsuits, or anything of that kind with him? A. I have not. 

1426. @. Have you ever expressed your willingness that he 
should be paid for these services? A. No. 

1427. @. Have you ever expressed an unwillingness that he 
should be paid, to him? A. I have expressed myself that he was 
entitled to no consideration from the city. 

1428. @. Whoto? A. Whenever occasion came up, anywhere ; 
I express it so now. 

1429. @. Did you so express it to him when you saw him? 
A, I don’t know whether I have seen him to speak to him. 

1430. Q. Didn’t you see him after his return from Washingtn, 
while these lists were pending before the city? A. I don’t believe 
I did exchange a word with him. 

1431. @. Did you ever state, Mr. Alderman, to anybody within 
your recollection, that Mr. Burrill was in Washington in behalf of 
the city to obtain these credits? A. No. 

1432. @. Did you ever tell anybody while he was there, that he 
was there for the purpose of obtaining naval credits for the city? 
A. No, sir. 

1433. @. Did you ever have any conversation with General 
Cowdin on that subject? A. I don’t recollect that I ever did. 

1434. @. Did General Cowdin act as recruiting officer in your 
ward? A. Yes, sir. 

1435. Q. Did Mr. Burrill come there while he was in that 
capacity, and converse with you on the subject of these credits? 
A, Not that I have any recollection of. 

1436. Q. Did you ever state to General Cowdin that you had 
an agent in Washington procuring these naval credits? A. Never 
in the world. 

1437. @. Did you ever give directions to General Cowdin to sell 
out these men that were on Gallop’s Island to drafted persons, as 
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substitutes? A. I don’t recollect I ever did. They wasn’t mine 
to sell; I don’t know why I should. 

1438. @. Did you give him directions to sell them to persons 
who had been drafted? Did you, or did you not, I ask you, as a 
fact? A. I don’t know why I should, I had no price to fix upon 
them ; they didn’t belong to me. 

1439. @. Did you give any orders to sell them to drafted 
persons, as substitutes? .4. No. But if a person came there 
with one of these Germans as a substitute, I have no doubt 
General Cowdin would have accepted him as a substitute. 

1440. Q. Did you authorize him to do it? A. I wont say 
that I did. It would have been right if I had. 

1441. @. Did you or did you not authorize him to do that? 
A. If I did, I don’t recollect it; therefore I wont say that I did. 

1442. Q. You don’t recollect whether he paid you a considera- 
tion or not, do you? A. No. 

1443. Q. (By Mr. Hearty.) IfIunderstood you right, you said 
the city paid $125 a man for substitutes. Did you mean to be so 
understood? Did the city procure any substitutes for anybody? 
A, I didn’t mean to be so understood. 

1444, Q. The party bringing the substitute received $125 for 
the man who enlisted and was mustered in. Whether he was a 
drafted man or not, he received $125 from the city treasury. A. 
Yes, sir, that is what I expected. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Don’t you mean to say that the City of Boston 
paid $125 a man towards procuring substitutes for these men who 
were drafted? A. No. 

1445. Q. Did they not pay $125? A. No. If a man was 
drafted, he found a substitute. That substitute was the man who 
was examined by the surgeon and a certificate given for it. He was 
mustered into the service, and then the city paid $125 to the party 
that was drafted; that is, to the one who furnished the substitute, 

1446. Q. He paying the whole amount to the agent of the sub- 
stitute? A. I don’t know what he did. 

1447. @Q. The result was, the city paid $125 for each man? 
A. If I was drafted, and I went, I received $125. If I furnished — 
a substitute, my substitute was entitled to $125, and I made a 
bargain with him to go in my place. 

At this point, the committee adjourned, to meet at the call of 
the chairman.

The hearing before the Committee on Claims of the City Council 
of Boston, on the petition of Charles Burrill, was resumed Thurs- 
day afternoon, November 4, 1869. 

Present: Aldermen Talbot, (Chairman,) White, Baldwin; 
Councilmen Wadsworth, Jacobs, Talbot, jr., Pearson. ' 

Francis O. Doherty and Thomas Tucker were sworn by the 
clerk. 


TESTIMONY OF FRANCIS O. DOHERTY. 


1448. Q. (By Mr. Heary.) Mr. Doherty, where and how were 
you employed in the summer of 1864? A. I was employed in the 
Adjutant General’s office, and the work that I was employed in 
part of the summer was naval credits; helping in the distribution 
of naval credits. 

1449. @. What did you have to do in the distribution of naval 
credits? A. The first duty which I had—there was a circular sent 
out, I think signed by Major Rogers, requesting all cities and 
towns to send in their claims for the men they had in the navy— 
the first duties I had in connection with the work was to arrange 
the towns and cities in alphabetical order, and the lists also; that 
was to facilitate the work, when the official records came from the 
navy yard. 

1450. Q. After these circulars had been sent out, and 
you came to the work of distribution, what part did you do in 
that? A. The principal duty which I done was to read from the 
lists sent in by the towns, and the other clerks who were there, 
they had books made up at the naval rendezvous over in Charles- 
town. When a name was sung out, and that such a town claimed 
it, they’ would look over their books and see if they appeared on the 
Charlestown list ; if so, then they would give credit to whatever 
town I read from. 

1451. @Q. Did you work on it until these credits were all made 


up, and the apportionments to the different towns made? A. Yes, 
sir. 
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1452. @Q. Clear through the whole of it? A. Yes, sir. 

1453. Q. Now, sir, in making these apportionments to the 
towns, had you any evidence before you other than the claims 
which the different towns made, and the record from the receiving 
ship at the navy yard? If you had anything else, what was it? A. 
They were the principal ; in fact, it was the only evidence. There 
may have been towns that filed other evidence; I can’t think 
of other evidence, or of any town that filed other evidence. I 
don’t know but it would have been immaterial for them to have 
filed anything else. If the record at the navy yard coincided 
with this claim, we generally accepted it as a proper claim. 

1454. Q. Then if Boston, for instance, claimed John Smith, 
and no other place did claim him, and you found John Smith’s 
name on the papers from the navy yard, you allowed that man to 
Boston? <A. Yes, sir; if we found the man’s name and no other 
town claimed him. 

1455. Q. Now, sir, do you remember about the making up of 
the apportionment of Boston? A. The clerical work on the credits 
of Boston I was not engaged in; it was so large a work and had 
been held back so long—the draft was coming on in two or three 
days afterwards — that two men were taken aside to work upon it. 

1456. @Q. Who were those men? A. One, if I mistake not, 
was Mr. Tucker, and the other I forget. 

1457. @. Did you know how that work was done; when it 
went on; had you any supervision of it? Did you take any part 
in it, or have any knowledge of its progress? A. Let me under- 
stand your question. 

1458. Q. In the making up of this apportionment for Boston, 
did you have any part in making it up? Did you see how it was 
made up, so that you know on what evidence those men who were 
allowed to Boston were allowed? A. I think I was the first to 
receive the claim. The list was put into my hands first, and it was 
subject to the order of Judge Sanger, I think. If there was any 
other evidence put in afterwards, I don’t know of it; I never saw 
any myself. 

1459. @. Iunderstand you that the rule adopted, and which 
you acted upon there, was, if a town claimed a certain number of 
men, and you found those men’s names upon the record, you had 
from the receiving ship, and no other place claimed them, the town 
that claimed them had them? A. Yes, sir. 
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1460. @. And upon that evidence alone. Now, sir, do you 
know whether in the allowance of the proportion that belonged to 
Boston the same rule was followed? A. No, sir, it was not; be- 
cause other towns claimed men that Boston received the credit 
for. 

1461. Q. I now speak of where there was no conflict of claims. 
A. I presume Boston would have got all her list whether there was 
or not. Under the ruling or orders which were given to us, she 
would probably have got all the men she claimed when there was 
no dispute, and they were claimed by no other town. 

1462. @. When there was a dispute between Boston and some » 
other town, how was that controversy settled? Upon what evi- 
dence? A. I think the claim was thrown out, and neither town 
got them; they were distributed pro rata to all the cities and towns 
at large. 

1468. Q. Did you go into any other evidence to determine 
where the men should be credited than what you found upon the 
records which came from the receiving ship, and the claim which 
the different towns and cities made? A. That is all I know of. 
In the case of the City of Boston, there were several certificates 
given on the list; the certificates of the Provost Marshal, certify- 
ing that they were enrolled men in the City of Boston. The other 
lists did not contain that, they contained the certificates of the 
Mayor and Aldermen or Selectmen, certifying that the men were 
citizens of such a town or city. That was the evidence which they 
furnished principally. 

1464. @. Did you have any evidence or any document from the 
men themselves who had enlisted at the navy yard as to where 
their residence was? Any declaration by them? A. I never have 
seen any, Sir. 

1465. Q. Did you hear of any? A. I heard of them, I never 
saw them myself. 

1466. @. Did you hear of any while this work was going on? 
A, No, sir. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


1467. Q. (By Mr. Tuxspury.) Mr. Doherty, were there other 
persons concerned with you in the examination of this list? A. 
Yes, sir. This list of the city, as I said before, I did not examine. 
I believe at the time this list was presented, there was no other 
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party engaged except myself; but before it was acted upon there 
were quite a number. 

1468. @. Who besides you? A. There was Mr. Sanderson, 
Colonel Bullock, Mr. Tucker, — over thirty, I guess. 

1469. Q. Who had charge of that department at that time? 
A, Major Rogers had the nominal charge, I suppose. 

1470. @. Who had the actual charge? A. Mr. Sanderson was 
engaged as clerk. 

1471. @. Mr. Sanderson was director of the clerks, was he not? 
A, Yes, sir; subject to the orders of Major Rogers. I supposed he 
was over all; I received my own orders from him. 

1472. @. Who did you receive orders from before Mr. Sander- 
son came to have anything to do with it? A. I received them from 
Major Rogers. 

1473. @. You referred to the rules adopted by the commission ; 
do you know what those rules were? A. One of the rules was, to 
give three one year enlistments credit as a unit. That is one I 
recollect, the rule in regard to giving full credits. Three one year 
men were supposed to count as a unit. The enlistments in the 
navy were for one, two, and three years; it took three one year’s 
men to credit for one man. Another rule was, when there was a 
conflict between certain cities and towns, I think the claim was 
thrown out, and the men were put into the general division. 

1474. @. When there was a conflict of claims, both were thrown 
out, and the man was credited to the State at large. A. Yes, sir. 

1475. . Let me suppose a case where there was no evidence 
whatever of the residence of the men. Suppose a town should 
merely claim them, where would they go then? A. Suppose only 
one town claimed them? 

1476. Q. Yes, sir. A. That town would get the credit. 

1477. @. Would it get it without reference to the residence of 
the men? A. Do you mean without reference to the records from 
the navy department ? 

1478. @. Suppose a town merely put in a claim for six thousand - 
men of these naval credits, and says that she wants six thousand 
men credited to her, would you credit them without any evidence 
that they belonged to that town? A. We did, in many cases. 
In this way, a claim was put in, and there was an oath subscribed 
to by the mayors of cities, or selectmen of towns; and that was 
the evidence that the men were residents of those towns. 
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1479. @Q. I don’t speak of the evidence. I say without any 
evidence whatever that they were residents of a town or place, 
would you credit them to that town or place? A. We could not 
credit them unless such a claim as that I speak of was made. All 
claims had to come officially from the city or town authorities. 

1480. @. And that official claim was satisfactory evidence that 
they lived in that town? A. Certainly. 

1481. @Q. Now where there were different towns claimed them, 
they were credited to the State at large, were they not? A. I 
think that was the rule. 

1482. Q. Could you tell those rules if you saw them in print or 
writing? A. Yes, sir, I think I could. 

1483. @. Could you undertake to designate what they were? 
A. I think I could tell pretty nearly what they were. 

Mr. Tuxpury. Here is Governor Andrew’s address to the 
Legislature of 1865, in which he lays down the rules which I beg 
leave to read. (Reading.) The rules adopted by the Commis- 
sioners for crediting were: 

1. To credit only those who had joined the service subsequent 
to the rebellion. 

2. To credit only those who had joined the service at some ren- 
dezvous in the State. 

3. To credit to the State at large men whose residence could not 
be clearly settled. 

1484. Q. Were not those the rules of the commission as you 
understood them? A. Yes, sir. 

1485. @. Were you aware that the law under which you acted 
required that the men should be credited to the towns and cities 
where they belonged? A. Thatis as I understood the law. 

1486. Q. You were aware of it? A. Yes, sir. 

1487. @. Then unless there was some evidence given to the 
commissioners that they belonged in a certain place, those men 
could not have been credited to that place, but would have been 
credited to the State at large? A. Certainly, some evidence was 
required that they belonged to a town before they could be cred- 
ited to that town. f 

1488. @. Now take the list of the City of Boston for instance ; 
what evidence was there produced before you that those men were 
residents of Boston? A. I think the lis tecontained two certificates, 
from the Provost Marshal, and from the city. 
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1489. @. That ,was the evidence you relied upon—the certifi- 
cate of the Mayor? A. I think Mayor Lincoln subscribed to it. 

1490. Q. And the certificate of the Provost Marshal that they 
were enrolled in Boston? A. Yes, sir. 

1491. Q. Those two species of evidence were sufficient. Now, 
without those two, could you credit those men to Boston; or with- 
out either of them? A. I don’t know. I presume they would 
have had to take their luck, as the other lists had to. The lists of 
other towns and cities were not all credited. 

1492. Q. Some lists were submitted that were satisfactory, 
was there not? A. I took it at the time that the certificate of the 
Provost Marshal was required on this list. 

1493. @Q. They could not have been enrolled, could they, with- 
out evidence of their residence in the City of Boston had been 
submitted to the Provost Marshal? A. That I don’t know, sir. 

1494. Q. Now, you say you didn’t see any evidence or certifi- 
cates of the men filed in your department? A. Certificates from 
the men? I don’t recollect having seen anything from the men 
individually. 

1495. 4. But might not such certificates be filed there without 
your knowledge? A. Certainly they might be there; but if they 
were there, they were not filed in the start, not filed with the 
original list. 

1496. Q. What 1 mean is, that the men themselves — it has 
been testified to by Mr. Sanderson — that the men themselves 
made certificates of their residence; claimed Boston as their 
residence, and wished to be credited there. And certain other 
papers, the first papers in naturalization. That those papers 
were brought here to the State House, so that if they were wanted 
they could be used. I understand you to say, that you didn’t see 
these papers? A. No, sir; I didn’t see them. 

1497. Q. Still you don’t say they might not haye been in your 
department? A. No, sir; I would not assert that. 

1498. Q. You relied upon the Provost Marshal’s certificate that 
they were enrolled in Boston? .A. That is the evidence, I under- 
stood, that got the credits of the men. 

1499. @. Who had the instructions from the commissioners? 
The instructions were given to Major Rogers, and by him to 
whom? A. From him I first received my instructions, and after- 
wards from Mr. Sanderson and Colonel Bullock. Mr. Bullock 
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relieved me every other night, I believe, on the work that I per- 
formed. Mr. Sanderson, I guess, was there every night; certainly 
he was there every day. 

1500. @Q. If I understand it, there was quite a number of clerks 
engaged in this business? A. Yes, sir. 

1501. Q. And that they were ail under the general charge of 
Mr. Sanderson? A. That was the understanding, Mr. Sanderson 
was the active director. 

1502. @. Mr. Sanderson had the direct oversight of that work ? 
A. When we came to credit them,it was so. That is, when we 
came to distribute them to the cities and towns, Mr. Sanderson 


commenced his work then. 


Re-DIrReEct. 


1503. @. (By Mr. Hearty.) If there had been any of these 
certificates put in in connection with the petition for the allowance, 
should you have examined them? A. I should judge they would 
have gone, of course, to establish the other evidence; but I dont 
know as it would have been exactly necessary to have them. 

1504. @. Do you remember any case of any such evidence being 
given in regard to the residence of the men, those men who enlisted 
in the navy? A. I can’t think of any. 


Re-Cross-EXAMINATION. 


1505. Q. (By Mr. Tuxsury.) Examine that, and see if that is 
the list of men you had there at the State House to work from. 
[Exhibiting books.] A. These are the records from the navy 
yard of enlistments from the 19th of April, 1861, I think, up to 
the 4th of July, or rather to the passage of the law of the 24th of 
February. I think it was limited by the 24th of February, 1864. 

1506. Q. How many names were there on that list? A. It 
seems to me there were 22,000 names on all these books. 

1507. @. Where was that list obtained? A. It was obtained 
from the navy yard at Charlestown. 

1508. Q. It has been testified to in relation to the amount of 
work. Do you recollect how long it took to get that list? A. I 
don’t exactly know ; Colonel Bullock was the man who made up the 
list ; I know when it was finished. 
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1509. @. Do you know how that list was obtained? A. No, 
sir, I don’t know exactly. I don’t know myself. 

1510. @. Did you ever compare that list with this? [The list 
of the City of Boston with the navy yard list.] A. I did not 
compare it; it was compared. 

1511. Q. Did you yourself? A. No, sir, I did not. 

1512. @. Well, Mr. Doherty, are you under the impression that 
this list [Mr. Burrill’s list] is any transcript from that list [the 
navy yard list]? That the list is a number of names copied in 
order? Do you know how it was compared? Do you know in 
what way it was compared with that list? .A. I have not seen the 
list. Isee this is a copy of the original list. It occurs to me 
that dt could not facilitate the work much being without the dates. 
The dates would generally regulate the work. 

1513. @. You never have attempted to find those names that 
are on this list [ Mr. Burrill’s list] on that list [the navy yard list], 
personally, yourself? A. I never have sir. 
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1514. Q. (By Mr. Heary.) Where and how were you em- 
ployed in the summer of 1864? A. Until the middle of August I 
was employed by the City of Boston in Washington with Captain 
Damrell. In August I came home, and sometime in August I 
went to work for the naval commission on these credits. 

1515. @. What did you have to do in connection with the 
credits? What part did you take in them? A. I had to examine 
the list as presented by Judge Sanger, I think it was. I had to go 
over that and examine and see if I could find the names contained 
on it in these books [lists from the navy yard] as credited to the 
City of Boston. 

1516. @. Then you worked on the Boston list? A. I worked 
on the Boston list entirely, nothing else. 

1517. Q. Now, sir, in making up these credits, did you have 
any evidence of the residence of the men other than what was con- 
tained in the petition for their allowance, and these books? A. 
Nothing, sir.

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1518. @. Did you ever see or hear of any certificates of any 
description from the men themselves? A. I never did. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


1519. Q. (By Mr. Tuxsoury.) Might they not have been there 
without your seeing them? A. The commissioners might -have 
had them in their possession, and I not know anything about it. 

1520. Q. You were not the only clerk engaged in this busi- 
ness? A. There was one more with me. 

1521. Q. Who was that? .A. His name was George Daven- 
port ; I think he went West about the time this work was finished, 
and I never have seen him since. 

1522. @. What was your principal business in regard to this 
list? .A. He called off the names there, and I hunted for them on 
these books. [The navy yard list. ] 

1523. Q. Did you find them correct? A. I found them cor- 
rect; but sometimes I had to go through the whole book in order 
to find one name. 

1524. @Q. This is not a list copied from that in any way or 
shape? A. Not in regular order by any means. 

1525. @. How long do you suppose it would take, if you 
should devote yourself exclusively to it, to compare those six thou- 
sand names, find all those names on that large list, and check them 
off? .A. Working the usual number of hours per day, I should 
say four weeks certain, four or five weeks. 

Mr. Tuxspury. Mr. Healy, I hope the committee will satisfy 
themselves as to this list. It seems to have been thrown out here, 
and in a great part assumed, that our list is a copy from some list 
on board the ‘* Ohio.” 

Mr. Hearty. I don’t so understand it at all, Mr. Tuxbury. 

Mr. Tcxsury. Some witness has stated it. 

Mr. Hearty. I have heard no one. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Mr. Norcross seemed to follow that line. I 
know you would not wish to make such a comparison yourself, 
Mr. Healy, therefore I will not urge it. Here is the list we made 
[Mr. Burrill’s list], and here is the list of naval credits on board 
the ‘“‘ Ohio” [the navy yard list]. Now, all we have alleged in 
regard to our list is, that it was a very great piece of work to get 
up such a list of six thousand men out of twenty-two thousand. I 
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believe this man knows more about it than any man I have been 
able to come across, and is able to explain this matter to the com- 
mittee. It is difficult for me to prove a negative, yet if there is a 
pretence, a supposition, or a lingering thought that this list was in 
any way transcribed from these books, I beg that this gentleman 
who knows the fact be allowed to state it. 

Mr. Heaty. I have not heard such a suggestion that he copied 
six thousand consecutive names ; but that in some way in which he 
saw fit to do it, out of that large list he collected six thousand and 
odd names. That is my understanding of it. 

Mr. Tuxsury. As to the evidence which your commissioners 
had here, I understand from previous witnesses that you relied 
mostly on the Provost Marshal’s certificate. Did you have any- 
thing to do with that? -A. In regard to the Boston enlistments, we 
took that list as presented; then we were to examine, and did 
examine this list, copied from the list on board the ‘‘ Ohio,” of 
naval enlistments. If we found them on here credited to the City 
of Boston, we gave Boston their claim of course. 

1526. Q. That was your business? A. Yes, sir. 

1527. @. That was the whole of your business? A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Hearty. I want an illustration of that; let him open the 
book, and show us a Boston case. 

Wirness. I might have to hunt for a week to find one name. 

Mr. Hearty. [Reading from the navy yard list.] Now, here 
is ‘James O’Brien; occupation, wool carder; born in Ireland; 
enlisted May 4, 1864; rendezvous, Boston; term, one year.” 
Now, then, if on that list you find James O’Brien was claimed, 
would this be sufficient evidence to allow the claim? <A. Yes, sir, 
that would be sufficient evidence, of course; unless we heard that 
he was claimed by some particular place. 

Mr. Hearty. I mean, if there was no conflict. .A. Yes, sir. 

1528. Q. (By Mr. Heary.) The mere fact that he was put 
down as enlisting here, and Boston claims him, and no other place 
claimed him, was sufficient evidence to credit him to Boston. A. 
Yes, sir. 

Mr. Hearty. That is as I understood it. 

Mr. Tuxsury. You had the Provost Marshal’s certificate, did 
you not? A. Yes, sir. 

1529. @. All your part was to compare that list, and see if you 
could find the names on the large list? A. Yes, sir. 
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1530. @Q. One contained twenty-two thousand, and the other 
contained six thousand. Who gave you directions in regard to 
this work? A. Mr. Sanderson. 

1531. @. Mr. Sanderson had charge of that department? A. 
He had the entire charge. 

1532. Mr. Tuxpury. I wish you would find the first name on 
this list [Mr. Burrill’s list] in those books [the navy yard list] ; 
do you think you could doit? A. I think the committee would 
get tired of waiting for me. 

1533. Mr. Tuxsury. John Burns is the name. 

| Witness looks on the large list and finds the name of John Burns |. 

1534. Mr. Tuxpury. Now, how do you find that name? 

Wirness. Jn the first place, I look here and find there is the 
name John Burns. 

1535. Mr. Tuxspury. You go by figures made on this list 
[Mr. Burrill’s list]. 

Witness. Yes, sir; figures which I made myself. 

1536. Mr. Tuxsury. You had nothing to go by at first. 

Witness. I had to search through the entire twenty-two thou- 
sand. 

1537. Mr. Tuxsury. Then you marked down where you found 
it? A. Yes, sir. 

1538. Mr. Tuxsury. Each name was proceeded with in that 
way? A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Heaty. The only other evidence which I propose to offer 
on the matter of these lists is that we can’t find any such papers 
on file, as Mr. Burrill testifies, in the war department, nor any 
trace that such papers have been there. Now, I shall have that in 
an authentic shape, unless you admit, Mr. Tuxbury, that such is the 
fact. 

Mr. Touxsury. How do you propose to prove that? 

Mr. Hearty. I propose to prove, by proper evidence, that in the 
war department they have no knowledge of these papers. They 
index their papers, and I understand there are no such papers 
there, and no evidence on their files that there has been any such 
papers there. 

Mr. Tuxsury. That is, you can’t find them. We cannot find 
any such evidence ; but I cannot admit, of course, that they are not 
there, and that they have not been there. I am willing to admit 
that you can’t find them. 
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Mr. Hearty. That there is no evidence on record that they have 
ever been there? 

Mr. Tuxsoury. I don’t wish to admit that; I fear I might admit 
too much. We claim, of course, that those papers were put there ; 
and we have attempted to find a record of them, and the papers 
themselves. A clerk was offered $200 to make search and find 
them, but that clerk has been unable to find them thus far. In 
that respect, your experience has been the same as ours. 

Mr. Hearty. And you admit that we don’t find any record of 
their having been there? ‘ 

Mr. Tuxsury. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Hearty. That is all I ask. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I leave that in this way, that the committee 
may take such testimony on this subject as may be presented. 

Mr. Hearty. But if you admit those facts, then I don’t want to 
present any further testimony on that point. 

Mr. Tuxsury. We tried to find them; but I don’t wish to 
admit that I don’t think they are there. 

Mr. Hearty. I don’t ask you to admit that they never were 
there; all I ask you to admit is, that proper search and inquiry 
has been made, and that they cannot be found in the department, 
and no record that they had ever been there. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I cannot admit that they can’t be found, but 
I will admit that we have not been able to find them with any 
search we have been able to make. 

Mr. Hearty. [I rest it there, that having been unable to find 
them there, we deny they ever were there, and throw the burden of 
proof upon you. That would be, I believe, according to usage, as 
part of the evidence in the case. I give you notice, as Mr. Burrill’s 
counsel, that after diligent search and inquiry we cannot find those 
papers in the war department, nor any evidence that such papers 
have ever been there. 

Mr. Tuxsury. How long do you propose to keep this case 
open for the purpose of putting in evidence in relation to this 
matter? 

Mr. Hearty. Just as long as you see fit. I don’t propose to 
search any further; I now throw the burden of proof upon Mr. 
Burrill to show that the papers are there. 

Mr. Tuxsury. If you will make a statement in writing of 
what you expect to prove here, if it is such testimony as you have 
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intimated, I think I can admit it. I certainly wont keep this case 
waiting if you don’t ask me to admit what I think to be untrue. 
I admit that you made search, and didn’t find them there; and 
that we also made search, and didn’t find them there. 

Mr. Healy wrote the following statement, and gave it to Mr. 
Tuxbury : 


(Copy.) 


‘¢ After diligent search and inquiry at the war department, we 
have now been able to find any papers relating to the residence or 
naturalization of the naval recruits credited to the military quota 
of the City of Boston, such as Mr. Burrill testified he filed in that 
department, and afterwards used before the commissioners for the 
distribution of naval credits in Massachusetts; nor could we find 
any record or evidence in the department that such papers ever 
were filed there.” 

Mr. Tuxsury. Where was this inquiry made, at the Provost 
Marshal’s, or at the war department proper? It may be that 
your inquiries were not made at the right place. 

Mr. Heaty. I didn’t make the inquiries myself. If you made 
your inquiries, you probably made them at the right source. 

Mr. Tuxpury. Are you expecting any information upon this 
matter ? 

Mr. Hearty. No, sir; not unless I send and get the affidavits, 
or something else. 

Mr. Tuxspoury. Will that close your testimony ? 

Mr. Heaty. No, sir; but it will close it upon that point. 

Mr. Tuxspury. If you have other testimony that will occasion 
delay, I will admit this, perhaps, with a modification. 

Mr. Hearty. The six hundred and twenty-sixth question to Mr. 
Burrill was: ‘* Now, sir, what did you do with those papers; 
those declarations that they wanted to become citizens?” The 
answer was: ‘* The papers were all filed at the war department 
at one time, then they were placed before the commission at the 
State House.” 

Mr. Tuxpury. We have inquired at the Provost Marshal’s 
office, and have not obtained any information yet. I have no doubt 
Mr. Healy, that I can admit that fact. That is not going to close 
your evidence, and I will inform you soon in relation to it. I don’t 
mean to detain this committee for anything of that kind. 
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Mr. Hearty. I propose to put in a little correspondence I have 
had with Mr. Reverdy Johnson. I forwarded to Mr. Johnson a 
copy of the testimony of Mr. Burrill, so far as it related to his con- 
nection with the matter. I cut it out, and sent it with this com- 
munication. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Before you put that in, Mr. Healy, I wish to say 
aword. Yourcourtesy and that of the committee has been such 
to me that I want to allow anything you offer to go in whether it 
has a direct bearing upon the case or not. So far as this is contra- 
dictory of anything we have said in any way or shape, it seems to 
me it should take the form of testimony. If it was a question 
to be argued, I should wish to call the attention of the committee 
to that fact. 

Mr. Hearty. Certainly the weight of it is not now the question. 
As I said, I cut out a copy of the evidence so far as it related to 
Mr. Johnson, and sent it to him with this communication :

Dear Sir, —Mr. Charles Burrill, who resides near this city, 
made a large claim against it for services which he alleges he ren- 
dered in procuring, in the summer of 1864, an allowance upon its 
military quota of persons who had enlisted into the navy of the 
United States prior to February 24, 1864. He also claims reimburse- 
ment for large sums of money which he testifies he paid to pro- 
cure the passage of the act of Congress of July 4, 1864, which 
authorized credits to be given for enlistments into the navy. prior 
to said 24th of February, upon the military quotas of the places 
from which the enlistments were made. Indeed he alleges that 
this act was passed through the two Houses of Congress by his 
procurement, and by means of money which he expended. 

At first Mr. Burrill commenced and prosecuted a suit at law 
against the city for the recovery of these claims, and in this pro- 
ceeding he failed to recover. Now he has made a petition to the 
city government to make him an allowance on account of these 
claims, and a hearing is in progress upon this petition. I enclose 
a copy of Mr. Burrill’s testimony in this hearing so far as it relates 
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to you personally, and I beg you to inform me by letter whether 
there is any, and how much truth, in Mr. Burrill’s statements, so 
far as they relate to you. I also wish you to state whether or not 
you were a member of the United State Senate in June and July, 
1864; and whether or not you had any acquaintance with Mr. Bur- 
rill, or the Mr. Roberts referred to, or any conference with either 
of them in regard to the passage of the act referred to, or the 
allowance of any naval credits whatsoever upon the military quota 
of the City of Boston. 

Mr. Roberts is represented by Mr. Burrill to have been a lawyer 
from Illinois, who employed his time as a lobbyist in the capitol, 
and a solicitor at the departments, and to be now dead. It is 
proper that I should say that I desire to lay your answer before 
the city government, and that it will be printed with the other 
evidence in Mr. Burrill’s case. 

An answer as early as your convenience will allow will greatly 
oblige.

Mr. Tuxsury. Mr. Healy, this is a peculiar transaction. There 
is a letter which you have written. 

Mr. Hearty. I enclosed the copy ; I did not say one word as to 
what the evidence was, I only enclosed it from the reporter’s 
record. 

Mr. Tuxpury. I think that correspondence should be shown to 
me, and let me see what itis. Iam willing Mr. Johnson should 
come on here and testify. If he has written a letter, may I ask 
you to put in the letter which you wrote, and the letter which he 
wrote. 

Mr. Heaty. It is his letter, not my own, that I want to put 
in. 

Mr. Tuxpury. I think I should see the letter. I should like to 
see what it is. 

Mr. Hearty. You shall see it. Idon’t suppose we are here 
upon purely technical evidence ; if we were, we should have excluded 
a large part of the testimony already given. In an inquiry of this 
sort, it seemed unnecessary to send and take the deposition of such 
amanas Mr. Johnson. I gave no evidence except to send the 
minutes of it; I made no comments upon it. I wished him to see 
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that I had a proper object in calling for a reply. His letter was as 
follows :—

Dear Sir,—I have just received your letter of the thirtieth ult., 
_ with the statement it enclosed of that part of the evidence of Mr 
Burrill which refers to me, and I hasten to reply. 

I have no acquaintance with Mr. Burrill, and never had any; 
nor had I ever any acquaintance with Mr. Roberts. Neither of 
them, at any time, approached me in relation to the legislation 
Mr. Burrill mentions. I was at the time of that legislation, in 
1864, a member of the Senate of the United States, and neither of 
them, I am sure, would have ventured to offer me any pecuniary 
or other compensation for advocating any measures before that 
body. ‘The whole testimony, therefore, of Burrill, [in] regard to 
myself, is absolutely false.

Mr. Tuxsury. Iam perfectly willing that letter should be before 
the committee. I don’t object to it at all. We have not claimed 
we paid Mr. Johnson a dollar, nor ever saw him. 

Alfred T. Turner was then called and sworn. 
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1539. Q. (By Mr. Heary.) You are the city auditor? A. 
Yes, sir. 

1540. @. Were you so, sir, in 1864? A. I came into office in 
December 1864. 4 

1541. @Q. Now, sir, were the bounties or compensations that 
were paid to recruits paid through your office, and the accounts 
there passed? A. I will state how the modus was done in the 


office. 
29 
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1542. @Q. If you please. A. First, I found on record in the 
office— 

1543. @. Have you examined the records? A. Yes, sir, and 
have closed up a portion of the accounts myself. ‘The Mayor and 
Aldermen were the recruiting officers of the city; they drew out 
the money, and paid for the recruits, and for every cent of money 
which they paid out they returned vouchers. They paid from ten 
up to one hundred and twenty-five dollars for each recruit ; never in 
excess of $125, according to the records. 

1544. Q. Do these records show where and when the men were 
enlisted or were mustered in? A. The accounts were opened in 
April 1864. 

1545. @. We have the date of the act of the Legislature. Do 
you know the order, sir, under which that money was paid out? 
A. It was an order passed in the City Council of that year ; I have 
traced it up, but not recently. 

1546. Q. Is that the order? 

The following order was here shown to the witness :

City or Bosron, in Boarp or ALDERMEN, March 31, 1864. 


Ordered, That the Treasurer be authorized to borrow, under the 
direction of the Committee on Finance, the sum of two hundred 
thousand dollars, the same to be appropriated for the payment, 
under the direction of His Honor the Mayor, of one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars for each volunteer enlisted and mustered on and 
after the thirtieth day of March, 1864, into the service of the 
United States, as a part of the quota of the City of Boston, in 
accordance with an act of the Legislature approved March 18, 
1864, entitled: ‘* An Act to authorize towns or cities to raise 
money for recruiting purposes,” and also an act in addition to the 
same approved March 28, 1864. 

Passed. Yeas: Aldermen Clapp, Dana, Davies, Messinger, Nash, 
Norcross, Sprague, Standish and Denio: nine. Nays: none. Sent 
down for concurrence. Came up concurred. Yeas, thirty-seven. 
Nays, none. 

Approved by the Mayor, April 1, 1864.

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Witness. Yes, sir; that is the order. 

1547. Q. Now, sir, can you find in your office the record of any 
payment before the passage of that order? A. I have been unable 
to find any, sir. 

1548. @. You have found, as I understand, no payment that 
exceeds one hundred and twenty-five dollars? A. No, sir; not on 
these receipts. There were recruiting expenses, but not bounty 
expenses, paid out for aiding and encouraging enlistments prior to 
this in 1862-63, and ’64, but not for‘bounties. It was for the fitting 
out of regiments and such like purposes. 

1549. @. Were any bounties paid to men who were drafted? 
A. I should judge so by the certificates which I have found among 
the vouchers returned. 

1550. @. What do you find? A. Here is one of the certifi- 
cates.

Bosron, July 12, 1864. 
The Board of Enlistments of the Fourth District, State of Massa- 
‘chusetts, hereby certify that James McKenna of Ward No. 1, City 
of Boston, an enrolled man in said district, liable to a draft but not 
yet drafted, has furnished a recruit for the United States navy as a 
substitute in his place, and said substitute is credited to the quota 
of Ward 1.

1551. Q. That man was not drafted, was he? It says.‘ not 
yet drafted.” A. No, sir. That is the only kind I find there. 
1552. Q. You can’t find an instance of the payment of boun- 
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ties to men who were drafted? A. No, sir, not among the ones I 
looked at there. This is the printed form we had. 

1553. Q. I understand that the man who brought in a substi- 
tute was excused from being drafted. He paid the man who went, 
who was really a volunteer. Can you find any evidence in your 
department of any bounty being paid to the substitute for a drafted 
man? <A. No, sir; I have not seen anything different from that. 

1554. @. Do you know how much the city paid for bounties in 
the year 1864? A. This record shows the sums paid by the vari- 
ous agents. 

1555. Q. Is that an abstract of yours? A. That is an abstract 
made in my Office, sir. 

1556. @Q. Is that correct? A. Yes, sir. 

1557. Q. Just state the aggregate amount, if you please, that 
was paid in the whole of the year 1864. A. The aggregate amount 
that went out charged to recruiting expenses was $725,778.21 ; 
less bounty money refunded by committees, $63,294.74, leaves 
$662,483.47. Obtained by a loan $200,000; receipts in treasury, 
$86,792.10; transfer $25,000; appropriations 1864—65, $200,000 ; 
advanced by treasurer and paid from appropriation of 1865-66, 
$150,691.37. Making a total of $662,483.47. 

1558. Q. Now, sir, taking the course of business as it runs in 
your office could any amounts have been paid out for this purpose, 
to drafted men, and for substitutes for drafting men, without the 
evidence of it being in your office? A. No, sir. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


1559. Q. (By Mr. Tuxsury.) Mr. Turner, some of the Alder- 
men testified here that one hundred and twenty-five dollars a man 
was paid to those who procured substitutes after being.drafted. 

Mr. Hearty. Oh, no, you are mistaken as to that. 

Witness. I can’t tell what they said; I am speaking of the 
evidence in my office. I don’t see any evidence in my office of 
that fact. 

Mr. Hearty. Who testified so? 

Mr. Tuxsury. Mr. Lincoln, Mr. Norcross, and Mr. Nash. 

Mr. Hearty. You are mistaken; I think they testified directly 
opposite, as you will see. 

Mr. Turner. I looked over three of the accounts, Mr. Nor- 
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cross’, Mr. Lincoln’s, and Mr. Nash’s, taking the certificates from 
different sections of the city, and I found no such vouchers there. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Wont you explain what sort of vouchers you 
took from the Aldermen, or from the recruiting committee? Show 
how the money was drawn, and on what vouchers. 

Witness. There are samples of the vouchers. (Presenting 
some similar to the one read before.) 

1560. @. Who are they signed by? A. By the parties who 
received the money. ‘They are like this one I showed you just now. 

1561. Q. That is not the only class of certificates you had? 
A. Under these bounties it was. Money was spent for recruiting 
purposes in 1862-63, to pay for clothing, and such things. 

1562. @. Subsequent to the passage of that law of March 81, 
1864, until the close of the war, there was a recruiting commit- 
tee, was there not? A. There were recruiting officers first, then 
there was a recruiting committee, of which Mr. Norcross was 
chairman ; and subsequently Alderman Clapp was chairman. 

1563. @. Now, sir, what sort of vouchers did you take from 
that recruiting committee when you paid out money? A. The 
same as this (the certificate before read), except for incidental 
expenses, the carrying on of an office, clerk hire, and such like. 

1564. @. Didn’t they draw any money for recruiting purposes 
except what was vouched for? A. There was always vouchers for 
all the money drawn. ‘There were vouchers from the men, then an 
attachment like this, that shows they were mustered in; and then 
the receipt of the men. ‘They are allon file in the office; these 
are a sample of them. 

1565. Q. Let me ask you in case a man was drafted, Mr. Tur- 
ner. ‘There were several such cases, and they procured substitutes. 
A. I find nothing there indicating anything about drafting except 
this printed form, filed and signed; as you see there, he says he is 
not drafted. I find nothing there on file in my office. 

1566. @. Have you looked over all the vouchers? A. I have 
looked over the entire files of Mr. Norcross while he was recruit- 
ing officer, and I don’t find anything there. I have not looked 
over every one of the vouchers; I don’t know but there were ten 
thousand vouchers in all. 

1567. @Q. I will ask you if the City of Boston did or did not 
pay towards procuring substitutes for drafted men $125 apiece? 
A. I don’t see any evidence in my office of that fact. 
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1568. Q. That is all you mean to say; you don’t know that 
they didn’t pay that? A. I know nothing about it. 

1569. @. Do you know what appropriations were made by the 
City Council to meet war expenses subsequent to the law of March 
1864? A. Yes, sir. 

1570. Q. State them. A. I have stated them here. 

1571. @. Do you know how many new recruits were obtained 
by the City of Boston during that time? A. No, sir. 

1572. @. There were other payments by the wards, were there 
not? A. I have nothing to do with that. 

1573. Q. You know it as a fact, as a member of the recruiting 
committee? A. I received money as recruiting agent in my own 
ward, and paid out money. 

1574. Q. This is alist of the appropriations that were made? 
[The list read by Mr. Turner.] A. Yes, sir; since the passage of 
that order. 

Mr. Hearty. That is all the evidence I have this afternoon to 
putin. I have some other things that I want to get. One thing I 
want to get, which I gave notice to Mr. Burrill’s counsel I should 
get, was in regard to this payment of a $100,000 subscription to a 
political fund. I have tried all I could to get the evidence here, 
and have not been able as yet to get it. I went to see Governor 
Claflin about it. He told me that he will verify his statement as 
soon as he gets the documents so that he can. He says that Mr. 
Raymond of New York and himself were the finance men upon the 
committee ; that they had the entire management of the finances ; 
of receiving all subscriptions; the receiving of all the money, and 
the disbursement of the money ; that they have a record of every 
dollar that was subscribed, of every dollar that was paid in, and 
every dollar that was disbursed. He says that no man in the 
country subscribed or paid either. 

Mr. Tuxpury. Mr. Healy, I would much prefer that Mr. Claflin 
should be here and state that himself. Can’t he be called from the 
State House? 

Mr. Heary. I don’t like to call him; I will get it in writing. I 
am showing the evidence which I consider important to go in. 
What I state, unless Governor Claflin verifies it, I don’t ask any 
credit for. He says no man subscribed or paid a sum exceeding 
ten thousand dollars, and very few men paid that, or subscribed 
that amount ; that he could remember every man who did, indepen- 
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dent ofhis record; that if any man from Massachusetts had ap- 
proached that figure, either by subscription or payment, from the 
pride which he felt in his native State he should certainly have re- 
membered it. He says that book is in existence ; that it is in the 
hands of the executors of Mr. Raymond, deceased, and that it now 
belongs to him; that before I saw him with reference to this 
question, he had sent to them for that book, and they had promised 
to forward it, and he would make an effort to get it as early as 
he could get it. He has not yet been able to get it. He says it is 
there ; the executors told him so personally, and he has no sort of 
doubt that he shall get it. 

Mr. Touxsoury. Is that all the additional testimony you have to 
put in? . 

Mr. Hearty. No; I have other testimony. I propose to call 
Governor Clifford, I propose to call Senator Wilson, and I pro- 
pose to call Mr. Eliot, of New Bedford. I propose to call 
Governor Clifford, in the first place, in reference to what took 
place in regard to the distribution of the naval credits. I propose 
to call Senator Wilson, and Mr. Eliot, who was in the House, who 
were upon the military committee of the two branches, and who 
know as much, I suppose, at least I take. it for granted they do, 
in regard to the passage of this act of July 4, 1864, as any other 
persons. I don’t now know that there will be any other evidence 
than that I have suggested. 

The Cuairman. How soon, Mr. Healy, can you present that 
evidence. 

Mr. Heary. Very quickly, probably ; the witnesses I have named 
shall all be here, as soon as I get this from Governor Claflin. 

Mr. Tuxpory. If this class of testimony is to be taken down, 
printed and circulated, it is but fair that I should enter my protest 
here. 

Mr. Hearty. This is not evidence, it is only an explanation. It 
is of the nature of an opening argument. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I think I have a right to comment a moment on 
this question of Mr. Claflin. I understand this is one of the 
causes of this delay, that you wish Mr. Claflin to come forward 
and state that no such subscription as $100,000 was made, and no 
such sum as $30,000 was paid. There is not a word in the testi- 
mony of Mr. Burrill, or of any witness on our part, which states 
that any such subscription was made. There is an implied fallacy,

which seems to run through the whole thing. I only state this for 
the purpose of commenting on the evidence as it is. I hope there 
will be no delay upon this point any more than on obtaining this 
matter at Washington. We don’t claim that Mr. Burrill ever sub- 
scribed $100,000. He has nowhere said it. He has been asked 
the question several times, and he has said, ‘* No!” ** No!” ** No!” 
from beginning to end. His simple declaration is, that he agreed 
to become responsible for a political subscription to the amount of 
$100,000. He distinctly said that he didn’t make that subscrip- 
tion; that he could not, for the simple reason that the city did not 
give him the money. 

ALDERMAN Batpwin. If I recollect his evidence, he stated that 
he sent $30,000 towards this fund. 

Mr. Tuxpury. No, sir; he sent $80,000 in the settlement of 
this agreement of his with Mr. Raymond. 

Mr. Hearty. I call for the payments that were made. He says 
that he paid $30,000. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Are you going to call for Mr. Raymond’s books? 

Mr. Hearty. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Tuxsury. For all his books? 

Mr. Hearty. I am going to call for all the books that relate to 
this matter. 

Mr. Tuxpury. No one claims that the money went into that 
political fund. We are having a delay of three or four weeks to 
contradict what has never been claimed, or said from the begin- 
ning. I defy you to find such a statement in the whole testimony. 

Mr. Hearty. You put your interpretation on the evidence 
as recorded, and the committee will put theirs. 

Mr. Tuxsury. My wish is to prevent delay; if it is a material 
circumstance, I certainly will not utter a word against it. 

Mr. Heaty. I think it is. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I wish to state that there is a grave misappre- 
hension in regard to this testimony, and I beg the gentlemen 
of the committee will look at it with great care. I find it circu- 
lated outside that this matter will not be acted upon by the present 
city government. | 

The Cuairman. It has been suggested round the community 
that we intend to delay it until next year. I, for one,wish to con- 
clude it at the earliest possible moment; but I think we are in duty 
bound to give Mr. Healy a reasonable time to present his side 
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of the case. At the end of a reasonable time, 1 think the case 
should be closed; and so far within the present municipal year 
as to give the present City Council ample time to consider and act 
upon it. I don’t doubt that Mr. Healy agrees with me on 
this point, that it should be closed in ample time to be acted upon 
this year. It is for the committee to decide at what time the evi- 
dence is all in, but they wish to hear both sides fully, and 
have everything settled amicably. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Allow me to say a single word upon the ques- 
tion of delay. I ask with all candor and fairness that there 
shall be no unnecessary delay, and I know this committee in- 
tend to close the hearing at as early a day, as in the nature of 
the case they can. I know my brother Healy is endeavoring to do the 
same thing, yet I still know, as a matter of fact, that it has been 
four weeks since the last meeting, and nothing has been done in 
regard to it. We are approaching the end of the year; and al- 
though this committee might be able to act upon it in a very short 
time, this subject cannot be disposed of without going to the 
Boards which you represent as a committee. Under those circum- 
stances I am very desirous that it may be heard as early as can be. 
Now if my brother Healy has asked for a delay, I have been frank 
to accord it; and I wish to still, but I think it should be limited. 
Suppose he has been trying to get such evidence as he has been try- 
ing to get, that he has searched for records and does not find them, 
how long will he search before he puts an end to his testimony? 
Why have not Senator Wilson, Governor Clifford, Mr. Eliot, and 
the other gentlemen he has named been called to testify during 
these four weeks? Why should there be another moment’s delay 
on their account? It has seemed to me that the facts are the great 
subject for us to consider, and that although I know there is no 
motive on the part of the gentleman to make a delay, nor do I 
suppose there is on the part of any of the committee, yet it is 
delayed nevertheless. JI think there are persons interested in oc- 
casioning a delay, and I hope they will not effect their purpose. 
I merely submit this for your consideration, and if the committee 
could see it in that light, I should like to have them and brother 
Healy fix upon some time when this testimony should be closed. 
It seems to me it might be limited to some reasonably short time. 
I ask this with the utmost disposition to accommodate. 


Mr. Heary. I don’t know what disposition for delay you refer 
30 
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to. I have no such disposition ; and no person, living or dead, has 
suggested to me anything like delay, or any desire for delay. 
Everybody who has been connected with it has been urged to press 
it along. Now I have not the power to compel Governor Claflin 
to get his books from New York; it is a matter of favor. If it was | 
a proceeding where I had the power of compulsion, then it would 
be different. I have to get them as I can. Hs asks why Mr. 
Wilson and the other gentlemen were not here to testify. I didn’t 
intend to have but one hearing more. I didn’t suppose it was 
necessary to have the committee and the parties come together for 
what would not close the case; to meet half a dozen times when 
one session would answer the purpose. My engagements are such 
that it is not possible to give every moment of my time to this 
case. I have some two or three other cases to take care of, but I 
have been as diligent upon it as I could be, and I have forwarded 
the thing as fast as it could have been forwarded if I had nothing 
else to do. Ifthere is anything under heaven I want to get rid 
of, it is this case. ‘The idea of fixing a time beyond which evidence 
should be excluded! That is not the way to inquire into facts. 
If 1 am delinquent, I am willing to be rebuked; but if Iam doing 
all that can be done, all that I can reasonably be expected to do, 
then I don’t think I am to be censured because the case don’t get 
along any faster. 

Mr. Tuxpury. That system of proceeding renders it possible 
we should lose an entire portion of the year. Suppose Governor 
Claflin should not find it convenient to send to New York, and 
obtain that information, from now to the Ist of January, is this 
hearing to stop in consequence? Suppose that my brother hap- 
pened to be engaged in other business, though I accord to him 
everything he has said, and have not the slightest doubt of it, 
suppose he should happen to be engaged so that it would be very 
inconvenient for him to attend here, I still submit with all deference, 
it is exceedingly inconvenient for me, and for this committee, and 
for all parties interested here, to allow this thing to be protracted. 
Under these circumstances, it does seem to me he should be held 
to some of the rules adopted in a Court of law. Either this case 
must be decided this year, or it must not. If itis to be decided 
this year, it must be closed soon, and it ought not to be in the 
power of any outside person, not willing or not ready to furnish 
my brother Healy with testimony, to delay the hearing. I sub- 
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mit this to the gentlemen of the committee with the feeling on my 
own part that it is a terrible misfortune that it has been neglected 
so long. I say this on my own personal account, and it should 
not weigh in the case, I admit. To have this matter delayed, so 
that it will be necessary to take it up another year, does seem to 
me would be a great calamity. Under those circumstances, there 
ought to be some limit to which delay can go. The testimony 
may be all in before this committee, and they can decide upon it, 
but there are other parties to pass upon it. Each Board will neces- 
sarily require some time for its discussion, and I appeal to every 
gentlemen of the committee if if is not probable that definite 
action will be put off until another year if it is delayed much 
longer. Either this must be heard very soon, or all the ground we 
have been over must be thrown up, and we must postpone it to 
another year. I think I have not been importunate in this matter, 
and have not urged it unreasonably, but I feel it would be unjust 
to my clients, to myself, and to the committee, if there should be 
any delay which could possibly be avoided. 

The CuarrmMan. I understood you to say that some person was 
throwing stumbling blocks in the way of evidence coming before 
the committee. Are you prepared to make any charges more defi- 
nite than you have already made? 

Mr. Tuxsury. If I should state that I did think so, I might be 
called upon with some propriety to state what my reasons were. 
I may be mistaken, and what my brother has said goes far to con- 
firm me thatI am mistaken. I did not for a moment attribute the 
delay to the City Solicitor. Idid have reason to think, judging 
from what I had been told, and the length of time since the last 
hearing was held, that there was an organized effort to compel the 
postponement of this hearing to next year, that it might be acted 
upon by the next city government. I do not think there is a mem- 
ber of this committee in the slightest degree connected with it. 
Its advocates are outside parties, politicians, if you please, who 
are making this great effort. It has been told to me to-day, by 
persons that I can trust, that remarks are made distinctly that we 
are not to have this case decided at this time. That information 
comes to me, sir; I wont undertake to say it is true. What my 
brother ias said has gone far to take that impression away from 
me; but I did come here with the belief that there was an effort of 
that description. I hope it is not true; but the delay is ominouse 
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I was told after the adjournment the other time that we should 
not have a hearing. Governed by the facts, we have not had a 
hearing. Now I am told that it is not to be decided this year. Of 
course I beg every gentleman to understand, that what I say is 
only what has come to me from outside parties. I do not say it is 
true, as a matter of fact, I hope it is not true; but it makes me 
anxious that the matter should be taken in hand, and some limit 
fixed upon for delay. 

ALDERMAN Batpwin. I concur entirely with the remarks that 
the City Solicitor has made; that he should have reasonable time 
to present evidence before the committee. I also sympathize in a 
measure with the remarks of the counsel, Mr. Tuxbury, that within 
a reasonable time the evidence should all be placed before the com- 
mittee, so that the case should be disposed of the present year. The 
City Solicitor makes a remark that Mr. Claflin is about sending, as 
I understand, for evidence to New York. 

* Mr. Heaty. He promised me he would. 

Mr. Batpwin. If I understand you correctly, that is the hinge on 
which the case now rests. 

Mr. Hearty. When I get that, I can close it very soon. 

Mr. Batpwin. In order to give the Governor a reasonable time, 
and also to bring the matter in shape so that we shall not go beyond 
a reasonable time, and in order to test the feeling of the committee, 
I move that the City Solicitor have until the fifteenth of the present 
month to introduce evidence bearing upon this case, and at that 
time, or before, it shall be closed. I have no feeling about it, but it 
would seem as if the Governor could get his papers in that time. 

Mr. Hearty. I don’t want to be-responsible for the closing of the 
case until I have put in all that I consider necessary and important 
in the case. If the committee take the responsibility, I haven’t any- 
thing to say. 

Mr. WapswortH [Councilman]. I am anxious to have the case 
closed, but should be very unwilling to shut down the bars against 
the introduction of important evidence so long as it is not 
certain that it cannot be obtained. 

The Cuairman. I take it, there is the very point: whether the 
City Solicitor should not decide whether he can, or cannot, get 
it. He knows that it would be avery peculiar case to send it 
over to another City Government for them to begin again. I pre- 
sume that all possible diligence that can be used in this case will 
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be used. I am not competent to decide whether all the efforts 
have been made in the case that could have been made. 

Mr. Hearty. Mr. Burrill has made a certain statement. I wish 
to put in evidence in conflict with that. He puts one construction 
on the evidence, and I put another. 

The CHarrman. It all hinges upon this evidence of Governor 
Claflin. It has been intimated that it is not the intention of Gov- 
ernor Claflin to give any evidence here; that parties are working 
upon him not to putin any evidence. Mr. Healy says that Gov- 
ernor Claflin is doing everything hecan. I don’t suppose anybody 
in the world is trying to stop this evidence from coming here. 

Mr. Hearty. If Governor Claflin didn’t want to give me the 
evidence, he would undoubtedly say so. 

The hearing at this point adjourned, subject to the call of the 
Chairman of the Committee. 


EIGHTH HEARING. 


Tue Committee on Claims of the City Council resumed the 
hearing on the petition of Charles Burrill, November 12, 1869. 

Present: Aldermen Talbot (Chairman), White and Baldwin; 
Councilmen Wadsworth, Jacobs, Talbot, jr., Pearson. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I wish to say, Mr. Chairman, that, as my brother 
Healy is not quite ready to go on with his testimony to-day, and 
as one of my witnesses notified me that he must leave town, and 
wished to go this afternoon, if possible,—he has been delayed at 
considerable inconvenience, —I will now, with the consent of the 
City Solicitor, I believe, put in such testimony as I can, to save 
time, so that it will take less time when he is ready to put in the 
remainder of his testimony. For that reason, I will ask Mr. San- 
derson to take the stand for a few moments. 


TESTIMONY OF F. E. SANDERSON (Recattep). 


1575. Q. (By Mr. Tuxpury.) Mr. Sanderson, you have testi- 
fied in this case, but since your last testimony was given some 
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conflicting testimony has been put in which leads me to ask you 
another question. Wont you state,-if you please, whether you 
had any conversation with ex-mayor Lincoln in regard to this list ; 
and what that conversation was? Be a little fuller than you were 
before. A. I had several conversations with him, one, in particu- 
lar, I had at his own solicitation was at the State House. 

1576. Q. Irefer to the conversation not put in evidence last 
time, which you did not state. .A. I had a conversation at the 
State House some few days prior to the crediting of this large 
list. 

1577. Q. State the circumstances, what was said by you, and 
what was said by the Mayor. A. He came up to the State House, 
and called upon one of the commissioners, who was not in, and he 
called upon Major Rogers in regard to ascertaining some informa- 
tion in regard to these naval credits. Major Rogers referred him 
to me, and I was called out into an inner office, which was called 
the Governor’s aids’ room. Nobody was allowed at that time to 
have any conversation with me in regard to this matter. The com- 
missioners gave me orders not to have any conversation with any- 
body unless I had their consent, unless they had knowledge of the 
fact. Major Rogers told me to see Mayor Lincoln, and I was 
called into the Governor’s aids’ room. He brought up this matter 
of this list, and in the opening of the conversation he asked me if 
the commissioners or clerks had examined the smaller list presented 
by the Board of Aldermen, and ascertained what number of credits, 
—what number of men would be credited if that list was presented 
by them. I told them that they had, and if it was presented by 
the city, that upon examination we had ascertained that about 
fifty per cent or one-half of them would be allowed to the City of 
Boston. He spoke rather discouragingly of that, and said that 
was not a sufficient number of men to take them out of the draft. 
I think I made the remark myself, I am pretty positive I did, why 
he didn’t present this larger list, that we had made an examination of 
it, and upon examination we found it very accurate in comparing 
it with the list that we obtained from the Naval Bureau, that is 
from the receiving ship. He made the remark to me, this was in 
the conversation, that I didn’t understand the matter in connection 
with this larger list, that it was a matter not presented by him; 
but if it was presented by the City of Boston, it would involve a 
large sum of money; but he was willing to offer all he was worth 
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in the world to have the matter compromised. That was about all 
the conversation we had at that time. I had one or two other con- 
versations with him after that, but they were accidental conversa- 
tions I had with him outside of the office, and of my official business. 

1578. @Q. Anything you think of in addition to any testimony 
you have given before, Mr. Sanderson? I don’t wish you to repeat 
what you have said. Do you think of any other conversation with 
him? A. I have no positive recollection of any other conversation 
in relation to this matter. That is the only direct conversation I 
ever had with him in regard to this matter. 

1579. @. Now, I wish to call your attention to one other point. 
Who of the commissioners, did you say, first gave you instructions 
in regard to this list? -A. Governor Andrew. 

1580. Q. What instructions did he give you? What did he 
say to you in reference to Boston credits? A. I was clerk in the 
Adjutant-General’s office, and I was sent for very unexpectedly by 
General Schouler to take charge of this matter. He suggested the 
propriety, having the knowledge I did of the credits and quotas of 
cities and towns, of my taking charge of these credits for men 
enlisted inthe navy. Governor Andrew sent for me and I had 
some conversation with him in regard to the matter. He said he 
wanted I should take charge of this matter, and also referred at the 
same time to this list ; I suppose it was this list. He said it was a 
list presented by an outside party, claiming to be a broker who 
acted as agent for the City of Boston; that before that list was 
credited, he wanted I should take particular pains to make a strict 
examination and see that every man was in the naval service before 
I credited him. 

1581. Q. Anything said further in reference to the residence of 
the men? A. Well, he told meI must prove to my own satisfaction 
that the men were there in the naval service, and that they 
belonged to the City of Boston before giving it credit for them. 
My conversations pertaining to this list were afterwards with 
Governor Clifford. I never had any further instructions from 
Governor Andrew that I know of, Governor Andrew being out 
of town most of the time after this question was up, after he gave 
me my first instructions. I got my further instructions from Goy- 
ernor Clifford. 

1582. @. Did he make any remark as to his opinion as to 
where these men belonged? 
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Mr. Hearty. Did who make any remark? 

Mr. Tuxsury. Did Governor Andrew make any remark as to 
his views or opinion where these men belonged? I ask for the 
fact whether Governor Andrew made any such remark. 

Mr. Hearty. Do you think that is appropriate testimony? If 
you want to go into what Governor Andrew said upon the subject, 
I am willing to go into it. But if you put in what he said, I shall 
put in what he said also. I don’t want to stop you from putting 
in anything you consider material. I only want to say, that if any 
part of Governor Andrew’s declarations may go in, the whole may 
go in. 

Mr. Touxsury. If Governor Andrew stated his views on these 
credits, or the claim of the City of Boston, and this gentleman 
heard it, I thought that might be material. 

Mr. Hearty. I only state that I shall go into the same ques- 
tion if evidence in regard to Governor Andrew’s declarations is 
putin. I don’t object to it. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I don’t wish to go into all his declarations. I 
will waive it. 

Mr. Hearty. You may go if you choose, but if you go, I shall. 

1583. Q. Mr. Tuxsury. I waive the question ; I want to ask one 
question more. Considerable has been said here since you testi- 
fied, and intimated in reference to certain certificates, and prelimi- 
nary naturalization papers having been lodged at the State House. 
I wish to ask you distinctly, Mr. Sanderson, whether you saw any 
such papers, and examined them? If so, state what you know 
about them. A. I think I have already stated to this committee 
in my prior examination that there were papers of that character 
filed with me; that they laid upon my desk, and were there a fort- 
night or three weeks, but the commissioners had no occasion to 
open them, and made no use of them whatever. 

1584. Q. What were they? A. They were the naturalization 
papers of men who claimed to have enlisted in Boston; who be- 
Jonged in the City of Boston, and enlisted into the naval service. 
There were declarations of men headed ‘‘ I hereby declare myself 
to be a citizen of Boston, and want to be credited to the City of 
Boston.” But we made no use of them whatever. 

1585. @. As to the numbers of that class of papers, did you 
make an examination of that? A. We made no examination of 
them, sir, other than to look them over to see what they were. 
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1586. Q. I don’t mean checking them, or anything of that kind. 
Did you examine them to know what they were? A. We didn’t 
examine them closely ; all we knew was what their character was. 

1587. @. As to the quantity that was there. Was there two, 
three, ten, a thousand or ten thousand? A. There was a bundle a 
foot square, perhaps, in size. They were done up in a square 
bundle, and a string tied round them. We opened a few that laid 
there. I don’t know what became of them. We never had any 
occasion to open them whatever. 

1588. @. Why didn’t you have occasion? A. We didn’t re- 
quire that evidence at all. We had sufficient evidence without 
them. 

1589. @. What was that evidence? A. The evidence we relied 
upon on this list was the enrolment at the Provost Marshal’s 
office. 

1590. Q. You considered that the strongest evidence? A. My 
instruction from the commissioner was, that that was the strongest 
evidence, and that I should be governed by it in crediting the 
men. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


1591. @. (By Mr. Heary.) Why did you open that package 
of papers if you had nothing to do with them? A. We didn’t open 
them thoroughly. I called Governor Clifford’s attention to them, I 
think. 

1592. Q. You called them naturalization papers just now. 
What were the papers you called naturalization papers? -A. They 
were papers signed by a United States Judge of Circuit Court, by 
John N. Clifford, I think, a majority of them were. Some were 
signed by the individuals themselves, but half of them could not 
sign their names, and their marks were supposed to be made. 

1593. @. Do you know what is called a primary declaration in 
procuring naturalization papers? A. Idon’t think I do, sir. These 
were presented to me, and all I know about them is what Governor 
Clifford said, sir. I think if his attention was called to it, he would 
swear to the same fact that I speak of. 

1594. @. These were the first papers signed in order to procure 
naturalization? That is your understanding of it? A. Thereisa 
paper which Mr. Tuxbury showed me that I could almost swear 


was one of the same identical papers. I could not tell you whether 
31 
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it was a naturalization paper or not. I could swear that was one 
of the same kind; I could not swear it was one of the very ones. I 
could swear it was one of the same nature, whether it is a natural- 
ization paper or not I don’t know. } 

1595. Mr. Heaty. [Presenting a paper.| That is the paper 
you have reference to? A. Yes, sir. 

1596. Mr. Hearty. That is called a primary declaration. A. 
That is the class of papers which were filed. 

1597. @. How many of that class of papers did you see? A. I 
could not swear as to the exact numbers. We made no count of 
them. 

1598. @. How many could you swear to? A. I should judge it 
was a bundle a foot square. Whether they were all papers of that 
character, I could not tell. We did not make a thorough exami- 
nation of them. 

1599. @. How many papers did you examine? A. We might 
have examined a hundred or two hundred of them. 

1600. @. Have you any recollection that you did? A. I have 
a recollection of looking over them. 

1601. Q. How many? A. I looked over quite a number of 
them, sir. 

1602. @. You were a good deal hurried at that time, were you 
not? .A. No, sir; I had a month or two to do it in, and hada 
number of clerks to do it. 

16038. @. You understood that you were not to use these 
papers, and did not use them? A. I was instructed not to use 
them because I had no need of it. 

1604. @. What should induce you to make any considerable 
examination of them? A. I didn’t make any considerable exami- 
nation of them. I only knew they were there; we didn’t make 
any use of them. 

1605. @Q. You don’t know whether they were all of that class, or 
of some other class? .A . There was another class signed by the men 
individually ; they signing themselves as citizens of Boston, and 
wanting to be credited on the quota of the City of Boston. We 
had similar papers in the cases of other towns, but we made no 
use of them. 

1606. Q. To what extent did you examine them? So that you 
could know how many names there were? A. I cannot swear as 
to the number of names, sir. 
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1607. @Q. It was as a mere matter of curiosity that you looked 
at them, sir, was it not? A. No particular curiosity. We had a 
large quantity of papers filed there before us, and we looked at 
them to see what they were. We had bundles, and packages 
enough to fill a tipcart full. 

1608. Q. Now, sir, did you come down to the City Hall to see 
the Mayor in regard to this transaction? A. I have no recollec- 
tion of it, sir, if I did. Governor Clifford could state that fact. 
If I did, I was sent by him. 

1609. @. But you have no recollection yourself of coming? 
A. I have no recollection of coming down here personally, sir. I 
think there was a great deal of conversation in regard to this mat- 
ter, which list the City of Boston was going to adopt, whether the 
larger list or the small list, and the commissioners didn’t know 
which way to turn, act, or move, in regard to the matter. I think 
Governor Clifford once or twice spoke to me about looking it up, 
and I don’t know but I might have come down here. I don’t know 
but I might have seen Mayor Lincoln outside of his office. 

1610. @. You have no recollection of any conversation with 
him in his office? A. No, sir, I don’t think of any. I never had, 
to my knowledge, any conversation in regard to this matter, only 
the conversation I have referred to at the State House. 

1611. Q. Well, sir, did you allow the credits of any men whose 
names were not borne on the enrolment list; any credits for 
names that were not enrolled? A. This was the only list that 
was presented by any town or city in the Commonwealth of men 
that were enrolled. These men were claimed to be enrolled by 
certificates that were presented to us, and which we could not go 
behind. 

1612. Q. Wasn’t there an order there from the Provost Mar- 
shal as to what was evidence of the men’s residences? A. I don’t 
think we were governed by any order of the Provost Marshal’s. 

1613. @Q. You didn’t hear of any such order? A. No, sir. 

1614. @. You don’t know of any rule that was adopted in 
regard to allowing them? A. I think those rules have already 
been stated to this committee,—the rules that the commissioners 
were governed by. I got my instructions from the commissioners. 

1615. Q. You know of no instructions to them from Washing- 
ton? A. I think there was one instruction from Provost Marshal 
General Frye. What it was, I don’t know. I cannot recollect it 
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now. I had the orders of instruction in my charge all the time. I 
think all those orders of instruction were referred to me, sir. 


TESTIMONY OF W. W. BULLOCK (Recattep). 


1616. Q. (By Mr. Tuxsury.) You testified once before. I 
wish to ask your attention to another stage which was not referred 
to in your testimony before, if I recollect right, in reference to 
these alleged papers which were left there at the State House. 
Whether or not you saw such papers as have been described here? 
A. I saw a large package of papers on Mr. Sanderson’s desk one 
day when I was up there. | 

1617. @. Do you know what the general character of those . 
papers was? A. I could not tell, because the bundle was not open. 
I examined some two or three of them. I carried then the naval 
credits up to the State House from time to time, every two or 
three days. One day I was up there in conversation with Mr. 
Sanderson, and he said: ** There is a lot of papers we have got to 
examine.” I asked him what that was— a bundle of papers, I 
should think about so square [about a foot]. He says “ those are 
naturalization papers, and claims of men for citizenship in Boston.” 
I took up two or three and examined them; laid them down ana 
went off. When I got through over at the navy yard and went 
back, I didn’t see them there. 

1618. Q. What time did you see them there? A. I saw them 
there the 1st of July or the last of June. As I said, I used to go 
over to the navy yard every day, and carry the result of my labors 
up to the State House from time to time. In this conversation I 
had with Mr. Sanderson, he pointed to a lot of papers and said, 
‘¢ all those are from the City of Boston.” I picked up the papers, 
and saw a seal on some of them, and others had a list of men. I 
recollect examining a very few of them. 

1619. @. Look at that paper, Col. Bullock, and see whether 
those papers were of that description. [Presenting a paper con- 
taining a listof names.] A. That was one kind. One I took hold 
of was not so long as that. it was, perhaps, as long as that 
(fifteen inches about), with such a heading as that has. That (the 
primary declaration before presented) is one of the papers I see 
there with the seal on it. 

1620. Q. That is the kind of papers that were in that bundle? 
A. The bundle was only partly opened; it was not unpacked. 
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Cross-EXAMINATION. 


1621. Q. (By Mr. Hearty.) How many papers do you think 
you examined? .A. Not more than two or three; perhaps half a 
dozen of the lot. 

1622. @. Are you acquainted with the naturalization process ? 
A. No, sir. 
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1623. Q. (By Mr. Tuxspury.) Whether or not, Judge Sanger, 
you were counsel for Mr. Burrill in the summer of 1864, in refer- 
ence to these credits aflerwards given to the City of Boston? A. 
I was from the 20th of June; on and after the 20thof June. I 
knew nothing of the matter before the 20th of June. 

1624. Q. During that time if you had any conversation with 
Mayor Lincoln, Mr. Norcross, or any other city officials, won’t you 
be kind enough to state what your conversation with them was, and 
what took place, in your own way, if you please? A. The first I 
knew of the matter was on the 20th of June, when Mr, Burrill re- 
tained me in the matter. He was just then about going to Wash- 
ington. The letter of authority which the Mayor gave him was 
prepared on that day, I believe. I don’t recollect seeing any one 
in reference tothe matter for some little time, some days after that ; 
I can’t say how soon. My impression is, that he must have gone 
to Washington and returned from Washington before I saw any 
persons at the City Hall, any persons at all connected with it. I 
was over once or twice, three or four, half a dozen times at the 
City Hall along in the latter part of June. I don’t mean to say 
that I was over there as many as half a dozen times in the latter 
part of June ; I was, perhaps, after his return from Washington. I 
saw the Mayor once or twice early in July. In the latter part of 
July, the fore part of August, and along in August, I saw him, 
perhaps, half a dozen times in all about it. 

1625. Q. I wish to call your attention then more particularly 
to what was said between you and Mr. Lincoln, in the first place, 
in regard to the waiver of the certificate from the Provost Marshal, 
in reference to these men. -A. That was considerably later. That 
was after the commission at the State House had passed upon the 
question. When it was understood that their action had been 
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completed, I called upon Mayor Lincoln to ascertain if he would 
require the certificate of the proper authority which the contract 
called for, or whether he would waive it. His reply was, that there 
was no necessity for furnishing it, for they knew the fact that they 
were enrolled; and he gave me the figures at that time of the 
numbers that were enrolled,—so many three years’ men, so many 
two years’ men, and so many one years’ men; and they averaged 
so much. He waived it, and said it was unnecessary to produce 
the certificate; that the city would not require the certificate that 
the contract called for. 

1626. Q. I wish to ask you as to the distinctness with which 
that was done, in order that there may be no misunderstanding on 
your part as to the view you took of this matter. A. There is 
no misunderstanding about it. Iam positively sure about that, 
sir. I know that is the thing I went after, and if he had not 
waived the rendering of the certificate, I should have gone to the 
authorities and got the certificate. It was expressly waived, and 
he gave me some figures of the number of men enrolled. 

1627. Q. There is one other matter I wish to call your atten- 
tion to. Something has been said here in relation to Mr. Burrill, 
through you, waiving his claims upon the City of Boston; some- 
thing in relation to a quasi waive of his claim, if his list was used. 
Whether or not you did yourself make any such waiver on his 
part? If so, state what. If you did not, state what was said 
upon the subject. A. I have no recollection of making any such 
waiver, or saying anything approaching it. I think I should recollect 
it if there was anything of the kind said. The first time I ever 
heard that matter suggested was in 1867, at the trial in the United 
States Court, when the question was put to me by Judge Abbott, 
whether I did not, in some form of words, say to the gentlemen that 
were at the City Hall —it was at the room then used for a City 
Hall, over on the corner of Chauncy street — whether I did not, in 
some form of words, I don’t remember just how the question was put, 
but something like this: ‘‘ Let the big list go in, and settle the 
question of right afterwards.” I don’t know just the form of ques- 
tion that was put to me, but it was something like that. That 
was the first time I ever heard it suggested, or it ever occurred to 
me. I did not know that such a thing was said, or that it was 
reported it was said. It was a new matter to me entirely. I 
answered at that time that I had no recollection of anything of the 
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kind being said, and if it had been said I should recollect it. I repeat 
the same answer now, and say further, that from that time, immedi- 
ately after that time, I ransacked my memory to try and refresh my 
recollection as to everything that was said, and I cannot recollect that 
those words or anything like them was said in any form. We had the 
matter under discussion while the city made the offer to pay $125,- 
000, and while there was an attempt being made to increase that 
sum. I had been on the witness stand once before in Dedham, 
and the question was not asked me then. That was in 1866. In 
1867, when the trial was in the United States Court, the question 
was put to me and I was entirely surprised by it, for it was a new 
matter to me. 

1628. Q. I will ask you whether Mr. Burrill ever authorized 
you to make any such waiver, Mr. Sanger? A. No, sir, never. 
The question of waiver was anew matter to me at that time. 

1629. Q. So far as your action, according to your knowledge 
and belief, is concerned, you did not make any such waiver? A. I 
did not, sir. 


Cross-EXAMINATION. 


1630. @. (By Mr. Heaty.) Judge Sanger, at the time you 
had the conversation with Mayor Lincoln, as you say, about the 
credits being allowed, have you stated all the conversation that 
took place at that interview? A. No, sir, I have not stated all 
that took place; but there was hardly anything said in reference 
to the waiver. 

1631. Q. Wasn’t there a denial of Mr. Burrill’s claim, and 
therefore he didn’t want anything farther? A. No, sir, I have no 
recollection that that was said. 

1632. @. You have no recollection of the Mayor saying any- 
thing implying that it was a matter of no consequence, because 
Mr. Burrill had no claim? A. I know at that time — 

1633. Q. I mean at that precise interview? -A. I say I have 
no recollection of Mr. Lincoln’s using that language. I know at 
that time they were refusing Mr. Burrill’s claim. Mr. Lincoln 
knew that I knew the fact, and I don’t know that there was any 
necessity of his saying that. As to my recollection of the words 
that were used, I have no recollection of his using any such lan- 
guage as that. 

1684. @. That denial was made several times prior to this 
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interview you speak of? A. Not several times, because this inter- 
view was quite early; they were denying the right of Mr. Burrill’s 
claim prior to its going before the commission. The time I went 
to him was soon after it went before the commission. I asked 
whether they would require a certificate, and he said it was 
unnecessary. 

1635. @. Do you remember, Judge Sanger, the first time I met 
you in the Mayor’s office, with the Mayor and Mr. Norcross, on a 
Saturday afternoon? A. I recollect that time on Saturday after- 
noon, in September, when the draft was to come the following 
Monday. 

1636. @. When it was said that by five o’clock that day the 
claim must be in? A. I don’t recollect ever meeting you before 
that time in reference to this matter. 

1637. Q. Now, then, it was said that the papers making claims 
before the commissioner, must be in by five o’clock that day, was 
it not? A. Yes, sir. That afternoon I had gone to my office from 
half past three to four o’clock, and I found on my table a letter 
from Governor Clifford, one of the commissioners, which said that 
in a previous conversation he had had with me he had supposed the 
city adopted the larger claim; that he had found out they did not 
adopt the larger claim; and that the question of which should be 
adopted must be determined, and the result made known to the 
commissioners at the State House by or before five o’clock that 
afternoon. 

1638. Q. That is the interview that I wish to call your attention 
to. .A. Upon receiving that, I went directly to what was then the 
City Hall, on the corner of Chauncy street. 

1639. Q. Do you remember at that interview, while you were 
there, that Mayor Lincoln declined to put the large list in on ac- 
count of Mr. Burrill’s claims? Do you remember the discussion on 
that point? A. Yes, sir; I know it was said that the putting of it 
in would be an acknowledgment of the claim, in some form of 
words. I don’t pretend to give the precise language. 

1640. @. Did the Mayor say he was unwilling to put it in lest 
that claim might follow? A. Yes, sir. 

1641. Q. I want to ask you if you don’t remember when you 
left the office whether he had determined that he would put in the 
list or not? A. I didn’t understand that he had. 

1642. Q. The Mayor was there, and Mr. Norcross, Mr. Nash 
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and yourself? A. I am not certain Whether Mr. Nash was there. 
When I left, it was understood that they were to come to some de- 
cision, and it was to be reported at the State House before five 
o'clock that afternoon. 

1643. @. I want to ask you when you were about leaving, and 
when Mr. Norcross apparently had no opinion too strong against 
putting in the large list, whether you do, or do not, recollect saying 
to him that it was an important matter; that you felt an interest 
as a citizen as well as counsel for Mr. Burrill, and desired the list 
to go in, and that if the list were put in it should not prejudice the 
city in regard to Mr. Burrill’s claim? A. No, sir; that is the 
same matter I have been speaking of this afternoon. 

1644. @. I remember the language in the Court. I didn’t 
know but putting the thing in another way I might recall it to 
your memory. A. I recollect I did speak during the time I was 
there of the importance of the measure. 

1645. @. Do you remember of speaking about feeling an inter- 
est init as a citizen? A. Yes, sir; I did refer to conversations I 
had had with friends in the wards, as to the great, the terrible fear 
there was at that time of the draft; that it was going to take all 
the men remaining in the wards. 

1646. @. You do not remember stating in substance that the 
city should stand just as well if they put Mr. Burrill’s list in as if 
they did not? A. No, sir; I do not. That is the matter I heard 
of for the first time in the United States Court. I have tried to — 
recall the fact ever since, and I can’t recollect that any such 
language was used. It seems to me that I must recollect it if there 
had been any such language as that used. 

Mr. Tuxpury. Allow me to ask one question, whether Mr. 
Burrill called your attention, or stated to you on his return from 
Washington, while you were acting as his counsel, anything as to 
his agreement to subscribe to a political fund, or make a political 
subscription ? 

Mr. Hearty. I don’t think that Mr. Burrill’s conversation with 
Judge Sanger, when nobody was present, should go in. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I wont press it, sir. 

Mr. Hearty. Judge Sanger, have you had anything to do with 
procuring naturalization in the course of your professional practice ? 
A, I can’t recollect that I ever put one through. If I ever did, it 


was not half a dozen in my whole professional practice. I can’t 
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recall one. Yet I think I may have one or two. If I recollect 
right now, there was a Dutchman with a very hard name, who could 
talk very little English, and when they were putting him through, 
swearing his abjuration of all kings, potentates and other powers, 
it was very hard for him to get the English through. 

1647. @Q. I will ask whether you know of any process or means 
by which papers of that description [the naturalization paper 
shown to Mr. Sanderson] could be taken from the files of a Court. 
The original papers. A. I don’t know how original papers could 
be taken from the files of a Court unless by order of the Court. 

1648. @. Would a Court give orders to have them taken away, 
and kept away? Did you ever know of any such case? A. I 
know brother Barnes used to carry the Court with him, where 
foreigners were thickest, or where he could get the most fees. I 
say it with entire respect for him on all other subjects. 

1649. @. A paper of that kind would be of no value, except it 
were filed in Court, would it, sir? -A. Is not this the certificate to 
be given the party himself that he might carry it round to show 
that he was naturalized. 

1650. Q. This is the original paper. A. If that is so, it shows 
how little I know about it. JI supposed that in a primary declara- 
tion, they gave copies to the parties themselves. You are trying 
at the wrong source, if you expect to get much information from 
me on this subject. If it was a matter of indictment, I could 
probably give you some information in regard to it. Don’t you 
understand that they give a man a copy of his primary declaration 
to carry with him? 

Mr. Hearty. I understand a man can’ get a certified copy from 
the record if he wants it. 


TESTIMONY OF ROBERT COWDIN (Recattezp). 


1651. Q. (By Mr. Touxsury.) I wish to ask you one question 
in reference to a conversation with Mr. Nash relating to an agent 
being employed to procure naval credits. Whether you had any 
such conversation with Mr. Nash; if so, state what was said as 
near as youcan. -A. About the first of August, 1864, I became a 
little dissatisfied with being in the city’s employ, and proposed to 
leave. I stated that to Mr. Nash, and told him I would give him 
a week’s notice. He said it was not of much consequence, they 
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had an agent employed in Washington to procure naval credits, 
which would probably give them all the men they wanted. 

Mr. Hearty. When did you say that was? A. A few days be- 
fore I left the city’s employ,—about the first of August, 1864. 

Mr. Tuxzsury. Did he state who the agent was? A. Well, 
previous to that [had seen a stout man come in and talk with him 
several times; I didn’t know his name. Then he said this man 
had been in to see him, and Mr. Burrill was his name. 

1652. Q. Did he mention the name first? .A. He didn’t at 
first. He said you have noticed the man who has been in to see 
me several times; and he said Mr. Burrill was the man whom the 
city employed to procure naval credits. 

Mr. Tuxbury stated that he might have some papers, and pos- 
sibly an explanation by Mr. Burrill to put in at some future time, 
and the hearing was then adjourned. 


NINTH HEARING. 


The hearing before the Committee on Claims of the City Coun- 
cil of Boston, on the petition of Charles Burrill, was resumed on 
Thursday afternoon, November 25, 1869. 

Present: Aldermen Talbot (Chairman), White, Baldwin; Coun- 
cilmen Wadsworth, Jacobs, Butler, Talbot, jr., Pearson. 

Mr. Hearty. Day before yesterday Mr. Tuxbury and I both 
went to see the Governor, and agreed that we would take his 
statement in writing. He promised he would send it to me yester- 
day. He knew very well that there would be a hearing to-day. 
Yesterday the statement did not come according to the arrange- 
ment. This morning I wrote him an urgent note, that a hearing 
was appointed, and that we wanted to make it a final hearing, at 
half past three this afternoon, desiring that he would let me have 
that statement without fail at that time. Not hearing from him, 
about twelve, or half past twelve, I sent a special messenger to 
him for it, but I have not got it; the Governor sent nothing. 
Now, there is a power to make him testify here, and if be wont 
give us the statement in writing, I desire that power should be 
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exercised. I have some other matters, but I deem that an impor- 
tant one, and therefore I want it to goin. I did not intend to ask 
the committee to delay for anything else. I meant to close it 
upon what we had, but I do think it is of great consequence that 
the Governor’s statement should go in. You remember what he 
said to us, Mr. Tuxbury, about sending the statement down? 

Mr. Tuxsury. I am very sorry that the Governor has not 
submitted his statement in writing. It is as Mr. Healy said, we 
told him that we would excuse him from attending personally. I 
think Mr. Healy can state it. as well as he can, and if he don’t 
state anything except what was said there, I am perfectly willing 
he should put it in here as his testimony. I most sincerely wish 
it could be brought here, but I desire that this matter should be 
closed as soon as possible. 

Mr. Hearty. I understood the Governor to say, that he and Mr. 
Raymond were the financial men of the committee. You so under- 
stood it? 

Mr. Tuxpury. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Heary. I understood him to say, that no person either 

subscribed or paid to that fund a sum exceeding $10,000? 

_ Mr. Tuxgpury. So far as he knew, and he would be likely to 
know. 

Mr. Heaty. He also said, not, I think, yesterday, but he did 
tell me on a former occasion, that he could repeat from memory 
very nearly every man who paid that sum. He also told me that 
if any man from Massachusetts, being his own State, had sub- 
scribed or paid any approach to that sum, he should remember it. 
He also said in our presence, day before yesterday, that he had no 
recollection of Mr. Burrill’s name, or Mr. Roberts’ name in connec- 
tion with any subscription or paper. Now, I suppose that is 
what he would give us, if he gave us what he promised to. If you 
are willing to admit that that would be the Governor’s statement, 
I am willing to take it. 

Mr. Tuxsury. What association do you refer to? 

Mr. Hearty. The National Republican Fund Committee, — the 
committee that was chosen and organized to manage the republi- 
can organization for the Presidential election. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Before I say a word further, I should like to 
ask what course you propose to take if Ido not admit that as the 
Governor’s statement ? 
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Mr. Heaty. I propose to get a vote through the Board of Al- 
dermen to summon him here to testify. 

Mr. Tuxspury. Would you summon him here to-morrow? 

Mr. Hearty. I could not do it without the passage of an order 
by the Board. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I dislike to admit 
a matter I don’t know anything about. Ihave no question but 
what Mr. Healy states the matter as he understood it. I under- 
stood the Governor to say substantially the same thing. I will 
therefore admit that the Governor, if present, would state as he has 
just now stated; with this understanding, that I do it from the 
very great necessity of ending this case. 

Mr. Hearty. I wont have it go in if it is going to detract a 
hair’s breadth from its value to have it go inin this form. I have 
made this statement simply because the thing has worked along 
for some length of time, and I wish to close it. J have had the 
same difficulty in obtaining other facts, and getting them into a 
tangible shape to present, that I have encountered here. I have 
made diligent inquiry for Mr. Roberts, but I can’t find anybody 
that knows anything about him, or that ever heard of him. I 
intended to have some evidence in relation to him, but all I can 
get is, that nobody knows anything about him. I don’t care much 
about that. 

I propose now to put in an extract or two from the report of the 
County Volunteer Committee on filling the quota of the county of 
New York, the official report mate of their proceedings. They 
say *‘ Prior to July ” — which is July 1864 — ‘* however, the sub- 
ject of crediting men enlisted in the navy since the rebellion, and 
up to February 24, 1864, had been broached in Congress.” I 
merely put that in to show that the thing was mooted there. 
‘* Having been advised that Congress was likely in some way to 
authorize these credits, your committee determined to be forehanded, 
and so getting ready for it. Our examination showed that the 
number of men would run over 25,000.” Elsewhere it is stated 
that it took eight days to make the list. Then they go on to 
discuss the proof that they supposed originally might have to be 
made of the residence of the men, in order to get them. They say 
‘¢ On this point we were greatly relieved when an order on this 
subject to the acting Provost Marshal of St. Louis, Mo., was 
made public, by which it seemed that the Provost Marshal Gen- 
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eral’s department at Washington had very wisely and justly deter- 
mined to consider the place of enlistment the place of residence, in 
the absence of evidence of residence elsewhere. This at once gave 
us confidence that we should gain our credits, knowing that if we 
could not show actual residence, it would equally puzzle other 
localities to do so to any considerable extent.” 

Mr. Tuxsury. I want to inquire in regard to that. That relates 
to another State. I have no objection to your reading it to the com- 
mittee, but I wish to put in here this suggestion, that it relates 
to New York, in New York, and it must only go for what it there 
purports to be. It is not sworn testimony here as a matter of fact. 

Mr. Hearty. It will go for what it is worth; we are not discuss- 
ing the weight of it at all, sir. I now propose having a phono- 
graphic report of Mr. Burrill’s evidence before the Court when the 
case was tried, to put in some of his statements there. In that 
case, in the trial in the Circuit Court, Mr. Burrill summed up the 
expenses he had been at in connection with this business. He says 
that he paid to Mr. Roberts, for getting the list, from $7,000 to 
$8,000. That he paid to Mr. Sherburne, employed at the receiving 
ship ** Ohio,” from $3,000 to $5,000. That he paid to the clerk on 
board the ‘*‘ Ohio” from $1,000 to $1,500. That he paid to Mr. 
Hanscom from $3,500 to $4,000, and agreed to make up the sum 
to Mr. Hanscom to $52,000, but that all the payments that he tes- 
tified to, taking the lower sums, and the higher, as he testified from 
sum to sum, wasin the aggregate from $14,500 to $18,500. He 
does not, in that case, state Ke word of getting naturalization 
papers or declarations from the men who had enlisted into the 
navy. It is not putin as an item of expense in either trial had 
upon the case, when he was summing up the amount of expenses he 
had been put to. Then he says, and that there shall not be any 
mistake about it, I propose to read his words, ** @. Was there 
anything else you paid for; any other services?” ‘* A. No, sir; I 
have not: paid any other services.” ‘* Q. Promise to pay any other 
services?” ‘A, Yes, sir; I believe there are some promises to 
pay.” ‘*Q. To whom, and for what, in connection with these lists 
and these allowances?” ‘A. I don’t remember any other 
promises.” ‘ @. You have given us all the promises?” ‘ A. I 
don’t say I have given them all; but all I, at this moment, 
recollect. I don’t say I have given them all, there may be others 
yet.” 
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Mr. Tuxsury. I think we can abridge that very much by put- 
ting in his testimony entire. 

Mr. Hearty. I desire to call attention to particular portions of 
it. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Ifyou are going forward with your argument — 

Mr. Hearty. I am making no argument. I am stating the 
evidence. 

Mr. Tuxsury. Did I understand you that whatever he said 
there might be used by either party ? 

Mr. Hearty. Certainly. I meant to have put in, in connection 
with my first point, what Mr. Burrill himself said upon that, and I 
will read it from the book. In interrogating Mr. Burrill upon the 
making up of this list of the men to be claimed, a question put 
to him is, — ‘*@. How came they ” (the names) ‘ upon that list, 
if you had no information that they lived in the City of Boston? ” 
‘4. It was a rule of the Provost Marshal’s department that 
where a man enlisted it should be prima fac’e evidence that he 
resided there, if there was no better claim to him.” He refers to 
that same subject again in a later part of his evidence. The ques- 
tion was, ‘** Then you have three thousand men of whom there is 
no evidence that they resided in Boston?” The answer is * Yes, 
sir, these are foreigners, so the clerical force reported ; foreigners, 
who, if they resided anywhere, resided in Boston. ‘They enlisted 
here, which the Secretary of War makes prima facie evidence.” 

Upon this question of Mr. Roberts, as to who he was, there was 
some interrogation. ‘ @Q. Give the name of any other person you 
put on the wards to get information in reference to this contract.” 
‘6A. Mr. Roberts.” ‘*@. What Roberts?” ‘*A. William J., I 
think.” ‘*@. Whereis he now?” ‘*A. I don’t know where.” 
“ Q. When did you last see him?” ‘* A, Some years ago.” ‘ Q. 
What other person?” ‘* A. He had charge of that matter, and 
employed others under him.” ‘Then that same train of inquiry was 
afterwards resumed to identify him further. ‘ Q. What was his 
business then?”  ‘‘ A. He was out of business then, I believe.” 

Now in regard to the employment of assistants at Washington. 
“© Q. When you went to Washington, you say you employed per- 
sons to get through this act of Congress?” ‘'_A. I obtained per- 
sons to assist.” ‘*@. Who were they?” ‘A, Mr. S. P. 
Hanscom had the general management of that, sir.” ‘ Q. Who 
else did youemploy, sir?” ‘‘ A. No one else but him ; he employed 
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the others.” “ @Q. Do you know of any person else who was 
employed?” ‘A, I can’t say that I know myself, only from him, 
that is all.” * @. You had no communication with anybody 
else?” ‘* A. No, sir.” ‘“* Q. What, if anything, did you pay him 
for his services?” ‘A. I paid him some money, and I have given 
him my obligation.” ‘*@. What did you pay him, in the first 
place, if you paid him anything?” ‘A. I think it commenced 
with a thousand or fifteen hundred dollars in the first place.” 
‘*@. How much in all?” ‘* A, I think the amount I paid him in 
money, and what I promised to pay him, amounted to $52,000.” 
‘*@. Task you what you have paid him?” ‘A. My impression is, 
from $3,500 to $4,000.” ‘*@. When did you pay that?” 
‘¢ A. Sometime in June or July of that year.” ‘* Q. Before or 
after the passage of the act of July 4?” ‘A. I think a part of 
it was before, and part after.” ‘‘ Q@. Mr. Hanscom was editor of 
a newspaper in Washington, wasn’t he?” ‘A. Yes, sir.” 
‘¢ Y. I suppose, in common language, he was to employ the lobby 
members?” ‘4, Yes, sir.” There is a comment of the counsel 
upon that which it is not important to read. 

Here is a little evidence bearing upon the necessity of obtaining 
these primary naturalization papers and declarations from the men 
where they resided ; for the reason that Governor Andrew desired to 
have them credited to the State at large in preference to the locality 
where they enlisted. ‘‘@. When did you learn from Governor 
Andrew, if you learned from him at all, that he was about to allow 
all these names to the State at large?” ‘*A. I learned in Wash- 
ington, from Secretary Stanton, that that was probably what he 
would do.” ‘ Q. You did not learn, then, from Governor Andrew 
here?” ‘A, No, sir.” ‘ Q. You did not go to Washington, then, 
for the purpose of preventing that being done?” ‘A, It came to 
my knowledge there, and I took measures to prevent it.” ‘* Q. But 
LT understood you to say that you went to Washington for the pur- 
pose of preventing that?” ‘A. I don’t think I exactly stated so. 
I went to the President of the United States.” ‘@. You didn’t 
know, then, when you went to Washington that there was any 
intent or purpose on the part of Governor Andrew to have these 
credits allowed to the State at large?” ‘+A. I didn’t know about 
any intent on his part of that nature, and don’t know it now, ex- 
cept what I heard there.” ‘*@. Was there any paper given by the 
President, which you call an order, in connection with the infor- 
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mation which you had, that Governor Andrew was going to object 
to the allowance of these credits to the city, the Governor claiming 
them, too, for the State at large?” ‘A. I never learned that until 
the latter part of August.” ‘* Q. Then this paper which you call 
an order had nothing to do with that?” ‘‘A. Nothing whatever ; 
it was entirely independent of that.” 

As we put the whole evidence in, and as I have read the most 
material parts of it, what I deem the most material parts in con- 
nection with Mr. Burrill’s testimony, I wont read any further. 
I wont ask this committee to wait for any further evidence. 

Mr. Jacobs (Councilman). You don’t propose to put anything © 
in in regard to the testimony of General Wilson? 

Mr. Hearty. General Wilson don’t know anything about Mr. 
Roberts. Mr. Burrill says expressly in his testimony, I don’t 
remember where, that he had no conversation himself with any 
members of Congress upon this subject. He left it all with his. 
counsel, and what he gets in regard to it is what they tell him. 

Mr. Tuxsury. If I understand you to say that Mr. Burrill 
said he had no conversation with any member of Congress in 
regard to this, I can only protest against the construction my 
brother puts upon the testimony. 

Mr. Heaty. I am not construing any testimony. 

Mr. Tuxzsury. I say that Mr. Burrill testified that he went to 
the House to call out Mr. Rice; as he was not in, he went to the 
Senate and called out Mr. Wilson. Mr. Wilson came out, took 
the list, and said he wanted to show it to Mr. Sumner. Mr. 
Burrill asked him to meet him at the President’s house the next 
morning, at nine o’clock, he thinks. They met at the President’s 
the next morning, and the thing was talked over. Mr. Wilson 
has been here walking through the streets of Boston, and if he 
knows anything contrary to that, I insist that he shall be called 
here to testify. 

Mr. Hearty. I said he never knew Mr. Roberts. One of the 
committee asked me whether I was going to get Mr. Wilson to 
testify in regard to Mr. Roberts. I said I didn’t get him, because 
he didn’t know Mr. Roberts. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I can only say in regard to the new suggestions 
which my brother has put in here, that I have not seen that testi- 
mony, and cannot at this time say what the answer to it is. I 
think the testimony should be read through, and I am not pre- 
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pared at this minute to say what bearing the first question which 
he asks has. It seems to me to bear upon this case, and I wish to 
consider it as fairly as I can. We have no new matter to present, 
I propose, as I suggested, to ask Mr. Burrill to explain some of 
the matters which have been raised here. I should like also to 
have an opportunity to look over Mr. Burrill’s testimony, as I am 
not prepared now to reply to some of the suggestions which have 
been made to-day. As I understand it, the testimony which has 
been put in is corroborative, and not conflicting. I should like an 
opportunity to compare them before I answer. I will make this 
suggestion, that if the committee will adjourn till to-morrow after- 
noon, I will then occupy a few minutes with Mr. Burrill, after 
which the arguments can be made. 


Mr. Healy said he could not be present on the next day, Friday ; 
and on motion of Alderman White, the committee adjourned to 
Thursday, December 2, 1869.

TESTIMONY OF MR. BURRILL, RECALLED. 


1653. Mr. Tuxsury. I propose, Mr. Chairman, to ask Mr. 
Burrill a question or two, by way of explanation of one or two 
things that have been suggested here, that may throw some light 
upon the subject before us. Mr. Burrill, something has been said 
in this matter in regard to Mr. Roberts being associated with you 
in regard to these credits. I wish you to state where you first 
became acquainted, and what you know of him. 

Mr. Borrityt. I first met Mr. Roberts several years ago in 
Washington, in connection with some transactions, some claims 
against the government for liquidation of charters. 
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1654. Q. At what time? A. I think it was in 1862. I had 
several transactions with him, among which was the selling of a 
steamer to the government in connection with my steamer which 
I built and sold to the government for naval purposes. 

1655. @. What particular service did he render you at that 
time? A. He effected the compromise of various claims I had 
with the government to my satisfaction ; helped me effect the sale 
of steamers to the government, for which I paid him. 

1656. @. Wont you state who he was, and under what circum- 
stances he was brought into this transaction? A. He assisted me 
in connection with the procuring of the credits for the town of 
Brookline; and the hint which I got from him, I at that time 
availed myself of, to get those credits allowed,—and that is what 
led me to employ him in connection with this matter of the City 
of Boston, as he had proved himself a very efficient man. He 
seemed to be well acquainted with the President, coming from 
that section of the country; and as I understood him, his father 
before him was a particular friend of Mr. Lincoln’s. That was the 
reason that led me to employ him in this matter, my former con- 
nection with him. 

1657. @. Did you first speak to him upon the subject? State 
how he came into this matter. 

Mr. Hearty. What importance has his other and independent 
transactions in connection with this question? 

Mr. Tuxsury. Questions have been asked here as to who Mr. 
Roberts was, and I thought this might throw some light upon the 
subject. State what you have to say in regard to the manner in 
which he became interested in this work ; where you met him, and 
what took place? A. As I stated, having assisted me in get- 
ting these credits for the town of Brookline, — and at that time I 
got the information that the City of Boston was in a similar condi- 
tion, having naval credits, — he threw out the suggestion that he 
could assist me in getting credits for the City of Boston, provided 
I took the same means to prove the residence of the men; and that 
he was willing to assist me in that direction, if anything was 
done. 

1658. @. He came on here at your request? -.A. He came here 
at my request. 

1659. Q. Now, Mr. Burrill, something has been said here about 
the procuring of this assistance in Washington, in reference to 
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the passing of this law, from Mr. Raymond. Will you just state 
when that was done in the transaction, as near as you can, what 
you know about it, and the payment that followed? A. Atthe 
time that I got Mr. Whiting’s decision, adverse to the issuing of 
a military order for the purpose of crediting these men to the 
quota of the City of Boston, I remember now, after refreshing 
my memory, I went to Willard’s Hotel, met Mr. Roberts, and 
informed him that Mr. Whiting’s decision was adverse to me, 
and conferred with him what was best to do. He says to me, 
“T think myself that we had better retain Mr. Blair and Mr. 
Johnson, if they can be retained ; and I will see some one in con- 
nection, who receives retainers in their behalf.” He left me and 
returned, and said, ‘‘I have seen the party who receives retain- 
ers on behalf of those gentlemen.” I didn’t know that Mr. 
Johnson was a member of Congress. I know I had been 
advised to retain him before I left the City of Boston. ‘He 
says they want $100,000 a piece. They feel that you can pay 
it; that this is a big job, it will save the city from the draft, 
and will save them a large sum of money; if it is put through, 
that is no consideration whatever. I think, as I have been in- 
formed that Mr. Stanton may be adverse to crediting these men 
to the quota of the City of Boston, that some potential man or 
men should be retained.” I said to him, that is beyond my 
purse, altogether; $100,000 to each is too much for me. It 
finaily resulted in my going back to New York, and conferring 
with Mr. Raymond, and that arrangement was made with Mr. 
Raymond which I have before testified. 

1660. Q. Now, Mr. Burrill, you stated what the arrangement 
you made with Mr. Raymond was, I don’t care to repeat that, 
wont you state under what circumstances, and when you paid that 
$30,000? .A. Mr. Roberts informed me that something must be 
done in connection with my compromise with Mr. Raymond. 

1661. Q. When was that? A. That was sometime, I think, in 
the latter part of October 1864. That something must be done, 
and that I had better go on to New York and see him. He indi- 
cated that he had had a conference with Mr. Raymond, and that 
Mr. Raymond gave him some indication what it could be settled up 
for. I went on, as I have stated, and saw him. He went to Mr. 
Raymond, and compromised the matter with him, as I have testified. 
I saw Mr. Raymond a day or two afterwards, near the Astor 
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House ; he says to me, ‘Mr. Roberts called upon me yesterday.” 
I said ‘*‘ Yes, I presume so. I hope he has settled that com- 
promise of mine to your satisfaction.” He says, ‘‘ Yes, it is settled. 
I thought it was no more than fair and right that a divy should be 
made in regard to that matter. You received large sums of money 
from other towns besides the City of Boston.” 

1662. Q. What was that word you said he used? A. ‘‘ Divy ”; 
as I understood it, he meant that some compromise should be 
made, and settle it up. 

1663. Q. Then you paid it, as you stated? A. I paid it to Mr. 
Roberts, as I stated. 

1664. @. Did you mean to be understood that you actually did 
make a subscription? A. No, sir; I don’t wish to be understood 
in that direction ; I agreed to procure political subscriptions to the 
amount of $100,000. That is what I wish to be understood. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I understood it to be so stated. 

Mr. Burritt. I never subscribed my name to anything of the 
kind. 

1665. Q. There is one subject more. You heard a portion of your 
testimony delivered in Court, at some former time, before the Cir- 
cuit Court I believe, read here, in which the amount of your 
expenditures seem to be much less than what you have stated them 
here. State to this committee the reason, if you have any, why 
that statement there differs in amount from your statement here. 
A. In my testimony given in the United States Court, I under- 
stood the question that it was sought to have me answer was, as to 
the expense or money that I had paid out for clerical services in 
connection with this transaction ; not wishing to know what money 
I had paid for retainers. Ididn’t so understand it. In fact, my 
counsel told me that would be a question that would not be asked, 
as they were fighting on the contract. I told Mr. Lincoln, long 
prior to that, that I had spent upwards of $125,000; and also 
Judge Sanger. I never supposed that they were seeking to know 
anything other than what I paid for clerical expenses. I confined 
my answers to that point, presuming that was what they wanted to 
know. 1 was a little excited, and Judge Abbott was much excited 
at that time. ‘There seemed to be some misapprehension, I think, 
of the questions on both sides. 

1666. Q. That is all the explanation you wish to make? 
A. Yes, sir; I don’t think of anything more. 
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Mr. Tuxsury. Thatis all, Mr. Healy, I have to ask this witness. 
Mr. Heary. I have nothing to ask him. 


STATEMENT OF THE CITY SOLICITOR. 


Mr. Healy, City Solicitor, then addressed the Committee as 
follows : 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN OF THE ComMITTEE: It is not 
my purpose to make an argument before you upon the subject now 
under consideration such as I should make before a judicial tri- 
bunal, because this is not a trial. <A trial has been had, and that 
view of the case has been disposed of. This is an inquiry on your 
part to ascertain whether Mr. Burrill is entitled upon any principle 
of equity or fairness to the compensation which he sought to recover 
through the courts of law without success. And on account of the 
relation which I sustain to you and to the city government, it is 
no part of my purpose to influence your judgment upon the facts 
which are before you. Ido not suppose I could if I would, and I 
certainly have no desire to do so if I could. I desire that the 
result to which vou shall come shall be the result of your own 
judgment, upon the evidence which has been placed before you. 
But as this is a subject which has taken a pretty wide range of 
inquiry, I propose simply to suggest some considerations which it 
will become your duty to pass upon before you can come to an 
intelligent result upon the petition that is before you. 

As I said, Mr. Burrill began by making a large claim, something 
approaching a million dollars, for services which, he says, he 
rendered for the City of Boston, and for which he claimed that he 
was legally and technically entitled to recover. That question has 
been tried and disposed of, and in that he was mistaken. He now 
comes and says: ‘* Though I could not recover at law, because 
there are technical objections to my recovering which do not go 
really to the equitable merits of the case, I now ask you to see if I 
do not make out a claim, which in fairness you ought to pay me, 
though the law denies me the right to recover.” 

Now, the claim which Mr. Burrill makes, and which he 
asks you to report favorably upon for him, is precisely the same 
claim upon which he instituted his suit, and endeavored to recover 
in that form; and it rests, so far as the written evidence is con- 
cerned, upon the paper, agreement it has been called, which Mr. 
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Lincoln, then Mayor, signed and gave to him on the 31st of May, 
1864. Now, what was that agreement? It is a general principle 
that equity and law are not at variance; that what is equitable is 
generally legal, and what is legalis generally equitable. And itis 
a principle of law that when a contract is reduced to writing, the 
written contract is the only evidence of what the contract is; 
extraneous explanations are not allowed. But I do not propose 
to hold him to this rule. 

I propose, in the first place, to examine briefly the written con- 
tract; and what is that? It runs thus: ‘In consideration that 
Charles Burrill of Brookline, Massachusetts, shall obtain credits 
upon the quota of the City of Boston, I hereby agree to pay, etc.” 
‘*¢ In consideration that he shall obtain credits upon the quota of 
the City of Boston.” He then undertook to obtain credits upon 
that quota as the condition of his right to call for money from the 
City of Boston, or those representing the City of Boston. What 
then does the obtaining of credits mean? Does it mean, as Mr. 
Burrill contends, that if in any way he can get a name counted 
upon the list of Boston, he obtains a credit? ‘Taking the con- 
struction which he contends for, and this result would follow, — 
that if recruiting officers in the city had enlisted and paid men, 
but they had not been conducted to the Provost Marshal’s office, 
and duly credited to the city, if Mr. Burrill stepped in and per- 
formed this service, which would take him fifteen minutes, he 
would be entitled to receive $125 for each of these men. 

Now, nobody, I apprehend, will ever think of giving the paper 
this broad construction. Then, what is the true construction? 
What was Mr. Burrill to do? Was he in some way to aid the 
City of Boston in shirking the duty which it owed to the country, 
in some way avoiding the call which had been made on it for its 
proportion of the military forces needed for the defence of the 
country? Was that what he was employed to do? and to do by 
any means, lawful or unlawful? I don’t think the City of Boston, 
or those who represented the City of Boston, ever intended to 
send Mr. Burrill on an errand of this description. I don’t think 
he ever understood that he was sent on such an errand. But he 
was to obtain credits. How? Insome way authorized or recog- 
nized by law. . This was the contract. And there were ways in 
which those credits could be lawfully obtained. There were two 
ways, and only two ways, in which they could be lawfully obtained. 
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One was, by procuring recruits for the army. That was one way. 
Another way was, by procuring enlistments into the navy, and 
having them credited, as if made into the army. There were these 
two ways, and only these two ways, in which Mr. Burrill could 
legally carry out, and comply with the terms of this contract. 
Neither of which did he attempt; and neither of which he says he 
was under any obligation to attempt. 

Next he was to obtain credits upon the quota of the City of 
Boston. What was the quota of the City of Boston? It was the 
number of men that had then been called for, and was due from 
the City of Boston; and that number was six hundred and one 
men, as it appears. He then was limited to obtaining credits in 
a lawful way, and to the number required to fill that quota. He 
therefore can claim only for credits obtained in the ways which I 
have suggested, and only to the extent of filling that quota of six 
hundred and one men. This, I submit, is the fair and just interpre- 
tation of the contract as it is written. But he says this is not the 
construction of the contract; that the contract means, and was 
understood to mean, something more. He says he undertook to get 
these precise credits: that is, credits of men who had enlisted 
into the navy of the United States prior to the 24th of February, 
1864; that he proposed this and nothing else ; and that the Mayor 
so understood and accepted his proposal. Here the Mayor and 
Mr. Norcross pointedly contradict Mr. Burrill’s proposition ; and 
they testify that they never heard any such, and Mr. Nash, — so 
far as his testimony goes — corroborates Mr. Lincoln’s and Mr. 
Norcross’ statement. 

Now, Mr. Lincoln, the Mayor, and Mr. Norcross, who was asso- 
ciated with him, and Mr. Burrill, all had had experience in recruit- 
ing. Mr. Burrill had, according to his own statement, procured 
men for Brookline, and for other towns. Therefore, all of them 
must be presumed to have understood the law as it was at that 
time. ‘They could not have dealt with the subject to the extent 
they did deal with it, and not know what the law was regulating 
aud controlling their transactions. While they were negotiating 
about the price that should be paid for credits, as Mr. Burrill 
testifies, Mr. Lincoln said, ‘‘ the law don’t authorize the payment 
of more than $125 for each man, and therefore I cannot pay any 
more than that amount”; showing clearly that he meant to keep 
himself within the law, as he and all the city authorities did in 
all expenditures for recruiting purposes. 
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Now, then, on the thirty-first day of May, the time this contract 
was made, what was the law, and what were those who represented 
the city, authorized to do? They were not authorized to pay, or 
contract to pay, a dollar for a man who had enlisted into the navy, 
or into the army, prior to the eighteenth day of March, 1864. 
Some of the towns had paid bounty to recruits without authority, 
and the legislature enacted that, 

‘* No town or city shall hereafter raise or expend money for 
the purpose of offering or paying bounties to volunteers, ” etc. 
[Acts of 1863, Chap. 91.] 

But, on the 18th of March, 1864, this law was passed :— 

‘¢ Any town or city may raise money, by taxation or otherwise, 
and apply the same, under the direction of its selectmen, or mayor 
and aldermen, or city council, in aid of, and for the purpose of, 
procuring its proportion of the quota of volunteers in the military 
service, called for from the Commonwealth under the orders of the 
President of the United States, dated October seventeenth, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-three, and February first, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-four: Provided, that the amount of money so raised 
and applied shall not exceed the sum of one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars for each volunteer enlisted in said service, after 
the passage of this act, as a part of the quota of said town or city, 
under said orders of the president.” [Acts of 1864, Chap. 103.] 

So, at the time when this agreement was made, the City of 
Boston was not authorized to pay a dollar for an enlistment, 
either into the army or navy, which was made prior to the 
eighteenth day of March of that year; and every one of these 
naval credits were for enlistments made prior to that date. 

Now, is it to be presumed that, with this statute before their 
eyes as the law of the State, Mr. Burrill and the Mayor sat down 
and deliberately made a contract which was in violation of that 
law, and upon which not one dollar could have been legally paid 
from the City Treasury? But something in addition to the statute 
was necessary before the treasury could be unlocked. An order 
of the City Council was needed before action under the statute 
could be taken. Such an order was passed on the 31st of March, 
and was as follows: 

‘¢ Ordered, That the Treasurer be authorized to borrow, under 
the direction of the Committee on Finance, the sum of $200,000; 


the same to be appropriated for the payment, under the direction 
34 
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of his Honor the Mayor, of $125 for each volunteer enlisted and 
mustered on or after the thirtieth day of March, 1864, into the 
service of the United States, as part of the quota of the City of 
Boston, in accordance with an act of the legislature, approved 
March 18, 1864, and entitled,” etc. 

This order under which the city officers acted was carefully 
conformed to the statute, and expressly limited them to the 
precise conditions which the statute imposed. Now, then, I say 
that taking the paper upon the face of it, taking the law and the 
circumstances just as they were, this construction of the agree- 
ment is inevitable; no other can be maintained. Mr. Burrill him- 
self understood all this; besides, he was acting under the advice of 
able counsel. Then, at the time Mr. Burrill made this agreement, 
he could have no more legally answered the requirements of it by 
any use of men who had enlisted into the navy prior to the 24th 
of February than by making a list of men who were already in the 
army. One class of these men were just as far beyond his reach 
as the other. 

Then the agreement upon the face of it does not warrant the 
claim Mr. Burrill sets up. He will not pretend, upon this con- 
struction of it, that he has established his claim; because he will 
not pretend that he ever put a man into the naval or military ser- 
vice of the United States under this agreement. But he alleges 
that this is not the view to be taken; that he never intended to 
put men into the service; that he never agreed to do so; that it 
was never understood by the Mayor that he was to put men into 
the service, either military or naval; but it was understood that, 
by any means which he should see fit to adopt, he was to procure 
credits to be allowed upon the quota of the City of Boston. Under 
this view he went on, and did a great work. He says, further, that 
it was expressly agreed, orally, that he should get these particular 
naval credits of enlistments made prior to the 24th of February. 
Now, as the written agreements don’t indicate this, but indicates 
the contrary, as the law would not permit it, as the two ex-mayors, 
Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Norcross, say that no such understanding 
ever was had, and that they would not have entered into such an 
arrangement, — these facts, and this testimony, stand against the 
ndividual and uncorroborated statement of Mr. Burrill. 

But suppose that you should take Mr. Burrill’s interpretation of 
the contract — that he was to get credits in any way that he should 
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see fit to get them — how would he stand then as to a com 
pliance with the contract? Has he complied with it at all? Has 
he procured a credit upon the quota of the City of Boston at any 
time, of a man or a name? I submit, not. He took these 
names and went to Washington, and tried to have them allowed to 
the credit of the City of Boston, but he failed. He then tried 
through the commissioners, Governor Clifford and Governor An- 
drew, to have them credited, and failed again. He was told at 
Washington that this matter would be attended toin Massachusetts, 
by the commissioners. The commissioners, when he went before 
them, told him ‘* We don’t know you; we recognize only municipal 
authorities ; we recognize the Mayor and Aldermen of cities, and 
the Selectmen of towns ; we don’t know you; we can’t hear you; we 
can credit nothing upon your application.” Then, has he complied 
with the terms of the contract upon his own construction of it? I 
submit, not. 

So that, however you interpret this agreement, take it in any 
sense in which it has been contended, here or elsewhere, that it 
should be taken, and Mr. Burrill has not complied with the terms 
of it, or entitled himself to compensation under it. 

But he also rests his claim upon another ground, which is somewhat 
broader and looser. He says this : —‘‘ At all events, I have devoted 
a great deal of time; I have made large expenditures of money in 
pursuing this business, and the City of Boston has had the benefit 
of this time, and these expenditures, and therefore I am entitied to 
be remunerated.” Now, whether he literally fufilled the terms of 
his agreement or not, he says that he brought about such a 
condition of things that the city of Boston did procure these naval 
credits at comparatively little trouble and expense, and therefore he 
ought to be paid for his services and expenditures. Well, let us 
look at the claim for a moment in this view. At the time when 
these credits were allowed, remember, the quota of the City of Bos- 
ton that existed on the thirty-first day of May had been filled, and a 
good deal more. All liability and trouble connected with that quota 
were disposed of. The committee had gone on, supposing the 
whole thing had been abandoned by Mr. Burrill, and that they 
would get nothing by his agency, recruiting at a large expense, and 
had filled the quota, and more than filled it, long before the allow- 
ance of these men by the commissioners. But he says that without 
his exertions, his efforts, and his expenditures, no means of ob- 
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taining these naval credits would have ever existed; that through 
his agency the passage of the act by Congress of July 4th was 
procured ; that there was a great reluctance on the part of Western 
members to have any such provision of law adopted; that they 
were strongly opposed to it, and, therefore, it was a very delicate 
matter to manage; one that required great skill to get through, and 
the use of a great deal of money mysteriously employed to overcome 
this strong Western feeling. Well, now, let us see how that was ; 
because the history of these acts of Congress, all the proceedings 
of Congress, are published; we have an official record of their 
debates, as well as an official copy of their acts. Let us see 
how strongly these Western men were opposed to this act. 

In the first place, the act of the 24th of February, allowing credits 
for enlistments into the navy subsequent to that date had been 
passed by Congress, so that this same Congress represented to be 
so strongly opposed to the allowance of this provision of the act of 
July 4th, had passed substantially the same thing on the 24th of 
February, namely, to allow credits for all naval enlistments made 
subsequent to that date. This would not indicate a very great 
opposition. And they had none of Mr. Burrill’s aid in the passage 
of that act; none of his powers of persuasion ; neither his voice, his 
agents, nor his money; they passed that act of their own accord. 
That is not quite all. Before Mr. Burrill commenced his operations 
at Washington to get this act passed, Congress had adopted the 
identical principle, in an act approved July 1, 1864. The third 
section of the two-hundredth chapter of the acts of Congress of 
1864 reads as follows: — ‘*‘ And be it further enacted, that all 
enlistments into the naval service or marine corps, during the 
present war, shall be credited to the appropriate township, pre- 
cinct, or district, in the same manner as enlistments for the army.” 
The same Congress with all these Western members, and without 
any delicate management at all, so far as we learn, adopted the 
principle of allowing these naval credits. Now, why was the third 
section of the act of July 4th necessary? ‘Turning to the debates 
in Congress, we see why. All must agree to this. The act of 
July 1st does not define what the appropriate township or district 
is to which they should be credited ; how that should be ascertained. 
The eighth section of the act of July 4th was adopted, not to in- 
augurate a principle, for that had been established before, but 
merely to provide a way in which the principle should be carried 
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into effect. This act of July 4, 1864, the eighth section of which 
Mr. Burrill claims the paternity of, contains eleven sections, mak- 
ing divers provisions in regard to supplying forces for the army, 
and providing for commutation by drafted men who do not choose 
to go, and various other things. 

Take the debates in Congress, and follow them through, and 


you find this act was largely debated in Congress in all its parts 
can find in relation to it in the official record is an explanation 


except this identical section, which provides for the allowance of 
these naval credits. Nobody disputed that; there was no division 
of opinion upon it; all were agreed uponit. The only word you 
by the member of the committee who introduced the bill, giving 
the reason for the eighth section, — which was not to inaugurate a 
new principle, but merely to remedy the defect in the prior act; 
to provide the means for carrying the provision into effect. 

Now, there is the delicate work which Mr. Burrill had to do in 
procuring the passage of the eighth section against the wishes of 
the Western members. The provision was adopted of their own 
accord, as an act of common justice, without any division, so far 
as I can ascertain by searching the debates, in either branch of 
Congress, upon that question. Now, when Mr. Burrill comes 
here and says this is his act, he might just as well claim all the 
legislation that was kad during the whole session. The whole 
work was done before Mr. Burrill saw Washington; before any 
of his agents saw Washington. I therefore say, that the claim 
that the eighth section of this act was passed by the agency of 
Mr. Burrill is a preposterous claim, and that he has no right in 
law or equity, to claim compensation for the passage of that 
act, any more than he has a right to claim compensation for the 
passage of any other act of Congress. 

Well, he did a great many other things, he says, that don’t seem 
to me — but that will be for you to judge — to rest upon a foun- 
dation any more stable than his claim in regard to this act of 
Congress. He says that he expended a great deal of time and 
labor in getting up these lists, in ascertaining the residence of 
these men, in procuring such evidence and declarations to prove 
their residence, as would enable him to satisfy the war department 
that they belonged to the city of Boston, and to get them credited. 
Well, what does he say he did? He sent a large force to inquire 
from house to house, through our streets for men; he sent a large 
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force to the receiving ship at the navy yard to make copies; then 
he sent a swarm of men all over the sea, wherever these men had 
been scattered in the service: Fortress Monroe, Charleston, the 
Western waters, wherever our war vessels might be, to hunt up the 
men individually, and get their declaration that they were resi- 
dents of Boston, or desired to be considered residents of Boston ; 
and if they were aliens, to get their declarations that they intended 
to become citizens of the United States. He procured of these, I 
think he says, some 4,200, if I remember right ; the largest part of 
the list that was finally allowed to us. He got these papers and 
filed them in the war department, and afterwards brought them 
here to be used before the commissioners. 

Well, this was pretty expeditious work to get up all these papers, 
and find all these sailors scattered all over the waters, in the 
short space of time in which he testifies he did it. The list 
of names was not made until the 20th of June, and on the 4th 
of July the. act was passed which authorized the distribution of 
naval credits to the different towns and cities where they belonged ; 
and immediately upon that the order from the war department 
that the place of enlistment should be prima facie evidence of the 
place of residence was promulgated, so that here was only about 
a fortnight, or something like that, in which Mr. Burrill had to 
procure these papers over all this wide extent of country and 
of water. 

Now, upon Mr. Burrill’s inquiry, and upon our inquiry, at the 
war department, we cannot find that any such papers are there, nor 
can we find any evidence that any such papers ever were there. 
It is rather singular that papers of this description, and so large 
a quantity of them, should have been duly filed in one of the 
departments of the government, and neither the papers can be 
found there, nor any evidence that they ever were there. 

Now, gentlemen, is there not some mistake about these papers? 
General Bullock, who had something to do with the distribution of 
these credits at the State House, and the making up of the lists, 
one of the witnesses that Mr. Burrill brought here, — says that he 
saw these papers there, but didn’t examine them; that he had no 
occasion to examine them, because no use was made of them; 
that he saw them piled up about a cubic foot square; that he 
looked at two or three, and knew the general character of them. 
I asked General Bullock ‘“‘ what time was it when you saw those

papers at the State House?” In his answer, he said: ‘It was 
the latter part of June, or the very first of July.” The latter part 
of June or the first of July! It was pretty expeditious work to 
start from Boston on the 20th of June —the list was not made 
up at the navy yard and completed until that date — to ascertain 
who and where the men were, and to get these papers, between 
four and five thousand of them, from men scattered all over the 
waters wherever a vessel of war was afloat, — to get these papers, 
and have them filed in the war department, and then to bring 
them to the State House in Boston by the last of June or the first 
of July. Very expeditious! I apprehend the fact is, that no 
papers were ever needed of this description ; because immediately 
upon the passage of this act, so that these credits could be allowed 
simultaneously with the passage of the act, was the issuing of the 
order by the war department that the place of enlistment should 
be prima facie evicence of the place of residence. There was no 
call for such papers; there was no need of them. 

Mr. Burrill had been getting credits before for other places, not 
these naval credits, but credits for men who actually enlisted into 
the navy at the time the crelits were allowed. It was necessary 
that he should get papers from them; and as the men were here 
they undoubtedly gave papers; and these I submit were the papers 
that General Bullock saw. He might as well talk of creatinga 
new universe in fifteen minutes, as to talk about getting up these 
papers he describes, in fourteen or fifteen days, or as many weeks. 
If every man in Boston had set about it, the work could not have 
been done in that length of time; it would have been utterly 
impossible; and he would not have undertaken a labor which was 
so perfectly unnecessary. 

Then another difficulty he had to encounter, he says, was the 
opposition of Governor Andrew. Governor Andrew wanted these 
men credited to the State, and not to the towns and cities from 
which they enlisted. It was necessary, in order to checkmate 
Governor Andrew, that he should go to New York, and through 
Mr. Raymond promise $100,000 to a fund to secure the re-elec- 
tion of Mr. Lincoln, in order to keep Mr. Lincoln firm in his pur- 
pose, so that Governor Andrew should not control him, and have 
the men credited to the State at large. This is what he tells us 
in his testimony in this hearing. What does he say in his testi- 
mony in the Circuit Court upon this point? ‘That he accidentally 
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heard it suggested by Secretary Stanton, in the latter part of Au- 
gust, when he was in Washington for some pyrpose, that Governor 
Andrew might wish to have these men credited to the State at large. 
He never heard a word from Governor Andrew on the subject. 
He didn’t know that Governor Andrew had any such intention; 
only a surmise on the part of Mr. Stanton first suggested the 
thought to him. : 

The story then is, that it was necessary at that time, in the latter 
part of June or the early part of July, that he should subscribe 
$100,000 to Mr. Lincoln’s electioneering fund, in order to hold 
Governor Andrew in check, and obtain President Lincoln’s influ- 
ence. 

Now, gentlemen, I undertake to say that Governor Andrew never 
had any notion of crediting these men to the State at large, and 
could have had no such notion, because the law itself provides how 
these men shall be credited. They could not have been credited to 
the state if any smaller military district eould show a good claim to 
them ; they belonged to the smallest military district that the law 
recognized, which could maintain its claim for them. This princi- 
ple of distribution governed the allowance of these naval credits. 
The men were credited to townships, to military districts; to 
counties, when there was no smaller sub-division. The theory all 
the way along was that they should be allowed to the military dis- 
trict in which they lived, not to the State in which they lived. 
The State could get them only when no particular district within 
the State had a claim to them. 

So that Governor Andrew never could have had any such pur- 
pose. Mr. Burrill said, in the trial before the Circuit Court, that 
he never expressed any such purpose. The law would tolerate no 
such purpose. This principle was not a matter of discussion; it 
was a fixed thing. An order went out from the war department 
at once after the passuge of the law, stating just how they should 
be allowed, and what should be the evidence upon which their resi- 
dence should be determined. I say it is absurd to talk about 
giving $100,000, directly or indirectly, to the National Republican 
fund, in order to have the President hold Governor Andrew in 
check, lest he should credit these men to the State at large, and 
not to the particular district from which they enlisted. 

Then, gentlemen, there is something very strange about this 
whole proceeding. This whole story, from beginning to end, almost 
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without exception, rests upon Mr. Burrill’s own statement, uncor- 
roborated by a single fact. He comes and tells you these various 
allegations which have been disputed, and which have been contra- 
dicted from time to time, yet he lets them all stand upon his own 
uncorroborated statement, without a single scintilla of other evi- 
dence to support them. 

Take the story of the $100,000 to the Lincoln fund. Do you 
suppose that Mr. Lincoln, in the first place, was a man who would 
barter his official action for money, to secure his re-election? Is 
there a man who believes Mr. Lincoln was capable of an act of 
that kind? I don’t believe there is. But if he were capable of 
it, is there a man who believes him to have been such a con- 
summate fool? Would a man holding his place put himself in the 
power of a stranger to the extent of saying, ‘‘ I will take $100,000 
from you, sir, and for that consideration I will issue a military 
order that will knock your Governor heels over head, and my 
Secretary of War also. Give $100,000 to my funds, and I 
will ensure what you ask.” Would he have put himself in 
that position? I submit, not. I say that the character of Mr. 
Lincoln, now dead, and the character of Mr. Raymond, also 
dead, are a sufficient guaranty that they were never parties to a 
contract of that kind. They never disgraced themselves, and they 
never disgraced the offices they filled in that way. 

Then in regard to the manner in which he paid this money. 
What is strange, and what must strike every member of this com- 
mittee as strange, is that of all the men that Mr. Burrill dealt with 
in this connection, in all the Herculean labors that he performed, 
in the disbursement of $156,000, scattered far and wide, he 
cannot bring a single man to say that he ever did any part of the 
work, or that he ever paid or received a dollar of the money. And 
when we inquire for any agent or assistant—it has been so from the 
beginning — it is somebody that is dead ; it is somebody that cannot 
be found; so that you cannot verify the statement at all. And 
the man changes, if you undertake to follow him, into as many shapes 
as Mr. Roberts has. When we began with Mr. Roberts—I read 
an extract the other day from Mr. Burrill’s testimony in relation to 
him — he was the man who superintended the hunting up of the men 
in the streets here, and found where the sailors lived. A man 
who is moving Congress, who lived in Illinois; receiving $50,. 
000 for services in Congress, comes to Boston, a strange place, to 
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superintend a half dozen men to hunt up individual sailors! Then 
we ask him, ‘‘ Who is this Mr. Roberts?” He says, ‘I don’t 
know.” ‘* What was his Christian name?” I cannot tell, I 
think it was William J., but I am not certain about that. ‘* What 
was his business?” ‘Out of business, I believe.” Now, here is 
this Mr. Roberts, a man that was paid $50,000; a man that he 
had employed before — years before, as he testifies to-day — in con- 
nection with other transactions, and yet he never could tell us who 
he was, and we never could find out, until we were told here the other 
day that he lived in Illinois, and was dead. We never could find 
who Mr. Roberts was, where he came from, nor any trace of him 
whatever. 

And just so you find this all the way through. There is not a 
living man that has come to us here; Mr. Bursill does not give us 
the name of a man that can be got at, to whom we can go and 
inquire — who says he received one dollar of this money, or per- 
formed any of these great labors he says were performed, with the 
exception of the copying of the list at the navy yard; he brings 
the man here who did that. There is no question but that list was 
copied. How much. labor, or how long it took, I don’t care. In 
New York, where were 25,000 names to be copied, the report says 
eight days were required for the labor. 

This is the difficulty all the way through; you can’t put your 
finger on anything to corroborate what Mr. Burrill says to you. I 
say, if this claim was a fair one, with all the men that he has had 
to do with, and with these years that he has been called upon 
to produce some evidence to support his statement, if it was 
true, he would not come here without anything in the world to 
corroborate it. So it looks to me. 

Now, in regard to the payment of this money, he says, he misun- 
derstood the questions that were put to him in the Circuit Court. 
If you look at those questions, you will see his attention was called 
very fully to it. It did not seem then as though he thought he was 
confined to what he paid for clerical services ; because he says there, 
I remember expressly, that in making up the account of his 
expenses he speaks of what he paid to Mr. Hanscom. Mr. Hans- 
com was his chief man then, Mr. Roberts was not. He tells us 
how much he paid him, and how much he agreed afterwards to pay 
him, enough to make the sum up to $52,000. Did he understand 
the $52,000 was to be paid to Mr. Hanscom for clerical services ? 
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I apprehend not. I remember distinctly that the very word lobby- 
ing was used there, which he agreed to pay for. So that his expla- 
nation to-day don’t reconcile his testimony in the Circuit Court 
with his testimony before this committee. 

Now, gentlemen, there are two or three statements of Mr. Burrill 
that we are enabled to inquire into. One is in regard to the pay- 
ment of $30,000. First, he agreed to subscribe to the political fund 
$100,000, and subsequently he paid through Mr. Roberts $30,000. 
Now, we have the statement of Governor Claflin, an agreed state- 
ment of what he would testify if present; that statement is, that 
he and Mr. Raymond were the only men who had anything to do 
with the finances of that committee; that he knew every subscrip- 
tion that was made; that there was no subscription, and no pay- 
ment except what was made to them; that no man in the country 
subscribed or paid a sum exceeding ten thousand dollars, and very 
few did that; that if any man from Massachusetts had subscribed 
or paid that sum, or one approaching it, he should remember it 
beyond a doubt. Well, Mr. Burrill says, I didn’t say Mr. Roberts 
actually paid $30,000; he may have put it in his own pocket; he 
may have lied to me; or Mr. Raymond may have received the 
money, and not appropriated it to the committee. Well, all things 
are possible; but I don’t think any gentleman sitting at this table 
entertains that opinion of Mr. Raymond. Mr. Roberts, I don’t 
know anything about. Mr. Burrill knows him better than I do. 

But, gentlemen, do you believe that a man puts his money into 
anybody’s hands, and don’t know whether that money reaches its 
destination? You would not find a man in an Insane Hospital that 
would do it. No man parts with $30,000 without knowing where 
it goes. I say the character of Mr. Raymond, now dead, is a suf- 
ficient guaranty that no such imputation can justly attach to him; 
his character is above it. Mr. Raymond never received that 
$30,000. I have no means of showing that Mr. Burrill never 
gave it to Mr. Roberts other than the probabilities of the case. 

Again, some more money went to influence members of 
Congress. Mr. Burrill tells us of the great influence he had at 
Washington, and that he could do very remarkable things there. 
He says here that this same Mr. Roberts told him that a very 
considerable sum, a portion of the $52,000, went to Mr. Reverdy 
Johnson. I asked Mr. Burrill whether Mr. Reverdy Johnson 
was at that time a member of the Senate. ‘ No,” he said, ‘‘he 
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was in the Senate later.” Well, we have Mr. Johnson’s letter, in 
which he says Mr. Burrill’s whole story is false, from beginning to 
end so far as it relates to him. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I wish you would be kind enough to refer to the 
testimony in which we ever said that any portion of this money 
ever went to Reverdy Johnson. 

Mr. Heaty. I say that Mr. Burrill testified that Mr. Roberts 
so told him. | 

Mr. Tuxsury. I deny that anybody ever said that Mr. Reverdy 
Johnson got one cent, or was retained. 

At this point Mr. Healy read extracts from Mr. Burrill’s testi- 
mony before the committee. 

Mr. Hearty. Now, if that don’t say that Mr. Roberts paid this 
money to Mr. Johnson, then I don’t understand the force of 
language. 

Mr. Tuxsury. I don’t so understand it. 

Mr. Hearty. Now here is Mr. Burrill, having this delicate job 
to accomplish at Washington, a man of great influence there, 
counting noses to see whether his project can be carried through 
the two branches of Congress ; and Mr. Reverdy Johnson, by com- 
mon consent one of the most powerful men in the Senate while he 
was there, was not even known by Mr. Burrill to be there. He 
must have calculated very close indeed to have been there with all 
this anxiety about the passage of the law, and be under the im- 
pression that Mr. Reverdy Johnson was not a member of the Senate. 
Now, Mr. Johnson says, and everybody who knows Mr. Johnson, 
either personally or by reputation, however he may be judged in 
regard to his political sentiments, knows that no man ever dared to 
charge him with a dishonest act; no man ever dared to charge 
him with prostituting his office for private ends, never! I don’t 
wonder that Mr. Burrill feels a little sensitive in regard to this, 
and wants to crawl off. I sent a report of the evidence to Mr. 
Johnson without comment, and he said it was false from beginning 
to end so far as it related to him. That is what he said of it, and 
I do not doubt his word. No man at this table will believe that 
he states what is untrue. 

Wherever we have been able to inquire, we have found the facts 
not as Mr. Burrill has endeavored to give us the impression they 
were. There is Mr. Johnson, and there is the political fund; I 
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don’t think of any other fact that he has stated so that we could look 
Into it. In these particulars, we have point blank contradictions. 

So, in addition to all the inherent improbabilities of Mr. Burrill’s 
story, we have these contradictions which cannot be explained 
away. No human ingenuity can explain them away. Mr. Burrill 
testified in the Circuit Court that all his payments amounted to 
between $14,500 and $18,500. He might now just as well under- 
take to limit them to boot-blacking as to limit them to clerical 
services, because he was asked to state all his expenditures. He 
said expressly that he paid part of this money for other than cleri- 
cal services ; and he also said that he paid for no other services so 
far as he remembered; he had made promises, but he could not 
remember then what they were. He now says, as I before re- 
marked, that Governor Andrew was there to defeat him, and have 
these men credited to the State. In the Circuit Court he testified 
that he never heard of any such purpose until the latter part of 
August, when it was too late to have anything done, as the whole 
business had been arranged. He comes here and says that the 
papers — the primary declarations, the pile of papers that General 
Bullock saw within ten days after the list was made out, pro- 
cured from all the men scattered everywhere over the waters — were 
essential to prove the residence of the men, when there was not a 
paper used for that purpose. The witnesses he brings here from 
the State House, who think they saw the papers, state that they 
were not used. In the Circuit Court he testified twice that under 
the order from the war department the place of enlistment was 
prima facie evidence of the place of residence; and this order 
was issued to Provost Marshals all over the country. 

In regard to the list of names which was credited, containing six 
thousand and upwards, two thousand of them had not a scrap of 
paper to show where they belonged, yet they were allowed just as 
readily as the rest ; no difference was made. Yet, after all, he comes 
here, and tells you that these papers were essential in order to 
have these men allowed at the State House upon the application of 
the Mayor, and credited to the City of Boston ; that these 1,800 or 
2,000 he hadn’t heard from were allowed on the credit of those he 
had got papers from. That is the way he puts it. 

Now, gentlemen, there is a great deal more of this; I could go 
on, if it were,not for wearying you, with the discrepancies in this 
testimony, till midnight. But I don’t propose to pursue the evi- 
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dence any farther; it is before you, and you will read it; some 
of the principal points I have called your attention to as we 
passed along. 

Here then is the claim which Mr. Burrill makes; he has tried it 
at law, and failed. He now comes and asks you to look at it as a 
matter of equity. He brings to you this story, so strange, and 
so full of inherent improbabilities ; so directly in conflict with the 
evidence of men in whose truthfulness you have as much confi- 
dence as you have in any man’s on the face of this earth, and ought 
to have. In the face and eyes of all this, he asks you to allow 
his claim. He wishes you to regard the evidence of Mayor Lin- 
coln and Mayor Norcross, and the paper which he signed as 
untrue, and to rely only on his testimony as he now gives it. He 
comes and tells you his story, and you ask him for corroboration 
from time to time, for something to show that what he says is true. 
Certainly his testimony is contradicted by men of entire credi- 
bility. He is asked to give you something to support his allega- 
tions, and he does not do it; he allows them all to rest upon his 
evidence alone. He says, take my statement; everything else is 
wrong ; you are bound to “‘ take my statement, singular as it is, with 
all its contradictions, extravagances and improbabilities, and to 
act upon it. You are not to regard the law, as it has been 
decided ; not to regard the law as you find it; not to discredit me 
because of Reverdy Johnson, or the character of dead or living 
men; you are to take my statement, and give me what, according 
to my evidence, I am entitled to.” 

Now, I say that before Mr. Burrill can ask you for a favorable 
report, he must present to you a claim that he can satisfy you 
is true and well founded ; he must satisfy you that he has rendered 
such services as he alleges; and that he made such an agreement 
as he alleges. Now, gentlemen, I can’t —I wish I could, I always 
desire to do it,— reconcile the conflicting evidence with the integrity 
of both parties. I had always much rather come to the conclusion 
that a party is mistaken than to come to the conclusion that he 
intentionally falsifies. How can it be, how is it possible, that the 
story which Mr. Burrill tells you on one side, and the story which 
Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Norcross tell you on the other side, — how 
is it possible that they can both be honest? I don’t see, I 
can’t reconcile them. Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Norcross expressly 
says that they never heard of these naval credits; that the 
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whole thing was Rock Island or Westernmen. Mr. Burrill says, 
he never mentioned anything but naval enlistments prior to the 
24th of February ; that he didn’t propose to get a credit from any 
other source. It is impossible that the parties could be mistaken, 
and so differently understand the conversation. 

The truth of the case, I submit, was this: It was known that 
these naval credits were likely to be allowed ultimately ; Congress 
had shown a disposition on the 24th of February to allow them, as 
it allowed all naval enlistments after that date. The recruiting 
officers in New York understood that they were to be allowed, as 
they say in their report, they calculated on answering their quota in 
that way, according to the report of the committee which I read 
the other day. Now, then, it was certain, or at any rate 
in a very high degree probable, that these credits would be 
allowed. I must say that it looks to me as though Mr. Burrill, 
foreseeing that these credits were likely to be allowed, undertook to 
hold out the Rock Island men as decoys to get a contract which 
should appear to Mr. Lincoln to be putting men into the service, 
and answering the requirements of the law in filling the quota 
of the City of Boston, with the intent of complying with the terms 
of the contract by procuring these naval credits when Congress 
should put it in his power to do so. Soit looks tome. I can’t 
see it in any other light. If you can look upon it in a light 
more favorable to Mr. Burrill, I shall be glad of it. That is the 
appearance to me. 

If this is so, I don’t care what services Mr. Burrill rendered ; if 
he rendered one hundred times more service than he pretends he 
rendered; if he took that way, with that intent, he cannot be 
entitled to compensation under any circumstances. He hoped to 
get the money, and he hoped to get it in this way; and if he took 
the course which Mr. Lincoln, Mr. Norcross, and Mr. Nash say he 
took, then, when he comes here and says, I have failed in my suit 
at law, yet I come and ask you to give me compensation for these 
services as an act of justice, it reminds me of Dr. Franklin’s story 
about the poker. I don’t know that I need to say any more upon 
this subject. I have taken more time than I meant to take. I 
think I have said enough to give you substantially the views that 
I entertain of this question. 
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I feel very sorry, gentlemen of the committee, that I am placed 
in such circumstances as to render me a little in doubt what course 
I ought to take in reference to the discussion of this matter. I 
see a reporter is present who it is expected will take down what 
we say, and I suppose it must be with the intention, in some way 
or other, of scattering this information before the community. It 
was my first impression, owing in part to my own ill health and in 
part to the consideration that I supposed that most, if not all, of 
the committee had probably pretty well made up their minds upon 
the evidence, that I should occupy but very little, if any, of your 
time in arguing the questions now before us. But when I take 
into consideration the length of time which has elapsed since we 
commenced these hearings, —something more than six months 
ago, the long intervals which have occurred between the different 
hearings, in some cases extending for several weeks in succession, 
the voluminous character of the testimony as a whole, embracing 
something over six hundred written pages in the report, and also 
the very able, careful, and, I might almost say, exhaustive examina- 
tion and defence which the learned City Solicitor has seen fit to 
introduce, — these considerations, together with the large amounts 
which are involved in the case, and the consequent interest that so 
many parties on both sides must necessarily feel in the fair and 
full consideration and settlement of this matter in a manner which 
shall be fair and equitable to my client as well as honorable and 
just on the part of the city, I feel that I should not be doing full 
justice to all concerned without endeavoring to recall to your 
minds some of the more important points in the testimony, and to 
give you, as shortly as I can, my own views of the results which we 
have arrived at. 

It will be borne in mind, gentlemen, that our first step taken in 
this case was to come before the city government with a petition 
of our own, asking for a fair and candid hearing of our case; and 
pledging ourselves that if such could be accorded to us that we 
would abide by the results. This petition was accompanied by 
another, signed by a large number of our most respected and 
wealthy citizens, asking also that we might have a fair hearing, 
and that if anything was found to be due us, that it should be 
paid, and the matter settled. And I wish to say here, gentlemen, 
that so far as I am concerned, I am most happy to state and 
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acknowledge that we have, so far, been accorded a fair and candid 
hearing, and by a committee which Iam most glad to know and 
believe represent fully and ably both branches of the city govern- 
ment, and can justly claim the confidence of the petitioner, as well 
as the government and citizens of Boston. In fact, it seems to be 
well understood on all hands, in the language of the learned City 
Solicitor himself. to me, that when the City of Boston decided to 
give us a hearing, it decided to give us a fair hearing, and to abide 
by the result. 

You, then, are our judges. What I propose to say, gentlemen, in 
this matter, I shall mostly consider affirmatively, under the two 
following heads : 

First. Mr. Burrill did for the City of Boston precisely the work 
he was employed to do, with signal ability and discretion, at great 
expense, reasonably and necessarily expended under the circum- 
stances in which he was placed, and with reasonable despatch. 

Second. Acting thus in good faith under a contract in writing, 
signed by the Mayor after consulting with and receiving the approval 
of his associates, the good faith and honor as well as the interests 
of the city require and demand that he should be paid fairly and 
liberally for his services and expenditures, such a sum not exceed- 
ing the price named in the contract as he shall in a like spirit of 
liberal compromise be willing to accept in a full settlement. 

The several objections raised by my Jearned brother will, I think, 
mostly be disposed of in the course of the consideration of these 
two genera! propositions but if other specific points should remain ; 
I will endeavor to give them a moment’s attention before I get 
through. 

What, then, in the first place was the work which Mr. Burrill was 
employed, and undertook to do for the city ? 

The contract is in these words: ‘ In consideration that Charles 
Burrill, of Brookline, Mass., shall obtain credits upon the quota of 
the City of Boston, I hereby agree to pay to the said Charles 
Burrill the sum of one hundred and twenty-five dollars per man for 
each and every full man so credited upon said quota, the money to 
be paid to the said Burrill whenever he presents to me the official 
certificates from the proper authority, showing that said credits 


have been given. 
‘‘(Signed) F. W. LINCOLN, Jr. 


“Mayor.” 
Boston, May 31, 1864. 


(5 cents Stamp duly cancelled). 36 
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This contract appears to be plain enough, and it is not pretended 
that there is any uncertainty or ambiguity in its terms; and Mr. 
Lincoln testifies that before signing it he consulted with the Board 
of Aldermen and they advised him that ‘he should make the 
arrangement.” Now, the contract, gentlemen, was for obtaining 
credits, and not a word is said about obtaining new enlistments or 
new men, but ‘“ credits,” and I don’t suppose that the gentlemen 
will claim that Mr. Lincoln didn’t know the difference between ob- 
taining a credit and procuring the enlistment of anew man. The 
difference is world wide, and every military man as well as every 
citizen who had anything to do with recruiting, must have well 
understood the meaning of those terms; at any rate, if he didn’t 
understand it, nobody has appeared here to say so, and I must be 
allowed to say that if he did not know it Mr. Burrill did know and 
had aright to suppose that the contract meant what it said, and 
what he, and I think everybody else would understand it to 
mean. 

Now, gentlemen, it is proper for me to give some attention to the 
witnesses who have been introduced here upon this point. Cer- 
tain alleged conversations have been introduced here on the point 
of the defence, Mr. Lincoln, Mr. Norcross and Mr. Nash only ap- 
pearing. Mr. Burrill also has testified in regard to these prior con- 
versations. Here you will bear in mind that only one of the 
defendants was present when this contract was made. The con- 
versation at the time was between Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Burrill 
only, and they only were present to know what was said in reference 
to the making or meaning of this contract. I shall therefore be 
under the necessity of leaving entirely out of the account all the 
opinions and statements from beginning to end of both Mr. Nor- 
cross and Mr. Nash upon this point of the construction of this 
contract, for neither of them know anything whatever of what was 
said and done by Mr. Burrill and Mr. Lincoln until the contract 
itself was signed, and Mr. Burrill had eompleted his lists. The 
question, therefore, must be considered in reference to the matter 
as it stands between Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Burrill. 

Now, I would like to say just here that ordinarily, as my learned 
brother has suggested, these preliminary conversations would be 
and ought to be of no account whatever, whatever they were. They 
all eventuated in a written contract which is and ought to be the 
best evidence of the intention of the parties at the time, and in a 
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court of law would not be allowed to be given in evidence at 
all. 

I might indeed well say that I don’t care what conversation 
preceded this contract. It is the common case, the most ordinary 
thing in the world, for parties to talk about a great many things 
before making a contract; but when that contract is once made, 
that, and not the preliminary conversation, is to be binding upon 
the parties, as best expressing their intention. But, gentlemen, 
we are endeavoring to consider this matter more in an equitable 
light than a strictly legal and technical way, and I propose to give 
this matter a moment’s attention. I shall submit to you that 
nothing whatever has been shown which can, or ought, in the 
slightest degree, vary the terms of this contract. I shall not 
attempt to bandy words nor to impugn the motives of any parties 
whatever, but as I find the case I must consider it, and I intend to 
do so fairly. 

This conversation, then, you must recollect, took place some five 
years and a half ago, between Mr. Burrill and Mr. Lincoln, and it 
would not be surprising if both parties should be at some loss to 
state the whole of the conversation precisely as it occurred. I 
shall assume that both parties are honorable men, that both state 
now, after this long interval, what they think they remember. 
Still, both cannot be entirely right, and we must ascertain by sur- 
rounding circumstances, as well as by subsequent acts of the 
parties themselves, which is right. In this way I think the diffi- 
culties will essentially disappear. 

T understand, then, Mr. Lincoln to say, and I understood my 
brother Healy to urge as a cardinal point of his defence, that this 
contract does not mean what we sayit means. That instead of 
procuring credits upon the quota of the City of Boston alone, it 
was from the preliminary conversation understood that we were to 
procure new men. I hesitated somewhat as to whether that was 
really the position he intended to take, from the fact that whatever 
he may mean or intend that you should believe, Mr. Lincoln has 
nowhere said so; no witness has been here to state that that is the 
fact. Mr. Lincoln simply states the conversation that he remem- 
bers, which preceded this contract. In no case does he state that 
the contract was varied in the least by that conversation. Still, 
gentlemen, my learned brother goes much farther than his witness 
does in this direction, and I must assume here that he means to 
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have you believe what is now distinctly avowed, that we are 
entirely wrong as to what was the meaning of the parties, and in 
our construction of that contract. 

Now, gentlemen, if he meant new enlistments or any enlistments, 
why in the world, in the first place, didn’t he say so? Wouldn’t 
it have been just as easy? wouldn’t it have been just as natural? 
In fact, how could he possibly have failed to say so in a matter of 
so much importance? Or will it be contended that Mr. Lincoln 
didn’t understand the difference between obtaining a new recruit 
and obtaining a credit for one already in the service? This will 
hardly be claimed, I think; and if it were, it would not help him, 
for we certainly had no reason to suppose that one in his position 
did not understand the meaning of the language he made use of. 
Besides, no one knew better than Mr. Lincoln the absurdity of 
making a contract with a meaning which Mr. Healy now seeks to 
attach to it. He and everybody else must have known perfectly 
well that if Mr. Burrill had the power to procure new enlistments 
that he might just as well have realized three, four, or even five or 
six hundred dollars a man for every man he could obtain. We 
were then in the midst of a war of which, at that time, there was 
no calculating the end. Every city and town almost in the coun- 
try was pressed to fill its quota and keep up with its calls. Almost 
the entire rolls of many of the wards in this city had been already 

. exhausted, and another large call was at that very time impending. 

There was great competition everywhere, and new recruits were 
cheap, in many places at almost any price, and still you are 
expected to believe these innocent parties sat down to stipulate 
for these new men at the ridiculous price of one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars per man. 

I submit that it is utterly impossible and absurd that he should 
intentionally enter into such a contract as is now pretended. 

But, gentlemen, the most important part in the construction of 
that agreement is, as to what was done in connection with that 
agreement.. When parties have deliberately talked over a subject, 
and have made an agreement in some terms, in writing, and then 
go immediately to work to execute that contract, their contempo- 
raneous and subsequent acts are the strongest possible evidence, 
not merely of what was done in itself, but what they understood 
to be the meaning of the contract which they had made. 

I submit to you, gentlemen, that all the acts of the parties, from 
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the time of the execution of this contract to the time when these 
credits were given at the State House and at Washington, are en- 
tirely consistent with our theory, and construction, and entirely 
inconsistent with the construction which the gentlemen seeks to 
put upon it. 

In the first place, gentlemen, after the execution of this contract, 
Mr. Burrill goes immediately to work and organizes a force to 
canvass the wards; and another party was sent on board the 
receiving ship ** Ohio” to get such evidence as was possible 
respecting those men in the navy. 

The next event of moment was when Mr. Burrill told Mr. Lin- 
coln that instead of getting two or three thousand that he should 
be able to get five or six thousand. Is it not a little remarkable, 
under the circumstances of this case, that Mr. Burrill should be 
expected to get five or six thousand new recruits, and bring them 
here? Nota word was said between him and Mr. Lincoln that 
goes to establish what is now claimed in this subject. 

Now, let me call your attention a moment to what Mr. Lincoln 
does say in regard to this particular point. He says: ‘*I don’t 
recollect the precise time, but I think it was Monday, when he 
brought in these large lists to me. He brought those in, and said 
he wished me to make an indorsement upon them; and said that I 
would notice from the indorsement of Captain Green and Mr. Bur- 
gess that the names of the men contained on it were those of men 
who had enlisted in the navy. He said that Governor Andrew had 
agreed to indorse the list after I had indorsed it, and he wished me 
to do that. Then he was to take it on to Washington with him 
that night.” He also says: ‘* The matter was brought up before 
the gentlemen at an informal meeting ; they advised me to sign the 
papers, and also to make a claim on the government at Washing- 
ton. There was some little discussionif I recollect right in regard 
to the matter, why Mr. Burrill should at this time ask us to do 
anything about it. It seemed to be a work of supererogation for 
me to interfere in the matter at all. Mr. Burrill had agreed to do 
a certain work, and when the work was accomplished he was to 
receive a compensation for it, on the certificate that the work had 
been accomplished. However, those who felt in that way didn’t 
press the matter very much, and I felt myself that if such an 
opportunity was offered as that, and I didn’t agree to do what was 
necessary to be done under the circumstances, I should reproach 
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myself; therefore there was a willingness on my part, as well as a 
desire, I think, on the part of the members of the Board, that it 
should be done.” 

Now you will observe that there was not a single word said by 
anybody about Mr, Burrill not having on his list the right class of 
men. If Mr. Lincoln didn’t mean credits, naval credits, and noth- 
ing else, why didn’t he then put Mr. Burrill right? Why didn’t 
he say to him, ‘‘ Sir, these are not the class of men that we were to 
pay for; these are not the class of men I employed you to get.” 
It was talked over in the Board of Aldermen; there was some 
discussion upon the subject, why Mr. Burrill should ask them to do 
anything about it. Mr. Burrill had agreed to do certain work, 
and when the work was accomplished was to receive a compensation. 
There was not a single word said by anybody that he was on the 
wrong track, that he was trying to get a class of men not intended 
by the contract. There was no mistake, now, who Mr. Burrill 
was getting. Both the heading of the list and the official letter 
which he wrote to Provost Marshal Frye told that story plain 
enough, and in so mauy words, that they were ‘‘men who had 
enlisted_in the navy prior to the 24th of February, 1864.” 

And Mr. Lincoln says in his testimony, that in fact he did know 
at the time that they were men who had enlisted in the navy. 

Now, gentlemen, I go further than this; there is not a single 
word or objection by Mr. Lincoln from the time the contract was 
signed down through the various controversies about payment to 
Mr. Burrill and the using of these lists that would give the least 
indication that there was any deviation on his part from the tenor 
of his contract, so far as relates to the obtaining of credits instead 
of obtaining new enlistments. All sorts of reasons were given why 
Mr. Burrill should not be paid, some of them absurd enough it is 
true, such as, that the law gave the credits to the city; that Mr. 
Lincoln got them himself—all this was set up, but not a single word 
was said to Mr. Burrill by anybody that indicates that any person 
ever thought from the beginning to the end that Mr. Burrill hadn’t 
the right class of men. 

But my learned brother has said that it must have been under- 
stood by these parties that they were to act in accordance with the 
law ; or in other words, that it must be held that they never intended 
to make it, simply because there are legal objections to its being 
enforced. 
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It is begging the question to say that the law would not allow 
them to make such a contract; that is the very question at issue. 
My point is, that they did, in fact, make such a contract ; that they 
understood the contract; that they meant to make precisely the 
contract they did make. The gentleman might as well say that 
because a person made a contract who was lacking one month of 
twenty-one years of age, that in construing that contract it must be 
held that he never intended to make it, simply because it might 
not, in law, be enforced; that if he signed a promissory note, he 
ought not in equity to pay it, simply because there was, or might 
be, a technical answer if the holder of such note chose to sue it, 
and this is precisely what has been done in this case when it was 
urged in the Court. They would not let us go to a jury on the 
merits of this case, and only the technical defence was then con- 
sidered. But as my brother has just suggested, that question of law 
as to whether Mr. Lincoln had the legal power to bind the city is 
not now the question before you. A great deal might be said upon 
that, but it don’t alter in the slightest possible degree the equity of 
the case, or the construction to be put upon that contract by the 
parties here to-day. 

Well, gentlemen, this is not quite all. I think we shall find in 
the testimony of Mr. Lincoln a statement of what he understood 
by the term ‘‘ credits,”,and how he used it in this contract. Mr. 
Lincoln says: 

‘¢ There were two or three very similar transactions to this of Mr. 
Burrill’s.” Then he goes on to give a full account of a certain class 
of men who were already in the army when the war broke out, 
and whom he sent Mr. Damrell and others on to Washington to 
obtain, — these men were allowed by the government “ to re-enlist 
and credit themselves to any municipality for the purpose of obtain- 
ing a local bounty.” Mr. Alley had obtained some of them for 
Lynn, and said he had some surplus, and would let Mr. Lincoln 
have them. Now, these men he afterwards stated were paid for at 
the rate of one hundred and twenty-five dollars per man, besides 
getting their local bounty, of three hundred and twenty-five dollars, 
which the government allowed them to re-enlist for the purpose of 
getting. Now, why did Mr. Lincoln or Boston pay for those men 
the one hundred and twenty-five dollars apiece, besides the local 
bounty, except to get them credited to Boston, instead of any 
other place? They were in the army in the first place before he 
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went for them, and the additional force he got was a credit on the 
quota of Boston. 

But there was still another class, and I will quote his exact 
words. He says: 

‘“‘ Just about the time we made this arrangement, a gentleman 
came from Norfolk, Virginia, and.said to me, I have two com- 
panies in the service of the United States who have authorized me 
to credit them to any city or town, for the purpose of obtaining a 
local bounty. He said that his interests were particularly in 
Philadelphia, but on account of the State bounty of three hundred 
and twenty-five dollars, he came to Boston and called upon me. 
He asked me what I would give him for the men. I told him one 
hundred dollars per man. Isat down and wrote a memorandum 
very similar to this, that when those men were obtained for the City 
of Boston, and the credits secured, to bring me acertificate of the 
credits, and then he should be paid one hundred dollars for the 
men. In the course of a fortnight the matter was consummated ; he 
brought the roll with the assent of every man upon it, with a cer- 
tificate from Major Clark, and another from Washington, that the 
men were credited to the City of Boston, and the money was paid.” 

These two cases, Mr. Lincoln says, were ‘‘ similar to this of Mr. 
Burrill’s.” In one case one hundred and twenty-five dollars 
apiece was paid, and in the other, one hundred dollars apiece, 
for getting them credited to our quota. This shows pretty 
thoroughly what Mr. Lincoln thought about the meaning of the 
word credits. es 

And now you will recall the fact that Mr. Burrill himself testi- 
fies distinctly that he did speak of these men in the navy; that 
they were the same class of men that he had been getting for 
Brookline, Charlestown, and Somerville, aud some other places; 
that all these places paid him, with full knowledge, a much larger 
sum, per man, than Boston ever agreed to give, — all which is con- 
firmed by the authorities of these places, Mr. Poor, Mr. Baker 
and Mr. Griggs. Add also the testimony of Mr. George W. War- 
ren, who understood the class of men to be “precisely the same 
character as those we (that is, the Aldermen) had on our own lists,” 
and who thought ‘*it was as weil understood as any common fact 
that we had got to pay for the men”; add also the fact that 
Boston paid for precisely this same class of men, when procured, 
to be credited by Alderman Messinger, the Rock Island men who 
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were then in the service and on board the ‘ Ohio,” and whose 
‘credit ” only he procured, — all these facts show conclusively, as 
I think, that we were not, and could not be mistaken in what was 
to be understood by the contract. 

This, gentlemen, is the end of that part of the case. If the 
contract means what we say it means, credits, and nothing but 
credits, and did not contemplate new enlistments, as the acts of 
both parties and of all parties show, and as I think you will be 
satisfied is the case, then the great cardinal point of this defence, 
is disposed of, and it only remains for me, in the second place, to 
show what Mr. Burrill did in regard to carrying out his part of the 
contract. 

That these men were finally credited to the city is not denied, 
and the question now is, what instrumentality Mr. Burrill had in 
effecting that result; and I think it will appear that nothing what- 
ever was wanting on his part in the whole matter till the whole 
work was accomplished. 

I have already alluded to his manner of dividing his work. Now, 
let us see if we can find out the manner in which he obtained the 
list of these men. It seems that Mr. Burrill had associated with 
him in this matter a man by the name of Roberts, who appears to 
have been a man of great shrewdness and skill, whatever else may 
be said of him. Mr. Burrill had made his acquaintance in connec- 
tion with some claims against the government some years before, 
and thought so much of him, that he proposed to have him help 
him in this great work. He was to pay him by the per capita 
arrangement, so much per man, — ten dollars per man, if I 
remember right,— for every man credited and paid for by the city. 
Between the two, this plan seems to have been adopted in pro- 
curing the list; to get from the whole number of those 
who had enlisted prior to the 24th of February, some 
twenty-two thousand in all, such men as they could show rea- 
sonable proof of their residence in Boston to the authorities at 
Washington. That was their intention in taking these names. My 
brother has taken considerable pains to ask how this list was 
obtained. Mr. Burrill, it seems, had had considerable experience 
in the matter, in procuring this same class of credits for adjoining 
towns; and had received a hint from the Provost Marshal that men 
who kad no other actual, or usual residence might be allowed to 


declare their residence ; that when a list was properly prepared, so 
37 
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that the men could be identified as having enlisted, there was a 
way in which they could be credited tothe city. In getting up this 
first list, they endeavored to get such men as would answer this 
purpose. First, gentlemen, he proposed to get such men as resided 
in the wards, concerning whom ordinary evidence would prove 
their residence. He then, it seems, determined to get a class of 
men who had not made their primary declarations, which he pro- 
posed to take, and have them declare themselves citizens of Bos- 
ton. And, as I understand it, another point was to get the men 
who were the most get-at-able on board the different ships of war. 
Now, gentlemen, it may strike you as a little remarkable how he 
obtained that list. This principle only, it seems to me, from the 
evidence, guided him in procuring it, —here was a large list, 
some 22,000 in all, and he was to select out from it such men as 
he could show to the authorities at Washington some evidence of 
their residence. Their birth, being born in Boston, as stated in 
tke enlistment papers, had something to do with it. It seems, gen- 
tlemen, that Mr. Roberts had the principal charge of exploring the 
different wards, and of procuring testimony. <A great deal of stress 
has been laid upon this subject, that it was entirely unnecessary. 
Now, gentlemen, all I can say is, that unless some evidence of this 
description had been procured, it was utterly impossible in any 
way that we should be able to show to any party whatever where 
these men resided, and there was no law at that time, and as I 
think you will find, no subsequent law, that provided that these men 
could be credited except upon proof of their residence. 

Well, gentlemen, Mr. Roberts had charge of that department, 
and Mr. Sherburne was employed on board the ‘ Ohio,” with such 
other clerks as he chose to employ. Mr. Clifford was sent on 
board to get such primary declarations as were necessary, Mr. 
Burrill rendering such aid as he thought proper in all the depart- 
ments, in making suggestions, and in consultations. In this way, 
these rough lists were made up at first, and then compared and 
corrected. Then, ultimately, the lists which were made use of were 
brought together, and formed what is called the Burrill list, which 
was presented to Mr. Lincoln. 

Now, gentlemen, while all this was going on, or about this time, 
he sent off another set of clerks, employed under Mr. Roberts, to 
visit men in the different ships of war, which could be got at, in 
order to get the declarations of the men as to their residence in 
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Boston, and copies of the naturalization papers of such as had 
been naturalized. 

The lists were obtained at last ; and the next step on the part of 
Mr. Burrill was to get the Mayor’s official certificate. This, it 
seems, was at first objected to, but as we have seen, after consulta- 
tion with others, he finally consented to affix his signature, and 
sent Mr. Burrill to Washington with a letter. Now, gentlemen, 
in that letter, it is distinctly stated that these men were men who 
had enlisted into the navy prior to the 24th of February, 1864. 
Mr. Burrill was sent to Washington with that letter introducing 
him to Provost-Marshal-General Frye. Andif there had been any 
possible mistake upon that subject, Mr. Lincoln must have had it 
forced distinctly upon his attention when he read that letter, as he 
says he did. 

Now, it seems from this letter, that Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Bur- 
rill both were laboring under the impression that the law as it then 
existed would allow these credits to be given. If you will recol- 
lect that he refers to the law itself, and claims them to be credited 
to the City of Boston under that law. That shows, gentlemen, 
what his view of the law was at that time; and if he intended the 
contract to include only new men, why does he make the state- 
ment in that letter, and unite with Mr. Burrill in asking that the 
men who had enlisted prior to the passage of that law should be 
credited to the City of Boston? One word just here,—Mr. Lincoln 
says, in another connection, that when he signed that paper he 
thought Mr. Burrill was acting in good faith in the matter — mind, 
gentlemen, when he signed it. He distinctly says he had read it, 
and knew what he signed; then at all events he knew what Mr. 
Burrill was about, — then he knew what men he was after, for the 
letter states distinctly, and still he thought he was acting in good 
faith. Then, I submit, that Mr. Lincoln understood the matter 
precisely as Mr. Burrill did; Mr. Burrill was acting in good faith, 
and he continued so to act, and no pretence thenceforward can be 
shown that he did not continue so to act until all the work was 
accomplished. 

But to return to the law. We shall see that both Mr. Lincoln 
and Mr. Burrill were to some extent, at least, mistaken in regard 
to it. When Mr. Burrill presented his letter and his lists to the 
Provost-Marshal-General, it seems that he doubted if there was 
any law to justify these credits, and he referred the matter over to 
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the Secretary of War, and the Secretary of War referred it to Mr. 
Whiting. Mr. Whiting, after considering the matter, decided 
that the law was not sufficient to justify the credits, as it then 
stood, and he referred the matter to the President. Mr. Burrill, 
it seems, saw the President, and had from him an indication that 
he should credit these men; in fact, he got from him a written 
order to credit them, if they belonged to Boston. It seemed that 
the President, however, had some doubt about the propriety of 
taking the responsibility, for he requested Mr. Burrill not to 
present his order to General Frye until Mr. Whiting had been 
heard from. When the President had got word that Mr. Whiting 
did not think the law was quite sufficient, he advised Mr. Burrill 
to give his attention to getting a change in the law. He told him 
to go to some of the Massachusetts delegation in Congress, and 
get them to come and talk the matter over with him. Mr. Burrill 
went to the House, sent for Mr. Rice, who was then chairman of 
the Naval Committee on the part of the House, but not finding 
him in, he called Mr. Wilson from the Senate, showed him the list, 
and asked him to meet him at the President’s the next morning. 
Mr. Wilson promised to do so at nine o’clock, after having taken 
the list in, with the avowed purpose of showing it to Mr. Sumner. 
They. met at the President’s, the matter was talked over, and it 
was decided to try and get a section inserted in what was then 
called the omnibus bill, then pending. Mr. Whiting was applied 
to, ana the section was prepared. That was the section which has 
been referred to, — the 8th section. 

Now, gentlemen, I wish to say a word here upon the construction 
of that law. The law is as follows: 

‘‘ That all persons in the naval service of the United States, 
who have entered said service during the present rebellion, who 
have not been credited to the quota of any town, district, ward or 
State, by reason of their being in said service, and not enrolled 
prior to February 24, 1864, shall be enrolled and credited to the 
quotas of the town, ward, district or State in which they respec- 
tively reside, upon satisfactory proof of their residence made to 
the Secretary of War.” 

Now the gentleman says here, what seems to me to be entirely a 
mistake in regard to the construction of this law, and what fol- 
lowed under it, viz: that there was a ruling in Washington that 
prima facie the place of enlistment should be the place where 
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these men should be credited. Now, gentlemen, I deny that en- 
tirely. It isan important point, taking it in the light in which he 
has chosen to consider it. It is an important point to know, 
whether, under the circumstances, these men would have been 
ruled as belonging to the City of Boston, had it not been for the 
acts and doings of Mr. Burrill. 

Now, in the Attorney-General’s report I have, what is the con- 
struction placed upon that subject? Under the term naval credits, 
we find: ‘In carrying into effect the law of Congress, allow- 
ing naval credits, a law most just, and proper, the Secretary of 
War decided that men enlisted in the navy should be credited to 
the State in which they enlisted, unless proved affirmatively that 
they belong elsewhere.” ‘That they should be credited to the 
State. Well, gentlemen, that is the whole controversy. We 
were after credits for the City of Boston, and the ruling of the 
Secretary of War was, that these men should be credited to the 
States where they belonged, and not to the town or place, so far 
‘as their residence was concerned. ‘Taking in connection with 
that, gentlemen, what I have read to you, as you will remember, 
the rules adopted. by the commissioners themselves, that where 
the residence was not clearly proved they should be credited “to 
the State at large,” and I think what he has said in reference to 
that law is entirely disposed of. 

The great controversy between Mr. Burrill and Mr. Andrew 
was, whether these men should be credited to Boston, or whether 
they should be credited to the State at large. 

Now, Mr. Burrill contended that he could prove the residence 
of these men as belonging to Boston; and he had the evidence, - 
the only evidence that existed, as to where these men did reside. 
And I submit to you, gentlemen, on that point, unless it were the 
testimony which Mr. Burrill had, there was not a particle of rea- 
son to believe that these men belonged to Boston; there was 
nothing else whatever to indicate it, or to enable the Mayor to 
make the oath that he believed they belonged to Boston. There 
was nothing whatever to enable the Mayor to put these men 
before the commissioners at the State House, as belonging to 
Boston. Those men stood precisely as the remaining portion of 
the 22,000 stood who had not been already credited. If the gen- 
tleman’s theory were correct, that prima facie they were ruled to 
belong to the place where they enlisted, that is, to the town or 
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city, I would like to know why the City of Boston didn’t get the 
whole eighteen or twenty thousand. I should like to have the 
gentleman answer that question. 

Mr. Heaty. I should be glad to answer it. 

Mr. Tuxpury. The fact is, they didn’t get them. I suppose 
the gentleman’s answer would be, that they did not claim them. 
But, gentlemen, how could they claim them? Show me, if you 
can, how Mr. Lincoln could go up to the State House, and make 
oath that according to his best knowledge and belief those eigh- 
teen thousand men belonged to Boston. There was not a particle 
of testimony but what was in Mr. Burrill’s hands at the time, and 
which he had procured, which enabled the Mayor to make oath in 
regard to this list of six thousand men. 

But once more, these men had to be * enrolled” ahaa to 
the law, as citizens of Boston, before they could be credited to 
Boston. Now, who did get them enrolled? Who could get them 
enrolled as citizens of Boston? Who had any, the slightest evi- 
dence, of their having elected Boston as their place of residence, 
except this same Mr. Burrill? Nobody, gentlemen. It could not 
have been done legally, nor otherwise, except by doing precisely 
what Mr. Burrill did; first, getting the evidence of the men them- 
selves, and then, down with the greenbacks, as he did. 

Well, gentlemen, the question which my brother sees fit to elabo- 
rate somewhat, is, that we were in no sense responsible for the 
passing of that law, or instrumental in getting it passed. He sug- 
gests that this law passed nearly unanimously. Now, gentlemen, 
I don’t know but what it did, we have said nothing to the con- 
trary. The testimony is, that this question was ‘‘ twice presented 
before the naval committee, and twice rejected ; and the third time 
it was carried.” Now, sir, I submit that those are the facts, and 
if it were not so, it was perfectly easy for him to have obtained 
the evidence to show that it was not. When it got through the 
committee, it went through Congress, of course, ail the preliminary 
steps being taken. The question was, to get it through the com- 
mittee. The gentleman has been five or six weeks threatening to 
call these very men, Mr. Wilson, and Mr. Rice. Both are in Bos- 
ton, and could have testified at any time if that was not true, yet 
he has not done so. That would have been to the point, but to 
come here and argue that because this thing went through Con- 
gress when it was reported, or after it was reported, that we had 
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nothing to do with it, seems to me to be a non sequitur, so far as 
its having any bearing upon this question is concerned. It is as 
plain as daylight that if my learned brother had found any conso- 
lation from either of these gentlemen, or any possible contradiction 
of anything we had said, he would have had them here fast enough, 
to testify. 

Now, gentlemen, as to this expense. I have given you, gentle- 
men, a list in which the aggregate amount is some $121,000. I 
wish now to call your attention to the fact, that under the circum- 
stances in which Mr. Burrill was placed he was obliged to expend 
that money, and that it was a reasonable and proper expenditure. 
You must bear in mind that he was spending his own money, 
that he did not expect to be called here to account — there was 
not the slightest reason to suppose he should ever be called to 
show that he paid out the $52,000 to Mr. Roberts, — and which he 
paid out to retain certain individuals to carry this thing through. 
Then the gentleman asks him in the cross-examination, how many? 
He says four or five. Then he thinks he had some idea who were 
employed. The gentleman calls his attention to it. He names 
certain men, and is going on to state their true connection, but 
that seems to have been lost sight of. All that we can gather 
from it is, that Mr. Roberts gives Mr. Burrill to understand that 
those men, Messrs. Johnson and Blair, were among the number 
that he had employed. So far as I can see Mr. Burrill’s testimony 
is consistent, reasonable and truthful. We have not said, and do 
not say, that we paid Mr. Reverdy Johnson one single cent. In 
his examination Mr. Burrill was asked, ‘Do you know who was 
employed?” ‘No, I do not know.” That was his direct testi- 
mony. I submit that it is doing us gross injustice when it is dis- 
covered that Reverdy Johnson was a member of the Senate — Mr. 
Burrill having got the impression that he was not, and does not 
pretend to know what people were employed — to charge us with 
having stated that we paid Mr. Johnson money under those cir- 
cumstances. I agree with my brother heartily, that no more hon- 
orable man walks the street than such a man. I regret, exceed- 
ingly, that such a point should have been raised here. But I do 
say, and most distinctly too, that we paid out that $52,000, and 
agreed to pay, conditionally, a great deal more, precisely as Mr. 
Burrill states it, to employ the necessary counsel, lobbyists if you 
choose, to aid in getting that bill reported and passed through Coa- 
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gress, and that we were instrumental in getting that law through. 

We claim, also, that to all intents and purposes we were the 
author of that law. We did not pass the law, we did not even 

vote for it, for we had no vote to give; we did not necessarily 
stand there and see it voted upon, but we suggested it. We made 
the case under which it became necessary to pass that law; and 
the suggestion came to the President to meet our particular case. 

The whole case was prepared for this particular thing, and although 
other people were interested in it subsequently, I wish to ask what. 
other individual appeared there from beginning to end to ask for 
it? Who else furnished any means whatever to advocate it? 
Who employed a single individual to speak upon it, or to speak 
about it? 

There is the matter relating to Mr. Raymond also. I submit 
that that is an equally unfortunate allusion, which has been made 
nere in the course of this trial. There is no testimony here, gen- 
tlemen, that we have made a political subscription. There is one 
phrase, ‘*he paid on account of political subscription, $30,000,” 
but not a word in the testimony that shows that Mr. Burrill ever 
did subscribe, or claimed, to have subscribed for that purpose. On 
the other hand, he states as plain as words can state it, that after 
finding it impossible to employ Messrs. Johnson and Blair, he went 
to Mr. Raymond, and told him if he would render him such assist- 
ance as he could, he would become responsible for a political sub- 
scription or political subscriptions to the amount of $100,000. 
Then he says he paid $30,000 of it. That is all there is to indicate 
that he subscribed or paid anything on account of a political fund. 
That is all that indicates that such a political subscription was 
made. On the other hand, all the circumstances go to show that 
that was not claimed; but that we paid $30,000 on account of it 
subsequently to Mr. Roberts, to compromise the matter with Mr. 
Raymond. For that we claim to be held responsible. 

The gentleman took a good deal of pains to get some contradic- 
tion from the governor as to whether any such thing appeared on 
their books. I give him the benefit of saying he did not think it 
was there, because we didn’t put it there. That was the best 
reason in the world, we never claimed we did; though the governor 
had not got the book even, and had not seen it for a very long time. 

All this talk about paying or bribing President Lincoln, or 
Members of Congress, and insulting the memory of the dead, is to 
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the last degree unreasonable and absurd, as I look upon it. No- 
body has been scandalized in the least; nobody’s memory has been 
desecrated ; nobody living, nobody if living, could complain of 
anything we have said, when rightly understood and rightly con- 
strued. 

We have distinctly stated from the beginning that all our Con- 
gressmen, and also Mr. Whiting did most cheerfully use their 
best efforts to pass that law as soon as the President suggested 
that it would be better to have such a law, or such a section of the 
law passed. 

When the section seemed to be in danger, and was violently 
opposed by somebody in committee, Mr. Burrill did the best he 
could, and all he could. He did only what is common and usual 
in such cases. He was peculiarly situated. He had the contract 
of the city in his pocket, promising him a large sum of money as 
soon as his work was done. He held in his hand the letter of the 
Mayor, accrediting him as the agent of the city to do what was 
necessary to get these men credited, and everybody whom he 
met was necessarily knowing to his business and to his agency. 
Many thought and said that it was unfair that Boston should get 
these men for nothing, and thereby escape the draft, when the West 
and other portions of the country would have to raise new men — 
when at the same time it was well known that, without Mr. Burrill’s 
evidence, these men naturaily, and in fact, belonged as much to 
other places as to Boston. Under all these difficulties and respon- 
sibilities, Mr. Burrill thought he needed, and must have, the most 
powerful assistance, and he knew too well that such assistance 
could not be procured without great expenses. I am not here to 
justify either the propriety of what is usually required of a man 
under such circumstances, nor even the propriety of employing 
the means he made useof; but I cannot and shall not shut my eyes 
to what everybody knows is a common occurrence, not to say an 
almost universal custom, of employing lobbyists and men of influ- 
ence to procure the passing of important laws, especially when 
private and corporate rights and interests are likely to be seriously 
affected and benefited by such legislation, Everybody knows the 
fact, and all my brother’s indignation cannot, I think, satisfy or 
prove to us that it is not true in every particular. 

One other reference has been made here, which I think it impor- 
tant for me to refer to; that is, this law which was passed was 
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carrying out simply a principle which had been previously intro- 
duced. Now, gentlemen, all I can say, is, that the difference 
to my mind is as wide as the Heavens. The law of the 24th of 
February had provided that men who came and enlisted in the 
navy subsequent to that time should be credited in the same way 
as though they enlisted into the army, and to the place where they 
resided at the time of their enlistment. That was all that was 
covered by that. The law of the fourth of July provided that a 
large number of men who, up to that time, had not been allowed to 
be credited anywhere, who came from all over the country, all the 
different States, should be allowed to be credited when their resi- 
dence at the time of crediting could be shown. Take, in connec- 
tion with this, that nearly all these men could declare their resi- 
dence anywhere, and the different effects, and principles of the 
two laws will be apparent. It is precisely the difference there is 
in the different constructions claimed for our contract. The first 
law allowed new men to enlist in the navy, and be credited. The 
second law allowed those who had long before enlisted, and were 
then in the service to be credited. One brought men to the quota, 
the other brought credits only to the quota; and my brother’s 
reasoning about the principle of the law is I think equally at 
fault with his reasoning about the true construction of the contract. 

Some question is raised here, or has been raised in the course of 
this hearing, as to the number of men which were called for or con- 
templated. Mr. Lincoln says, at first he set out to get two or three 
thousand ; subsequently he was told that five or six thousand could 
be got, and that he told him he thought it was necessary to pro- 
cure credits against future calls. Now, this subject of quota is 
not very strenuously urged. It is important, so far as showing 
what the city shall pay us for. I submit that ‘* quota” means 
precisely in this contract what it meant in the law. The law says 
that ‘‘ they may be credited upon the quota of the town or place 
where they reside.” It does not apply to any particular call, or 
any particular case. It is a general term, and means simply car- 
ried to the credit of any town or city. That was the same term 
we made use of in our contract, and the same made use of in the 
Mayor’s letter given to Mr. Burrill to take to Washington, and all 
must be construed alike to mean the same as credit. The Mayor 
must have understood it the same as we did; for if it means what 
my brother now claims it does, — only the then existing call, — 
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why did Mr. Lincoln think of getting two or three thousand, when 
only about six hundred and one, was all that was then wanting? 
And in his letter he asks that the whole 6,000 may be credited on 
the quota of Boston. This must be conclusive as to his meaning 
of the term at the time of the contract. 

But my brother raises other objections. He don’t believe we 
ever got these papers or declarations of the men, apparently ; but 
every circumstance goes to prove that we must have them, or we 
could not have got the men enrolled; and all parties acted on the 
theory that that was the only way to prove them residents of 
Boston. Besides, two unimpeached witnesses besides Mr. Burrill 
swear distinctly that they saw them, a large pile of them, at the 
State House, and examined them in part. These could not be the 
Brookline lists, for only about three hundred were on these lists, 
and about as many were of Charlestown and Somerville. The fact 
that they are not now easily found, or any record made to show 
them at the war department, can have no weight. ‘They were of 
no importance, and as soon as they were used probably went to 
the waste basket, or were stowed away with the dozens of cartloads 
of such matter as must have accumulated during the war. 

Now there are a great many statements made by the Solicitor 
which he takes much time in commenting upon, and which, I must 
claim, are not to be found in the testimony, and are not tiue in 
point of fact. For instance, both he and Mr. Lincoln seem to 
assume that these Rock Island men, on board the *‘ Ohio,” were not 
in the service ; and he says in his argument that ‘ Mr. Burrill had 
been getting credits for other places, not of these naval credits, 
but of men who actually enlisted into the navy.” Now both the 
testimony and the fact is, that the Rock Island men were at the 
time enlisted men, when Aldermen Messinger got some of them 
credited ; andthemen whom Mr. Burrill got credited to Brookline 
and Charlestown and Somerville were all of men who had pre- 
viously enlisted in the navy, but had not been credited till he got 
them. 

All I ask isa fair examination and construction of the testimony 
by the committee, and your own knowledge and recollections, both 
on these points and on many others, which my brother seems to 
assume. 

I think the committee will be satisfied, in a careful reflection, 
that the great leading facts in this case are clear, and that what

we claim did happen is not only not improbable or unreasonable, 
but essentially what might be expected to happen in accom- 
plishing such a work as Mr. Burrill had undertaken. Few could 
have done it at all, and none could do it better than he did, under 
the circumstances. 

I think you will be satisfied from this evidence that Mr. Burrill 
did the work he was employed to do; that he acted in good faith 
under a contract which he did believe, and had every reason to 
believe, was valid and binding; that in doing so he was obliged 
to expend, and did expend, a very large sum of money; that 
other cities and places paid even a larger compensation than was 
promised to Mr. Burrill, and for the same identical work which he 
accomplished for Boston; and that Boston was by his efforts re- 
lieved from great anxiety on account of the impending draft, as 
well as from the expenditure of very large sums of money, — 
millions I might say, — if these credits had not in some way been 
obtained at that time. And under all the circumstances, we believe 
it is both the wish of our citizens, and the duty of the committee 
and city government, that we should be paid fairly, liberally, and 
without farther delay.

° AN ORDINANCE. 


PROVIDING FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF A COMMITTEE ON CLAIMS, 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City of 


Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. In the month of January, or as soon as may be 
thereafter, annually, there shall be appointed a Joint Committee 
of the City Council, to be called the Committee on Claims, to 
consist of three members of the Board of Aldermen, and five 
members of the Common Council. Said Committee shall have 
full power and authority to investigate all claims against the 
city, except for damages on account of the laying out and widen- 
ing streets, the change of grade of streets, and the abatement 
of nuisances by the Board of Health; and may take such steps, 
in consultation with the City Solicitor, as they deem expe- 
dient for the defence of the city in suits at law for the recovery 
of any alleged claim against the city. Said Committee are also 
authorized, with the approval of the Mayor, to settle and adjust 
any such claim which does not exceed, in amount, the sum of five 


hundred dollars.

AN ORDINANCE. 
TO ESTABLISH THE OFFICE OF SUPERINTENDENT OF LAMPS. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


SEecTION 1. On the first Monday of February, annually, or 
within sixty days thereafter, the Mayor shall appoint, subject to 
the confirmation of the Board of Aldermen, a Superintendent of 
Lamps, who shall hold his office for one year from the first 
Monday of April in the year in which he shall be appointed, 
and until his successor is chosen and qualified, or he is removed. 
He shall be removable at the pleasure of the Mayor, and a va- 
cancy may be filled at any time for the unexpired term. He 
shall receive such compensation for his services as the City 
Council shall from time to time determine. ; 

Sect. 2. Said Superintendent of Lamps shall perform such 
services in connection with the Lamp Department as the Mayor, 
or the Board of Aldermen, or any committee thereof, or the City 
Council by ordinance, may direct. On or before the tenth 
day of January, annually, he shall make a report to the City 
Council, containing a general statement of the expenses of his 
department during the preceding year, a particular statement of 
the property under his charge belonging to the city, and such 
other information as he may deem proper. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF LAMPS. T 


Sect. 3. The said Superintendent of Lamps shall give a 
bond, in the penal sum of five thousand dollars, with one or more 
sureties satisfactory to the Board of Aldermen, with condition 
that he shall faithfully perform all the duties of his office, and 
that he will not, either directly or indirectly, for himself or 
others, or by others in trust for him, or on his account, have any 
interest or concern in any purchase, lease, contract, or agreement 
connected with said Lamp Department. 

Sect. 4. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage, 
provided, however, that the person now exercising the duties of 
Superintendent of Lamps shall continue to hold that position 
until the first Monday in April next, unless sooner removed, at 
the compensation already fixed by the City Council.

AN ORDINANCE. 
TO ESTABLISH THE OFFICE OF CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


SEcTION 1. On the first Monday of February, annually, or 
within sixty days thereafter, there shall be elected, by concurrent 
vote of both branches of the City Council, a clerk of all com- 
mittees, standing or special, of either branch, or of both branches, 
of the City Council, not otherwise provided for by any ordi- 
nance or order of the City Council. Said clerk shall hold his 
office for one year from the first Monday in April, in the year 
in which he shall be elected, unless sooner removed; and he 
shall be removable at the pleasure of the City Council; and 
vacancies may be filled at any time for the unexpired term. 
For his services he shall receive such compensation as the City 
Council shall from time to time determine. 

Sect. 2. Said clerk shall make a proper record in books 
kept for the purpose, and furnished by the city, of all the pro- 
ceedings and transactions of the committees of which he is 
clerk; and shall keep a calendar of all the mectings of said 
committees, and notify the members thereof whenever requested 
so to do by the chairman for the time being. He shall also per- 
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form such other duties and services as the said committees, or 
either of them, shall from time to time require. 

Sect. 3. Said clerk may, upon the passage of this ordinance, 
and annually-afterwards in the month of April, or whenever a 
vacancy occurs, appoint an assistant, subject to the approval of 
the City Council. Said assistant shall perform such services, 
clerical or otherwise, as the said clerk, or any of the commit- 
tees aforesaid, may direct. He shall be removable at any time 
by the said clerk, or the City Council. For his services he shall 
receive such compensation as the City Council shall from time 
to time determine. 

Sect. 4. The ordinance in relation to the clerk of commit- 
tees, passed July 2, 1857, and amended November 24, 1865, is 
hereby repealed; provided, however, that the clerk of commit- 
tees already elected shall hold his office for one year from the 
first Monday in April, 1869, unless sooner removed.

AN ORDINANCE. 


TO ESTABLISH THE OFFICE OF MAYOR’S CLERK: 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


SecTION 1. In the month of January, annually, and whenever 
there is a vacancy from any cause, the Mayor may appoint a 
suitable person to perform the duties of clerk in his office; and 
when such an appointment is made, he shall notify the City 
Council thereof. 

Sect. 2. The said clerk shall hold his office during the 
pleasure of the Mayor, and shall perform such services, clerical 
or otherwise, as the Mayor may prescribe. He shall receive 
such compensation therefor as the City Council may from time 
to time determine. 
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
